fN  the  preparation  of  tliis  work  the  Publishers  have  aimed 
/I  at  providing,  in  a  convenient  form,  such  a  concise  Die- 
jL  tionary  of  Geography  or  Gazetteer  of  the  World,  as  would, 
C^  from  its  special  features  and  cheapness,  prove  acceptable* 
and  useful  to  the  general  public  To  attain  this  end  much  labour 
and  care  have  been  bestowed,  many  reliable  authorities  have  been 
consulted,  and  recent  events  and  explorations  have  afforded  the 
opportunity  of  adding  several  names  of  places  not  hitherto  found 
in  any  similar  compilation. 

The  work  not  only  embraces  descriptions  of  the  different 
cotmtries  of  the  globe,  their  various  physical  aspects  and  political 
divisions,  the  location  of  their  principal  towns,  etc.,  but  it  possesses 
also  the  two  important  features  of  giving  the  pronunciation  and, 
in  very  many  cases,  the  etymology  of  the  geographical  names. 

The  pronunciation  is  exhibited  in  a  phonetic  form,  the  words 
being  syllabicated  and  accentuated  in  a  manner  easy  to  be  under- 
stood. The  meanings  and  etymologies  of  the  names  form,  it  is 
believed,  a  novel  feature  of  the  book,  and,  it  is  hoped,  will  add  to 
its  interest  and  value. 


NOTE  TO  THE  FOURTH  EDITION. 

Since  the  first  issue  of  this  work  in  1879,  the  progress  of  events 
throughout  the  world  has  rendered  necessary  the  preparation  of  an 
entirely  new  edition.  In  the  accomplishment  of  this  no  trouble  has 
been  spared  to  make  the  information  satisfactory  in  every  respect. 
Every  article  in  the  book  has  been  subjected  to  revision,  numerous 
improvements  have  been  introduced,  and  the  statistics  and  popula- 
tions of  our  own  and  other  countries,  viz.,  the  United  States, 
Dominion  of  Canada,  Australia  and  other  British  colonies,  France, 
Germany,  Austria-Hungary,  Switzerland,  Russia,  Spain,  Portugal, 
Italy,  the  Netherlands,  Mexico,  etc.,  etc.,  have  been  corrected  by 
recent  census  and  other  returns.  It  is  hoped,  therefore,  that  thk 
edition  will  prove  as  acceptable  to  the  public  as  its  predecessors 
have  done,  and  sustain  the  high  character  already  obtained  by  the 
Gazetteer.

N.  and  W.,  Nubia ;  E.,  the  Egyptian  Red 
Bea  government:  S.,  the  Qalla country.  Its 
area  is  estimated  at  200,000  so.  m.,  and  the 
pop.  at  4,000,000.  The  general  appearance 
of  the  country  is  that  of  a  nigged  elevated 
table-land  intersected  by  ranges  of  rocky 
precipitous  hills  and  deep  ravines.  Some  of 
the  moontains  in  the  S.W.  attain  an  eleva- 
tion of  more  than  15,000  ft.,  and  are  snow- 
clad  at  the  summit  The  chief  rivers  are 
the  Mareb,  the  Takazzve  or  Atbara,  and 
the  Abai  or  Blue  River.  Owing  to  the  moun- 
tainous nature  of  the  country,  the  climate 
is  more  temperate  than  might  be  expected 
from  its  latitude;  but  the  heat  in  the  lower 
▼slleys  is  intense.  From  April  to  September 
occur  those  heavy  rains  which  tend  to  pro- 
duce the  overflowing  of  the  Nile.— Though 
situated  between  the  tropics,  the  productions 
of  Abyssinia  reaemble  those  of  the  temperate 
sone,  and  in  tiie  central  and  southern  parts 
flM  mO  It  so  fertile,  itntf  with  little  ex- 


pense of  human  labour,  three  harvests  are 
yielded  annually.  The  chief  objects  of  cul- 
ture are  wheat,  barley,  millet,  maize,  and  a 
kind  of  grain  called  i^,  smaller  than  mus- 
tard-seed, but  making  an  agreeable  bread. 
The  papyrus  is  here  indigenous,  as  in 
Egypt ;  and  the  balm  of  Oilead  and  myrrh 
are  also  found.  Among  the  domestic  ani- 
mals may  be  mentioned  the  Galla  ox,  dis- 
tinguished for  the  enormous  length  of  its 
horns.  The  horse  is  used  only  for  war,  the 
beasts  of  burden  being  mules  and  asses. 
Among  the  wild  animals  are  the  buffalo, 
two-homed  rhinoceros,  elephants,  etc.  The 
hippopotamus  and  the  crocodile  abound  la 
the  lakes  and  rivers.— Abyssinia  seems  to 
have  been  peopled,  at  a  very  early  period, 
by  a  colony  from  the  opposite  shores  of 
Arabia.  In  the  year  383  the  inhabitants 
were  converted  to  Christianity,  their  gen»- 
ral  tenets  being  those  of  the  Greek  Church, 
received  from  the  patriarch  of  AlexandriiL 
with  which  have  since  been  incorporated 
many  Jewish  nnd  pagan  ceremonies.  When 
this  region  first  became  known  to  the 
Portuguese,  it  was  ruled  by  an  absolute 
monarch ;  but  his  empire  gradually  fell  to 
pieces,  and  is  now  divided  into  several 
states,  the  three  principal  being  Tigr«, 
Amhara  or  Gondar,  and  Shoa.  The  people 
belong  to  several  distinct  races,  and,  ac- 
cording to  Dr  Blanc,  may  be  divided  into 
two  sections— the  tillers  of  the  soil  and  their 
parasites;  the  Utter  being  the  priests, 
soldiers,  and  beggars.  The  peasanU  are  an 
industrious  but  despised  class;  the  priests 
are  lazy,  ignorant,  and  very  numerous: 
the  soldiers  are  the  curse  of  the  land,  and 
live  by  exaction  and  plunder;  and  the 
beggars  swarm  everywhere.  In  conse- 
quence of  the  peculiarly  isolated  condition 
in  which  the  Abyssinian  nation  has  existed 
for  ages,  Europeans  knew  little  regarding 
it  or  the  geography  of  the  country  until  the 
year  1868,  when  a  British  miliUry  expedi- 
tion, under  Sir  Robert  Napier  (subsequently 
rained  to  the  peerage  under  the  title  of 
Lord  Napier  ot  Magdala),  penetrated  400 
miles  inland,  in  order  to  effect  the  release 
of  a  number  of  Englishmen  and  others 
(about  sixty  in  all)  who  wera  detained  as 
prisoners  in  the  fortress  of  Magdala  by 
Theodore,  the  self-styled  Emperor  of  Abys- 
sinia. The  object  of  the  expedition  wa* 
safely  and  successfully  sccompliiihed.

Afghaniatan,  af-gdn-is-tdn'  (the  land  of 
the  Afghans),  a  country  of  Asia,  lying  be- 
tween 28"  60'  and  37**  30'  N.  lat,  and  between 
61"  and  74*  40^  E.  long.,  having  on  the  N. 
Western  Turkestan,  E.  India,  8.  Bclu- 
chiKUn,  and  W.  Persia.  Its  area  is  esti- 
mated at  260,000  sq.  m.,  and  its  pop.  at 
4,000,000.  The  country  may  be  descril)ed 
as  a  succession  of  high  vallevs  or  table- 
lands, varving  in  elevation  from  3000  to 
6000  feet,  situated  on  the  declivities  of  the 
Hindu  Kush,  the  Soliman,  the  Glioor,  and 
other  subordinate  motmtain  ranges.  West- 
ward the  country  declines  Into  the  great 
desert  of  Selstan.  The  valleys  are  in  gen- 
eral well  watered,  and  abound  In  rich  pas- 
ture. The  principal  rivers  are  the  Kabul, 
ffdmund,  and  Gomul,  but  they  are  not  of 
great  sire.  The  chief  political  divisions 
are  Kabul,  Jelalabad,  Ohutni,  Kandahar, 
Herat,  and  Afghan  TarkesUzn.  The  lofly 
mountain  chain  which  intervenes  between 
this  country  and  India  is  pierced  by  several 
passes,  the  best  known  of  which  is  the 
Khyber,  about  30  m.  in  length.  When 
the  British  invaded  the  country  in  1878- 
79,  aome  of  these  passes,  as  well  as  the 
Kurrum  and  other  valleys,  were  taken 
possession  of;  but  subsequent  political 
events  in  Great  BriUin  led  to  their 
abandonment.  The  principal  towns  of 
Afghanistan  are  Kabul,  Jelalabad,  H&- 
ral,  and  Kandahar.— The  manufacturet  of 
Afghaniatan  consist  chiefly  of  a  few  home- 
made fabrics  of  cotton,  wool,  and  silk,  for 
domestic  use.  Madder,  tobacco,  fruit s,  furs, 
shawls,  and  chintz  are  exported.  The  tran- 
sit trade  is  effected  by  means  of  camela 
and  horses.~The  Afghans  are  a  compara- 
tively rude  race  of  mountain  shepherds 
and  warriors,  fierce,  cruel,  and  addicted  to 
plunder.  In  appearance  they  resemble  the 
Jews,  but  their  dress  and  manners  are 
Persian.  The  various  tribes  are  ruled  by 
chiefs  or  khans,  who  in  their  turn  are  sub- 
ject to  the  control  of  the  ameer  or  king.  In 
religion,  the  people  are  Mohammedans. 

Afghan  Turkestan,  afgdn  toor-ke*-tdn\ 
subject  to  the  government  at  Kabul,  lies 
between  Afghanistan  proper  and  the  river 
Oxus,  and  embraces  the  states  of  Kundnz, 
Khnlum,  Balkh,  Badakhshan  and  Wskhan, 
Akcha,  Siripul,  Meimene,  Shibberghan,  and 
Andkhni.

Knetrated  by  Tery  few  inlets,  and  presents 
18  sea  coast  (16,000  m.)  in  proportion  to 
its  area  than  any  other  part  of  the  world ; 
it  is  also  remarkable  for  the  paucity  of  its 
navigable  rivers,  and  for  the  position  of  its 
mountain-cliains,  which  mostly  run  parallel 
to  the  ooasL  The  interior  of  Northern 
Africa  is  characterized  by  great  sterility. 
In  this  region  is  the  Sahara  or  Great 
Desert,  a  vast  elevated  gravelly  tract, 
studded  with  immense  zones  of  arid  sand 
ridges,  interspersed  with  spots  of  fertile 
beauty  known  as  oases.  The  central  belt 
8.  of  the  equator  was  long  thought  to  be  of 
similar  character ;  but  instead  of  a  rocky  or 
sandy  desert,  Livingstone,  Burton,  Speke, 
Grant,  Baker,  Cameron,  Stanley,  Thomson, 
and  others,  have  here  found  a  series  of  pla- 
teaus of  rich  and  most  varied  aspect,  and  a 
number  of  magnificent  inland  seas  or  lakes 
of  fresh  water,  fed  by  countless  streams, 
whose  sources  are  in  the  surrounding  moun- 
tains, where  rain  prevails  for  about  eight 
months  of  the  year.

sinian mountains  in  the  E.  The  most  im- 
portant rivers  are  the  Nile,  Congo  or  Liv- 
ingstone, Niger,  Senega],  Gambia,  and 
Zambesi:  and  the  principal  lakes  are 
Tchad,  All)ert  Nyanza,  Victoria  Nyanza, 
Tanganyika,  Bangweolo,  and  N  va8sa.>-The 
climnte  in  the  open  table-lands  is  distin- 
guished by  excessive  heat,  but  on  the  whole 
is  healthy.  The  E.  and  W.  coasts  are  infested 
by  malaria,and  are  unhealthy  to  Europeans. 
In  the  8^  especially  around  Cape  Colony 
and  Natal,  the  climate  is  delightful.— The 
geoffraphleal  and  political  divisions  of  the 
African  continent  are  nomeroos,  and  vaiy 
aeeonUng  as  one  ■tandard  or  another  ft 
followed.

by  Tunis.  The  Atlas  chain  of  mountains 
runs  through  its  entire  length,  which  is 
about  660  m.  The  valleys  are  well 
watered  and  fertile,  and  the  hills  are 
covered  with  fruit-trees.  In  the  16th 
century,  Algiers  became  a  Turkish 
pashalic;  but  in  the  course  of  time  the 
governors  assumed  independence,  with  the 
title  of  Dey,  being  elected  by  a  small  body 
of  Turkish  soldiery,  whose  numbers  were 
kept  up  by  recruits  from  Constantinople.

Several  of  its  tributaries  are 
noble  rivers ;  the  Madeira,  the  largest,  is 
1800  m.  long.  This  great  river  was  dis- 
covered by  the  Spanish  explorer  Orellana. 
who  on  bis  return  to  Spain  related  a  wild 
tale  about  his  passage  having  been  opposed 
by  a  nation  of  fomale  warriors ;  hence  the 
mune  Amazon  was  given  to  the  river. 

Aznasonas*  drmd-Bt/nas,  or  d-std-sSs^ds, 


and  E.  by  the  North  and  South  Atlantio 
Ocean.  Ito  area,  including  islands.  Is  esti- 
mated at  nearlv  IBfiOOflOO  sq.  m.,  and  its 
Kp.  at  100,416,000.  Its  length  trom  Grant 
ind  in  the  N.  to  Cape  Horn  in  the  S.  is 
about  10,000  m.,  and  its  average  breadth 
2000  ra.  This  vast  continent  consists  of 
two  gn^eat  peninsulas  and  a  central  part, 
named  respectively  North,  South,  and  Cen- 
tral America.— It  has  been  contended  that 
North  America  was  known  to  the  Northmen 
in  the  11th  centuiy.  They  are  asserted  to 
have  been  in  the  habit  of"^  sending  vessels 
to  Baffin  Bay  and  Lancaster  Sound  for  the 
purpose  of  fishing  But,  be  that  as  it  may, 
there  is  no  doubt  whatever  that  till  the 
close  of  the  16th  century  the  discovery  of 
America  was  unknown  to  southern  and 
western  Europe.  On  the  3rd  of  August 
1492,  Christopher  Columbus,  a  native  of 
Genoa,  in  the  service  of  Spain,  sailed  in 
quest  of  a  western  passage  to  India,  and  on 
the  12th  October  arrived  at  San  Salvador, 
one  of  the  Bahama  Islands.  In  his  second, 
third,  and  fourth  voyages  he  made  many 
important  discoveries;  first  touching  the 
American  continent  on  the  1st  August  1498, 
near  the  mouth  of  the  Orinoco.  In  1497  and 
1486,  John  and  Sebastian  Cabot,  employed

coast.     These  dIsooTeriet  excited  the  most 


eager  cariosity  in  Europe.  The  vast  regions 
which  they  opened  up  seemed  to  exceed  any 
of  the  great  continents  hitherto  known; 
while  the  unusnal  aspects  of  nature  led  the 
beholders  to  regard  it  as  a  New  World, 
which  had  risen  hut  recently  under  the 
Creator's  hand.  Forests  of  unknown  trees, 
surpassing  in  extent  and  magnificence  all 
that  had  been  seen  before ;  yast  mounUin- 
ranges,  with  a  single  exception  the  loftiest 
on  the  globe  i  rivers  which  rolled  to  the 
ocean  with  the  majestj  of  seas,— these  were 
the  sublime  features  of  this  Western  World. 
Its  animals  differed  no  less  from  those  with 
which  Europeans  were  (iuniliar,  and  it  ap- 
peared to  be  inhabited  by  a  peculiar  race  of 
numan  beings.  Its  soil  teemed  with  the 
choicest  productions;  and  minet  of  the 
precious  metals  offered  the  tempting  pros- 
pect of  immediate  and  incalculable  wealth. 
The  maritime  nations  of  Europe  were  not 
slow  to  take  possession  of  these  wondrous 
regions.  In  1681,  the  celebrated  Fernando 
Coftex  conquered  Mexico,  whence  the  autho- 
rity of  the  Spanish  monarch  wan  quickly  ex- 
tended oyer  a  great  portion  of  the  southern 
continent.  In  1635,  the  French  explored 
the  shores  of  the  Qulf  of  St  Lawrence ;  and 
in  1684,  the  unfortunate  Sir  Walter  Raleigh, 

S'  founding  a  settlement  in  Virginia,  took 
e  first  step  in  the  planting  of  the  great 
British  colonies  which  now  form  the  United 
SUtes  of  North  America. 

Amezloa,  Oentr*!,  consists,  geographi- 
eally,  of  the  long,  narrow,  and  Irregular 
strip  from  the  isthmus  of  Tehuantepee, 
at  the  8.  of  the  Oulf  of  Mexico,  to  the  nar* 
roweiit  part  of  the  Isthmus  of  Panama; 
politically  it  may  be  considered  to  em- 
brace the  ooantnr  between  Mexico  and 
the  United  SUtes  of  Colombia,  extending 
fh>m  96*  9(K  to  81*  aO'  W.  long.  It  is 
about  900  m.  in  length,  with  a  breadth  of 
fh>m  70  to  860  m.:  an  area  estimated  at 
188,879  sq.  BU  with  a  pop.  of  2JB98.000.  The 
mountains  of  Central  America  are  in  three 
distinct  groups,  yis.,  the  Honduras  and 
MicaxBgua  group,  the  Costa  Rica  group,  and 
the  group  of  Guatemala.  The  latter  has 
more  actiye  yolcanoes  than  any  other  coun- 
try of  equal  area,  except  Jaya.  Of  these, 
the  Volcau  de  Agua,  so  called  from  emitting 
torrents  of  water  and  stones  instead  of  fire, 
is  said  to  be  16.000  ft  in  eleyation.  The 
eentre  of  the  country  consists  of  a  high 
table-land,  ayeraging  about  5000  ft.  aboye 
the  sea,  with  a  comparatiyely  temperate 
elimate;  but  the  coast  region,  especially 
the  eastern,  is  low,  hot,  and  unhealthy. 
Earthquakes  are  rtrj  frequent,  and  in  con- 
■eouence  the  towns  generally  consist  of 
buildings  only  one  sto^  high.  The  soil  Is 
extremely  fertile,  yielding  abundantly  all 
the  productions  Doth  of  tropical  and  tem- 
ftriiU  dimates;  the  ttaples  of  the  country 


are  indigo,  cochineal,  tarsaparilla,  hides, 
mahogany,  dye-woods,  sugar,  cotton,  cocoiu 
and  Peniyian  balsam.  There  are  rich  and 
productiye  mines  of  the  precious  metals, 
with  copper,  iron,  lead,  nickel,  zinc,  anti- 
mony, etc,  and  the  pearl-oyster  is  found  on 
the  ooest.  Central  America  became  inde- 
pendent in  1821,  and  was  subsequently  in- 
corporated with  Mexico ;  but  in  1828  it  was 
formed  into  a  separate  confederation.  This 
was  finally  dissolved  in  1847,  and  since  that 
date  the  sUtes  of  Guatemala,  St  Salyador, 
Honduras,  Nicaragua,  and  Costa  Rica,  haye 
been  independent  republics.  The  Mosquito 
Territory  extends  along  the  west  of  the 
Caribbean  Sea,  and  now  belongs  to  Nicara- 
gua. The  goyemmenta  of  the  Central 
American  republics  are  modelled  on  that  of 
the  United  SUtes,  and  consist  of  a  presi- 
dent, senate,  and  house  of  represenUtives. 
The  established  religion  is  the  Roman- 
catholic,  but  complete  toleration  exists* 
Central  America  presents  in  many  places 
yery  extensiye  and  Interesting  ruins,  proy- 
ing  the  occupation  of  the  country  by  a 
people  fkr  adyanced  in  dyilisation  and  the 
arts  long  before  it  was  conquered  by  the 
Spaniards.  ISee  QtiateixiaU.  NloaragtiA, 
etc.J 

Amerloa,  North,  extends  from  about  15* 
to  about  82*  N. (including  the  islands  of  the 
Arctic  Ocean),  and  from  66*  to  168*  W.  lU

a.  m.  IU  pop.  Is  estimated  at  upwards  of 
>24,000.  Nearly  three-fourths  of  it  are  In 
the  N .  temperate  zone :  the  remainder  being 
about  equally  divided  between  the  N.  frigid 
and  torrid  cones.  It  is  broad  and  expanded 
towards  the  N.  (approaching  Asia  within  48 
miles  at  Behring  Strait),  and  narrows  to- 
wards the  S.  IU  N.  coast  is  broken  by  the 
Gulf  of  Boothia,  Coronation  Gulf,  Franklin 
Bay,  Liyerpool  Bay,  etc. ;  IU  W.  coast  is  in- 
dented by  Kotsebue  Sound,  Norton  Sound* 
Bristol  Bay,  Cook  Inlet,  and  Gulf  of  Cali- 
fornia; iU  E.  coast  by  tne  Gulf  of  Mexioo^ 
Chesapeake  Bay,  the  Bay  of  Fundy.  and  the 
Gulf  of  St  Lawrence.  The  Gulf  of  Mexico 
and  Hudson  Bay  are  the  only  considerable 
InleU  of  the  ocean.  There  are  three  chief 
mountain-ranges  the  West  Coast  Range, 
extending  from  the  extremity  of  the  penin- 
sula of  Alaska  to  California  near  the  shores: 
the  range  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  contlnned 
in  the  MonnUins  of  Mexico  and  Central 
America;  and  the  Alleghany  or  Aop^ 
lachUn  Mountains  near  the  E.  coast.  The 
W.  Is  mostly  an  eleyated  Uble-land;  th« 
plains  are  the  shores  of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico, 
the  Atlantic, and  Hudson  Bay,  the  basins  or 
the  Missouri,  Mississippi,  Ohio,  and  the  line 
of  the  north-western  lakes.  From  Great 
Bear  Lake,  on  the  arctic  circle,  8.B.  to  Lake 
Ontario,  there  U  a  remarkable  series  of 
ft^h-water  lakes,  between  the  Ust  two  of 
which  are  the  magnificent  Falls  of  Niagara. 
Tbif  great  eontineiit  ie  watered  by  many 
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imporUnt  riTsn,  among  which  tokj  be 
ennmerAted  the  Great  Fiah  Biver,  Copper- 
mine, Mackenxie,  Yukon,  Simpson,  Eraser, 
BMkatchewan,  Eed  Rirer,  8t  Lawrence. 
Missoori,  MiasiBsippi,  Rio  Grande  del 
Korte,  and  the  Bio  Colorado^— The  climate, 
M  a  matter  of  oonrse.  Taries  Terr  mach, 
being  extremely  severe  in  the  N^  char- 
acterized by  eold  winters  and  hot  summers 
in  the  middle  region^  and  dellghtftal  on 
the  elevated  table-lands  of  the  S.  Except 
In  the  extreme  N^  where  the  intense  and 
long-oontinned  oold  causes  sterility,  the 
ioil  is  fertile:  there  are  extensive  prlml- 
tlre  forests,  and  rich  alluvial  plains,  with 
large  rivers  navigable  far  inland,  forming 
altogether  a  vast  region  more  admirably 


tanked  for  agriculture  and  oommeroe  than 

Cn-haps  any  other  portion  of  the  world  of 
ke  extent— North  America  is  divided  into 
fbur  political  organisations,  vis.,  Greenland 
or  Danish  America,  an  island  in  the  N.E. 
comer;  British  America, occupying  all  the 
territory  N.  of  the  great  lakes  and  of  49*  of 
N.  lat, and  E. of  140*  W.  lone.;  the  United 
States,  oceupyinff  the  whole  oread th  of  the 
eontinent  from  the  British  possessions  on 
the  M.  to  Mexico  on  the  8.,  also  the  M.W. 
comer  purchased  from  Bussla  in  1867;  and 
Mexico,  lying  between  16*  W  and  8S*  N. 
lat^  and  between  the  Padfie  on  the  W.  and 
the  Gulf  of  Mexico  on  the  E.— At  the  time 
of  its  discovery,  North  America  was  in- 
habited by  various  native  tribes  and  na- 
tions ;  some  of  whom,  as  the  Mexicans  and 
Tlascalans.  had  attained  a  considerable  de- 
gree of  civilisation,  while  others,  still  known 
as  Indians,  existed  in  the  state  of  savages. 
At  present,  tite  number  of  these  rude  tribes 
eeattered  over  the  continent  is  rapidly  dl- 
minishlnc.  In  the  extreme  north  are  found 
the  dwarash  tribes  of  the  Esquimaux,  ap- 
parently a  kindred  rsee  with  the  Samoiedes 
of  Asia  and  the  Laplanders  of  Europe.— 
The  prevailing  religion  of  North  America  is 
the  Christian :  Protestanti8m,under  various 
forms,  predominates  in  the  United  States : 
and  Boman-catbolicism  in  Mexico,  and 
among  the  French  of  Canada.  {See  Arotlo 
Ragioiui,  Oraenland,  Oftnada,  United 
Btatea.  Mezloo,  etc.] 

America,  South,  extends  from  11*  3CKN. 
to  66*  8-  1st.,  and  from  86*  to  83*  W.  long. 
It  is  nearly  6000  m.  in  length  from  N.  to  8., 
and  its  greatest  breadth  is  8230  m.  The 
area  is  computed  at  6,600,000  sq.  m«  and  the 
pop.  at  28^^000.  In  no  part  of  the  world 
are  the  features  of  nature  bolder  or  more 
marked  than  in  8.  America.  Its  moun- 
tains, rivers,  and  plains,  are  on  a  scale 
of  unusual  magnlucence.  The  gigantic 
Andes  are  the  longest  unbroken  range  of 
lofty  sununiU  on  the  globe.  They  extend 
about  4400  m.  from  the  Strait  of  Ma- 
gellan to  the  Isthmus  of  Panama,  and 
rise  far  above  the  region  of  perpetual  snow, 
enclosing  table-lands  whose  general  eleva- 
tion is  6000  ft.  above  the  level  of  the  ocean. 


Cotopaxi,  one  of  the  loftiest,  and  flie  neat 
dreaded,  of  all  the  volcanoes  of  the  Andes, 
is  described  by  Humboldt  as  a  perfect  cone, 
covered  to  an  enormous  depth  with  snow, 
which  shines  with  a  dassling  splendour  at 
sunset.  Chimborazo,  whoee  summit  ia 
S0,6I7  ft.  above  tiie  level  of  the  sea,  was  at 
one  time  supposed  to  be  the  loftiest  of  the 
Andes ;  but  it  is  now  known  to  be  lower 
than  the  peaks  of  Aconcagua  (S8,910X  8a- 
hama  (82,860),  ParinacoU  (22,080),  Gnala^ 
teiri  (214MOX  and  Pomarape  (21,700).  The 
mountains  and  tablelands  of  Tibet  may 
surpass  those  of  8.  America;  but  its  streams 
are  unrivalled.  The  Amazon,  Maranon, 
or  Orellana,  which  is  navigable  for  above 
9000  m.,  rolls  eastward  through  a  space 
of  about  4000  m.,  expanding,  before  It 
reaches  the  Atlantic,  under  the  eoua- 
tor,  into  an  estnarv  180  m.  wide.  Next 
to  It  in  magnitude  is  the  La  Plata, 
which,  at  Buenos  Ayres,  900  m.  from  its 
mouth,  is  about  80  m.  broad:  and,  after  a 
southerly  course  of  nearly  28S0  m.,  pours 
its  waters  into  the  Atlantic  t^  a  msgnlfi- 
cent  estuary,  160  m.  wide.  Tne  Orinoco, 
a  much  smaller  stream,  enters  the  Atlantle 
to  the  south  of  Trinidad,  by  about  flftv 
channels,  after  a  course  of  1480  m.  It  is 
navigable  for  about  1000  m.  from  its 
mouth,  and  in  the  beginning  of  its  oonrse 
forms  a  remarkable  communication  by  the 
Cassiquiari  with  the  Bio  Negro,  a  tributary 
of  the  Amazon.— In  S.  America  the  clim- 
ate varies  with  the  elevation  no  less  than 
with  the  latitude.  Under  the  equator  the 
lower  limit  of  perpetual  snow  is  at  the 
height  of  16,800  ft.  The  vegetable  produc- 
tions of  different  regions  of  the  globe  are 
found  in  regular  succession,  as  the 
traveller  ascends  from  the  level  of  the 
ocean  to  the  summit  of  the  Andes.  The 
continent  is  rich  in  gold,  silver,  iron, 
copper,  and  lead,  while  diamonds  ana 
predons  stones  abound,  especially  in 
Brazil.— South  America  comprises  the  fol- 
lowing political  divisions,  viz.,  ColombiSy 
Venezuela,  Ecuador,  Guiana,  Brazil,  Pern, 
Bolivia,  Paraguay,  the  Argentine  Bepub- 
11c,  Chili,  and  Uruguay.  The  districts 
in  the  N.  and  W.  of  the  continent  are  sub- 
ject to  disturbance  from  earthquakes, 
which  have  proved  very  disastrous  on 
several  occasions.— The  magnificent  rivers, 
fertile  soil,  and  manifold  internal  resources 
of  8.  America  would  appear  to  mark  it 
out  as  capable  of  sustaining  a  vast  popu- 
lation. Under  the  thraldom  of  the  old 
governments  of  Spain  and  Portugal,  the 
ootonints  seemed  scarcely  aware  of  the 
advantages  of  their  situation :  and  since 
they  succeeded  in  establishing  free  govern- 
ments, endless  and  violent  contests  among 
themselves  have  prevented  them  from 
making  much  progress.  \8ee  the  respec- 
tive notices  of  the  political  divisions 
named  above.]

Anam,  or  Annam,  Smplre  of,  dn-dmf 
(the  peace  of  the  south),  called  also 
Ooohin-Obina,  a  country  of  8.E.  Asia, 
bounded  on  the  N.  by  China,  E.  and  8. 
by  the  Gulf  of  Tonquin,  Chinese  Sea, 
Cambodia,  and  Lower  Coohln-Chlna,  W.  by 
Laos  and  Slam.    It  lies  between  10*  47'  and 
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S8*  N.  lat,  Aod  102*  and  100*  E.  long^  and 
is  abont  960  m.  in  length,  with  a  breadth 
▼aijingfromabontSOtoSOOm.  Its  area  has 
been  variously  eompnted  at  from  98,000  to 
140,000  Bq.  m  ^  w  i  th  a  pop.  of  about  21,000,000. 
This  country  seems  to  bare  been  more  than 
once  conquered  and  then  abandoned  by  the 
Chinese.  About  the  middle  of  last  century, 
Tonqnin,  Cochin-China,  and  Cambodia, 
formed  separate  kingdoms;  Cochin-China 
being  tributary  to  Tonquin.  In  1774, 
a  revolution  was  brought  about  in  the 
last-named  country  by  the  Tavons,  three 
brothers  of  low  rank,  who  dethroned  the 
young  king  Caung  Shang,  and  drove  him 
firom  hU  capiUU  But  the  latter,  aided 
by  Bishop  Adran,  a  French  missionary,  and 
other  Europeans,  succeeded,  after  various 
adventures,  in  recovering  the  throne  of 
Cochin-China  about  1790;  and,  havine  sub- 
sequently subdued  Tonquin  and  Cambodia, 
established  the  empire  of  Anam.  A  treaty, 
however,  was  entered  Into  with  the  French 
in  1863,  bv  which  Cambodia  was  again  ren- 
dered an  independent  kingdom,  and  Lower 
Cochin-China  erected  into  a  French  colony, 
the  cap.  of  which  is  called  Saigon.  The  N. 
and  8.  extremities  of  the  empire  consist 
chiefly  of  low  alluvial  tracts,  little  elevated 
above  the  level  of  the  sea ;  the  central  por- 
tion, or  Cochin-China,  is  generally  moun- 
tainous, with  here  and  there  valleys  of 
considerable  fertility;  great  part  of  the 
ooast  is  rocky  and  barren.  The  country  is 
everywhere  covered  with  extensive  forests. 
The  chief  products  are  rice,  sugar,  spices, 
silk,  teak,  ivory,  edible  birds'  nests,  pearls, 
gum-resin,  gamboge,  and  gutta  percha. 
Agricnltural  labour  is  almost  wholly  per- 
formed by  the  women,  and  is  In  a  very 
neglected  state.  Tobacco  is  very  generally 
grown.  Tonquin  is  the  only  part  of  the 
empire  known  to  be  rich  in  metals;  it 
produces  large  quantiUes  of  gold,  silver, 
copper,  and  iron;  the  mines  are  worked 
by  Chinese.  The  people  of  Tonquin  and 
Cochin-China  are  similar  in  person,  man- 
ners, and  religion,  to  those  of  China;  but 
there  is  a  savage  dark  race,  called  the  Moi, 
inhabiting  the  mountains  of  the  interior, 
who  are  believed  to  be  the  original 
natives  of  the  country.  The  LoU  another 
mountain  race,  are  a  strong  and  well-formed 
people,  with  reddish  complexions.  Gene- 
rally speaking,  the  Anamese  are  of  short 
stature,  but  muscular,  with  round  face 
and  olive  complexion.  Tbey  excel  in 
shipbuilding,  tneir  vessels  exhibiting 
eonsiderable  taste  and  skill  in  construc- 
tion; but  they  are  mostly  dependent 
on  China  for  manufactured  articles,  and 
great  part  of  the  internal  traffic  is  carried 
on  by  settlers  flnom  that  country.  There  is 
a  considerate  trade,  chiefly  with  Canton 
and  Singapore.  The  government  of  Anam 
is  a  heiiditary  despotism,  not  unlike  that 
of  China.  The  army  is  estimated  at  60,000 
men,  who  in  some  measore  imitate  Euro- 


pean dress  and  discipline,  which  were  intro- 
duced  by  the  French  at  the  close  of  the  18th 
century.  French  influence  in  Anam  has 
been  strengthened  by  recent  aggression.

Appalachlcola.  a-pd-lduh-ekt/ld,  a 
river  of  Florida,  U.S.;  falls  inte  Bt 
George  Sound,  Gulf  of  Mexico.

Comaraich,  a  place  of  safety),  an  extensive 
maritime  pa.  of  Scotland,  co.

Applegarth,  ap-pUgdrth',  and  Sibbald- 
bie,  §iVbdld-be,  a  pa.  of  Scotland,  co.  Dum- 
fries, on  the  Annan.

"  the  dwelling  of  Sibbald."    Pop.  969. 

Appolonla,  ap-po-U/ne-d,  a  British 
settlement  on  the  coast  of  Guinea,  W. 
Africa,  the  most  westerly  part  of  the  Gold

has  a  pop.  of  353,024. 

Arabat,  d-rd-bdf,  a  fortress  on  the  N. 
shore  of  the  Crimea.  It  gives  name  to  a 
bay  in  the  Sea  of  Azof,  and  to  the  remark- 
able strip  of  land  which  divides  the  Sea  of 
Azof  fh>m  the  Siwash  or  Putrid  Sea. 

Arabia,  d-rS^be-d  (from  arabnh,  a  barren 
place  or  wilderness),  an  extensive  country 
in  the  S.W.  of  Asia,  bounded  on  the  N.  by 
Asiatic  Turkey;  E.  by  the  Persian  Guff 
and  Gulf  of  Oman;  S.  by  the  Arabian  Sea 
and  Gulf  of  Aden;  and  W.  by  the  Red  Sea 
and  the  Isthmus  of  Suez.  It  lies  between 
12**  40'  and  84*  N.  lat.,  and  32*  30*  and  60* 
E.  long.  It  extends  about  1500  m.  from  N. 
to  S.,  and  1800  m.  from  E.  to  W.  The  area 
is  estimated  at  963,104  sq.  m.,  and  the  pop. 
at  3,700,000,  but  very  little  is  known  of  the 
interior  of  the  country.  By  the  ancients 
Arabia  was  divided  into  three  unequal 
portions— ilraftta  Pelrcta,  on  the  N.  of  the 
Red  Sea;  Arabia  Felix,  or  the  Happy, in 
the  S.W. ;  and  Arabia  Deaerla,.  comprising 
the  central  and  eastern  parts.  This  parti- 
tion, however,  is  unknown  to  the  Arabians 
themselves,  and  the  usual  interpretation 
of  Arabia  Pttraa  by  8Umy  Arabia  is 
founded  on  a  mistake.  It  derived  its 
name  from  the  now  deserted  town  of 
Petra,  and  not  because  the  district  was 
more  stony  than  the  rest  of  Arabia.  By 
the  modems  the  country  is  partitioned 
Into  six  districts,  viz.,  Hedjaz,  Yemen, 
El-Uasa,  Nejd,  Oman,  and  Hadramaut. 
The  most  remarkable  feature  of  Arabia 
is  the  vast  extent  of  sandy  deserts  which 
surround  its  elevated  interior,  diversified 
only  by  a  few  spots  of  fertility  called  oaaea 
or  Islands.  The  districts  on  the  coast  are 
fertile  and  beautiful,  producing  the  tama- 
rind, the  Indian-fig,  the  date-palm,  the 
cotton-shrub,  the  pomeg^nate  and  orange 
trees,  the  coflTee-shrub,  and  the  amyris  opo- 
balsamum.  which  yields  the  celebratei 
balm  of  Mecca.  Arabia  has  long  been 
famed  for  the  abundance  of  its  odorifiBroiis 
plants.— The  most  noted  of  the  domestio 
animals  are  the  horse  and  the  came! ;  the 
latter  is  by  the  natives  called  emphatically 
the  ship  of  the  desert.  Of  tbe  wild  animals. 
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the  antelope,  the  wild  uaa,  the  wolf,  fox, 
Jukal,  hyena,  and  panther,  are  the  moat 
renxarkahle.— The  desert  of  Arabia  is  in- 
habited chiefly  by  Bedonins,  who  dwell  in 
tents,  and  subsist  by  their  flocks  and  by 
the  plnnder  of  passing  carayans.  The 
Arabians  on  the  coast  lead  a  more  settled 
life,  and  enjoy  the  benefits  of  commerce ; 
the  valoable  pearl-fisheries  of  the  Persian 
Golf  are  prindpally  in  their  hands.  Yemen 
Is  the  finest  district ;  it  is  the  natire  coantry 
of  the  ooflee-plant.  The  provs.  Hedjaz  and 
Yemen,  on  the  Red  Sea,  and  El-Uasa,  on 
the  Persian  Golf,  are  portionsof  the  Turkish 
Empire.  The  religion  of  Mohammed,  who 
was  bom  at  Mecca  a.d.  66B,  is  professed 
throughout  Arabia,  as  well  as  generally 
oyer  the  East  His  natiye  city,  and  Medina, 
which  contains  his  tomb,  attract  vast 
crowds  of  pilgrims.  About  the  middle  of  the 
eighteenth  century,  a  sect  called  the  Waha- 
bees  sprang  up  in  Arabia,  who  relected  the 
dirine  honours  paid  to  Mohammea,oonsider- 
Ing  him  only  an  inspired  prophet,  and  hold- 
ing as  their  peculiar  tenet  that  God  alone 
■hoold  be  adored.  Ther  had  at  one  time 
OTerrun  nearly  all  Arabia ;  but  Mohammed 
All,  pasha  of  Egypt,  and  his  son  Ibrahim, 
droTe  them  from  Mecca  and  Medina,  cap- 
turing their  chief,  Abdallah,  who  was  be- 
headed at  Constantinople  in  1819.  Hiadh, 
in  the  interior,  is  the  capital  of  the  sect, 
which  is  still  numerous. 

Arabian  Bea,  a  branch  of  the  Indian 
Ocean. 

Arad,  Old,  or'od^  a  town  of  Austria- 
Hungary,  on  the  rt.  b.  of  the  Maros.  Pop. 
86,556.— Mew  Arad,  on  the  opposite  b.  of 
the  Maros,  has  a  pop.  of  4000. 

Arafkt,  ar-d-fdf  (gratitude),  a  hill  in 
Arabia,  near  the  city  of  Mecca,  a  yisit  to 
which  forms  a  necessary  part  of  the  great 
Mohammedan  pilgrimage. 

Azafora  Bea,  d-rd'/oo'rd,  between  the  N. 
of  Anstralia  and  New  Guinea. 

Aragon,  ar^d-gon,  an  old  prov.  in  the 
N.E.  of  Spain,  intersected  by  the  Ebro. 

Aragona,  ar-d-^nd,  a  town  of  Sicily, 
proT.  Glrgenti,  near  which  is  the  mud  vol- 
cano of  Macculaba.    Pop.  8802. 

Aragnaya,  ar-drgwVd,  or  Aragaay,  ar-d- 
gwV,  a  large  riyer  of  Brasil,  rises  in  the 
Sierra  Seiada,  and  Joins  the  Tocatins  at 
San  Joao.    Length  1000  m. 

Arahal,  d^rd-hal\  a  town  of  Spain,  proT. 
and  7  m.  fh>m  Seyille.    Pop.  9637. 

Arakan,  ar^-kdn^  a  dir.  of  British  Bur- 
ma, consisting  of  a  strip  of  country  ex- 
tending 400  m.  along  the  eastern  seaboard 
of  the  Bar  of  BengaL  It  has  an  ayerage 
breadth  of  60  m.— Area  14,626  sq.  m. ;  pop. 
687,6ia— Chief  town,  Akyab. 

Azakan,  formerly  the  cap.  of  the  aboye 
proT'f  on  a  riyer  of  the  same  name,  ab6nt 
40  m.  firom  the  sea.

m.  It  reoeiyes  two  large  rivers,  the  Amoo 
and  the  Sir  Daria ;  it  is  nearly  243  ft.  above 
the  level  of  the  Caspian. 

Aranjaes.  d-rdn-hwetk',  anc  Ara  Jovis 
(the  altar  of  Jove),  a  town  of  Spain,  prov. 
Madrid,  on  the  Tagus.    Pop.  8154. 

Ararat,  ar^ar-at  (painful  mount,  or,  ac- 
cording to  some  authorities,  heavy  or 
great  mountain),  a  celebrated  mountain 
of  Armenia,  Western  Asia,  8.W.  of  Erivan, 
and  a  few  miles  S.  of  the  Araxes.  It  rises 
majestically  from  the  midst  of  a  great 
plain,  and  terminates  in  two  conical  peaks, 
one  of  which  is  covered  with  perpetual  ice. 
This  mountain  is  held  in  great  veneration, 
flrom  the  belief  that  it  is  the  Mount  Ararat 
of  Scripture,  on  which  the  ark  rested.  The 
loftiest  peak  is  17,112  ft,  and  the  other 
about  13,065  fL  above  the  level  of  the  sea. 

Araa,  dfrds,  or  Araxes,  ar-axfea,  a  hrge 
river  which  rises  in  Armenia,  and  flowing 
eastward  Joins  the  Kur.

the  expanse  of  water  which  extends  from  lat. 
66"  aO'  N.  to  the  north  pole.  It  communi- 
cates with  the  Atlantic  bv  a  wide  opening 
between  Greenland  and  Norway,  and  by  a 
narrow  channel  on  the  W.  of  Greenland, 
known  in  the  varions  parts  of  its  extent  as 
Davis  Strait^  Baffin  Bag,  Smith  Bound,  Ken- 
nodg  ChannO,  and  Xobiton  ChanneL  Until 
the  Nares  Expedition  of  1876-76,  it  was 
thought  that  a  navigable  sea  existed  be- 
yond the  northern  outlet  of  Robeson  Chan- 
nel, and  that  the  land  trended  polewards. 
Instead  of  this  being  the  case,  the  explorers 
found  the  sea  ooversd  with  broken-up  Ice  of 
enormous  thlcknesa  and  great  age,  and  the 
land  trending  east  and  west.  This  froaeu 
sea  Is  said  to  extend  for  1200  m.  from  the 
coast  of  North  America  to  the  N.  shores  of 
Greenland,  and  has  received  the  appropriate- 
name  of  J\tkeocruatic  Sea,  or  Sea  of  Ancient 
Ice.— The  most  Important  of  the  numerous 
iMlands  in  the  Arctic  Ocean  are  SpitMheroen, 
Nova  Zembla,  and  Frand*  Joteph  Lam,  to 
the  N.  of  Europe:  the  Liakhov  lelandi,  or 
New  Siberia,  and  WrangeU  Land,  off  the  N. 
coast  of  Asia ;  and  the  great  Archipelago 
to  the  N.  of  America,  including  Prince 
Patrick  Island,  Xelville  Island,  Banks  Land, 
Albert  Land,  Victoria  Land,  Prince  of  Wales 
Land,  North  Somerset,  Baffin  Land,  North 
Down,  North  Cornwall,  Orinnell  Land,  Grant 
Lemd,  etc.  — Among  the  names  rendered 
flunoas  In  eonnexfon  with  the  explora- 
tion of  this    deaolato    region    may   be 


mentioned  those  of  WUloughby,  Barents, 
Hudson,  Baffin,  Behring,  Lancaster,  Davis, 
Ross,  Parry,  Franklin,  Back,  Richardson, 
Simpson,  Beechy,  M'Glure.  GoUinson,  Bel- 
cher, M*Cllntock,Kane,  Hall,  Hayes,  Payer, 
Nares,  and  Nordenski51d.  In  1827  GapUin 
Parry  penetrated  as  far  N .  as  82*  46^  by  boat- 
sledges  over  the  ice-floes  N .  of  SpiUbergen ; 
hut  on  12th  May  1876,  GapUin  Markhatn, 
Lieutenant  Parr,  and  eight  men  of  the  Nares 
Expedition,  reached  the  higher  latitude  of 
88*  20^  26"  by  sledges  across  the  hummock- 
ridges  of  the  Pal»ocr  jrstic  Sea.  To  CapUin 
M'Clure  belongs  the  honour  of  having  set 
at  rest  all  doubts  regarding  a  North-west 
Passage  between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacifie 
Oceans,  he  and  bis  crew  having,  between 
1860  and  1862,  passed  from  Behring  Strait 
to  Baffin  Bay;  and  Professor  Nordenskiold's 
expedition  of  1878-79  reached  Eastern  Asia 
by  coasting  along  the  N.  of  Europe  and 
Asia,  thus  csUbUshing  the  feasibility  of 
the  North-East  Passage.

Argentine  Beimblio,  ar^ai-Hii«,  a  repub- 
lic of  S.  America,  extending  (inclnding  Pata- 
gonia and  Eastern  Tierra  del  Fnego)  from 
22*  to  about  66*  S.  lat,  and  from  64*  to  72**  W. 
long.  It  is  bounded  on  the  M.  by  Bolivia; 
W.  by  Uie  Andes,  which  separate  It  from 
Chili;  S.  by  the  Southern  Ocean;  and  E. 
by  the  South  Atlantic  Ocean,  Uruguay, 
Brazil,  and  Paragnay.  Some  idea  mar  be 
formed  of  the  extent  of  this  republic  from 
the  fact  that  the  settled  portion  exceeds 
in  sise  the  whole  of  Great  Britain,  Ireland, 
France,  and  Spain  put  together.  The  area 
is  estimated  at  1,204,486  sq.  m.,  and  the  pop. 
at  2,640,000.  The  country  has  been  Tlrta- 
ally  independent  since  1806,  but  the  autho- 
rity of  Spain  was  not  openly  set  aside  until 
ISia  ItudiyidedlntofonrteenproTS.,Tls., 
Buenof  Aym^  Santa  F^  Entre-Bfoe,  Go> 


rientes,  CordoTa,  San  Luis,  Santiago  del 
Estero,  Tttcuman,  Mendoaa,  San  Juan,  La 
Rioja,  Catamarea,  Salta  and  Oran,  and 
Jojuy.  It  also  embraces  fire  territories, 
▼ia.,  Missiones,  Gran  Chaco,  La  Pampa,  El 
Rio  Negro,  and  Patagonia.  The  pampas, 
or  grass-covered  prairies,  form  the  most 
characteristic  feature  of  the  republic.  West 
of  the  ParanA  River  these  stretch  for  hun- 
dreds of  miles  in  all  directions.  The  prov. 
of  Buenos  Ayres,  excepting  in  the  far  south, 
where  there  Is  a  hilly  range,  is  one  vast 
level  plain,  clothed  with  rich  herbage,  over 
which  roam  countless  herds  of  cattle, 
horses,  and  flocks  of  sheep.  In  this  prov. 
there  are  several  lines  of  railway  gradually 
extending  into  the  country,  which  affords 
admirable  facilities  for  their  construction. 
The  central  prove,  produce  cochineal,  dye- 
woods,  gums,  resins,  barks  for  tanning,  and 
aromatic  and  medicinal  plants.  The  orange 
and  fig  trees,  as  well  as  an  immense  number 
of  other  frnit  trees,  grow  in  the  forest  state. 
The  vine  is  cultivated,  and  produces  excel- 
lent wine.  Tobacco  is  grown  in  the  central 
and  northern  prove.  Mines  of  gold  and 
other  precious  metals  abound  in  the  central 
and  northern  provs.  The  exports  are  wool, 
hides,  minerals,  hardwood,  maize,  and 
wheat.  The  goTemment  is  based  on  the 
federal  system.  Each  prov.  has  its  own 
governor  and  leg^latnre,  on  the  model  of 
the  United  States.— The  cap.  is  Buenoa 
Ayres,  on  the  Rio  de  la  Plata.

On  the  N.  the 
county  is  bounded  by  luTemess;  E.  by 
Perth,  Dumbarton,  and  the  Firth  of  Clyde : 
and  S.  and  W.  by  the  Irish  Channel  and 
the  Atlantic.  The  greatest  extent  of  the 
mainland,  flrom  N.  to  8.,  is  116  m.;  flrom  E. 
to  W.  86  m.  Total  area  8218  sq.  m. ;  pop. 
76,466.  The  W.  side  is  greatly  indented 
by  arms  of  the  sea,  which  penetrate  far 
inland,  the  most  important  of  these  being 
Loch  Sunart,  Loch  Linnhe  (the  extremities 
of  which  are  Loch  Eil  and  Loch  Leven),  Loch 
JEtive,  Loch  Fyne,  Loch  Tarbert,  and  Loch 
Long,  which  separates  the  8.W.  part  of 
Dumbarton  flrom  Argyll.  The  surface  of 
the  CO.  is  exceedingly  monntainous.  espe- 
cially in  the  N.  and  E.  portions.  Among 
the  mostelevated  summits  are  Ben  Orwichan 
(8611  ft),  between  Loch  Etive  and  Loch  Awe, 
and  Bm  Uof  (8165  ft),  in  the  Isle  of  MnlL 
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There  are  seTeral  inUnd  lakes,  the  largeat 
of  which  is  Loeh  Awe,  23  m.  in  length,  and 
surrounded  by  wild  and  pictoreique  scenery. 
The  cUef  rivers  are  the  Orehff  and  the  Awe. 
The  soil  of  Argyllshire  is  not  generally 
suited  for  tiUage ;  hence  the  attention  of 
the  fiumers  is  principally  directed  to  cattle 
and  sheep  rearing.  The  minerals  turned  to 
economic  purposes  are  numerous,  such  as 
lead,  coal,  slate,  marble,  limestone,  and 
granite.  The  manufactures  are  unim- 
portant, except  that  of  whisky,  of  which 
large  quantities  are  made  at  Campbeltown. 
The  fisheries  off  the  coast  and  around  the 
isUnds  are  very  valuable.  The  herrings  of 
Loch  Fyne  are  held  in  high  repute.  The 
chief  town  is  Invtraray,  on  the  W.  shore  of 
Loch  Fyne.

Arre,  an  (noisy  water),  a  river  of  France, 
in  the  dep.  Haute-Savoie.  It  waters  the 
valley  of  Chamouni,  and  falls  into  the 
Rhdne  near  Geneva.

Aaoenalon,  a»-4en^$hun  (discovered  by 
the  Spanish  on  Ascension  Day,  1601),  a 
small,  barren-looking  island  in  the  South 
Atlantic,  820  m.

Aaia,  5'sAs-d,  the  largest  of  the  great 
divisions  of  the  globe,  comprising  all  the 
countries  to  the  E.  of  Europe  and  N.W. 
of  Africa,  the  mainland  extending  from 
!•  20'  to  7&*  N.  lat,  and  from  26"  to  190°  E. 
long.  (170°  W.)  Its  length  from  W.  to  E. 
is  about  7000  m.,  and  its  breadth  fh>m  N. 
to  S.  about  6300  m.  Including  tbe  islands, 
the  area  is  estimated  at  17,600,000  sq.  m., 
and  the  pop.  at  796.601,000.  The  countries 
comprised  within  the  limits  of  this  vast 
continent  are  Asiatic  Russia,  TSirkey  in 
Asia,  Arabia,  Persia,  Turkestan,  Afghanis' 
fan,  Bcluehistan,  India,  Burma,  8iam, 
Anam,  China  and  its  dependencies,  and 
Oorea.  The  principal  islands  are  Sag- 
halien,  Japan  Isles,  J^ormosa,  and  Oeylon. 
As  regards  configuration,  Asia  may  be 
described  aa  a  large  compact  mass,  with 
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few  coiuideimble  Inleta  of  the  ocean  on  the 
N.,  bat  with  many  bafs  and  peninsulas, 
and  an  irregular  outline  on  the  E.  and  8., 
narrowing  towards  Behrlng  Strait  at  the 
N.E.  The  north  is  one  vast  low  plain: 
the  middle  and  south  present  elevatea 
table-lands  and  lofty  mountain  ranges, — 
the  Himalaya,  the  loftiest  on  the  globe, 
rising  to  a  height  of  29,000  ft.  above  the 
level  of  the  sea.  The  leading  plateaus  are 
those  of  Armenia,  Persia,  and  ATghanis- 
tan,  in  the  W.,  elevated  f^m  4000  to  6000 
ft;  that  of  HindusUn,  about  9000  ft.;  and 
the  great  central  plateau,  including  the 
desert  of  Gobi,  from  4000  to  about  14,000 
ft.  in  Tibet.  The  watershed  extends  N.E. 
from  the  Hindu-Kush  to  the  Aldan  Moun- 
tains, the  rivers  rising  from  around  the 
great  central  plateau.  The  principal  rivers 
are  the  Yang-tse-Kiang,  Yenisei,  Arooor 
or  Saghalien,  Uoang-ho,  Obi,  Irtish,  Lena, 
Euphrates,  Indus,  Ganges,  and  Brahma- 
putra. The  chief  lakes  or  inland  seas  are 
Baikal,  Baikash,  Aral,  and  Caspian— A 
region  extending  from  near  the  equator 
to  IS*  beyond  the  arctic  circle,  and  varying 
in  elevation  from  the  lowland  plain  to  the 
table-land  rising  to  a  height  of  14,000  ft., 
and  to  mountains  far  above  the  mow-line, 
exhibits  almost  every  variety  of  climate. 
The  cold  in  the  northern  parts  is  long- 
continued  and  very  severe  in  winter,  owing 
greatly  to  their  slope  towards  the  north, 
and  exposure  to  arctic  winds.  The- 
summer  is  hot;  the  tropical  parts  are 
warm  at  all  seasons,  except  in  the  very 
elevated  districts.  Asia  contains  a  vast 
variety  of  tribes  and  nations.  The 
Caucasian  races  prevail  S.  and  W.  of  a  line 
from  the  Ganges  to  the  Caspian  Sea;  the 
Mongolian  races  occupy  the  rest  of  Asia, 
except  the  Malay  peninsula,  where  Malays 
are  found.  The  leading  Mongolian  races 
are  the  Tartar  or  Tatar  tribes  in  Central 
Asia;  the  Samoiedes  of  Northern  Aala, 
tribes  resembling  the  Rsquimauz,  in  the 
N.B.;  the  Chinese  and  Japanese.— The 
governments  are  despotic,  and  the  religions 
various.  Buddhism  is  most  common  in  the 
E.,  Mohammedanism  in  the  W.,  and  there 
are  a  few  Christians  and  Jewsv— This  quarter 
of  the  globe  has  been  the  scene  of  the  most 
important  events  in  the  history  of  man- 
kind,—as  the  creation  of  man,  the 
esubliHhment  of  the  Hebrew  nation  and 
religion,  and  the  promulgation  of 
Christianity.  In  early  Umes  part  of  this 
va!«t  territory  was  governed  successively 
by  the  Assyrians,  Medes,  Persians,  and 
Greeks;  but  the  regions  of  India  and 
China  were  little  known  to  Alexander,  or 
the  oonauerors  of  the  ancient  world.  On 
the  decline  of  these  empires,  the  west  of 
Asia  submitted  to  the  Bomans:  in  the 
Middle  Ages  the  Saracens  foundea  in  Asia, 
Afriea,  and  Europe  an  empire  more  exten- 
sive than  that  of  Rome  in  the  height  of 
iU  power.    At  the  beginning  of  the  18th 


eentory  Chenghia  Khan  eitablished  the 
Tartar  or  Mongol  sovereignty;  but  itt 
greatness  ended  with  the  death  of  Tamer- 
lane ;  and  the  Turks,  conquerors  on  every 
side,  took  possession  of  the  middle  regions 
also.     At  present   the  Russians  are  the 

{iredominating  power  in  the  N.,  the  Chinese 
n  the  E.,  the  British  in  the  8.,  the  Turks 
and  Persians  in  the  W.  These  may  be 
called  the  five  great  powers  of  Asia.  [See 
Arabia,  Afghanistan,  China.  India,  etc.] 
Asia  Minor,  d'sht-d  tni'nor,  the  western 
portion  of  Asia,  bounded  on  the  N.  by  the 
Black  Sea,  W.  by  the  Archipelago,  and  S. 
by  the  Mediterranean;  its  eastern  frt>ntier 
extends  to  Armenia  and  the  Euphrates. 
It  is  one  of  the  most  celebrated  countries 
mentioned  in  ancient  history,  and  contained 
many  famous  cities,  which  are  now  mostly 
in  ruins.

AnstnOatia,  au3-tr€U-a'»h«-d,  one  of 
the  divisions  of  Oceania,  comprehending 
Australia,  Tasmania,  New  Zealand,  Nor- 
folk Island,  Auckland  Islands,  Papua  or 
New  Guinea,  New  Britain,  New  Ireland, 
New  Hanover,  Adroiraltf  Isles,  Solomon 
Islands,  Queen  Charlotte  Islands,  New 
Hebrides,  New  Caledonia,  etc. 

Australia,  att*-trd'U-d  (the  sonthem 
land),  the  largest  island  in  the  world,  lies 
between  10*  4Xy  and  89*  IS'  8.  lat.,  and  be- 
tween lis*  and  163*  89^  E.  long.  It  is  sepa- 
rated, on  the  N.,  from  Papua  or  New  Guinea 
by  Torres  Strait ;  and,  on  the  8.,  from  Tas- 
mania by  Bass  Strait  Its  length  from  E. 
to  W.  Is  about  2600  m.;  its  breadth  from 
N.  to  8.  about  1970  m.  Its  area  is 
estimated  at  nearly  8,000,000  sq.  m..  or 
four-fifths  the  extent  of  Europe.  Pop. 
(exclusive  of  the  aborigines).  2,188,000. 
The  political  divisions  are  If0»  South 
Walet,  Qveensland,  Victoria,  South  Aus- 
tralia, and  West  Australia.  Australia  has 
comparatively  few  gulfs  and  havens  On 
the  N.  is  the  large  Gulf  of  Carpentaria; 
and  opposite,  on  the  8.,  is  the  great 
Australian  Bight.  Like  other  great 
masses  of  land,  Australia  has  an  island  of 
considerable  siEe  near  its  shores— that  of 
Tasmania^  which  lies  at  its  S.  extremity, 
and  has  several  fine  bays  and  harbours. 
Of  the  other  islands,  the  chief  are,  Mel- 
ville and  Bathurst  Islands  on  the  N., 
and  Groote  Island  in  the  Guir  of  Carpen- 
taria; on  the  E.,  Great  Sandy  Island; 
in  Bass  Strait,  Flinders  and  King's 
Islands;  Kangaroo  Island,  near  St  Vin- 
cent Gulf,  and  Dirk  Hartog's,  on  the  W. 
coast.  Nowhere  else  Is  there  so  great  an 
extent  of  coast-line  with  so  few  navigable 
rivers.  The  only  streams  navigable  for 
ships  are  the  Murray,  in  South  Australia; 
the  Hunter,  in  New  South  Wales;  the 
Brisbane,  In  Queensland ;  the  Albert,  fall- 
ing Into  the  Gulf  of  Carpentaria;  the 
Adelaide,  into  Van  Dieroen  Gulf;  the 
Victoria,  into  Cambridge  Gulf;  and  the 
8wan  River,  in  Western  Australia.  A 
B'jbmarine  wall  of  coral,  called  the  Great 
Barrter  Batf,    on  tb«  N.E.,  tkirto  the 
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shore  for  about  1200  m.,  tt  a  distance  of 
about  40  m.  from  the  land.  Its  breadth 
towards  the  8.  is  40  or  60  m.:  it  becomes 
narrower  towards  the  N. ;  on  the  outer  side 
there  is  an  unfathomed  depth ;  and  on  the 
inner,  soundings  of  from  10  to  20  fathoms. 
A  range  of  mountains  stretches  along  the 
E.  coast,  at  no  great  distance  inland,  from 
Bass  Strait  to  Cape  Melville.  It  is  known 
as  the  Blue  Mountains,  in  the  vicinity  of 
Sydney ;  as  the  Liverpool  Range,  in  the  N. ; 
and  as  the  Australian  Alps,  in  the  S.E.  It 
runs  nearly  parallel  to  the  coast,  at  a  dis- 
tance of  from  80  to  60  m.,  separating  the 
waters  that  flow  directly  towards  the  sea 
from  those  that  take  an  inland  course. 
The  highest  peak  of  this  range  is  Mount 
Kosdnsko,  7808  ft.  above  the  sea.  It 
is  covered  with  perpetual  snow.  The 
Australian  Grampums  and  Pyrenees^  in 
Victoria,  reach  a  height  of  about  4600  ft. 
In  West  Australia,  three  parallel  chains 
stretch  along  the  coast  from  N.  to  8^  the 
highest  point,  TaJhanop^  in  the  Darling 
Range,  being  about  6000  ft.  high.  The 
staple  productions  of  Australia  are  gold, 
wool,  and  preserved  meat.  Gold  was  first 
discovered  there  in  1861,  and  since  then 
the  country  has  been  found  to  be  rich  in 
minerals  of  every  kind.  The  colonists 
devote  great  attention  to  sheep-rearing, 
for  which  the  vast  extent  and  excellent 
quality  of  the  pasture  lands  are  well 
adapted.— About  a  third  part  of  Australia 
lies  in  the  torrid  zone ;  the  rest  is  in  the 
south  temperate  zone.  The  whole  island, 
or  continent,  is  within  the  range  of  the 
N.W.  monsoon,  which  blows  from  Novem- 
ber to  March,  and  brings  plentiful  rains. 
The  seasons  are  the  opposite  of  those  of 
Britain,  January  being  the  middle  of  sum- 
mer, and  July  of  winter.  The  average 
temperature  of  spring  is  66*6,  of  summer 
72",  of  autumn  66'',  and  of  winter  66*.  The 
atmosphere  is  in  general  dry.  but  clear 
and  healthy.— Australia  was  first  visited 
by  Europeans  in  the  year  1606,  and  within 
half  a  century  its  N.  and  W,  coasts  were 
explored  by  Dutch  voyagers,  who  called  it 
New  Holland.  About  fifty  years  after- 
wards some  paris  of  its  coants  were  sur* 
veyed  by  the  English  navigator  Dampier. 
The  E.  coast  was  examined  by  Cook,  and 
was  formally  taken  pos^tession  of  in  the 
name  of  Great  Britain  in  1770.  On  the 
close  of  the  American  war  in  1783,  It  was 
resolved  to  select  this  new  territory  as  a 
place  of  transportation  for  criminals,  and 
the  first  ship  arrived  in  1788  at  Botany 
Bay,  whence  the  settlement  wss  soon 
afterwards  transferred  to  the  secure  inlet  of 
Port  Jackson.  Further  examinations  of  the 
coasts  were  made  by  Flinders  and  Bass  In 
1798, by  Grant  in  1800,  and  by  Flinders  again 
in  1806.  Investigations  into  the  nature  of 
the  interior  continue  to  be  made  from  time 
to  time,  and  the  researches  thus  far  proae- 
cuted  show  that  there  exist  fkr  InlaDa  Ttii 
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tr»et8  of  oonntrj  well  suited  for  the  pur- 
poses of  settlement.  Start,  Gregory,  Stu&rt, 
Eyre,  Burke,  Wills,  Leichhardt,  Warbor- 
ton,  and  Forrest,  are  among  the  most 
noted  names  in  the  history  of  Australian 
exploration.  —  In  each  of  the  AuHtralian 
colonies  the  administration  of  public  afiairs 
is  rested  in  a  governor  appointed  by  the 
Crown,  and  a  council  and  legislative  assem- 
bly chosen  according  to  the  constitution 
of  the  colony.  The  laws  are  substantially 
the  same  as  those  of  England.  [See  Mew 
Boath  Wales,  Viotoria,QaeenBland,  etc.] 

AuBtralla,  Boath,  a  British  colony  in 
Australia,  founded  in  1836.  It  lies  to  the 
W.  of  Victoria,  New  South  Wales,  and 
Queensland,  and  to  the  E.  of  Western  Aus- 
tralia, having  the  South  Pacific  Ocean  on 
the  8.  and  the  AraAira  Sea  and  Gulf  of 
Carpentaria  on  the  N.  Its  estimated  area 
la  -914,000  sq.  m.,  but  only  a  small  portion 
in  the  8.E.  is  settled,  the  pop.  of  which  is 
960,000.  The  southern  coastline  is  about 
9000  m.  In  extent,  and  is  indented  by  Si 
Vincent  and  Spenoer  Gulf§,  Encounter  Bay^ 
and  numerous  small  inlets.  The  principal 
mountains  are  Flindere  Bang;  which  ex- 
tends longitudinallv  along  the  8.B.  side 
of  the  colony ;  Aehhurton  Range  In  the  N. ; 
and  Maedonnel  Bange  In  the  centre.  An 
Immense  tract  of  country  In  the  N.,  em- 
bracing about  681,000  so.  m.,  formerly 
known  as  Alexandra  Land,  Is  now  called 
the  Northern  Territory.  That  portion 
of  It  which  lies  between  the  Gulf  of 
Carpentaria  and  the  Arafhra  Sea  forms  an 
extensive  plateau  of  ftT>m  8000  to  4000  ft. 
In  elevation.  It  Is  watered  by  numerous 
fine  rivers,  several  of  which,  as  the  Boper, 
Lloerpool,  South  AWaatore,  Eaet  Alligators, 
Adelaide,  Dalw,  and  Victoria,  are  navigable 
for  many  miles  inland.  In  the  south  the 
chief  rivers  are  the  Murray,  Wakefield, 
Gawler,  and  Torrene.  Here,  too,  are  the 
larse  saline  lakes  Amadeue,  Eyre,  Torrene, 
ana  Oairdner.  The  mineral  resources 
consist  of  vast  deposits  of  copper,  Iron, 
silver,  lead,  gold,  bismuth,  and  tin.  The 
famous  BurrorBurra  copper-mine,  about  90 
m.  to  the  N.E.  of  Adelaide,  was  commenced 
in  1845,  and  its  wealth  has  done  much  to 
aid  the  commercial  prosperitv  of  the  colony. 
The  climate  is  characterized  by  great  dry- 
ness, and  in  consequence  the  soil  In  many 
parts  is  sandy  and  sterile.  In  the  settled 
districts,  however,  chiefly  along  the  slopes 
of  the  Flinders  Bange,  the  scenery  is  beauti- 
fol  and  park-like,  and  much  of  the  land  is 
under  cultivation  for  wheat  and  fruit-grow- 
ing. Large  areas  of  excellent  psstnrage 
exist  in  the  extreme  south.  In  the  Northern 
Territory  the  climate  Is  tropical,  yet  enjoy- 
able, as  the  mornings  and  evenings  are  gene- 
rally fine  and  cool.  The  soli .  to  a  very  large 
extent,  Is  composed  of  rlcn  decomposed 
vegetable  matter^ — Adelaide,  on  the  river 
Torrens,  Is  ttie  cap.  and  seat  of  government. 

AwtndU,  Weit,  formerly  known  as  th« 


Swan  River  Settlement,  Is  that  Immense 
portion  of  Australia  which  lies  to  the  W.  of 
the  129th  meridian,  embracing  an  area  est. 
at  978,000  sq.  m.  In  1829  a  British  colony 
was  established  in  the  S.W.,  but  fh>m  vari- 
ous causes  it  has  not  been  so  prosperous  as 
the  other  Australian  colonies,  its  present 
pop.  being  only  80,000.  The  western  sea- 
board is  comparatively  flat  and  the  soil 
sandy.  In  the  8.,  the  country  Is  more 
elevated,  the  Stirlina,  Victoria,  Darling,  and 
Herechel  Bangee,  rising  within  80  m.  of  the 
coast,  to  heights  of  from  2000  to  3000  ft.,  and 
there  are  higher  mountains  farther  inland 
towards  the  N.  The  whole  country  from 
S.  to  N.,  except  the  cultivated  districts,  may 
be  described  as  a  vast  forest  of  bushes, 
scrubby  trees,  and  heavy  timber.  Little  is 
known  of  the  interior.  Water  seems  to  be 
comparatively  scarce,  the  streams  being 
few  and  feeble.  Of  these,  the  chief  are  the 
Blackwood,  Swan,  Murchieon,  and  Aehhurton, 
The  principal  inlets  of  the  coast  are  King 
George  Sound,  Oiographe  Bay,  Shark  Bay, 
and  Sxmouth  Qu\f.  The  metalliferous 
wealth  of  the  eolony  is  supposed  to  be  con- 
siderable, but  is  as  yet  undeveloped.  From 
the  northern  to  the  southern  extremity,  the 
climate  varies  very  much;  but  on  the 
whole,  It  Is  regarded  as  one  of  the  finest 
and  most  salubrious  In  the  worid. — The 
chief  town  is  Perth,  pleasantly  situated  on 
the  Swan  Biver. 

AoatrftUan  Alps,  aue^riyie-m,  a  moun- 
tain range  in  the  S.B.  of  Australia,  partly 
In  Victoria  and  partly  in  New  South  Wales. 
The  loftiest  peak  U  Mount  Koedueho,  7808 
ft.  high. 

Anstrallan  Bight,  The  Oreat,  an  ex- 
tensive Indentation  on  the  S.  coast  of 
Australia,  between  Cape  Arid  and  Cape 
Catastrophe.  Bight  signifies  a  bend  of  the 
shore,  and  is  synonymous  with  bay. 

Aoatria,  Arohdaohy  of,  oM^fr*^  (the 
eastern  kingdom  X  the  hereditary  dominion 
of  the  imperial  family  of  Austria.  It  is 
divided  by  the  river  Ens  Into  Upper  and 
Lower  Austria,  two  Important  prove,  of 
Austria-Hungary.  Area  19,800  sq.m.;  pop. 
8,090,241. 

AoatrU,  or  AoBtria-HimgAxy,  a  bi- 
partite state  of  Central  Europe,  extending 
from  42*  W  to  61*  N.  lat.,  and  from  9*  8^ 
to  98*  80^  E.  long.  It  is  bounded  on  the  N. 
by  Eussia,  Prussia,  Saxony,  and  Bavaria; 
W.  by  Bavaria,  Switxerland,  and  Italy;  S. 
by  Italy,  the  Adriatic,  Turkey,  Servia,  and 
Roumania;  E.  by  Russia,  Roumania,  and 
Turkey.  From  the  fh>ntiers  of  Switxer- 
land to  the  utmost  limits  of  Transylvania, 
the  length  of  the  empire  is  about  860  m. ; 
the  breadth,  exclusive  of  Dalmatia,  about 
480  m.  Area  estimated  at  940.943  sq.  m.; 
pop.87,766/X»;  of  which  abontlO.OOO.OOOare 
Germans,  6,700/)00  Hungarians,  1,800,000 
Jews,  and  the  remainder  Slavonians  and 
other  raeea.  With  the  exception  of  about 
600  m.  of  MAboard  on  the  AdrlatiOi  the 
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empire  1b  entirely  inland.  It  1b  partially 
eneloaed  and  Urgelr  traTersed  by  moun- 
tain ranges,  of  which  thei^  are  three  great 
BTStems— the  CarpathiaH§  in  the  N.E.  and 
E.,  the  ilZp«  in  the  S.W.,  and  the  Bohemian 
and  Moravian  Mountains  in  the  N.  W.  In  the 
N.  and  N.E^  the  country  is  watered  by  the 
npper  courses  of  the  £lbe.  Oder^  Vistula^  and 
Dniester;  in  the  centre  by  the  Danube  and 
its  tribotarias,  the  Tkeiss,  Drove,  and  Save. 
The  Hungarian  plain  contains  the  largest 
lake  in  the  emip\n— Balaton  or  Flatten  See, 
vhieh  oorers  an  area  of  600  sq.  m.  The 
dominions  of  Austria,  enlarged  by  the  sue- 
oessiTe  acquisitions  of  centuries,  embrace 
countries  as  rarlous  in  their  natural  pro- 
perties as  their  inhabitants  are  different  in 
language,  manners,  and  national  character. 
Since  1867,  she  has  been  a  bipartite  state, 
consisting  of  an  Austrian  or  "Cisleithan" 
monarchy,  and  a  Magyar  or  "  Transleithan  " 
kingdom— the  Leitka  being  a  small  river 
on  the  border  of  Hungary.  The  former  is 
commonly  known  as  Austria  Proper,  and 
the  latter  as  Hungair.  Each  has  its  own 
laws,  parliament,  and  ministers;  but  both 
are  ruled  by  one  sovereign,  who  is  called 
Bmperor  in  Austria  and  King  in  Hungary. 
The  Austrian  territory  is  politically  divided 
Into  the  following  provinces :  — Lower 
Austria,  Upper  Austria,  Salzburg,  Styria, 
CarinthU,  Camiola,  Coast-Land  (embracing 
GSritz,  Oradisoa,  Istrla,  and  Trieste),  Tyrol 
and  Vorarlberg,  BohemU,  If  oravia,  SUesia, 
Qalida,  Bukowina,  and  Dalmatia.  The 
kingdom  of  Hungary  embraces  the  provs. 
Hungary  Proper  (including  a  long  tract  of 
country  called  the  Militery  Frontier,  ex- 
tending from  the  Adriatic  to  Transylvania), 
Croatia  and  Slavonia,  Transylvania,  and 
the  Frae  Town  and  territory  of  Fiume. 
The  climate  of  this  section  of  the  empire 
resembles  that  of  the  southern  countries  of 
Europe;  but  the  summer  la  hotter,  and 
the  winter  more  severe.  The  soil  in  the 
■outh  is  remarkable  for  ito  fertility,  and 
notwithstanding  the  imperfect  steto  of 
agriculture,  yields  com  sufficient  for  the 
maintenance  not  only  of  ite  own  inhabltr 
anta,  but  of  those  of  the  north,  where  the 
land  is  in  many  places  occupied  by  vast 
heaths  and  sandy  plains.  That  part  of 
Hungary  which  is  sheltered  by  the  Car- 
pathians is  peculiarly  favourable  to  the 
growth  of  the  vine,  and  produces  the  cele- 
brated wine  called  Tokay.  Except  In 
their  more  elevated  regions,  Bohemia, 
Moravia,  and  Lower  and  Upper  Austria, 
have  a  mild  and  salubrious  climate,  and 
are  rich  in  com  and  wine.  Gallcia,  though 
it  contains  sandy  tracte.  Is,  next  to  Hun- 
gary, the  chief  granary  of  the  Austrian 
■tetei.  SUeela,  lying  to  the  W.  of 
Galida,  abounds  in  pasture  and  timber- 
Fair  countries  can  vie  with  Austria- 
Hungary  in  mineral  wealth.  At  Krem- 
nits  and  SohemnitL  in  Hungary,  there 
are  valuable  minee  ox  gold  and  silver;  the 


surrounding  district  abounds  in  copper, 
antimony,  coal,  salt,  and  alum;  there  la 
tin  in  Bohemia;  and  Hungary  is  the  only 
territory  in  which  the  true  opal  has  been 
found.  The  iron  and  native  steel  of 
Carinthia  and  Styria  are  of  excellent 
quality;  and  the  quicksilver  mines  of 
Idria,  in  Camiola,  are,  next  to  those  of 
Spain,  the  most  productive  in  Europe.  The 
tract  of  Galida  which  borders  upon  the 
Carpathian  range  yields  copper,  iron,  and 
lead;  and  at  wielicska,  near  Cracow, 
there  are  extensive  mines  of  rock-salt 
Owing  to  ite  peculiarly  inland  position, 
Austria-Hungary  has  fewer  facilities  for 
communication  with  the  world  than  any 
other  European  stete ;  ite  foreign  commerce 
is  therefore  Insignificant.  In  regard  to 
education,  the  Germanic  part  of  the  pop.  is 
far  in  advance  of  the  others.  A  compul- 
sory system  has  been  esteblished  for  the 
empire,  but  it  is  only  in  Austria  Proper 
that  the  law  is  enforced.  There  are 
universities  in  Vienna,  Prague,  Cracow, 
Lemberg,  Grata,  Innsbrack,  and  Pesth. 
The  national  religion  la  the  Roman- 
oatholie,  but  dissenters  of  all  secte  enjoy 
complete  toleration.  The  army  consists 
of  268,000  men,  exclusive  of  the  Reserve. 
The  navy  embraces  68  vessels,  18  of  which 
are  ironclads.  The  yearly  revenue  of  the 
empire  is  about  £73,000,000,  and  the  public 
debt  £345/)00,000.-The  cap.  U  Vienna,  on 
the  rt.  b.  of  the  Danube. 

Anton,  o-tung'  (oorr.  of  Augustodunum, 
the  fortress  of  Augustus),  a  city  of  France, 
dep.  Sftone-etrLoire.    Pop.  12,602. 

Anvergne,  o-votm'  (the  high  country),  an 
old  prov.  of  France,  embracing  the  modem 
departmente  of  Puy  de  Ddme  and  Cantel. 

Anxerre,  o-zair',  a  city  of  France,  cap. 
of  dep.  Yonne,  surrounded  by  extensive 
vineyards.    Pop.  16,363. 

Aozonne,  ds-sunf,  a  fortified  town  of 
France,  dep.  COte  d'Or,  on  the  SaOne.  Pop. 
6249.  ' 

Ava,  d'vA  (firom  oa^tca,  a  fish-pond),  a 
city  of  the  Burman  Empire,  onoe  ito  cap., 
but  now  in  ruins. 

Avatoba,  Moont,  drvdteh'd,  a  volcano  of 
Kamtschatka,  9000  ft.  high. 

Aveiro,  d-vS^e^ro,  a  seaport  town  of  Por- 
tugal, prov.  Beira,  on  the  estuary  of  the 
Vouga.    Pop.  64B6. 

Ayellino,  drvel-le^no,  a  town  of  Italy,  cap. 
of  the  prov.  of  the  same  name,  in  a  fine 
valley  watered  by  the  Sabato.  Pop.  16,376. 
The  prov.  has  a  pop.  of  393,228. 

Avemo,  d-ver'no,  a  lake  of  Italy,  10  m. 
W.  of  Naplea 

Aversa,  d-ver^sd,  a  town  of  Italy,  prov, 
Caserta,  in  a  fertile  plain.    Pop.  20,183. 

Aveyron,  d-ua-rong',  a  dep.  in  the  S.  of 
France,  watered  by  the  Lot,  Aveyron,  Tam, 
etc    Pop.  415,076.~Cbief  town,  Rodea. 

Aveyron,  a  river  of  France,  which  risen 
in  the  Cevennes,  and,  flowing  W.,  joins  the 
Tarn  below  Montenban. 
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Avl^iano,  d-iMf  Zyd'no,  a  town  of  8.  Italy, 
pror.  Fotenza.    Pop.  11,336. 

Avignon,  d-veen-jfdng',  an  old  prov.  of 
France,  now  the  dep.  of  Vancluse. 

Avignon  (on  the  water),  a  city  of  France, 
cap.  of  dep.  Vauclnse,  on  the  Rhdne,  in  a 
rich  and  fruitful  plain.  Near  it  is  the  cele- 
brated fountain  of  Vaucluse.    Pop.  82,440.

Avon,  the  name  of  several  rivers  in  Eng- 
land—I., rises  on  the  borders  of  Gloucester- 
shire, flows  through  Wiltshire,  and,  passing 
Bath  and  Bristol,  falls  into  the  Severn, 
8  m.  below  the  latter  city;— II.,  rises  in  the 
N.W.  of  Northamptonshire,  and,  flowing 
through  Warwickshire  and  Worcester- 
shire, joins  the  Severn  at  Tewkesbury ; —

Ayleabary,  ailt'lfr-e  (corr.  from  Sax. 
AfgU^burg,  eagles'  town),  a  pari.  bor.  and 
town  of  England,  co.  Buckingham,  famons 
for  ducks.    Pop.  of  pari.  bor.  28,907. 

Ayr,  air  (clear),  a  river  of  Scotland,  rlnes 
on  the  border  of  Lanarkshire,  flows  W.,  and 
enters  the  sea  at  Ayr. 

Ayr,  a  pa.  and  royal  bnrgh  of  Scotland, 
CO.  Ayr.    The  latttr  la  tha  oonnty  town, 


and  is  situated  at  Uie  mouth  of  the  river 
Ayr.  In  a  day-built  cottage,  2  m.  8.  ttom 
it,  the  celebrated  poet  Robert  Bums  was 
bom  in  1760.  Pop.  of  pa.  10,182 ;  of  town, 
which  is  partly  situated  in  three  pas., 
20,987. 

Ayre,  Point  of,  air,  the  N.  extremity  of 
the  Isle  of  Man. 

Asrrshlre,  a«V*Alr,  a  co.  of  Scotland, 
bounded  on  the  landward  sides  by  Renfrew, 
Lanark,  Dumfries,  Kirkcudbright,  and  Wie- 
town ;  and  on  the  W.  by  the  Firth  of  Clyae 
and  the  Irish  Channel.  It  is  about  60  m. 
in  length  and  26  m.  in  breadth.  Area  1128 
sq.  m.;  pop.  217,619.  Anciently  the  oo. 
was  divided  into  the  districts  of  Carrick 
(S.  of  the  Doon,  wild  and  hilly).  Kgle  (be- 
tween the  Doon  and  the  Irvine,  a  rich 
level  tract),  and  Cunningham  (comprising 
the  fertile  country  N.  of  the  Irvine). 
The  characteristics  of  these  localities  are 
quaintly  indicated  in  the  old  oonntry 
rhyme : — 

"  Kyle  for  a  roan ;  Carrick  for  a  coo; 
Cunningham  for  butter  and  cheese; 
and  Galloway  for  woo." 
The  most  elevated  points  in  the  eo.  are. 
Black  Craig,  2298  ft.,  to  the  E.  of  Glen 
Aflon,  in  Kyle;  A'fii;>«  Hill,  1886  ft,  to 
the  W.  of  Glen  Afton;  Shall oeh,  2620  ft., 
in  Carrick ;  Blackside  End,  1342  ft.,  in  the 
E.,  near  the  river  Ayr;  and  AHm  Craig, 
a  rock  1114  ft.  high,  off  the  coast,  nearly 
opposite  Girvan.  Ayrshire  is  watered  by 
a  number  of  streams  which  rise  near  the 
Inland  boundary  and  flow  through  the  co. 
into  the  sea.  The  Irvine  has  a  course  of 
about  20  ro.;  the  Ayr,  with  its  tributary 
the  Lugar,  86  m.;  the  Dwm  takes  its  rise 
from  several  small  lochs  in  the  3.E.,  and 
passes  through  Loch  Doon;  the  Girvam 
and  the  Stinehar  rise  in  the  same  dis- 
trict as  the  Doon,  and  drain  the  S.  parts 
of  the  county.  The  mineral  riches  of  the 
00.  are  very  considerable,  co^l,  ironstone, 
and  limestone  being  specially  abundant. 
The  whetstone  known  as  the  Water-of- 
Ayr  stone  is  found  at  Dalmore,  on  the 
banks  of  the  Ayr.  The  manufactures 
are  important,  and  the  district  possesses 
great  advantages  for  their  development. 
Fuel  and  building  materials  are  plentiful, 
and  chsnnels  of  communication  are  open 
in  all  directions.  Muirkirk,  Dalmellington, 
And  Dairy  Me  noted  for  their  iron-works; 
and  Mauchline  is  celebrated  for  its  beauti- 
Ail  and  ornamental  tartan  gooda — The 
county  town  is  Ayr. 

Ayton,  dUon  (the  town  on  the  water  of 
Eye),  a  pa.  and  vil.  of  Scotland,  co.  Ber- 
wick.   Pop.  of  pa.  2040;  of  vil.  771. 

Azamgarh,  at-um-gur^,  a  dist  and  town 
of  British  India,  North-West  Provinces, 
div.  Benares.  Pop.  of  dist.  1,631,482;  of 
town  16.000. 

Aserbljan,  d-aer-be-jdnf  (fire-keeper),  a 
prov.  of  Persia,  bounded  on  the  N.  by  the 
AruorArazee.   Pop.  eat  at  1/X)0,000. 
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Asorei,  ••-4/ru  or  a^Sn^  (hawks'  !•- 
Undfl)  a  gronp  of  nine  iaiands  In  the  North 
Atlantie,  about  800  m.  W.  from  PortagaI« 
to  which  they  belong.  8t  Miekael  Is  the 
largest,  although  Teremra  is  the  reeidenoe 
of  the  governor.  The  Asores  nre  exceed- 
ingly fertile,  producing  winei,  oranges,  and

BMdbM,  hdl'btk.  ano.  Haiapolit  (dty  of 
the  Sun),  a  dty  of  Syria,  now  a  decayed 
Tillage,  is  situated  in  a  fertile  valley  near 
the  toot  of  AntiLibaaus.  Here  are  the 
magnificent  ruins  of  a  *'  Temple  of  the  Sun," 
supposed  to  have  been  built  by  Antoninus 
Pius. 

Bab»-Da^,  hd-hOrddg'^  a  town  of  Bul- 
garia, European  Turkev.  Pop.  10,000.— 
Also  the  name  of  a  celebrated  mountain 
(ane.  Mons  Oadmu§),  In  the  S.W.  of  AsU 
Minor. 

Babelmandeb,  Btrait  of,  hdb-O-mdnrdeb 
(the  gate  of  tears),  a  channel  about  20  m. 
broad,  uniting  the  Bed  Sea  with  the  Indian 
Ocean. 

Babylon,  haypUm,  the  oldest  and  most 
celebrated  dty  in  the  world  of  which  there 
Is  any  trace  remaining.  It  was  the  anc. 
cap.  of  the  Babylonlo-Chaldean  empirejand 
was  situated  on  the  Euphrates,  about  00  m. 
8.  of  Baghdad.  The  modem  town  of  HiUak 
occupies  a  portion  of  the  site. 

Back,  a  vil.  of  Scotland,  island  of  Lewis, 
eo.  Ross  and  Cromarty.    Pop.  682. 

Baok  Ijand,  a  region  of  British  N. 
America,  N.  and  S.  of  the  Arctic  Circle, 
between  96*  and  108*  W.  long.,  explored  by 
Capt.,  afterwards  Admiral  Sir  George  Back, 
in  1831. 

Back  River,  or  Oreat  Fish  River,  in 
British  N.  America,  rises  to  the  N.  of  Lake 
Aylmer,  near  the  source  of  the  Coppermine 
River,  and,  flowing  N  E.  through  Back 
Land,  &]la  into  a  bay  of  the  Arctic  Ocean. 

Backergtinge  or  BakarganJ,  bdh-er- 
gunf,  a  dist.  of  British  India,  presidency 
of  Bengal,  div.  Dacca.    Pop.  1,886,183. 

Baonp,  hakfuv,  a  town  of  Lancashire, 
England.  Pop.  26,034,  chiefly  engaged  in 
cotton  spinning  and  power-loom  weaving. 

Badagry,  M-rfd/re,  a  town  of  W.  Africa, 
on  the  Qulf  of  Benin.    Pop.  about  10,000. 

BadaJoB  or  Badajos,  badfa-hoee,  Sp. 
pron.  M-<M-hoth'  (corr.  from  itd  anc  name 
Paz  Auguata),  a  strongly  fortified  town  of 
Spain,  cap.  of  a  prov.  of  the  same  name, 
beautlAiliy  situated  on  the  Ouadiana.  It 
was  stormed  by  the  British,  under  Welling- 
ton, in  1812.  Pop.  22,966.  The  prov.  has  a 
pop.  of  432309. 

Badakhahan  or  Bndukalian,  lud^uh" 
sJWin',  a  territory  of  Central  Asia,  between 
the  Hindu  Rush  mountains  and  the  river 
Oxus,  forming  a  portion  of  Afghan  Turkes- 
tan. It  contains  cliff's  of  lapis  lazuli,  and 
several  ruby  mines.*— •T^ron,  on  the  Kokcha, 
is  the  chief  town. 


Baden,  Orand-Bnoby  of,  hdfden,  a 
state  of  S.W.  Qermany,  extending  along 
the  rt.  b.  of  the  Rhine,  firom  Manheim  to 
the  Lake  of  Constance,  and  bounded  on 
tiie  E.  by  Wurtemberg  and  Bavaria.  Area 
6860  sq.  ro. ;  pop.  1,670,264.  The  general 
aspect  of  the  country  is  mountainous,  but 
the  valleys  are  very  fruitful,  particularly 
in  com  and  vines,  while  the  forests  supply 
vast  stores  of  valuable  timber.  Its  fine 
dimate  and  varied  scenery,  enlivened 
with  woods  and  streams,  have  obtained 
for  Baden  the  title  of  the  paradise  of 
Germany.  Mines  of  gold,  silver,  copper, 
iron,  and  coal  are  worked  in  several 
places,  and  above  sixty  mineral  springs 
are  found  within  its  bounds.  The  govern- 
ment is  a  constitutional  monarchy,  the 
legislative  authority  being  vested  in  the 
sovereign  and  two  chambers.  More  than 
half  of  the  people  are  Roman-catholica, 
the  rest  are  Protestants  and  Jews.  Edu- 
cation, as  well  in  the  elementary  as  in 
the  higher  schools,  is  provided  both  for 
Roman-catholics  and  for  Protestants  at 
the  public  expense,  the  University  of 
Heidelberg  being  Protestant,  that  of 
Freyburg  Roman-catholic.  —  Chief  town, 
Carltruke. 

Baden  {heUh$\  a  town  in  the  above 
grand-duchy,  celebrated  for  its  mineral 
springs  and  hot-baths.  It  is  commonly 
called  Baden  -  Baden,  to  distinguifih  it 
from  the  watering-place  of  Baden,  near 
Vienna.  It  is  beauti  fully  situated  on  the 
Oelbach,  in  the  midst  of  romantic  scenery. 
Pop.  11,923. 

Baden,  a  town  in  the  archduchy  of 
Austria,  celebrated  for  its  hot  springs  and 
baths.    Pop.  9646. 

Baden,  a  town  in  the  canton  of  Aargan, 
Switzerland,  noted  for  its  sulphur-baths. 
Pop.  3692. 

Badenooh,  hd'dtnr-noh,  an  extensive 
highland  district  in  the  N.  of  Scotland, 
traversed  by  the  Spey,  and  forming  part 
of  Inverness-shire. 

Badong,  bUHiong',  a  Dutch  colony,  and 
chief  commercial  state  of  tlie  island  of 
Ball  or  Little  Java,  in  the  EaHtem  Archi- 
pelago. 

Baena,  bd-a'nd,  or  Vaena,  vd-a'nd.  a 
town  of  Spain,  prov.  Cordova.    Pop.  13,336. 

Baeza,  bdS^thd,  a  town  of  Spain,  prov. 
and  21  m.  N.E.  of  Jaen.    Pop.  14,377. 

Baffin  Bay,  a  large  gulf,  or  more 
properly  an  inland  sea,  between  the  N.E. 
shores  of  the  mainland  of  N.  America  and 
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the  W.  eoMt  of  OreeDland,  opening  into 
the  Atlantic  br  Daris  Strait,  and  Into  the 
Polar  Sea  by  Lancaster  Sonnd  and  Jonee 
Sound  on  the  W^  and  Smith  Sound  and 
Robeson  Channel  on  the  N.  It  was  named 
in  hononr  of  William  Baffin,  by  whom  it 
was  discovered  in  1616. 

Bagenalstown,  bag^nalttown,  a  town  of 
Ireland,  co.  Carlow.  on  the  Barrow.  Fop. 
2141. 

Bagdad,  hdg-ddd*  (the  garden  of  Justice), 
the  cap.  of  an  eyalet  of  the  same  name  in 
Asiatic  Tnrkey,  sitnated  on  the  Tigris. 
This  celebrated  city,  founded  a.d.  768,  was 
the  cap.  of  the  Saracen  empire,  and  the 
principal  seat  of  Mohammedan  learning 
till  the  18th  century,  when  it  was  taken 
and  sacked  by  a  grandson  of  Oengis  Khan. 
Pop.  about  160,000. 

Bagherla  or  Bagaria,  hd-gd-re'd,  a  town 
of  Sicily.  proT.  Palermo.    Pop.  11,061. 

Bagillt  Fawr,  bag^ilt  fowler,  a  town- 
ship of  N.  Wales,  oo.  Flint,  with  extensive 
collieries,  lead  works,  and  manufactures. 
Pop.  2500. 

Baglen,  baff4eenf,  a  Dutch  colony  on  the 
S.  side  of  the  island  of  Java.    Pop.  800,000. 

Bagnara,  hdn-yd*rd,  a  town  or  S.  Italy, 
prov.  Reggio,  on  the  Oulf  of  Oioja.  Pop. 
6229. 

Bagneres  de  Bigorre,  hdn-yair'  (f  he-gor^ 
(the  baths  of  the  Bigorones,  is.,  "the 
dwellers  between  the  heights,"  in  the 
Pyrenees),  a  town  of  France,  dep.  Hautes- 
Pyrenees,  on  the  Adour,  celebrated  for  its 
mineral  waters  and  warm  baths.  Pop. 
7634. 

Bagneres  de  Imohon,  hdn-yair"  d*  2n- 
sAong^  (the  baths  on  the  river  Lnchon). 
a  town  of  France,  dep.  Haute-Garonne, 
noted  for  its  sulphureous  thermal  springs. 
Poo.  42Sa 

fiagnes,  Val  de,  vdl  (T  Mng,  a  beantifhl 
rnltey  of  Switzerland,  cant.  Valais,  watered 
by  the  Dranse. 

Baffnolea,  bdn-yol'  (bathing-places),  a 
vll.  of  France,  dep.  Ome,  much  frequented 
for  its  hot  saline  springs  and  cold  fer- 
ruginous springs  and  baths. 

Bagolino,  hd-go-Wno,  a  town  of  M.  Italy, 
prov.  Brescia.  In  its  neighbourhood  are 
the  sulphureous  thermal  springs  of  St 
Giacomo.    Pop.  8517. 

Baoahot,  bag'ghot  (the  badger  copse),  a 
Til.  of  England,  co.  Surrey,  10  m.  S.S.W. 
of  Windsor. 

Bahamas,  bd-Wmas,  or  IiTXoayoa, 
loo-ki'oce,  a  numerous  group  of  islands  in 
the  West  Indies  belonging  to  Britain, 
sitnated  to  the  8.B.  of  Florida,  on  the 
remarkable  sandbanks  and  coral  reefs 
called  the  Bahama  Banks.  They  export 
cotton,  fine  timber,  dyewoods,  and  salt. 
The  principal  islands  are  New  ProvidenceL

Barbary,  bdr'ber-e  (country  of  the  Ber- 
hersX  or  Northern  AMoa,  comprehends 
Marocco,  Algeria,  Tunis,  Tripoli,  Barca, 
and  Fezaan,  and  extends  from  ^  SO'  to  87* 
N.  lat,  and  from  18*  SO'  W.  to  86*  E.  long. 
Its  length  from  E.  to  W.  is  about  8600  m., 
and  its  breadth  firom  N.  to  S.  varies  firom 
about  160  to  660  m.— Of  Barbarv,  or,  as 
some  geographers  Have  termed  it,  the 
region  of  Mount  Atlas,  that  extensive  chain 
of  mountainsis  the  most  remarkable  feature. 
The  low  land,  between  this  range  and  the 
sea,  varying  from  80  to  160  m.  in  breadth, 
is  watered  by  manv  streams  ttom  the  liills, 
and  is  in  general  extremely  fertile.  Ita 
agrlculturalproducts  are  nearly  the  same 
as  those  of  Europe ;  its  fhiits  ara  superior. 
—Of  the  domestic  animals,  the  dromedary, 
the  mule,  and  the  aas  are  chiefly  employed 
in  labour.  Barbary  horses,  distinguished 
in  England  as  '*  barbs,"  are  famed  for  their 
lightness  and  beauty  of  form.  The  fieeces 
of  the  sheep  are  in  eeneral  coarse  and  hairy, 
except  those  of  Marocco,  some  breeds  of 
which  produce  rerr  fine  wool.— Among  the 
wild  animals  are  the  lion  (here  remarkable 
for  strength  and  ferocity),  the  panther,  the 
hyena,  the  Jackal,  and  the  antelope  or 
gazelle.  Serpents,  scorpions,  and  locusts, 
are  scourges  with  which  Barbary  la  pecu- 
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llarlv  infested.— The  ridges  of  Mount  Atlan 
yield  silver,  copper,  lead,  and  antimony. 
Iron,  lead,  and  copper  abound  in  Algeria. 
The  plains  are  remarkable  for  the  preva- 
lence of  saline  snbstances,  while  the  lakes 
are  nearly  as  salt  as  the  sea.  Salt  springs 
are  more  numerous  than  Aresh,  and  there 
are  hills  composed  entirely  of  salt.  Mitre 
is  found  in  many  places.  Hot  springs  and 
streams  occur  in  various  districts.— This 
part  of  Africa  was  distinguished  in  ancient 
History.  Carthage,  the  first  commercial 
state  of  antiquity,  long  disputed  with  Rome 
the  empire  of  the  world.  After  its  fall,  the 
northern  provinces  of  AArica  became  the 
granary  of  Italy.     Under  the   Saracen 

rrinces,  Barbary  acquired  unusual  lustre, 
ts  different  states,  long  sunk  in  tyranny 
and  oppression,  have  greatly  declined  in 
importance ;  their  maritime  strength,  for 
ages  exerted  only  in  piratical  excursions, 
has  now  been  destroyed.  The  French  took 
possession  of  the  city  of  Algiers  in  1830, 
and  have  since  gradually  extended  their 
authority  over  the  whole  state.  The  go- 
vernment of  the  other  Barbary  States  is 
despotic,  and  the  religion  Mohammedan. 

Bartmda,  bar-boo'dajthe  island  of  beard- 
ed menX  one  of  the  west  India  Islands, 
lying  to  the  N.  of  Antigua.  It  was  an- 
nexed to  Britain  in  162^  and  in  1680  was 
granted  to  the  Codrington  family,  in  whose 
possesion  it  still  remains.

Bavaria,  Kingdom  of,  hi-va're-d,  Ger. 
Baiem  (the  dwelling  of  the  Boil,  a  Celtic 
people  who  settled  here  600  years  b.c.),  the 
most  power/iil  of  the  South  (ierman  States, 
is  composed  of  two  distinct  parts,  the  "  Terri- 
tory of  the  Danube  and  Main,"  and  the 
"Territory  of  the  Rhine."  The  former, 
comprising  seven  of  the  eight  provinces 
into  which  the  country  is  divided,  is 
bounded  N.  by  the  Saxon  states:  W.  by 
Hesse,  Baden,  and  Wurtcmberg;  8.  and  E. 
by  Austria.  The  latter  lies  to  the  W.  of 
the  Rhine,  on  the  French  frontier.  Total 
area,  29,000  sq.  m.  The  larger  territory  is 
mountainous  and  finely  wooded  in  the  north 
and  south ;  while  the  centre  has  wide  and 
fertile  plains  watered  by  the  Danube  and 
its  numerous  tributaries.  Bavaria  is  chiefly 
an  agricultural  country,  yielding  large 
quantities  of  com,  fiax,  hemp,  and  fruits ; 
it  is  also  rich  in  iron,  coal,  and  salt.  Com- 
merce and  manufactures  are  carried  on  to  a 
considerable  extent,  internal  communica- 
tion being  promoted  by  steam  navigation  on 
the  Danube,  as  well  as  by  roads,  canals, 
and  railways.  The  government  is  a  limited 
monarchy,  with  two  legislative  chambers. 
Roman-catholicism  is  the  religion  of  the 
sUte,  but  Protestants  enjoy  a  perfect  equa- 
lity of  privilege's.  There  are  universities  at 
Munich,  Wurxburg,  and  Erlangen ;  snd  a 
general  system  of  education,  like  that  of 
Prussia,  is  maintained  Pop.  6.281.778.—

Behar,  Bihar,  or  Bahar,  bd-kar',  a  prov. 
of  British  India,  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Lieutenant-governor  of  bengaL  It  has 
the  two  divisions  of  Patna  and  Bhagalpur, 
which  are  subdivided  into  ten  districts. 
Area  44.140  sq.  m.;  pop.  22.950.669.  The 
eity  of  the  same  name,  so  called  from  bihar 
(a  monastery  of  Buddhists),  is  36  m.  S.E.

It  was  so 
called  by  Captain  Cook  in  honour  of 
Behring,  an  eminent  Russian  navigator, 
who  first  discovered  it.

Belgimn,  heVjt-um  (named  firom  the 
Btlgct^  the  original  inhabitants  of  the 
country),  a  kingdom  of  Central  Europe, 
bounded  on  the  N.by  Uie  Netherlands;  W. 
by  the  North  Sea ;  8.  by  France ;  and  E.  by 
Rhenish  Prussia.  It  lies  between  49«  80" 
and  61"  80"  N.  lat,  and  between  2*  80^  and 
6*  V  £.  long.,  and  is  about  140  m.  in  length 
from  E.  to  W.,  and  about  100  m.  in 
breadth.  Its  area  is  about  11,860  sq.  m., 
and  pop.  6/^19,844.  The  political  divisions 
of  Belgium  are— Antwerp,  East  Flanders, 
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West  Fknden,  H*i]i*alt»  Brataat»  Mamur, 
and  paru  of  Ltmburg  and  Luxemburg.  The 
diier  tovns  of  these  provs.  are  respectlTely 
Antwerp,  Ghent,  Bruges,  Mons,  Brussels, 
Namur,  LUge,  Hasselt,  and  Arlon.— The 
face  of  the  country  is  in  general  level,  and 
the  semblance  of  hills  can  scarcelv  be  dis- 
covered, ezctrpt  in  the  prove,  of  Li^ge  and 
Namur.  In  Brabant,  between  Brussels 
and  Waterloo,  is  the  forest  of  Soignies,  so 
interestingly  associated  with  the  great 
battle  fought  in  that  locality  in  1815.  A 
thousand  seres  of  this  forest  were  granted 
to  the  Duke  of  Wellington  in  connection 
with  his  UUe  of  Prince  of  Waterloo,  and 
are  still  possessed  by  his  fkmily.  The 
forest  in  Luxemburg,  Li6ge,  and  Namur 
are  the  remains  of  the  immense  ancient 
forest  of  Ardennes,  which  Cesar  tells  ns 
covered  most  of  the  country  between  Bonn 
and  Rheims.  Travellers  are  surprised  at 
the  number  of  the  FlemUh  cities,  towns, 
and  villages;  in  which  respect  Belgium 
exceeds  every  country  in  Europe,  the 
Netherlands  only  excepted.  Canals  are 
numerous,  and  a  complete  system  of  rail- 
ways is  in  operation.  The  soil  is  either 
naturally  fertile  or  has  been  improved  by 
assiduous  cultivation,  and  yields  most 
luxuriant  crops.  All  kinds  of  grain  and 
fruits  are  raised.  The  climate  resembles 
that  of  the  southern  counties  of  England. 
In  the  provs.  of  Numur,  Hainault,  Luxem- 
burg, snd  LUge,  the  mineral  productions 
are  numerous  and  abundant,  the  working 
of  mines  forming  a  valuable  department  of 
national  industry.  Prom  the  twelfth  to 
the  sixteenth  century,  Belgium  was  the 
most  commercial  country  in  Europe;  but 
it  was  afterwards  surpassed  by  Holland. 
Now  that  war  has  given  place  to  the  arts 
of  peace,  the  trade  and  manufactures  of 
Belgium  are  rapidly  improving.  Besides 
the  well-known  lioesofBruHsels  and  Mech- 
lin, there  are  flourishing  manufactures  of 
woollens,  eottons,  linens,  and  silks;  and 
the  fabrication  of  machinery,  cutlery,  and 
iron  goods  has  risen  to  great  importance. 
The  Flemings  in  the  north  resemble  in 
character  their  Dutch  neighbours,  but 
towards  the  south  they  have  adopted  the 
dress  and  manners  of  the  French.  The 
great  majoritv  of  the  people  are  zealous 
Roman-catholics,  but  the  Protestant  as 
well  as  the  Roman-catholic  clergy  are 
supported  from  the  nubile  funds.  There 
are  universities  at  Ghent,  Li^,  Lonvain, 
and  Brussels.  Belgium  produced  at  one 
period  a  race  of  rerr  eminent  artists — 
Rubens,  Vandyck,  Teniers.  and  others, 
who  formed  what  Is  called  the  Flemish 
School  of  Painting.  The  Flemish  archi- 
teeU  were  also  very  distinguished,  and 
several  of  the  cathedrals,  particularly  that 
of  Antwerp,  rank  among  tiie  finest  edifices 
of  Europe.— The  government  is  a  oonstitu- 
tional  monarchy.  The  legislative  power  is 
vested  in  the   king  and  two  chambers, 


namely,  the  lenate  and  a  ebamber  of  repre- 
sentatlves.

Saxon  berroc,  a  wood,  from  the  abundance 
of  box  growing  there,  and  «cire,  a  shire),  is 
a  picturesque  inland  co.  of  England,  lying 
in  the  yalley  of  the  Thames.  It  is 
bounded  on  the  N.  by  the  cos.  of  Bucking- 
ham and  Oxford:  on  the  W.  by  Wilt- 
shire; on  the  8.  by  HampHhire;  and  on 
the  E.  by  Surrey.  Area  706  sq.  m.;  pop. 
318,863.  The  surface  is  undulating,  rising 
in  some  places  into  hills.  The  8.E.  and  E.

874 
It.  in  length,  cut  out  in  the  turf  of  the 
chalk  downs;  and  near  it  is  the  ancient 
borough  of  Wantage,  the  birthplace  of 
Alfred  the  Great  Berks  is  watered  by  the 
Thames,  Kennet,  Loddon,  Oek,  etc  Chief 
towns,  Reading,  Windsor  (a  favourite  royal 
residence),  and  Abtngdon.

N.  Germany,  on  the  Saale,  with  manufs.  of 
porcelain,  paper,  and  starch.    Pop.  18,603. 

Berne,  bem  (said  to  be  derived  from 
bdren,  the  plural  of  the  German  word  bdr, 
a  bear,  and  that  animal  figures  on  the 
armorial  bearings  of  the  town),  the  cap.  of 
a  canton  of  the  same  name,  and  the  chief 
town  of  Switserland,  on  the  Aar.  It  is  the 
seat  of  a  university.  Since  1818  it  has 
been  the  federal  town  or  seat  of  the 
government  of  the  whole  Swiss  confedersp 
tion.

burgh  2114 ;  of  pari,  burgh  1096 ;  of  pa.  2107. 

Berwlok.  ber^rik  (contr.  of  Aberwick, 
town  at  the  mouth  of  the  river;  some 
authorities  say  it  signifies  castle  town),  a 
pari,  and  munie.  bor.  and  fortified  town 
near  the  mouth  of  the  Tweed.  Though 
assigned  to  Northumberland,  it  enloys  the 
privileges  of  a  co.  by  itseld  In  the  wars 
between  England  and  Scotland,  its  import- 
ance, as  a  key  to  both  kingdoms,  rendered 
this  town  and  its  neighbourhood  the  scena 
of  ft«quent  contest  and  bloodshed.

BenL  Suen  ii  the  cap.  and  seat  of  general 
government  —  The  western  and  middle 
dists.  are  traversed  by  the  Andes,  which 
here  reach  a  height  of  more  than  20,000 
ft  To  the  east  of  tlie  Andes  are  large 
plains,  watered  by  the  tributaries  of  the 
Amazon  and  the  Parana.  The  climate 
varies  with  the  elevation  of  the  place 
and  its  distance  from  the  equator,  so  that 
although  nearly  the  whole  country  is 
within  the  tropics,  not  more  than  half  of 
it  has  a  tropical  climate.— The  mineral 
wealth  of  Bolivia  Is  greater  than  that  of 
any  other  state  of  8.  America.  The  silver- 
mines  of  Potosi  are  only  less  productive 
than  those  of  Pasco  in  Peru.  The  oountij 
yields  also  gold,  mercury,  tin,  lead,  anti- 
mony, copper,  and  iron.  The  lower  ranges 
of  the  Andes,  and  the  great  plains  which 
lie  to  the  east  of  them,  are  covered  with 
forests,  which  yield  valuable  kinds  of  tim- 
ber, fhiit,  and  drugs,  aa  well  aa  immense 
supplies  of  indianibber.  Among  the  culti- 
vated plants  are  maize,  rice,  cotton,  sugnr- 
cane,  and  tobacco.  The  terba  MaU  or 
Paraguay  tea,  grows  in  one  dep.,  and  the 
hot  inland  plains  produce  the  eoca  plant 
the  leaves  of  which  the  natives  chew  as 
a  stimulant.  The  tapir,  the  leopard,  the 
Jaguar,  and  several  kinds  of  amphibious 
reptiles,  are  the  more  remarkable  wild 
animals.— Bolivia  was  formerly  a  part  of 
Pern,  and  near  the  S.E.  extremity  of  Lake 
Titicaca  are  islands,  one  of  which  was  the 
residence  of  Manco  Capac.  the  founder  of 
Peruvian  civilisation.  The  country  be- 
came an  independent  republic  in  1826,  when 
it  took  the  name  of  Bolivia  in  honour  of 
Bolivar,  the  great  champion  of  South 
American  independence.  The  executive 
government  is  exercised  by  a  president 
elected  for  a  term  of  four  years.  The  legia- 
lature  consists  of  two  chambers.  The 
Roman-catholic  is  the  prevailing  religion.

Chinese,  Javanese,  Celebesians,  Dutch,  and 
British.  The  animals  are  the  elephant, 
rhinoceros,  leopard,  oz,  hog,  deer,  and  mon^ 
keys,  including  the  orang-outang.  The  soil 
is  extremely  fertile.  The  vegetable  pro- 
ducts are  timber,  gutta-percha,  rice,  maize, 
sweet  potato,  tobacco,  cotton,  sugar,  pepper, 
and  other  spices.  Among  the  minerals  are 
coal,  iron,  antimony,  tin,  gold,  silver,  and 
diamonds.  Edible  birds'  nests  are  abundant. 
The  island  is  divided  into  a  number  of  petty 
states,  of  which  the  best  known  is  that  of 
Bntni  or  Borneo  Proper,  with  a  pop.  of  about 
80,000,  in  the  N.;  it  is  ruled  by  a  sultan. 
From  1841  to  1888,  Sir  James  Brooke,  an 
Euglishman,  was  ri^ah  of  Sarawak,  one  of 
Its  tributary  states,  and  did  much  to  estab- 
lish order  and  good  government,  and  to 
Sread  the  blessings  of  religion.  In  1878, 
e  Sultans  of  Bruni  and  Sulu  ceded  to  a 
British  trading  company  the  maharajahate 
of  Sabak,  the  N.  portion  of  Borneo.— The 
cap.  of  Borneo  is  Bruni,  on  the  N.W.  coast. 
Pop.  26,000.

Atlantic  Ocean;  E.  by  the  Atlantic  Ocean; 
8.  by  Uruguay;  and  W.  by  the  Argentine 
Republio,  Paraguay,  Bolivia,  Peru,  and 
Ecuador.  Its  length  fh>m  E.  to  W.  is 
about  2600  m.  and  its  breadth  from  N. 
to  8.  about  8450  m.   The  area  is  est  at 


SMfiOO  80.  m.,  and  the  pop.  at  10,112,000 
The  N.  and  W.  portions  of  tnis  vast  region 
are  ooenpled  by  the  great  plains  which  lie 
along  the  banks  of  the  Amazon  and  the 
Parana,  and  their  many  tributaries.  The 
E.  districts  are  traversed  from  N.  to  S.  by 
parallel  mountain-ranges,  rising  from  5000 
to  7000  ft  above  the  level  of  the  sea.  The 
climate  is  in  general  healthy  and  agree- 
able. In  the  N.  and  in  the  valley  of  the 
Amazon,  the  air  is  hot  and  moist;  but 
elsewhere,  especially  on  the  heights  and 
table-lands,  the  temperature  is  much  cooler. 
Vegetation  is  luxuriant  in  the  extreme. 
No  nobler  forests  are  to  be  found  anywhere 
than  on  the  banks  of  the  Amazon.  They 
yield  endless  supplies  of  mahogany,  rose- 
wood, logwood,  and  the  hard  red  wood 
called  braMO,  from  which  it  baa  been  sup- 
posed that  the  country  received  its  name. 
The  sugar-cane,  the  coffee-plant  the  cotton- 
plant  tobacco,  wheat  maize,  and  rice  are 
cultivated.  The  cassava-plant  famishes 
the  staple  fbod  of  the  great  body  of  the 
lower  classes;  and  a  sort  of  holly,  indi- 
genous to  the  country,  supplies  a  kind  of 
tea  called  MatU^  very  generally  used  by 
all  classes.  Agriculture  has  made  little 
progress;  but  the  vast  Uanog  or  natural 
pastures  support  immense  herds  of  wild 
cattle,  whicn  are  hunted  for  their  hides. 
Of  the  wild  animals,  the  more  remarkable 
are  the  sloth,  the  ant-eater,  the  armadillo, 
the  tapir,  the  alligator,  the  rattlesnake, 
the  boa- constrictor,  and  the  humming-bird. 
One  of  the  chief  annoyances  of  the  country 
is  the  great  number  and  variety  of  insects. 
—The  diamond  mines  of  Brazil  are  the 
most  productive  in  the  world;  and  other 
precious  stones,  especlallv  amethysts  and 
rock-crystals,  are  found.  Gold,  silver, 
copper,  and  iron  occur  in  several  places. 
Commerce  is  gradually  extending,  but 
manufactures  are  very  backward.  The 
chief  exports  are  cotton,  sugar,  cofliBe, 
hides,  logwood,  hard  woods,  gums,  drugs, 
and  diamonds.  There  are  many  excellent 
harbours,  and  railways  were  commenced  in 
1854.— BrazU  is  divided,  politically,  into  20 
provinces,  of  which  11  at  least  exceed  Great 
Britain  in  superficial  extent  The  chief 
towns  are  Bio  Janeiro  the  cap.,  Bahia^  Per- 
namteco,  and  San  Pavlo.—BnxiX  was  dis- 
covered by  the  Portuguese  in  the  year 
1500.  and  was  soon  anerwards  colonized 
by  them.  It  became  independent  in  1822, 
when  the  government  was  vested  in  a 
hereditary  emperor  (sprung  from  the  royal 
family  or  Portugal),  a  senate  elected  by 
the  emperor  for  life,  and  a  represenUtive 
chamber  chosen  by  the  people.  The 
Roman -catholic  religion  is  that  of  the 
state,  but  other  forms  of  worriiip  ei^oy 
partial  toleration.  Education,  literature, 
and  the  arts,  are  sadly  neglected.

Breoknockahire,  an  inland  co.  of  S. 
Wales,  encompassed  by  Radnor,  Hereford, 
Monmouth,  Glamorgan,  Carmarthen,  and 
Cardigan.  Area  719  sq.  m.;  pop.  48,811. 
The  surface  is  mountainous,  the  highest 
summits  being  the  Brecknock  Beacon  re- 
ferred to  above,  and  Cradle  Mountain,  2660 
ft,  above  the  sea.  The  co.  is  watered  by 
the  rivers  Wye^  Usk,  and  a  number  of 
minor  streams,  including  the  Irvon,  Taw, 
and  Taff.

Britain,  Great,  brit'tn  (supposed  to  be 
ftx)m  the  Ci-ltic  brith,  or  brit,  painted,  the 
ancient  Britons  being  In  the  habit  of 
painting  their  bodies  blue),  the  largest, 
richest,  and  most  populous  island  in  Europe, 
is  bounded  on  the  N.  and  W.  by  the  Atlantic 
Ocean  and  the  Irioh  Sea;  on  the  S.  by  the 
English  Channel  (which  separates  it  from 
France) ;  and  on  the  E.  by  the  North  Sea. 
It  lies  between  49»  68'  and  68'  41'  N.  lat, 
and  between  V  46'  E.,  and  6*  13'  W.  long. 
Its  greatest  length  from  N.  to  S.  is  about 
608  m.,  and  its  greatest  breadth,  from  St 
David's  Head  in  Pembrokeshire  to  the  Naze 
in  Essex,  is  280  ni.  The  area,  exclusive  of 
the  adjacent  inlands.  Is  88326  sq.  m. ;  pop. 
29,647,616.  The  island  is  traverMed  by 
several  mountain  ranges  of  considerable 
length  and  height,  and  may  be  said  to 
be  mountainous  towards  the  N.,  and  some- 
what flat  in  the  southern  parts.  The 
whole  coast,  especially  on  the  S.  and  W., 
is  deeply  indented  by  bays,  estuaries, 
and  creeks,  which  afford  many  safe  and 
commodious  harbours.  The  rivers  are 
numerous,  and  several  of  them  are  import- 
ant and  navigable;  there  are  also  several 
large  and  picturesque  lakes  in  various 
parts.  Great  Britain  comprehends  Eng- 
land, Scotland,  and  Wales,  which,  with 
Ireland  and  the  Channel  Islands,  form 
what  Is  known  as  the  United  Kingdom. 
The  British  isles  number  about  6600,  but 
of  these  only  420  are  inhabited.  The 
United  Kingdom  has  a  total  area  of 
118,932  sq.  m.,  and  a  pop.  of  86,026,071,  ex- 
clusive of  soldiers  and  sailors  abroad. 
"  Situated  on  the  verge  of  Western  Europe, 
Great  Britain  enjoys  the  advantages  with- 
out the  disadvantages  of  a  continental 
state— its  proximltv  entitling  it  to  a  voice 
in  the  affairs  of  the  Continent,  while  Its 
complete  separation  frees  It  flmm  fh)ntler 
disputes  On  one  side,  Great  Britain  faces 
the  most  densely  populated  and  best 
ordered  countries  of  the  Old  World :  on  the 
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other  side,  the  most  active  and  enlightened 
regions  of  the  New  World.  And  if  Europe 
reaps  any  advantage  firom  being  centrally 
situated  in  reference  to  the  terrestrial 
hemisphere,  Great  Britain  must  profit  in  a 
higher  degree,  inasmuch  as  the  highways 
of  tho  ocean  enable  her  the  more  readily  to 
avail  herself  of  the  advantage.  The  length 
of  hwr  seHboard,  and  the  semi-enclosed  seas 
which  surround  her,  are  well  calculated  to 
foster  maritime  enterprise."  But,  besides 
this  advantage  of  position,  her  command  of 
mineral  wealth,  especially  coal  and  iron, 
together  with  the  ingenuity  of  her  people, 
enables  Great  Britain  to  take  the  foremost 
rank  in  manufactures  and  commerce,  and 
to  supply  all  parts  of  the  world  with  articles 
of  utility  and  luxury.  The  annual  quantity 
of  coal  raised  in  Britain  exceeds  154  millions 
of  tons,  and  that  of  iron  ore  17  millions  of 
tons.  Including  gold,  silver,  tin,  copper, 
lead,  the  annual  value  of  the  mineral 
wealth  of  Britain  amounts  to  £65,500,000 
sterling.  The  total  annual  exports  of 
British  manufactures,  consisting  chiefly  of 
cottons,  linens,  woollens,  and  iron  manu- 
factures, has  a  money  value  of  £234,000,000 
sterling,  besides  foreign  and  colonial  goods 
re-exported,  amounUng  to  £63,000,000. 
The  annual  value  of  imports  amounts  to 
£397,000,000.  To  carry  on  this  commerce. 
Groat  Britain  and  her  colonies  employ 
more  than  89,000  vi-ssels,  having  an  aggre- 
gate tonnsge  of  nearly  81  million  tons,  and 
360,000  men,  exclusive  of  foreign  shipping. 
The  assumed  annual  value  of  real  property 
of  the  United  Kingdom,  from  the  income- 
tax  returns,  amounts  to  £186,000,000.  The 
annual  revenue  of  the  country  amounts 
to  £86.000,000.  The  national  debt,  which 
dates  from  the  Revolution  of  1688,  amounts 
to  £763,000,000,  with  an  annual  interest  of 
£29,600,000.— The  British  army,  including 
the  force  in  India,  numbers  about  196,000, 
bcKides  which  there  are  245,000  volunteers, 
and  190,000  militia  and  other  auxiliary 
forces.  The  royal  navy  consists  of  more 
than  240  steam  and  sailing  vessels  afloat, 
manned  by  45,000  officers,  seamen,  and  boys, 
and  12,000 marines. — The  internal  communi- 
cations throughout  the  kingdom,  by  roads, 
canals,  and  railways,  are  now  very  com- 
plete. There  are  now  upwards  of  18,000 
miles  of  railways  in  operation  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  involving  a  capital  of  upwards 
of  £745,500,000.  The  number  of  pasftengers 
conveyed  by  them  is  about  623,0« AOOO  every 
year;  and  the  annual  receipts  from  their 
traffic  exceed  £63,800,000.  Wires,  stretch- 
ing along  nearly  every  line  of  railway,  and 
along  highways  and  byways,  convey  in- 
formation from  place  to  place  by  the  elec- 
tric telegraph  almost  instantaneously.— 
The  constitution  of  the  United  Kingdom  is 
that  of  a  limited  monarchy,  with  a  here- 
ditarv  sovereign,  either  male  or  female, 
of  the  Frotestaot  religion.  The  sove- 
nlgn  la  Vb%  head  of  the  sUte,  the  fountain 


of  all  honours  of  nobility,  has  the  preroga- 
tive to  declare  war  or  make  peace,  to  levy 
soldiers,  and  appoint  officers  of  the  armv 
and  navy— is  the  head  of  the  English 
Church,  and  calls  together  and  dissolves 
Parliament,  appoints  judges  and  inferior 
magistrates.  Parliament  consists  of  the 
House  of  Lords,  embracing  all  the  peers 
of  England  (about  439),  sixteen  Scotch 
peers,  twenty -eight  Irish  peers,  and  twenty- 
six  prelates.  The  House  of  Commons  con- 
sists of  652  members,  returned  by  tho 
counties,  towns,  and  universities  of  the 
kingdom.  All  parliamentary  measures, 
before  passing  into  law,  must  be  approved 
of  by  both  Houses,  and  have  the  sanction 
of  the  sovereign.  The  executive  govern- 
ment is  vested  in  the  Crown  and  Cabinet 
Council,  of  which  the  Prime  Minister  Is  the 
head.  The  colonial  and  foreign  possessions 
of  Britain  embrace  about  one-third  of  the 
surface  of  the  globe,  and  nearly  a  fourth  of 
its  population.  Thev  are  as  follows:— 7n

America— The  Dominion  of  Canada  (em- 
bracing Ontario,  Quebec,  New  Brunswick, 
Nova  Scotia,  Prince  Edward  Iiiland,  Mani- 
toba, Assiniboia,  Saskatchewan,  Alberta, 
Athabasca,  BriUsh  Columbia,  and  the  N.W. 
Territories),  Newfoundland;  in  8.  America 
— British  Guiana  (comprehending  Deme- 
rara,  Essequibo,  and  Berbice),  Falkland 
Islands;  in  West  Jnd^M— Jamaica,  Turks 
and  Caicos  Islands,  Barbadoes,  St  Vincent, 
Grenada,  Tobago,  St  Lucia,  Trinidad,  An- 
tigua, St  Christopher,  Montserrat,  Nevit, 
Anguilla,  Dominica,  Virgin  Iidos,  Bahamas, 
Bermudas,  Honduras;  and  in  AustraUuia — 
New  South  Wales,  South  Australia,  West- 
em  Australia,  Victoria,  Queensland,  Tas- 
mania, Now  Zealand,  Fiji.  ISee  Bn^and, 
Scotland,  Ireland,  Wales,  etc] 

British  Burma,  or  Burmah,  bur'md,  a 
prov.of  the  Britiith  Empire  in  India,  stretch- 
ing 1100  m.  along  the  coast  of  the  Eastern 
or  Indo-Chinese  Peninsula,  on  the  E.  side  of 
the  Bay  of  Bengal.  It  consists  of  Arakan, 
Pegu,  and  Tenasserim,  which  are  sub- 
divided into  16  dists.  Area,  87,220  sq. 
m.;  pop.  S,796,771.— Arakan  has  a  back- 
ground of  teak-covered  mountsins,  with  a 
deeply  indented  shore,  off  which  are  the 
islands  Akgab,  Bamri,  Cheduha,  and  manv 
others.  The  most  imporiant  town  is  Ak$ah, 
on  the  F^  side  of  the  island  of  that  name. 
Pegu  consists  of  the  lower  Irrawadi  basin, 
and  is  the  chief  source  of  Europe's  supplies 
of  riee.  Rangoon  Is  the  principal  town  and 
seaport.  It  is  built  on  the  lert  bank  of  an 
eastern  arm  of  the  delta  of  the  Irrawadi, 
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and  is  the  cap.  of  British  Burma.  The 
configuration  of  Taiasserim  is  similar  to 
that  of  Arakan,  the  islands  off  shore  form- 
ing the  Mergul  Archipelago.  The  chief 
seat  of  trade  and  popalation  is  at  the  month 
of  the  Salween,  on  opposite  sides  of  which 
are  the  towns  of  Maulmein  and  Martahan. 

British  Colombia,  1u>4um'he-d  (in  hon- 
oar  of  Columbus),  a  colony  of  British  North 
America,  forming  part  of  the  Dominion  of 
Csnada.  It  is  bounded  on  the  N.  by  Alaska 
and  the  Simpson  River ;  E.  by  the  Rocky 
Mountains;  S.  by  the  United  States;  and 
W.  by  the  Pacific  Ocean,  Queen  Charlotte 
Sound,  and  the  Gulf  of  Georgia.  It  was 
erected  into  a  British  colony  in  1858,  and 
united  with  the  Dominion  of  Canada  in 
1871.  It  is  about  764  m.  long, 400  m. broad, 
and  has  an  area  of  about  341,800  sq.  m. 
The  climate  is  somewhat  similar  to  that 
of  Great  Britain,  and  the  soil  is  rich  and 
well  suited  for  agriculture.  Coal  and  gold 
have  been  found  in  abundance.  The 
country  is  well  wooded  and  mountainous, 
Mounts  Hooker  and  Brown  rising  to  a  height 
of  16,000  or  16,000  ft.  The  lakes  and  rivers 
are  stored  with  fish  and  waterfowl.  Among 
the  animals  are  the  buffalo,  moose,  and  red 
deer.  Aew  Westminster  is  an  important 
town  near  the  mouth  of  the  Frarer  River. 
The  territory  of  Sticheen,  marked  off  for 
colonization  in  1862,  lies  between  the  Rocky 
Mountains  and  Alsska,  and  in  provisionally 
under  the  government  of  British  Colombia. 
The  river  Stickeen,  from  which  the  settle- 
ment derives  its  name,  has  been  ascended 
by  steamers  for  150  miles.  Traces  of  gold 
were  discovered  in  the  district  in  1863, 
which  attracted  a  population  of  diggers.— 
Vancouver  Inland,  the  largest  in  the  Pacific 
belonging  to  British  North  America,  lies 
to  the  8.W.  of  British  Columbia,  with 
which  it  was  incorporated  in  1866.  It  is 
about  270  m.  long,  and  has  an  average 
breadth  of  60  m.  Area  estimated  at  16,000 
sq.  m. ;  pop.  17,292.  The  country  is  moun- 
tainous, but  fruitful  and  richly  wooded; 
Mount  Arrowsmith  is  6900  ft.  above  the  sea. 
The  coasts  are  deeply  indented  by  gulfs  and 
buys,  and  there  are  several  good  harbours. 
Excellent  coal  is  found  in  abundance. 
Fishing  and  hunting  are  the  chief  occupa- 
tions of  the  people.— The  principal  town, 
Victoria,  is  at  tne  S.E.  point,  and  is  the 
cap.  of  the  prov.  The  pop.  of  the  prov.  is 
49,469.

The  king- 
dom of  Burma  or  Ava,  as  it  was  called 
Arom  the  capital  at  that  time,  was  con- 
quered in  1763  by  the  king  of  Pegu,  who 
cairied  away  the  Burman  monarch  as  a 
prisoner,  and  caused  him  to  be  murdered 
in  1764.  Alompra,  a  Burman  of  low  ex- 
traction, revolted  against  the  Peguese,  and 
became  the  conqueror  of  Pegu  in  1767.  In 
consequence  of  a  dispute  with  the  Burman 
monarch,  the  British  East  India  Oovem- 
ment  invaded  his  territories  in  February 
1824,  and,  after  a  war  of  two  years,  com- 
pelled him  to  sue  for  peace,  to  cede  Assam, 
Arakan,  and  the  TenaMserim  provinces,  and 
to  pay  £1,000,000  sterling.  Another  war 
broke  out  in  1862,  and  the  British  annexed 
Pegu  to  their  dominion!.

The  coast  is  rocky, 
and  remarkable  for  the  number  of  its  bays 
and  promontories.  In  the  W.  and  S.W. 
the  surface  is  mountainous.  Mount  Morven 
rises  to  a  height  of  2313  ft,  Searabhein  2064 
ft.,  and  Maiden  Pap  1687  ft.  above  the  sea. 
The  CO.  is  studded  with  a  number  of  small 
lakes,  fW>m  which  several  streams  flow  to 
the  sea.  Among  these  are  the  Thitrso, 
Wick,  Dunbwtk,  BerrUdaU^  etc  The  her- 
ring fishery  off  the  coast  forms  the  prin- 
cipal branch  of  industry.

fornia in  the  8.,  and  has  an  average  width 
of  250  m.  Area  188,982  sq.  m.;  pop.  864,094, 
of  whom  about  50,000  are  Chinese.  The 
country  is  traversed  by  two  great  moun- 
tain ranges— the  Coast  Jtange  and  the 
Sierra  Nevada.  The  former  extends  the 
whole  length  of  the  state,  at  a  varying 
distance  from  the  coast— sometimes  send- 
ing its  spurs  to  the  very  shore,  elsewhere 
leaving  plains  reaching  SO  m.  inland. 
Within  the  only  gap  which  breaks  the 
continuity  of  this  range  Is  situated  the 
city  of  San  Francisco,  the  western  ter- 
minus of  the  great  Pacific  Railway,  which 
crosses  the  continent,  and  brings  California 
Into  speedy  and  direct  intercourse  with  the 
Atlantic  states  of  the  Union.  Between  the 
Coast  Range  and  the  Sierra  Nevada,  which 
in  part  forms  the  E.  boundary  of  tlie  state, 
is  a  rich,  fertile  valley,  600  m.  long  and  76 
m.  broad,  which  yields  the  products  of  the 
temperate  and  many  of  the  tropical  and 
semi-tropical  regions,  and  possesses  an  ex- 
ceedingly salubrious  climate.  The  culmi- 
nating point  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  is  Mount 
WhUney,  14,898  ft.  high,  said  to  be  the 
loftiest  peak  in  the  U.S.  The  roost  im- 
portant rivers  in  the  stote  are  the  Sacra- 
mento and  the  Joaquin,  wliich  unite  at  the 
head  of  the  estuary  leading  down  to  San 
Francisco  Bay.  The  chief  lakes  are  Tulare 
Lake  and  Owen  Lake.  The  coast  is  gene- 
rally rugged  and  precipitous ;  it  is  indented 
by  several  extensive  bays  and  harbours, 
the  principal  being  San  Francisco  Bay, 
Monterey  Bay,  and  Humboldt  Bay.  The 
mineral  wealth  is  very  great,  comprising 
coal,  marble,  granite,  precious  stones,  iron, 
lead,  tin,  copper,  quicksilver,  silver,  and 
gold— the  two  last  being  found  in  abun- 
dance. At  one  time  the  search  for  the 
precious  metals  almost  monopolized  the 
labour  of  the  population ;  but,  happily  for 
the  welfare  of  the  state,  agriculture  in  all 
its  branches  is  becoming  the  leading  occn- 
pation.— Caliromia  is  celebrated  for  its 
many  wonderful  natural  objects  and  re- 
markable scenery,  for  the  preservation  of 
which  several  state  parks  have  been 
formed.  The  grandest  of  these  is  the 
Yosemite  Valley  in  the  Sierra  Nevada. 
It  Is  10  m.  long  and  8  m.  wide.     It  is 
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hemmed  in  by  granite  walls,  which  rise  to 
a  height  of  from  2000  to  6000  ft  Great 
domes  and  pyramids  rise  above  the  deep 
hollow,  at  the  bottom  of  which  is  a  little 
lake  and  stream.  A  small  river,  70  ft. 
wide,  tumbles  over  on  one  side  of  the 
immense  height,  coming  down  in  three 
falls,  the  first  of  them  1300  ft.  In  the 
volley  are  nooks  and  bits  of  scenery  of  rare 
beauty,  contrasting  almost  strangely  with 
the  solemn  grandenr  of  the  surrounding 
walls  and  peaks.  The  Mariposa  Big  Tree 
Grove  is  another  of  these  state  parks.  It 
contains  the  most  beautifhl  remaining 
group  of  the  gigantic  pines  known  as 
the  Wellingtonia,  supposed  to  be  about 
8000  years  old.  About  00  m.  N.  of  San 
Francisco  is  the  GeynrM  VaUey,  where 
hundreds  of  springs  of  all  kinds,  colours, 
and  temperatures  are  to  be  seen,  with  im- 
mense deposits  of  sulphur,  alum,  magnesia, 
epsom  B^ts,  and  other  minerals.— The 
state  cap.  is  Sacramento,  on  the  river  of 
that  name ;  but  the  most  important  place 
is  San  Francisco,  Queen  City  of  the  Pacific. 
Oalifomla,  Qolf  of,  or  Sea  of  Oortes, 
an  arm  of  the  Pacific,  700  m.  long,  and  (torn 
40  to  100  m.  broad,  between  23°  and  82*  SO"

Oalifomia,  Iiower,  a  territory  of  Mexi- 
eo,  forming  a  narrow  peninsula  in  the 
Pacific,  separated  from  Mexico  by  the 
Gulf  of  California,  700  m.  long,  and  from 
60  to  80  m.  broad.

shrimp,  of  which  there  are  great  abundance 
here),  a  river  of  Upper  Gninea.  W.  Africa, 
which  tells  into  the  Bight  of  Biafra  oppo- 
site Fernando  Po.— The  Camaroon  Monn- 
taina,  close  to  the  shore,  rise  to  the  height 
of  13,129  ft,  and  have  every  range  of  cli- 
mate on  their  slopes. 

Cambay,  or  Kambay,  ham-bd\  a  small 
tributary  stote  of  BritUh  India,  at  the  head 
of  the  gulf  to  which  it  gives  its  name. 
Pop.  86,000.— The  cap.,  also  called  Cambaif, 
has  a  pop.  of  84,000. 

Camberwell,  ham'hmrwXt,  a  pa.  of  Eng- 
land, CO.  Surrey,  embracea  within  Uie 
metropolis.    Pop.  186,608. 

Cambodia,  iam-U/dC'd,  a  maritime 
eountry  of  Asia,  in  the  Eastern  or  Indo- 
Chinese  Peninsula,  to  the  8.E.  of  Biam, 
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witli  whleh  and  with  Anam  it  was  incor- 
porated about  the  dose  of  the  laat  eentuiy. 
In  1863,  in  oonaequenoe  of  French  inter- 
fereooe,  it  was  severed  flnom  Siam  and 
Anam,  and  beeame  a  protectorate  of 
France,  but  its  area  ia  much  less  than  it 
was  in  former  times.  Its  present  length 
is  not  more  than  270  m.;  breadth  160  m.; 
and  pop.  about  1,000,000.  The  whole 
country  is  flat  in  appearance,  and  in  many 
respects  resemblea  Egypt  It  is  watered 
by  the  Me  Kong,  which  enters  from  the 
K.B.,  and  is  Joined  at  Fenompein  by  an 
outlet  from  the  great  lake  Tale  Sab,  This 
sheet  of  water  covera  a  vast  area,  and 
forms  a  backwater  for  the  annual  oTer- 
flow  of  the  Me  Kong  during  the  five  rainy 
months  of  the  year.  M  ear  the  centre  of  the 
lake  is  a  large  mast,  marking  the  bounduy 
between  8iam  and  Cambodia.  The  ohleif 
products  of  Cambodia  are  timber,  tobacco, 
p«pper,  ginger,  sugar,  silk,  cotton,  and 
gums.  The  wild  animals  Include  the 
elephant,  rhinoceros,  bear,  tiger,  buffslo, 
and  boar.  The  mountains  contain  gold, 
copper,  iron,  and  various  other  valuable 
minerals;  but  there  is  little  done  to  make 
them  available.  The  former  power  and 
splendour  of  the  country  are  attested  by 
the  vast  ruins  of  magnificent  temples, 
palaces,  walled  dties,  etc.  The  balldings 
are  chiefly  of  fireestone,  while  their  founda- 
tions are  of  iron  conglomerate.  These 
buildings  are  alike  remarkable  for  their 
vast  proportions  and  their  style  of  archi- 
teeture,  partly  resembling  in  the  latter  re- 
spect that  of  India  and  partly  that  of  classic 
lands.    The  present  cap.  iMl\uHmping. 

Oaiubome.  kam'bon,  a  pa.  and  town  of 
England,  oo.  Cornwall,  18  m.  by  rail  N.E.

Canada,  kanfd-dd  (Arom  Indian  name 
kanata,  place  of  huts),  an  extensive  and 
important  territorv  in  North  America,  be- 
longing to  Great  Britain.  It  is  the  region 
of  the  great  lakes  Superior,  Huron,  Erie, 
and  Ontario,  and  lies  almost  entirely  with- 
in the  basin  ef  the  Si  Lawniee.    From 


its  most  eastern  point.  Cape  Oasp^,  it 
stretches  westward  to  the  90th  meridian, 
and  is  bounded  on  the  8.  by  the  United 
States  and  New  Brunswick.  Canada  was 
colonized  by  the  French  in  1608,  and 
remained  In  their  possession  until  ceded 
to  Britain  In  1763.  It  was  long  known  aa 
Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  and  as  Canada 
West  and  East,— the  former  Ijring  between 
the  great  lakes,  the  Ottawa,  and  the  St 
Lawrence,  and  the  latter  embracing  both 
sides  of  the  St  Lawrence  fh>m  a  little 
above  Montreal;  but  in  1867  these  two 
divisions  received  the  names  of  Ontario 
and  Quebec,  and,  with  Nova  Scotia  and 
AV<0  Bntnnriek,  were  formed  into  the  Do- 
minion of  Canada.  Subsequently  other 
provs.  were  admitted  Into  the  Dominion, 
which  now  embraces  in  a  federal  union  the 
whole  of  British  North  America,  excepting 
Newfoundland,  extending  firom  the  N. 
boundary  of  the  United  States  to  the 
Arctic  Ocean,  the  total  area  being 8,470,300 
sq.  m.,  and  the  pop.  4,824,810.  Of  thia 
immense  region  nearly  700,000  sq.  m.  are 
covered  with  water.  The  provs.  embraced 
in  the  Dominion  are  Ontario,  Qvebee,  New 
Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia,  Primes  Edtsard 
Island,  Manitoba,  Assiniboia,  Saskatchewan. 
Alberta,  Athabasca,  British  Cohmbia,  and 
the  North- West  Territories.  OnUrio  ia 
occupied  chiefly  by  British  settlers,  and 
Quebec  by  the  descendants  of  French 
colonists.  In  both  Ontario  and  Quebec 
cnld  and  heat  sre  felt  in  their  extremes, 
and  the  transition  from  winter  to  summer 
is  very  sudden.  The  year  is  divided 
between  these  two  seasons,  spring  and 
autumn  being  almost  unknowa  The  first 
begins  in  October,  and  the  snow  dis- 
appears about  the  end  of  April,  when 
vegetation  proceeds  with  wonderftil  activ- 
ity. Notwithstanding  the  excess  of  heat 
and  cold,  the  climate  Is  far  from  being 
unhealthy.  The  face  of  the  country  is 
generally  mountainous  and  woodv;  but 
there  are  extensive  savannas  and  plains  of 
great  beauty,  chiefly  in  Ontario,  which  Is  a 
very  fertile  region.  Quebec,  if  less  fertile 
tlisn  the  upper  province,  is  much  more 
picturesque,  its  physical  aspect  being 
exceedingly  varl^  Canada  ia  rich  in 
minerals,  comprising  gold,  copper,  lead, 
Iron,  tin,  marble,  and  luhographie  stonea. 
The  chief  natural  ot^ects  of  Interest  are 
the  great  lakes,  rivers,  and  cataracts. 
Among  the  last  are  the  celebrated  Ftdls  qf 
Niagara,  between  lakes  Erie  and  Ontario, 
where  the  fall  of  the  river  on  the  Canadian 
side  is  2100  ft  wide  and  160  ft  high;  on 
the  side  of  the  United  SUtea,  1140  ft  broad 
and  164  ft  high.  As  might  be  expected 
with  BO  small  a  population  on  so  large  an 
area,  the  cities,  towns,  and  villages  of  the 
Dominion  are  not  so  ncraaerous  nor  so 
extensive  as  they  are  in  old  and  populoas 
countries,  nor  are  their  tmlldings  gener- 
ally so  permanent  and  sabstanttaL    BtUl 
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Quebec  and  Montreal,  the  chief  cities  of 
Qaebeo  provinoe,  and  Ottawa,  Kingston, 
Toronto,  Hamilton,  and  London,  in  Ontario 
province,  have  public  and  private  edifices 
which,  for  beaatf  of  design  and  solid  con- 
struction, will  compare  very  favourably 
with  those  in  the  towns  and  cities  of 
England.  The  public  works  of  Canada 
would  do  credit  to  an  older  and  richer 
country.  The  ship-canals  and  locks  that 
connect  the  great  lakes  are  good  evidences 
of  engineering  skill  and  induatrial  enter- 
prise; and  her  railway  system  already 
extends  close  upon  7600  miles.  The  yearly 
imports  into  Canada  are  of  the  value  of 
about  £22,000/)00;  the  exports  being  of 
the  value  of  about  £30,000,000.  Of  the 
Imports,  nearly  £8.000,000  are  from  Great 
Briiain.  Of  the  exports,  nearly  £11,000,000 
are  to  Great  Britain.  The  chief  articles 
exported  are  fiirs,  wheat,  flonr,  and  timber. 
The  Dominion  of  Canada  has  a  consider- 
able merchant  navv— there  appearing  on 
the  registers  of  the  several  ports  7304 
vessels,  with  an  aggregate  tonnage  of 
l,S10,a96.^The  government  of  the  Domi- 
nion is  conducted  by  a  governor-general 
appointed  by  the  British  sovereign,  a 
legislative  council  also  nominated  by  the 
crown,  and  a  legislative  assembly,  or  House 
of  Commons,  elected  by  the  people,  in 
whom  now  the  real  power  resides,  as  in 
the  British  House  of  Commons.  There  is 
complete  religious  toleration :  the  prevail- 
ing denominations  in  Ontario  are  Church 
of  England  Episcopalians,  Presbyterians, 
and  Methodists;  in  Quebec  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  predominates.  The  cap. 
of  the  Dominion  is  Ottawa,  in  Ontario.

Canadian  River,  kanS'de-an  riv-«r,  rises 
in  New  Mexico,  U.S.,  flows  through  the  N.

Owing  to  the  pre- 
valence of  rain,  the  climate  is  peculiarly 
favourable  to  the  growth  of  rice,  which  is 
the  diief  production,  though  cocoa-nuts, 
betel,  and  pepper  are  Uso  cultivated.

Canary  Islands,  or  Canaries,  M-niSfrU 


(said  to  have  bean  so  named  by  Pliny  from 
the  number  of  dogs  found  on  them,  but  mors 
probabl  V  from  a  tribe  of  Africans  called  Ca- 
narii,  who  dwelt  beyond  Mount  AtlaiL  adja- 
cent to  the  islands),  ane.  Fbrlunata  Inaulce, 
a  beautiful  group  in  the  Atlantic,  off  the 
N.W.  coast  of  Africa.  They  belong  to 
Spain.  They  are  seven  in  number,  Tent- 
r\fe,  Grand  Canary,  and  Palma,  being 
the  principal.  In  the  interior  there  are 
picturesque  and  lofty  mountains  of  vol- 
canic origin;  the  Jnak  of  Teneriffe  rises 
12,198  ft  above  the  sea,  and  is  seen  by 
mariners  at  the  distance  of  140  m.  The 
islands  are  in  general  fertile,  and  have  a 
fine  climate ;  their  chief  production  is  wiue. 
Pop.  280,888.

Oantabrlan  Moontaina,  kan-ta'bre-cn, 
a  prolongation  of  the  Pyrenees  in  the  N.  of 
Spain,  some  of  whoae  summits  attain  an 
altitude  of  10,000  ft. 

Oantal,  kangtdl"  (the  head  of  the  rock), 
a  central  dep.  of  France.  Pop.  236,190.  It 
is  oecnpied  by  a  chain  of  mountains,  of 
which  the  Plomb  (U  Cental  is  6200  ft,  and 
the  Puu  de  Sancy  6224  ft.  high. 

Canterbury,  kan'ur-her-e  (corr.  fW>m  its 
Saxon  name,  Cant^wara-byriff,  town  of  the 
men  of  Kent),  anc.  Durovemum  or  Darvr- 
fiMia,  and  afterwards  Cantuaria^  a  city  of 
Kent,  England,  on  the  Stour,  63  m.  E.S.E. 
of  London.  It  is  the  ecclesiastical  cap.  of 
England,  and  had  a  magnificent  cathearal, 
founded  in  607,  in  which  Thomas  k  Becket 
was  murdered  before  the  altar  in  1170.  His 
shrine  here  was  for  three  centuries  one  of 
the  great  pilgrimages  of  Christendom.  Dr 
Alford,  the  well-known  Biblical  commen- 
tator, was  for  several  years  Dean  of  this

Canton  was  the  first  Chinese 
port  opened  to  Europeans,  and  has  exten- 
sive exports  of  tea,  silk,  precious  metals, 
porcelain,  etc    Pop.  estimated  at  1,500,000.

Cape  Clear,  a  promontory  in  the  8.  of 
Cape  Clear  Island,  Ireland,  off  the  coast  of 
Cork,  about  6  m.  ft*om  the  mainland,  and 
surmounted  by  a  lighthooae.

Cape  Coast  Castlev  the  eap.  of  the

Oape  Oolomr  (takes  its  name  firom  the 
Cape  of  Good  HopeX  an  extensive  and  im- 
portant colony  belonging  to  Great  Britain, 
occupying  the  8.  extremity  of  South  AfVica. 
It  is  bounded  on  the  E.  by  the  Dr&kenberg 
Mountains,  which  separate  it  from  Natal 
and  Pondoland,  and  by  the  Indian  Ocean; 
8.  by  the  Indian  Ocean;  W.  by  the  Atlan- 
tic For  manv  years  prior  to  1868  the 
Orange  Riyer  formed  its  N.  boundary;  but 
since  that  time  rarious  annexaSlona  of 
territonr  have  been  accomplished,  whereby 
the  N.  Doundary  on  the  W.  coast  has  been 
extended  to  the  Portuguese  frontier.  Chri' 
^[uaiand  West,  beyond  the  Orange  River, 
on  the  W.  of  the  Orange  Free  State,  and 
the  Transkeian  Districts,  viz.,  Finooland, 
Tambookielattd,  Ifamansland,  Qcalekakmdf 
•tc,  have  also  been  brought  under  the  Juris- 
diction of  the  Cape  Legislature.  The  total 
area  is  estimated  at  441,760  sq.  m.,  and  the 
pop.  at  1,620,000.  The  colony  proper  con- 
sists of  seven  provinces,  named  from  their 
position  with  respect  to  the  points  of  the 
compass,  which  are  subdivided  into  fifty- 
four  districts.  The  country  rises  from  the 
coast  to  the  interior  in  a  series  of  moun- 
tain ranges,  with  elevated  plains  or  ter- 
races between  and  beyond  them.  The 
loftiest  range  is  variously  named  in  its 
course  across  the  colony  RoggeuOd,  Nieuw- 
Mid,  WmUrbergm,  Sneeuwbergen^  and  Dra- 
kenbergen,  or  Qttathlamba.  These  ranges  are 
deeply  cut  by  transverse  valleys  or  gorges 
called  kloof*,  which  serve  as  passes  across 
them.  The  mountains  are  of  peculiar 
shape,  occasionally  flat  at  the  summit,  like 
the  celebrated  TtOtU  Mountain  in  the  Cape 
peninsula,  and  at  other  times  crowned  with 
a  sort  of  rocky  dome.  Between  the  Rogge- 
▼eld  and  Nieuwveld  Mountains  in  the  N., 
and  the  Lower  and  Great  Zwarteberg  in 
the  8.,  is  an  immense  elevated  plateau 
called  the  Great  Karroo.  During  the 
summer  heats  it  is  a  barren  desert,  as  its 
name  Implies;  but  after  the  rains  it  is 
dothed  with  the  richest  verdure  and  flower- 
ing plants^— The  most  important  river  of 
the  colony  is  the  Oariep  or  Orange,  which 
flows  in  a  winding  course  firom  E.  to  W., 
and  fUls  into  the  Atlantic  Among  the 
■mailer  riven  may  be  named  the  Olifant, 
Btrg,  Urmitf  GmaiU,  Ckmtoot,  Great  £Uh 


Biver^  and  the  Great  KH  Eiver.  The  coasts 
are  indented  by  8t  Helena  Bay,  Saldanka 
Bay,  and  Table  Bay,  on  the  W. ;  False  Bay, 
Walker  Bay.  Moeeel  Bay,  and  Plettenberg 
Bay,  on  the  8. ;  and  by  Algoa  Bay  on  the  E. 
Very  considerable  portions  of  the  colony 
have  a  rich  and  fertile  appearance.  To- 
wards the  N.E.  the  country  Is  well  wooded 
and  watered,  and  favourable  for  a^cul- 
ture.  The  climate  is  delightful  and  salu- 
brious. Rearing  of  cattle,  sheep,  and 
ostriches,  and  the  cultivation  of  com  and 
the  vine,  are  the  chief  pursuits  of  the  in- 
habitants. The  neighbourhood  of  Cape 
Town  produces  the  feonous  Constantia 
wine,  besides  other  kinds.  Nearlv  ail  the 
usual  African  animals  are  found  within 
the  boundaries  of  the  colony.  The  mineral 
wealth  is  considerable,  and  embraces  cop- 
per, gold,  and  diamonds,  with  here  and 
there  indications  of  coal.  Commerce  is 
carried  on  with  great  energy.  The  ports 
are  OafM  Town  and  Sinum  Town  on  the  W. 
coast,  and  Port  Elizabeth  on  the  E.  The 
exports,  consisting  of  wool,  hides,  ostrich 
iisathers,  ivory,  diamonds,  aloes,  wine,  etc. 
are  of  the  annual  value  of  £4,600,000 ;  ana 
the  In^ports  £9,230.000.  The  revenue  is 
£6,000,000.  The  admhiistration  of  affairs 
Is  vested  in  a  governor,  aided  by  a  lieuten- 
ant-governor  and  a  le^slative  council  and 
house  of  assembly.  The  education  of  the 
people  is  well  cared  for.  The  Enfflish  lan- 
guage alone  is  used  in  courts  of  law,  hut 
speeches  in  Dutch  are  allowed  in  Parlla- 
ment->The  early  history  of  the  colony  is 
fraught  with  much  interest.  The  Portu- 
guese, for  many  years  after  the  discovery  of 
the  Cape  peninsula  by  Bartholomew  de 
Dias  in  1486,  regarded  it  as  chiefly  valuable 
as  a  calling-place  for  vessels  on  their  way 
to  and  from  India,  and  their  attempts  at 
settlement  were  few  and  fltfttl.  The  navi- 
gators of  other  nations  began  to  cast  envious 
eyes  on  this  fSair  Portuguese  possession,  and 
in  1620  two  English  captains  seized  it  in 
name  of  King  James  the  First.  That, 
however,  seems  to  have  been  all  they  did, 
for  thirty-two  years  later  a  small  party  of 
Dutchmen  arrived  in  Table  Bay  empowered 
to  form  a  Colony  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope. 
They  succeeded,  and  for  about  160  years 
the  Cape  remained  a  Dutch  possession.  At 
the  commencement  of  the  present  century 
British  rule  was  established  in  that  region, 
and  ever  since  then  the  colony  has  pros- 

r«d  in  a  wonderful  degree,  more  especially 
regard  to  the  acquisition  of  territory. 
Besides  the  seven  provinces  into  which 
the  colony  proper  Is  divided.  Its  govern- 
ment, as  previously  stated,  extends  to  the 
boundary  of  the  Orange  Free  8Ute,  and 
beyond  the  Orange  River;  embracing,  in 
that  direction,  the  diamond  district  or  the 
Vaal,  and  to  the  eastward  nearly  all  the 
country  between  the  Great  Kei  River  and 
Natal.  There  are  also  the  extensive, 
but  arid,  regions  of  Great  Namag;ualana 
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and  Damaraland,  on  the  W.  coast,  already 
refernd  to.  The  population  of  this  great 
colony  consista  of  tho  descendants  of  the 
old  Dutch  BettlerH,  called  *•  boers,"  meaning 
farmers;  British  and  German  emigrants; 
negroes  and  Malays,  formerly  the  slaves  of 
the  settlers;  lIottentots.Grlquas,  Bushmen, 
Kaffirs,  and  other  native  races. — The  cap. 
of  tho  Colony  Is  Capt  Town,  on  the  8.  shore 
of  Table  Bay.

Cape  Diamond,  di'd-mond,  the  extremity 
of  a  promontory  of  the  prov.  of  Quebec, 
Canada,  at  the  confluence  of  the  St  Charles 
and  the  St  Lawrence.  It  rises  abruptly  333 
ft.  above  the  river,  and  on  this  promontory 
the  citadel  of  Quebec  is  built.

Carolina,  North,  kar-olVnd  (named 
after  Charles  I.,  King  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland),  one  of  the  United  States  of 
N.  America,  bounded  on  the  N.  by  Vir- 
ginia; W.  by  Tennessee;  8.  by  Georgia 
and  South  Carolina;  and  B.  by  the  Atlan- 
tic. Its  gold-mines  are  productive,  but  its 
manufs.  and  commerce  are  limited.  Area

state  cap. 

Carolina,  South  (called  the  Palmetto 
State,  from  the  Palmetto  tree  which

Carpathian  Mountains,  kar-pafihe-an 
(from  Sclavonic  ffora,  a  mountain,  or  ehrbat, 
a  mountain  range),  a  range  which  extends 
above  (XX)  m.  crom  the  N.W.  border  of 
Hungary  to  the  Danube  on  the  Wallachian 


frontier  of  Ronmanla.  It  separates  Hun- 
gary from  Moravia,  Galicia,  and  the  Buko- 
wina;  and  Transylvania  from  Roumania. 
The  mounUins,  to  the  height  of  8600  ft., 
are  generally  covered  with  forests  of  pine 
and  beech.

Carpentaria,  Qtilf  of,  kar-pen-td're-d,  a 
large  inlet  on  the  N.  coast  of  Australia.  It 
was  discovered  by  the  Dutch  in  1627,  snd 
was  named  by  Tasman  in  1642  in  honour  of 
General  Carpenter,  a  governor  of  the  Dutch 
Indies,  who  had  returned  to  the  Nether- 
lands in  1628.

Chill,  ehU'le,  called  bv  the  Spaniards 
Chile,  chee'ia,  a  republican  state  of  8. 
America,  lying  between  the  Pacific  Ocean 
and  the  Andes,  to  the  S.  of  Pern.  It  ex- 
tends from  21°  SO'  to  66°  S.  lat  The  length 
of  ChUi  from  N.  to  S.  is  about  2800  m.,  and 
its  average  breadth  from  the  Andes  to  the 
Pacific  about  100  m.  Area,  in  1882,  est  at 
207,360  sq.  m.;  pop.  2,228,600.  Politically 
ChUi  is  divided  into  the  foUowing  pro- 
vinces:— Aconcagua,  Arauoo  iAraucania), 
Alacama^  Chiioi,  Colehagwa^  Ooncepdon, 
Coquimho ,  Curieo,  Uanquihue,  Linaree,  MatUei 
Kuble,  Santiago,  Talca,  Valdwia,  Valparaito, 
Biobio,  territory  of  Angol,  and  territory  of 
Mageilane*.  By  a  treaty  with  the  Argentine 
Republic  in  1881,  Chili  ceded  to  that  country 
the  eastern  part  of  Tlerra  del  Fuego  and  re- 
linquiiihed  all  claim  to  Patagonia,  excepting 
a  small  strip  on  the  W.  coast  and  Magellan 
Strait  As  one  result  of  the  war  with  Peru, 
Chili  has  taken  possession  of  the  prov.  of 
Tarapaca,  and  is  to  occupy  the  towns  of 
Ariea  and  Taena  for  ten  years  from  1883. 
The  country  is  hiUv,  being  intersected  by 
numerous  spurs  of  the  Andes,  enclosing 
fertile  valleys  watered  bv  streams  from  the 
mountains.  The  climate  is  mild  and  healthy, 
although  in  the  northern  district  there  is 
scarcely  any  rain,  and  elsewhere  it  ImHs  only 
during  some  of  the  winter  months— that  is, 
from  June  to  September.  Earthquakes  are 
frequent,  and  occasionally  very  destnictive. 
Chili  is  peculiarly  rich  in  minerals,  yielding 
gold,  silver,  copper,  mercury,  tin,  xinc,  man- 
ganese, arsenic,  and  antimony.  Among  the 
cultivated  plants  are  beans,  poUtoes,  maize, 
wheat,  barley,  and  hemp.  There  is  abun- 
dance of  figs,  olives,  grapes,  and  other  fruits. 
Of  the  wild  animals,  the  most  remarkable 
is  the  puma  or  American  lion.  The  country 
is  perhaps  the  most  prosperous  of  all  the 
South  American  states.  It  has  a  great  ex- 
tent of  sea-coast,  with  many  good  harbours. 
Railways  have  been  introduced,  and  trade 
is  flourishing.  Chili  was  invaded  by  the 
Spaniards  after  the  conquest  of  Pern.    The 
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eotontstfl  threw  off  the  yoke  of  Spain  la 
1B18,  when  the  eonntry  became  an  tn- 
dependent  repnblic.  It  is  governed  by  a 
President,  elected  once  in  every  five  years, 
with  two  legislative  chambers.  The  chief 
towns  are  Santiago,  the  cap^  Valparaiw, 
Coquimho,  and  Coneepcion. 

Ohilianwalla,  ehU-e-am^wdild,  a  vll.  of 
the  Punjab.  British  India,  celebrated  in 
connexion  with  a  great  battle  between  the 
BriUsh  and  the  Sikhs,  in  which  the  former 
were  victorious. 

Chilka.  ckWkd,  a  lake  of  British  India, 
between  the  presidencies  of  Madras  and 
Bengal.    Length  42  m.;  breadth  16  m. 

Ohillan,  ehtd-yan",  a  thriving  town  of 
Chill,  cap.  of  prov.  Nuble,  112  ra.  by  rail 
E.N.E.  of  Talcaguana.    Pop.  19,000. 

Ghillon,  chU'lcn^  Ft.  pron.  thet-jfrrag',  a 
cistle  or  fortress  of  Switzerlanii,  canton  of 
Vaude,  at  the  E.  extremity  of  the  Lake  of 
Geneva.  It  was  built  in  1238,  and  was  long 
used  as  a  state  prison.  The  place  has  been 
rendered  famous  by  Lord  Byron's  poem, 
"  The  Prisoner  of  ChUlon." 

Chllod,  eheOroSr,  almost  chil-w9,%  a 
cluster  of  islands  off  the  coast  of  Chill. 
CUU06,  the  largest,  is  120  m.  long,  and  40 
m.  broad.    Pop.  69,823. 

Ohiltem  Hills.  ehiVtem  (the  hills  In  the 
chalky  district),  a  ridge  of  chalky  hills  In 
the  cos.  of  Buckingham,  Hertford,  and  Ox- 
ford, England.  In  former  times  this  region, 
especially  the  portion  in  Buckingham^lre, 
was  covered  by  beech  forests,  which  were 
Infested  by  robbers,  to  suppress  whose 
depredations  Government  was  obliged  to 
appoint  an  ofiBcer  called  the  Steward  of 
the  Chiltem  Hundreds.  Although  the 
duties  of  this  office  have  long  been  merely 
nominal,  the  recognition  of  them  is  still 
retained  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  mem- 
bers  of  the  House  of  Commons  to  resign 
their  seats,  no  member  of  Parliament  being 
allowed  to  hold  any  such  office  under  the 
Crown. 

Ohimboraso,  cAtm-fto^'co,  a  mountain 
of  Ecuador,  S.  America,  20,517  ft.  above 
the  level  of  the  sea.  It  is  a  perfect  domeu 
and  is  said  to  be  the  most  Imposing  of  all 
the  mountains  belonging  to  the  Andes  as 
seen  trova  the  Pacific. 

Obina,  chVndf  a  vast  and  important 
empire  of  Asia,  bounded  N.  by  Asiatic 
RuMsia;  W.  by  Asiatic  Russia,  Western 
Turkestan,  and  India;  8.  by  India,  Bur^ 
ma,  and  Anam ;  £.  by  the  Yellow  Sea  and 
the  Pacific  Oeean.  The  countries  which  it 
embraces  are— C7A<iia  Proptr,  Tibet,  Eastern 
Turkestan,  Dsungaria,  Monffolia,  and  Jfan- 
ehooria.  Corea  is  sometimes  added;  but 
although  China  exerdsea  some  kind  of 
sasertunty  over  that  country,  the  Coreans 
are  practically  independent.  The  areaof  the 
empire  is  est.  at  4,414,000  sq.  m.,  and  its  pop. 
at  &1,000,000.  China  Prooer.  In  the  8.E. 
of  the  empire.  Is  bounded  N.  by  Mongolia 
and  Maochooria;  W.  by  Mongolia,  Tibet, 


and  Burma;  8.  by  Laos,  Anam,  and  the 
Chinese  Sea;  E.  by  the  Yellow  Sea  and 
the  Pacific  Ocean.  It  extends  (h)m  90* 
to  42"  N.  Ut,  and  from  98°  to  123"  E.  long. 
Its  greatest  length  tnm  N.  to  S.  Is  about 
1600  m.,  and  iu  breadth  varies  from  900  to 
1300  ro.  Area  est  at  1,600,000  sq.  m. ;  pop. 
d62/X)0,000.  The  natives  of  this  populous 
region  have  various  names  for  It,  but  the 
most  common  is  Chung  Kwe,  which  signifies 
the  Middie  Kingdom,  or  the  centre  of  the 
earth,  for  they  proudly  regard  other  coun- 
tries as  mere  skirts  andf  appendages  to 
their  own.  After  the  conquest  of  the.N. 
part  by  the  descendants  of  Genghis,  It  was 
styled  Cathay,  The  origin  of  the  name 
China  or  Tain  seems  uncertain.  For  ad- 
ministrative purposes,  China  Is  divided 
into  18  provinces,  viz.,  6  maritime  (Pe- 
tehe-Uf  8hana-tung,  Kia/ng-su^  Che-kiang^  Fo- 
ki-en,  and  Quang-tung)',  6  on  the  frontiers 
(Quang-si  and  Yun^nan  in  the  S..  Se-chu-en 
and  Kan-si  in  the  W..  and  Bhen-si  and 
Shan-si  in  the  N.);  and  6  in  the  interior 
(Ho-nan^  Ngan-hoei. Kiang-sij Hoonam,  Boo- 
pe,  and  Kuei-choo).  The  chief  physioal 
features  of  China  are  the  number  and 
magnitude  of  Its  rivers,  which  doubtless 
contributed  in  a  great  degree  to  the  early 
civilisation  of  the  country.  The  most  im- 
portant of  the  rivers  are  the  Yang-tse-kiang 
or  Blue  River^  and  the  Hwang-ho  or  Yellow 
BiveTj  which  are  separated  towards  their 
sources  by  the  Pe-ling  Mountains.  The 
Pei-ho  or  Buw  of  PeMn  is  considerable ; 
and  in  Quang-tung  province  there  are 
three  great  streams,  all  navigable  for 
more  than  160  m.  China  may  be  de- 
scribed as  a  series  of  large  basins  with 
an  eastern  aspect,  the  watereheds  becom- 
ing mountainous  towards  their  western 
extremity,  but  subsiding  towards  the  sea, 
so  as  to  allow  the  several  river-basins  to 
form  one  contlnnously  low  and  level  shore. 
The  highest  mountain  ranges,  such  as  the 
Loong,  Pe-ling,  Sinking,  Tan^eia-ShaHf  Kioo- 
longShanj  and  Ifan-hng,  lie  to  the  W.  of 
112*.  To  the  E.  of  this,  from  the  Yang- 
tse-kiang  northwards  to  beyond  Pekln,  is 
an  allovial  and  exceedingly  fertile  plain; 
southwards  is  a  more  variegated  region. 
The  principal  lake  Is  Tong-ting,  in  the 
N.B.  of  the  prov.  of  Hoo-nan;  it  has  a 
ciroumferenoe  of  about  800  m.  Poyang, 
farther  east.  In  Kiang-si,  Is  only  one>third  as 
large,  bnt  much  more  beautiful.— In  a  coun- 
try so  extensive,  the  climate  is  neeessarlly 
various.  In  the  southern  provinces  the 
heat  is  greater  than  in  Bengal;  in  the 
northern,  the  rigour  of  a  European  winter 
is  experienced.  In  no  region  of  the  East 
has  agriculture  attained  greater  perfeotlon. 
The  cultivation  of  every  spot  Is  requisite 
for  the  support  of  the  excessive  popnfatioq ; 
and  the  greatest  Ingenuity  has  been  dis- 
played In  forming  the  sides  of  lofty  numii- 
talns  Into  terraces,  to  which  water  Is  ooUp 
veyed  by  backet^  or  by  oendoUi  from  riser* 
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▼oln  in  which  the  rain  if  oolleeted  at  the 
top.  The  principal  article  of  culture  is  rice, 
which  if  railed  chiefly  iu  the  southern 

Sirts  of  the  empire.  The  Chinese  have 
soovered  a  method  of  oultivatlns  even 
the  beds  of  their  lakes,  ponds,  and  rivu- 
lets, where  the  pet«t,  or  water-chestnut,  is 
planted,  and  produces  a  wholesome  and 
delicate  fruit.  Besides  the  orange,  tama- 
rind, and  mulberry  trees,  of  which  there 
are  two  species,  and  frt)m  the  bark  of  one 
of  which  paper  is  made,  there  Is  the  tallow- 
tree,  yielding  a  green  wax.  capable  of  being 
manufactured  into  candles.  But  of  all 
the  productions  of  China  the  most  re- 
markable is  the  tea-pUnt,  which  grows 
ohiefly  in  the  hilly  parte  of  the  country. 
It  is  about  five  feet  high,  and  blossoms 
ttom  October  to  January.  In  a  country 
80  densely  peopled,  there  are  but  few 
forests  or  Jungles  to  harbour  wild  beasto. 
Such  as  are  occasionally  seen  do  not  differ 
from  those  of  the  neighbouring  countries. 
Among  the  minerals  are  gold,  silver,  quick- 
sliver,  a  natural  composition  of  iron  and 
sine  called  tutenag,  a  species  of  white  copper 
named  pstong,  coal,  and  the  fine  clay  and 
earths  called  kaolin  and  petuntse,  from 
which  porcelain  is  manufactured.  The 
provinces  of  Shan-si  and  Hoo-nan  are  said 
to  be  so  rich  in  coal  and  iron  as  to  afford 
a  supply  for  the  world's  requiremente  for 
thousands  of  years.  Among  this  industri- 
ous people  almost  every  kind  of  manufac- 
ture is  found ;  but  those  of  porcelain,  silk, 
eotton,  and  paper,  are  the  most  noted. 
Like  the  Hindus,  the  Chinese  excel  in 
delicate  works  in  ivory  and  metal.  Their 
chief  exporte  are  silk,  porcelain,  and,  above 
all,  tea.  Of  the  importe  fh>m  Europe, 
the  most  important  are  iron,  steel,  lead, 
flints,  sine,  quicksilver,  woollens,  cottons, 
clockwork,  and  machinery.  The  chief  im- 
ports flrom  India  are  cotton  and  opium. 
Trade  with  foreigners  was  long  confined  to 
the  city  of  Canton  ;  the  porte  of  Amoy^  Foo- 
ehoo^  Ning-po,  and  Shanghai  were  opened  in 
1842;  but  it  was  not  untU  1860,  when  the 
city  of  Pekin,  the  cap.,  was  captured  by  the 
allied  armies  of  Britain  and  France,  that 
anything  like  f^-ee  commercial  intercourse 
with  other  naUons  was  permitted  by  the 
Chinese  Government.  Of  the  national 
works  of  China  the  most  remarkable  is 
the  Oreat  Wall  on  the  northern  frontier, 
about  1400  m.  long,  supposed  to  have  been 
built  about  200  years  before  the  Christian 
era.  The  Imperial  Canal  extends  from  the 
neighbourhood  of  Tien-tsin  (the  port  of 
Fekin)  to  Hang-choo,  a  distance  of  700  m. ; 
it  is  200  ft  broad  at  the  surface ;  in  passing 
through  the  elevated  tracte  it  is  often  60  or 
TO  ft.  in  depth;  in  low  marshy  spote  it  is 
raised  by  embankmenta  sometimes  20  ft. 
above  the  level  of  the  surrounding  coun- 
try: io  that  in  some  places  its  surface  is 
higher  than  the  walls  of  the  cities  by 
which   it  passea.     The    government   of 


China  has  long  been  a  despoUe  monarchy. 
The  present  dynasty  is  of  Manehoo  origin, 
and  has  had  possesnon  of  the  throne  since 
1644.  The  Chinese  have  a  very  peculiar 
written  language,  with  a  distinct  character 
for  every  word,  of  which  there  are  many 
thousands,  though  only  between  three  and 
four  thousand  are  in  general  use,  and  even 
these  may  be  resolved  into  about  three 
hundred  primitives  or  keys.  Printing  from 
wooden  blocks  was  in  use  here  long  before 
the  art  became  known  in  Europe.  In 
China  the  literati,  or  learned  men,  are 
held  in  great  honour,  and  occupy  all  the 
most  important  ofKces  of  state.  The 
people  are  placid  and  affable  in  disposi- 
tion, but  artful  and  fraudulent;  the  ruling 
classes,  though  intelligent,  are  corrupt  and 
nnprincipled.  The  notions  of  female  t)eauty 
are  peculiar;  and  the  admiration  of  small 
feet  subjects  women  to  much  pain  and  in- 
convenience In  obtaining  this  indispensable 
charm.  The  religion  of  the  government 
and  learned  men  is  that  of  Confucius,  who 
flourished  about  five  hundred  years  before 
the  Christian  era,  and  taught  almost  a  pure 
deism ;  the  common  people  are  addicted  to 
various  superstitions,  particularly  the  wor- 
ship of  Fo,  apparently  the  Boodh  of  tlie 
Hindus.  [See  Tibet,  S astern  Tarkestan, 
Dzungarla.  Mongolia,  and  Manohooria.]

Ite  length,  from  N.  to 
S.,  is  about  1000  m.;  ite  greatest  breadth, 
from  E.  to  W.,  is  about  1060  m.  Area 
604,778  sq.  m. ;  pop.  8,000/X)0.  The  western 
portion  of  the  country  is  traversed  tcom  N. 
to  S.  by  parallel  ridges  of  the  Andes,  which 
have  their  northern  termination  in  the 
Isthmns  of  Panama.  Through  the  valleys 
between  these  ridges  the  Magdalena  and 
ite  tributary  the  Cauca  flow  northwards  to 
the  Caribbean  Sea.  The  climate  in  the 
lower  rogions  is  damp,  hot, and  unhealthy; 
but  the  table-IandsT  where  most  of  ^e 
towns  are  situated,  nave  an  equable  and 
agreeable  atmosphere.  The  numerous 
foreste  yield  larse  quantities  of  ebony, 
mahogany,  cedar,  logwood,  caontdiowe,  and 
barsapariUa.    The  punte  chiefly  cultivated 
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Are  eotton,  Indigo,  coHIm,  Bagaf^<aiM,  cacao, 
oinnamon,  maixe,  and  the  plantiin,  which 
U  the  staple  food  of  the  great  mass  of  the 
people.  There  are  nameroos  herds  of 
cattle ;  bat  agriculture  on  the  whole  is  in  a 
rery  backward  state.  Commerce  is  more 
prosperous,  and  has  received  a  consider- 
able impulse  from  the  railway  lately  made 
across  the  Isthmus  of  Panama.  The  coun- 
try abounds  in  mineral  wealth.  It  yields 
gold,  silyer,  platinum,  copper,  tin,  lead, 
and  iron.  Coal  is  found  near  the  capital: 
and  diamonds,  sapphires,  emeralds,  and 
other  precious  stones  occur  in  several 
places.  The  wild  animals  embrace  the 
tapir,  the  Jaguar,  the  puma,  the  ant-eater, 
the  sloth,  and  the  cayman  or  alligator. 
When  the  Spanish  colonies  in  South 
America  threw  off  the  yoke  of  the  mother 
country  in  1S21,  New  Granada,  Venesuela, 
and  Ecuador,  formed  themselves  into  the 
republic  of  Colombia.  Thia  republic  was 
dissolved  in  1888,  when  the  states  of  which 
it  had  consisted  became  independent  re- 
publics. In  1866  the  states  of  New 
Granada  united  under  a  federal  govern- 
ment, and  subsequently  assumed  the  name 
under  which  they  are  oollectively  at  pre- 
sent known.  Throughout  the  country  the 
Spanish  language  is  qtoken,  and  the  pre- 
vailing religion  is  the  Soman  Catholic. 
The  seat  of  government  is  at  Bogota.

Comlnes,  kotneett',  a  town  of  Belgium, 
prov.  £.  Flanders,  on  the  Lys,  opposite  the 
French  town  of  the  same  name,  with  which 
it  communicates  by  a  drawbridge.

Commondyke,  kom'mun-dike,  a  vil.  of 
Scotland,  co.  Ayr,  pa.  of  Auchinleck.  Pop. 
104a 

Como,  h/tno  (in  the  hollow),  a  beautiful 
lake  of  N.  Italy,  prov.  Como,  between 
Milan  and  Chiavenna.  Length  35  m.;  ex- 
treme breadth  3  m. 

Como,  a  dtv  of  N.  Italy,  at  the  B.W. 
extremity  of  the  lake  of  the  aame  namc^ 
surrounded  by  charming  seeoery ;  it  is  the 
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cup.  of  the  prov.  of  Como.  Pop.  25,660. — 
The  prov.  hai  a  pop.  of  616,060. 

Comoro  Islands,  kom'o-ro,  n  fn^np  of 
volcanio  isles,  Ifing  between  Madaf^Mcar 
and  the  continent  of  Africa.  Thej  are 
mountainons,  and  abonnd  in  cattle  and 
tropical  fruits.  One  of  the  gronp,  called 
MiyoUa,  was  coded  to  France  in  1841.  Pop.

Oompassberg,  kum-paa-herf,  a  hif^h 
mountain  in  the  Graafreynet  dist.  of  Cape 
Colony,  forming  the  cnlminating  point  of 
the  Sneenwbergen.

Oomrle,  karn're  (confluence,  the  site  of 
the  pa.  church  being  at  the  confluence  of 
the  rivers  EUtm,  Ruchill,  and  Lednock),  a 
pa.  and  vll.  of  Scotland,  co.  Perth,  6  m.  W. 
of  Crieff;  shocks  of  earthquake  are  fre- 
quently felt  here.  Pop.  of  pa.  1858;  of  viL 
1038. 

Oonan,  ko'nan,  or  Conon,  a  river  of 
Scotland,  co.  Ross;  it  affords  valuable 
salmon  and  tront  fishing,  and  after  a 
course  of  86  m.  falls  into  the  Cromarty 
Firth,  near  Dingwall.

Ck>noepoion.  kon-^ep-ae-on',  a  seaport  of 
Chili,  8.  America,  cap.  of  a  prov.  of  the 
same  name,  on  a  fine  bay,  270  m.  8.8. W.  of 
Santiago.  Pop.  18,277.— The  prov.  haa  a 
pop  of  166,861. 

Oonoepoion,  a  town  of  the  Arqrentine 
Republic,  prov.  Rntre  Rios,  on  the  Uniguay, 
160  m.  N.  of  Buenos  Ayres.    Pop.  A550. 

Conoeptlon  Bay.  k/m-gen'shun,  an  inlet 
on  the  E.  coast  of  Newfonnaland. 

Oonoord,  kom^kord,  the  state  cap.  of  New 
Hampshire,  U.S.,  co.  Merrimao,  62  m. 
N.N.W.  of  Boston.    P-p.  18,83a 

Oondamlne  Riv  r,  km^-dd-miiuf,  the 
head  stream  of  tl. ;  Darling  River,  In 
Queensland,  Australia. 

Ooiid6,  kSn^-dd'  (at  the  meeting  of  two 
streams),  a  strong  frontier  fortress  of 
France,  dep.  Nord,  on  the  Scbelde.  Pop. 
3516. 

Oondom,  lkSng-<I9ng^,  a  town  of  France, 
dep.  Gers,  on  the  Baise.    Pop.  6625. 

Oondorrat,  kon-dor^rat,  a  vll.  of  Scot- 
land, CO.  Dumbarton,  pa.  of  Combemauld. 
Pop.  620. 

Oongleton.  kcng^gUUm,  a  manic,  bor.  of 
England,  oo.  Chester,  with  manufs.  of  silks 
and  ribbons.    Pop.  11,116. 

Congo,  kong'go,  a  little-knoini  oonntry 


of  Lower  Guinea,  W.  Africa,  separatrd 
from  Loango  on  the  N.  by  the  Congo,  and 
bounded  on  the  S.  by  Angola.  The  soil  on 
the  banks  of  the  river  is  fertile,  but  the 
climate  is  intensely  hot. 

Oongo  (named  from  the  kingdom  of 
Congo,  north  of  which  It  flows),  a  great 
river  of  W.  Africa,  which  rises  in  the 
equatorial  lake  region,  and  enters  the 
Atlantic  by  an  estuary,  6  m.  wide,  in 
Lower  Guinea.  Its  head-waters  spring 
southward  and  north-eastward  of  Lake 
Bangweolo,  the  principal  being  the  river 
Ohambeti,  which  enters  that  lake  on  the 
E.  side,  and  emerges  from  it  at  the  N.W. 
side  as  the  Lunpula:  in  its  after  course 
its  name  changes  to  Lunlaba,  etc..  and 
ultimately  to  Zniri  and  Oongo.  It  is  fed 
by  numerous  large  streams,  which  flow  to 
it  fh)m  the  S.,  E.,  and  N.,  the  greatest 
helng  the  Ik^.kmbo.  Mr  H.  M.  Stanley, 
who  explored  the  Congo  in  1876-7,  regard- 
ing it  as  the  greatest  or  African  rivers,  pro- 
poses that  it  should  be  henceforth  known 
as  the  Livingttone,  and  estimates  the  whole 
area  drained  by  it  at  860,000  sq.  m.  Its 
total  leneth  he  pnts  at  2900  m.,  and  the 
volume  of  water  discharged  by  it  into  the 
Atlantic  at  1,800,000  cubic  feet  per  second. 
The  clear  navigable  spaces  of  the  river 
from  the  coast  to  Nyangwe  he  estimates  at 
1000  m.,  the  available  channels  of  the  large 
affluents  at  1200  m.,  and  the  npper  waters, 
from  StanUff  Pool,  at  900  m.— in  all,  up- 
wards of  3000  m.  of  navigable  stream.  This, 
however,  is  interrupted  by  rapids  and  catar- 
acts, the  lower  of  which  have  been  long 
known  as  the  TelUUa  Falla.  To  fseilitate 
the  opening  up  of  the  countries  drained  by 
the  Congo  to  the  influences  of  civilisation, 
an  International  Committee  was  formed  at 
Brussels  in  1878.  and  on  its  behalf  Mr  Stan- 
ley has  founded  several  stations  on  both 
banks  of  the  river,  and  constructed  im- 
portant roads.  Steamers  now  navigate  not 
only  the  lower  course  of  this  great  stream, 
but  also  the  sections  between  the  cataracts, 
and  the  waters  above  Stanley  Pool,  leading 
to  the  very  centre  of  the  continent. 

Oonlston  Water,  kon'is-ton,  a  lake  In 
Lancashire,  England,  6^  m.  in  length,  and 
)  m.  in  breadth,  having  at  its  N.  extremity 
Comston  FeUa,  in  which  are  oopper-mines 
and  slate-qnairies. 

Oonjeyeram,  kon-jev-^r-aw^,  or  him-jw'* 
er-am,  anc  Canehipura  (the  golden  city),  a 
town  of  British  India,  presidency  of  Mad- 
ras, dist.  Chinglepnt,  on  the  Palaur.  Pop. 
37,327. 

Ck>xm,  Iiongh  (named  after  a  man  so 
called),  a  lake  of  considerable  extent  in  the 
CO.  of  Mayo,  Ireland. 

Oozmanght,  kon^nm^,  anc.  Conaiehi  (the 
territory  possessed  by  the  descendants  of 
Conn),  a  prov.  In  the  W.  of  Ireland, 
embracing  the  counties  of  Galway,  Mayo, 
Sligo,  Leitrim,  and  Roscommon.  It  con- 
Unned  a  distinet  kingdom  till  the  reign  of 
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Henry  lY.  of  England.  It  Is  still  the 
rudest  and  most  unimproved  part  of 
Ireland.    Fop.  821,667. 

Coxmeottoui  (from  Indian  name  Quon^k- 
taeut,  signifying  "  long  river/'  or,  as  some 
render  it,  **  without  end  •'),  a  river  of  the 
United  States,  has  its  source  on  the  N. 
borders  of  Vermont  and  New  Hampshire, 
and  flows  8.  into  Long  Island  Sound. 

Ooxmeotioiit,  hm-nel^U-kut,  hut  often 
koiMtefe-hU  (named  firom  the  river),  one  of 
the  United  States  of  N.  America,  bounded 
on  the  N.  bj Massachusetts;  on  the  W.  by 
New  York;  on  the  E.  by  Rhode  Island; 
and  on  the  8.  by  Long  Island  Sound.  It 
has  a  fertile  soil.  Area  4674  sq.  m. ;  pop. 
e3li,7O0j—Httrt/ord,  on  the  river  Connecti- 
cut, is  the  state  cap. 

Ooxmemara,  kon-ne-mdfrd  (firom  Cun-na- 
mar,  bays  of  the  sea),  a  dist.  of  Ireland, 
occupying  the  W.  portion  of  co.  Qalway. 
It  is  subdivided  into  Connemara  Proper, 
Jar  Connanght,  and  Joyce  country. 

Oonon.    See  Oonui. 

Ooneett,  kon-$eV,  a  town  of  Engrlsnd,  co. 
and  11 J  m.  W.  N.W.  of  Durham,  with  exten- 
sive iron-works  and  collieries.     Pop.  7168. 

Oonstanoe,  kon'ttance  (namea  after 
Constantine  the  Great),  a  fortified  town  of 
Germany,  in  the  grana-duchy  of  Baden,  on 
the  lake  of  the  same  name ;  it  is  famous 
for  the  ecclesiastical  council  held  here 
between  1414  and  1418,  which  condemned 
the  tenets  of  WickliflTe,  and  sentenced  John 
Hues  and  Jerome  of  Prague  to  be  burned. 
Pop.  18,872.— The  Ijftke  of  Oonstance, 
Germ.  Bodenme  (so  called  from  the  castle  of 
Bodmin  on  Its  shores),  lies  between  Switzer- 
land and  Germany.  Length  40  m. ;  extreme 
breadth  9  m.;  elevation  above  the  sea  1250  ft. 

Ck>nitantlaf  hon-atan*$heA^  a  dist.  in  the 
neighbonrhood  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope, 
at  the  base  of  the  range  of  mountains 
which  form  the  Cape  peninsula.  It  pro- 
duces grapes,  peaches,  apricots,  plums, 
figs,  and  apples  in  great  profusion,  but  is 
chiefly  celebrated  for  its  wine. 

CtonBtantinft,  hon^tan-ui'ndL,  a  town  of 
Spain,  prov.  Seville,  near  the  Sierra  de 
Constantina.  It  has  a  considerable  trade 
In  com.  and  near  it  are  some  argentiferous 
lead  mines.    Pop.  10,968. 

Ooxwtantlne,  konatan-Uen.',  a  city  of 
Algeria,  cap.  of  the  dep.  of  the  same  name, 
situated  on  a  steep  rock,  and  strongly 
fortified.  It  has  many  fine  remains  of 
Roman  architecture.  It  was  taken  by  the 
French  in  1847,  and  has  remained  in  their 
possession  ever  since.  In  its  neighbour- 
hood are  the  ndns  of  Hippo,  of  which  St 
Augustine  was  bishop  from  a.d.  896  till  his 
death  in  a.d.  480.  Fop.  40,000.— The  dep. 
occupies  the  whole  of  the  eastern  third  of 
the  country  bordering  on  Tunis  and  the 
Tripoli  States,  and  has  a  pop.  of  1.141,838. 

Oonstftntlnople.  ktm-etantm-c'pl  (the 
city  of  Constantine),  the  cap.  of  the  Turk- 
ish MDplrty  flntly  litoated  at  the  junction 


of  the  Bosporus  with  the  Sea  of  Msrmora. 
Its  anc.  name  was  Syzantium,  and  by  the 
Turks  it  is  now  called  StambouL  Constan- 
tino the  Great  rebuilt  the  city  aj>.  890, 
and  then  gave  it  his  own  name.  From 
that  period  it  continued  to  be  the  seat  of 
the  Eastern  or  Greek  empire  till  1468, 
when  it  was  taken  by  the  Turks  under 
Mohammed  II.,  who  made  it  the  metro- 
polis of  the  Ottoman  dominions.  Pop.  of  the 
city  proper  600,000 ;  including  the  suburbs 
of  Pera,  GaUU,  Scutari,  etc.,  1,481,000. 

Oonatantlnople,  Strait  of.  See  Bofl- 
poroB. 

Oontin,  kon-4in'  (supposed  to  be  derived 
from  the  Gaelic  eon-tuinn,  the  meeting  of 
the  waters,  with  reference  to  the  con- 
fluence of  certain  rivers  here),  a  pa.  of 
Scotland,  co.  Ross.    Pop.  1422. 

Oonversano,  eon-ver-ed'no,  an  anc  town 
of  S.  Italy,  prov.  and  19  m.  S.E.  of  Bari. 
Pop.  10,666. 

Oonway,  kon'wS  (firom  Welsh  Cyn^y, 
the  chief  water),  a  river  of  Wales,  forming 
the  boundary  between  the  cos.  ofCamarvon 
and  Denbigh,  and  falling  into  the  Irish  Sea 
at  Conway.  The  vale  through  which  this 
river  flows  is  celebrated  for  its  beauty  and 
fertility,  and  is  crossed  by  a  railway  tubular 
bridge  827  fL  in  length,  on  the  line  of  the 
Chester  and  Holyhead  railway,  18  m.  N.E. 
of  Bangor. 

Oonway  or  Aberoonway  (month  of  the 
Conway),  a  town  of  Wales,  co.  Carnarvon, 
with  the  ruins  of  a  magnificent  castle. 
Pop.  8264. 

Oooch  Behar,  koatdi  he-har*,  a  div.  of 
the  prov.  of  Bengal,  British  India.  Area 
1307  sq.  m.;  pop.  683,000.— The  town  of 
the  same  name  is  on  the  Toresha  River, 
46  m.  N.  of  Rungpore. 

Oook  Inlet,  an  arm  of  the  sea  on  the  N. 
W.  coast  of  Alaska,  N.  America.  It  was 
named  after  Captain  Cook,  by  whom  it  was 
discovered. 

Oook  Islands,  a  group  in  the  8.  Paci- 
fic, between  the  Society  Islands  and  the 
Friendly  Islands.    Pop.  est.  at  7746. 

Oook,  Monnt,  a  peak  of  the  Southern 
Alps,  provincial  dist  of  Canterbury,  New 
Zealand,  12^49  ft  above  the  sea. 

Oooketown,  kookt^Unon,  a  town  of  Ire* 
land,  CO.  Tyrone.    Pop.  8870. 

Oook  Strait,  between  North  and  South 
Islands,  New  Zealand.  It  is  120  m.  in 
length,  and  80  m.  in  breadth  at  its  nai^ 
rowest  part.  It  derives  its  name  from 
the  navigator  by  whom  it  was  discovered 
in  1770. 

Ooolin,  or  Onohnllin  HiUs,  ktx/lin,  a 
range  of  hills  in  the  Isle  of  Skye,  Scotland. 

CoomasBie,  koo-md^$tt,  the  cap.  of  the 
kingdom  of  Asbantee,  Upper  Guinea,  W. 
Africa;  it  was  taken  and  burnt  by  the 
British  in  1874.    Pop.  est  at  60,000.' 

Ooompta,  or  Enmpta,  koom'tdj  a  town 
of  British  India,  dist  Canara,  prov.  Bom- 
bay.   Pop.  11,000. 
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Ooorff,  locrff,  a  prov.  of  British  India, 
enoloaeo  by  Mysore,  Canara,  and  Malabar. 
Area  1683  sq.  m.;  pop.  178,302. 

Oooiy,  ko</$€,  a  river  of  British  India, 
which  rises  in  the  Himalayas,  in  28"  25'  N. 
lat.,  86*  W  E.  long:.,  and  after  a  course  of 
825  m.  Joins  the  Oanees. 

Oootehlll,  koothtu,  a  market  town  of 
Ireland,  co.  Cavan.    Pop.  1789. 

Oopeland  iBlands,  kope'land  (the  islands 
of  merchandise,  probably  so  called  because 
used  as  a  storehouse  by  the  Danish  in- 
Taders),  a  small  group  off  the  N.W.  coast 
of  CO.  Down,  Ireland,  on  the  8.  side  of  the 
entrance  to  Belfast  Lough. 

Copenhagen,  ko-pen-hd'ghen,  Dan.  Kfd- 
henhavn  (the  merchant's  haven),  the  cap. 
of  Denmark,  the  seat  of  a  university,  and 
one  of  the  finest  cities  in  the  N.  of  Europe, 
stands  on  the  E.  coast  of  the  island  of 
Zealand,  and  is  strongly  fortified.  It  is 
regularly  built,  and  is  the  grand  centre 
of  the  manuffl.,  trade,  and  enlightenment 
of  Denmark.  It  has  an  excellent  harbour 
and  docks,  and  is  surrounded  by  a  chain 
of  bastions  and  a  broad  ditch,— the  walls 
enclosing  a  circnit  of  five  miles.  The  royal 
library  and  museum  are  particularly  rich 
in  northern  literature  and  antiquities, 
and  possess  many  of  the  finest  works  of 
the  Danish  sculptor  Tbonraldsen.  Fop. 
Sai,850. 

Oopiapo,  Tuhpe-d'po,  a  Tolcano  of  the 
Andes,  Chill,  8.  America.  The  height  is 
eat.  at  17,000  ft. 

Oopiapo,  a  seaport  of  Chill,  on  a  river 
of  the  same  name.  It  has  been  repeatedly 
rained  by  earthquakes,  which  are  here  of 
Tei^  firequent  occurrence. 

doi»penliall,  1cop-p«i^hattf,  a  pa.  of  Eng- 
land, CO.  Chester,  4^  m.  N.E.  of  Nantwich. 
Pou.  19,904. 

uopperfleld,  hftf/per-feeU^  a  town  of 
Queensland,  Aostralia,  oo.  Clermont.  Pop. 
888. 

Ooppermlne  River,  kop'tter-mimB,  In 
the  Nortb-West  Territories  of  the  Dominion 
of  Canada,  discovered  by  Hearne  in  1771 ; 
it  flows  northward,  and  enters  the  Arctic 
Ocean  after  a  course  est.  at  260  m. 

Ooqnet,  kol^et,  or  Cooket.  a  river  of 
England,  eo.  Northnmberland,  rises  in  the 
Cheviot  Hills,  and  fkUs  into  the  North  Sea 
near  Warkworth. 

Ooqtiimbo,  ko-lcMm'bo,  a  seaport  of  Chill, 
the  cap.  of  a  dep.  of  the  same  name,  abound- 
ing in  gold ,  silver,  and  copper.  It  is  somo- 
tiroes  called  La  Serena,  in  allusion  to  the 
serenity  of  Its  climate.  Pop.  713a— The 
dep.  has  a  pop.  of  164,665. 

Oorato.  ko-rOfto,  a  city  of  8.  Italy,  prov. 
Bari.    Pop.  26,220. 

Oordillera.  kor-dUfU^rd,  Span.  pron.  Imr- 
tUtel-yS'rd^  the  Spanish  name  of  a  mountain- 
chain,  frequently  applied  to  the  Andes. 

Oordora,  kot^doArdt  or  Oordoba,  anc. 
OordMba,  a  city  of  Spain,  cap.  of  a  pror. 
of  the  same  name,  and  fonnerly  cap.  of  a 


Moorish  klncdom ;  it  eontalni  a  eathedral 
which  was  formerly  one  of  the  most  holy 
mosques  of  the  Mohammedan  world,  and 
still  is  one  of  the  most  remarkable  edifices 
in  Spain.  The  leather  called  Cordovan  re- 
ceives its  name  from  this  town.  Pop. 
49,856.-The  pop.  of  the  prov.  is  386,662. 

Cordova,  or  Cordoba,  a  city  of  the 
Argentine  Republic,  S.  America,  cap.  of  a 

{)rov.  of  the  same  name,  with  a  good  trade 
n  hides  and  wooL  Pop.  80,000.— The  prov. 
has  a  pop.  of  210,506. 

Cordova,  a  town  of  Mexico,  dep.  Vera 
Cruz,  on  the  E.  slope  of  the  Peak  of 
Orixaba.    Pop.  4896. 

Corea,  ko-re'd^  a  peninsula  of  E.  Asia, 
separated  from  China  by  the  Yellow  Sea, 
and  from  the  islands  of  Japan  by  the 
Strait  of  Corea  and  the  Sea  of  Japan.  It 
is  about  500  m.  long  and  160  m.  broad.

The  chief  riven 
which  water  the  oo.  ere  the  BlaekwaUr,  Ue, 
and  Bandon.  Iron,  copper,  and  limestone 
are  the  principal  minerals.  Cork  is  mainly 
an  agricultural  oo.,  but  the  fiiiheries  along 
the  coast  form  a  raluable  branch  of  in- 
dustry, and  the  copper>mines  at  AUahais 
employ  about  SOOO  hands.  After  Cork  city, 
the  cap.,  the  most  important  towns  are 
Youffhal,  Bandon,  and  Ktnsals. 

Oork  (corr.  from  Coreaeh,  a  marsh,  so 
called  from  the  citv  having  nown  up 
around  a  monastery,  founded  by  St  Finbar 
in  the6tb  century,  on  the  edge  of  a  marsh), 
an  important  city  of  Ireland,  the  cap.  of  the 
above  co~  at  the  month  of  the  Lee,  on  one 
of  the  safest  and  finest  harbours  in  Europe. 
It  possesses  great  trade,  particularly  in  the 
export  of  grain  and  all  kinda.of  provisions. 
It  is  the  seat  of  one  of  the  Qneen^s  Colleges. 
The  port  of  Cork,  formerly  known  as  the 
Cove,  is  now  called  Quetiutomn,  in  honour  of 
Queen  Victoria's  visit  in  1849.  Pop.  of 
munic  bor.

Cornwall  (corr.  from  Comu  Oallia,  the 
kom  or  extremity  of  OanlX  a  co.  forming 
the  8.W.  extremity  of  England,  is  sur- 
rounded by  the  sea,  except  on  the  E.  side, 
where  the  river  Tamar  separates  it  from 
Devonjihire.  Area  1866  sq.m.;  pop.  829,484. 
From  N.E.  to  S.W.  the  co.  is  traversed 
by  a  ridge  of  rugged  and  bleak  hills,  in- 
tersected by  valleys  of  great  beauty  and 
fertility.

N.  of  Abbeville,  memorable  for  the  great 
victorv  gained  by  Edward  III.  of  England 
over  the  French  in  1346.    Pop.  1386. 

Crest,  a  town  of  France,  dep.  Dr6me,  on 
the  river  of  that  name,  14  m.  S.E.  of 
Valence.    Pop.  4220 

Orate,  krut,  or  Oandlft,  kdnTde^,  one  of 
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the  largest  IsUnds  in  the  Mediterranean. 
It  belongs  to  Turkey,  and  is  150  m.  long, 
and  from  10  to  SO  m.  broad.  Its  soil  is  fer- 
tile, and  produceH  oil,  wine,  saffron,  and  a 
variety  of  fine  fruits.  Near  its  centre  is 
Mount  Ida,  celebrated  for  a  cavern  of  great 
extent  and  intricacy,  and  bearing  such  a 
striking  resemblance  to  tlie  famous  laby- 
rinth of  Minos,  described  by  the  ancient 
poets,  as  to  leave  little  doubt  of  its  identity.

Creuzot,  Le,  Uh  ibrus'o,  a  town  of  Franco, 
dep.

has  extensive  iron-works  and  coal-niines.

Orewe,  Aroo  (the  place  of  the  cross),  a 
munic  bor.  and  grest  railway  depOt  of 
England,  co.  Chester,  on  the  London  and 
N.W.  Railwav,  at  its  junction  with  the 
Cheater  and  Holyhead  line.  Pop.  24,385. 
cliiefly  employed  in  connexion  with  the 
railways. 

Orewkeme,  kroo-kem'  (the  place  of  the 
cross),  a  pa.  and  market  town  of  England, 
CO.  Somerset,  10  m.  S.W.  of  Ilchester.  Pop. 
of  pa.  4966. 

Orichton,  kri'ton,  a  pa.  of  Scotland,  co. 
Edinburgh.    Pop.  1091. 

Orlcklade,  krik'lade  (the  bay  of  the 
stream),  a  pari.  bor.  of  England,  cos.  Wilts 
and  Qlouccster  on  the  Thames,  which 
ceases  here  to  be  navigable.    Pop.  61,951. 

Orieoh,  kreeh  (from  Gael.  erai{;,  a  rock), 
a  pa.  of  Scotland,  co.  Sutherland.  Pop. 
2228. 

Orieff,  kree/ (from  Gael,  eruhha  cnoie,  the 
haunch  or  side  of  a  Iiill,  or.  accordin;?  to 
Rome  authorities,  from  eraohh,  a  tree),  a 
town  of  Scotland,  co.  Perth,  beautifully 
situated  on  the  Earn,  near  the  base  of  the 
Grampians.  It  possesses  a  noted  hydro- 
patliic  establishment,  and  is  much  reaortcd 
to  by  summer  visitors.  Pop.  4469.— The 
pa.  of  the  same  name  has  a  pop.  of  4862. 

Orillon,  Mount,  kriVlon,  a  mountain,

Crimea,  krim-e'd  (firom  Gr.  Kimmerion, 
the  anc.  name  of  a  small  town  on  this 
peninsula),  or  Grim  Tartary,  anc.  Cher- 
mmeMus  Tanriea,  a  peninsula  of  Europe, 
forming  a  pendant  to  Russia,  washed  by 
the  Black  Sea  and  the  Sea  of  Azov,  and 
joined  to  the  mainland  by  the  Isthmus  of 
Perekop.  It  is  divided  by  the  river  Salgir 
into  two  parts,  the  northern  and  larger 
being  barren  and  thinly  peopled,  the 
southern  being  traversed  by  a  range  of 


mountains  enclosing  beautiful  valleys,  rich 
in  all  the  productions  of  the  south.  It 
forms  a  large  pnrt  of  tlie  Russian  gov.  of 
Taunda,  and  in  recent  times  has  been 
celebrated  in  connexion  with  the  war 
known  as  the  Crimean  War.  Pop.  of  gov.

Croagh  Patriok,  ilrro'oh  pat'rik  (St 
Patricks  hill),  a  mountain  of  Ireland,  2CG0 
ft.  hiph,  CO.  Mayo,  on  the  S.E.  of  Clew  Ray. 

Croatia,  kro-a'ahK-d,  one  of  the  three 
digts.  which  form  the  eyalet  of  Bosnia, 
Turkey. 

Croatia  (so  called  from  the  Croats,  a 
tribe  of  the  Wendn  from  Bohemia,  who 
settled  here  a.d.  640)  and  Slavonia,  s^oik 
o'ne-d,  one  of  the  southern  provs.  of  the 
Anstro-Hungarian  empire,  forming  part 
of  Hungary.    Pop.  1.191,416. 

Orofthead,  kro/t'hed,a.  tovrn  of  Scotland, 
CO.  Linlithgow,  pa.  of  Whitburn,  part  of 
Fauldhouse.  Pop.  8000.— Also  a  vil.,  co.

Cromarty,  kron'ar-ls  (from  Crombathi, 
the  cnrved  or  crooked  bay),  formings  with 
Ross  a  united  co.  of  Scotland,  consists 
of  several  detached  portions  scattered 
throughout  Ross-shire  and  along  its  bor- 
ders. It  is  said  that  this  singular  arrange- 
ment was  caused  by  a  former  Earl  of

m.;  pop.  78,547.  The  general  character- 
istics of  the  count V  are  similar  to  those 
of  Ross-shire,  which  see.

It  com- 
mands the  passage  of  St  Petersbnrg,  from 
which  it  is  distant  20  m.,  and  is  the  prin- 
cipal station  of  the  Russian  navy.  It  was 
(bunded  by  I*eter  the  Great,  who  employed 
800,000  men  in  the  work.  Much  of  the  ex- 
ternal commerce  of  Russia  passes  through 
Cronstadt.

Scotch  CO.  of  Dumfries ;  on  the  W.  by  the 
Solway  Firth  and  the  Irish  Sea;  and  on 
the  S.  by  Lancashire  and  Westmorland. 
Area  1564  sq.  m. ;  pop.  250,647.  The  sur- 
face is  mountainous,  with  fine  valleys  be- 
tween the  hills;  hence  the  name  Cumber- 
land, which  means  the  "  land  of  the  Cum- 
bri,"  or  dwellers  in  valleys.  The  chief 
mountains  are  Sca/ell,  with  two  pea)cs,80!>2 
and  3229  ft.  hiuh ;  UdoeUyn,  3055  ft. ;  and 
Skiddaio,  3022  It.  There  are  fifteen  lakes 
in  the  co.,  the  principal  being  UUswater, 
Derwentipnter,  BaasenUi watte,  Borrowdale, 
and  Buttermere.  The  Eden,  Esk,  and  Der- 
Kcnt  are  the  chief  rivers.  A  large  portion 
of  the  CO.  is  devoted  to  grazing  purpose-, 
and  butter  forms  a  principal  export.  The 
minerals  embrace  copper,  iron,  lead,  plum- 
bago, and  coal.  Tiie  finest  plumbago  in 
the  world  Is  found  at  Borromdale.  The 
coal  fit'ld  lies  along  the  coast,  and  seams 
are  worked  beneath  the  sea,  nenrly  two 
miles  beyond  high-water  mark. — The  co. 
town  is  Carlisle,  on  the  Eden. 

Cumberland,  a  co.  in  the  £.  of  New 
South  Wales,  Australia.  In  it  are  the 
towns  of  Sydney,  Paramatta,  Richmond, 
Windsor,  Hawkesbury,  and  Liverpool. 

Cumberland,  a  co.  io  the  N.W.  of  Nova 
Scotia,  Dominion  of  Canada,  bordering  on 
Nortliumberiand  StraiU    Pop.  27^68. 

Cumberland^  a  town  in  AlleuMnv  co., 
Maryland,  U.S.,  on  the  left  bank  of  tlie

DanakU,  dd-nd-hxlf,  or  Dankali,  ddn- 
kd-Uf,  a  small  state  of  Africa,  on  the  Red 
Sea,  eastward  of  Abyssinia,  embraced  In 
the  Egyptian  gov.  of  Eastern  Soudan. 
The  name  is  derived  from  danak,  a  boat, 
and  therefore  means  boatmen  or  seafaring 
people.    The  pop.  is  est  at  70,000.

It  is  stronglv  fortified, 
and  has  an  extensive  trade,  particularly  in 
com,  of  which  it  exports  large  quantities. 
Here  Gluverius,  the  geographer,  was  bom 
In  1560,  and  Fahrenheit  the  Inventor  of 
the  thermometer  which  bears  his  nsme,  in 
1690.

Dantzio,  Gulf  of,  an  inlet  of  the  Baltic, 
In  £.  and  W.  Prussia ;  it  is  65  m.  wide  at 
its  entrance,  and  is  separated  from  the 
Frische  Haff  by  a  long  narrow  tongue  of 
land  on  the  S.E. 

Danube,  danfuhe  (thundering  or  im- 
petuous stream).  Germ.  Donau,  anc  Danu- 
bixis  and  later,  the  second  largest  river  of 
Europe,  has  its  source  from  three  springs 
in  the  grand-duchy  of  Baden.  Pursuing  a 
N.E.  course,  it  becomes  navigable  at  Ulm, 
receiving  the  7W«r,  the  Lech,  the  Isnr,  the 
Inn,  and  the  Ena.  It  is  connected  with 
the  Rhine  by  Ludwig's  Canal,  and  with 
the  Adriatic  by  the  Vienna  Canal.  After 
passing  Vienna,  it  is  Joined  near  Presburg 
by  the  Morava  from  the  N.,  and  in  its 
course  eastward  and  southward  is  swelled 
by  several  large  rivers  from  the  mountains 
of  Hungary  and  Servia.  It  skirts  the  N. 
and  N.E.  confines  of  Servia,  then  separates 
Bulgaria  from  Roumania,  and,  after  a 
course  of  1700  m.,  discharges  itself  into 
the  Black  Sea  by  seven  mouths. 

Danvera,  dan'vera,  a  township  of  Massa- 
chusetts, U.S.,  CO.  Essex,  18  m.  N.E.  of 
Boston,  with  extensive  manufs.  of  boots 
and  shoes.    Pop.  6636. 

Darabgherd,  ddr-dhgherd',  or  Darab- 
jerd,  ddr-dh'jerdf ,  a  town  of  Persia,  prov. 
Fars,  situated  in  the  midst  of  date,  orange, 
and  lemon  groves,  130  m.  S.E.  of  Shiraz. 
Pop.  est.  at  16,000. 

Dardanelles,  cfar-<f<I-n«2f'  (so  called  from 
a  chain  of  forts  or  towers  called  Dardanelles 
built  by  the  Turks  on  its  banks,  nnd  named 
from  Dardanua,  the  ancestor  of  Priam),  anc 
ffeUeapont  (Helle*s  Sea),  the  strait  connect- 
ing the  Sea  of  Marmora  with  the  Grecian 
Archipelago.  It  is  about  60  m.  long,  and 
its  width  at  its  narrowest  part  scarcely 
exceeds  half  a  mile. 

Dar-el-Beida,  ddr-eX-hd'dd,  or  Casa 
Blanoa,  kd'ad  bldnk^d,  a  seaport  town  of 
Marocco.    Pop.  2000. 

Darftu*.  dar-/oor^  (the  country  of  the 
Foor  or  Foorian.s,  or,  according  to  others, 
the  deer  country),  a  country  of  N.  Central 
AfHca,  embraced  in  the  Egyptian  domin- 
ions, W.  of  Kordofan.  It  is  parched  and 
sterile  in  appearance,  except  during  the

Bahr  el  Lout  (Sea  of 
Lot),  a  lake  of  Palestine,  in  the  ylcluity  of 
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whleh  ftood  the  four  Cities  of  the  Plain 
which  were  destrojed  by  Are  fbom  heaven 
in  the  days  of  Lot.  Its  average  length  from 
N.  to  S.  Is  about  46  m.;  its  breadth  from  10 
to  12  m.;  area  360  sq.  m.  It  is  also  called 
the  Salt  Sea,  from  its  water  containing 
eight  times  more  saline  matter  than  that 
of  the  ocean ;  and  on  that  account,  only  the 
lowest  forms  of  animal  life  can  exist  in  it. 
The  lake  receives  a  number  of  streams,  the 
DTincipal  being  the  Jordan,  which  flows 
Into  it  at  its  northern  extremity;  but 
having  no  outlet,  the  inflowing  waters  are 
diNchargod  by  evaporation.

The  productions  of  the  soil  are  chieflj  rye, 
oats,  barley,  beans,  pease,  and  potatoes; 
wheat  is  but  partially  cnltivated ;  madder 
and  tobacco  are  raised  on  the  richer  soils ; 

The  fisheries  in  the 
bays  and  creeks  are  raluable,  and  famish 
the  chief  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  coasts.  The  Danes  are  good  farmers, 
and  agriculture  may  be  said  to  be  their 
principal  employment.  Their  manufac- 
tures are  neither  numerous  nor  import- 
ant, but  their  commerce  is  considerable. 
Prerious  to  the  year  1660,  the  Danish 
monarchy  was  elective;  after  the  memor- 
able revolution  of  that  year,  it  became 
hereditary  and  absolute.  In  1834  King 
Frederick  VI.  granted  a  representative 
constitution,  which  was  confirmed  by 
King  Frederick  VII.  in  1848,  and  by 
bis  successor,  Christian  IX.,  in  1863.  The 
established  religion  is  the  Lutheran,  but 
all  others  are  tolerated.  Education  Is 
careAilIy  provided  for,  the  law  requiring 
that  every  child  between  7  and  14  years  of 
age  shall  attend  some  public  school.  The 
University  of  Copenhagen  is  a  celebrated 
seat  of  learning.  The  nobility  in  Den- 
mark are  few,  and  the  titles  are  confined 
to  those  of  Earl  and  Bsron ;  but  there  are 
many  andent  families  of  distinction.  The 
people  are  fond  of  show,  and  inclined  to 
conviviality.  They  are  courteous,  humane, 
and  courageoua— their  seamen  in  particular 
being  distinguished  for  bravery.  In  litera- 
ture, Denmark  boasts  of  several  names  of 
great  celebrity ;  among  others,  Saxo  Gram- 
maticns,  Snorro,  Tycho  Brah^,  Torfeus, 
Oehlenschiaeger,  and  Hans  Christian  An- 
dersen. Thorwaldsen,  one  of  the  most 
eminent  sculptors  of  modem  times,  re- 
ceived his  early  «iducation  at  Copenhagen.

Derbyshire,  on  the  Derwent  Here  the  first 
silk-mill  in  England  was  erected  in  1717, 
by  Mr  Lombe,  who  clandestinely  brought 
the  model  from  Italy.  Pop.  of  munic  bor. 
81,168;  of  pari.  bor.  77,636. 

Derbyshire,  an  inland  and  central  co.  of 
England,  bounded  on  the  N.  by  Yorkshire ; 
W.  by  Cheshire  and  Stafford ;  S.  by  Staf- 
ford and  Leicester;  and  E.  by  Nottingham. 
Area  1029  sq.  m. ;  pop.  461,914.  The  N.W. 
portion  of  the  oo.  is  moni^tainous  and 
highly  picturesque,  and  is  called  the  High 
Peak.

Doab,  doodb^  (two  waters),  a  name 
applied  in  India  to  tracts  of  land  between 
two  rivers,  such  as  the  Barl  Doab, 
between  the  Bcas  and  the  Ravi,  and  the 
Jetoh  Doab,  between  the  Chenab  and  the 
Jhelum. 

Ddbeln,  da-belnf^  a  mannfactaring  town 
of  Saxony,  on  an  island  formed  by  the 
Mulde,  85  m.  E.S.E.  of  Leipslc.  Fop.  11,802. 

Dobrudaoha,  d5-hrood'shd,  an  extensive 
low,  nndulating  district  of  Roumania,  on 
the  Black  Sea,  to  the  S.  of  the  Danube. 
Near  the  centre  of  its  coast-line  is  Lake 
Bassein.  The  Sulina  and  St  George 
branches  of  the  Danube  water  the  M.E. 
parts ;  but  in  most  other  places  the  land  is 
arid  and  destitute  of  water. 

Dobaon  Monnt,  doh'tun,  a  peak  of  the 
Southern  Alps,  in  the  provincial  dist.  of 
Canterbury,  South  Island,  New  Zealand. 
Its  height  is  6271  ft.  above  the  sea. 

Dooe,  d5'5<X  (sweet),  a  river  of  Brasil, 
which  rises  in  the  prov.  Minas  Goraes, 
and,  after  a  N.E.  course  of  300  m.,  enters 
the  Atlantic  70  m.  N.  of  Victoria. 

Doohart,  doWart,  a  lake  of  Scotland,  co. 
Perth,  pa  of  Killin.  It  is  about  3  m.  in 
length,  and  has  its  surplus  waters  carried 
through  Glen  Dochart  by  a  river  of  the 
same  name,  which,  after  a  course  of  10  m., 
flows  into  the  W.  end  of  Loc  Tay. 

Dodworth,  dod^wurthf  a  town  in  the  W. 
R.  of  Yorkshire,  2^  m.  W.S.W.  of  Bams- 
loy.    Pop.  2969. 

Dofirinea.    See  Doyref eld. 

Dogger-Bank,  dogger-bank,  an  extensive 
sandbank  in  the  North  Sea,  between  the 
coasts  of  England  and  Denmark.  It  is  the 
seat  of  important  fisheries. 

Ddle,  doi  (the  valley),  an  anc.  town  of 
Franoe,  dep.  Jura,  on  the  Doubs,  and  on  the 


eanal  uniting  the  Rhtoe  with  the  Rhine. 
Pop.  11,661. 

DolgeUy,  doUgeili'U  (the  dale  of  the 
hazel  trees),  a  town  of  N.  Wales,  oo. 
Merioneth,  on  the  Wnion,  at  the  base  of 
Cader-Idris.    Pop.  2455. 

Dollar,  dcl'lar,  a  pa.  and  town  of  Scot- 
land, CO.  Clackmannan.  The  town  is 
beautifully  situated  on  the  Devon,  at  the 
base  of  the  Ochll  Hills,  and  is  noted  for  iU 
endowed  academy,  founded  in  1819.  Pop.  of 
pa.  2600 ;  of  town,  a  small  part  of  which  is 
in  the  pa.  of  Muckhart,  co.  Perth,  2014. 

DoUar-Liaw,  a  mountain  of  Scotland, 
2680  ft.  high,  CO.  and  9^  m.  S.S.W.  of 
Peebles. 

Dollart  Bay,  doflart,  a  large  arm  of  the 
North  Sea,  between  GroniuRen  in  the 
Netherlands  and  Hanover,  at  the  mouth  of 
the  river  Ems.  It  is  said  to  have  been 
formed  by  an  irruption  of  the  sea  towards 
the  close  of  the  13th  century. 

Dolphinton,  doVHnAun,  locally  dow'fin' 
tun,  a  pa.  of  Scot  land ,  co.  Lanark.    Pop.  292. 

Dominica,  dom-in-e^kd  (so  named  from 
its  having  been  first  sighted  on  a  Sunday), 
one  of  the  British  West  India  Islands, 
about  29  m.  in  length  and  9  m.  in  average 
breadth.  It  produces  coffee,  sugar,  and 
timber.  Area  291  sq.  m.;  pop.  23,211.— 
The  chief  town  is  Boeeau. 

Domxnel,  dom^mel,  a  river  of  the  Nether- 
lauds,  prov.  N.  Brabant,  which,  after  a 
tortuous  northern  course  of  about  50  m , 
fills  into  the  Maas  at  Fort  Crevecoeur. 

Don  (probablv  from  Celt  doa,  water),  a 
river  of  Scotland,  which  rises  in  the  W.  of 
Aberdeenshire,  and  falls  into  the  North 
Sea  near  Old  Aberdeen.— Also,  a  river  of 
England,  oo.  York,  which,  after  a  course  of 
66  m.,  Joins  the  Ouse  at  Goole. 

Don,  anc  Tartaie,  a  large  river  of  Euro- 
pean Russia,  rises  in  the  gov.  of  Tula,  and, 
after  a  winding  course,  empties  itself  by 
several  channels  into  the  Sea  of  A  so  v. 

Donaghadee,  don-ah-a-dee',  a  seaport  of 
Ireland,  co.  Down,  on  the  Irish  Channel, 
the  nearest  port  to  Scotland,  being  only  21 
m.  from  Port-Patrick  in  Wigtown.    P.  1861. 

Don-Benito,  don  bH-ni^to,  a  town  of 
Spain,  prov.  aaid  67  m.  E.N.E.  of  Badajos. 
Pop.  14,692. 

Doncaster,  don*ka$^er  (camp  on  the 
river  Don),  anc.  Danum,  a  town  in  the  W. 
R.  of  Yorkshire,  England,  noted  for  horse- 
races, which  have  been  held  here  annually 
since  1703.    Pop.  21.139. 

Don  Oossacka,  Oountry  of  the,  a  vast 

f>lain  of  S.  Russia,  extending  along  the 
0  wer  course  of  the  river  Don.  Area  61 ,912 
sq.  m. ;  pop.  1,367,486.  The  greater  part  of 
the  male  inhabitants  are  cavalry  soldiers, 
who  possess  their  lands  as  the  price  of  their 
service. 

Donegal,  donre-gaV,  a  UiM  maritime 
CO.  in  the  N.  of  Ireland.  Its  landward 
boundaries  are  Londonderry,  Tyrone,  Fer- 
managh, and  Leitrim.    Its  greatest  length 
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from  N.E.  to  8.W.  is  85  m.,  and  it«  greatest 
breadth  from  8.E.  to  N.W.  41  m.  Area 
1865  sq.  in.;  pop.  206,036.  The  surface  is 
monntainons  and  boggy.  T^akes  are  nnmer- 
ou!4,  but  small ;  in  the  largest.  Lough  Derg, 
is  the  island  called  8t  PatricVa  Purgatory, 
a  celebrated  place  of  Boman  Catholic  pil- 
grimage. The  CO.  is  watered  by  many  nn- 
important  rirers,  the  principal  of  which  are 
the  Fogle  and  the  Bwilly.  Lnugh  Foyle, 
Ixmgk  SteUly,  Bheepkaven,  Guyharra  Say, 
Donegal  Bay,  and  a  number  of  other  inlets, 
indent  the  coast,  off  wliich  are  numerous 
small  islands,  17  of  which  are  inhabited. 
The  largest  is  North  Arran.  The  occu- 
pations are  mainly  agricultural,  but  a 
linen  trade  is  also  carried  on,  of  which 
Baphoe  is  the  centre,  and  many  of  the 
fiBmale  population  are  engaged  in  working 
muslin  for  the  Belfast  and  Glasgow  manu- 
fiicturers.  The  co.  town  is  JAfford,  on  the 
Foyle. 

Donegal  Tfrom  Irish  Dun-^na^  OaXl,  the 
fbrt  of  the  foreigners,  ijt.,  of  the  Danes),  a 
town  of  Ireland,  eo.  Donegal,  on  a  bay  of 
the  same  name,  with  a  line  old  castle.  Pop. 
1416. 

Doneralle,  don-er-aVf  (the  fortress  on 
the  cliff),  a  town  of  Ireland,  co.  Cork,  on 
the  Aubeg;  it  is  a  poor  place,  but  the 
scenery  in  the  vicinity  is  much  admired. 
Pop.  1808. 

Donets,  dS-nei^,  an  important  river  of 
Southern  Russia,  which  rises  in  the  gov. 
Kursk,  and,  after  a  course  of  about  400 
m.,  mostly  in  a  8.E.  direction.  Joins  the 
Don. 

Dongola,  d(mg*go4d,  a  prov.  of  Northern 
Nubia,  consisting  of  the  Nile  valley  be- 
tween 18"  and  19*  SO'  N.  lat.  Pop.  est.  at 
260,000. 

Dongola,  New,  or  Maraka,  md-^^M, 
the  cap.  of  the  above  prov.,  on  the  W.  bank 
of  the  Nile.    Pop.  est.  at  20,000. 

Donibristle  Colliery,  oonre-bHt'l  kol'- 
y«r-«,  a  vil.  of  Scotland,  co.  Fife,  pa.  of 
AberSour.    Pop.  602. 

Donnybrook.  don'rie^ook  (St  Broek's 
church),  or  St  Mary'B,  a  pa.  of  Ireland,  co. 
Dublin,  in  which  are  several  small  towns 
and  vils.  The  vil.  of  Donnybrook,  which  is 
2  m.  S.E.  of  Dublin,  has  long  been  famous 
for  its  fair.    Pop.  of  pa.  16,596. 

Doon  (dark  river),  a  river  of  Scotland, 
CO.  Ayr,  rendered  famous  by  Robert  Bums ; 
it  flows  from  Loch  Doon  into  the  Firth  of 
Clyde  8  m.  S.  of  the  town  of  Ayr. 

Doomlk.    See  Tonmai. 

Dorohester,  dor'ehea-ter  (from  Saxon 
name  Domeeaster,  tlie  camp  of  the  Domii 
or  Dnrotriges,  i^.,  dwellers  by  the  water), 
a  pari,  and  munic.  bor.,  and  the  co.  town  of 
Dorsetuhire,  England,  pleasantly  situated 
on  the  Frome.    Pop.  7567. 

Dorohester,  a  co.  in  the  E.  of  Quebec 
prov..  Dominion  of  Canada.    Pop.  18.710. 

Dorohester,  a  river  port,  and  cap.  of 
Weatmorland  co..  Mew  Bmnswick,  Domin- 
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ion  of  Canada,  on  the  left  bank  of  the 
Petitcodiao  River,  near  its  entrance  into 
ShepodyBay.    Pop.  6582. 

Dordogne,  almost  dor-doyn',  a  dep.  In  the 
8.W.  of  France,  situated  almost  wholly  in 
the  basin  of  the  river  of  the  same  name. 
Area  8546  sq.  m. ;  pop.  495,037.  The  river 
is  formed  by  the  union  of  two  mountain 
torrents,  the  Dor  and  the  Dogne  (hence 
its  name),  which  spring  from  the  gorges 
of  Mont  Dore  in  Puy-de-D6me,  and,  after 
receiving  numerous  streams  from  the  moun- 
tains of  Anvergne,  Joins  the  O^nne  below 
Bordeaux.

Doree,  ddrz  (a  rising  ground  near  a 
water),  a  pa.  of  Scotland,  co.  Inverness. 
Pop.  1148. 

Dorking,  a  town  of  England,  co.  Surrey, 
in  a  picturesque  valley,  21  m.  S.S.W.  of 
London;  it  has  trade  in  com,  flour,  and 
lime,  but  is  chiefly  remarkable  for  poultry. 
Pop.  632a 

Domooh,  dor'noh  (said  to  be  fVom  Gael. 
dom  eieh^  a  horse's  foot  or  hoof,  according 
to  a  tradition  which  asserts  that,  in  1259, 
a  Danish  leader  was  slain  by  a  Thane  of 
Sutherland  by  means  of  a  horse's  leg  which 
he  made  use  of  when  disarmed),  a  royal 
bnrgh  and  the  co.  town  of  Sutherlandshire, 
Scotland,  on  the  N.  shore  of  the  Dornoch 
Firth.  What  is  now  its  parish  church  was 
the  cathedral  of  the  diocese  of  Caithness. 
Pop.  497. — The  pa.  of  Dornoch  has  a  pop. 
of  2526. 

Domooh  Firth,  an  inlet  of  the  German 
Ocean,  forming  the  boundary  between  the 
COS.  of  Sutherland  and  Ross,  Scotland. 

Domook,  a  pa.  of  Scotland,  co.  Dumfries. 
Pop.  814. 

Dorp,  a  town  of  Rhenish  Prussia,  13  m. 
E.8.E.  of  DUsseldorf.    Pop.  11,999. 

Dorpat,  dor'pdt,  a  town  of  European 
Russia,  gov.  Livonia,  on  the  Embach,  with 
a  famous  university.    Pop.  29,727. 

Dorset,  or  Dorsetshire  (the  settlement 
of  the  Durotrigea,  \x.,  the  dwellers  by  the 
water),  a  maritime  co.  of  England,  on 
the  8.W.  coast,  a^oining  Hants,  which 
forms  its  E.  boundary.  On  the  8.  is  the 
English  Channel;  on  the  W.  the  cos.  of 
Devon  and  Somerset;  and  on  the  N. 
Somerset  and  Wilts.  Area  988  sq.  m.; 
pop.  191,028.  Chalk  downs,  on  which 
nearly  a  million  of  sheep  are  pastured, 
stretch  along  the  coast,  and  through  the 
centre  of  the  co.  fVom  E.  to  W.  The  Stour 
and  the  Frome  are  the  principal  rivers. 
The  msnufactures  are  comparatively  small, 
but  much  attention  is  given  to  dairy  farm- 
ing, which  forms  a  most  important  branch 
of  industry.  Between  Lyme  Begis  and  Port' 
fand  Poinl  mackerel  fishing  is  carried  on 
from  April  to  June.  The  chief  mineral 
products  are  the  noted  Portland  and  Pur- 
beck  building  stones,  coarse  marble,  and 
potter's  clay.    Dorchester  is  the  co.  town. 

Dort,  or  Dordreoht,  dor^dreht  (the  pas-

It  was  the  residence  of  tlie 
ancient  counts  of  Holland,  and  the  birth- 
place of  the  famous  brothers  De  Witt 
Here  was  held  in  1618-19  the  celebrated 
Synod  of  Dort,  by  which  the  tenets  of 
Aniiinius  were  condemned.    Pop.  27,292. 

Dortmund,  dorfmoont  (the  mouth  of  the 
river  Dort),  a  walled  town  of  Prusstan 
Westphalia,  on  the  Eraster,  27  m.  W.N.W. 
of  Amsberg.    Pop.  66,5i4. 

Douai,  doo-0%  a  fortified  town  of  France, 
d«'p.  Nord,  on  the  Scarpe,  the  seat  of  a  uni- 
versity and  numerous  flourishing  scientific 
institutlouB.  Here  the  only  English  ver- 
sion of  the  Scriptures  received  among 
Itoraan  Catholics,  and  known  as  the  Douai 
version,  was  first  published  in  1G09.  Pop. 
2o.fHJ0. 

Doubs,  doobt  (named  from  the  river, 
which  means  the  black  water),  a  dep.  in 
the  E.  of  France.  Area  2018  sq.  m.;  pop. 
310,827.— The  river  Donbs  rises  at  the  8. 
extremity  of  the  dep.,  passes  Dole,  and, 
after  a  course  of  260  m.,  Joins  the  BaOne  at 
Verdun-sur-Saflne. 

Douglas,  dufUta  (formerly  written  Du/- 
gla8$,  which  is  supposed  to  have  been 
derived  from  the  two  rivers  2?oo  and  Olats, 
which  flow  close  to  the  town),  a  seaport 
and  watering-place  on  the  S.E.  coast  of  the 
Isle  of  Man,  England,  with  an  excellent 
harbour.    Pop.  14,000. 

Douglas  (from  dubh-ghlai»«,  black 
stream),  a  pa.  and  vil.  in  the  Upper  Ward 
of  Lanarkshire,  Scotland,  which  gave  name 
to  the  heroic  family  of  Douglas.  Pop.  of 
pa.  2641;  of  vil.  1262. 

Doune,  doon  (from  Gael,  dun,  a  strong- 
hold or  hill  fort),  a  vil.  in  Perthshire,  Scot- 
land, on  the  Telth,  5^  m.  N.W.  of  Stirling, 
with  a  large  cattle  market  and  extensive 
cotton  manufs.;  near  it  are  the  massive 
ruins  of  a  royal  castle.    Pop.  996. 

Doora,  doo'rd,  a  vil.  of  Scotland,  co.  Ayr, 
pa.  of  Kilwinning. 

Douro,  doo^ro  (water),  anc  Durius,  a 
large  river  of  Spain  and  Portugal,  forma 
the  boundary  between  these  countries,  and 
falls  into  the  Atlantic  Ocean  at  Oporto. 

Dove,  duv,  a  river  of  England,  rises  on 
the  borders  of  the  cos.  Derby  and  Staflbrd, 
near  Buxton,  and,  after  a  S.  course  of  about 
40  m..  Joins  the  Trent  at  Newton  Solney. 

Dover,  do'ver  (called  by  the  Britons 
Dvsffyrrha,  a  steep  place ;  by  the  Romans 
DubrU  ;  and  by  the  Saxons  Do/ra  or  Dofris, 
of  which  its  present  name  is  doubtless  a 
corr.y  a  pari,  and  mnnic.  bor.  and  seaport  of 
England,  co.  Kent,  on  the  N.W.  side  of 
Dover  Strait ;  it  is  the  coast  station  on  the 
route  from  London  to  Paris  vid  Calais, 
which  is  26|  m.  disUnt.    Pop.  80,270. 

Dover,  a  town  of  New  Hampshire,  U.S., 
Pop.  11,687.— Also  the  state  cap.  of  DeU- 
ware.    Pop.  2694. 

Dover,  Strait  of,  ano.  Frttum  OiUlicum, 


connects  the  English  Channel  with  the 
North  Sen,  and  separates  England  from 
France.  It  is  22  m.  in  length,  and  21  m.  in 
breadth  at  the  narrowest  part.  On  the 
25th  August  1875,  CapUin  Webb  swam 
across  it,  from  Dover  to  Calais,  in  21  hours 
45^  minutes,  unaided  by  auy  mechanical 
appliance. 

Dovrefeld,  do'w<f-/« W,  or  Do2Hnes(the 
gloomy  mountains),  the  loftiest  part  of  the 
Norwegian  range  of  mountains.  Sn^*!- 
hatlen,  the  highest  summit,  is  7620  ft. 
above  the  sea-level. 

Down  (from  Gaol,  dun,  a  foriress),  a 
maritime  co.  of  Ireland,  prov.  Ulster.  It 
lies  to  the  S.  of  Antrim,  having  Armagh 
on  the  W.,  and  the  Irish  Sea  on  the  S.  and 
E.  Its  extent  from  N.E.  to  S.W.  is  61  m., 
and  from  N.W.  to  S.E.  38  m.  Area  967  sq. 
m.:  pop.  272,107.  The  surface  is  hilly, 
rising  into  mountains  in  the  S.,  the  highest 
beinp  Sfieve-Donard,  which  has  an  elevation 
of  2796  ft.  The  river  Lagan  skirts  the  co. 
on  the  N.,  and  the  Bann  on  the  W.  On  the 
coast  are  BeJ/att  Lough,  Strang/ord  Lough 
(which  penetrates  inland  about  15  m.).  Dun- 
drum  Sag,  and  Cariing/ord  Lough.  Linen 
is  the  staple  manufacture.  The  fisheries 
off  the  coast  are  important,  and  employ 
about  4000  or  6000  hands.— 2>0Mmpalridk  is 
the  CO.  town. 

Downham-Market,  down'am-mdr^ket,  a 
town  of  England,  oo.  Norfolk,  on  the  Ousc, 
10}  m.  S.  of  Lynn.    Pop.  2663. 

Downpatrlck,  down-patfrik  (from  an  en* 
trenched  dun  or  fort  near  the  cathedral  in 
which  St  Patrick  is  buried),  the  co.  town 
of  Down,  Ireland,  one  of  the  oldest  towns  in 
the  country,  having  been  the  residence  of 
the  snc.  kings  of  Ulster,  and  of  St  Patrick, 
who  died  here  a.d.  493.  It  is  a  pari,  and 
mnnic  bor.,  the  pop.  of  the  former  being 
3901,  and  of  the  latter  8419. 

Downs,  The,  a  spacious  roadstead  of 
England,  between  the  Goodwin  Sands  and 
Deal  in  Kent,  the  nsual  rendezvous  for  out- 
ward-bound vessels  waiting  for  a  favour- 
able wind. 

Draohenfels,  drdt/en-/els  (dragon'srock), 
a  celebrated  mountain  peak  in  Rhenish 
Pmssia,  1056  ft.  high,  on  the  rt  b.  of  the 
Rhine,  10  m.  S.E.  of  Bonn. 

Dragolgnan,  drd-gheen'gang,  a  town  of 
France,  cap.  of  the  dep.  Var,  surrounded 
by  an  amphitheatre  of  hills,  40  m.  N.E.  of 
Toulon.    Pop.  7834. 

Drainie,  drain'e,  a  na.  of  Scotland,  oo. 
Elgin,  on  the  Moray  Firth.    Pop.  8991. 

Drakemyre,  drake-mire',  a  vil.  of  Scot- 
land, CO.  Ayr,  pa.  of  Dairy.    Pop.  826. 

Drakenberg,  drOfken-herg,  or  Qnath- 
lamba  Mountains,  kwdtldmitd,  a  range 
in  8.  Africa,  forming  the  W.  boundary  of 
Natal. 

Drammen,  drdm^meit,  a  river  in  the  S. 
of  Norway,  by  which  immense  quantities 
of  timber  are  floated  down  to  Ghristiania 
Bay,  into  the  W.  side  of  which  it  falls.

Drave,  drave  or  drdv,  Oerm.  Drau,  a 
large  river  of  Aiistria-Hangary,  which 
rises  in  the  Tyrol,  flows  through  Carinthia 
and  Styria,  separates  Croatia  and  Sclavonia 
from  Hungary,  and  Joins  the  Danube  14  m. 
E.  of  Essek. 

Dregbom,  drtg'hom  (the  dwelling  by 
the  swamp),  a  pa.  and  vil.  of  Scotland,  co. 
Ayr,  2  ra.  S.E.  of  Inrine.  Pop.  of  pa.  3949; 
of  vil.  928. 

Drexn,  a  hamlet  of  Scotland,  oo.  and  4  m. 
N.  of  Haddington. 

Drenthe,  dren'uh  (corr.  fmm  Tkri-hanta, 
the  three  districtH),  a  prov.  of  the  Nether- 
lands, S.  of  Oroningen.  Area  966  sq.  m. ; 
pop.  120,7»4. 

Dreaden,  drt^den,  one  of  the  four  circles 
or  government  dists.  into  which  the  king 
dom  of  Saxony  it  divided.  Area  1676  sq. 
m. :  pop.  806,612. 

Dresden  (from  Sclav,  drezany,  the 
haven),  the  cap.  of  the  kingdom  of  Saxony, 
and  one  of  the  finest  cities  in  Europe,  is 
situated  on  both  sides  of  the  Elbe,  100  m. 
S.E.  of  Berlin.  Its  bridge,  palace,  and 
other  public  buildings  excite  general  ad- 
miration. It  is  also  distinguished  for  its 
royal  library,  museum,  and  picture-gallery. 
It  has  numerous  manufs.,  but  the  beautiftil 
porcelain  generally  known  as  "Dresden 
china"  is  made  at  Meissen,  about  20  m. 
lower  down  the  river.    Pop.  220318. 

Dreaden,  a  town  of  England,  oo.  Stafford, 
Included  within  the  bor.  of  Stoke -upon- 
Trent.    Pop.  8094. 

Dresden,  a  town  In  Bothwell  co.,  prov. 
Ontario,  Dominion  of  Canada,  on  the  river 
Sydenham.    Pop.  1979.

Drlffleld,  Oreat.  driffeOd  (dry  field),  a 
town  in  the  E.  R.  of  Yorkshire,  England, 
20  m.  N.N.W.  of  Hull.    Pop.  5937. 

Drl^hllngton.  drig^ling-tmn,  a  town  In 
the  W.  R.  of  Yorkshire,  6  m.  E.8.E.  of 
Bradford.    Pop.  4214. 

Drin,  dreen,  a  river  in  the  N.  of  Albania, 
European  Turkey,  which,  after  a  course  of 
110  m.,  falls  into  the  Adriatic 

Drina,  dre^nd.a  river  of  8.  Europe, 
which  separates  Bosnia  from  Servia,  and 
Joins  the  Save  63  m.  W.  of  Belgrade. 

Drobak,  dro'bdk,  a  seaport  of  Norway, 
prov.  Christiania,  on  Christiania  Bay,  with 
trade  in  timber.    Pop.  1660. 

Drotfheda,  droh*i-dd  (the  bridge  of  the 
Ibrd,  tnm  the  ford  across  the  Boyne,  used 


before  the  erection  of  a  bridge),  a  seaport 
of  Ireland,  tlie  co.  town  of  Lonth,  inter- 
sected by  the  Boyne.  In  1649  it  was 
stormed  by  Cromwell,  who  made  a  terrible 
slaughter  of  the  inhabitants,  and  within 
2  ra.  of  ita  walls  was  fought  the  famous 
"  Battle  of  the  Boyne."  It  has  linen  and 
cotton  manufs.,  a  good  trade  in  brewing, 
and  an  extinsive  iron  foundry.  Fop. 
12.297. 

Drohobioz,  dro*ho-hitch(the  woody  place), 
a  town  of  Galicia,  Austria,  18  ro.  S.E.  of 
Sarabor,  with  pitch-wells,  iron-works,  and 
sirlt-mines  in  its  vicinity.    Pop.  15,714. 

Droitwioh,  droifiteh  (the  place  where 
the  dues  on  salt  were  paid),  a  munic.  and 
pari.  bor.  of  England,  co.  and  7  m.  N.N.E. 
of  Worcester,  famous  for  its  brine  springs, 
frora  which  is  manufactured  a  fine  white 
salt.  Pop.  of  munic.  bor.  3761;  of  p^irl. 
bor.  9858. 

Drdme,  drom,  a  river  of  France,  which 
rises  in  the  dep.  Hautes-Alpen,  flows 
through  the  dep.  DrOme,  and,  after  a  course 
of  about  60  m.,  falls  into  the  Rhdne  12  m. 
S.S.W.  of  Valence. 

Dr6me,  a  dep.  in  the  S.K.  of  France. 
Surface  mountainous  in  the  E.  and  level  in 
the  W.  The  chief  rivers  are  the  Rhdne^ 
Istre,  and  Dr6me.  Area  2618  sq.  m. ;  pop. 
813,763. 

Dromore,  dro-mor^  (the  great  ridge  or 
long  hill),  a  pa.  and  episcopal  city  of  Ire- 
land, CO.  Down,  on  the  Lag^ui.  Pop.  of  pa. 
10,799;  of  city  2491. 

Dron  (a  ridge  or  projection),  a  pa.  of 
ScotUnd,  CO.  Perth.    Pop.  336. 

Dronfleld,  dron'/eeld  (the  field  among 
the  droms  or  hills),  a  town  of  England,  oo. 
Derby,  64  m.  N.W.  of  Chesterfield.  Pop. 
4331. 

Drontheim,  dront^hime,  or  Trondlijem, 
trond'yem.  a  stlft  or  prov.  in  the  centre  of 
Norway,  containing  three  bailiwicks.  Pop. 
272,000. 

Drontheim,  or  Trondhjem  (throne 
dwelling),  a  seaport  and  cap.  of  the  above 
prov.,  situated  on  a  fine  bay  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Nid;  it  was  anciently  the  residence 
of  the  Norwegian  kings.  In  its  neii^hbour- 
hood  are  rich  copper-mines.    Pop.  22,507. 

Droyladen,  droilg'den,  a  town  of  Lanca- 
shire, Kngland,  4  m.

Dmmmelsier,  drum-meVyer  (the  inha- 
bited ridge),  a  pa.  of  Scotland,  co.  Peebles. 
Pop.  208. 

Drununond,  drum'mond,  a  co.  in  the 
interior  of  the  prov.  of  Quebec,  Dominion  of 
Canada.    Pop.,  with  Athabasca,  37,360. 

Dmmmondyille,  drumfmond-veeU  the 
chief  town  in  the  above  co.,  on  the  St 
Francis  River.    Pop.  900. 
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Dnunoak.  drum-wiy  (the  bill  of  8t 
Moloch,  cont  into  Moak),  a  pit.  of  Scotland, 
COR.  Aberdeen  and  Kincardine.  It  was 
anciently  called  Dalmaik,  signifying  **  the 
haug[h  or  valley  of  St  Moloch/*  a  name  very 
descriptive  of  that  part  of  the  parish  where 
the  old  chnrch  was  erected.    Pop.  980.

Drjrfeadale,  drift'dale  (the  valley  of  the 
Dryfe),  a  pa.  of  Scotland,  co.  Dumfyies.  The 
name  is  frequently  oont.  into  DryadaU. 
Pop.  2971. 

Drymen,  drim'fn,  ane.  DrwMn  (a  ridge 
or  knoll),  a  pa.  of  Scotland,  co.  Stirling. 
Pop.  1481. 

Dublin,  dub*lin^  the  metropolitan  co  of 
Ireland.  It  is  bounded  on  the  landward 
Bides  by  Meath,  Kildare.  and  Wicklow; 
and  on  the  E.  is  open  to  the  Irish  Sea.  Its 
length  from  N.  to  S.  is  32  m. ;  from  E.  to 
W.  18  m.  Area  864  so.  m.;  pop.  418,910. 
Its  surface  is  mostly  a  rich,  well  cultivated, 
level  plain ;  but  at  the  S.  boundary  it 
riites  into  a  range  of  elevated  hills,  the 
loftieiit  of  which,  Kippure,  is  2473  ft  above 
the  sea.  The  only  river  of  note  is  the 
Lifejf.  By  means  of  the  Orand  and  the 
Boynl  CanaU  communication  is  effected 
between  Dublin  and  the  Shannon.  Along 
the  coast  are  several  Inlets  of  the  sea,  the 
most  important  of  which  is  Dublin  Bay. 
Not  far  from  the  shore  are  iHtmbay  Island, 
IrelatuTt  Eye,  aod  a  number  of  islets.  Dub- 
lin has  more  variety  of  roanufs.  than  any 
other  CO.  in  Ireland,  but  they  are  generally 
such  as  are  for  home  requirements.    The 

groduce  of  the  Dublin  breweries  and  Bal- 
riggan  hosiery  works  are,  however,  largely 
exported.  The  fisheries  afford  a  consider- 
able source  of  income  to  the  villagers 
along  the  coast. — Dublin  is  the  co.  town. 

Dublin,  the  chief  town  of  the  above  co., 
and  the  cap.  city  of  Ireland,  is  situated  on 
the  Liffey,  and  has  important  trade  and 
manufs.  The  magnificence  of  its  cathedral 
and  public  buildings  entitle  it  to  rank 
among  the  finest  cities  in  Europe.  The 
ancient  Irish  name  of  this  citv  was  BaiU- 
atha-ciiath,  the  town  of  the  hurdle  ford, 
from  the  circumstance  that  in  very  early 
ages  an  artificial  ford  of  hurdles  was  con- 
structed across  the  Liffey  near  the  place 
where  the  town  subsequently  sprang  up. 
The  modem  name  is  derived  from  Du^X- 
linn,  black  pool,  an  old  Irish  designation  of 
that  part  of  the  Liffey  on  which  the  city  is 
built  Pop.,  exclusive  of  suburbs,  249,002. 
Kingstown,  a  fashionable  suburb  of  Dublin, 
has  a  fine  harbour,  whence  the  mail  steamerB 
sail  for  Holyhead,  making  the  passage  in 
four  hours.  This  town  was  formerly  a  mere 
fishing  village,  called  Dunleary,  and  re- 
ceived its  present  name  in  hononr  of 
George  ttM  Fourth,  who  embarked  ban 
inini. 


Dublin  Bay,  a  spacious  inlet  of  the  Irish 
Bea,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Lificy,  about  a 
mile  below  Dublin. 

Dubuque,  doo-book'  (named  in  hononr  of 
M.  Dubuque,  a  Frenchman  who  obtained  a 
grant  from  the  Spanish  Government  for 
mining  lead  in  this  region),  a  mining  town 
of  Iowa.  U.S.,  on  the  rt  b.  of  the  Mi^sl8Mippi, 
70  m.  N.E.  of  Iowa  city.    Pop.  22,264. 

Duddingston,  dud'dings-iun  (originally 
D^dineMun,  the  tun  or  enclosure  or  villatre 
of  Dodin,  a  person  who  lived  here  during 
the  reigns  of  David  I.  and  Malcolm  IV.),  a 
pa.  of  Scotland,  co.  Edinburgh,  embracing 
the  town  of  Portchello  and  the  vils.  of 
Duddingston  and  Joppa.  The  pa.  church, 
an  ancient  little  edifice  of  Saxon  origin, 
stands  on  elevated  ground  overlooking 
Duddingston  liooh,  a  small  lake  which 
Mkirts  the  southern  base  of  Arthur's  Seat 
Pop.  of  pa.  7830. 

Duddon,  dud'don^  a  river  of  England, 
which  flows  between  Cumberland  and  Lan- 
cashire, and  Joins  the  Irish  Sea  by  a  wide 
estuary,  mostly  dry  at  low  water. 

Dudley,  dud^U  (meadow  of  Dnddo,  a 
Saxon  prince,  by  whom  it  was  founded 
in  7()0),  a  munic  and  pari.  bor.  of  England, 
CO.  Worcester,  surrounded  by  Staffordshire, 
Sim.W.N.W.  of  Birmingham.  Its  neigh- 
bourhood abounds  in  mlnerals,and  the  iron 
trade  is  carried  on  to  a  great  extent  Pop. 
of  munic.  bor.  46,252 ;  of  pari.  bor.  87,527. 

Duffleld,  duf'feeld  (the  field  with  the 
dun  or  hill),  a  pa.  and  township  of  England, 
CO.  Derby,  with  cotton  and  cotton  lace 
manufs.  and  collieries.  Pop.  of  pa.  17,202 ; 
of  township  2549. 

Dufftown,  duffHonm,  a  vil.  of  Scotland, 
CO.  Banff,  pa.  of  Mortlach.    Pop.  1252. 

Duflhs,  duff  us  (fh>m  Gael.  duhuitU 
black  lake,  having  reference  to  a  lake 
now  drained),  a  pa.  of  Scotland,  oo.  ElgiiL 
Pop.  8986. 

Duida,  dusr^dd,  a  mountain  near  the  8. 
extrrmitv  of  Venesuela,  S.  America.  It  is 
8500  ft  high,  and,  being  bare  and  stony 
on  the  summit,  and  having  its  less  steep 
declivities  clothed  with  vast  forests,  pre- 
sents a  most  imposing  spectacle,  and  forms 
a  landmark  to  voyagers  on  the  Orinoco  for 
hundreds  of  miles. 

Dulrlnlsh,  or  Dorlniili,  iu'rin-isK  (the 
rocky  promontory),  a  pa.  in  the  Isle  of 
Skve,  Scotland,  co.  Inverness.    Pop.  4319. 

^lUsburg,  do</is-boorg,  anc  Caslrum 
Deusonis,  a  town  of  Rhenish  Prussia,  be- 
tween the  Ruhe  and  Anger,  16  m.  R.  of 
DUsseldorf;  it  has  woollen  and  cotton 
manuflk,  and  in  tbe  environs  are  exten- 
sive iron -forges  and  manufactories  of  iron 
ware.    Pop.  41,242. 

Duke  Town,  a  town  of  Upper  G  uinea,  the 
cap.  of  Calabar,  on  the  Old  Calabar  river, 
6  ro.  from  its  mouth.    [See  Oalabar,  Old.] 

Duklnfield,  duk'tn-feeld,  a  town  of  Eng- 
land, eo.  Cbeetar,  on  tbe  Tame.  Pop. 
16,94s. 
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Dlllott,  OQlf  of,  cl0or«J,  an  Inlet  of  the 
Caribbean  Sea,  In  the  Golf  of  Honduras,  B. 
of  British  Honduras. 

Dololgno,  dooUcheenfuo,  a  seaport  town 
of  Montenegro,  on  a  rocky  peninsula  in  the 
Adriatic,  if  m.  W.8.W.  of  ScuUri.  Pop. 
about  6000. 

Dull  (named  from  Appin  of  Dull^  or 
ApnaduU,  the  dist  in  which  the  pa. 
church  is  situated,  which  signifies  ''the 
abbot's  plain  "),  a  pa.  of  Scotland,  oo.  Perth. 
Pop.  2566. 

Dulwioh,  dul'Ueh,  a  hamlet  of  Enfirl^nd, 
CO.  Surrey,  pa.  Camberwell,  embraced  in 
the  metrofiolig,  with  a  school  or  college,  as 
it  is  eslled,  and  a  picture-gallery,  founded 
in  1614  by  Edward  Aileyn,  a  distinguibhed 
actor.    Pop.  6GdO. 

Dumbarton,  dum-bdr'lon  (the  hill  fort 
of  the  Britons),  the  ca  town  of  Dumbarton- 
shire, Scotland,  near  the  confluence  of  the 
Leven  with  the  Clyde.  It  is  a  part 
and  royal  burgh,  and  has  a  oonsiderable 
trade  in  ship-building.  Its  castlp,  formerly 
called  Alelwyd  (the  rock  high  on  the  Clyde), 
is  situated  on  a  precipitous  rock,  200  ft. 
above  the  river,  and  was  in  former  times  a 
place  of  great  importance.  Pop.  of  pari, 
burgh  18,782;  of  royal  burgh  10,89a-The 
pa.  of  the  Hame  name  has  a  pop.  of  10,902. 

Dumbartonshire,  anc.  Lennox  or  Le~ 
vnax,  a  co.  of  Scotland,  bounded  N.  by 
Perth ;  E.  by  Loch  Lomond,  Stirling,  and 
Lanark;  S.  by  Renfrew  and  the  Finh  of 
Clyde ;  and  W.  by  Loch  Long  and  Argyll. 
Its  greatekt  length  (exclusive  of  the  de- 
tached parishes  of  Cumbernauld  and  Kirk- 
intilloch) is  36  m.,and  its  breadth  from  6 
to  16  m.  The  detached  parislien,  which 
were  annexed  to  the  co.  in  the  reign  of 
Robert  I.,  are  12  m.  in  length,  and  frum 
2  to  4}  m.  in  breadth.  Area  241  sq.  m.; 
pop.  76,333.  About  two-thirds  of  the 
00.  consist  of  mountains,  woods,  mosses, 
and  moors,  abounding  with  scenery  of 
unrivalled  beauty  and  grandeur.  The 
arable  land  is  of  comparatively  small 
extent,  and  lies  principally  between  Loch 
Lomond  and  the  Clyde.  The  highest  ele- 
vation ii  Ben  Voirlich,  8092  ft.  above  the 
level  of  the  sea.  Thtre  are  nine  fresh- 
water lakes  in  the  co.,  the  largOMt  being 
Lod*  Lomond^  besides  many  streams.    The 

C>itde  skirts  the  S.  border ;  tho  Levr.n  is  the 
outlet  of  Loch  Lomond,  and  falls  into  the 
Clyde  at  the  foot  of  Dumbarton  Rock. 
Gracing  and  sheep-farming  receive  great 
attention.  The  principal  branches  of  in- 
dustry are  the  manufactures  of  cottons  and 
linens,  ship-building,  bleaching,  calico- 
printing,  and  dyeing.    The  chief  minerals 

are  coal  and  ironstone,  which  are  found  in 
the  E.  division.    Limestone  and  slate  are 

also  worked.    The  eo.  town  is  Dumbarton. 
Dnm  Dnm,  a  town  and  cantonment  of 

British  India,  presidency  of  Bengal,  8  m. 

MX.  of  Calcutta.    Pop.C(200. 
Ihuntriea,  duwh/reeee"  (hill  of  fuTM),  a 


royal  and  pari,  burgh  of  Scotland,  cap.  of 
the  00.  of  the  same  name,  on  the  Nith,  7  m. 
from  the  Solway  Firth.  In  the  chapel  of 
a  monastery  here  John  Comyn,  a  competitor 
for  the  Scottish  throne,  wns  stabbed  by 
Robert  Bruce  in  1305.  The  poet  Bums  die  d 
and  wax  buried  here  in  1796.  Pop.  of  roywl 
burgh  16,713;  of  pari,  burgh  17,092.- The 
pa.  of  the  same  name  has  a  pop.  of  1G.841. 

Dnmfriesahire,  an  important  co.  in  the 
8.  of  Scotland,  bounded  on  the  S.  by  the 
Solway  Firth,  and  on  the  other  HidcH  by 
Cumberland,  Roxburgh,  Selkirk,  IVeblea, 
Lanark,  Ayr.  and  Kirkcudbright.  It  cx- 
t-nds  from  E.  to  W.  65  m.,  and  from  N. 
to  S.  32  m.  Area  1062  sq.  m. ;  pop.  76,140. 
Dumfriesshire  comprehends  the  dltitricts 
of  IfitfudaU  in  the  W.,  Amtandale  in  the 
middle,  and  EakdaU  in  the  E.,  watered  by 
the  rivers  Nith,  Annan,  and  Esk.  The  sur- 
face has  a  general  slope  towards  the  Solway 
Firth  on  the  S.,  with  mountain  ranges  on 
the  N.  and  E.,  sheltering  it  from  cold.  The 
loftiest  summits  are  llartJeU,  on  the  iorder 
of  Peeblesshire,  2661  ft.;  Ettrick  Pen,on  the 
confines  of  Selkirkshire,  2269  ft.;  Queens' 
berry  Hill,  on  the  boundary  of  Lanarkshire, 
2*>85  ft ;  and  Black  Larg,  close  to  Ayrshire, 
2231  it.  There  are  eight  lochs  or  lakes  in 
the  vicinity  of  Lochmaben,  and  in  the  N.E. 
corner,  near  the  head  of  Moffat  Water,  is 
Loch  Skene  (1300  ft.  above  tlie  sea),  whence 
issues  the  picturesque  waterfall  culled  the 
Or^y  Mare's  Tail.  The  Soltoay  liHrtk,  which, 
for  upwards  of  60  m.  forms  the  boundary 
between  Scotland  and  England,  is  n«.ted 
for  the  peculiarity  of  its  tides.  In  thcne, 
as  well  as  in  the  nature  of  the  beach  and  the 
depth  of  water,  it  differs  from  every  marine 
indenUtion  in  Great  Britain.  To  the  E.  of 
the  Nith  is  Lochar  Moss,  a  morass  about 
10  m.  in  length,  aud  from  2  to  3  m.  in 
brt-adth.  The  elevated  parts  of  the  co. 
afford  excellent  pasturage,  and  the  roar- 
ing of  cattle,  sheep,  and  pigs  forms  an  im- 
portant branch  of  rural  industry.  The 
largest  lamb  fair  in  Scotland  is  held  at 
Lockerbie,  a  few  miles  E.  of  the  Annan. 
The  manufs.  are  hosiery,  carried  on  at 
and  about  the  co.  town;  cotton-spinning 
at  Annan  ;  plaidings  at  Langholm  ;  and  the 
weaving  of  cotton  goods  at  Ecclefrchan. 
Coal  is  worked  at  Sanquhar  khA  elsewhere; 
lead  and  silver  are  found  at  WanlocHead  ; 
limestone  for  burning,  and  red  sandstone 
for  building,  are  quarried  in  various  locali- 
ties. Moffat  is  noted  fur  its  mineral  springs. 
Dumfries  is  the  co.  town. 

Dumoh,  or  Damoh,  dum-</,  a  dist.  and 
town  of  the  Jubbulpore  division  of  the 
Central  Provinces,  British  India.  Pop.  of 
dist.  269,642;  of  town  8600. 

Dun  (a  hill  or  rising  ground),  a  pa.  of 
Scotland,  co.  Forfar.    Pop.  641. 

Dnnabnrg,  do</nd-burff,  a  fortified  town 
of  European  Russia,  gov.  Vitebsk,  on  the 
right  bank  of  the  Southern  Dwina.  Pop. 
62,261. 
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Dunbar,  dun-bd,-^  ( the  fort  on  the  lieig;ht), 
«  royal  and  pari,  burgh  and  Kcaport  town 
of  Scotland,  co.  Haddington,  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Firth  of  Forth,  with  a  large  trade  in 
hfirringa.  Its  castle,  now  in  ruin««,  was  in 
ancient  times  a  place  of  groat  strength. 
Here  the  Scot«  were  defeated,  in  1296,  by 
King  Edward  I.  of  England,  and  in  1650 
by  Oliver  Cromwell.  Pop.  of  royal  burgh 
3716;  of  town  8661.— The  pa.  of  the  same 
name  has  a  pop.  of  5396. 

Dunbamey,  dun-bdr'ne  (from  Celt,  dun, 
a  hill,  anil  hfam,  or  bemrn,  a  gap  or  fissure), 
a  pa.  of  Scotland,  co.  Perth,  intersected  by 
the  river  Earn.    Pop.  756. 

Donbeath,  dun-beatW,  a  vil.  of  Scotland, 
CO.  Caithness,  pa.  of  Latheron. 

Dunblane,  dum-hlanef  (corr.  from  Dum- 
hlathan,  from  Gael,  dunrhhlnth-hdnn,  a  fort 
on  the  warm  or  pleasant  hill,  or,  according 
to  others,  the  fort  of  St  Diane,  the  superior 
of  a  convent  of  Culdces  here),  a  pa.  and 
town  of  Perthshire,  Scotland,  on  tlie  Allan, 
6  m.  N.  of  Stirling.  It  is  frequented  in 
summer  for  its  mineral  waters,  and  hss  the 
remains  of  a  cathedral  said  to  have  been 
founded  in  1142.  Near  it,  at  SherifTmuir, 
was  fought,  in  1715.  the  indecisive  battle 
between  the  royal  forces,  under  the  Duke 
of  Argyll,  and  the  troops  of  the  Pretender, 
under  the  Earl  of  Mar.  Pop.  of  pa.  3123; 
of  town  2186. 

Dunbog,  dvn-hog*  (the  hill  bog),  a  pa.  of 
Scotland,  co.  Fife,    Pop.  219. 

Dunoansbay,  or  Dunoansby  Head, 
dunVant-be  hed  (the  promontory  or  head  at 
Duncan's  townX  a  promontory  of  Caithness, 
the  N.E.  extremity  of  Scotland,  about  a  mile 
and  a  half  from  John  O'Groat'a  House.— 
68°  89'  N.  lat.,  3°  C  W.  long. 

Dundalk,  dun-dawk*  (corr.  from  7)»/n- 
Dealgnn,  the  fortress  of  Deign,  a  Firbolg 
chief,  who  built  it),  a  seaport  of  Ireland,  co. 
Louth,  on  Dundalk  Bay,  with  some  mauufs. 
and  a  good  trade  in  com.    Pop.  1 1.918. 

Dundalk  Bay,  an  inlet  of  the  Irish 
Channel,  on  the  coast  of  Louth,  Ireland. 
At  high  water  it  is  a  considerable  harbour, 
but  at  low  water  it  is  almost  dry. 

Dnndas,  dundass*,  a  co.  in  the  E.  of 
the  prov.  of  Ontario,  Dominion  of  Canada, 
bordering  on  the  St  Lawrence.

Among  their  more  re- 
markable peaks  are  Chimborazo,  and  the 
great  volcanoes  of  Cotopaxi,  Antisana,  and 
Pichineha.  The  eastern  portion  of  the  re- 
public is  watertrd  by  the  numerous  tribu- 
taries of  the  Amazon  or  Maranon.  The 
plants  chiefly  cultivated  are  cotton,  wheat, 
cacao,  sugar,  coflffc,  maize,  and  tobacco. 
The  numerous  forests  supply  large  quanti- 
ties of  ebony,  mahogany,  caoutchouc,  etc. 
Minerals  abound,  and  yield  gold,  silver, 
lead,  quicksilver,  and  sulphur.  Ecuador 
revolted  from  the  dominion  of  Spain  in 
1821.  Along  with  New  Granada  and  Vene- 
zuela, it  formed  the  republic  of  Colombia 
n-itil  1832,  when  that  state  being  diHsolved, 
Ecuador  became  an  independent  republic. 
—Its  cap.  is  Quito,  built  in  a  ravine  on  the 
hide  of  Fichincha,  at  a  height  of  9542  ft  It 
hss  a  delightful  climate,  but  has  often 
suffered  from  earthquakes,  like  most  other 
towns  in  the  republic.

is  situated  in  the  co.  of  Edinburgh,  1|  m. 
from  the  S.  shore  of  the  Firth  of  Forth.  It 
is  surrounded  by  scenery  at  once  grand 
and  picturesque,  the  CoUUm  Hill^  Arthur 
Seat  and  Salitbury  Crags,  being  prominent 
objects  in  the  landscape.  The  city,  ex- 
clusive of  the  suburbs,  consists  of  the 
Old  Town  and  the  New  Town;  in  the 
former,  the  palace  of  Holyrood,  and  tba 
Castle  on  the  summit  of  a  precipitous  rock, 
are  places  of  great  historical  interest  The 
New  Town,  which  occupies  the  N.  si^ 
and  has  been  built  according  to  a  regular 

f>lan,  is  distinguished  by  the  elegance  of 
ts  buildings,  streets,  and  squares,  which 
have  obtained  for  tne  city  the  name  of 
**  Modem  Athens,"  a  similarity  which 
modem  travellers  assert  equally  applies  to 
its  physical  aspect.  Edinburgh  is  distin- 
guished for  its  public  and  private  educa- 
tional institutions,  and  is  also  noted  for  its 
printing  establishments,  type  foundries, 
and  other  manu&ctores  connected  with  the 
production  of  books.  J  ts  (kme  for  ale  is  wide- 
spread. It  was  long  a  favourite  abode  of 
the  Scottish  sovereigns,  and  is  intimately 
associated  with  the  most  prominent  events 
narrated  in  Scottish  history.  The  Britons 
called  Edinburgh  M^ned  Agntd,  the  hiU  of 
the  stronghold.    Pop.236/)02. 

Bdinbnrghahlre,  or  Mid-IiOthian,  the 
metropolitan  co.  of  Scotland,  bounded  N. 
by  the  Firth  of  Forth ;  E.  by  Haddington 
and  Berwick;  8.E.  by  Roxburgh;  8.  by 
Selkirk  and  Peebles;  and  W.  by  Lanark 
and  Linlithgow.  It  extends  from  £.  to  W. 
86  m.,  and  fr^ro  N.  to  S.  18  ro.  Area  867 
sq.  m.;  nop.  889,164.  This  co.  is  distin- 
guished for  the  richness  of  its  soil  and  the 
beauty  and  variety  of  its  scenery.  The 
MoofrfofA  nuit,  a  branch  of  the  Lammer- 
moors,  intersect  the  8.E.;  the  Pentkmd 
HiUs,  whose  highest  summit  is  Camethy, 
1890  ft  above  the  sea,  run  from  tho  S.W. 
towards  the  N.E.;  and  near  the  cap.  is 
Arthur^ 9  Seat,  &u  isolated  hill  822  ft  high. 
The  land  gradually  slopes  frt>m  the  8. 
towards  the  borders  of  the  Firth  of  Forth, 
snd  on  the  £.  and  W.  extends  into  level 
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and  fertile  plains.  Streame  are  nnmerons, 
but  small,  the  principal  being  the  Water  of 
LeUh,  the  North  and  the  AmM  Esk,  and  the 
Almond.  Edlnbarghshire  is  ehleflj  an  agri- 
eiiltural  eo^  and  rather  more  than  half  of 
its  area  is  under  cultivation.  The  fanners 
hold  a  foremost  place  among  agriculturists, 
and  are  proud  of  their  reputation.  In  the 
▼icinity  of  the  metropolis  are  large  nur- 
series,  market  gardens,  and  dairy  pastures. 
The  minerals  are  varied  and  valuable. 
Coal  is  extensively  wrought  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Dalkeith,  and  in  the  E.  and 
8.E.  districts  generally.  In  the  coal  stnU 
iron  is  found.  Sandstone  of  a  vexy  fine 
quality  is  quarried  at  OraigUUh.  Lime- 
stone abounds  at  GUmerton,  BurcUehouse, 
and  OriehUm.  The  manufs.  are  not  numer- 
ous, but  are  important.  At  West  Colder 
there  are  extensive  parafBn  works.  At 
Penicuik  and  Polton,  on  the  Esk,  printing 
and  writing  papers  are  made,  both  for  home 
consumption  and  for  exportation.  Leith^ 
the  port  of  Edinburgh,  has  extensive  ship- 
building yards,  and  laige  engineering,  soap, 
candle,  colour,  and  rope  works.  At  SfueeeU 
Imrgh,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Esk,  paper- 
making  and  net-weaving  are  carried  on. 
Between  Musselburgh  and  Leith  is  Porto- 
heUo,  a  fashionable  resort  for  sea-bathing, 
with  important  bottle-works,  brick  and  tile 
works,  and  a  pottery.  Edinburgh,  the  cap., 
is  the  only  royal  burgh  in  the  county.

BSgypt,  eyipt  (from  Or.  Aigyptos,  said  to 
denote  the  land  which  the  Nile  overflows), 
Heb.  Mieraim  (the  two  banks,  or,  more 
probably,  the  two  districts  of  Upper  and 
Lower  Egypt),  Coptic  Ohtmi  (black,  in  re- 
ference  to  the  soil),  a  country  of  N.E. 
Africa,  forming  the  chief  portion  of  the 
Egyptian  Dominion ;  it  is  bounded  on  the 
N.  by  the  Mediterranean;  W.  by  Barca 
and  the  Libvan  Desert;  S.  by  Nubia;  E. 
by  the  Red  Sea  and  the  Isthmus  of  Sues. 
This  celebrated  country  consista  of  the 
long  narrow  valley  of  the  Nile,  600  m.  in 
length,  and  averaging  about  10  m.  in 
breadth,  bounded  on  both  sides  by  moun- 
tains and  barren  deserts,  and  gradunlly 
widening  as  it  approaches  the  sea.  The 
moaths  of  the  Nile  give  to  the  lower 
portion  of  the  valley  the  form  of  the 
Greek  letter  A,  whence  it  Is  called  the 
I>«lta,  the  greatest  breadth  of  which  is 
about  160  m.  The  monnfain-chains  which 
defend  the  Nile  valley  from  the  sands  of 
the  surrounding  desert  rise,  near  Thebes, 
to  a  height  of  about  2000  ft.,  though  in 
many  places  they  are  merely  low  hills. 
For  sdministrative  purposes  the  country  is 
divided  into  fourteen  provinces,  but  the 
geographical  divisions  are  Lower  Egypt, 
Bahari  or  the  Delta,  Middle  Egypt  or  Ko»- 
tani,  and  Upper  Egypt  or  Said,  the  Thebaid 
of  the  ancienta.  The  soil  of  the  Delta  and 
along  the  banks  of  the  Nile  is  extremely 
fertile,  and  the  mode  of  cultivation  simple. 
Wheat,  barley,  rice,  maize,  millet,  durrah, 
and  beans,  are  the  principal  grains ;  cotton, 
indigo,  tobacco,  sugar,  opium,  lint,  and  hemp 
are  grown  in  large  auantities.  The  lotus, 
a  species  of  water-lily,  and  the  papyrus  or 
paper-tree,  are  indigenous;  and  the  syca- 
more-fig, the  vine,  the  olive,  the  orange, 
the  date-palm,  the  pistachio,  the  oriental 
plane,  and  the  cypress,  are  common.  The 
climate  of  Egypt  is  distinguished  by  great 
heat  and  dryness,  rain  being  of  rare  occur- 
rence. The  country  would  be  a  barren 
desert,  were  it  not  annually  watered  by 
the  overflowing  of  the  Nile,  which  difitiBes 
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fertility  orer  its  entire  extent  These  in- 
andations,  which  are  occasioned  by  the 
periodical  rains  in  the  tropical  regions  in 
which  the  river  has  its  source,  begin  aboat 
the  middle  of  June;  they  attain  their 
greatest  height  in  September,  and  gra- 
dually subside  till  the  end  of  November. 
Of  the  animals  for  which  the  country  was 
noted  in  ancient  times,  the  hippopotamus 
is  now  seen  only  in  the  Upper  Nile:  bnt 
the  crocodile,  the  ichneumon-rat,  and  the 
stork-ibis,  are  still  common.  Asses,  mules, 
dromedaries,  and  camels,  are  fonnd  in  per- 
fection, and  there  are  some  fine  breeds  of 
horses.  Egypt  is  the  emporium  of  an  oz- 
tensire  commerce.  The  traffic  with  the 
interior  of  Africa,  Barbary,  and  Arabia,  is 
carried  on  by  means  of  caravans  from  Cairo, 
which  bring  in  exchange  for  European  and 
Egyptian  products,  ivory,  gold-dust,  gum, 
ostrich  feathers,  skins,  etc.  The  trade  of 
the  Red  Sea  centres  chiefly  at  Suez ;  while 
that  of  the  Mediterranean,  the  largest  and 
most  important,  is  mainly  conducted  at 
Alexandria.  Siuce  the  establishment  of 
regular  steam  -  packets  on  the  Mediter- 
ranean and  the  Indian  Ocean,  and  the 
railway  from  Alexandria  to  Sues,  Egypt 
has  become  the  chief  route  to  India.  Its 
fiicllities  in  this  respect  were  largely  ang- 
mented  by  the  opening,  in  1869,  of  the  Suet 
Canaly  by  which  the  Mediterranean  and 
Red  Seas  are  linked,  and  large  ships  may 
pass  from  the  one  to  the  other.  Egypt, 
celebrated  in  sacred  history  as  the  countrv 
in  which  the  Israelites  were  held  in  bond- 
age, had  attained  a  high  degree  of  civilisa- 
tion and  importance  at  a  very  remote 
period  of  antiquity.  Its  pyramids,  of  which 
the  largest  is  763  ft  square  at  its  base  and 
460  ft.  in  height  have  for  more  than  3000 
years  withstood  the  Influence  of  time.  They 
are  generally  believed  to  have  been  raised 
as  sepulchres  for  the  Egyptian  kings. 
The  countrv  can  show  also  the  remains 
of  temples,  larger  and  more  costly,  though 
less  elegant,  tlian  those  of  Greece  or 
Rome.  The  bulk  of  the  population  of 
Egypt  consists  of  Arabs,  of  whom  the 
peasantry  are  called  /eilahM,  and  exist 
in  a  very  degraded  and  wretched  state. 
There  are  also  about  160,000  Copts,  de- 
scendants of  the  ancient  Egyptians ;  with 
considerable  numbers  of  Turks,  Jews,  and 
Europeans.  The  ruling  religion  is  Mo- 
hammedanism; but  the  Copts  profess  a 
kind  of  Christianity,  which,  with  all  other 
creeds,  is  allowed  to  exist  unmolested. 
The  language  universally  used  is  Arabic, 
that  of  the  Copts  being  now  only  known 
in  manuscripts.  As  in  all  Mohammedan 
states,  the  government  in  Egypt  is  an  abso- 
lute despotism.  Egypt  Is  tributary  to  the 
Ottoman  empire;  but  the  famous  pasha. 
Mohammed  All,  who  died  in  1849,  renderea 
his  dignity  hereditary,  and,  though  obliged, 
in  1840-1,  through  the  interiisrence  of  Great 
Britain  in4  other  powers,  to  cede  his  con- 


quests in  Syria,  Palestine,  and  Arabia,  ra- 
tained  his  sway  over  Nubia.  Availing  him- 
self of  the  services  of  Europeans,  he  intro- 
duced great  improvements,  both  in  military 
discipline  and  in  the  various  branches  of 
industry,  which  have  since  been  greatly 
developed  by  the  energy  of  some  of  his  suc- 
cessors, moro  especially  of  Ismail  Pasha. 
The  independent  position  of  this  sove- 
roign  was  much  enlarged  by  the  Sultan's 
firman  of  May  14, 1867,  which  established 
the  direct  succession  of  the  descendants  of 
Mohammed  All.  and  conferred  upon  them 
the  title  of  "khedive"  or  king.  In  1871 
the  Khedive  sent  an  armed  expedition  up 
the  Nile,  under  the  command  of  the  well- 
known  English  traveller  Sir  Samuel  Baker, 
for  the  purpose  of  suppressing  the  slave 
trade  and  annexing  the  countries  north  of 
the  equator.  These  objects  were  largely 
accompllHhed  by  Sir  Samuel  in  about  two 
years.  The  work  of  annexation  was  con- 
tinued by  Colonel  Gordon,  and  now  the 
Egyptian  Dominion  extends  fh)m  the  Medi- 
terranean to  the  equatorial  Iske  region,  snd 
from  22*  to  46*  E.  long.,  embracing  Hgtfpt 
Proper,  Nubia,  and  Egyptian  Soudan,  wlilch 
includes  Dar/ur,  Kordo/an,  and  the  upper 
Nile  basin  to  the  Albert  and  Victoria 
Nyansas.  The  territories  bordering  on  the 
Red  Sea,  as  far  to  the  S.E.  as  Berbera,  in 
tl»e  Sumali  Country,  have  been  erected  Into 
the  '*  general  government  of  Eatitem  Sou- 
dan and  of  the  Red  Sea  coast"  Total  area 
of  the  Dominion  est.  at  870,000  sq.  m.;  pop. 
17,000,000.— The  cap.  is  Cairo,  on  the  Nile. 
In  1879,  ceruin  liuaucial  difllculties  iu 
Egypt  led  to  the  interference  of  Great 
Britain  and  France,  and  to  the  appoint- 
ment by  these  countries,  with  coubent  of 
tlie  Khedive,  of  a  board  of  controL  To  the 
military  and  upper  classes  this  procedure 
occasioned  much  dissatihfaction,  which  cul 
miuated  in  1882  in  an  iusurrection  under 
tite  leadership  of  Arabi  Pasha.  The  Khe- 
dive was  helpless  to  restore  order,  and  as 
ttie  Sultan  of  Turkey,  the  Suzerain  of 
Egypt,  delayed  to  interfere.  Great  Britsin 
alune  had  to  suppress  the  rebellion,  which 
was  effectively  done  within  a  very  Bh»»rt 
time.  Sub.tequcntly  the  Egyptian  army 
was  placed  under  a  British  oflicer  for 
reorganixation,  and  British  troops  occupied 
the  country.  [Sm  Darfor,  Kordofon, 
Mubia,  etc] 

Shrenbreitcteln,  a^ren-hrlfatine  (origi- 
nally Hermann$tein,  after  Herman  llellin, 
archbishop  of  Treves,  who  rebuilt  It  in

Wales,  it  extends  from  49°  68'  to  65"  46'  N. 
lat.,  and  from  6°  40'  W.  to  1*  45'  E.  long. 
Its  length,  from  Berwick  to  the  Isle  of 
Wight,  is  3C0  m.,  and  ite  breadth,  from 
the  North  Foreland  to  the  Land's  End, 
is  300  m.  The  area  of  England  alone 
is  50,922  sq.  m.;  Wales  7398  sq.  m.  The 
joint  pop.  is  25,974,439,  exclusive  of  the  Isle 
uf  Man  and  the  Channel  Islands.  The  sur- 
face of  England  is  agreeably  diversifit'd  by 
mountains,  river-valleys,  and  plains.  In 
the  noith  the  Cheviot  Bills  separate  North- 
umberland from  Scotland.  The  Pennine 
Range  extends  through  Westmorland,  and 
terminates  in  the  PmU  of  Derbyshire.  The 
Cumbrian  Mountains^  with  the  summits 
Sea/ell f  Helvellyn^  and  Skiddaw,  occupypor- 
tions  of  the  counties  of  Cumberland,  West- 
morland,  and  Lancashire.  The  counties 
in  the  east  extend  into  level  and  fertile 
plains.  The  central  region  is  undulating, 
the  chief  elevations  being  the  Wrekin,  the 
CUnt  mils,  the  Cotnoold  Hills,  and  the  Chil- 
tem  Hills.  In  the  southern  division  are 
the  Mendip  Hills,  the  Quantoek  Hills,  the 
Cornish  Heights,  and  the  chalky  ranges  of 
the  North  Downs^  South  Downs,  and  Dorset 
Heights,  which  seem  to  spring  from  one 
centre,  viz.,  Salisbury  Plain.  West  of  the 
Severn  the  country  is  occupied  by  the 
Cambrian  Mountains  and  their  offshoots. 
The  principal  rivers  of  England  are  the 
Tyne,  in  Northumberland;  the  Wear,  in  the 
county  of  Durham ;  the  Tees,  between  the 
counties  of  Durham  and  York ;  the  Ouse^ 
in  Yorkshire ;  the  Trent,  in  the  counties  of 
Stafford,  Derby,  Nottingham,  and  Lincoln ; 
the  Humber,  formed  by  the  Junction  of  the 
Ouse  and  the  Trent ;  the  Witham,  in  Lin- 
coln ;  the  Great  Ouse,  in  the  counties  of 
Northampton,  Buckingham,  Bedford,  Hunt- 
ingdon, Cambridge,  and  Norfolk;  the 
Thames,  from  Gloucestershire,  separating 
Oxfordshire  and  Buckinghamshire  from 
Berkshire,  Middlesex  from  Surrey,  and 
Essex  from  Kent;  the  Medway,  in  Kent; 
the  Eden,  in  Westmorland  and  Cumber- 
land; the  Mersey,  and  Lvne,  in  Lanca- 
shire; the  Des  separates  Cheshire  from 
Wales;  the  Severn,  in  the  counties  of 
Montgomery,  Salop,  Worcester,  and  Glou- 
cester ;  the  Wye,  flowing  through  Radnor- 
shire and  Herefordshire,  and  separating 
Monmouthshire  from  Gloucestershire ;  tlie 
Lovaer  Avom,  which  separates  Gloucester- 
shire from  Somersetshire ;  the  Itches,  and 
the  Test,  in  Hampshire ;  the  Avon,  in  Wilt- 
shire and  Hampshire;  and   the    £c«,  in 
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Daronshire.  The  English  lakes  lie  among 
the  Cumbrian  mountains  in  what  is  called 
the  "  Lake  District,"  which  comprises  por- 
tions of  the  counties  of  Cumberland,  West- 
morland, and  Lancashire.  The  chief  lakes 
are  Windermere,  on  the  borders  of  West- 
morland and  Lancashire;  UUsvoaUr,  on 
the  borders  of  Westmorland  and  Cumber- 
land ;  Derwentioater,  BasatnthtoaiU ,  Butter- 
mere,  Crummock  Water,  Ennerdale  Lake 
and  Waat  Water,  in  Cumberland,  and  C<m- 
iaton  Water,  in  Lancashire.  That  part  of 
Lancashire  in  which  the  lakes  are  found  is 
entirely  detached  from  the  larger  portion 
of  the  county,  and  is  known  as  the  Fumess 
district.  Tlie  coast-line  of  England  is  ex- 
tremely irregular,  deeply  indented  with 
bays,  the  chief  of  which  nn  Bridlington  Bay, 
In  the  El  of  Yorkshire:  Humber  Ifouth^ 
between  Yorkshire  and  Lincolnshire ;  the 
Wash,  between  Lincolnshire  and  Norfolk ; 
Tannouth  Roads,  on  the  E.  of  Norfolk: 
the  Downs,  between  the  coast  of  Kent  and 
the  Goodwin  Bandit;  Spithead,  between 
Hampshire  and  the  Isle  of  Wight:  Tbr- 
bay,  in  the  S.E.  of  Devonshire ;  the  Bristol 
(7Aann«;, between  Somersetshire  and  Wales; 
Morecambe  Bay,  in  the  N.W.  of  Lanca- 
shire ;  the  Solway  Firth,  between  Cum- 
berland and  Scotland.  The  principal  head- 
lands of  England  are  Flamhorcugh  Head, 
and  Spurn  Head,  in  Yorkshire;  North 
Fordand,  Sovth  Foreland,  and  Dungeness,  in 
Kent;  Beachy  nead,\nS\\i*s(iX',  the  Needles, 
on  the  W.  of  the  Isle  of  Wight ;  8t  Albania 
Head,  and  Portland  Point,  in  Dorsetshire ; 
Start  Point,  in  Devonshire;  and  St  Bees 
Head,  in  Cumberland.  The  chief  islands 
are  Holy  Island,  and  the  Fern  Islands,  off 
the  coast  of  Northumberland ;  Sh^ppey,  in 
the  N.,  and  Thanet  in  the  N  E.  of  Kent; 
Wight,  on  the  8.  of  Hampshire;  the 
Channel  Isles  (Jersey,  Guernsey,  Aldemey, 
and  Sark),  near  the  coast  of  France; 
the  SeiUy  Isles,  8.W.  from  Cornwall; 
and  the  Isle  of  Man,  In  the  Irish  Sea. 
KngUnd  is  divided  into  40  counties,  viz., 
Northumberland,  Cumberland,  Durham, 
Westmorland,  Lancashire,  and  Yorkshire, 
in  the  N.;  Lincolnshirei  Cambridge- 
shire, Norfolk,  Suffolk,  and  Essex,  in 
the  E.;  Kent,  Sussex,  Surrey,  Berkshire, 
Hampshire,  Dorset,  Wiltshire,  Somerset- 
shire, Devonshire,  and  Cornwall,  in  the 
S. ;  Gloucestershire,  Monmonthshire, 
Herefordshire,  Shropshire,  and  Cheshire, 
in  the  W.;  Suffordshlre,  Derbyshire, 
Nottinghamshire,  Ruthmdshire,  Leicester- 
shire, Nortliamptonshire,  Huntingdonshire, 
Dedfordshire,  Hertfordshire,  Middlesex, 
Buckinghamshire,  Oxfordshire,  Warwick- 
shire, and  Worcestershire,  in  the  midland 
division.  The  counties  are  again  subdi- 
▼id<>d  into  districts  known  as  hundreds, 
wards,  lathes,  wapentakes,  rapes,  or 
ty  things.  The  climate  of  England,  owing  to 
iU  insular  situation,  is  comparatively  mild, 
though  variabto.     About  twice  as  much 


rain  falls  on  the  western  counties  as  on  the 
eastern,  and  in  consequence  of  this  differ- 
ence of  climate,  pasturage  is  more  attended 
to  in  the  west,  and  tillage  in  the  east.  In 
the  arable  districts  the  effect  of  industrious 
and  skilful  culture  is  apparent  and  there 
are  few  countries  where  so  small  a  portion 
of  the  soil  is  allowed  to  lie  waste  and  unpro- 
ductive. In  the  northern  and  west  midland 
counties  are  extensive  mines  of  ooal  and 
iron,  and  in  these  regions  lie  the  most 
popnlons  towns,  the  seats  of  various  manu- 
factures, for  which  England  is  so  cele- 
brated. Mines  of  lead,  copper,  and  tin  are 
also  considerable.  The  English  are  de- 
scended from  Gothle  tribes  (Saxons,  Jutes, 
Angles,  Danes,  and  Normans)  who  settled 
in  BriUin  from  the  middle  of  the  fifth  to 
the  middle  of  the  eleventh  centuries.  Their 
language  has  been  formed  chiefly  from  that 
spoken  by  the  Saxons  and  Angles,  at  first 
termed  Anglo-Saxon  ;  now  greatly  enriched 
by  words  from  the  Latin,  Greek,  and  French 
languages — the  latter  introduced  by  the 
Normans.  The  literature  of  England  has 
been  distinguished  by  a  series  of  writers  of 
great  original  genius,  in  history,  theology, 
poetry,  fiction,  etc.  The  middle  and  higher 
ranks  of  the  people  spare  no  expense  in  the 
education  of  their  ehildren.  The  most 
celebrated  public  schools  are  those  of  St 
Paul's.  Westminster,  Eton,  Harrow,  Rugby, 
and  Winchester.  The  universities  of  Ox- 
ford and  Cambridge  are  of  great  extent 
and  antiquity.  The  following  have  sprung 
up  more  recently :  The  University  of  Lon- 
don; University  and  King's  Colleges, 
London;  the  University  of  Durham;  Vic- 
toria University,  Manchester ;  Queen's  Col- 
lege, Birmingham;  and  Wellington  College, 
Sandhurst.  Almost  every  town  has  its  me 
ohanics'  or  literarv  institution,  and  numbers 
of  public  and  private  schools.  To  insure 
the  elementary  instruction  of  the  whole 
body  of  the  people,  there  has  been  estab- 
lished a  system  of  national  education  of 
a  liberal  character.  The  religion  now 
established  by  law  in  England  is  Pro- 
testant Episcopacy.  There  are  two 
archbishops,  namely,  those  of  Canter- 
bury and  York.  Protestant  Dissenters 
are  very  numerous,  and  are  divided  into 
several  denominations,  of  which  the  chief 
are  the  Methodists,  Independents,  Bap- 
tists, Presbyterians,  and  Unitarians; 
there  are  a  good  manv  Roman-catholios 
and  a  few  Jews.  All  sects  are  allowed 
the  ftnee  exercise  of  their  religion,  and 
possess  the  same  political  privileges. 
The  commerce  of  England  is  much  more 
extensive  than  that  of  any  other  country 
in  the  world.  Her  earliest  staple  commo- 
dity was  tin,  a  metal  found  in  few  other 
countries.  The  Phoenicians  first  introduced 
it  into  commerce  5(X)  or  600  years  before  the 
Christian  era;  and  their  extensive  trade 
soon  dlfibsed  it  among  the  Oriental  nations. 
The    leading    manufkctures    at  present 
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curried  on  are  ^- Woollen  In  Leeds,  and 
other  toimi  in  the  S.  and  W.  of  Yorkihire; 
also  In  Wiltshire,  Somersetshire,  and  Olon- 
cestershire;  cotton  (including  spinning, 
weaving,  dyeing,  and  printing)  in  Man- 
cheater,  Blackburn,  Bolton,  Preston,  and 
the  neighbouring  towns  of  Lancashire; 
silk  in  Macclesfield,  Derby,  Coventry, 
and  Spitalfields  in  the  metropolis; 
hosiery  in  Leicester ;  lace  in  Nottingham ; 
iron  in  8.  Staffordshire,  Derbyshire,  and 
in  Yorkshire,  near  Rotherham;  cutlery 
in  Sheffield;  steam-engines,  machinery, 
and  tools  in  London,  Biimingham,  Man- 
chester, Leeds,  Sheffield,  and  Newcastle; 
hardwares  in  Birmingham,Wolverhampton, 
and  other  towns  in  that  district;  porcelain 
and  pottery  in  Newcastle-under-Lyne,  Bur- 
slem,  and  other  places  in  the  N.  of 
Staffordshire;  books  and  periodicals  in 
London.  The  chief  ports  are  London, 
Liverpool,  Bristol,  Southampton,  Hull, 
NewoasUe-on-Tyne,  Sunderland,  Yarmouth, 
Plymouth.  Falmouth.  The  chief  imports 
are  com,  rice,  cattle,  butter,  eggs,  sugar,  tea, 
coffee,  wine,  oil,  spices,  fhiits,  raw  cotton, 
wool,  silk,  flax  and  hemp,  tun,  hides,  tim- 
ber, tar,  tobaooo,  tallow,  dye-stuffs,  gold  and 
silver.  The  principal  exports  are  cotton 
and  woollen  yam  and  cloths,  silk  and  linen 
cloths,  hosiery  and  lace,  haberdashery,  iron 
and  steel,  firearms,  gunpowder,  coal,  hard- 
wares, trinkets,  cutlery,  brass,  copper,  and 
tin,  porcelain  and  earthenware,  steam- 
engines  and  other  machinery,  malt  liqnors, 
etc  Canals  and  railways  have  immensely 
fkelliuted  internal  commonication  by  con- 
necting the  cap.  with  all  the  great  towns, 
seats  of  trade  and  manufkcture,  and  prin- 
cipal seaports  throughout  the  conntiy.—

Abajo,  i»-ho-re-dl'  dS  Orbdlio,  a  town  of 
Spain,  prov.  and  24  m.  by  rail  N.W.  of 
Madrid,  with  a  celebrated  monastery  and 
palace  in  its  vicinity,  buUt  by  Philip  II.. 
which  was  set  on  fire  by  lightning  and 
partially  destroyed  in  1872. 

Ssdraelon,  ea-dreeflon,  a  plain  of  Palea- 
tine,  often  mentioned  in  sacred  history  as 
the  great  battlefield  of  the  Jewish  and 
other  nations,  under  the  names  of  the 
Valley  of  Megiddo  and  the  Valley  of 
Jezreel;  it  is  called  by  Josephus  the 
Great  Plain.  In  the  first  ages  of  the 
Jewish  history,  as  well  as  during  the 
Roman  empire,  the  Crusades,  and  even 
in  later  times,  it  has  been  the  scene  of 
many  a  memorable  contest. 

Sek  (from  Gael,  uitae,  water,  or  from 
Welsh  wysg,  a  current),  a  river  of  Eng- 
land, 00.  Cumberland,  rises  in  Scafell,  and 
flows  into  the  Irish  Sea  near  Ravenglass. 

Bak,  the  name  of  several  rivers  In  Scot- 
land. One  rises  in  the  N.  of  Dumfries- 
shire, and  flows  to  the  Solway  Firth.  In 
Mid- Lothian,  the  North  Eek  joins  the  SotUk 
E$k  below  Dalkcitli,  and  falls  into  the  Firth 
of  Forth  at  Musselburgh.  In  Forfarshire, 
the  North  Esk  has  its  source  in  the  Gram- 
pian Mountains,  and  falls  into  the  sea  8  m. 
N.  of  Montrose.  The  South  Esk  also  rises 
among  the  Grampians,  and  falls  into  the 
sea  at  Montrose. 

Bak,  North  and  South,  two  rivers  of 
Tasmania,  which  ioln  the  Maoquarie  and 
Quamly  and  form  the  Tamar. 

BakdalemnlT,  etk-dale-mure',  a  pa.  of 
Scotland,  co.  Dumfries.    Pop.  648i. 
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SBsez,  a  CO.  of  prov.  Ontario,  Dominion 
of  Canada,  between  Lakes  St  Clair  and 
Hnron.    Pop.  46,962. 

Sssling,  eag'Hng,  avil.of  Lower  Austria, 
on  tlie  Danabe,  7  m.  E.  of  Vienna,  where  a 
victory  over  the  Austrians  waa  obtained 
by  the  French  during  the  campaigns  of 
the  first  Napoleon  in  1809. 

SsBlingen,  eas'ling-en,  a  town  of  WUr- 
teniberg,  Germany,  on  the  Neclsar,  7  m. 
E.8.E.  of  Stuttgart,  with  woollen  and  cot- 
ton manufactures,  and  a  good  trade  in  wine. 
Pop.  20,768. 

Bate,  M^iS  (supposed  to  be  a  corr.  of 
Oaiia,  though  nearly  80  m.  inland),  a  town 
of  N.  Italy,  prov.  and  16  m.  8.W.  of  Padua, 
with  manufs.  of  silk  goods  and  earthen- 
ware.   Pop.  6748. 

Bstella,  tB-UVyd,  a  town  of  Spain,  prov. 
Navarre,  on  the  Ega,  20  m.  8.W.  of  I'am- 
peluna;  it  has  cloth,  oil,  and  brandy  manufs., 
and  is  the  seat  of  a  university.    Pop.  6749. 

Sathonia,  es-i\i</ne'd^  or  Revel,  ret/ el, 
a  gov.  of  Russia,  extending  along  the  S. 
Bliore  of  the  Gulf  of  Finland.  It  is  called 
by  the  natives  Werova,  i.e^  "  border-land," 
and  also  Meie-Maa,  "  our  land."  Agricul- 
ture is  the  principal  branch  of  industry. 
Area  7817  sq.  m. ;  pop.  353,108. 

BSatrella,  Blorra  da,  aer'td  dd  ea-ireVyd, 
frequently  set^rd  d'eatreVyd  (the  starry 
mounUln  chain),  a  range  of  mouuUins  in 
Beira,  Portugal,  the  loftiest  of  which  is 
7624  ft.  high. 

Bstrella,  Sierra  da.  a  mountain  chain 
of  Brazil,  prov.  Rio  de  Janeiro,  extending 
about  20  m.,  with  an  average  height  of 
8400  fL 

Satremadiira,  et-trd-md-dof/rd,  a  man- 
time  prov.  of  Portugal,  on  the  Atlantic 
Ocean.    Area  8281  sq.  m.;  pop.  911,922. 

XjBtrexnadura,  an  old  Pfov.  in  the  8.W. 
of  Spain,  watered  bv  the  Tagus  and  Gua- 
diana,  now  comprised  in  the  provs.  of 
Badajos  and  Caceres. 

XiBtreznoz,  ea-trd-md^,  a  fortified  town 
of  Portugal,  prov.  Alemtejo,  in  a  fertile 
district,  23  m.  N.E.  of  Evora.    Pop.  7278. 

Btampea,  fl-<angp^,  formerly  Sstampea, 
a  town  of  France,  dep.  Seine-et-Olse,  80  m. 
8.8.  W.  of  Paris.    Pop.  7466. 

Btawah.    See  Itawa. 

Bthiopla,  «-th«-o>«-<l,  a  name  formerly 
applied  to  the  countries  8.  of  Egypt,  and 
meaning  "  the  land  of  the  sun-burnt  counte- 
nances." 

Btive,  Iiooh,  ?oh  e^iv  (the  wild  loch),  an 
inlet  of  the  Atlantic,  20  m.  long,  in  ArgyU- 
Bhire,  Scotland. 

Stna,  etfnd  (corr.  of  Phoen.  atinna,  tho 
ftimace),  Ital.  M<mU  Oibello,  a  celebrated 
volcanic  mountain  in  the  N.E.  of  Sicily. 
Its  height  is  10,874  ft  above  the  Bea,  and 
its  circuit  at  the  base  is  87  m. 

Bton,  e'ton  (dwelling  on  the  water),  a 
pa.  and  town  of  England,  co.  Bucks,  on 
the  Thames,  opposite  Windsor.  The  town 
if  oelebnted  for  ita  Bebool  taUed  Eton 


SakOf  a  river  of  England,  rises  near 
KiMale,  in  Yorkshire,  and  flows  into  the 
North  Sea  at  Whitby. 

Baki-Sagra,  e^ke'§dfffrd,  a  town  of 
European  Turkey,  prov.  En  stem  Rou- 
melii^  70  m.  N.W.  of  Adrianople.  It  has 
various  manufs.,  and  near  it  are  hot  mineral 
baths.    Pop.  est  at  20,000. 

Sameralda,  M-na-rdl'dd  (an  emerald), 
a  river  of  Ectiador,  S.  America,  rises  near 
Quito,  and  flows  into  the  Pacific  Ocean 
after  a  course  of  110  m. 

Saplnhago,  Berra  Do,  eer'rd  do  et-peen- 
jfofeo,  an  extensive  mountain-chain  of  Bra- 
ail,  containing  rich  diamond  mines. 

Bapirito  l^nto,  es-pir^e-to  tan'to  (the 
Holy  Spirit),  a  maritime  prov.  of  Brazil. 
Area  13,670  sq.  m.;  pop.  82,187. 

Bsplrlta  Santo  Island,  the  largest  of 
the  New  Hebrides  group,  in  the  Pacific. 
Length  N.  to  8. 66  m. :  breadth  20  m.— 16' 
8.  lat,  16r  E.  long. 

Ssaek  or  Xazek,  ei'iek,  Sclav.  Oeuek 
(high  place),  a  strongly  fortified  town  of 
Anstria-Hungarv,  the  cap.  of  Sclavonia, 
on  the  Drave,  with  silk  manufs.,  and  large 
trade  in  corn,  cattle,  and  bides.  Pop. 
17^7. 

Baaen,  ««'««n,  a  town  of  Rhenish  Prussia, 
30  m.  N.N.E.  of  DUsseldorf.  In  its  vicinity 
are  extensive  coal  mines  and  iron  fUmaces. 
Pop.  66,944. 

Bsseqnibo,  e^-^-JceTho,  or  Besequebo, 
e»-»S-ka'ho,  a  dist.  of  British  Oniana,  8. 
America,  bordering  on  Veneauela. 

Baseqnibo,  a  river  of  British  Oniana. 
which  rises  in  the  Parimd  Mountains,  and 
flows  throDgh  magnificent  forests,  till  after 
a  course  of  4i50  m.  it  falls  into  the  Atlantic. 

Bsaex,  et'sex  (the  country  of  the  East 
Saxons),  a  maritime  co.  of  England,  bounded 
on  the  N.  by  the  cos.  Suffolk  and  Cam- 
bridge; on  the  W.  by  Hertford  and  Middle- 
sex ;  on  the  8.  by  the  Thames,  which  sepa- 
rates it  from  Kent:  and  on  the  E.  by  the 
North  Sea.  Area  1667  sq.  m. ;  pop.  676,434. 
Towards  the  sea  and  tho  Thames  the  sur- 
face is  low  and  marshy,  and  much  broken 
up  into  islets  and  small  peninsulas;  but 
towards  the  centre  and  the  N.  it  is  beauti- 
fully diversified  with  richly-wooded  hills 
and  fertile  dales.  £^ex  is  watered  by  the 
Cobie,  the  Chelmerj  the  Crotich,  the  Black- 
water,  the  HotUnff,  etc.,  as  well  as  by  its 
boundary  rivers,  the  T^mes,  the  Stour, 
and  the  Lea.  Com  farming  is  the  distin- 
guishing feature  of  the  co.,  Essex  wheat 
being  very  superior ;  but  besides  it  and  the 
other  usual  crops,  a  considerable  quantity 
of  rape  seed  is  produced,  and  mustard, 
coriander,  carraway,  and  teazle,  are  special 
objects  of  cultivation.  Woollens  were  for- 
merly manufactured  on  a  large  scale  in 
several  places  in  the  E.,  but  the  trade  has 
greatly  declined ;  the  manufacture  of  silks 
is  still  carried  on.  Olf  the  coast  are  valu- 
able oyster  fiaheries.  The  co,  town  it 
Chelm^ord,  on  the  Cbelmer. 
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College,  founded  by  Heniy  YI.  In  1441. 
Pop.  8861. 

Strorla,  e-tro</re-d  (named  from  Etrarift 
in  Italy),  a  vil.  of  England,  co.  SUfford, 
near  Newcastle-under-Lyne,  with  exten- 
sive iron-works,  and  one  of  the  largest 
potteries  in  the  country,  established  by 
Josiah  Wedgwood,  who  died  here  in  1795. 

Bttriok,  eftrik  (originally  written  Alte- 
rick,  which  means  "  the  rising  stream,"  or 
the  "  stream  of  the  rapid  ascent "),  a  river 
of  Scotland,  rises  in  and  flows  through 
Selkirkshire  in  a  N.E.  direction,  till,  after 
a  courKe  of  24  m.,  it  joins  the  Tweed  2  m. 
below  Selkirk. 

Xttriok,  a  mountainous  pa.  of  Scotland. 
CO.  Selkirk ;  it  contains  a  beautiful  pastoral 
tract  called  Ettrick  Forest,  the  birthplace 
of  James  Hogg,  known  in  literature  as 
the  "Ettrick  Shepherd,"  in  1772.  The 
"Forest"  was  originally  part  of  the  great 
Caledonian  Forest,  the  favourite  hunting 
ground  of  the  Scottish  kings,  which  covered 
Selkirkshire  and  some  tracts  to  the  north. 
Almost  no  trace  of  its  having  once  been 
woodland  now  remains.    Pop.  897. 

Su,  u,  a  town  of  Fmnce,  dep.  Scine- 
Inf<}rieure,  on  the  Bresle,  17  m.  N.N.E. 
of  Dieppe.    Pop.  4827. 

IBnbosa  or  Negropont,  u-be'a  or  ntfgro- 
pont  (probably  a  corr.  of  Effripo,  the  name 
Dy  which  it  was  called  in  the  Middle  Ages, 
and  ponte,  meaning  the  bridge  which  unites 
it  to  the  mainland),  the  largest  island  of 
the  Kingdom  of  Greece,  separated  from 
Livadia  by  the  channel  of  Talanta,  the  anc 
Suriput,  remarkable  for  the  irregularity  of 
its  tides.  It  is  a  narrow  island,  about  116 
m.  long,  and  is  so  near  the  mainland  at  one 
part  as  to  be  connected  to  it  by  a  bridge. 
Pop.  96,136. 

Supatoria,  u-pdrU/re-d,  formerly  called 
KoBlov,  koM-lot/,  a  seaport  of  Russia,  on 
the  W.  shore  of  the  Crimea.  In  the  Bay 
of  KalamiU,  which  lies  to  the  S.  of  it,  the 
Anglo-French  army  landed  in  September 
1864.  The  town  was  afterwards  fortified 
and  occunicd  by  the  Turks,  who  repulsed 
an  attack  upon  it  by  the  Russians  in 
February  1866.    Pop.  8294. 

Supen,  ot'pen,  a  frontier  town  of  Rhenish 
Prussia,  in  a  fertile  valley  at  the  foot  of  the 
Eifel,  12  m.  8.  of  Aix-la-ChapeUe,  with 
woollen  manufii    Pop.  16.033. 

Suphrates,  u-fra^az  (from  Gr.  euphraino, 
to  gladden,  in  allnsion  to  the  beneficial 
effects  of  its  inundations),  called  by  the 
Arabs  Furdt  (sweet  water,  its  water  being 
of  a  very  pleaiiant  taste),  a  celebrated  river 
of  Asia,  rises  in  the  mountains  of  Armenia. 
After  a  course  of  1600  m.,  it  receives  the 
Tigris  above  Bassorab.  The  united  stream, 
under  the  name  of  the  Shat  el  Arab,  falLi 
into  the  Persian  Gulf  by  several  months. 
Its  whole  course  is  about  1700  m. 

Bnre,  ur,  a  dep.  in  the  N.W.  of  France. 
Area  2900  sq.  m.;  pop.  364,291.— iirvretu;  is 
the  chief  town. 


Xiure-et-Ijoir,  nr-d-lwdr,  a  dep.  in  the 
N.W.  of  France.  Area  2268  sq.  m. ;  pop. 
280,097. 

Xuropa  Point,  i(-ro>d,  the  S.  extremity 
of  the  Rock  of  Gibraltar.— 36*  6'  N.  lat.,  6* 
22^  W.  long. 

Sorope,  vfrope  (probably  fh>m  a  Phosni* 
clan  word  signifying  ♦•evening"  or  "the 
place  of  sunset,"  hence  the  "  west-land,"  or 
emphatically  **  the  west,"  this  name  having 
been  given  to  it  from  its  situation  with 
respect  to  the  Phoenicians,  by  whose 
mariners  its  coasts  were  first  explored), 
one  of  the  great  divisions  of  the  globe, 
lying  to  the  W.  of  Asia,  between  96°  and 
71*  N.  Ut.,  and  extending  fW>m  9*  90^  W. 
to  68°  E.  long.  It  is  bounded  on  the  N.  by 
the  Arctic  Ocean;  W.  by  the  Atlantic;  S. 
by  the  Mediterranean  Sea,  the  Black  Sea, 
and  the  Caucasus  Mountains;  E.  by  the 
Caspian  Sea,  the  Ural  River,  and  the  Ural 
Mountains.  Its  greatest  length,  from  Cape 
Roca  in  Portngnl  to  the  E.  termination  of 
the  Caucasus  Mountains  on  the  shores 
of  the  Caspian  Sea,  is  9000  m.;   and  its 

greatest  breadth,  fVom  Cape  Tarifa  In 
pain  to  the  North  Cape  in  Lapland,  is  2400 
m.  Coast  line  17,000  m.  Area  3,848,000  sq. 
m.;  pop.  SV,743fiO0.  The  countries  into 
which  Enrope  is  divided  are— The  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland^  com- 

firehending  England,  Scotland,  and  Ire- 
and ;  Sweden  and  Norway-  Denmark;  Hol- 
land; Belgium;  Francs;  Spain;  Portugal; 
Switzerland;  Italy;  Turkey;  Rcumania; 
Servia;  Montenearo;  Greece;  Bustia,  in- 
cluding the  modem  kingdom  of  Poland; 
the  German  Empire^  eomprehending  Prus- 
sia, Saxony,  Bavaria,  Wlirtemberg,  Baden, 
Hesse  DarmsUdt,  Brunswick,  Mecklen- 
burg, the  Saze  Principalities,  Oldenburg, 
Schwarzburg,  Aahalt,  Waldeck,  Schanm- 
burg-Lippe,  Lippe-Detmold,  the  Free  Cities 
(Hamburg,  Lubeck,  and  Bremen),  Elsass- 
Lothringen,  etc.;  Austria-Hungary.  The 
principal  islands  are  Nova  Zembla^  Spitther- 
gen,  Waygat,  and  Francis  Joseph  Land,  in 
the  Arctic  ()cean :  Iceland^  the  i^broe  Isles, 
the  British  Islands,  and  the  Azores,  in  the 
Atlantic ;  the  BaUnric  Islands,  Corsica,  Sar- 
dinia, Malta,  the  Ionian  Islands,  Candia  or 
Crete,  and  the  islands  of  the  Archipelago, 
in  the  Mediterranean.  The  peninsulas  of 
Europe  are  Spain  and  Portugal,  Italy,  Norway 
and  Sweden  ;  Jutland,  in  Denmark ;  ilorea, 
in  Greece;  CHm«a,  in  the  S.  of  Russia.  The 
Morea  is  united  to  the  mainland  of  Greece 
by  the  Isthmus  of  Corinth,  and  the  Crimea 
to  Russia  by  the  Isthmus  of  Perekop.  The 
chief  capes  comprise  the  North  Cape,  In  the 
N.  of  Norway;  Nate,  In  the  S.  of  Norway; 
Skaw,  in  the  N.  of  Denmark;  Duncansbu- 
head,  in  the  N.  of  Scotland;  Cape  Clear.  In 
the  8.  of  Ireland;  Land's  End,  in  the  S.W. 
of  England ;  Coms  la  Hague  and  la  Hogue. 
in  the  N.W.  of  France ;  Cape  Ortega!  and 
Cape  Finisterre,  in  the  N.W.  of  Spain ;  Cape 
m  Viiteent,  in  the  S.W.  of  Portugal;  Oape 
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Sweden  and  Zealand;  Grtat  Belt,  between 
Zealand  and  FUnen;  LiUU  Belt,  between 
FUnen  and  Jutland;  Strait  of  Dover,  join- 
ing the  German  Ocean  and  the  English 
Channel;  Strait  of  Gibraltar,  joining  the 
Atlantic  and  the  Mediterranean;  Strait  of 
Bonifacio,  between  Corsica  and  Sardinia; 
Strait  of  M>  <9ina,  between  Italy  and  Sicily; 
the  Hellespont  or  StraU  of  the  Dardanelles, 
joining  the  Archipelago  and  the  Sea  of 
Marmora;  Strait  of  Constantinople,  \o\n\vig 
the  Sea  of  Marmora  and  the  Black  Sea; 
Strait  of  Enikale  or  Yenikale,  joining  the 
Black  He  a  and  the  Sea  of  Azov.  Europe  it 
everywhere  well  watered.  The  rivers  flow 
either  to  the  S.E.  or  to  the  N.W.,  thus 
showing  that  there  are  two  great  slopes 
in  the  surface  of  the  continent.  Among 
those  that  flow  to  the  S.E.  are  the  Volga 
and  the  Ural,  which  flow  into  the  Caspian ; 
the  Don,  into  the  Sea  of  Azov;  and  the 
Dni-ner,  Dniester,  and  Danube,  into  the 
Black  Sea.  Among  those  flowing  N.W. 
are  the  Northern  Dwina,  which  flows  into  the 
White  Sea;  the  Western  Dwina,  Vistula, 
and  Oder,  which  empty  themselves  into 
the  Baltic ;  and  the  Eibe,  Weser,  and  Bhine, 
which  flow  into  the  North  Sea.  Besides  these 
may  be  mentioned  the  Seine,  Loire,  Oaronne, 
and  Bhdne,  which  flow  through  France ;  the 
Douro,  Tagus,  Guadiana,  Guadalquivir,  and 
£'&ro,  which  drain  the  Spanish  peninsula; 
and  the  Tiber  and  Pt>,  in  Italy.  The  lakes 
of  Europe  may  be  divided  into  two  classes : 
those  in  the  N.,  and  those  in  the  S.  The 
northern  lakes  are  large,  and  the  scenery 
tame;  they  include  lakes  Ladoga  and 
Onega,  in  Russia ;  and  Lakes  Wener,  Wetter, 
and  Malar,  in  Sweden.  The  lakes  in  the 
S.  are  small  but  picturesque :  they  Include 
Lakes  Constance  and  Geneva,  in  Switzer- 
land; and  Maggiore,  Como^  and  Garda,  in 
Italy.  Although  the  smallest  of  the  grand 
divisions  of  the  world,  Europe  is  the  second 
in  population,  and  by  far  the  most  im- 
portant, from  the  enterprise,  industry,  and 
intelligence  of  its  inhabitants,  and  their 

f»rogres8  in  learning,  science,  and  arts.  It 
B  situated  almost  entirely  within  the  tem- 
perate zone,  and  enjoys  a  climate  more 
favourable  for  the  preservation  of  the 
human  frame  in  health  and  vigour  than 
that  of  any  other  equal  portion  of  the 
earth.  The  Christian  religion,  compre- 
hended under  the  three  divisions  of  the 
Protestant,  the  Roman  Catholic,  and  the 
Greek  Churches,  prevails  in  every  part 
of  Europe  except  Turkey,  where  the 
Mohammedan  faith  la  dominant,  although 
a  very  large  proportion  of  the  inhabitants 
are  Cnristlans  of  the  Greek  Church. 

Borotas,  u^r</tas,  now  called  Vasill, 
vd'»e-U,  a  river  of  the  Morea,  Greece,  which 
flows  into  the  Gulf  of  Kolokythia.

Spartivento,  in  the  8.  of  Italy;  Cape  Mata- 
pan,  in  the  8.  of  Greece.  The  greater  part 
of  the  surface  of  Europe  is  a  level  plain : 
the  mountains  lie  chiefly  in  the  8.  and 
N.W.  They  may  be  divided  into  nine 
systoms:  the  Alps,  the  Balkans,  the  Car- 
pathians, the  Mountain*  of  Germany,  the 
Mountains  of  France,  the  Mountains  of 
Spain,  the  Mmntains  of  Scandinavia,  the 
Urals,  and  the  Caucasus  Mountains.  The 
principal  mountain-system  in  Eui-ope  is  the 
Alps,  whose  highest  summit,  Mont  Blanc, 
rises  to  the  height  of  16,784  ft.  They  separate 
Italy  from  France,  Switzerland,  and  Aus- 
tria, but  a  tunnel  has  been  constructed 
throii;»h  one  part,  so  that  a  person  may 
travel  by  rail  without  stoppage  from  Calais 
in  France  to  Brindisi  In  the  S.W.  of  luly. 
Tlie  Apennines,  which  run  through  Italy, 
may  be  looked  upon  as  a  branch  of  the 
Alps.  The  Balkans  separate  Bulgaria  from 
the  Turkish  prov.  of  Eastern  Roumelia.  The 
CV7r/KitAtan«areinAu8triA.  Among  the  Ger- 
man mountains  we  include  the  Biesengebirge, 
Erzgebirge,  Ilarti  Mountains,  and  the  lihick 
Forest.  The  French  system  includes  the 
Jura  Mountains,  the  Ccvennes,  and  the 
Mountains  of  Auvergne.  The  principal  ranges 
in  Spain  are  the  Pyrinies  and  the  Sierra 
Nevada;  the  latter  contains  the  highest 
summit  in  the  peninsula.  The  Scandi- 
navian Moiuntains  are  cliiefly  in  Noi'wav. 
Tlie  Urals  are  not  high,  but  are  rich  In 
metals,  especially  on  their  eastern  side. 
The  Caucasus  Mountains  run  between  the 
Black  and  Caspian  Seas.  Europe  is  so 
intersected  by  seas,  bavs,  and  gulf^,  that  it 
has  a  development  of  coast  line  far  sur- 
passing, in  proportion  to  area,  that  of  any 
other  continent.  Hence  spring  many 
peculiar  facilities  for  commerce  and  navi- 
gation, many  beneficial  effects  upon  cli- 
mate, natural  products,  and  other  advan- 
tages These  seaa  and  gulfs  embrace 
the  WhiU  Sea,  in  the  N.  of  Russia;

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generall7  presents  a  sneoesdon  of  abrapt 
eminences  of  slight  elevation;  in  the  E.

Theco.  everywhere  present* 
a  pl»;&sant  variety  of  hill  and  dale,  the 
most  prominent  features  being  the  Ijomond 
Itiiln  in  the  centre,  and  Largo  Law  and 
Ktllxe  Lam  in  the  E.  E.  Lomond  is  1471 
ft.,  and  W.  Lomond  1713  ft.,  above  the  level 
of  the  sea.  The  principal  valley,  called 
the  //ow  n/  F\ff,  lies  N.  of  the  Lomonds,  and 
Ih  an  eHpf'ciaUy  productive  tract  The  Ed*'n 
and  I^vrn  are  the  rlii^f  rivers.  All  alon^ 
thf  c^»aHt  thr-re  in  a  »ucc«»SHion  of  towns,  sea- 
ports, and  villages,  of  which  Dunfrrmline, 
8t  AndiftoM,  Kirkfyihly^  Ilurttt'isUind,  Dy$art, 
Eli/',  and  Annlmther  are  the  principal. 
Throughout  the  co.  are  numerous  nrins  of 
caatles,  towers,  abbeys,  religious  houses, 
and  other  interesting  remains  of  former 
times.  Many  of  the  events  connected  with 
the  Bcottish  Reformation  occurred  here, 
especially  at  St  Andrews,  which  was  for 
centuries  the  metropolitan  seat  of  the 
Primate  of  all  Scotland.  The  Scottish 
sovereigns  seem  to  have  always  enter- 
tained a  peculiar  attachment  towards  Fife, 
as  is  proved  by  their  having  palaces  at 
Dunfermline,  Falkland,  Klngbom,  Crail, 
and  8t  Andrews.  The  mining  and  manu- 
facturing industry  of  Fifeshire  is  consider- 
able. In  the  S.  division,  which  is  a  portion 
of  the  great  coal-fields  of  the  Forth,  the 
annual  output  of  the  mines  is  exceedingly 
large.  At  Kirkcaldy  alone  about  700,000 
tons  of  coal  are  Bhlpp<>d  every  year.  Iron 
and  limestone  are  also  largely  worked. 
Linen  in  all  its  branches  is  the  great  staple 
roannfacture  of  the  co.  Shipbailding  is 
carried  on  in  varions  ports.  The  co.  town 
is  Cupar,  on  the  Eden,  commonly  called 
Cupar-Fi/e,  a  thriving  royal  burgh ;  but  the 
largest  and  roost  populous  towns  are  Kirk- 
caldy and  Dunfermline,  the  latter  famous 
for  the  manufacture  of  table  linen.

Finland,  ib^land  (the  land  of  the 
Finns),  called  by  the  natives  Bnomemna 
(region  of  lakes  or  swamps),  an  exten- 
sive country  E.  of  Sweden,  to  which  it 
belonged  till  it  was  seised  by  the  Rus- 
sians in  1809.  The  surface  is  much 
broken  by  hills  and  valleys,  which,  in 
combination  with  a  vast  number  of 
large  lakes  and  forests,  often  form  very 
romantic  scenery.  The  soil  is  generally  of 
a  sandy  nature,  but  some  parts  are  very 
fertile,  and  considerable  quantities  of  barley 
and  rye  are  exported.  Agriculture,  rearing 
of  cattle,  and  nshing  are  the  leading  occu- 
pations of  the  people,  but  the  forests  fur- 
nish one  of  the  chief  sources  of  publio 
revenue.  Granite  is  extensively  quarried, 
and  a  great  quantity  of  nitre  is  made.  For 
admlniatrative  purposes  the  country  is 
divided  into  eight  governments,  namely, 
Nyland,  Abo,  TapostihuM.  Wiborg,  Kuojno, 
8t  Miehaeli,  Wata^  and  UUaborg,  whose 
chief  towns  are  Helnng/or»,  the  cap., 
and  Abo.

Here 
a  great  battle  was  fought  between  the 
English  and  Scots  in  1618,  in  which  James 
IV.,  the  king  of  the  Scots,  and  many  of  his 
nobility  were  slain. 

Florence,  Ital.  Firemte,  ane.  Fhrentia 
(named,  according  to  some,  ttom  Florino, 
who  built  it  and  died  here,  or,  according  to 
others,  from  florentia  or  fiorentia,  from  It. 
fiare,  a  flower,  because  many  flowers  grew 
here  and  in  the  neighbourhood),  a  cele- 
brated city  of  Central  Italy,  on  the  Amo,  68 
m.  S.W.  of  Bologna.  It  is  surrounded  by 
delightful  scenery,  and  is  celebrated  for  Its 
university  and  numerous  scientific  and 
literary  institutions.  The  collection  of 
paintings  and  statues  in  the  Medici  or 
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Florentine  Gallery  Is  one  of  the  noblest  In 
the  world.  Among  the  eminent  men  bom 
At  Florence  maj  be  named  Dante  in  1265, 
and  Michael  Angelo  in  1558.

ro^o,  fc/go,  a  pa.  of  Scotland,  co.  Ber- 
wick.

Fogo  (fire,  named  from  its  volcano\  one 
of  the  Cape  Verd  Islands,  in  the  Atlantic 
Ocean.  It  is  entirely  Tolcanic  In  forma- 
tion, and  rises  in  its  central  peak  to  an 
altitude  of  9760  ft  It  is  40  m.  In  circum- 
ference, and  has  an  area  of  140  sq.  m.

Foreland,  North  and  Boath,  two  pro- 
montories of  England,  on  the  E.  coast  of 
Kent,  yorth  Foreland  is  supposed  to  be 
the  Caatium  of  Ptolemy,  and  has  a  light- 
house 184  ft.  above  sea-level,  with  a  fixed 
light  visible  for  24  m.  South  Foreland  is 
about  3  m.  N.E.  of  Dover,  and  has  two  fixed 
lights  about  a  mile  apart,  one  380,  the  other 
275  fL  above  the  sea,  and  visible  for  23  m. 

Forfar,  for' far  (the  warriors*  town),  a 
royal  and  pari,  burgh  of  Scotland,  co.  For- 
far, of  which  it  is  the  co.  town ;  it  is  situated 
in  the  valley  of  Strathmore.  14  m.  N.  of 
Dundee,  and  has  manufis.  of  coarse  linens 
and  brogues,  a  particular  kind  of  shoes 
well  adapted  for  a  Highland  district  Pop. 
of  royal  burgh  18,679;  of  pari,  burgh 
12,817.  The  pa.  of  the  same  name  has  a 
pop.  of  14,470. 

Forfknhire,  or  Angne,  a  co.  of  Scotland, 
comprising  the  districts  of  Olenisia,  Olenr 
pr^ten,  Gienesk,  and  part  of  the  great  valley 
of  Strathmore.  Aberdeen  and  Kincardine 
bound  it  on  the  N. ;  the  North  Sea  on  the 
E. ;  the  Firth  of  Tay  on  the  S. :  and  Perth- 
shire on  the  W.  From  N.  to  8.  it  extends 
88  m.,  and  from  E.  to  W.  86  m.  Area  875 
■q.  m. ;  pop.  266,860.  The  name  Forfar  is 
said  to  be  a  corruption  of  Fore§tia,  or 
Horestia,  i^e.,  the  country  of  the  Horesti, 
which  anciently  embraced  both  Forfar  and 
Kincardine  shires,  and  formed  part  of  the 
Pictish  kingdom.  The  surface  of  the  co.  is 
naturally  divided  iuto  four  parallel  belts,

At  the  Revolution  of  1789  the  country  was

the  French  territory  was  enlarged  by  the 
annexation  of  the  duchy  of  Savoy  and  the 
county  of  Nice,  both  of  which  were  ceded 
by  Sardinia.  With  these,  divided  into 
three  departments,  France,  until  the  close 
of  the  Franco-Prussian  war  of  1870-71,  con- 
tained 89  departments ;  but  as  a  result  of 
that  war,  parts  of  Moselle  and  Meurthe, 
and  the  province  of  Alsace,  containing  the 
departments  of  Upper  and  Lower  Rhine, 
were  ceded  to  Germany.  The  following

The  winea 
of  France,  particularly  those  of  Burgundy, 
Champagne,  and  Bordeaux,  are  among  the 
most  esteemed  in  Europe.  Agriculture  has 
of  late  undeivone  some  improvement,  but 
suffers  much  from  the  too  great  subdiyision 
of  property,  there  being  more  than  five 
millions  of  proprietors,  half  of  whom  hold 
lands  not  exceeding  £8  or  £4  of  yeaxly 
value.  Coal  is  found  in  various  parts, 
and  is  wrought  for  the  use  of  manufifto- 
tories,  but,  as  it  is  little  employed  for 
domestic  Aiel,  great  plantations  are  raised 
in  almost  every  part  of  the  country,  both 
for  firo-wood  and  for  covert  to  the  beasts 
of  the  chase.

The  chief  towns  are  Port*  (the  mX  Bor- 
deaux, MaraeillMy  Toulon.  Brest,  and  Havre. 
Although  in  a  country  of  such  extent  much 
variety  may  be  expected,  the  general  ap- 
pearance of  France  is  level.  In  the  hilly 
districts,  and  in  the  valleys  through  whicn 
its  rivers  glide,  particularly  the  Seine  and 
the  Loire,  the  scenery  is  often  highly 
picturesque  and  beautiful ;  but  the  country 
may  be  regarded  as  in  general  tame  and 
nninteresting.  The  traveller  has  to  pro- 
ceed 400  m.  south  from  Calais  before  he 
reaches  the  Mountains  of  Anvergpe,  which 
are  connected  with  those  of  Dauphiny, 
Languedoc,  and  Provence.  This  enormous 
assemblage  of  rocks,  chiefly  basaltic,  ex- 
tends 120  m.  The  other  ridges  are  the 
Voegea  Uountaint  on  the  eastern  frontier; 
a  chain  of  the  Alpe,  which  penetrates  into 
Provence  and  Dauphiny,  and  stretching 
northward,  separates  France  ttom  Italy 
and  Switcerland,  and  the  Ihfriniet,  the 
mountain -barrier  between  France  and 
Spain.  Placed  In  the  middle  of  the  tem- 
perate zone,  France  enjoys  a  peculiarly 
fine  climate.  It  varies,  indeed,  coukider- 
ably  In  the  different  regions.  In  the  N.  it 
resembles  that  of  the  S.W.  of  England; 
although  in  summer  it  is  rather  hotter, 
as  well  as  more  humid;  while  in  winter 
the  cold  is  sometimes  more  severe.  In 
the  central  region,  particularly  in  the 
provinces  of  Touraine  and  Limousin,  the 
temperature  Is  delightful,  and  the  air  pure, 
light,  and  elastic;  but  violent  storms  of 
rain  and  hail  occasionally  destroy  the 
vintage  and  com,  and  frosts  occur  later 
in  spring  and  earlier  in  autumn  than  in 
the  souUi  of  England.  The  heat  in  the 
southern  region  is  excessive  during  the 
months  of  June,  July,  August,  and  part 
of  September.  October  and  November  are 
here  the  pleasantest  months  of  the  year. 
The  soil  is  various,  but  the  greater  part 
of  it  is  highly  fertile,  and  produces  ex- 
cellent crops.  Grain  of  all  kinds  is  raised 
in  the  northern  districts,  which  are  scarcely 
favourable  to  the  growth  of  the  vine;  and 
beet-root  is  extensively  grown  for  the  manu- 
facture of  sugar.  In  the  middle  districts, 
vines  and  every  species  of  grain  grow 
luxuriantly;  while,  in  the  southern  dis- 


the  wolf;  and  the  bear  is  still  found  in  \J 
the  Pyr^n4es.  Provence,  Languedoc,  and  \ 
Dauphiny  maintain  large  flocks  of  sheep. 
The  most  extensive  and  fertile  pastures 
for  cattle  are  in  Normandy  and  Anvergne. 
The  minerals  of  France  are  of  consider- 
able importance.  Iron  and  lead  abound  in 
Bretagne.  Antimony  is  found  in  various 
places  in  such  quantities  as  would  supply 
all  Europe.  Silver,  copper,  cobalt,  manga- 
nese, sine,  vitriol,  and  alum,  may  be  enu- 
merated among  the  other  productions  of 
the  French  mines.  Jet  is  found  in  great 
quantities  in  the  department  of  Aube; 
and  turquoises,  little  inferior  to  those  of 
the  East,  are  gathered  among  the  moun- 
tains of  Aveyron.  Excellent  freestone 
occurs  in  many  parts  of  the  kingdom, 
especially  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Paris ; 
and  there  are  quarries  of  Jasper  in  Franche- 
Comt^  and  of  beautiful  marble  in  the  Pyre- 
nees. At  Saline,  in  Franche-Comt^  are  aalt- 
springs.  The  principal  mineral  waters  are 
at  Aix,  Bajmiree,  and  Bariges.  The  hot 
springs  of  Barnes  are  well  known.  Among 
the  natural  curiosities  of  France,  the  most 
remarkable  is  the  plain  of  La  Crau,  on  the 
east  side  of  the  RhOne.  It  covers  an  area 
of  about  20  sq.  leagues,  filled  with  gravel 
of  quartz,— some  pieces  as  large  as  a  man's 
head,— the  whole  plain  being  as  destitute 
of  vegetation  as  the  shingle  of  the  sea- 
shore. In  political  importance,  France  is 
one  of  the  first  countries  in  the  world. 
Her  subjects  are  active  and  brave,  and 
her  history  under  Napoleon  I.  proves  what 
her  troops  are  able  to  achieve  in  war  when 
well  disciplined  and  commanded  by  com- 
petent generals.  The  disasters  which  be- 
fell her  in  her  210  days'  struggle  with 
Prussia  in  1870-71  were  ascribable  to  the 
miserably  defective  organization  of  her 
army  and  its  resources,  and  to  the  fact  of 
her  being  outnumbered  by  the  vast  armies 
of  thoroughly  trained  soldiers  which  the 
confederated  states  of  Germany  were  able 
at  once  to  bring  into  the  field.  The  French 
navy  took  little  or  no  active  part  in  the  late 
war  with  Prussia.  It  consists  of  about  600 
vessels  of  various  descriptions,  manned  by 
about  iS^OOO  Bailors  and  officers.  Ample  «• 
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her  resonroea  are,  France  fields  the  palm, 
both  in  manufactures  and  in  commerce,  to 
Britain.  Her  silks  and  woollen  cloths  are 
remarkable  for  their  durability  and  fine 
colours;  her  laces  and  linens,  her  plate* 
glass  and  porcelain,  are  In  extensive  de- 
maud;  aud  her  wines,  brandies,  and 
printed  books,  are  exported  everywhere. 
It  was  not  until  1860  that  she  began  to 
relax  the  fetters  of  protective  and  prohibi- 
tory duties  which  had  so  long  crippled 
her  commerce  and  manufoctures ;  and  since 
that  date  her  commerce  has  greatly  in- 
creased. The  annual  value  of  her  exports 
amounts  to  £144,000,000  sterling,  the  im- 
ports to  £198,000,000.  The  predominant 
religion  is  the  Itoman-Catholic,  with  nearly 
693,000  of  ProtesUnts  and  about  68,000 
Jews.  These  three  denominations  receive 
stote  aid,  and  all  other  sects  are  tolerated. 
Public  education  is  liberally  encouraged  by 
the  state.  The  French  are  characterized 
by  their  gaiety  and  good  humour,  and  their 
polite  attention  to  strangers.  In  literature 
and  science  they  have  long  held  a  distin- 
guished place.  After  the  tumults  of  the 
Kevolution  of  1789  had  subsided,  France 
gradually  returned  firom  the  anarchy  of 
republicanism  to  the  more  settled  state 
of  monarchy.  Under  Napoleon  Bonaparte, 
who  assumed  the  sovereign  power  as  Em- 
peror in  1804,  the  government  was  military 
and  absolute ;  but  on  the  restoration  of  the 
Bourbon  family  in  1816,  yarlous  reforms 
were  made  tending  to  assimilate  It  more 
nearly  to  that  of  Britain.  The  Revolution 
of  1880  expelled  the  elder  branch  of  the 
Bourbons,  and  called  Louis  Philippe,  Duke 
of  Orleans,  to  the  throne.  In  February 
1848,  a  third  Revolution  was  effected,  fol- 
lowed by  the  flight  of  the  king  and  the 
royal  family,  the  abolition  of  monarchical 
Institutions,  and  the  establishment  of  a 
republic.  Prince  Louis  Napoleon  Bona- 
parte, the  nephew  of  the  Emperor  Napo- 
leon, was  chosen  the  first  President  by  an 
overwhelming  majority  of  the  electors. 
In  December  1851  he  suppressed  the 
National  Assembly,  and  appealed  to  the 
people  to  ratify  his  acts,  and  to  prolong 
his  tenure  of  the  Presidency  for  ten  years. 
The  appeal  was  snccessfkil ;  and  in  Decem- 
ber 1852,  a  vast  msjorltv  of  the  voters 
ratified  the  Prince  President's  revival  of 
the  Empire,  and  assumption  of  the  title  of 
Napoleon  III.,  Emperor  of  the  French.  At 
Sedan,  on  the  2d  September  1870,  he  sur- 
rendered himself  a  prisoner  of  war  to  the 
King  of  Prussia,  and  two  days  thereafter 
his  dynasty  was  deposed  by  a  revolutionary 
mob  at  Paris,  and  a  Republio  proclaimed.

demagore,  etc.,  and  Louter  Cochin  China; 
in  Oceania,  the  Marquesas,  Loyalty  Islands, 
2'ahiti  and  its  dependencies,  and  ^010  Cale^ 
donia.

Fraser  Hirer,  frU'ter,  rises  in  the  Rocky 
Mountains  in  British  Columbia,  N.  America, 
and,  after  a  S.W.  course  of  about  460  m.. 

A  rich  gold- 
field  was  discovered  in  1869  at  theconfiuence 
of  the  Thomson  with  the  Fraser  River.

(firom  Cingalese,  galU,  a  rock),  a  town  and 
steam-packet  station  on  the  S.W.  side  of 
Ceylon.    Pop.  47.954. 

GalUpoll,  gdl-lip'o-U,  anc.  CallipclU 
(beautitul  city),  a  seaport  of  S.  Italy,  prov. 
Lecce,  on  a  rocky  peninsula  on  the  E.  coast 
of  the  Gulf  of  Taranto,  with  a  great  trade 
in  oil.

Oalveaton,  gaVvea-ton,  a  seaport  of 
Texas,  U.S.,  on  an  island  of  the  same  name 
in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.    Pop.  22,248. 

O-alway.  a  large  maritime  co.  in  the  W. 
of  Ireland,  lx)unded  landward  by  the  cos. 
Mayo,  Roscommon,  King's  Coimty,  Tlpper- 
ary,  and  Clare ;  and  seaward  by  the  Atlan- 
tic Ocean.  From  E.  to  W.  It  extends  84  m., 
and  from  N.  to  S.  62  m.  Area,  2447  sq.  m.; 
pop.  242,006.  Lough  Corrib  divides  the  co. 
into  two  districts,  named  respectively  the 
East  and  the  West.  The  E.  dUtrlct  is  level, 
and  to  a  largo  extent  arable,  but  it  contains 
also  much  Dog.

Qangee,  gaWfis  (from  Bansc.  ganga, 
flowing  stream,  or  the  stream),  one  of  the 
largest  rivers  of  Asia,  flows  from  W.  to  B.

held  in  the  highest  veneration  by  the 
natives  of  India.  It  issues  in  a  small 
stream  from  a  mass  of  perpetual  snow  on 
the  S.  side  of  the  Himalaya  Mountains,  and 
is  called  the  Bhagirathi  till  Joined  by  the 
Alakananda,  below  Srinagar.  On  passing 
Hurdwar,  It  enters  the  plains  of  India,  and 
at  Allahabad  receives  the  Jumna  It  is 
swelled  by  the  acceasion  of  several  large 
rivers  in  its  progress  to  Patna,  where  it  is 
fipom  one  to  three  ra.  broad,  and  thirty  ft. 
deep.  A  bout  200  m.  from  the  sea  it  branches 
into  adelts,the  numerous  branches  of  which 
form  a  labyrinth  of  Channels  and  creeks, 
called  the  Sunderbunds.  The  western  or 
Hoogly  branch,  which  passes  by  Calcutta,  is 
the  only  one  that  is  navigable.  The  eastern 
branch  receives  the  Brahmapootra  before 
pouring  its  flood  into  the  Bay  of  Bengal.

Gateshead,  gaiWked  (the  head  of  tlie 
gat  or  passage,  or,  in  other  words,  the  road's 
end),  a  pari,  and  munic.  bor.  of  England,  co. 
Durham,  on  the  Tyne,  opposite  Newcastle, 
of  which  it  may  be  considered  a  suburb.  It 
has  extensive  iron  and  brass  foundries,  glass 
and  chemical  works,  shipbuilding,  locomo- 
tive engine  works,  and  all  the  manufs. 
carried  on  in  Newcastle,  with  which  it  is 
almost  inseparably  connected .    Pop.  65,808.

Gaya,  ghi%  a  dist  and  city  of  British 
India,  presidency  of  Bengal,  prov.  Behar, 
on  a  tributary  of  the  Ganges.  The  oity 
is  one  of  the  holy  cities  of  the  Hindoos. 
Pop.  of  dist  2.067,980 ;  of  city  67,000. 

Gaza,  ad'ed^  now  called  Gazara  (oorr. 
ftx>m  Arab,  khaxan,  a  treasury),  a  cltv  of 
Palestine,  48  m.  S.W.  of  Jerusalem,  about 
8  m.  from  the  coast  of  the  Mediterranean ; 
it  has  a  pop.  est  at  16,000  or  16,000.  The 
anc  city  of  G<ua  occupied  a  site  nearer  the 
sea. 

Gealong,  fe-long',  a  town  of  Victoria. 
Australia,  at  the  head  of  the  W.  arm  of 
Port  Phillip,  46  m.  from  Helbonme  *,  it  has 
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a  large  export  trade  In  wool.  Pop.  12,000; 
with  OeeUma  West,  16,000. 

Oeestemunde.  gStTuh-wnn-di,  a  town  of 
Prussia,  in  Hanover,  on  the  estuary  of  the 
Wuser,  at  the  month  of  the  Geeste,  which 
divideH  it  from  Bremerhaven,  of  which  it 
is  a  suburb.  Pop.,  Including  Geestendorf, 
12,449. 

Oefle,  yevH^^  a  seaport  of  Sweden,  cap. 
of  the  prov.  of  Oefleborg,  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Gefle  River.    Pop.  18,758. 

Oefleborg,  yev'ia-horg,  a  fertile  prov.  of 
Sweden,  lying  along  the  Gulf  of  Bothnia.

Geneva,  fen-^vd.  a  small  canton  in  the 
8.W.  of  Switzerland.  Area  91  sq.  ro. ;  pop. 
101,695. 

Qeneva  (probably  from  Celt,  cenn-a/np, 
the  head  of  the  water  or  river),  a  city  of 
Switzerland,  the  cap.  of  the  above  canton, 
finely  sitaated  at  the  point  where  the 
RhOne  issues  from  the  lake.  In  some 
respects  it  may  be  regarded  as  one  of  the 
most  important  cities  In  Europe.  It  was 
here  that  Calvin  resided  while  ho  laboured 
in  establishing  the  Reformation,  and  here 
probably  he  died.  Here  were  bom  Rons- 
seau.  Bonnet,  Necker,  Sismondi,  and  a 
multitude  of  other  eminent  scholars  and 
writers.  It  is  the  seat  of  a  Protestant 
university,  and  is  particularly  noted  for  its 
trade  of  watchmaking.    Pop.  60,013. 

Qeneva,  Ijake  of;  or  Lake  Ijemao, 
ane.  Laeus  Lemantis^  a  large  lake  of  Swit- 
serUnd,  traversed  by  the  RhOne,  and  sur- 
rounded by  most  beautiful  scenery.  Area 
836  sq.m. 

OeneTre,  Mont,  mong  thek^nai'v'r,  one 
of  the    summits    of   the    Cottian    Alps, 


between  France  and  Italv,  crossed  by  a 
road  constructed  by  Napoleon  I.  Height 
11,614  ft.  above  the  level  of  the  sea. 

Oenneaareth,  Lake  of,  jun-tt^d-rtth;  a 
famous  lake  which  forms  part  of  the  E. 
boundary  of  Palestine,  and  is  called  also 
in  Scripture  the  Sea  of  Galllte,  the  Bea 
of  TlberiaB,  and  the  Bea  of  Obinnereth. 
It  lies  deep  among  hills  and  mountains, 
from  which,  in  the  rainy  season,  many 
streams  descend.  The  river  Jordan  tra- 
verses it  from  N.  to  S.,  and,  it  is  ssid,  without 
the  waters  mingling.  Its  length  is  nearly 
14  m. ;  its  greatest  breadth  8  m.  It  was 
the  scene  of  many  remarkable  events  in 
the  life  of  our  Saviour,  in  whose  days  the 
borders  of  the  lake  were  well  peopled,  and 
covered  with  numerous  towns  and  villages ; 
but  DOW  they  are  almost  desolate.  Its 
Bodtm  name  ia  Tabaree/ab. 


Genoa,  yen^'tf-d,  It.  Oencw,  ane.  Qwva,  a 
maritime  prov.  of  N.  Italy,  once  the  terri- 
tory of  a  celebrated  republic  The  struggle 
between  the  Genoese  and  the  Venetians  is 
the  most  memorable  in  the  Italian  annals 
of  the  Middle  Ages.    Pop.  760,809. 

Genoa  (the  head  of  the  water),  a  strong 
city  and  seaport  of  N.  Italy,  cap.  of  the 
above  prov.,  beautifully  situated  on  the 
bay  of  the  same  name,  76  m.  8.E  of  Turin. 
It  is  an  important  commercial  city,  and  its 
manufs.  of  velveU  and  other  silk  fabrics. 
Jewelry,  surgical,  optical,  and  musical 
instruments,  artificial  fiowers,  and  various 
other  fancy  articles,  though  much  less 
extensive  than  formerly,  still  maintain  an 
almost  unrivalled  celebrity.  Columbus, 
the  discoverer  of  America,  was  bom  here 
about  1440.    Pop.  138,081. 

Gentllly,  tttang-Ut-ye^  (the  place  of 
beautiful  waters),  a  town  of  France,  dep. 
Seine,  on  the  Bievre,  to  the  S.  of  Paris,  of 
which  it  may  be  considered  a  suburb.  Pop. 
12,363. 

Geographe  Bay.ye'o-^fV,  an  extensive 
IndenUtion  of  the  8.W.  coast  of  West 
Australia,  about  86  m.  wide,  N.  of  Cape 
Naturaliste. 

George,  Jorf,  a  maritime  dlv.  of  the 
South-Westem  Province  of  Cape  Colony, 
intersected  fh)m  E.  to  W.  by  the  Ollfants 
River  and  its  trib.  the  Kammanassie.  Pop. 
10,668.— lU  cap.  is  OeorgtUnon. 

George  Town,  a  town  of  8.  America, 
the  cap.  of  British  Guiana,  near  the  mouth 
of  the  river  Demeranu  It  is  built  of  wood. 
Pop.  86.667. 

Georgetown,  a  town  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  prov.  Ontario,  on  the  river  Credit, 
29  m.  N.W.  of  Toronto.  Pop.  1471.— Also  a 
town  in  King's  co.,  Prince  Edward  Island, 
80  m.  E.  of  Charlottetown.    Pop.  Ilia 

Georgetown,  a  town  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  U.S.,  on  the  Potomac,  2  m. 
W.N.W.  of  Washington.  Pop.  12,67a— 
Also,  a  seaport  of  South  Carolina,  U.S.,  on 
the  W.  side  of  Wlnyaw  Bay,  near  the  con- 
fluence of  the  Great  Pedee.  Black,  and 
Waccamaw  rivers,  66  m.  N.E.  of  Charlea* 
ton.    Pop.  2657. 

George  Town,  now  usually  called  Pe- 
nang.  j>«-nai?^',  the  chief  town  of  the  island 
of  Penang  or  Prince  of  Wales  Island,  in  the 
Straits  of  Malacca,  and  the  cap.  of  the 
British  Possessions  called  the  Eastern 
Straits  Settlements.    Pop.  about  25,000. 

Georgia,  jor^je-d,  ane  Iheiia  and  Colchis, 
a  mountainous  region  on  the  S.  declivity  of 
the  Caucasus,  W.  Asia,  belongingto  Russia, 
and  forming  the  gov.  of  Tiflls.  Watered  by 
the  Kur  and  numerous  tributary  streams, 
it  combines  the  productions  of  the  temperate 
and  tropical  climes.  Its  valleys  are  ex- 
tremely fertile,  and  the  vine  grows  wild  on 
its  bills.  The  beauty  of  the  Georgian 
women,  like  that  of  the  Cireasslans.  is  pro- 
verbial throughout  the  East.  Area  16,618 
sq.  m.;  pop.  000,800. 
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Britolo.  The  wtne-conntry  oommencM 
about  the  Jnnetion  of  the  Neekar  with  the 
Rhine,  and  streteheB  eonthwardg.  The 
Rhenish  wines  have  long  been  celebrated, 
and  next  to  them  in  qnality  are  those  made  on 
the  banks  of  the  Moselle.  Germany  Is  rich 
in  minerals.  In  Uie  Hans  Mountains  and 
the  Erzgebiive,  there  are  lead,  iron,  copper, 
tin,  silver,  cobalt,  and  bismuth ;  Bavaria  is 
noted  for  its  extensive  and  remarkable 
mines  of  rocknudt;  and  coal  is  found  in 
Prussia,  Saxony,  Baden,  Eavaria,  and 
Wttrtemberg.  The  domestic  animals  do 
not  differ  materially  from  those  of  the 
neighbouring  countries.  Hanover  has  long 
been  famous  for  a  breed  of  strong  horses  for 
cavalry  or  draught.  The  Merino  breed  of 
sheep,  introduced  into  Saxony,  yields  wool 
not  inferior  to  that  of  Spain.  Among  the 
wild  animals  may  be  enumerated  the  wolf, 
the  lynx,  the  glutton,  and  the  wild  boar, 
which  is  here  of  large  size.  The  industri- 
ous and  enterprising  spirit  of  the  Germans 
has  enabled  them,  notwithstanding  many 
disadvantages,  to  make  considerable  pro- 
gress in  manufkctures.  For  linen,  Silesia, 
Saxony,  and  Westphalia  have  long  been 
celebrated:  and  manufs.  of  cotton  were 
established  during  the  war  of  179&-1815,  in 
emulation  of  those  in  Britain.  The  broad- 
cloth of  Saxony,  and  its  thread,  lace,  linen, 
paper,  and  porcelain,  are  of  superior  quality. 
Commerce  is  still  comparatively  limited, 
owing  chiefly  to  the  very  small  extent  of 
seaooast  which  Germany  possesses.  Several 
towns,  however,  on  the  shores  and  the  prin- 
cipal rivers  ei^oy  a  flourishing  trsde,  to 
fiicilitate  which  numerous  canals  and  rail- 
roads have  been  formed.  For  a  long  time 
the  principal  obstacle  of  the  commercial 
and  manufacturing  prosperity  of  Germany 
was  the  partition  orbits  territory  among  so 
many  separate  communities,  which  not 
only  gave  rise  to  factitious  interests  and 
conflicting  svstems  of  finance  and  Internal 
regulation,  but  prevented  the  necessary 
unity  of  effort  and  combination  of  resources. 
The  great  commercial  league  called  the 
Zollverein,  which  was  estoblished  in  1818, 
for  securing  a  uniform  system  of  customs 
throughout  Germany,  has,  however,  done 
much  to  remove  these  obstacles.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  league  is  conducted  by 
delegates  firom  the  various  states  composiiM 
it,  with  a  central  government  at  Berlin. 
The  revenue  is  paid  into  a  common  exche- 
quer, and  distributed  periodically  among  the 
members  in  proportion  to  their  population. 
While  all  tne  states  were  so  far  united 
under  the  name  of  the  Germanic  Confedera- 
tion, each  was  governed  by  its  own  prince, 
who  had  power  to  impose  taxes,  levy  troops, 
and  even  form  allianoes,  provided  he  did 
not  interfere  with  the  general  welfare.  The 
convocation  of  princes  and  of  the  deputies  of 
the  four  free  cities  was  called  the  Diet, 
which  met  at  Frankfort-on-the-Main. 
From  the  death  of  Louis  III.,  tlie  last

GeoxgieTBk,  ffd-or-ghe-evty,  a  town  of 
Russia,  gov.  Stavropol,  lieutenancy  of  the 
Caucasus,  on  a  trib.  of  the  Kouma.  P.  4167. 
(}erft,  jfU'rd,  a  town  of  Central  Germany, 
the  cap.  of  the  principality  of  Reuss 
(Younger  Branch)  on  the  Whlte-Elster, 
d6  m.  S.S.W.  of  Leipsic.  Pop.  27,118. 
German  Ooean.  ^Iw  North  Boa. 
Qermany,  Umpire  of,  Jer'ma^M  Cinp- 
poeed  to  be  a  corr.  othtrrmam,  a  warrior,  this 
name  having  been  given  to  the  Germans  by 
the  Romans  on  account  of  their  bravery),  a 
large  country  of  Central  Europe,  divided 
into  sovereign  states,  federated  under  an 
emperor.  It  is  bounded  on  the  N.  by  the 
North  Sea,  Denmark,  and  the  Baltic ;  on 
the  W.  by  the  Netheriands,  Belgium,  and 
France;  on  the  8.  by  Switzerland  and 
Austria;  on  the  E.  by  Austria,  Poland, 
and  Russia.  Area  212,001  sq.  m.;  pop. 
44,626,989.  The  greatest  length  of  Ger- 
many, trcm  E.  to  W.,  is  about  720  m.;  its 
breadth,  trom  N.  to  S»  about  660  m.  Ger- 
many may  be  divided  into  three  climatic 
Mones:— the  northern,  a  low  extensive  plain, 
where  the  air  is  moist  and  variable ;  the 
central,  a  large  part  of  which  is  table-land 
of  from  1600  to  2000  ffc.  elevation,  with  a 
mild,  dry,  and  steady  climate;  and  the 
Bouthem,  where  the  loftv  mountains  and 
deep  valleys  present  striking  extremes  of 
heat  and  cold.  Tracts  of  low  sandy  soil  in 
the  N.E.,  and  swamps  and  marshes  in  the 
N.W.,  render  it  probable  that  these  parts 
of  Germany  were  once  covered  bv  the 
sea.  Here,  except  in  Saxony,  the  soil  Lb  in 
general  poor,  but  not  unsusceptible  of  im- 
provement In  the  8.  the  land  is  of  better 
quali^,  and  in  many  places,  indeed,  is  ex- 
tremely fertile.  Of  the  vast  woods  bv  which 
Germany  was  at  one  time  covered,  thera 
are  still  considerable  remains.  The  Black 
Forest  is  the  most  extensive;  but  both 
Thnringla  and  the  Harz  Mountains  are 
thickly  wooded;  and  great  tracts  in  the 
central  and  southern  districts  are  oovered 
with  trees.  The  rivers  of  Germany  em- 
brace the  Danube,  Bhine,  Mam,  Weeer, 
Sibe,  Em$,  Oder,  and  some  others,  which 
rank  among  the  largest  in  Europe.  The 
principal  I WB  are  ConeUmce  or  the  Boden 
Bee,  Plau,  Sehwerin,  Murite,  Ohiem  See,  and 
Dievkoia.  The  country  abounds  in  mineral 
springs,  the  most  noted  of  which  aro  at 
Aixrla<!hapeUe,  Wie$badeH,taidBade»-Baden. 
In  Its  agrienltnral  prodoctions,  Northern 
Germany  heart  no  small  resemblance  to 
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prince  of  the  line  of  Ghitrlemftgne,  a.d.  911, 
the  office  of  Emperor,  or  bead  of  the  con- 
federation, waB  elective,  and  was  posaeued 
at  different  periods  by  different  lines  of 
princes.     From  1438  till  1740,   the   pre- 
dominant power  of    Austria  secured  the 
Imperial  dignity  to  its  sovereign.    A  Ba- 
varian prince  was  emperor  ftom  1740  till 
1746,  when  the  office  reverted  to  Austria. 
In  1806,  Francis  II.  renounced  the  title 
and  authority  of  Emperor  of  Germany, 
and  assumed  that  of  Emperor  of  Austria. 
In  1866,  after  a  short  but  decisive  war, 
Austria  was   compelled  to    renounce  all 
claims  to  a  superiority  over  the  states  of 
Germany,  and  those  situated  north  of  the 
Main  formed  themselves  into  the  North 
German  ConfederaUon.    In  1870,  all  these 
states,  as  well  as  those  south  of  the  Main, 
combined  to  repel  French  invasion,  and 
shorUy  afterwards  the  old  Germanic  Em- 
pire was  reconstructed,  with  the  King  of 
Prussia  as  Emperor.     The  following  aro 
the  stotes  comprising  the  empire :— Prussia, 
Bavaria,    Saxony,    WUrtemberg,    Baden^ 
Hesse-Darmstadt,  Mecklenburg- Schwerin, 
Mecklenhurg-Strelltz,  Saxe-Welmar,  Old- 
enburg, Brunswick,  Saxe-Meinlngen.  Saxe- 
Altenbnrg,   Saxe-Coburg-Gotha,  Anhalt. 
8chwarzburg-Rudol8tadt.8chwar2burg-8oii- 
dershausen,  Waldeck,  Beuss  (Older  and 
Younger),  Schanmburg-Lippe,  Lippe-Det- 
mold,  the  Free  Cities  (Hamburg,  Xubeck, 
and    Bremen),    and    Elsass  -  Lothringen. 
The   established    forma    of   religion   ia 
the  empire  are  the  Roman-Catholic,  the 
Lutheran,  and  the  Calvinlstlc.     No  part 
of  Europe  enjoys  greater  advanUges  fur 
education  than  Germany,  especially  the 
northern  part  of  It,  elemenUry   sohools 
being  established  In  almost  every  parish, 
while  seminaries  of  a  higher  class  are  very 
numerous.    There  are  universities  situated 
in  the  principal  cities,  and  sodetlea  for  the 
cultivation  of  literature,  sdenoe,  and  the 
fine  arts  are  found  in  all  quarters.   The 
reformation  of  Luther  gave  an  extraordi- 
nary Impulse  to  the  naUonal  literature  of 
Germany,  and  Luther  himself  contributed 
more  than  anv  other  man  to  the  advance- 
ment of  the  language,  which  may  be  con- 
sidered as  having  been  fixed  by  his  trans- 
lation  of  the  Scriptures.    In  literature  and 
science  the  Germans  display  equal  Ingenu- 
ity and  patience  of  Investigation.    Their 
favourite  studies  are  metaphysics  and  phil- 
ologv,   but  they  have  attained  celebrity 
to  almost  every  department  of  phUotophy 
and  polite  leamhig.     Of  the  fine  wti

Gettyabnrg,  jeiftiz-boorg,  a  town  of 
Pennsylvania.  U.S.,  where  a  severe  battle 
was  fought  between  the  Federals  and  Con- 
federates, 3rd  July  1863.    Pop.  2814. 

Ohauta,  The,  gawt$  (ft-om  Sansc.  gluttt^ 
a  pass  through  mountains,  hence  also,  as 
here,  a  range  or  chain  of  mountains),  two 
extensive  chains  of  mountains  In  Southern 
India.  The  western  extends  nearly  1000 
m.  from  Cape  Comorin  to  Snrat;  the 
eastern,  almost  of  equal  length,  Is  on  the 
opposite  coast.

Ghent,  gJusnt,  Flem.  Oend,  Ger.  Gent, 
Fr.  Oand,  a  manufacturing  and  commerclfd 
city  of  Belgium,  the  cap.  of  E.  FUnders, 
and  the  seat  of  a  university.  Is  situated  on 
the  Schelde,  at  Its  i unction  with  the  Lys. 
By  these  rivers  and  by  navigable  canals  It 
IS  divided  Into  26  Islands,  which  are  con- 
nected by  a  great  number  of  bridges.  The 
city  is  10  m.  In  circuit,  great  part  of  It 
being  occupied  with  .gardens,  orohards, 
and  fields.  From  the  extent  of  its  cotton 
manufs.,  it  is  caUed  the  "  Manchester  of 
Belgium,"  and  It  Is  noted  as  the  birthplace 
of  Charles  V.  and  John  of  Gaunt.  When 
Charles  v.  was  Emperor  of  Germany,  thia 
city  occupied  more  space  than  any  other  In 
the  west  of  Europe,  and  he  used  to  boast 
(punning  upon  iu  French  name)  "  that  he 
could  nut  all  Paris  to  his  glove."

711).  a  celebrated  fortress,  deemed  impreg- 
nable, in  the  S.  extremity  of  Spain,  on  a 
rock  1467  ft.  above  the  sea,  on  the  E.

for  its  vinejards,  and  now  equally  so  for  its 
orchards,  gardens,  com  lands,  and  rich  pas- 
tures. The  principal  rivers  are  the  Severn, 
Wye,  laia,  and  Upper  and  Lower  Avon.  By 
means  of  the  Severn,  the  oo.  has  communi- 
cation with  the  Bristol  Channel,  and  ob- 
tains in  a  great  degree  the  advantages  of  a 
maritime  situation.  Gloucestershire  is  both 
a  manufacturing  and  an  agricultural  co. 
Dairy  farming  and  the  rearing  of  cattle  are 
largely  carried  on  in  the  vale  of  Berkeley, 
and  it  is  here  particularly  that  the  delicious 
cheese  known  as  "  Double  Glo'ster"  is  pro- 
duced. Cider  is  also  a  principal  product, 
and  perry  is  made  in  varioua  parts,  but 
chiefly  in  the  Forest.

Goa,  gCd,  a  territory  of  India,  belonging 
to  the  Portogfuese,  Bombay  Presidency, 
prov.  Beiapore.  Pop.  407,700.— New  Goa, 
or  Panjlxn,  the  cap.  of  the  Portuguese 
possessions,  is  on  an  island  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Mandona  River,  and  is  remarkable 
for  its  churches,  whose  architecture  far 
surpasses  in  grandeur  and  taste  that  of 
any  erection  of  the  kind  ever  attempted 
by  Europeans  in  the  East    Pop.

W.,  and  the  Slave  Coast  on  the  E.  The 
British  have  several  settlements  here,  the 
chiefof  which  are  Cape  Coast  Castle,  Elmina, 
and  Accra.  These,  with  the  settlements  at 
Lagos  on  the  Slave  Coast,  viz.,  Badaarg, 
Lagos,  IkUma,  Leekie,  etc.,  were  erected  into 
the  Gold  Ooast  Oolony,  24th  July  1874.

Greece  (from  its  ancient  name  Graeia, 
supposed   to  be  derived    from  Orctcus,  a 

Erince  of  Thessaly).  Gr.  Hellas,  heVlas,  a 
ingdom  in  the  S.E.  of  Europe,  bounded  on 
the  N.  by  Turkey,  on  the  W.  and  8.  by  the 
Mediterranean,  and  on  the  E.  by  the  iEgean 
Sea.  It  lies  between  86*'  23'  and  40"  80^  N.  lat., 
and  between  21°  and  26°  E.  long.  Area  26,441 
sq.  m.;  pop.  1,979.423.  The  geographical 
divisions  of  the  kingdom  are — Continental 
Greece,  embracing  Thtssaly  and  Livadia,  in 
the  N.;  Peninsular  Greece  or  lfor<»i,  ane. 
Peloponnesus,  in  the  8. ;  and  Insular  Greece, 
comprising  the  islands  of  Eubaa,  Skuro, 
Andro,  Coturi,  JEuina,  Uydra,  Aaxia,  Ililo, 
Syra,  Santorina,  Delos,  Paroa,  Antiparotf 
and  the  Ionian  Islands.  For  administrative 
purposes  the  whole  country  is  divided  into 
the  following  nomarchies  or  departments : 
—In  TiiF.ssALT  and  Livadia— Arta,  Trik- 
hala,  Larissa,  Attica  and  Boeotia,  Eubeea. 
Phthiotis  and  Phocis,  and  Acamania  and 
^tolia;  in  the  Mobba  —  Argolis  and 
Corinth,  Achaia  and  Ells,  Arcadia,  Mes- 
scnia,  and  Laconia:  in  Ikbulab  Gbekck — 
The  Cyclndes.  Corru  (with  Paxo),  Ccpha- 
lonia,  Leucadia  (with  Ithaca),  and  Zante 
(with  Cerigo).  The  territory  of  Greece, 
though  comparatively  small,  Is  full  of  in- 
terest. Almost  every  part  of  it  has  remains 
of  magnificent  monuments,  in  the  purest 
style  of  classic  architecture,  erected  when 
Greece  was  in  its  glory.  The  country  con- 
sists chiefly  of  a  succession  of  valleys, 
bounded  by  mountains  of  moderate  eleva- 
tion, presenting  the  most  picturesque 
aspects,  and  generally  capable  of  great  im- 
provement, being  well  adapted  either 
for  agriculture  or  for  pasturage.  The 
prov.  of  Thessaly  (ceded  by  Turkey  in  1881) 
is  a  land  of  flocks  and  herds,  noted  for  its 
horses,  and  exceedingly  fertile.  Only 
one-sixth  of  the  area  of  the  kingdom, 
however,  is  under  cultivation;  the  rest 
lies  waste.  The  chief  mountain  summits 
are  Pindus,  Ossn,  Pelion,  Quiona,  Pnmassms. 
and  Helicon.  The  climate  is  warm  and 
delightful.  Its  extensive  range  of  coast, 
indented  by  numerous  bays,  and  the  variety 
of  its  islands,  while  they  diversify  the 
scenery,  eminently  fit  the  country  for 
commerce.  The  exports  consist  of  currants, 
olive-oil,  raw  silk,  wool,  figs,  tobacco,  etc : 
the  imports  embrace  com,  manufactured 
Ipoda,  hardware,  sugar,  and  coffee.   Greeoe 
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Ib  rich  In  mineral  trearares ;  bat  with  the 
ezeeption  of  copper,  marblei  aad  salt,  thej 
meet  with  little  attention.  The  history  of 
Greece  is  exceedingly  interesting.  In 
ancient  times  the  country  comprehended  a 
number  of  independent  republics  till  the 
battle  of  Chnronea,  838  b.Om  when  it  was 
brought  under  subjection  to  Philip,  king  of 
Macedon,  &ther  of  Alexander  the  Great 
About  146  B.O.  it  was  conquered  by  Rome, 
and  formed  part  of  that  empire  till  after 
the  taking  of  Constantinople  in  146S,  when 
it  wasoTemin  by  the  Turks,  and  long  con- 
tinued under  their  dominion.  At  last,  in 
1821,  the  Greeks  arose  against  their  op- 

Eressors,  defeated  them  in  several  battles 
y  sea  and  land,  and  made  themselyes 
masters  of  the  whole  country  south  of 
Thessaly.  During  three  years  they  main- 
tained the  struggle  successfully,  and  had 
almost  established  their  independence ;  but 
in  1825,  Ibrahim,  son  of  the  Pasha  of  Egypt, 
landed  in  the  Morea  with  an  army  discip- 
lined by  Frenchmen  and  Italians,  took 
several  towns,  yanquisbed  the  Greeks 
In  the  field,  and  so  reduced  them  as  to 
render  it  doubtful  whether  they  would  not 
be  entirely  subdued.  The  three  sreat 
powers,  Russia,  Britain,  and  France,  bow- 
eyer,  interposed  In  their  behalf;  and  in  1830 
compelled  the  Porte  to  acknowledge  their 
independence,  and  erected  the  country  into 
a  kingdom.  The  goyemment  was  at  first 
a  monarchy  nearly  absolute;  but,  after  a 
revolution  in  1848,  a  constitutional  govern- 
ment was  established  somewhat  resembling 
that  of  Britain.  The  present  constitution 
of  Greece  was  adopted  in  October  1864.  It 
vesta  the  legislative  power  in  a  chamber  of 
representauves,  called  the  Boule^  ohoeen 
by  nniversal  suffirage,  and  the  executive  in 
the  king  and  his  responsible  ministers, 
assisted  by  a  council  of  state.  The  reU- 
gion  is  that  of  the  Greek  Church,  which  also 
prevails  in  Russia;  but  religious  toleration 
exists  throughout  the  kingdom. 

Greenland,  an  extensive  region  of  N.E. 
America,  bounded  E.by  the  Arctic  Ocean ; 
W.  by  Davis  Strait,  Baffin  Bay,  Smith 
Sound,  and  Kennedy  Channel;  S.  by  the 
Atlantic.  Its  northern  boundary  has  not 
been  explored,  but  is  supposed  to  be  the 
Arctic  Ocean.  Its  area  is  estimated  at 
•bout  380,000  sq.  m.  Its  pop.  is  10,000. 
So  far  as  known,  Greenland  stretches 
from  Cape  Farewell,  in  69°  49^  lat,  north- 
wards to  Cape  Britannia,  in  nearly  83" 
lat.  It  extends  from  20°  to  76°  W.  long. 
It  was  long  supposed  to  be  part  of  the 
continent  of  America,  but  is  now  gene- 
rally believed  to  be  an  island  or  cluster 
of  islands.  It  has  been  described  as  "  a 
mass  of  rocks,  intermingled  with  immense 
blocks  of  ice."  Yet  there  is  some  land  that 
admits  of  cultivation.  During  the  short 
summer  the  air  is  pure  on  the  mainland, 
but  obscured  in  the  islands  by  fogs.  The 
long  night  of  winter  is  relieved  by  the 


shifting  splendours  of  the  aurora  borealls. 
The  thermometer,  which  In  July  reaches 
84°,  often  sinks  in  January  to  40°  below 
zero.  Of  the  land  animals  the  principal 
are  hares,  valuable  for  their  fiesh  and  fur, 
rein-deer,  foxes,  and  large  dogs  employed 
in  drawing  sledges,  and  distinguished  by 
the  peculiarity  of  howling  instead  of  bark- 
ing. The  seas  swarm  with  turbot,  herrings, 
and  whales ;  but  the  marine  animal  most 

Srised  bv  the  natives  Is  the  seal.  Its 
esh  is  their  principal  food ;  its  skin  sup- 
plies them  with  dress,  and  with  a  covering 
for  their  canoes ;  its  tendons  are  made  into 
thread ;  and  so  essential  an  article  of  sub- 
sistence does  the  Greenlander  account  it, 
that  he  cannot  comprehend  how  man  could 
live  without  it.  Large  flocks  of  aquatic 
birds  fluent  the  seas,  rivers,  and  lakes. 
Providence,  which  adapts  the  endless  diver- 
sity of  productions  to  every  variety  of 
climate  and  soil— supplying  the  deficien- 
cies of  one  region  bv  the  abundance  of  an- 
other—fhrnishes  the  sterile  shores  of 
Greenland  and  other  Arctic  regions  with 
timber,  which  is  borne  hither  by  the  tides 
and  currents  of  the  ocean  from  the  coasts  of 
America  and  Asia,  in  such  quantities,  that 
a  year's  fuel  may  sometimes  be  collected 
during  the  short  season  of  summer,  and  in 
such  preservation  as  to  aflbrd  excellent 
materials  for  building  houses  and  canoes. 
The  Greenlanders  are  a  branch  of  the  Es- 
quimaux :  they  are  of  short  stature,  with 
long  black  hair,  small  eyes,  and  fiat  fkoes. 
The  country  is  subject  to  Denmark,  which 
maintains  a  few  small  settlements  on  the 
W.  coast ;  and  the  laudable  exertions  of  the 
Danish  missionaries  for  the  conversion  of 
the  natives  to  Christianity  have  been 
crowned  with  considerable  success.  The 
chief  villages  are  JulioMhaab,  Christian- 
Bhadb,  Uppentavik,  FitderieJuhaab,  and 
Good  Hope.  The  European  population  does 
not  exceed  250. 

Greenlaw,  grten'law  (green  hill),  a  pa. 
and  vil.  of  Scotland,  co.  Berwick,  of -which 
the  vil.  is  the  co.  town.  It  is  7^  m.  W.  of 
Duns.

Here 
Stanislaus,  king  of  Poland,  sought  his  last 
retreat,  and  finally  abdicated  Lis  crown  in 
1797.

garve,  and  falls  into  the  Atlantic. 

Goadix,  gwdrthtti',  a  town  of  Spain,  prov. 
and  28  m.  E.N.E.  of  Granada.    Pop.  11,787. 

Gnaleguaohu,  gwd-ld-gwdreho</,  a  town 
of  the  Argentine  Republic,  on  the  Rio 
Gualeguachu,  9  m.  from  its  mouth  in  the 
Uruguay.    Pop.  9800. 

Gxiainanga.    See  Ayaonoho. 

Guanaxtiato,  guBd^nd^hwd'id.  a  city  of 
Mexico,  the  cap.  of  the  state  of  the  same 
name,  idtuated  in  a  narrow  valley  100  m. 
N.W.  of  Mexico.  Pop.  of  city  68,232;  of 
state  788,202. 

Gnatomala,  gwd-td-^md'ld  (named  either 
from  uhatesntalha,  signifying  "  a  mountain 
that  throws  oat  water,'^  doubtless  in  allu- 


sion to  the  volcano  d'Agua,on  the  skirts  of 
which  the  old  city  was  built ;  or  from  JuitS' 
mat,  the  name  of  its  first  king),  the  largest 
state  in  Central  America;  it  extends  from 
YncaUn  to  the  Pacific,  and  is  bounded  W. 
by  Mexico,  and  E.  by  the  states  of  Honduras 
and  San  Salvador.  The  country  is  moun- 
tainous, but  the  soil,  which  is  volcanic,  is 
remarkably  fertile,  producing  tropical  fruits 
and  vegetablofl  of  all  kinds  in  constant  suc- 
cession throughout  the  whole  year.  The 
two  productions  most  important  in  a  com- 
mercial point  of  view  are  indigo  and  cochi- 
neal ;  but  wheat,  maize,  rice,  cocoa,  coffee, 
sugar,  tobacco,  and  cotton  are  also  to  a 
greater  or  less  extent  valuable  articles  of 
trade.    Area  45,000  sq.  m.;  pop.  1,262,497. 

Gaatemala,  Kew,  a  city  of  Central 
America,  cap.  of  the  above  state,  situated 
in  a  larg^  and  fertile  plain,  on  the  Rio-de- 
las-Vacas,  106  m.  W.N.W.  of  San  Salvador. 
It  is  a  handsome  city,  though  the  houses 
are  all  built  of  one  story,  because  of  the 
frequent  earthquakes.  Pop.  65,728.— Old 
GaatemaU.  about  26  m.  to  the  W.S.W., 
was  entirely  destroyed  by  the  eruptions  of 
two  volcanoes  in  its  neighbourhood  within 
20  years  of  its  foundation,  and  again  by  an 
earthquake  in  1773,  after  which  the  Spanish 
government  ordered  the  place  to  be  aban- 
doned, but  a  considerable  portion  of  its 
inhabitants  returned  to  it,  and  it  now  has  a 
pop.  of  about  16,000. 

Gaayaqail,  gm-n-JcMV,  a  city  and  sea- 
port of  Ecuador,  8.  America,  cap.  of  prov. 
GuAyas,  at  the  head  of  the  Gulf  of  Guaya- 
quil. It  has  one  of  the  best  harbours  on 
the  Pacific    Pop.  22,000. 

Gaajras,  gwi'ds,  a  prov.  of  Ecuador,  8. 
America,  occupying  a  large  portion  of  the 
Pacific  slope  of  that  country.  Area  11,600 
sq.  m.;  pop.  94,442. 

Gaaymas,  gm^mds,  a  seaport  of  Mexico, 
state  of  Sonora,  on  the  Gulf  of  California ; 
it  is  a  town  of  recent  origin,  but  promises 
to  be  one  of  the  principal  ports  on  the 
Pacific,  and  is  the  dep6t  of  the  precious 
metals  brought  from  the  interior. 

Gabhio,  gool/be-o,  a  city  of  Central  Italy, 
prov.  Perugia,  28  m.  8.  of  Urbino.  Pop. 
5640. 

Gaben,  goo'hen  (dove  town),  a  town  of 
Prussia,  prov.  Brandenburg,  on  the  Neisse, 
30  m.  8.  of  Frapkfort-on-the-Oder,  with 
fiouriHhing  trade  and  manufs.    Pop.  26/^0. 

Gaelderland,  or  Gelderland, ghelder- 
land  (the  land  of  GueldenX  a  prov.  of  the 
Netherlands,  S.E.  of  the  Zuyder  Zee.  and 
separated  fh)m  N.  Brabant  by  the  Maas. 
It  is  watered  by  the  Rhine,  the  Waal,  the 
Yssel,  and  the  Leek.  Area  1962  sq.  m.; 
pop.  466.806. 

Gaelph,  gwelf,  a  city  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  prov.  Ontario,  30  m.  N.  of  Hamil- 
ton.   Pop.  9690. 

Garret,  ya-ra',  a  town  of  France,  cap.  of 
the  dep.  Cren8e,on  the  slope  of  a  mountain 
about  40  m.  N.E.  of  Limoges.    Pop.  686i. 
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Guernsey,  fhernfu,  an  Island  belonging 
to  Britain,  in  the  Engliah  Channel,  near 
the  coast  of  France,  0  m.  long  by  6  m. 
broad.  It  has  a  celebrated  breed  of  cows, 
and  here  the  climate  is  so  mild  that  oranges, 
figs,  citrons,  melons,  myrtles,  and  theGueru- 
sej  lily,  supposed  to  be  a  native  of  Japan, 
attain  a  state  of  great  luxuriance.  Apples 
are  largely  enltivated  in  the  orchards,  and 
made  into  cider,  which  is  the  chief  bever- 
age of  the  inhabitants.

auiana,  ghe-d'nd,  or  Quayana,  gwi-d'nd, 
a  large  territory  in  South  America,  bounded 
N.  by  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  E.  by  Brazil  and 
the  Atlantic  Ocean,  S.  by  Braail.  and  W.  by 
Venezuela.  It  extends  from  0*  40'  to  9*  N. 
Ut,  and  fh)m  61*  to  61°  W.  long.  Its  length, 
from  E.  to  W.,  is  about  710  m.;  breadth, 
from  N.  to  8.,  about  660  m.  Area  163,660 
sq.  m. ;  pop.  about  347,600.  Oniana  is  par- 
titioned into  three  divisions,  viz.,  Brttish 
Ouiana,  Dutch  Ouiana^  and  French  Ouiana. 
Formerly  the  name  had  a  much  wider 
application,  being  extended  to  the  whole 
region  which  lies  to  the  north  of  the  Ama- 
zon and  the  Rio  Negro,  and  to  the  east  of 
the  Casiqniare  and  the  Orinoco.  The 
greater  part  of  this  territory  is  now  in- 
cluded within  the  empire  of  Brazil  and  the 
republic  of  Venezuela,  and  is  distinguished 
bv  the  names  of  Brazilian  Guiana  and 
Venezuelan  Qulana.  The  country  to  which 
the  name  of  Guiana  is  now  commonly 
restricted  is  low  and  flat  towards  the  sea- 
shore, and  here  the  soil  is  rich  and  fertile. 
Inland  it  rises  by  a  succession  of  table-lands 
to  the  nerrat  or  mountain-ranges  which 
divide  it  ftx>m  Brazil.  The  conntrr  is  well 
watered,  the  principal  rivers  being  the 
Bssequibo,  the  Demfrara,  the  BcrHce^  the 
AiHaam,  and  the  Marone,  which  are  well 
stocked  with  fish,  although  infested  with 
alligators.  The  climate  is  cooler  than  in 
most  places  within  the  tropics,  being  re- 
freshed by  the  trade-winds,  by  the  sea- 
breezes,  and  by  the  rainy  seasons,  of  which 
there  are  two  on  the  sea-coast,  and  but  one 
in  the  interior.  Vegetation  is  exceedingly 
luxuriant,  some  of  the  forest-trees  growing 
to  the  height  of  a  hundred  and  fifty  feet. 
The  plant  chiefly  cultivated  is  the  sugar- 
cane ;  coffee  is  also  raised  in  considerable 
quantitieB ;  and  cotton,  tobacco,  rice,  maize, 
wheat,  plantains,  and  pepper  are  grown. 
Gentian  and  other  medicinal  plants  abound : 
and  this  is  the  native  counter  of  the  large 
water-plant  called  the  Victoria  Regia.  The 
staple  exports  are  sugar,  rum,  molasses, 
coffee,  spices,  and  drugs.  British  Guiana 
is  the  western  and  largest,  French  Guiana 
the  eastern  and  smallest,  of  the  three 
divisions  of  Guiana.  Dutch  Guiana,  which 
lies  in  the  middle,  has  an  area  of  about 
60,000  sq.  m.,  with  a  pop.  of  63,625.  The 
area  of  French  Guiana  is  about  27,660  sq. 
m.,  with  a  pop.  of  36,000,  and  eontains  the 
settlement  of  Oajftmne,  to  which  French 
political  prisoners  are  banished.    British 


Guiana  has  an  area  of  about  76,000  sq.  m^ 
with  a  pop.  of  248,110,  and  contains  three 
settlements— ftfrMee,  Demerara,  and  Eut' 

Cibo.  Most  of  it  formerly  belonged  to  Hol- 
ad,  but  was  conquered  by  Great  Britain 
in  1808.— The  capiUl  is  Oeorge  Town,  near 
the  mouth  of  the  river  Demerara. 

Qnienne,  glue-en'  (supposed  to  be  a  oorr. 
of  Aquilania,  the  name  of  this  country  In 
the  time  of  the  RomausY  a  prov.  in  the 
S.W.  of  France,  separatea  from  Gasoony  by 
the  Garonne. 

Qulldford,  ghiV/ord  (ford  of  the  guild  or 
bretbreu).  a  pari,  and  munie.  bor.  and  co. 
town  of  Surrey,  England,  on  the  Wey,  30 
m.  S.W.  of  London ;  it  is  a  very  anc.  town, 
with  a  ruined  castle  and  palace,  once  the 
residence  of  the  English  kings.  Pop.  of 
pari.  bor.  11,693 ;  of  munic.  bor.  10,868. 

Qnimaraena,  ghtFrnd-rd^ent,  an  anc.  for- 
tified town  of  Portugal,  prov.  Entre  Douro 
e  Minho.  in  a  beautiful  plain,  18  m.  8.E.  of 
Braga;  it  has  manufs.  of  linen  and  cotton 
labiics,etc    Pop.  7719. 

Gtilnea,  ghin'ne^  a  geographical  division 
of  W.  AfHca,  of  which  litUe  is  known  ex- 
cept the  coast,  called  the  ooait  of  Guinea, 
which  extends  ftrom  Cape  Verge,  10*90'  N., 
to  Cape  Negro,  16*  41'  8.  Ut  It  is  divided 
into  Upper  or  North  Guinea,  and  Lower  or 
South  Guinea.  The  former  stretches  fh)m 
14*  SO'  W.  to  10*  E.  long.,  and  extends  800 
or  400  m.  into  the  Interior.  On  the  coast 
are  the  districts  of  Bierra  Leone,  Liberia, 
Orain  Coast,  Ivory  Coast,  Ocld  Coast,  and 
Slave  Coast.  The  interior  is  divided  into 
several  native  states,  the  principal  of 
which  are  the  kingdoma  of  Ashantes  and 
Dahomev.  The  coasts  are  in  general  low 
and  nnhealthy  for  Europeans,  but  very 
fertile.  The  chief  rivers  are  the  Nigtr  or 
Quorra,  the  Voltti,  and  the  Assink.  The 
products  of  the  country  comprise  every 
variety  of  rich  tropical  fruits,  gams,  hard 
woods,  grain,  gold  dust,  Ivory,  wax,  etc. 
The  people  of  Ashantee  and  Dahomey  are 
brave  and  warlike ;  but  the  Fantees  and 
some  of  the  other  races  on  the  coast  are 
cowardly.  There  are  several  British  settle- 
ments on  the  Guinea  coast,  formed  for  the 
purpose  ot  carrying  on  a  legitimate  trade 
with  the  natives,  and  for  promoting  their 
civilization.  At  present  the  grossest  pa- 
ganism prevails.  Lower  Onlnea  stretches 
from  a  little  N.  of  the  equator  to  16*  8. 
lat,  and  was  discovered  and  partly  colonized 
by  the  Portuguese  in  the  16th  century.  It 
comprises  the  countries  of  Bia/ra,  Loango, 
Congo,  Angola,  and  Benguela.  This  vast 
region  is  in  general  monntainons,  but  well 
watered;  and  the  abundance  of  heat  and 
moisture  produces  great  fertility  in  the 
vegetation.  The  principal  physical  feature 
is  the  number  of  livers  passing  through  it, 
among  which  the  Congo,  Zaire,  or  Ltmng- 
stone,  flowing  in  a  mighty  stream  ftt>m 
sources  in  the  great  lake  region,  is  the 
most  eonspioaooB.    Besides  maize,  poise, 
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and  other  grains,  the  finest  frnits  grow 
wild,  palm-trees  are  abundant,  potatoes  and 
yams  are  plentiful,  and  the  sngar-cane 
attains  great  size.  The  lakes  and  rivers 
aboand  with  fish,  and  the  forests  with  wild 
beasto.  Of  the  Negro  tribes  Inhabiting 
Lower  Gainea  very  little  is  known.  They 
are  divided  into  a  number  of  petty  states, 
more  or  less  controlled  by  the  Portuguese ; 
their  religion  is  a  mixture  of  Fetishism 
and  Christianity,  the  latter  having  been 
introduced  by  Roman  Catholic  missionaries. 

Quinea,  Qalf  of,  a  gulf  formed  by  the 
Atlantic  Ocean  on  the  coasts  of  Upper 
Guinea,  between  6°  20^  and  1"  8.  Ut,  and  7" 
3tK  W.  and  10"  E.  long.

Gnipnzooa,  ghe-pooafko-d,  a  prov.  in  the 
N.B.  of  Spain.    Pop.  167,207. 

GuiBborough,  or  aisborongli,  gliie'- 
hur-o,  a  town  in  the  N.  R.  of  Yorkshire,  Eng- 
land, 10  m.  S.E.  of  Middlesborough,about6 
m.  fh>m  the  mouth  of  the  Tees.    Pop.  6616. 

Gnjerat,  or  Gnjrat,  ffooj-rdf,  a  dist.  and 
town  in  the  Lieutenant-Governorship  of  the 
Punjab,  BritUh  India.  Although  in  parte 
well  wooded,  most  of  the  country  has  a 
dreary  and  sterile  aspect  The  town  is 
noted  for  its  inlaid  work  in  gold  and  iron.

Gnlane,  gooVan  (Arom  Br.  go-lgnn,  little 
lake),  a  vil.  of  Scotland,  co.  Haddington,  pa.

Gulf  Btream.  an  oceanic  current  of 
great  climatic  importance.  It  issues  from 
the  Gulf  of  Mexico  (hence  its  name)  by 
Florida  Channel,  flows  N.E.  along  the 
coast  of  the  United  States,  then  skirts  the 
southern  edge  of  the  great  bank  of  New- 
foundland, after  passing  which  it  murts 
into  two  main  currents,  one  striking  N.E. 
to  the  British  Isles  and  Norway,  and  the 
other  turning  S.E.  to  the  Aaorw,  Canaries, 
and  W.  coast  of  Africa.

In  the 
N.E.  part  of  Nova  Scotia,  Dominion  of 
Canada.    Pop.  17,808. 

Gtizman  Blanco,  goo(h-man'  lAan'ko,  a 
state  and  dist  of  Venezuela.  Pop.  of  state 
494,000;  of  dist  106,000. 

Gwalior  Territories,  gwd'le-cr,  or  Do- 
minions of  Bindia,  a  native  state  of 
Central  India,  under  British  superintend- 
ence.   Area  24,000  sq.  m. ;  pop.  2,600,000. 

GwaUor,  gwdfU-or,  a  city  of  Central 
India,  cap.  of  the  above  state,  on  an 
affluent  of  the  Jumna,  66  m.  S.  of  Agra, 
with  a  rock  fortress  800  ft.  high,  capable  of 
accommodating  16,000  men. 

Gwennap,  gwen^nav,  a  pa.  of  England, 
00.  Cornwall,  8  ro.  S.E.  of  Redruth,  noted 
for  its  copper-mines,  some  of  which  are 
worked  more  than  200  fathoms  tmder  the 
seSf  and  are  the  roost  productive  mines  in 
Cornwall.    Pop.  6209. 

Gsra.    See  Gkya. 

GyOngyoB,  tfyun-cfifusV,  a  town  of  Cen- 
tral Hungary,  co.  Heves,  44  m.  N.E.  of 
Pesth :  it  has  various  manufk^  and  a  good 
trade  in  wine  and  cheese,  the  prodnoe  of 
the  environs.  Here  the  Austrian  troops 
were  defeated  by  the  Hungarians,  8rd  April 
1849.    Pop.  16,061. 

Gyula,  dgo<fld,  almost  jooVU,  a  town  of 
Hungary,  86  m.  N.N.W.  of  Arad;  it  is 
divided  into  two  portions  by  the  White 
K8i«8  River.    Fop.  18,496. 


Haarlem,  or  Haerlem,  hdt^lem  (the 
height  of  the  leem^  or  clayey  soil),  a  city  of 
the  Netherlands,  prov.  N.  Holland,  10  m. 
bv  railway  N.W.  of  Amsterdam,  and  17  m. 
M.  of  Leyden.  It  was  formerly  a  place  of 
great  strength,  and  is  noted  for  the  siege 
which  it  nobly  sustained  against  the 
Spaniards  in  1678.  The  cathedral  of  St 
Bavon  here  contains  an  organ  considered 
one  of  the  largest  and  best  instruments  of 
the  kind  in  the  world.  Haarlem  has  long 
been  celebrated  for  its  bleaching  grounds, 
and  its  trade  in  flower-roots,  particularly 
hyacinths,  tulips,  and  Jonquils,  which  are 
raised  in  the  Bhemen'Tuinen^  extensive 
nursery  grounds  on  the  8.  side  of  the  city. 
Laurence  Coster,  asserted  by  the  Dutch  to 
be  the  inventor  of  printing,  was  bom  here 
in  1440.    Pop.  88,976. 

Haaxlam  Meer,  h4ir'lem  mair,  once  an 


extensive  lake  of  Holland,  between  Amnter- 
dam,  Leyden,  and  Haarlem ;  it  was  formed 
by  a  destructive  inundation  in  the  16th 
century,  but  in  1868  was  drained  to  such  an 
extent  tnat  about  46,000  acres  of  good  arable 
land  wera  reclaimed. 

Hackney,  hayne  (probablv  oorr.  of 
Haeon-€]ft  the  eg  or  island  of  Hacon,  a 
Dane  or  Saxon,  whose  domain  it  wasX  a 
pa.  and  pari,  borough  of  England,  co. 
Middlesex,  forming  a  suburb  of  London, 
8  m.  N.E.  of  St  PauVs  Cathedral.  Hackney 
is  said  to  have  been  the  firat  place  near 
London  provided  with  coaches  let  out  lor 
hire,  hence  arose  the  term  haeknev  coach, 
meaning  "  a  coach  that  can  be  hired."  Pop. 
of  pa.  163,681 ;  of  parl.bor.  417,233. 

Haddington,  kadrdmgtmn  lth»  town  of 
Hadden,  an  Anglo-Saxon  chie^  who  resided 
here),  a  royal  and  pari,  burgh  of  Scotland, 
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beiniir  tlio  co*  town  of  Haddingtonshire,  on 
the  Tyne,  18  m.  E.  of  Edinburgh,  with  an 
extensive  weekly  market  for  grain.  P.  4043. 
The  pa.  of  the  same  name  has  a  pop.  of  6660. 

HaddingtonBhlre,  or  Eaet  tjothian, 
a  CO.  of  Scotland,  accounted  one  of  the  most 
fertile  and  highly  cultivated  districts  in 
the  kingdom.  On  the  N.  it  is  bounded  by 
the  Firth  of  Forth ;  on  the  E.  by  the  North 
Sea ;  on  the  S.  by  the  Lammermoor  Hills, 
which  separate  it  from  Berwickshire:  and 
on  the  W.  by  the  co.  of  Edinburgh.  It  ex- 
tends from  E.  to  W.  26  m.,  and  from  N.  to 
8.  17  m.  Area  270  sq.  m.:  pop.  38..502. 
From  the  Lammermoors  in  the  8.  the  snr- 
fiice,  diversified  by  gentle  elevations,  gradu- 
ally slopes  towards  the  Firth  of  Forth.  In 
the  N.  Is  a  cone-shaped  hill  called  North 
Benpiek  Law,  612  ft.,  and  off  the  coast  is  the 
celebrated  Bass  Roek,  formerly  a  state 
prison,  300  ft.  above  the  sea.  Haddington- 
shire is  well  watered  br  a  number  of  small 
streams,  the  chief  of  which  is  the  Tyiu.  It 
possesses  few  manufactures,  but  there  are 
the  usual  local  industries,  none  of  which, 
however,  are  very  extensive.  In  the  W., 
especially  around  Tranent,  there  are  ex- 
tensive collieries.  Limestone  is  abundant. 
The  fishery  along  the  coast  is  valuable,  and 
employs  a  good  many  men,  especially  at 
Dunbar,  where  a  large  herring  trade  is 
carried  on.  To  the  N.W.  of  Dunbar  is 
North  Berwick,  a  fashionable  watering- 
place.    The  CO.  town  is  Haddington. 

Hadersleben,  hd-ders4d^ben,  a  seaport 
town  of  Schleswig-Uolsteiu,  Prussia,  on  an 
Inlet  of  the  LitUe  Belt    Pop.  8054. 

Hadlelgh,  had'ld,  a  town  of  England,  co. 
Suffolk,  on  the  Bret,  10^  m.  W.  of  Ipswich. 
Pop.  8237. 

Hadramantt  kd-drd-mout',  Arab.  pron. 
hd-drd-md-oof,  a  prov.  of  Arabia,  stretching 
along  the  southern  coast  firom  Oman  to 
Yemen,  with  which  latter  prov.  it  consti- 
tuted the  ancient  Arabia  Felix. 

Hagen.  kdg'en,  a  town  of  Prussia,  prov. 
Westphalia,  on  the  Volme,  26  m.  W.  of 
Amsberg.    Pop.  26,296. 

Hague,  kaig  (contr.  of  Dutch  ^S  Oraven- 
haag,  the  count's  enclosure,  grove,  or  wood, 
in  allusion  to  a  hunting-seat  built  here  by 
the  Counts  of  Holland  in  1260),  a  city  of  the 
Netherlands,  prov.  8.  Holland,  14  m.  N.W. 
of  Rotterdam  and  33  m.  8.W.  of  Amster- 
dam. It  is  the  usual  residence  of  the 
Court,  whose  mral  palace,  surrounded  by 
stately  oaks  and  fine  gardens,  Is  about  a 
mile  to  the  N.  of  the  town.  The  National 
Museum  contains  a  valuable  collection  of 
Chinese  and  Japanese  curiosities,  numer- 
ous historical  relics,  and  a  gallery  of 
Dutch  paintings,  the  finest  in  the  world. 
King  William  III.  of  Great  Britain  was  a 
native  of  Hague.    Pop.  113,460. 

Hagneneau,  hdo-nt/  (the  enclosed 
meadow),  a  fortified  town  of  Germany, 
prov.  Elsass-Lothringen,  on  the  Moder,  16 
lli.N.ofStria8burg.    Poj».  12,68a

Hai'Lam,  a  large  island  in  the  Chinese 
Sea,  180  m.  in  length  and  80  m.  in  breadth. 
It  is  situated  at  the  E.  extremity  of  the 
Gulf  of  Tonquin,  and  is  separated  by  a 
narrow  channel  from  the  Chinese  prov.  of 
Quangtung,  to  which  it  belongs.  Area  est 
at  12,000  sq.  m.;  pop.  1,500,000. 

Hainauit,  At!-no^(said  to  be  named  from 
the  small  river  ffaine,  which  flows  through 
it),  a  fh>ntier  prov.  of  Belgium.

Hakodadl.  hd-ko-dd'de,  or  Hakodate,  a 
seaport  town  of  Japan,  on  the  8.  shore  of 
the  island  of  Yesso.    Pop.  28325. 

Halbeath,  hdlbeeth',  a  vil.  of  Scotland, 
CO.  Fife,  pa.  of  Dunfermline.    Pop.  918. 

Halberstadt,  hdl'berstdU  (the  town  of 
Albert,  a  Duke  of  Austria),  a  town  of  Prus- 
sian Saxony,  on  the  Ilolzemme,  28  m.

of  Magdeburg,  with  a  fine  cathedral  of  the 
fifteenth  century.

Halidon  Hill,  hal'ldon  kill,  near  Ber- 
wick, in  CO.  Northumberland,  England,  the 
scene  of  a  battle  between  the  Scots  and  the 
English  in  1338,  when  30,000  Scots  were 
slain. 

HallfkT,  hajn-fax  (said  to  be  a  corr.  of 
holy  face,  and  named  from  an  image  of  John 
the  l^aptist,  kept  in  a  chapel  here  dedicated 
to  8t  John),  a  pari,  and  munic.  bor.  in  the 
W.  R.  of  Yorkshire,  EngUnd,  7  m.  S.W.  of 
Bradford;  it  is  noted  for  its  woollen 
manufs.    Pop.  73,630. 

Haliikx,  an  extensive  co.  of  Nova  Scotia, 
Dominion  of  Canada,  bordering  on  the  At- 
lantic Ocean.  It  abounds  in  minerals,  but 
its  inhabitants  are  chiefly  engaged  in  com- 
merce and  the  fisheries.    Pop.  31,817, 
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Hallfluc  (nftmed  from  the  Earl  of  Hali- 
fax, under  whose  anspices  it  was  founded 
in  1749),  the  cap.  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  chief 
town  in  the  above  co.,  on  the  S.E.  coast.

Halland,  hdl'ldnd,  a  maritime  prov.  of 
Sweden,  with  extensive  foresta  and  salmon 
fisheries.    Pop.  135,299. 

HaUar,  or  Hallawar,  one  of  the  Kathia- 
war  states  of  India,  prov.  Bombay.  Pop. 
est.  at  360,000. 

Halle,  hdl^leh  (from  Celt  Juilen,  salt,  so 
called  from  the  salt  springs  in  its  neigh- 
bourhood), a  town  of  Prussian  Saxony,  on  th  e 
Saale,  20  m.  N.W.  of  Leipsic,  the  seat  of  a 
celebrated  university.  Handel  the  musician 
was  bom  here  in  1684.    Pop.  71,484. 

Halllwell,  kal^ll-well,  a  town  of  Lanca- 
shire, England,  2  m.  N.W.  of  Bolton,  with 
cotton  mills  and  bleach-works.  Pop.  12,551. 

Hallnln,  hai-lu-eDg',  a  town  of  France, 
dep.  Nord,  on  the  Lys,  10  m.  N.N.E.  of  Lille* 
Pop.  8786. 

Halxnstad,  Mlm*stdd,  a  strong  seaport 
of  Sweden,  cap.  of  the  prov.  Halland,  on  the 
Cattegat    Pop.  8505. 

Halstead,  haVated  (appropriately  named 
from  A.S.  hceUtUd,  a  healthy  place),  a  town 
of  England,  co.  Essex,  on  the  Colne,  16  m. 
N.E.  of  Chelmsford.    Pop.  5804. 

Haltwhistle,  hdWwkis'l,  a  pa.  and  town- 
ship of  England,  co.  Northumberland,  16 
m.  W.  of  Hexham.  Pop.  of  pa.  6186;  of 
township  2108. 

Ham  (dwelling,  village,  or  homestead), 
the  name  of  several  pas.  in  England,  the 
largest  being  West  Ham,  co.  Essex, 
about  4  ni.  E.N.E.  of  St  Paul's  Cathedral. 
Pop.  128,953.— Also  the  name  of  a  vil.  in 
Surrey,  on  the  Thames,  near  Bichmond 
Park.    Pop.  1849. 

Ham,  hang,  a  vil.  of  France,  dep.  Somme, 
noted  for  its  state  prison,  in  which  Priuce 
Louis  Bonaparte,  afterwards  Napoleon  III., 
was  confined.    Pop.  3043. 

Hamadan,  hd-md-ddi^,  a  commercial 
city  of  Irak-AJemi,  Persia,  supposed  to 
occupy  ttie  site  of  the  ancient  Ikbatana.

Hamburg,  ham'hoorg  (the  town  of  the 
harbour,  or  from  anc.  Hochburi,  high  dwell- 
ing, or  Bochburi,  town  of  God),  a  free  city 
of  Germany,  the  greatest  commercial  em- 
porium of  the  empire,  and  perhaps  of  the 
Continent  of  Europe,  is  situated  on  the 
Elbe,  about  70  m.  from  its  mouth.  It  is 
intersected  by  several  navigable  canals, 
and  has  important  manufs.,  sugar  refineries, 
iron  forges,  rope  walks,  etc.  Area  of  the 
territory  150  sq.  m.  Pop.  of  the  city 
289350;  includiug  territory  410,127. 

Hameln,  hd'mthi  (town  on  the  Hamel), 
a  town  of  Prussia,  prov.  Hanover,  at  the 
confluence  of  the  Weser  with  the  HameL

Hamilton,  hamfU-ton,  a  pa.  and  town 
of  Scotland,  co.  Lanark,  near  the  conflu- 
ence of  the  Avon  and  the  Clyde.  The 
Duke  of  Hamilton's  palace  is  near  the 
town.

Hamilton  (named  after  its  founder),  a 
city  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  prov.

Hamilton,  chief  town  of  the  Bermudas.

m.  by  railway  from  Cincinnati.  Pop.  12,122. 

Hamm,  hdm,  a  walled  town  of  Prut^sian 
Westphalia,  on  the  Lippe,  20  m.  S.E.  of 
MUnster.    Pop.  20,783. 

Hamme,  hdm'meh,  a  trading  town  of 
Belgium,  prov.  E.  Flanders,  6  m.  N.  of 
Dendermonde.    Pop.  10,778. 

Hammerfest,  hamfmei'  -fest  (probably 
rock  fortress,  from  Scand.  hammer,  a  rock, 
and  faestung,  a  fortress),  a  small  town  of 
Norway,  on  an  island  near  the  northern  ex- 
tremity of  Finmark.  It  is  the  most  N. 
town  of  Europe.  Pop.  1660.— 70"  49'  N.  lat, 
23'*  55'  E.  long. 

Hammersmltli,  Aiim'm«r-«mith  (prob- 
ably corr.  from  Sax.  ifam-A^fAe,  town  with  a 
harbour  or  creek),  a  jmu  and  town  of  Eng- 
land, CO.  Middle8ex,on  the  Thames, included 
within  the  metropolis.    Pop.  of  pa.  71,939. 

Hamoon,  hd-moon*^  anc  Aria  Palua,  a 
lake  or  large  morass  in  the  E.  of  Persia, 
into  which  flows  the  river  Helmnnd:  its 
length  is  alMut  70  m.,  and  its  breadth  from 
15  to  20  m. 

Hampshire,  hamp'sMr,  abbreviated 
HantB,  and  in  Acts  of  Parliament  called 
Sonthamptonshlre,  an  important  county 
of  England,  lying  S.  of  Berks,  and  in- 
cluding within  its  limits  the  Isle  of 
Wight  On  the  W.  it  is  bounded  by  Wilt- 
shire and  Dorsetshire;  on  the  S.  by  the 
English  Channel;  and  on  the  £.  by  Sussc]( 
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and  SuiToy.  Area  1672  m.  m.;  pop. 
603,470.  UanU  is  dieting uitfhed  for  its  agri- 
culture,  but  its  sea-coast  has  also  rendered 
it  of  considerable  importance  as  a  mari- 
time and  commercial  co.  It  Is  traversed 
by  the  ranges  of  the  North  and  South  Downs. 
The  S.W.  portion  is  occupied  by  the  New 
Forest,  and  is  nearly  separated  from  the 
main  portion  by  the  extensive  bay  called 
Southampton  Water.  The  co.  is  well  sup- 
plied with  canals  and  rivers,  the  chief  of 
the  latter  being  the  Itchin,  Avon,  Anton^ 
Slour,  and  TVm.  Southampton  and  Ports- 
mouth are  large  trade  centres.  Aldershot, 
on  the  borders  of  Surrey,  is  the  site  of  a 
great  military  camp;  and  near  Kydc,  in 
the  Isle  of  Wight,  is  Osborne  House,  the 
favourite  marine  residence  of  Queen  Vic- 
toria. 

Hampstead,  liamp'sted  (corr.  of  ffame' 
stedi,  the  old  form  of  homestead,  a  name 
sometimes  spplied  by  way  of  pre-eminence 
to  the  residence  of  the  lord  of^  the  manor), 
a  pa.  and  vil.  of  England,  co.  Middlesex. 
The  vil.  is  situated  on  the  declivity  of  a 
hill,  on  the  summit  of  which  is  a  heath 
about  280  acres  in  extent,  commanding  a 
beautiful  prospect  of  London  and  the  ad- 
jacent counties.    Pop.  46,462. 

Hampton,  kamp'tun  (either  corr.  from 
Avonaton,  river -town,  from  Brit  avon, 
water,  or  from  A.S.  ham,  home,  and  tun, 
town  =  home-town),  a  pa.  and  vil.  of  Eng- 
land, CO.  Middlesex,  on  the  Thames,  about 
15  m.  W.S.W.  of  London.  About  a  mile 
from  the  vil.  is  the  celebrated  Royal 
Palace  of  Hampton  Coort,  founded  by  Car- 
dinal Wolsey,  and  completed  in  1094.  Pop. 
6940. 

Hampton  Is  the  name  of  several  other 
pas.  in  England,  none  of  them  with  a  pop. 
exceeding  8600. 

Hanan.  hd'nou,  a  manufacturing  and 
commercial  town  of  Prussia,  prov.  Hesse- 
Nassau,  on  the  KinBig,  near  its  junction 
with  the  Main.  Near  it  are  the  well-known 
mineral  springs  of  Wilhelmstadt.  Pop. 
23.086. 

Hanbtuy,  han'lMir-4,  a  jm.  of  England, 
CO.  Stafford.  Pop.  2411.— Also,  a  pa.,  oo. 
Worcester.    Pop.  1028. 

Handaworih,  kands'mirth,  a  pa.  of  Eng- 
land, CO.  Stafford.  Pop.  24,261.— Also,  a  pa. 
in  the  W.  R.  of  Yorkshire.    Pop.  7646. 

Hangchow,  hdng-chom*.  or  Hang-tohe- 
ou,  hanjf-chee-oo',  a  city  of  China,  the  cap. 
of  the  prov.  Che-kiang,  and  one  of  the 
finest  cities  In  the  empire;  it  Is  situated  on 
a  navigable  river  at  the  southern  termi- 
nation of  the  Grand  Canal,  and  has  an 
extendve  trade  in  raw  silks  and  teas.

a  Liverpool,  and  a  Sheffield  all  rolled  into 
one.

Han-kiang,  Ma-Xc«-an^,  a  river  of  China, 
which,  after  a  tortuous  course  of  about  600 
m..  joins  the  Yang-tse-kiang  at  Han-yang. 
—Also,  a  river  of  Corca,  which  flows  into 
the  Strait  of  Corea. 

Hankln,  hdn-k^en\  a  maritime  town  on 
the  E.  coast  of  Corea. 

Hanley,  handle,  a  town  of  England,  co. 
Stafford,  in  the  centre  of  the  potteries,  in- 
cluded within  the  pari,  bounds  of  Stoke- 
upon-Trent    Pop.  48,361. 

Hanoi.    See  Kesho. 

Hanover,  han'o-ver,  Germ.  pron.  han-o'- 
ver,  a  prov.  in  the  N.W.  of  Prussia.  It 
was  formerly  an  independent  kingdom,  but 
as  one  of  the  results  of  the  war  of  1866, 
it  was  incorporated  with  Prussia.  Area 
14,700  sq.  m.  With  the  exception  of 
the  Harz  district  in  the  S.,  the  country 
consists  of  an  immense  sandy  plain,  the 
fertile  tracts  being  confined  to  the  banks  of 
the  rivers  Elbe,  Weser,  Ems,  and  their 
tributaries.  The  Harz  Mountains  are  rich 
in  minerals  and  covered  with  valuable 
forests.  Hanover  is  far  from  being  a  com- 
mercial country,  bat  a  good  deal  of  plain 
and  table  linen  is  manufactured,  and  more 
particniarlv  coarse  linens  called  Osnaburga. 
which  are  largely  exported.  The  principal 
commercial  port  is  Emden.  The  Hano- 
verians are  an  industrious  people,  and 
strongly  attached  to  ancient  nsages.  Great 
attention  is  paid  by  them  to  public  Instruc- 
tion, and  the  university  of  Gottingen  has 
long  been  celebrated.    Pop.  2,120,168. 

Hanover,  a  city  of  Pnusia,  the  cap.  of 
the  above  prov.,  on  the  Leine,  88  m.  S.W. 
of  Hamburg.  It  is  divided  by  the  river 
into  the  old  and  the  new  towns,  and  con- 
tains a  roval  palace.  Herschel  the  astrono- 
mer was  born  here  in  1738,  and  Frederick 
Schlegel  the  philosopher  in  1772.  P.  122,848. 

Hanse  Towns,  hanct  towns,  a  name 
given  to  certain  seaport  towns  of  Ger- 
many, which  entered  into  a  mntoal  league 
{hansa)  against  the  pirates  of  the  Baltio 
and  the  feudal  lords  of  the  neighbouring 
mainland.  The  HanteoHc  League  was  first 
formed,  in  1241,  between  Hamburg  and 
Lubeck.  It  gradually  extended  until  it 
comprehended  66  cities,  but  began  to  de- 
cline, as  commerce  found  new  channels, 
towards  the  end  of  the  16th  century,  ana 
was  dissolved  in  1630.

Hartlepool,  hart'U-pool  (supposed  by 
some  to  have  been  named  from  its  having 
been  the  peculiar  hannt  of  deer,  as  numer- 
ous antlers  and  teeth  have  been  discovered 
here,  and  by  others  fh>m  the  long  submerged 
Hart  forest,  U-pool  being  added  to  show  its 
vicinity  to  the  sea),  a  pari,  and  mnnic.  bor. 
and  seaport  of  England,  co.  and  19  m.  E.S.E. 
of  Durham  ;  it  is  situated  on  the  8.  side  of 
a  peninsula,  curved  so  as  to  form  a  natural 
harbour,  and  has  extensive  docks  and  a  good 
trade,  chiefly  in  coal.

Herefordahire,  a  county  in  the  W.  of 
England,  bounded  N.  by  Shropshire:  W. 
by  Radnor  and  Brecknock;  8.  by  Mon- 
mouth and  Gloucester;  and  E.  by  Wor- 
cester. Area  836  sq.  m.;  pop.  121,062. 
The  surface  is  hilly,  interspersed  with 
valleys  opening  out  into  wide -spread 
plains.  The  principal  hills  are  the 
Hatterel  range  or  the  Black  Mountains  in  the 
8.W.,  and  the  Kalvem  HUls  on  the  E.  The 
Lugff,  Wye,  Arrow,  Frome,  and  Munnow  are 
the  chief  rivers.

Hertfordahire,  or  Herts,  one  of  the 
Midland  counties  of  England;  it  is  encom- 
passed by  Bedfordshire,  Cambridgeshire, 
Essex,  Middlesex,  and  Buckingham.  Area 
611  sq.  m.;  pop.  208,069.  The  N.  part  of 
the  CO.  is  skirted  by  a  range  of  chalk  downs 
(a  branch  of  the  Chiltem  Hills),  rising  to 
an  elevation  of  about  900  ft.  above  the 
level  of  the  sea.  The  principal  rivers  are 
the  Lea,  Colne,  Verlam,  and  New  River.

The  soil  is  fertile,  but  in  some  parts  marshy. 
The  country  is  in  the  military  occupation 
of  Austria-Hungary.  Pop.  206,000.— The 
chief  town  is  Mostar,  on  the  Narenta. 

HeBse-Oaaael,  hes'»e'ka»'$d,  G«rm.  Kur- 
hegsen,  or  Hessen  Kassel,  once  an  indepen- 
dent principality  in  the  W.  of  Germany, 
but  annexed  to  Prussia  in  1866,  and  now 
forming  part  of  the  prov.  of  Hesse-Nassau. 

HeBBe-Darmstadt,  Qrand-Duoby  of, 
a  principality  of  Germany,  to  the  N.  of 
Baden,  consisting  of  two  nearly  equal  parts, 
separated  by  a  portion  of  the  Prussian  prov. 
of  Hesse-Nassau.  It  is  divided  into  three 
prova,  viz..  Upper  Heue,  Bheniah  Hesse,  and 
Starkenburg.  A  large  tract  of  the  country 
is  mountainous,  but  the  banks  of  the 
Rhine  are  level  and  very  fertile,  covered 
with  corn-fields,  vineyards,  and  orchards. 
Agriculture  and  the  wine-trade  are  the 
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pxindpal  oeeopatioiis;  In  Upper  HesM 
mining  and  cattle  breeding  are  also  carried 
on  to  a  considerable  extent  The  minority 
of  the  people  are  Protestants,  among  whom 
education  of  late  veara  has  made  great 
progress.  The  university  of  Giessen  is 
attended  by  about  GOO  students.  The 
government  is  a  constitutional  monarchy, 
with  two  legislative  chambexe  of  repre- 
sentotives.  Area  2964  sq.  m. ;  pop.  936^0. 
Hesae-Homburg,  heg'se-hom'ourg,  for- 
merly a  landgraviate  in  the  W.  of  Ger- 
many, but  incorporated  with  Prussia  in 
1866. 

Hesse-Naaaaii,  hWae^nda^aou,  a  prov. 
in  the  S.W.  of  Prussia,  formed  in  1866  of 
the  former  principalities  of  Nassau,  Hesse- 
Cassel,  and  Hesse-Uomburg,  and  the  terri- 
tory of  Frankf^rt-on-the-Main.  It  is 
divided  into  the  govs,  of  Ca»$el  and  TTiet- 
badm.  A  large  portion  of  the  former  gov. 
is  covered  with  wood,  and  minerals  abound. 
The  climate  is  severe,  and  in  consequence 
cultivation  is  confined  to  the  narrow  valleys 
and  the  lower  hill-slopes.  Manufs.  of  vari- 
ous kinds  are  carried  on,  but  not  on  an 
extensive  scale.  Its  transit  trade,  arising 
from  its  central  situation  and  its  navigable 
livers,  is  very  considerable.  The  gov.  of 
Wiesbaden  is  mountainous  and  highly 
picturesque.  The  vine  is  here  cultivated 
with  great  success,  the  finest  growths  of 
the  Rhine,  including  Hock  and  Johannis- 
berg,  being  the  produce  of  this  district 
It  is  also  famed  for  its  mineral  waters. 
It  has  productive  mines  of  iron,  lead, 
copper,  and  silver;  and  working  in  metals 
forms  a  chief  branch  of  manufacturing 
industry.  Area  of  prov.  604S  sq.  m. ;  pop. 
1,654,876. 

Hexham,  hta^am  (oorr.  firom  Sax.  Bextotr 
ham,  dwelling  on  the  Hextol,  a  neighbour- 
ii\g  stream),  an  anc  town  of  England,  co.

Insular  India  includes  Ceyhm, 
separated  from  the  S.E.  extremity  of  the 
mainland  by  Palk  Strait  and  the  Gulf  of 
Manaar,  the  Laccadive  Islands  oft  the  Mala- 
bar coast;  the  Maldives  to  the  8.W.  of  the 
S.  extremity  of  the  neninsnla;  and  the 
Andaman  and  Nicobar  Islands  in  the  Bay  of 
Bengal.  The  most  important  rivers  are 
the  Indus,  Ganges,  Brahmapootra,  Suthj, 
Jumna,  Gogra.  Nerbudda,  Taptee,  Hoogti, 
Mahanuddy,  Godavery,  Kistna,  and  the 
Co  very.  In  a  country  bo  extensive  as 
India  there  is,  of  course,  much  variety  of 
aspect.  On  the  N.  the  Himalaya  Moun- 
tains, the  highest  in  the  world,  present  a 
stupendous  frontier.  The  Ghauts,  on  the 
E.  and  W.,  form  a  long  and  steep  barrier 
parallel  to  the  coast  on  each  side  of  the 
peninsula,  and  at  their  junction  the  NeiU 
gherry  IliUs  occupy  an  area  of  700  sq.  m., 
while  the  central  chain  of  the  Vindhyas 
follows  the  course  of  the  Nerbudda.  A 
series  of  rocky  mountains  readies  from  the 
confines  of  Mooltan  to  Tatta:  and  of  sandy 
hills  from  Cutch  to  the  Sutlej.  In  the  pro- 
vince of  Sind  there  are  deserts  of  sand, 
which,  raised  by  the  burning  south  wind, 
often  buries  houses  and  cultivated  fields: 
and  in  Delhi,  between  Rooderpore  and 
Almora,  there  is  a  sandy  desert  20  miles 
long,  covered  with  briers  and  resinous 
shrubs.  Numerous  savannas  occur  in  the 
northern  provinces.  At  the  mouths  of  the 
rivers,  as  well  as  along  a  great  part  of 
their  banks  in  the  interior,  the  soil  is 
marshy.  But  more  generally  India  pre- 
sents beautifhl  plains,  fields  adorned  with 
luxuriant  harvests,  which  are  gathered 
twice  in  the  year,  and  valleys  amiliog  in 
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all  the  beaaty  tnd  variety  of  vegetation. 
Except  in  Cashmere,  Kamaon,  and  Nepaol, 
where  the  eeaeona  show  their  more  agree- 
able vicisBitudes,  the  climate  of  India  is 
diversified  only  by  the  dry  and  rainy 
months.  These  are  produced  by  the  south- 
west and  north-east  monsoons;  and  it  is 
remarkable  that  they  happen  regularly 
at  different  periods  of  the  vear  on  the 
opposite  coasts  of  Coromandel  and  Mala- 
bar. In  Bengal  the  hot  or  dry  season  is 
from  March  to  the  end  of  May ;  the  rainy 
lh>m  Jnne  to  October.  By  the  latter 
end  of  July  all  the  lower  parts  of  the 
country,  bordering  the  Ganges  and  Brah- 
mapootra, are  overflowed,  forming  an  ex- 
T«nse  of  water  more  than  100  miles  wide. 
By  these  yearly  inundations  great  fertility 
is  imparted  to  the  soil,  which  in  many  places 
is  a  rich  vegetable  mould  six  feet  deep.  The 
luxuriance  of  its  vegetation  is  scarcely 
equalled  in  any  other  region  of  the  globe. 
Of  the  statelv  forest- trees,  one  of  the  most 
valuable  is  the  teak,  which  rivals  the  oak 
in  firmness  and  durability,  and  is  now 
largely  used  in  shipbuilding.  Of  the  fruits 
trees,  the  most  noted  are  the  various  species 
of  palms.  Kice,  the  chief  food  of  the  Hin- 
doos, is  the  principal  article  of  cultivation. 
Wheat,  barley,  millet,  and  maize  are  also 
raised;  besides  the  sugar-cane,  the  mul- 
berry-tree, cotton,  indigo,  pepper,  and 
various  kinds  of  delicious  fruits.  Atten- 
tion has  lately  been  turned  to  the  cultiva- 
tion of  the  tea-plant,  which  grows  wild  in 
the  province  of  Assam.  Among  the  do- 
mesne  animals  are  the  buffalo,  camel,  and 
elephant  The  Hindoo  cattle  are  distin- 
guished by  a  hunch  on  the  shoulders ;  and 
the  sheep  have  hair  Instead  of  wool.  Among 
the  wild  animals  are  the  leopard,  which  is 
ftequeutly  hunted;  the  lion,  seen  only 
among  the  northern  mountains ;  the  Ben- 
gal tiger;  and  the  rhinoceros.  India  is 
rich  in  minerals,  comprising  iron,  copper, 
tin,  gold,  and  coal,  which  is  extensively 
distributed.  Diamonds  are  found  in  several 
districts;  the  most  valuable  are  those  of 
Orlssa  and  Oolconda.  The  Hindoos  have 
carried  some  manufactures  to  great  perfec- 
tion. The  shawls  of  Cnshmere  are  nighly 
prized ;  and,  until  they  were  surpassed  by 
the  cotton  manufactures  of  Qreat  Britain/ 
the  Indian  muslins  were  the  finest  in  the 
world.  In  delicate  works  in  ivory  and 
metals,  tlie  Hindoos  are  still  almost  unri- 
valled. Indigo,  opium,  cotton,  Jute,  sugar, 
muslins,  calicoes,  raw  silk,  pepper,  rice,  and 
diamonds  are  the  chief  exports.  The  in- 
ternal commerce  of  India  is  being  greativ 
facilitated  by  an  extensive  system  of  rail- 
ways. The  canals  are  on  a  grand  acale, 
but  they  are  more  designed  for  irrigation 
than  for  traffic.  The  annual  value  of  the 
imports  of  the  Indian  Empire i4£Q2/X)0,000 
sterling,  and  the  exports  £76,000,000.  The 
annual  revenue  derived  fh>m  land  and 
othe?  tazef  ei^eeedt  £60,000,000  sterling. 


The  army,  inclndlnfr  British  and  local 
troops,  amounts  to  190,000  men.    Her  Ma- 

{esty  Queen  Victoria  is  Empress  of  India, 
ler  official  title  being  Kai*er-i-Hind.  The 
government  is  vested  in  a  Viceroy  or  Oov- 
emor-Oeneral  and  Council  resident  at  Cal- 
cutta, and  a  Secretary  of  State  and  Council 
resident  in  London ;  there  are  also  Gover- 
nors, Lieut-Governors,  and  Chief  Commis- 
sioners for  the  Bengal,  Bombay,  and  Madras 
Presidencies  and  their  several  subdivisions. 
The  independent  and  tributary  states  are 
governed  by  native  princes.  The  religion 
of  the  Hindoos  is  Brahminlsm,  their  deities 
being  Brahma,  Vishnu,  and  Siva.  The 
people  are  divided  into  three  otute*:  Brah- 
mins or  priests,  the  military  class,  ^nd 
agriculturists.  In  general,  they  adhere 
strictly  to  their  particular  class ;  but  those 
who  fall  off  and  are  degraded  form  a  fourth 
denomination  of  Pariahs.  The  Mohamme- 
dan religion  is  also  prevalent  in  several 
parts  of  India.  The  first  Christian  mis- 
sionary Institution  was  established  in  1793: 
and,  since  that  period,  several  hundred 
churehes,  and  about  60,000  educational 
institutions,  both  for  male  and  female 
natives,  have  been  erected.

Indlanapolla,  in-diHrn-^^o^i*,  a  city  of 
the  United  States,  cap.  of  Indiana.  It  is 
situated  in  a  fertile  plain,  on  the  White 
Biver,  166  m.

Indian  Ooean,  a  vast  oceanic  basin 
extending  firom  25"  N.  lat.  to  the  Antarctic 
Circle,  and  fh>m  S0°  to  146*  E.  long.  It  Is 
bounded  £.  and  W.  by  the  Pacific  and 
Atlantic  Oceans,  and  S.  by  the  Antarctic 
Circle.  Its  extent  from  N.  to  S.  is  about 
6600  m.,  and  from  £.  to  W.  from  4000  to 
6000  m. 

Indian  Territory,  a  tract  of  country 
set  apart  by  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  of  N.  America  as  a  home  for  the 
aboriginal  tribes.  It  lies  to  the  N.  and  E. 
of  Texas,  W.  of  Arkansas,  and  S.  of  Kansas. 

Indiantown,  a  town  of  New  Brunswick, 
Dominion  of  Canada,  co.  St  John,  at  the 
outlet  of  the  St  John  Biver,  3  m.  from  the 
city  of  St  John. 

Indies,  Xast,  a  collective  name  given 
to  India  and  Further  India.

Indo-Ohineee,  or  Xastem  Peninrala, 
sometimes  called  Forthsr  India,  or  India 
beyond  the  Ganges,  ano.  CkrptS,  and 
Cher$onesu»  Aurea.  is  boanded  on  the  V.  by 
the  Chinese  Empue;  S.  by  the  Straita  of 
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Malacca  and  the  Gulf  of  Siam ;  K.  by  the 
Chinese  Sea;  and  W.  by  India  and  the  Bay 
of  Bengal.  Its  greatest  length  from  N.  to 
8.  is  about  1800  m. ;  lU  breadth,  from  Cape 
Negrals  to  the  E.  of  Anam,  is  about  960  m. 
Its  superficial  area  is  est.  at  878,240  sq.  m., 
and  its  pop.  at  38,000,000.  Tlie  principal 
j'olitlcal  divisions  are  —  1.  Burma;  2. 
British  Territories,  embracing  hritish  Bur- 
ma and  the  Straits  SettUmeuls;  3.  Siam; 
4.  Anam;  6.  French  Cochin- China  ;  6.  Cam- 
bodia ;  7.  Laos  ;  8.  Malay  S(aUif.  The  chief 
islands  are — Penang,  or  Prince  of  Wales 
laland,  and  Singapore.  The  Andaman  and 
Mcobar  Islands,  althongh  geographically 
connected  with  this  peninsula,  are  regarded 
as  parts  of  British  India.  The  grnnd  dis- 
tinguishing feature  of  this  portion  of 
southern  Asia  is  its  long  parallel  chains  of 
mountains,  enclosing  valleys,  each  watered 
by  a  considerable  river.  The  principal  of 
these  rivers  are  the  Jrrawadi,  Salween, 
3£r^nam,  Ifenam-kang  or  Cambodia,  and  the 
Sankoi.  Where  rain  does  not  fall  abnn- 
ttantly  or  remain  long,  the  soil  is  covered 
by  a  light  powder  barren  as  sand,  or  a  crust 
as  hard  as  rock.  The  banks  of  the  rivers 
and  the  sides  of  the  mountains  are  clothed 
in  perpetual  verdure,  and  show  woods  in 
comparison  with  which  oar  loftiest  trees 
are  but  dwarfs.  Among  the  forest  produc- 
tions are  the  eagle-wood,  rose-wood,  sandal- 
wood, teak,  iron-wood,  the  true  cinnamon, 
which  is  here  Indigenous,  the  sycamore, 
the  Indian-fig,  the  banana,  the  bignonias, 
and  the  fan-palms.  The  forests  are  the 
haunts  of  various  species  of  monkeys,  tigers, 
and  elephants.  The  elephants  of  Siam  are 
particularly  admired  for  their  beauty  and 
sngacity.  Fine  fruits,  aromatic  and  medi- 
cinal plants,  the  sago,  the  cocoa,  the  banana, 
and  other  nutritious  plants,  grow  in  abun- 
dance. Rice,  sugar,  cotton,  indigo,  and 
proper,  are  cultivated  to  a  great  extent 
All  the  countries  are  rich  in  minerals. 
Besides  gold  and  silver,  their  mines  pro- 
duce copper,  tin,  iron,  lead,  antimony,  and 
zinc.  The  native  governments  are  all 
dettpotic  in  the  highest  degree.  The  pre- 
vailing religion  is  Buddhism.  The  in- 
habitants of  the  Malay  States  are  Moham- 
medans, and  the  higher  classes  of  the 
Anamese  are  followers  of  ConfUcius.  [See 
Anam,  Burma,  Cambodia,  etc.l 

Indore  Agency,  in-dore',  an  administra- 
tive prov.  of  the  presidency  of  Bengal, 
India,  consisting  of  several  native  states, 
the  chief  of  which  are  Gwalior,  Indore 
Territory  or  Dominion  of  Holkar,  BundeU 
hhand,  and  Bhopal.  •> 

Indore,  a  town  of  India,  in  the  above 
Agency,  cap.  of  the  state  of  Indore.  Pop. 
estimated  at  16,000. 

Indre,  eng'rfr,  a  river  of  France,  rises 
near  the  fh>utier8  of  the  dep.  of  the  same 
name,  and,  after  a  course  of  115  m.,  Joins 
the  Loire  18  m.

Indre,  a  dep.  in  the  N.W.  of  Franee,

Flowing 
N.W.  it  passes  Leh  In  Ladak,  Cashmere, 
and,  after  a  course  of  abont  260  m.,  is 
joined  by  the  Shyook.  After  penetrating 
the  Himalaya,  it  takes  a  southerly  course, 
and,  near  Attock,  is  joined  by  the  Kabul, 
when  it  becomes  in  many  places  rapid  aud 
deep.  About  400  m.  farther  down  it  re- 
ceives, in  one  united  stream,  the  five 
rivers  of  the  Punjab,  and,  dividing  Into 
several  channels,  tails  into  the  sea  by 
seven  mouths.

InyemesB  (mouth  of  the  Ness),  a  royal 
and  pari,  burgh,  the  co.  town  of  Inver- 
ness-shlre^  and  the  cap.  of  the  Highlands, 
Scotland,  delightfully  situated  near  the 
confluence  of  the  Ness  with  the  Moray 
Firth.  6  m.  N.E.  is  Culloden  Moor,  where 
Prince  Charles  Stuart  was  defeated  by  the 
Duke  of  Cumberland,  16th  April  1746,  and 
thereby  an  end  was  put  to  the  hopes  of 
the  House  of  Stuart.  Pop.  17,365.— The  pa, 
of  Inverness  has  a  pop.  of  21,725. 

Inyemess-Bhlre,  an  important  High- 
land pastoral  county  of  Scotland,  encom- 
passed on  the  landward  sides  by  the  cos.  of 
Ross,  Nairn,  Elgin,  Banff,  Aberdeen,  Perth, 
and  Argyll,  and  embracing  the  islands  of 
Skye,  JSig,  Barra,  South  Uist,  Benhecula. 
North  Uist,  and  the  part  of  Long  Island 
called  Harris,  besides  a  number  of  islets 
lying  off  the  coast.  It  is  the  largest  co.  in 
Scotland,  the  area  being  4088  sq.  m.,  and 
the  pop.  90,454.  Its  W.  coast  is  deeply  in- 
dented by  creeks,  bays,  and  arms  of  the 
sea.  The  principal  of  these  are  Lochs 
Moidari,  Aylort^  Nevis,  and  Houm.  The 
surface  of  the  co.  is  very  nigged,  consisting 
of  vast  ranges  of  lofty  mountains,  sepa- 
rated by  deep  straths  or  valleys,  through 
which  flow  some  of  the  chief  rivers,  such 
as  the  Spejf,  Ness,  Beauly,  Lochy,  Garry, 
and  Glass^  all  abounding  in  salmon.  The 
mainland  of  Inverness-shire  is  divided 
into  two  nearly  equal  parts  bv  Glenmore, 
or  the  "Great  Qlen  of  Albin,*' which  tra- 
verses its  whole  extent  from  N.E.  to  S.W., 
and  has  its  lakes  (Lochs  Ness,  Oich,  and 
Loehy)nnlted  by  the  Caledonian  Canal.  In 
the  S.  W.  extremity  of  this  glen  or  strath  is 
Ben  Nevis,  the  highest  mountain  in  Britain, 
4406  ft  above  the  sea.  In  Skye  some  of 
the  mountain  peaks,  such  as  those  of  the 
CuchuUins,  exceed  8U00  ft.  in  height. 
Throughout  Invemess-shire  great  atten- 
tion is  paid  to  the  rearing  of  sheep  and 
cattle.  4*he  manufis.  are  few,  and  are  mostly 
confined  to  Inverness,  the  co.  town.

lona,  «-</nd,  but  more  commonly  i-o-nd 
(holy  island),  or  loolmkill.  ekome-kilV 
(the  island  of  the  church  or  monastery  of 
Columba),  a  small  Island  off  the  W.  coast 
of  Scotland,  one  of  the  Hebrides,  S.W.  of 
Mull,  famed  as  a  retreat  of  learning  and 
religion  during  the  dark  ages.  It  contains 
the  remains  of  a  famous  monastery, 
founded  by  St  Columba  in  the  year  663, 
and  was  a  royal  burial-place.  Pop.  24S.— 
66"  21'  N.  lat.,  6*"  25'  W.  long. 

Ionian  Isles,  i-c^M^n  (supposed  to 
derive  their  name  ^m  the  lonians,  or 
descendants  of  Ion,  one  of  the  sons  of 
Japhel^  who  planted  colonies  in  Cepha- 
lonia  and  some  ot}ier  of  these  islands),  a 
group  off  the  coasts  of  Albania  and  Greece, 
consisting  of  Corfu,  ZanU,  Cephalonia, 
Ithaca,  Santa  Maura,  Faxo,  and  Cerigo. 
Total  area  1041  sq.  m.;  pop.  231,166.  In 
1816  they  were  erected  into  a  republic 
under  the  protection  of  Britain,  and  in  1864 
were  re-united  to  Greece. 

Iowa,  i'o-tcd,  one  of  the  United  States 
of  N.  America,  lying  W.  of  the  Missis- 
sippi, and  N.  of  the  state  of  Missouri.  It 
is  very  fertile,  and  rich  in  minerals,  but  is 
destitute  of  timber  except  along  the  courses 
of  the  rivers,  which  are  well  covered  with 
oak  and  other  trees.  It  was  admitted  into 
the  Union  in  1846.  Area  56,046  sq.  m. ;  pop. 
I,{i2i,615.—Det  Moines  is  the  state  cap. 

Iowa  Oity,  a  town  in  the  above  state, 
on  the  left  bank  of  the  Iowa  River,  110  m. 
E.  of  Des  Moines.    Pop.  7123. 

Ipswloh,  ips'witch  (corr.  from  Oippinff' 
vnch),  a  pari,  and  monic  bor.  and  the  co. 
town  of  Suffolk,  England,  at  the  Junction 
of  the  Gipping  and  the  Orwell;  it  is  an 
ancient  town,  with  agricultural  implement 
works  of  an  extensive  character,  and  was 
the  birthplace  of  Cardinal  Wolsey  in  1471. 
Pop.  60,646. 

Ipswiob,  a  town  of  Qneensland,  Aus- 
tralia, on  the  Brisbane  River;  in  business 
importance  it  rivals  Brisbane,  the  cap. 
Pop.  6699;  with  suburbs  704a 

Ipswlcn,  a  port  and  township  of  Massa- 
chusetts, U.S.,  on  the  Jpswich,  26  m.  N.N.E. 
of  Boston.  Its  Indian  name  was  Agavamj 
meaning  "fishing  station."    Pop.  1196. 

Iqoiqae,  e-ke'ka,  a  seaport  town  in 
the  N.  of  Chili,  on  the  Pacific,  opposite 
the  island  of  the  same  name.  It  for- 
merly belonged  to  Peru.  Pop.  11,717.— 
The  i$Umd  of  Iquiqne  has  been  of  late 
years  considerably  reduced  in  height  in 


consequence  of  the  immense  qoantity  of 
guano  taken  from  it. 

Irak  or  Irak-AJezni,  •^rdWefl^m  (Irak 
of  the  Persians,  in  reference  to  Arak-' 
Arabi),  the  most  important  prov.  of  Persia, 
in  which  is  embraced  the  ancient  Media, 

Irak-Arabi,  e-rdJ^-dr'drb«  (Irak  of  the 
Arabs,  in  reference  to  the  above),  ane. 
Chaldea,  a  prov.  of  Asiatic  Turkey,  compre- 
hended in  the  modem  pashalio  of  Basdad. 
It  is  watered  by  the  Euphrates  ana  the 
Tigris. 

Iran,  e-ranf,  the  name  by  which  Persia 
is  known  to  the  natives. 

Irbit,  ir-bif^  or  eer'bU,  a  town  of  Russia, 
gov.  Perm,  on  the  frontiers  of  Siberia,  at 
the  confluence  of  the  rivers  Irbit  and  Nieva. 
It  is  noted  for  its  large  annual  fair,  which 
lasts  for  a  month.    Pop.  4212. 

Ireland  (a  modified  form  of  the  native 
name  Erin^  which  is  derived  fh>m  the  Gael. 
iar,  west,  and  ta,  an  island.  The  name  is 
significant.  Ireland  being  the  island  WMt  of 
the  other  British  isles ;  but  some  suppose 
Ireland  to  mean  ih9  warm  land,  and  that 
this  name  was  given  to  the  country  by  the 
Norwegian  invaders,  as  descriptive  of  its 
climate,  which  they  felt  to  be  much  wanner 
than  that  of  Scandinavia  whence  they  came), 
one  of  the  two  principal  islands  of  whi^ 
the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  is  composed.  It  is  bounded  N.,  W., 
and  S.  by  the  Atlantic  Ocean ;  £.  by  8t 
George's  Channel,  the  Irish  Sea,  and  the 
North  Channel.  It  extends  from  51*  26' 
to  65»  2y  N.  lat.,  and  from  6*  24'  to  10"  80'  W. 
long.,  and  oon tains  81,874  sq.  m.,  with  a  pop. 
of  6,174,836.  Its  greatest  length  is  280  m^ 
and  its  greatest  breadth  160  m.  The  island 
is  compact  in  form,  and  the  indenUtlons, 
except  on  the  W.  coast,  are  neither  lu^ 
nor  numerous.  Ireland  is  divided  into  four 
provinces :  Ulster  in  the  N.,  Leintter  in  the 
E.,  Munster  in  the  8.,  and  Oonnaught  in  the 
W.  These  provinces  are  subdivided  into 
thirty  counties,  of  which  Ulster  contains 
nine,  viz.,  Antrim,  Londonderry,  Donegal, 
Tyrone,  Fermanagh,  Cavan,  Monaghan, 
Armagh,  and  Down;  Ltintter  contains 
twelve,  viz.,  Louth,  Meath,  West  Meath, 
Longford,  Dublin,  Kildare,  King's  County, 
Queen's  County.  Kilkenny,  Carlow,  Wlck- 
low,  and  Wexford;  Munster  contains  lix, 
viz.,  Waterford,  Tipperary,  Clare,  Lime- 
rick, Cork,  and  Kerry ;  Connaught  contains 
five,  viz.,  Roscommon,  Leltrim,  SUgo, 
Mayo,  and  Gal  way.  The  respective  county 
towns  are  Belfast,  Londondeny,  Lifford, 
Omagh,  Enniskillen,  Cavan,  Monaghan, 
Armagh,  Downpatriok,  Dundalk,  Trim, 
Mullingar,  Longford,  Dublin,  Naas,  Tnlla- 
more,  Maryborough,  Kilkenny,  Carlow, 
Wicklow,  Wexford,  Waterford,  Clonmel, 
Ennis,  Limerick,  Cork,  Tralee,  Roscommon, 
Carrlck-on-Shannon,  Sligo,  (^stlebar.  Gal- 
way.  The  centre  of  Ireland  conshits  of  a 
great  low-lying  plain  of  limestone  forma- 
tion surrounded  by  monntaii^a  which  ex- 
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tend  along  the  ooastSi  the  greatest  elera- 
tion  being  on  the  W.  The  chief  moantaiB 
■jetems,  beginning  on  the  N.E.  end  going 
round  the  coaete,  ere  the  ifounte  ifountamt 
in  the  00.  Down:  the  MowUaim o/ Antrim; 
the  M<mntaiiu  q/Doneaal;  the  Mounknn*  of 
Mayo^  which  ere  diTlded  into  two  groope— 
the  V^phin  Beg  range  and  the  Oormemara 
Mountain$;  the  Ktrry  ifowUaint,  forming 
aeyeral  paraiiel  ranges  and  embracing  the 
MaegiUietiddy  BMkt,  one  of  which,  Carran 
Tuai  (8414  ft),  is  the  loftiest  noint  of  Ire- 
land; the  KnoekmeUdown  Mtmntaita,  on 
the  bordersof  Tipperarr  and  Cork,  and  the 
WiekUm  if<mntain$.  To  these  may  be 
added  the  SUom  Bloom  Jfountaiiu,  a  range 
In  the  interior,  between  King's  County  and 
Queen's  County,  and  extending  into  Tipper- 
ary.  The  principal  rivers  of  Ireland  are 
the  ShatmoH^  Liffey,  BamdOHf  Loe,  Blackwator, 
Attr,  Barrow,  tf^ansy,  Bojfi*e^  Bamn,  FovU, 
and  the  JEHm.  The  most  important  lakes 
are  Neagh,  Erm,  KiUamej/f  AUem,  Ckmn^ 
Ma$k,  Corribf  Boo,  and  Derg.  The  coast- 
line is  about  2S00  m.  Commencing  at  the 
N.E.  we  find  the  shores  of  Antrim  bold  and 
rocky,  consisting  in  many  places  of  basaltic 
eolumns  which  display  great  regularity  of 
form.  Fair  Head  rises  about  600  ft.  in 
height  and  to  the  W.  is  Bemgore  Head, 
with  the  famous  Giants^  Causeway  in  its 
neighbourhood.  After  leaving  the  shores 
of  Antrim  the  coast  becomes  low,  until  we 
reach  the  bold  headland  called  Magillian 
hnnt  at  the  entrance  to  Lough  FogU. 
Continuing  westward  we  pass  Maiin  Head. 
the  most  northeriy  point  in  Ireland,  and 
reach  another  large  inlet  called  Lough 
SmiUg.  The  whole  coast  of  Donegal  is 
wild,  roeky,  and  barren,  and  it  terminates 
on  the  8.W.  in  Roeean  MM.  Passing 
Donegal  Bag,  we  find  the  coast  again  trend- 
ing westward  as  far  as  Errio  Head.  In  this 
part  of  the  coast  the  chief  openings  are 
Sligo  Bag  and  Killala  Bag.  Brrit  Head  is 
the  northern  extremity  of  a  cnrionsly 
shaped  peninsula  called  the  Mullet.  Turn- 
ing southward  we  pass  AekU  lelamd^  and 
reach  Glare  lakmd.  at  the  entrance  to  Clem 
Bag.  The  coast  of  Gal  way  is  rugged  and 
deeply  indented,  and  tera^ates  on  the  W. 
in  Blvne  Head,  while  Oalwag  Bag  is  pro- 
tected by  a  natural  breakwater  formed  by 
the  Arran  Isle*.  The  coast  now  trends 
8.W.  to  Loop  Head.  Between  Loop  Head 
and  KerrgHead  ii  the  mouth  of  the  Shannon, 
which  forms  one  of  the  largest  and  safest 
harbours  on  the  Irish  coast  The  eoast  of 
Kerry  is  rugged  and  broken.  The  chief 
openings  are  Tralee  Bag,  Dingle  Bag,  and 
Ketmare  Bivtr.  At  the  entrance  to  Dingle 
Bay,  on  the  N.  side,  is  Ihmmore  Head,  Uie 
most  westerly  point  in  Ireland.  VaUntia 
Itland,  near  the  entrance  on  the  southern 
side,  oontains  the  terminus  of  the  two  tele- 
graphle  cables  which  cross  the  Atlantic, 
the  other  terminus  being  at  Trinity  Bay  in 
Newfoundland.    Leaving  Yalentia  Island, 


and  passing  Kenmare  Biver  and  Bantrg 
Bag,  we  ooma  to  ifisen  Head,  the  most 
southerly  point  in  Ireland,  and  a  little  to 
the  W.  is  Cape  Clear,  on  an  island.  From 
Cape  Clear  the  southern  coast  of  Ireland 
runs  in  a  general  direction  to  the  N.E., 
and  the  shores,  though  not  so  broken  and 
rugged  as  on  the  W.  coast,  are  yet  rocky 
and  indented.  The  first  inlet  of  importance 
we  meet  with  is  Cork  Harbour.  Continu- 
ing our  course  to  the  N.E.,  and  passing 
Toughal  Harbour  and  Tramore  Bag,  we 
reach  Wator/ord  Harbour,  a  deep  and  capar 
dous  inlet,  which  receives  the  waters  of  the 
Sulr  and  the  Barrow.  The  eoast  eastward 
to  Camoore  Point  is  destitute  of  good  har- 
bours, and  is  skirted  by  dangerous  rocks 
and  islands.  About  7  m.  to  the  N.E.  of 
Camsore  Point  is  TWoor  Bock,  the  scene 
of  flrequent  shipwrecks,  to  prevent  which  a 
lighthouse,  DAodelled  after  that  at  Eddy- 
stone,  has  been  erected  upon  it.  The  £. 
coast  of  Ireland  stretches  in  a  curve  ftx>m 
Camsore  Point  to  Dundalk  Bay;  and  a 
second  curve  brings  us  to  Fair  Head.  The 
shores  in  general  are  low,  and  lined  with 
sandbanks  and  sunken  rocks.  Wes^ord 
Harbour  is  spacious  but  shallow ;  and  m>m 
thence  to  Dublin  Bav  there  is  not  even  a 
tolerable  port  Dublin  Bag  is  only  an  in- 
difiSerent  harbour,  as  there  is  a  sand  bar  at 
its  entrance,  and  it  is  exposed  to  the  east 
winds.  Lai^  vessels,  therefore,  unload  at 
Kingetownjrom  which  there  is  a  railway  to 
Dublin,  we  now  come  to  Dundalk  Bag, 
which,  though  extensive,  is  shallow,  and 
oontains  large  oyster-beds.  The  shores 
now  become  bold  and  precipitous,  as  the 
Moume  Mountains  come  down  dose  to  tho 
water's  edge.  Leaving  Oarlingford  Bag 
and  Dumdrum  Bag,  wa  reach  Birangford 
Lough,  the  best  harbour  on  the  E.  eoast, 
and  thereafter  Belfaet  Lough,  between  the 
COS.  Antrim  and  Down.  In  ancient  times 
Ireland  was  thickly  covered  with  fi>rests, 
but  the  greater  part  of  these  have  dis- 
appeared, and  wood  is  now  comparatively 
scarce.  Extensive  bogs  and  morasses  are 
very  numerous.  AlMut  the  middle  of  the 
country  in  particular  is  a  great  plain,  which 
contains  a  bog,  or  rather  a  series  of  boga, 
estimated  to  cover  12,500  sq.  m.,  or  nearly 
two-fifths  of  the  whole  surface  of  the  island. 
The  climate  of  the  country  is  mild  but 
moist,  and  drixxling  rains  are  fireqnent. 
In  consequence  the  herbage  has  a  generally 
verdant  aspect  and  hence  has  arisen  the 
name  of  the  **  Green  or  Emerald  Isle."  The 
surfkee  to  a  large  extent  is  under  pasture. 
In  general  the  soil  is  very  fertile,  but 
until  recently  the  mode  of  farming  was 
bad.  Linen  Is  the  staple  manufiiicture,  and 
is  carried  on  to  a  considerable  extent  per- 
ticularlv  in  the  prov.  of  Ulster.  Of  lata 
vears  the  manufacture  of  cotton  has  also 
been  introduced.  Ireland  abounds  in  valu- 
able minerals :  limestone  ii  found  in  almost 
every  distriot;  and  eoal,  ireii,  le»d,  M)d 
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copper,  in  various  quarters.  The  beautiful 
marbles  of  Kilkenny,  Donegal,  and  Galway 
are  well  known.  The  main  lines  of  canal 
navigation  are  the  Grand,  Royal,  and 
Ulster  Canals.  The  earliest  railway  con- 
structed in  IreUnd  was  "the  Dublin  and 
Kingstown,"  which  was  opened  in  1834. 
Railway  commnnication  now  extends  from 
side  to  side  of  the  island,  connecting  all  the 
chief  cities  and  towns.  The  great  educa- 
tional institutions  are,  the  University  of 
Trinity  Collepre,  Dublin,  and  the  Queen's 
University,  including  the  Queen's  Colleges 
of  Belfast,  Cork,  and  Galway.  The  Board 
of  National  Education  was  established  in 
1882;  the  numl)er  of  teachers  is  now  about 
ten  thousand,  and  the  number  of  scholars 
upwards  of  a  million.  Since  the  year  1801 
Ireland  has  been  united  with  Great  BriUin, 
and  subject  to  the  same  laws;  but  fW>m 
that  time  until  now,  certain  sections  of  the 
community  have  not  ceased  to  clamour  for 
repeal  of  the  Union,  and  have  even  at  times 
committed  overt  acts  of  rebellion.  Within 
recent  years  this  feeling  of  defection  to 
English  rule  has  been  greatly  fostered  by 
a  secret  society,  the  members  of  which  are 
called  Fenians.  The  machinations  of  this 
society  have  tended  to  damage  the  best 
interests  of  Ireland.  Discontent  and  mis- 
trust prevail  among  all  classes  of  the 
people,  and  the  material  prosperity  of  the 
country  has  suffered  in  consequence.  One 
reason  of  Irish  discontent  was  said  to  be, 
that  while  four-fifths  of  the  population  pro- 
fessed to  be  Roman  Catholics,  the  estab- 
lished firm  of  religion  was  Protestant  To 
remove  this  cause  of  complaint,  the  British 
Parliament,  in  1809,  passed  a  measure  dis- 
establishing and  disendowing  the  Irish 
Chnrch  from  the  Istof  Jannarv  1871.— The 
Irish  are  a  sprightly,  warm-hearted,  and 
ingenious  people.  In  the  vivacity  of  their 
disposition,  and  the  gaiety  of  their  manner, 
they  resemble  the  Frencn  more  than  the 
English  or  Scotch.  Hardy,  daring,  and 
heedless  of  danger,  they  may  be  ranked 
amongst  the  finest  soldiers  la  the  world. 
In  science  and  literature  many  of  them 
have  obtained  great  eminence.  They  excel 
particularly  in  eloquent  declamation.  In 
consequence  of  the  successive  failures  of 
the  potato  crops,  and  other  causes,  emigra- 
tion has  reduced  the  popnlatton  from 
6;662.S86  In  1851,  to  6,174,836  In  1881. 

Ireland,  New,  an  island  in  the  Pacific 
Ocean,  SOO  m.  long,  with  an  average 
breadth  of  80  m.  The  soil  is  fertile,  and 
the  hills,  some  of  which  are  2000  ft.  high, 
are  covered  with  forests.— 2*  8'  S.  lat,  162* 
E.  long. 

Ireland*!  Bye,  a  rockv  islet  oiT  the  E. 
coast  of  Ireland,  co.  Dublin,  i  m.  N.E.  of 
Howth.  It  is  said  to  have  been  used  In 
olden  timet  by  the  Danes  as  a  place  of  safe- 
keeping for  their  prisoners  of  war,  and  was 
called  by  them  Ireland's  Isle.  When 
marked  on  maps,  Isle  was  shortened  into  I., 


which  led  to  the  present  eormpted  form  of 
the  original  name. 

Irish  Bea,  that  part  of  the  Atlantic 
Ocean  which  washes  the  W.  coast  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  E.  coast  of  Ireland.  In  It 
are  the  islands  of  Anglesea,  Holyhead,  and 
Man. 

Irkntek,  ir-koouW,  a  gov.  of  £.  Siberia, 
Asiatic  Russia.    Pop.  SS3,678. 

Irkutsk  (town  on  the  Irknt),  a  flonrish- 
ing  commercial  city  of  Asiatic  Russia,  cap. 
of  the  above  gov.,  situated  in  a  fine  plain 
on  the  Angara,  at  the  influx  of  the  Irkut. 
Pop.  83,860. 

Irrawadl,  ir-rd-wd'tU  (originally  Eri- 
vati,  the  great  river  or  father  of  waters), 
one  of  the  great  rivers  of  S.E.  Asia;  it  has 
its  source  in  Tibet,  flows  through  the  entire 
extent  of  the  Burman  Empire  and  the  divi- 
sion of  Pegu,  and.  after  branching  into  an 
immense  delta,  falls  by  numerous  mouths 
into  the  Bay  of  Bengal,  E.  of  Cape  Negraii. 
Its  length  is  estimated  at  1200  m. 

Irtish,  ir'tish,  Russ.  pron.  eer4ith%  a  river 
of  Asiatic  Russia,  which  rises  in  the  Altai 
Mountains,  on  the  borders  of  Mongolia, 
flows  through  Lake  Zaisang,  and,  alter  a 
long  and  winding  M.W.  course.  Joins  the 
Obi  below  Tobolsk. 

Irvine,  ir^vin,  a  royal,  pari.,  and  mnnic 
burgh  and  seaport  town  of  Ayrshire,  Soot- 
land,  near  the  mouth  of  a  river  of  the  same 
name,  with  a  large  export  trade  in  coals. 
Pop.  of  royal  burgh  4608 ;  of  pari,  borgh 
8498.    The  pa.  of  Irvine  has  a  pop.  of  6018. 

Irwell,  ir^teell,  a  river  of  Lancashire, 
England,  rises  near  Todmorden,  and,  after  a 
course  of  40  m.,  passing  Rochdale,  Bnry, 
and  Manchester,  Joins  the  Mersey  at  Flix- 
ton.  From  the  number  of  mills  and  factor- 
ies on  its  banks,  it  is  not  inaptly  said  to  be 
"  the  hardest-worked  river  In  the  worid." 

Isanghlla,  ia-an-ghd^ld^  a  station  on  the 
right  bank  of  the  river  Congo,  W.  Africa, 
founded  by  the  International  Committee 
for  investigating  that  part  of  the  African 
continent. 

Isar,  e^sor,  or  laer,  e^ner.  anc.  Isara,  a 
river  of  Germany,  rises  in  the  Tvrol,  N.  of 
Innsbruck,  traverses  the  N.W.  of  Bavaria, 
and,  after  a  course  of  166  m.,  Joins  the  Dan- 
ube opposite  Deggendorf. 

Isoanderoon.   iSss  Soanderoon. 

Isohla,  is'kt-d,  an  island  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean, off  the  coast  of  Naples;  it  abounds 
with  mineral  springs,  which  are  much  re- 
sorted to  by  invalids.  By  an  earthquake 
here,  on  28th  July  1888,  the  town  of  CaM- 
mteeMa  was  completely  destroyed,  and 
about  4000  persons  perished. 

Ise  Fiord,  e'sS  /gord,  an  inlet  of  Den- 
mark, on  the  N.  side  of  the  island  of  Zea- 
land, 20  m.  long  and  10  m.  broad. 

Iseo,  Xjftke,  e-sfi'o,  anc.  Laaa  Sevinut,  a 
lake  of  N.  Italy,  traversed  by  the  Oglio, 
between  the  prove.  Brescia  and  Bergamo, 
16  m.  E.  of  Bergamo.  Length  16  m. ;  aver- 
age breadth  2^  m. 
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Isdre.  0-caiV,  a  rapid  river  of  France, 
rises  in  the  Alps,  passes  Grenoble,  and 
falls  into  the  RhOne  above  Valence. 

Isdre,  a  dep.  in  the  S.E.  of  France,  on 
the  frontiers  of  Savov,  formed  of  part  of 
the  old  prov.  of  Dauphin^  Area  8200  sq. 
m. ;  pop.  680,271. 

Iserlohn,  e-ter-ionef  (the  path  by  the 
Iser),  a  town  of  Prussian  Westphalia,  with 
Diannfs.  of  copper,  bronze,  and  iron,  6  m. 
W.  of  Amsberg.    Pop.  18,611. 

Isemla,  eser^ns-d,  a  town  of  8.  Italy, 
prov.  and  23  m.  W.  of  Campobasso,  on  the 
W.  siope  of  the  Apennines.    Pop.  9066. 

Iset,  «-tef,  a  river  in  the  W.  of  Asiatic 
Russia,  issnes  from  a  small  lake  on  the  E.

by  France  and  the  Mediterranean;  S.  by 
the  Mediterranean ;  and  E.  by  the  Adriatic 
Area  114.446  tq.  m. ;  pop.  about  2ti,i5Ufi00. 
It  extends  from  86*  40'  to  46*  40'  N.  Ut, 
snd  from  6*  40'  to  18*  80'  E.  long.  The 
greatettt  length  of  Italy,  from  Mont  BUnc 
to  Cape  Leooa,  is  750  m.;  the  extreme 
breadth,  frpm  the  head  of  the  Adriatic  to 
the  borders  of  SsToy,  is  870  m.;  but  the 
avcmge  breadth  does  not  exceed  140  m. 
The  coast  line  is  estimated  at  2000  m.,  and 
is  much  indented.  The  principal  guifi*  and 
bays  are  those  of  Otnoa,  Cfaeta,  HapUs^ 
Salerno,  Policastro^  8t  Eu/emia,  SquiUace^ 
TaroHto,  Mun/reiUmia^  VeniC4,  and  TrittU. 
The  straits  are  Bonifacio^  Mftsaina,  and 
Otranto.  The  chief  islands  are  Sardinia^ 
SieUy,  lAparij  Capri,  ItehiOf  EV>a,  Corsica 
(belonging  to  France),  Malta,  and  Ooto  (be- 
longing to  Britain).  The  most  prominent 
capes  are  Spartiventc,  CoUmne,  Leuea,  and 
Pasioro.  Italy  has  a  diversified  surface, 
having  as  its  N.  boundary  a  crest  of  the 
Alps,  including  Mont  Cenis,  and  being 
traversed  in  its  whole  length  by  the 
Apennine  chain,  some  of  whose  peaks  are 
nearly  10,000  ft.  high.  There  are  also 
the  isolated  volcanoes  of  Vetuviu*  near 
Naples,  and  Etna  in  Sicily.  The  rivers 
embrace  the  Po,  Adigt,  Tieino,  Fiumieino, 
Amo,  Tiber,  and  the  VoUumo;  and  the 
lakes  include  Maggiort^  Lugano,  Como,  I$ea, 
Oarda,  Perugia,  and  Boleena.     Italy  thus 

E resents  in  Its  extensive  range,  from  Mont 
enis  to  Cape  Leuca,  every  variety  of 
beauty  of  which  landscape  is  susceptible. 
The  air  in  most  districto  is  mild  and  genial. 
Some  tracts,  however,  are  unhealthy  in  the 
snmmer  and  autumnal  months,  particularly 
that  called  the  Maremma,  stretching  f^m 
Leghorn  to  Terracina— a  distance  of  SOO  m. 
In  the  southern  provinces  the  heat  during 
snmmer  is  excessive;  and  its  effect  is 
occasionally  rendered  peculiarly  oppressive 
bv  a  sultry  wind,  called  the  sirocco,  which 
blows  from  the  hot  and  arid  regions  of 
Africa.  From  the  eastern  confines  ol 
France  to  Illyrla,  the  soil  is  a  deep  allu- 
vial mould ;  fkrther  south  it  becomes  light 
Com,  pulse,  malae,  rioe,  cotton,  silk,  olives, 
and  several  delicious  fhilts,  are  among  the 
productions  of  this  fertile  country.  The 
vine  grows  all  over  Italy,  and  the  moun- 
tains afford  summer  pasture  for  the  cattle. 
Among  the  domestic  animals  of  Italy  the 
horses  and  sheep  of  Maples  are  fiunous. 
The  finest  cheese  in  the  world  is  made 
from  the  milk  of  the  eows  of  Lombardv  and 
Parma.  Although  in  such  amountunous 
oonntrr  minerals  may  be  supposed  to 
abound,  Its  mines  are  almost  entirely 
neglected.  Marble  of  singular  beauty  is 
found  in  the  N.,  as  well  as  in  the  neigh- 
boorhood  of  Florence  and  Siena.     Alabas- 


ter, Jasper,  and  agate  are  met  with  in  the 
Apennines.— Napoleon  I.  united  all  Italy 
into  one  kingdom,  but  after  his  overthrow 
in  1816,  it  was  subdivided  intoeight  sUtes : 
1.  The  Kinf^dom  of  Sardinia,  comprising 
the  island  of  that  name,  Piedmont,  Genoa, 
Nice,  and  Savoy.  2.  The  Kingdom  of  Lom- 
bardy  and  Venice,  governed  by  the  Em- 
peror of  Austria.  3.  The  SUtes  of  the 
Church,  nnder  the  sovereignty  of  the  Pope. 
4.  The  Kingdom  of  Naples  and  Sicily, 
otherwise  called  the  Kingdom  of  the  Two 
Sicilies,  comprehending  the  island  of  Sicily 
and  the  southern  extremity  of  Italy.  6. 
The  Grand  Duchy  of  Tuscany,  including 
Tuscany  Proper  and  the  Duchy  of  Lucca. 
6.  The  Duchy  of  Parma.  7.  The  Duchy  of 
Modena.  8.  The  Bepublie  of  Ban  Marino, 
the  smallest  state  in  Europe.  This  sUte 
of  things  continued  for  nearly  half  a  cen- 
tury, when  in  1869  war  broke  out  between 
Austria  on  one  side,  and  France  and  Sar- 
dinia on  the  other.  Austria  was  defisated, 
and  her  supremacy  in  Italy  being  over- 
thrown, Lombardy,  Naples  and  Sicily,  Tus- 
cany, Lucca,  Parma,  Modena,  and  great 
part  of  the  SUtes  of  the  Church,  were  in- 
corporated with  Sardinia,  which  Jwinf  thus 
enlarged,  took  the  name  of  the  Kingdom  of 
Italv.  The  duchy  of  Savoy  and  the  county 
of  Nice  were  surrendered  to  France,  and  in 
1866  VenetU  was  given  up  by  Austria.  In 
1870  a  plebiscite  of  the  SUtes  of  the  Church 
was  taken,  when  the  people  elected  to  be 
nnited  to  the  Kingdom  of  Italy,  and  thus 
the  temporal  sovereignty  of  the  Pope  ceased 
to  exist— For  administrative  purposes  Italy

The  government  is  vested  in  the  sove- 
reign, who.  with  his  ministers,  has  the 
sole  exeeutive  power;  a  senate  of  princes 
and  nobles  nominated  by  the  king;  and 
a  chamber  of  deputies  returned  by  the 
people.  The  small  republic  of  San  Marino 
still  exists ;  it  has  an  area  of  24  sq.  m.,  and 
a  pop.  of  about  8000.  Italy  contains  a  num- 
ber of  ancient  and  celebrated  cities,  such  as 
lt<me  (the  capital),  Florence,  NapU$,  Vmioi, 
Genoa^  Turin,  Milan,  and  Leghorn.  Venice 
uid  Oenoa  once  held  the  first  rank  among 
the  commercial  communities  of  Europe; 
but  they  have  long  been  far  outstripped 
by  England ;  and  even  in  Italy,  Leghorn 
has  now  a  greater  trade  than  either,  al- 
though since  1848  that  of  Genoa  has  nearly 
doubled.  The  commerce  of  both  ci  ties  with 
the  Levant  is  stUl  considerable.  The  chief 
exports  are  wine,  oil,  fruits,  and  silk.  Italy 
has  few  manufactures  in  proportion  to  its 
extent  and  resources.  Industry,  however, 
has  recently  made  and  is  still  making  con- 
siderable progress ;  better  modes  of  agri- 
culture have  been  adopted;  manufactures 
are  established  in  various  districts;  rail- 
ways and  lines  of  telegraph  have  been 
opened  throughout  the  country;  and  pro- 
jects have  been  devised  for  draining  the 
unhealthy  districts  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Rome.  The  principal  towns  are  dis- 
tinguished by  superior  architecture  and 
elegance.  Italy  has  long  been  distinguished 
as  the  chief  seat  of  the  fine  arts.  Painting, 
mujdc,  and  sculpture  have  here  been  carried 
to  great  perfection.  The  remains  of  anti- 
quity still  aflbrd  exquisite  models  to  the 
student  of  the  fine  arU,  and  interesting 
objects  to  the  traveller  and  the  scholar. 
Imagination,  taste,  enthusiastic  devotion  to 
the  fine  arts,  vivacity,  refinement,  frugality, 
simplicity  of  life,  and  courtesy  to  strangers, 
are  the  better  qualities  by  which  the  Italians 


pressed,  and  their  property  applied  to  the 
purposes  of  the  state,  especially  to  the  pra 
motion  of  public  elementary  schools  and 
other  educationnl  seminaries.

Japan,  jA-pan*  (corr.  flrom  Chinese 
Jepuen,  signifying  "the  kingdom  of  the 
rising  Bun^'),a  rich  and  populous  empire  in 
tlie  E.  of  Asia,  consisting  of  four  large 
iblands  and  a  multitude  of  smaller  ones, 
between  26*  and  61*  N.  lat,  and  between 
129*  and  166"  E.  long.  Their  total  area  is 
about  167,000  sq.  m.,  and  their  pop. 
86,461,267.  The  principal  Islands  are 
Jfipkon,  Kiunm,  Sikok,  and  Ye*9o,  with  the 
dependencies  the  Kurile,  Loo  Choo,  and 
Bonin  Islands.  The  Japan  islands  proper 
are  separated  from  the  peninsula  of  Corea 
and  the  Maritime  Province  of  Asiatic 
Russia  by  the  Strait  of  Cores  and  the  Sea 
of  Japan.  They  are  intersected  by  chains 
of  mountains,  several  of  which  are  volcanic, 


and  some  so  lofty  as  to  be  covered  with 
perpetual  snow.  Many  of  the  valleys  are 
fertile :  and  although  the  soU  is  generaUy 
poor,  the  extraordinary  ingenuity  and  in- 
dustry of  the  inhabitanU  have  rendered 
the  most  barren  spots  prodnctive.  Rice, 
the  principal  article  of  food,  is  the  favourite 
crop;  wheat,  barley,  and  other  grains  are 
cultivated  in  smaller  quantities ;  and  there 
are  planUttons  of  tea,  cotton,  sngar,  and 
tobacco.  The  country  abounds  in  mineral 
wealth— gold,  silver,  lead,  tin,  copper,  coal, 
and  porcelain  clay  being  found  in  abun- 
dance. The  Japanese  are  intelligent  and 
enterprising,  and  are  better  educated  than 
any  other  people  of  Asia.  Art  and  science 
have  made  considerable  progress  among 
them,  and  history,  poetry,  music,  painting, 
geography,  and  astronomy,  are  favourite 
branches  of  education .  In  the  manufacture 
of  sword-blades,  porcelain,  and  lacauered 
ware,  they  are  unrivalled ;  their  silk  and 
cotton  cloths  are  nearlv  equal  to  those  of 
China ;  and  bv  means  of  the  juice  of  a  tree 
called  arusiy  they  excel  particularly  in  the 
art  of  varnishing.  The  prevailing  reli- 
gions are  Sintoism  and  Buddhism.  Sinto- 
ism  professes  belief  in  one  Supreme  Being 
with  a  number  of  inferior  deities,  and  in 
this  respect  resembles  the  mythology  of 
ancient  Greece  and  Rome.  The  present 
system  of  government  of  the  Japanese  em- 
pire is  that  of  an  absolute  monarchy.  Until 
1869  there  were  two  sovereigns,  the  Mikado 
or  spiritual  emperor,  and  the  Tycoon  or 
temporal  emperor ;  but  as  the  result  of  a 
civil  war,  the  sole  supreme  power  is  now 
vested  In  the  Mikado,  who  acts  through  an 
executive  ministry,  organixed  on  a  basis 
which  is  partly  European.  By  the  strange 
policy  of  the  Japanese  government,  all 
foreign  nations,  except  the  Chinese  and 
Dutd^,  were,  for  centuries.  Jealously  ex- 
cluded from  the  ports  of  the  empire;  but 
the  barriers  by  which  the  Japanese  sought 
to  seclude  themselves  from  the  rest  of  man- 
kind have  now  been  thrown  down.  The 
United  States  of  America  In  1864,  and 
Great  Britain  in  1868,  obtained  liberty  to 
trade  at  Nagasaki  and  other  ports;  thus 
preparing  the  way  for  the  great  changes 
which  occurred  at  the  close  of  the  civil  war 
of  1869,  when  a  strange  reaction  in  public 
feeling  suddenly  swept  away  all  the  peculiar 
prejudices  and  exdusiveness  that  had  pre- 
viously characterized  the  Japanese.  The 
principal  towns  in  the  Japanese  empire  are 
Tokio  or  Teddo,  Kioto  (formerly  known  as 
Miaco\  Kanagawa,  Nagasaki,  Kobe,  Tbso, 
Matsmai,  and  Bakodadi.

Ktat  (from  Celt  aumn,  a  promontory),

Kentucky,  ken-iukf e{i\ie  dark  and  bloody 
ffTonnd,  in  allnsion  to  the  many  battles 
fought  here  between  the  northern  and 
southern  Indians,  and  between  the  Indians 
and  the  first  white  settlers),  one  of  the 
United  SUtes  of  N.  America,  bounded  N. 
by  the  Ohio,  separating  it  from  Ohio, 
Indiana,  and  Illinois;  W.  by  the  Missis- 
sippi, separating  it  from  Missouri:  8.  bv 
Tennessee ;  and  E.  by  Virginia.  The  soil 
is  fertile,  wheat,  maiae,  hemp,  and  tobacco 
being  the  chief  objects  of  culture.

Ijanarkshire,  or  Olydeadale,  Is  the 
roost  populous  as  well  as  the  greatest 
manufacturing  county  In  Scotland.  It  is 
encompassed  by  Stirling,  Linlithgow,  Edin- 
burgh, Peebles,  DumfHes,  Ayr,  Renfrew, 
and  Dumbarton.  It  extends  from  N.  to  S. 
52  m.,  and  firom  E.  to  W.  84  m.  Area  881 
sq.  m.;  pop.  904,412.  In  the  southern 
border  the  Olydft  has  its  soarce,  and  flows 
in  a  N.W.  direction  through  the  whole 
extent  of  the  co.,  dividing  it  into  two 
nearly  equal  parts.  The  tributary  streams 
of  the  Clyde  are  nnmerons,  the  principal 
being  the  Avon,  North  and  South  Colder, 
Cart,  Coulter,  Doer,  Douglas,  Kelvin,  Mouse, 
and  Nethan.  For  Judicial  and  municipal 
purposes,  Lanarkshire  is  divided  into  three 
districts  called  wards.  The  Upper  (or 
Southern)  Ward,  of  which  the  royal  burgh 
of  Lanark  is  the  chief  town,  embraces 
about  two-thirds  of  the  co.,  and  consists 
principallv  of  mountains,  hills,  and  moor- 
ish gronnds.  The  most  elevated  parts  are 
the  Lowther  Hills  (2403  ftX  and  Tinto 
Hill  (2335  ft.)  Rich  seams  of  coal  and  lead 
abound  in  this  ward;  ironstone  is  also 
found;  and  extensive  iron-works  are  in 
operation.  The  Middle  Ward,  of  which 
Hamilton  Is  the  chief  town,  is  much 
smaller  in  extent  than  the  Upper.  The 
surface  is  less  hUIy  and  more  cultivated. 
The  vale  of  the  Clyde  is  exceedingly 
picturesque  and  fertile,  and  vast  quantities 
of  fruit  are  grown.  Goal,  ironstone,  whin- 
stone,  and  sandstone  are  abundant  On 
the  Clyde,  2  m.  below  Hamilton,  is  BothweU 
Bridge,  the  scene  of  a  celebrated  battle  be- 
tween the  Covenanters  and  the  Royal  forces 
nnder  Monmoath  in  1679.  The  Lower  Ward, 
although  the  smallest  of  the  three  divi- 
sions, is  the  most  important,  on  account  of 
its  bekM^  the  centre  of  vast  manufacturing 
iDdoftrtosi   TlMdilef  town  In  this  dlstriet 


Is  Glasgow,  which  Is  not  only  the  largest 
and  most  populous  city  in  Scotland,  but  is 
also  the  commercial  and  manufacturing 
capital  of  the  whole  country.  East  from 
Qlasgnw  is  Airdrie,  in  the  midst  of  very 

{iroductive  iron  and  coal  fields,  and  near  it 
B  Coatbridge,  a  smaller  town  of  the  same 
character. 

lianoashire,  lanVd-shXr,  one  of  the 
most  populous  and  important  of  EngliKh 
counties,  bounded  on  the  N.  by  Cumber- 
land and  Westmorland;  W.  by  the  Irish 
Sea;  S.  by  Cheshire;  and  E.  by  York- 
shire, from  which  it  is  separated  bv  the 
long  ridge  familiarly  known  as  the  "  Back- 
bone of  England."  Area  1905  sq.  m.;  pop. 
3,454,441.  The  co.  is  very  irregular  in 
form,  the  district  of  Furness,  on  the  north- 
western side,  being  entirely  separated 
from  the  rest  by  Morecambe  Bay.  The

The 
highest  summit  in  the  N.  is  the  Old  Man 
in  Coniston  Fells,  2577  ft.  above  sealeveL 
The  chief  rivers  are  the  Mersey,  Hibble, 
Wgre,  Lnne,  Leven,  and  Duddon,  all  of 
which  fall  into  the  Irish  Sea  by  large 
estuaries.  The  principal  lakes  are  Winder- 
mere (partly  in  Westmorland),  Coniston. 
and  Esthwaite.  In  Lancashire  the  canal 
and  railway  systems  have  been,  perhaps, 
more  fully  developed  than  in  any  other 
part  of  England.  This  has  been  rendered 
necessary  by  the  ever-increasing  demand 
of  its  immense  commerce  and  cotton  manu- 
fKCtures.  Coal  is  the  chief  mineral  pro- 
duct— the  extent  of  the  coal-field  being 
estimated  at  400  sq.  m.  Copper,  iron,  and 
lead  are  also  worked  to  a  considerable 
extent  The  principal  manufacturing 
and  commercial  centres  are  Manchester, 
Liverpool,  Preston,  and  Blackburn.

Lugdunum  Bnta- 
vorwn,  the  fort  on  the  marshes  of  the 
Batavians),  one  of  the  principal  cities  of 
the  Netherlands,  prov.  S.  Holland,  on  a 
branch  of  the  Rhine,  17  m.  N.  of  Rotter^ 
dam.  It  is  intersected  by  a  number  of 
canals,  forming  upwards  of  60  small  islands, 
which  are  connected  by  numerous  bridges. 
Leyden  is  the  seat  of  a  celebrated  uni- 
versity, founded  in  1676,  connected  with 
which  are  rich  cabinets  of  natural  his- 
tory and  comparative  anatomy,  a  botanical 
garden  founded  in  1698,  and  an  extensive 
Ubrary,  rich  in  OrienUl  MSS.    Pop.  41At96.

lisyre,  lair,  a  river  of  France,  rises  in 
the  dep.  Landes,  flows  N.N.W.  into  the 
dep.  Gironde,  and,  after  a  course  of  about 
40  m.,  falls  into  the  Gulf  of  Arcachon. 

Ijeyte,  Id'i-ui  or  Id'td,  one  of  the  south- 
ernmost of  the  Philippine  Islands,  in  the 
E.  Indian  Archipelaf^o,  130  m.  in  length, 
with  an  average  brendth  of  85  m. 

Iieytha,  Leitha,  or  Leyta,  U'tA,  a  river 
of  Anstria^Uungary.  After  a  course  of  90 
m.,  part  of  which  is  along  the  frontier  of 
Hungary,  It  Joins  an  arm  of  the  Danube 
at  Altenburg.  Between  it  and  Lake 
Neusiedl  are  the  Leytha  Mountains.

Ijlbya,  the  anc  Greek  name  of  Africa. 

Zjibyan  Desert,  part  of  the  Sahara,  in 
Africa.

Ijille,  or  Idsle,  led  (formerly  VIsle,  the 
island,  so  called  because  tradition  asserts 
that  the  town  was  originallv  built  by 
Julius  Ctesar  on  an  island  in  the  Deule),  a 
flourishing  city  in  French  Flanders,  cap.

Idlliealeaf,  lU'Uz-lee/,  a  pa.  of  Scotland, 
CO.

Idlllngton,  Ul'ing-tua,  a  town  of  Eng- 
land, CO.  Warwick,  adjoining  Leamington. 
Pop.  038. 

fdllo,  /tj'to,  a  town  of  Spain,  prov.  and 
86  m.  E.S.E.  of  Toledo,  near  the  Bio  Rian- 
sares.

Iiillo  Fort,  lU'lofort,  a  mllitarv  strong- 
hold of  Belgium,  prov.  and  9  m.

Idxneriok,  Im'er-tik,  a  county  of  Ire- 
land, encompassed  by  the  Shannon  (sepa- 
rating it  from  Clare),  Tipperary.  Cork,  and 
Kerry.

(named  from  the  Limovices,  a  Celtic  tribe 
whose  chief  town  it  was),  a  town  of  France, 
cap.  of  the  dep.  Hante-Yienne,  on  the 
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yienne,  60  m.  S.E.  of  Poitiers,  with  woollen 
and  porcelain  manufs.    Pop.  50,388. 

liUnoosin,  U-moo-un^  (also  named 
from  the  Limovicea),  an  old  proy.  of  France, 
now  forming  the  deps.  Correse  and  Haute- 
Vienne. 

Idxnpopo,  lim-poTpo,  or  Orooodile,  hrok- 
o^W,  a  river  on  the  E.  coast  of  8.  AfHca, 
rises  in  the  Transvaal  territory,  and  falls 
into  the  Indian  Ocean. 

lilnares,  le-ndfrts  (flax  fields),  a  town  of 
Spain,  prov.  and  28  m.  N.N.E.  of  Jaen.  near 
the  Ouarresas.  There  are  lead-mines  in 
the  vicinity.    Pop.  36.630. 

Ijinooln,  link'un  (the  colony  on  the 
ool  or  marsh,  from  the  Brit  Uyn  or 
lyn,  a  pool  or  marsh,  and  the  Lat.  colonia, 
a  colony),  anc.  Lindum,  a  city,  munic.  and 
pari,  bor.,  and  bishop's  see  in  Lincoln- 
shire, England,  on  the  Witham,  46  m. 
E.N.E.  of  Derby;  it  has  a  magnificent 
Gothic  cathedral,  in  which  is  a  larg^  bell 
called  Tom  of  Lincoln,  6|  ft.  in  diameter  at 
its  mouth,  and  weighing  6  tons  8  cwt 
Pop.  87,318. 

liincolnshire,  a  maritime  conntv  of 
England,  bounded  on  the  N.  by  the  num- 
ber; on  the  W.  by  the  cos.  of  York, 
Nottingham,  and  Leicester :  on  tlie  8.  by 
Rutland,  Northampton,  ana  Cambridge; 
and  on  the  E.  by  the  North  Sea.  Area 
2774  sq.  m.;  pop.  469  919.  Lincolnshire  is 
eminently  a  corn-growing  and  grazing  co. 
The  surface  is  mostly  low  and  flat— tht 
coast  between  the  U  umber  and  the  Wash 
being  very  marshy.  The  co.  is  divided  in- 
to three  districts,  viz.,  tlie  Parts  of  Llnd- 
ley,  in  the  N.E.,  including  the  wolds  oi 
chalk  hills ;  the  Parts  of  Kesteven,  in  the 
8.W. ;  and  the  Parts  of  Holland,  in  the 
S.E.,  embracing  a  large  portion  of  the 
Fens.  The  reclaimed  portion  of  these  fens 
forms  one  of  the  richest  agricultural  and 
grazing  tracts  in  the  kingdom.  In  those 
localities  which  have  not  yet  been  brought 
into  cultivation,  vast  flocks  of  geese  are 
reared,  principally  for  their  feathers.  The 
Lincoln  breeds  of  sheep,  oxen,  and  horses 
have  a  high  reputation,  and  the  great  horse' 
fslrs  of  the  co  are  frequented  by  dealers 
from  the  chief  countries  of  Europe.  The 
principal  rivers  are  the  Trent,  Aneholme, 
Witham,  and  Wetland,  and  several  canals 
intersect  the  co.  in  various  directions.— 
Lincoln  is  the  co.  town.

fothland,  Sireden,  in  a  fertlte  plain  on  the 
tang-aa,  108  m.  S.W.  of  Stockholm;  its 
cathedral,  if  that  of  Upsala  be  excepted,  is 
the  finest  in  the  kingdom.    Pop.  8762. 

lilnlithgow,  lin-lith*(fo  (corr.  from  Gael. 
lirme-liath-dhu,  the  dark  gray  pool,  or,  ac- 
cording to  otiiers,  it  means  the  lake  of  the 
sheltered  valley),  a  royal  and  parL  bnrgh, 
the  oo.  town  of  Linlithgowshire,  Scotland, 
16|  m.  W.  of  Edinburgh ;  it  is  one  of  the 
most  ancient  towns  in  the  conntry,  and 
contains  the  ruins  of  a  noble  palace,  in 
which  Mary  Queen  of  Scots  was  bom  in 
1642.  Here  the  Regent  Murray  was  assas- 
sinated by  Hamilton  of  Bothwellhangh  in 
1570.

Linlithgowshire,  or  West  liOthlan,  a 
small  CO.  of  Scotland,  open  to  the  Firth  of 
Forth  on  the  N.,  and  having  as  its  land- 
ward boundaries  the  oos.  of  Edinburgh, 
Lanark,  and  Stirling.  It  extends  from  N. 
to  S.  20  m.,  and  from  E.  to  W.  16  m.  Area 
120  sq.  m. ;  pop.  43,610.  The  surface  of  the 
country,  although  exhibiting  a  consider- 
able breadth  of  unreclaimed  moss,  is  well 
cultivated,  and  agreeably  diversified  with 
valleys  and  rising  grounds ;  but  it  is  indif- 
ferently supplied  with  water  — the  Apon 
and  Alm<md  being  tlie  only  streams  of  con- 
sequence.

Iiondondeny,  or  Derry,  lun-dun-der^re 
(so  called  because  the  county  was  granted 
by  a  charter  in  the  reign  of  James  I.  to  the 
merchants  of  London  aft<>r  forfeiture  by  the 
rebellion  of  ita  native  chiefs.  Its  original 
name  was  Doire-Ohalgaich,  the  derry  or 
oak-wood  of  Oalgaens),  a  maritime  co.  of 
Ireland,  bounded  on  the  E.  by  Antrim;

Mackenzie  River,  mak^ktnfu  (named 
from  Alexander  Mackenzie,  its  discoverer 
in  1789),  a  large  river  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  formed  by  the  union  of  the  Atha- 
basca and  the  Peace  rivers,  which  have 
their  sources  in  the  Rocky  Mountains; 
flowing  northward,  it  passes  through  the 
Great  Slave  Lake,  and  falls  into  the  Arctic 
Ocean,  after  a  total  course  of  about  2600  m. 
— Also,  a  river  of  Queensland,  Australia, 
which,  after  a  tortuous  course  of  470  m., 
falls  into  Keppel  Bay. 

Mackenzie  Islands,  a  group  in  the  N. 
Paciflc— 10»  N.  Ut.,  146'  E.  long. 

Macleaj,  mah4d',  a  maritime  pastoral 
dist.  of  New  South  Wales,  Austnlia,  yield- 
ing large  quantities  of  cedar,  whidi  are 
shipped  to  Melbourne,  Svdney,  and  other 
ports.  It  is  bounded  on  the  N.  by  the  dist. 
of  Clarence;  E.  by  the  Pacific;  and  W.  by 
New  England. 

Mflcon,  md-kon^,  Knc.  Matiaeo,^  town  of 
France,  cap.  of  the  dep.  SaAne-et-Loire,  on 
the  Sa6ne,  87  m.  N.  of  Lyons,  noted  for  its 
excellent  wine.    Pop.  18,412. 

Macqnarle,  mak-kwar^re  (named  from  a 
former  governor  of  the  Australian  colonies), 
a  river  of  New  South  Wales,  Australia.  It 
is  formed  by  the  junction  of  the  Fish  and 
Campbell  rivers,  and  flows  N.W.  till  it 
is  lost  in  the  Macquarie  marshes,  fh>m 
which  issue  streams  that  flow  on  to  Join 
the  Darling.  Its  course  is  about  860  m.— 
Also,  a  river  of  Tasmania,  which  flows  N. 
through  Somerset  co.  to  the  river  Lake. 

Macquarie  Island,  an  island  of  New 
Zealand,  700  m.  S.W.  of  South  Island; 
It  is  2880  ft  high,  and  inhabited  only  by 
aquatic  animals. 

Macquarie  Mountains,  a  range  W.  of 
New  South  Wales,  Australia,  between  the 
rivers  Lachlan  and  Murrumbidgee. 

Macroom,  mak-room',  a  town  of  Ireland, 
CO.  and  19  m.  W.  of  Cork,  on  the  Bullane; 
It  is  surrounded  by  picturesque  scenery, 
with  some  romantic  ruins.    Pop.  8099. 

Madagascar,  mad-d-gasntar,  the  largest 
Island  of  Africa.  In  the  Indian  Ocean, 
and  separated  from  the  continent  by 
the  Mozambique  Channel.  Its  length  is 
1080  m.;  its  greatest  breadth  360  m. 
The  Interior  is  traversed  by  a  chain  of 
lofty  mountains,  covered  with  valuable 
trees,  and  the  fertile  plains  along  the  coast 
are  watered  by  numerous  streams.  In  1816, 
successful  efforts  were  mnde  by  British 
missionaries  to  introduce  Christianity  into 
Madagascar.  King  Radama  I.  greatly  en- 
couraged these  efforts;  but  on  his  death, in 
1828,  tkis  successor.  Queen  Ranavalo  Man- 
Jaka,  reversed  all  his  measures  for  pro- 
moting the  improvement  of  the  people, 
restored  the  old  idolatries  and  cruel  super- 
stitions, massacred  the  native  Christians, 
and  expelled  the  Europeans.  She  died  in 
1861,  and  since  then  the  inhabitants  have 
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enjojed  freedom  to  profess  the  Ghristisii 
religion,  and  have  made  considerable  ad- 
vancement in  ciyilisatioo.

Madras  (for  Madras-patan,  the  city  of 
the  school  or  college,  from  Ar.  Madraaa,  a 
university),  a  maritime  city  of  British 
India,  the  cap.  of  the  above  preaidency,  on 
the  Coromandel  coast  It  is  the  seat  of 
most  extensive  commerce,  but  having  no 
harbour,  ships  must  anchor  at  a  distance 
from  the  shore,  and  passengers  and  goods 
are  landed  bv  moans  of  small  boats  or 
"catamarans,"  which  are  constructed  so 
as  not  to  swamp  in  the  tremendous  surf 
which  prevails  uong  this  coast.  It  stands 
on  a  flat  shore,  but  is  generally  a  well- 
built  and  handsome  town.  Fori  St  George, 
the  citadel,  is  surrounded  by  a  spacious 
esplanade,  to  the  N.  of  which  stands  the 
Black  Town  o/Madra$,  in  which  reside  the 
Armenian  and  Portuguese  merchants,  and 
also  many  Europeans  unconnected  with 
the  Government.

Madrid,  wul-drid^  Sp.  pron.  almost  mdcA- 
reeth^  (probably  flrom  Arab,  madarat,  a  city 
or  town),  the  cap.  of  Spain,  on  the  Mansa- 
nares,  in  a  prov.  of  the  same  name,  on  an 
elevated  plain  2200  ft.  above  the  level  of  the 
sea.

Magdala.  mag-dd'ld  (a  watch  tower),  a 
hill  fortress  of  Abjrsnnla,  stormed  and 
totally  destroyed  by  the  British  In  1868, 
in  consequence  of  King  Theodore  having 
refused  to  deliver  up  a  few  British  subjects 
and  foreign  missionaries  whom  he  had 
taken  captive. 

Magdalena,  mag-ddrWnd,  a  river  of  the 
United  States  of  Colombia,  8.  America,  has 
its  sourco  In  the  Andes  to  the  S.  of  Popayan, 
flows  northward,  and,  after  a  course  of  860 
m.,  fUls  into  the  Caribbean  Sea. 

Magdalena,  one  of  the  states  of  the 
republic  of  Colombia,  S.  America,  including 
the  national  territories  of  Ooayra  or  Goa- 
hira.  Sierra  Nevada,  and  Motilones.  Chief 
town,  Santa  Maria,    Pop.  of  sUte  86,256. 

Magdeburg,  moff^de-boorg  (probably  from 
ntagd,  a  virgin,  and  burg,  a  town;  it  is  said 
to  have  been  so  named  by  the  Empress 
Edith,  who  had  received  this  town  as  a 
marriage  portion  from  her  husband,  the 
Emperor  Otho,  but  other  etymologies  are 
also  given),  the  cap.  of  Prussian  Saxony,  on 
the  Elbe,  80  m.  W.S.W.  of  BerUn.  It  U 
one  of  the  strongest  fortresses  in  Enrope. 
Pop.  (including  the  suburbs  Neustadt  and 
Suienburg)  187,136. 

Magellan.  Strait  ot  mO^a^lan,  or  Ma- 
galliaena,  ntdrgdl-ydfttis,  a  passage  from 
the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  Ocean,  between 
the  continent  of  8.  America  and  the  island 
of  Tierra  del  Fuego.  It  is  300  m.  in  length, 
and  its  navigation  Is  intricate  and  danger- 
ous. It  was  80  named  in  honour  of  Magal- 
hiens,  the  great  Portuguese  navigator,  by 
whom  it  was  discovered  in  1620. 

Magenta,  fli^ieii'fd  a  town  in  the  prov. 
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of  Milan,  Italy,  on  the  Tesslno,  on  the  road 
from  Novara  to  Milan,  where  the  Anstrians 
were  signally  defeated  by  the  French  in 
June  1800.    Pop.  6011. 

Mageroe,  mag'4-rB,  or  wtag'&r-i/eh,  a  bare 
and  rookj  island  on  the  N.  coast  of  Nor- 
wegian Lapland,  inhabited  by  only  four  or 
five  families.  The  North  Cape  forms  its 
northern  extremity. 

Maggiora,  Ijago,  flMui-/o'r4,  or  Iiakaof 
Iiooamo,  a  lake  of  N.  luly,  traversed  by 
the  Tidno,  at  the  foot  of  the  Alps,  N.E.

of  Rochester ;  it  is  the  great  emporium  of 
the  hop-trade.  Pop.  of  parL  bor.  29,647; 
of  munlc.  bor.  29,628. 

rtohin,  mi-md-eheen^  (merchantdf 
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totm,  or  place  of  commerce),  a  fh)ntier 
town  of  Monj^olia,  in  the  Chitiese  Empire, 
near  the  RtisaiAn  town  of  Kiaclita ;  it  is  on 
the  caravan  route  from  Siberia  to  Pekin, 
and  is  one  of  the  chief  places  of  trade  be- 
tween Rnssfa  and  China.    Pop.  6000. 

Main,  or  Mayn,  anc.  Magen-aha  (the 
great  water),  a  liver  formed  by  the  union 
of  two  Btrearas  which  have  their  sources 
in  the  N.E.  of  Bavaria,  Oermanf.

Maine,  maw  (a  district),  one  of  the 
United  States  of  N.  America,  bounded  on 
the  N.  by  Canada,  on  the  E.  by  New 
Brunswick,  on  the  S.  by  the  Atlantic, 
and  on  the  W.  by  New  Hampshire  and 
Canada.

Malay,  Malacca,  or  the  Malay  Pen- 
lnsnla, anc.  Ohertonesue  Aurea  (the  Golden 
Chereoneae  of  Milton),  a  count^  of  India 
beyond  the  Ganges,  connected  with  the 
British  provinces  on  the  N.  by  the  Isthmus 
of  Kraw.  It  is  about  760  m.  in  length,  with 
an  average  breadth  of  120  m.,  and  is  tra- 
versed fh)m  N.  to  8.  by  a  range  of  moun- 
tains, from  which  descend  numerous 
streams.

Malwah,  mdl'wd  (the  mountainous  coun- 
try), an  elevated  plateau  of  India,  bounded 
on  the  N.B.  by  the  valley  of  the  Ganges;

Education 
does  not  go  beyond  the  extent  oommon  in 
Mohammedan  countries,  namely,  ability  to 
read,  write,  and  redte  a  few  passages  from 
the  Koran,  but  this  is  universal.  The 
government  is  a  rieid  despotism.

Menai  Strait.  mtfiA,  a  channel  between 
the  Isle  of  Anglesea  and  Carnarvonshire, 
N.  Wales,  crossed  by  two  stnpendons  stmc- 
tures  about  a  mile  apart  from  each  other. 
One  is  a  magnificent  suspension  bridge. 


which  bears  two  carriage  ways  and  a  fbot* 
path  between  them,  100  ft.  above  high 
water  mark,  and  the  other  an  iron  tubular 
bridge,  which  forms  part  of  the  Chester 
and  Holyhead  Railway. 

Menam  or  Meinam,  mA-nom'  (mother 
of  waters),  a  river  in  the  Indo-Chinese 
Peninsula,  supposed  to  rise  in  the  moun- 
tains of  Yunnan  in  China,  and,  after  a 
course  of  about  800  m.,  enters  the  Gulf  of 
Slam  below  Bankok. 

Menaxn-kong,  mei-n4m-X^^,  or  Me- 
kong, mSL'kong'  (mother  of  rivers),  a  largo 
river  in  the  Indo-Chinese  Peninsula,  sup- 
posed to  have  its  source  in  the  mountains 
of  Tibet;  it  passes  through  the  Chinese 
prov.  of  Yun-nan,  and,  after  traversing 
Laos  and  Cambodia,  falls  into  the  Chinese 
Sea. 

Mende,  mongd,  a  manufacturing  town  of 
France,  cap.  of  the  dep.  LoiAre,  on  the  Lot. 
76  m.  N.W.  of  Avignon.    Pop.  6091. 

Mendereh.  meu'det'tK,  Mender,  or 
Melnder,  ano.  Maander,  a  river  of  Ana- 
tolia, Asia  Mhior,  flows  S.W.  till,  after  a 
course  of  800  m.,  it  enters  the  Archipelago. 
--Also  a  river  of  Anatolia,  anc.  SinoiM, 
rises  in  Mount  Ida,  flows  N.N.W.  and 
enters  the  Strait  of  the  Dardanelles. 

Men<Up  Hills,  menfdip,  a  range  In  the 
N.E.  of  Somersetshire,  EngUnd,  with  lead 
and  calamine  mines,  which  have  been 
worked  for  ages,  and  are  still  productive.

Mendoza,  meH-dafad  or  menrd(/ihd,  a  dty 
of  the  Argentine  Republic,  8.  America, 
the  cap.  of  a  prov.  of  the  same  name, 
pleasantly  situated  in  a  plain  at  the  foot 
of  the  Andes,  about  65  m.  E.S.E.  of  the 
volcano  of  Aconcagua.  It  was  nearly 
destroyed  by  an  earthquake  in  1861.  Pop. 
8124.— The  prov.  has  a  pop.  of  66,418. 

Menln,  weA-nang^  a  fortified  town  of 
Belgium,  prov.  W.  Flanders,  on  the  Lys,  7 
m.  S.W.  of  Courtral,  with  manu&.  of  lace, 
woollen  stuffs,  and  tobacco.

Mentone,fli«n-ld'iiA,  Fr.  ifenlon,  a  town  of 
France,  dep.  Alpes-MariUmes,  12  m.  E.N.E. 
of  Nice,  frequented  by  invalids  on  account 
of  the  mildness  of  its  climate.    Pop.  9129. 

Menta.  ments,  or  Mayence.  md-yangsf^, 
Germ.  Maba,  a  city  in  Hesse-Darmstadt, 
Germany,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine. 
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nearly  opposite  the  inflnx  of  the  Main.  It 
la  the  Btrongett  fortress  in  Germany,  and 
its  museum  of  Roman  monuments  is  said 
to  be  the  most  complete  out  of  Italy. 
Ilere  Guttenberg,  one  of  the  inventors  of 
printing  from  movable  types,  vas  bom 
about  A.D.  1400.  Pop.,  exclusive  of  the 
garrison,  60,906. 

Mensaleh,  lAke,  men-zd^leh,  a  lalce  of 
Egypt,  E.  from  the  Damiotta  branch  of  the 
Nile,  37  m.  in  length  and  about  16  m.  iu 
average  breadth. 

Meppel,  mep'peJ,  a  town  of  the  Nether- 
lands, prov.  Drenthe,  on  a  tributary  of  the 
Vecht,  26  m.  S.W.  of  Assen.    Pop.  823a 

Meqolnez,  wukfin-ez,  a  city  of  Morocco, 
N.W.  Africa,  prov.  and  37  m.  S.W.  of  Fez; 
it  is  situated  in  a  fine  plain,  watered  by 
numerous  streams,  and  is  a  favourite  resi- 
dence of  the  emperor.    Pop.  80,000. 

Merawe.    See  Mero6. 

Mergni,  mer-ghe',  a  town  of  British  Bur- 
ma, div.  Tenasserim,  in  the  Eastern  or 
Indo-Chinese  Peninsula,  at  the  mouth  of  a 
river  of  the  same  name.

28),  a  town  of 
Spain,  prov.  and  30  m.E.  of  Badi^os;  it  con- 
tains some  remarkable  remains  of  Roman 
grandeur,  consisting  of  vestiges  of  temples, 
aqueducts,  etc,  partly  in  the  town  ana 
partly  in  the  environs.    Pop.  7880. 

Merida,  a  city  of  Venexuela,  S.  America, 
state  of  Falcon-Zulia,  on  the  Chama.  it 
stands  in  a  rich  vale  surrounded  by  moun- 
tains.   Pop.  9727. 

Merida,  a  city  of  Mexico,  N.  America, 
cap.  of  Yucatan,  on  an  arid  plain,  26  m. 
from  the  G  ulf  of  Mexico.    Pop.  43,282. 

Merionethahire,  mfr-e-on'eth'thlr,  a  co. 
of  N.  Wales,  supposed  to  derive  its  name 
from  a  British  chieftain  named  Merion, 
who  expelled  the  Irish  from  this  part  of 
tlie  country  some  time  in  the  fifth  century. 
It  lies  to  the  S.  of  Carnarvon  and  Denbigh ; 
has  Montgomery  on  the  E.;  Cardigan  on 
the  S. ;  and  Cardigan  Bay  on  the  W.  Area 
601  sq.  m.;  pop.  62,038.  The  surface  is 
very  mountainous,  and  the  scenery  highly 
picturesque.  The  most  elevated  chain  runs 
from  N.W.  to  S.E.,  and  its  highest  summits 
are  Coder  Idru,  2969  ft,  and  Arran  Mowddy, 
2965  ft.  There  are  numerous  small  lakes 
among  the  mountains,  and  Lake  Bala,  the 
largest  in  Wales,  from  which  the  Dee  takes 
its  rise,  is  also  in  this  co.  The  Dee,  Maw, 
and  Dcvey  are  the  principal  rivers.  Cattle 
and  sheep  breeding,  together  with  dairy 


farming,  occupy  the  chief  attention  of  the 
rural  population.  Minerals  of  yarious 
kinds  abound.  Gold-mines  are  worked  in 
the  vicinity  of  Dolgelly  and  near  the  S. 
extremity  of  Lake  Bala,  but  slate-quarrying 
may  be  said  to  be  the  staple  occupation. 
—Dolgelly  is  the  CO.  town. 

Mero6,  tner^o-e,  or  Merawe,  mer'd-wd,  a 
peninsular  tract  of  S.  Nnbia,  Egyptian 
dominion,  400  m.  long  and  200  m.  broad, 
between  the  Nile  and  its  trib.  the  Atbara ; 
it  is  peculiarly  luxuriant  and  well  irri- 
gated, and  a  large  quantity  of  indigo  is 
grown.  The  town  of  the  same  name,  situ- 
ated a  little  to  the  S.W.  of  Jebel-Berkel,  is 
in  a  very  dilapidated  state. 

Merom,  waters  or  Lake  of,  afterwards 
called  Samochonitie,  the  upper  or  highest 
lake  of  the  Jordan,  in  the  Holy  Land. 

Merrlxnao,  mer^ri-mak,  a  river  of  the 
United  States,  formed  by  the  union  of  two 
rivers  in  the  8.  of  New  Hampshire,  flows 
S.  into  Massachusetts,  then  turns  to  the 
N.E.,  and  falls  into  the  Atlantic  near  New- 
buryport. 

Merse,  merUt  another  name  for  the  oo. 
of  Berwick,  Scotland. 

Maraebarg,  mer^eeh-hoorg,  a  town  of 
Prussian  Saxony,  on  the  Saale,  16  m.  W.  of 
Leipsic    Pop.  16,206. 

Mersey,  merged,  a  river  of  England,  the 
most  important  on  the  W.  coast,  flows  be- 
tween Cheshire  and  Lancashire,  and  falls 
into  the  Irish  Sea  by  a  noble  estuary  at 
LiverpooL  A  railway  tunnel  under  the 
Mersey,  about  8  m.  in  length,  will  soon 
connect  Liverpool  with  Birkenhead. 

Merthyr  Tydyll,  fMr'iher  tid'vU  (Tyd- 
vil  the  Martyr,  named  after  Tydfil  or 
Tudfll,  the  daughter  of  Brychan,  an  ancient 
British  king,  who,  with  her  fkther  and 
brother,  wss  murdered  here  by  a  maraud- 
ing party  of  pagan  Saxons),  a  market  town 
and  pari.  Iwr.  of  S.  Wales,  cos.  Glamorgan 
and  Brecknock,  situated  in  the  valley  of  the 
Taaf,  16  m.  S.E.  of  Brecon.  From  an  obscure 
village  it  has  t)een  raised  by  its  extensive 
iron-works  to  be  the  largest  town  in  Wales. 
Pop.  of  town  48,861 ;  of  pari.  bor.  91,37a 

Mertoun,  wter^tun,  a  pa.  of  Scotland,  co. 
Berwick.    Pop.  682. 

Mery,  an  ancient  place  in  Western 
Turkestan,  in  the  oasis  formed  by  the  river 
Murgh^ab,  once  a  cap.  of  the  Seljuk  dynasty. 
It  is  now  merely  an  extensive  collection  of 
wretched  hovels.  The  oasis  Is  occupied  by 
a  Tekke-Turooman  population  numbering 
about  600,000. 

Mesagna,  mS-tdn'yd,  a  town  of  Apulia, 
Italy,  prov.  Lecce,  situated  in  a  dist 
famous  for  its  oil,  27  m.  N.W.  of  Lecce. 
Pop.  8511. 

Mesopotamia.    See  Algeaira. 

Messina,  mee-ee'nd,  a  strong  seaport  In 
the  N.E.  of  Sicily,  cap.  of  the  prov.  Messina, 
situated  on  the  strait  of  the  ssme  name, 
with  a  fine  harbour.    Pop.  76,982. 

Messina,  Strait  of,  between  Calabria 
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on  the  ma{nUnd  of  Italy  and  the  island 
of  Sicily.  It  is  about  22  m.  long,  and  its 
breadth  varies  from  21  to  10  m.  In  ancient 
times,  owing  to  Scylla,  a  dangerous  rock 
on  the  Italian  side,  and  the  whirlpool  of 
Charjrbdis  on  the  Sicilian,  its  navigation 
was  considered  very  perilous,  but  by 
superior  skill  on  the  part  of  modem  navi- 
gators, these  terrors  have  entirely  dis- 
appeared. Here  is  occasionally  seen  the 
Fata  Jdorgana,  a  curious  optical  delusion 
caused  by  atmospheric  refraction,  by  which 
diHtorted  and  sometimes  inverted  pictures 
of  objects  on  the  one  side  are  represented 
to  spectators  on  the  other. 

Meaursdo,  nu*-oo-rdrdo,  a  rapid  river  of 
W.  Africa;  it  rises  in  the  mountains  of 
Kong,  and  falls  into  the  Atlantic  at  Cape 
Mesurado. 

Mesnrata,  mes-oo-rd'td,  a  town  of  Tri- 
poli, N.  Africa,  near  the  cape  of  the  same 
name. 

Metaps,  mOrtd'pd,  a  town  of  Guatemala, 
Central  America,  near  Lake  Metapa.  Pop. 
80(iO. 

Methil,  meth'U,  a  small  seaport  of  Scot- 
land, CO.  Fife,  on  the  Firth  of  Forth,  1}  m. 
W.  of  Leven.    Pop.  764. 

Methllhia  a  vil.  of  Scotland,  eo.  Fife, 
pa.  of  Wemysi.    Pop.  466. 

Methven.  meih'ven,  a  vil.  of  Perthshire, 
Scotland,  6  m.  W.N.  W.  of  Perth.    Pop.  761 . 

Metz.  melt,  ana  ifeUU  fin  the  midst  of 
waters),  a  strongly  fortified  city  of  Elsass- 
Lothringen,  Germany,  at  the  confluence  of 
the  Moselle  and  Seille,  with  considerable 
trade  and  manufs.  It  formerly  belonged 
to  France,  but  capitulated  to  the  Germans, 
27th  October  1870.    Pop.  63,131. 

Maurthe.  muH,  a  river  of  France,  rises 
in  the  Vosgei  Mountains,  and  Joins  the 
Moselle.  6  m.N.  of  Nancy. 

Maurthe-et-Moielle.  a  dep.  In  the  N.B. 
of  France,  formed  of  part  of  the  old  prov.  of 
Lorraine.

Menee,  a  river  of  France  and  Holland.

Mease.  mn#,  a  dep  in  the  N.E.  of  France, 
formed  of  part  of  the  old  prov.  of  Lorraine. 
Area  2868  sq.  m. ;  pop.  289,861. 

Mezloo,  fMx^'ko  (derived  from  Mexiili, 
the  war-god  of  the  Aztecs),  a  country  of 
N.  America,  bounded  on  tne  N.  by  the 
United  States:  W.  br  the  Pacific:  8.  by 
Central  America;  and  E.  by  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico.  Its  length  is  about  1800  m.;  its 
breadth  varies  fh>m  140  to  700  m.;  its  area 
is  742,000  sq.  m.  The  country  is  for  the 
most  part  a  plateau  or  table-land  varying 
in  height  from  6000  to  8000  ft.  above  the  sea. 
The  climate  in  the  more  elevated  parts  is 
mild  and  genial;  in  the  maritime  dis- 
tricts and  the  low  plains  it  is  hot  and  un- 
healthy. The  soil  is  extremely  feriile,  and 
most  European  grains  and  milts,  maize, 
cocoa,  coffee,  sugar,  cotton.  Indigo,  etc,  are 
abundantly  produced.  Immense  herds  of 
cattle  and  sheep,  both  tame  and  wild,  are 


fed  in  the  northern  prairies.  The  cochi- 
neal Insect  is  found  in  great  abundance, 
and  is  one  of  the  valuable  articles  of  ex- 
port. The  minerals  found  are  gold,  silver, 
quicksilver,  copper,  iron,  lead,  and  tin.  The 
religion  of  the  country  is  Roman  Catholic, 
The  government  ia  republican.  Pop. 
9,787,629. 

Mexico,  the  cap.  of  Mexico,  N.  America, 
situated  in  the  centre  of  an  elevated  plain, 
surrounded  by  lofty  mountains,  with  the 
beautiful  lake  of  Tescuoo  in  the  vicinity. 
Its  streets  and  squares  are  spacious,  and 
many  of  its  public  edifices  are  large  and 
handsome.    Pop.  241^10. 

Mezloo,  Qtilf  ot  a  large  inland  aea  of 
N.  America,  communicating  by  the  Florida 
Channel  with  the  Atlantic,  and  by  the 
Channel  of  Yucatan  with  the  Caribbean 
Sea,  and  on  the  other  sides  enclosed  by  the 
United  SUtes,  Mexico,  and  YucaUn.  It  is 
nearly  1200  m.  in  length  from  E.  to  W, 
with  an  average  breadth  of  650  m. 

M6zldre8,  mef-e-atr^,  a  strong  frontier- 
town  of  France,  cap.  of  the  dep.  Ardennes, 
on  the  Meuse,  47  m.  N.E.  of  Rheims.  Pop. 
6008. 

Miaoo.    See  Kioto. 

Miava,  m/e-<»/5,  a  town  of  Austria-Hun- 
gary, CO.  Neutra,  on  the  Miava,  an  afll.  of 
the  Morava.  48  ro.  E.N.E.  of  Pressburg, 
with  manufs.  of  woollen  cloth,  and  a  trade 
in  flax  and  hemp.    Pop.  10,018. 

Miohlgan,  miah'9'gan,  one  of  the  United 
States  of  N.  America,  of  which  the  larger 
portion  is  surrounded  on  three  sides  by 
Lakes  Erie,  St  Clair,  Huron,  and  Michigan. 
The  other  portion  lies  to  the  N.W.,  and  is 
bounded  on  the  N.  by  Lake  Superior  and 
on  the  S.  by  Lake  Michigan  and  the  state 
of  Wisconsin.  From  iu  situation  it  is 
called  "the  Peninsular  State"  and  "the 
Lake  State."  being  surrounded  by  the 
largest  fresh-water  lakes  on  the  globe.

It  is  so  named 
from  the  many  5faa/f  islands  of  which  it  is 
composed.  The  principal  groups  are  the 
Ftlew  Islands,  the  Ladrone  or  Marianne 
Islands,  the  Caroline  Islands,  the  Marthnll 
Islands,  and  the  Gilbert  Islands.  Estimated 
pop,  of  the  entire  division,  JM>.000.

S.S.E.  of 
Burlington ;  it  is  the  seat  of  a  college,  and 
in  its  vicinity  are  fine  marble  quarries.

Mlddlesboroiigb,mt(f'drc-&ttr-o,  a  manic, 
and  pari.  bor.  of  England,  in  the  N.  R.  of 
Yorkshire,  on  the  right  bank  of  the  estu- 
ary of  the  Tees,  8^  m.

It  is  the  centre  and  port  of  the  Cleveland 
iron  district;  and  although  founded  so 
recently  as  1830,  the  munlo.  bor.  had,  in 
1881,  a  pop.  of  66,984:  pari.  bor.

Middleeez  (flrom  A.  S.  Middel  Sauce,  the 
Middle  Saxons),  the  metropolitan  countv 
of  England.

Hertford  bounds  it  on  the  N.;  the  Lea 
divides  it  on  the  E.  from  Essex,  the 
Thames  on  the  8.  ftv)m  Surrey,  and  the 
Colne  on  the  W.  Arom  Bucks.

Montenegro,  mon'td-nH'ffro,  called  by 
the  natives  Tzemagora,  t»er-nd-g</rd,  and 
by  the  Turks  Karadagh.  kd-rd-ddf  (aU 
three  names  signifying  "black  moun- 
tain"), a  principality  situated  between 
Herzegovina  and  Albania  in  Turkey,  with 
Austrian  Dalmatia  and  the  Adriatic  for  its 
western  Iwundary.  It  is  so  named  from 
the  mountainous  character  of  the  country, 
and  firom  its  mountains  being  clothed  with 
dark  forests  of  pine,  oak,  beech,  and  other 
trees.  Kut$h  Kom,  the  culminating  point 
of  the  Dinaric  Alps,  is  in  the  E.,  d576  ft. 
above  the  level  of  the  sea.  The  soil  Is 
rocky  and  ill  adapted  for  agricultural  pur- 
poses. Where  tillage  is  attempted,  it  is 
conducted  in  an  extremely  rude  and  primi- 
tive manner.  Potatoes  and  Indian  com  are 
raised,  but  the  inhabitants  live  principally 
on  the  produce  of  their  flocks.  Few  oxen  are 
reared,  but  sheep,  swine,  and  goats  abound. 
To  prevent  invasion,  roads  are  not  made. 
The  houMis  generally  are  mere  mnd  hovels. 
Antivari,  Dulcigno,  and  Podgorlua  are  the 
only  towns— C7eMi^«,  the  seat  of  govern- 
ment, being  nothing  more  than  a  village, 
containing  a  few  houses,  a  convent,  and 
the  palace  of  the  prince.  The  Montene- 
grins are  Slaves  of  the  Servian  race.  They 
have  many  feuds  among  themselves,  and 
are  ever  ready  for  war  or  pillage.  Every 
male  adult  Is  a  soldier,  and  as  ev«n  the 
women  help  in  battle,  they  have  never 
been  subjugated  bv  the  Turks.  They  are 
adherents  of  the  Greek  Church,  bat  edu- 
cation has  made  so  little  progress  among 
them  that  even  many  of  their  priests  are 
unable  to  read  or  write.  The  Berlin  Treaty 
of  1878,  besides  recognising  the  indepen- 
dence of  the  Montenegrins,  added  1649  sq. 
m.  to  their  territory,  embracing  the  for- 
tresses of  Niekaie*  and  PodgorUza,  and  the 
seaport  of  Antivari  on  the  Adriatic.  It 
gave  them  also  free  and  entire  liberty  to 
navigate  the  Turkish  river  Boyana;  but 
Montenegro  can  have  no  flag  or  ship  of 
war;  nor  can  the  war-ships  of  any  nation 
enter  its  waters,  whose  maritime  and  sani- 
tary police  Is  to  be  maintained  by  Auslria- 
Ilnngary.  The  government  is  carried  on 
by  a  native  Hospodar  and  a  small  senate 
chosen  from  the  principal  families.  Araa 
2896  sq.  m. ;  pop.  286,000.

America,  cap.  of  Alabama,  on  the  left  bank 
of  the  Alabama  Biver,  160  m.  N.E.  of  Mo- 
bile. It  was  in  this  city  that  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  states  of  South  Carolina, 
Georgia,  Alabama,  Florida,  Mississippi, 
and  Louisiana,  assembled,  9th  February 
1861,  and  declared  themselves  independent 
of  the  United  States,  taking,  at  the  same 
time,  the  name  of  ''The  Confederated 
States  of  America."

Namnr,  a  dtj  of  Belgium,  the  cap.  of 
the  ahove  proy.,  at  the  eonfluenoe  of  the 
Maas  and  the  Sambre;  it  has  extensive 
coal  and  iron-works,  and  is  celebrated  for 
its  cutlery.    Pop.  25,864. 

Nanalxno,  nan-H'mo,  a  town  on  the  F. 
coast  of  Vancouver  Island,  Dominion  of 
Canada,  with  valuable  ooal  mines  and  flnefr- 
stone  quarries  in  its  neighbourhood. 

Nan-ohang,  a  city  of  China,  the  cap.  of 
the  proT.  Kiang-si,  on  the  Kan-kiang:  it 
is  a  great  seat  of  the  porcelain  manurae- 
ture.

Its  mouth.  It  communicates  by  the  Grand 
Canal  with  Peking.  Though  it  has  greatly 
declined  since  the  government  was  trans- 
ferred to  Peking,  and  now  occupies  but  a 
small  part  of  its  ancient  enclosure,  it  is 
still  considered  the  chief  seat  of  learning 
in  the  empire,  and  is  noted  for  its  paper  and 
silk  manuft.,  as  well  as  for  the  cottons 
bearing  its  name  in  the  English  word  nan- 
keen.

Oond*- 
vicnum,  a  large  commercial  city  and  sea- 

Krt  of  France,  cap.  of  the  dep.  Loire- 
fSrieure,  about  80  m.  Arom  the  mouth  of 
the  Loire.  It  is  a  weU-bnUt  city,  with 
numerous  mannfs.,  and  is  fkmoos  for  the 
Edict,  to  which  it  gives  name,  by  which 
nenry  IV.  granted  liberty  of  worship  to 


the  Protestants  in  1698,  and  by  the  revocar- 
tion  of  which,  in  1686,  Louis  XIV.  drove 
about  half  a  million  of  the  most  industrious 
dtisens  of  France  into  Britain,  Holland, 
and  other  lands.

Naples,  Bay  of,  a  semicircular  inlet  of 
the  Mediterranean,  celebrated  for  its  un- 
surpassed combination  of  land  and  water 
scenery,  on  the  S.W.  coast  of  Italy,  on 
the  shore  of  which  the  above  city  stands. 

Napo,  nitpo,  a  river  of  Ecuador,  8. 
America,  rises  on  the  N.  side  of  Cotopaxi, 
and  Joins  the  Amazon  after  a  course  esti- 
mated at  600  m.

8.  by  Belgium,  and  E.  bv  Germany.  Its 
length  fh)m  N.  to  8.  is  about  150  m.,  and 
its  breadth  from  E.  to  W.  about  110  m. 
Including  the  attached  duchy  of  Luxem- 
burg its  area  is  13,627  sq.  m.  The  physi- 
cal aspect  of  Holland  is  very  uncommon. 
The  country  is  so  perfectlv  level  that 
through  a  large  space  It  is  undiverslfied  by 
a  single  hill  or  knoll,  yet  the  dull  mono- 
tony of  this  natural  aspect  is  relieved  by 
many  features  of  pleasing  interest — 
meadows  of  wide  extent  and  of  beautiful 
verdure,  covered  with  large  herds  of  well- 
fed  cattle,  sheets  of  water,  clusters  of  trees, 
and  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  elsewhere, 
in  so  small  a  compass,  such  a  namber  of 
large  and  well-built  cities,  towns,  and  vil- 
lages. A  complete  network  of  canals 
intersects  the  country.  Being  below  the 
sea-level  at  high  water,  all  along  the  coasts 
are  moundt  or  djfkes  either  natural  or  arti- 
ficial, from  80  to  180  ft.  high,  which  defend 
the  land  fh)m  encroachments  of  the  sea. 
Similar  dykes  are  also  raised  along  the 
banks  of  the  rivers,  whose  beds  are  fre- 

?nently  higher  than  the  adjacent  country, 
revions  to  the  construction  of  these 
dykes  many  terrible  calamities  were 
caused  br  sudden  and  extensive  inonda- 
tiona  The  Zuyder  Zee  now  ooenples  the 
bed  of  the  ancient  lake  Flepo^  and  of  a 
dUtrlct  throogh  which  a  river,  iMoIog 


from  the  lake,  pursued  a  course  of  60  m. 
to  the  sea.  In  the  tenth  century  the 
mouths  of  the  Schelde  spread  into  broad 
estuaries,  leaving  the  islands  Bewland, 
Waleheren,  and  Sehouwen  as  vestiges  of  the 
country  which  they  overwhelmed.  In  1277, 
the  Dollart  Ztt  was  fonnetl  by  a  gr^'eat 
inundation  occasioned  by  the  waters  of 
the  river  confined  by  ice  suddenly  burst- 
ing their  barrier,  when  33  villages  were 
submerged;  and  in  1421,  the  lake  now 
called  Bxf*  Bo$ch  was  formed  to  the  S.E. 
of  Dordrecht  by  the  sea  bursting  through 
a  dam,  and  overwhelming  72  villages  with 
many  thousand  inhabitants.  Owing  to  the 
great  abundance  of  water,  the  atmosphere 
is  damp,  thick,  and  heavy.  Fogs  and 
storms  are  frequent,  and  the  winters  are 
generally  very  ttevere.  The  soil  near  the 
coasts  is  chiefly  sand  mixed  with  turf; 
in  other  parts  it  is  a  deep  loam.  Naturally 
barren  districts  have  In  mar  '  cases  been 
rendered  productive  by  the  great  industrv 
of  the  people  and  the  excellence  of  their 
mode  of  cultivation.  Large  tracts  have 
even  been  rescued  from  the  sea  by  drain- 
ing. These  are  called  polder§,  and  are 
extremely  fertile.  Owing  to  the  humidity 
of  the  climate,  a  great  part  of  the  land  is 
kept  in  grass,  and  .the  pastures  are  of 
nnrivalled  luxuriance.  The  principal 
crops  arc  wheat,  madder,  rape-seed, 
chicory,  tobacco,  beetroot,  flax,  and  hemp ; 
but  the  rural  wealth  of  Holland  consists 
chiefly  of  its  cattle,  and  the  produce  of  the 
dairy.  Horticulture  is  a  favourite  pnr- 
sult,  and  bulbous  roota— particularly  hifa- 
einth*  and  tulivi^tn  largely  grown  for 
exportation.  The  manufactures,  chiefly  of 
linen  and  cotton  goods,  silks,  velvets, 
and  woollen  cloths,  are  pursued  with  in- 
dustry, but  the^  are  more  for  home  con- 
sumption than  (or  export  The  distillation 
of  gin  and  the  making  of  a  species  of 
pottery  called  delft  ware,  may  also  be  men- 
tioned. Holbnd  is  divided  into  eleven  pro- 
vinces, and  has  attached  to  it  the  duchy 
of  Luxemburg,  in  consequence  of  the  King 
being  also  Grand  Duke  of  that  province. 
The  provinces  are  North  HoUnnd,  South 
Holland,  Zealand,  North  Brabant,  Utrtcht, 
Owldiirland,  Overyeael,  Drenthe,  Oroningen, 
Friesland,  and  Dutch  Limburg.  The  chief 
towns,  arranged  according  to  the  extent  of 
their  population,  are  Amsterdam,  Rotter- 
dam, The  Hague,  Utrecht,  Ley  den,  Oroningen, 
Amheim,  Haarlem,  Maeetricht,  Leeuwarden, 
Dort,  Delft,  Nimeguen,  Schiedam,  Dev^nter, 
Oouda,Alkmaar,  and  Flushing.

The  univer- 
sities  at  Leyden,  Utrecht,  and  Oroningm, 
have  long  been  eelebrated.

their  deanllneas,  frugality,  indostrj,  and 
strict  bnilneiia  habits ;  they  are  charitable 
to  the  poor,  and  strongly  attached  to  civil 
and  reUgious  liberty.  Aboat  two-thirds  of 
the  population  are  FroteHtanta;  about 
one-third  are  Roman  Catholics,  and  there 
are  many  Jews.

The  general  aspect  of  the 
country  is  mountainous,  with  a  ralley  about 
20  m.  wide  running  from  N.  to  S.  through 
the  centre,  where,  by  means  of  irrigation, 
good  crops  are  produced.

New  Bonth  Wales,  a  British  colonial 
territoiT  in  S.E.  Australia,  bounded  N.  by 
Qneensland;  W.  by  Sonth  Australia:  8. by 
the  Murray  River  and  Victoria;  and  E.  by 
the  Pacific  Ocean.  The  country,  which 
was  named  by  Captain  Cook  from  a  fkncied 
resemblance  to  the  South  Wales  of  Eng- 
land, is  823,437  sq.  m.  in  extent,  being  abont 
the  aiae  of  France  and  Great  Britain  united. 
The  colony  was  foonded  in  1786^  when  abont 
1000  pereoni,  Indading  707  convicti,  were 
landed  at  Botany  Bay.    In  1840  it  ceased 
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to  be  a  penal  aettlement,  and  a  sytteni  of 
free  emigration  introdaoed  by  the  Qovern- 
ment  enticed  many  to  its  shores.  The 
disoovery  of  gold  in  1861  gave  it  a  great 
Impetoa  by  originating  a  new  branch  of 
tnoostry,  and  in  twenty  years  the  popula- 
tion was  nearly  doubled.  In  1881  the  pop. 
was  761,468.  The  country  is  traTcrsed  by 
several  mountain  ranges,  of  irhich  M<mnt 
Koaeiush),  the  highest  snmmit  of  the 
Australian  Alps,  is  7806  ft  abore  the  sea. 
The  principal  rivers  are  the  Murrumbidgee, 
the  Laehlan,  and  the  Darling.  The  great 
pastoral  lands  of  the  colony  are  in  the 
plains  of  the  interior.  The  mountains  are 
rich  in  minerals.  Qold,  silver,  copper, 
lead,  mercury,  iron,  and  tin  are  mined, 
but  one  of  the  most  valuable  of  the  natural 

Sroducts  ifl  coal,  found  abundantly  in 
lie  neighbourhood  of  Newcastle,  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Hunter  River,  and  in  many 
districts  elsewhere.  The  climate,  owing 
to  the  great  extent  of  the  colony,  is  very 
various,  but,  on  the  whole,  it  is  salu- 
brious and  agreeable.  Perfect  toleration 
in  religion  exists,  and  education  is  making 

rat  advances.  The  government  is  vested 
a  governor  appointed  bv  the  Queen, 
a  legislative  eouncil  appointed  by  the 
governor,  and  a  legislative  assembly 
elected  by  ballot  by  qnalified  voters.—

New  York,  the  most  populous  and  most 
important  of  the  United  States  of  N. 

It  Is  called  the  Empire  State,  and 
Is  bounded  N.  and  W.  by  the  8t  Lawrence 
and  Lakes  Ontario  and  Erie ;  S.  by  Penn- 
sylvania and  New  Jersev ;  and  E.  by  Ver- 
mont, Massachusetta,  and  Connecticut  Ita 
aspect  is  somewhat  mountainous,  and  ita 
soli  various.  It  has  a  great  extent  of  inland 
navigation,  numerous  important  manufac- 
tures, and  great  trade.  Area  47.000  sq.  m. ; 
pop.  6.062,871.— il{&any  is  the  state  cap. 

New  York  (so  called  In  honour  of  the 
Duke  of  York,  afterwards  James  II.),  the 
commercial  cap.  of  the  United  States, 
situated  on  the  S.  extreml^  of  Manhattan 
Island,at  the  mouth  of  the  Hudson.  Many  of 
ita  public  buildings  are  of  the  most  elegant 
description,  and  it  is  distinguished  for  the 
number  of  ita  benevolent  and  literary  insti- 
tutions. Its  hotels  are  the  largest  and  best 
In  the  world;  ita  Broadway,  8  m. long, bears 
comparison  with  the  chief  business  street 
in  any  other  great  city,  while  its  situation 
and  excellent  harbour  nave  rendered  It  the 
greatest  emporium  of  the  New  World.  It 
is  oonneeted  with  Brooklyn  by  a  maxnl- 
flcent  suspension  bridge^    Pop.  1,906,299. 

New  Zealand,  tet^land  (called  by  Tas- 
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man,  Iti  Dntoh  dliooTerer,  Nova  £$$lania^ 
in  honour,  it  is  lappoaed,  of  hii  nAtire  pro* 
Tinoe),  ft  British  colonial  possesilon  in  the 
Pseiftc  Ooean,  about  1200  m.  to  the  8.E.  of 
Aastralla.  The  colony  comprises  three 
islands  known  as  North  Itland^  South  Iriand 
fsometlmes  called  Middle  Itkmd),  and 
SUwetrCt  Island^  besides  a  number  of  ad- 
jacent islets.  The  area  of  North  Island  is 
about  44,760  sq.  m.;  South  IsUnd.  66,224 
so.  m.;  and  Stewart's  Island,  1900  sq.  m. 
North  Island  is  of  irregular  form,  consist- 
ing of  a  main  body  and  four  arms,  project- 
ing to  the  north,  south,  east,  and  west. 
The  N.  arm  is  almost  bisected  by  HaursU 
Gulf  on  the  E.,  and  Manukau  Harbour  on 
the  W.  On  the  narrow  isthmus  between 
stands  the  town  of  Auekland.  The  E.  arm 
is  a  compact  mass,  lying  between  Bay  of 
Plenty  and  Hawke  Bay.  The  third  arm 
forms  the  8.  part  of  North  Island ;  and  the 
W.  arm,  though  smaller  than  the  others, 
contains  the  lofty  snow-dad  summit  of 
Mount  Egmoni  or  TaranahL  an  extinct 
▼olcauo.  which  rises  in  an  almost  perfect 
cone  Arom  a  base  of  80  m.  in  diameter  to 
the  height  of  8800  (t  In  all  parts  of  North 
Inland  are  found  traces  of  Tolcanic  agency. 
Near  the  centre  of  the  island  are  Mount$ 
Tongariro  and  Buapehu.  the  former  an 
Active  volcano,  6600  ft.  high,  and  the  latter 
a  dormant  one,  9100  ft ;  Whahari,  or  White 
lHland,in  the  Bay  of  Plenty,  emits  columns 
of  vapour;  and  the  whole  country  N.E. 
and  £.,  from  Lake  Taupo  to  the  coast, 
is  famous  for  its  most  remarkable  boiU 
ing-springs.  hot  mud-basins,  and  steaming 
crevices.  In  South  Island  the  mountains 
are  loftier  than  those  in  North  Island. 
A  range,  known  as  the  Southtm  Alps, 
runs  along  the  west  coast,  and  in  Mount 
Cook  reaches  an  elevation  of  12,349  ft 
The  height  of  the  snow-line  in  ttie  South- 
em  Alps  is  about  7000  ft.,  so  that  a  great 
portion  of  the  chain  is  covered  with  snow, 
and  there  are  large  elaclers  in  tevnai 
parts.  The  Tatman  Glacier  is  12  m.  long, 
and,  where  it  terminates,  is  nearly  2  m.  in 
width.  Like  the  Alps  of  (Europe  also,  this 
chain  contains  numerous  lal^es.  Along  the 
eastern  side  of  South  Island  extend  broad 
grassy  plains,  many  of  which  constitute 
excellent  grazing  districts.  Little  is  known 
of  the  interior  of  Stewart's  Island,  which  is 
separated  from  South  Island  b/  Foveanx 
Strait,  and  is  occupied  only  by  a  ww  natives 
and  whalers.  The  chief  rivers  in  North 
Island  are  Waikato,  Wanffonui  and  Manth 
mUu;  in  South  Island  the  streams  are 
numerous,  but  none  are  of  great  import- 
ance except  the  Clutha,  which  drains  Otago ; 
and  the  Waitaki,  which  separates  that  pro- 
vincial district  f^om  Ganterbury.  The 
Waikato  has  its  source  In  Lake  Taufo,  a 
line  sheet  of  water  nearly  as  large  as  Lake 
Geneva.  It  at  first  flows  north-east,  and 
then  tumine  abruptly  towards  the  west, 
•mpties  itself  into  a  fine  harbour  aftar  a 


Mone  of  abont  S80  m.  North  laland  ia 
▼err  moeh  indented,  and  eentainf  HamruH 
OnJ^f,  Bag  of  FtmUjf,  Eamks  Bag,  Manukam 
Harbour,  Kaipara  HaH>our^  and  others. 
South  Island  ia  muoh  less  indented,  the 
chief  inlet  being  Blind  Bag  on  the  N.  eoast. 
"  The  climate  (rf  New  Zealand,  as  a  whole, 
is  agreeable,  having  the  extreme  of  neither 
heat  nor  cold;  but  it  Taries  considerably 
according  to  the  different  portions  of  the 
colony.  The  changes  of  weather  and  tem- 
perature are,  however,  very  sadden,  the 
transition  from  heat  to  cold,  from  sunshine 
to  rain,  from  calms  to  gales,  being  so 
frequent  and  marked  as  to  de^r  calculation. 
Compared  with  Great  Britain,  New  Zea- 
land, so  fiir  as  its  genexal  salubrity  can  be 
ascertained,  possesses  a  marked  superi- 
ority." The  soil  is  fertile,  and  prodncea 
spontaneously  every  variety  of  timber  re- 
quired either  for  housebuilding  or  for  ships. 
The  most  important  of  the  native  plants  is 
a  species  of  flax,  the  leaves  of  which  jrield 
a  fibre  stronger  than  ttxai  obtained  from 
the  stem  of  the  eommon  flax ;  it  ia  oflicially 
ealled  phormium^  and  oompates  with  Rua- 
sian  hemp.  In  mineral  raaonroea.  New 
Zealand  is  almost  aa  rich  as  any  of  the 
Australian  ooloniea.     Gold,  copper,  iron, 

S lumbago,  and  ooal  abouad,  aod  silver  and 
In  have  been  found  in  yarioas  localities. 
Building  stone  of  superior  charaeter,  and 
marble  and  granite  are  widely  diatrlboted. 
The  natives,  called  Maoriw,  of  whom  about 
44,000  remain,  are  a  noble  raaa,  differing 
but  little  from  Bnropeans  in  aiae  and 
fBataxe.  They  are  becoming  rapidly  aaaimi* 
lated  to  the  colonists  in  dress,  mMuers,  and 
habita.  For  political  purposes  the  colony 
waa4ivided  into  nine  provinoial  disMcts, 
via.,  Auckland,  ZhronaJN,  WeUmotom,  and 
Hawke  Bay,  in  North  Island;  Mmlkorongh, 
Neleon,  OanterUirp.  Ot*0O,  and  WeeHemd,  in 
South  Island.  In  1876  the  provincial  ayatem 
was  abolished,  and  the  country  diyidad  inte 
sixty-three  countiea,  thirty-two  of  which 
are  in  North  Island,  thirty  in  Sootti  lalaad, 
and  one  in  Stewart's  Island.  The  fovem- 
ment  is  vested  in  a  General  Assembly,  oon- 
sisting  of  a  governor,  a  legislatiye  eoondl 
appointed  by  the  Crown,  and  a  Honse  of 
Bepresentatlvea.

Niagara,  n^-e/d-r^  (corr.  from  Oniem 
goHrak,  the  thunder  of  waters),  a  river 
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whieh  iiioei  from  L»k«  Brto,  Dondiilon  of 
Canada,  and  falla  into  Lake  Ontorio.  It 
is  86  m.  long;  ita  breadth  rariea  firom  half 
a  mile  to  a  mile  and  a  half.  Its  cataracts 
are  stupendous,  the  volume  of  water  pre- 
cipitated being,  it  is  computed,  100  millions 
of  tons  per  hoor.  The  fall  on  the 
Canadian  side  is  the  Great,  or,  as  it  is 
called  from  its  formisff  a  crescent,  the 
Horse-shoe  Fall ;  here  toe  stieam,  SlOO  ft. 
broad,  is  precipitated  oyer  a  height  of  160 
ft.  The  other,  on  the  United  SUtes  side, 
is  1140  ft.  vide  and  162  ft.  high.

Nioaragoa,  a  town  of  Central  America, 
on  the  S.W.  shore  of  the  lake  of  the  same 
name.

Nicaragua,  Ijaka,  a  sheet  of  water, 
covering  an  area  of  8668  sq.  m.,  In  the 
state  of  Nioaraffua,  Central  America.  It  is 
110  m.  in  length,  and  its  average  breadth 
is  36  m.  It  has  a  depth  of  16  fathoms,  and 
is  therefbre  adapted  for  vessels  of  a  large 
size.  It  has  long  been  contemplated  to 
establish  a  water  oommnnication  between 
the  Atlantic  and  Fadflc  Oceans  by  means 
of  this  lake,  the  river  San  Jnan  its  outlet, 
and.  a  ship  canal  cut  through  the  isthmus 
between  the  lake  and  the  Pacific  The 
whole  distance  is  estimated  at  180  m.,  <a, 
16  m.  through  the  isthmus,  66  m.  In  Lake 
Nicaragua,  and  106  m.  along  the  river.  The 
difficulties  to  be  overcome  are  very  great, 
but  they  are  not  considered  insuperable 
for  the  skill  of  modem  engineers.  The 
making  of  this  canal  was  the  ol^ect  of  an 
American  expedition  in  1878.

¥roup  in  the  8.E.  of  the  Bav  of  Bengal, 
hey  are 'hilly,  covered  witn  wood,  and 
yield  in  abundance  cocoa-nuts,  betel-nuts, 
oranges,  sugar,  yams,  and  tobacco.  The 
natives,  although  piratical,  have  made  con- 
siderable progress  towards  civilisation — 
wearing  clothes,  speaking  a  little  English, 
and  building  their  huts  and  their  boats 
with  great  ingenuity.  Repeated  attempts 
at  colonization  have  been  made,  but  always 
failed  in  consequence  of  the  prevalence  of 
yellow  fever.

Near  Cairo  the  valley 
widens,  and  the  Nile,  separating  into  two 
great  arms,  enters  the  broad  plain  of  the 
Delta,  which  it  encloses,  and  fsUs  into  the 
Mediterranean  by  the  western  mouth  at 
Rosetta,  and  by  the  eastern  at  Damietta.

Norfolk,  a  large  and  important  co.  of 
England,  bounded  on  the  N.  and  E.  by  the 
North  Sea ;  on  the  S.  by  Suffolk ;  and  on 
the  W.  by  Cambridgeshire  and  the  Wash. 
The  name  means  "  north  folk,"  nsed  rela- 
tively to  Suffolk.

The  aspect  of  the  country 
la  wild  but  picturesque,  and  in  many 
places  sublime.  Mountains,  separated  by 
deep  ralleys  or  extensive  lakes,  immense 
ptee  forests,  rocks  and  cataracti,  4re  the 
•trikfaig  fiMtoies  of  the  landscape.  The 
KMeH  IroMKotesIn  the  N.,  the  Dovre  Field 
•r  Dqfrhtee  in  the  centre,  and  the  Sof 
dtmaar  Field  in  the  8.,  form  a  eontinuous 
Cham  of  table-lands  from  the  extreme  N. 
to  the  extreme  8..  many  of  which  are  8000 
It  abore  the  lerel  of  the  sea.  The  rirers 
sore  nnmeroos,  hot  in  general  rapid  and 
nck-bound;  and  when  swollen  by  the 
sudden  meitins  of  the  snow,  they  over- 
flow their  baiucs  with  great  fory,  often 
•weeping  com,  cattle,  and  cottages  in  one 
•ommon  ruin.  The  whole  coast  is  deeply 
Indented  by  gulfr  or  fiords,  and  covered  by 
a  succession  of  islands,  manv  of  them  vast 
masses  of  rook,  inhabited  onlv  by  innumer- 
able sea-fowl,  which  ftimish  the  eider  down 
of  commerce.  The  soil  is  in  general  rude 
and  barrenL  bnt  in  some  districts,  nurtio- 
nlarly  in  the  prove,  of  Bergen  and  Trend- 
helm,  there  are  tracts  of  considerable 
isrtility,  producing  crops  of  bariey,  oats, 
flax,  and  hemp.  Extending  sevenl  de- 
grees within  the  Arctic  Circle,  the  climate 
Is  correspondingly  rigorous,  but  the  air  is 
pure  and  serene,  and  conducive  to  health 
and  longevi^.  On  the  coast  the  tempera- 
ture is  milder,  being  influenced  by  the  Oulf 
Stream,  but  the  atmosphere  is  often  loaded 
with  clouds  and  fogs.  A  long  severe  winter 
alternates  with  a  short  warm  summer,  the 
one  succeeding  the  other  so  rapidly  as 
almost  to  eflkce  spring  and  autumn  from 
fhe  seaaons  of  the  rear.  The  shortness  of 
the  warm  season  In  summer  la  compen- 


sated by  the  length  of  the  day;  for  the  son 
is  scareelv  five  hours  below  the  horison, 
even  in  the  southern  vrovinees:  while  in 
the  higher  latitudes  of  Nordland  and  Fin- 
mark,  there  are  weeks  during  which  it 
does  not  set  YegeteUon  is  accordingly 
extremely  rapid ;  and  within  three  months 
the  com  is  sown,  ripens,  and  reaped.  In 
winter,  again,  the  day  is  proportionally 
short,  and  in  the  northern  regions  there 
ie  an  unintermpted  night  of  several 
weeks'  duration,  relieved  only  by  moon- 
light brightiy  reflected  from  the  snow, 
and  by  tiie  aurora  borealiiL  which  in  those 
high  latitudes  is  peculiarly  brilliant. 
Many  of  the  animals  common  to  the 
other  countries  of  Europe  are  to  be  found 
in  Norway.  The  rein-deer  is  the  chief 
wealth  of  the  Laplander,  and  its  care  is 
almost  his  sole  occupation.  The  country 
possesses  valuable  mines,  foreste,  and 
fisheries,  and  these  are  the  main  sources 
on  which  tiie  people  depend.  The  minerals 
include  gold,  stiver,  copper,  iron,  cobalt 
alum,  graphite,  and  others.  The  Nor- 
wegians are  simple,  hospitable,  frank,  and 
brave ;  not  deficient  in  ingenuity,  although 
in  literature  they  are  far  behind.  Educa- 
tion is  generally  dlffhsed.  In  every  parish 
there  is  a  school  for  primary  instruction, 
and  schools  of  a  higher  class  are  in  all  the 
principal  towns.  At  Chrlstianla  is  a  uni- 
versity, founded  by  the  Danes  in  1811. 
Norway  was  ceded  to  Sweden  in  1814,  and 
Is  now  governed  by  a  viceroy  of  the  Swe- 
dish monarch;  but  all  legislative  power 
resides  entirely  in  a  national  representa- 
tive assembly,  called  the  Stor-thing  (great 
courtX  which  ordinarily  meets  every  year.

Nubia,  nu-be'd  (the  land  of  gold),  an  im« 
portant  portion  of  the  dominions  of  the 
Khedive  of  Egypt,  is  a  country  of  Africa, 
which  stretches  southward  from  the  bor- 
ders of  Upper  Egypt  to  about  the  12th 
parallel  of  N.  latitude,  and  embraces  the 
kingdom  of  Sennar.  It  is  traversed  by 
the  Nile,  and  bounded  E.  by  ttie  Red 
Sea  and  Abyssinia ;  8.  by  Abyssinia ;  and 
W.  by  the  Desert.  Area  est.  at  about 
260,000  sq.  m.  The  northern  portion  of 
this  extensive  region  is  almost  entirely 
occupied  by  deserts,  except  on  the  banks  of 
the  river:  the  southern  portion,  watered 
by  the  Aoyssinian  affluents  of  the  Nile, 
and  situated  within  the  range  of  the 
tropical  rains,  is  very  fertile,  and  most 
luxuriant  vegetation  there  abounds.  In 
this  region,  which  is  named  Upper  Nnhia, 
was  the  ancient  Ethiopia,  on  the  W.  bank 
of  the  river.  The  climate  of  Nubia  Is 
extremely  hot  and  dry,  but  on  the  whole 
healthy.  The  products  of  the  soil  are 
maize,  dates,  tamarinds,  gums,  aloes, 
myrrh,  frankincense,  senna,  tobacco,  cot- 
ton, and  coffee,  which  are  carried  by  way 
of  commerce  to  Egypt  The  larger  ani* 
maLs  of  the  country  are  the  elephant,  Hon, 
rhinoceros,  and  giraffe,  and  crocodiles  and 
huge  hippopotami  are  found  in  the  rivers. 
Besides  tbe  Nubians  proper,  who  are  a  fine 
race,  of  dark  brown  complexion,  living  by 
agriculture  and  trading,  the  population  are 
mostly  Arabs,  mixed  with  Negroes  from 
the  south.  The  religion  is  Mohammedan, 
but  idolatry  also  prevails.

shore  the  Free  Church  of  Scotland  has 
established  a  number  of  mission  stations 
nnder  the  collective  name  of  Livingatonia. 
A  steamer  in  connexion  with  the  mission 
now  plies  on  the  lake.  The  name  Nyassa  is 
a  corr.  of  Nyanza,  '*  a  lake,  or  sheet  ofwater."

N.  of  Uppingham.  With  the  exception  of 
Appleby,  it  Is  the  smallest  co.  town  in  Eng- 
land.

Oran,  a  strongly  fortified  seaport  of 
Algeria,  the  cap.  of  the  aboveprov.,  on  the 
Mediterranean,  210  m.  W.S.W.  of  Algiers. 
It  was  taken  by  the  French  in  1830,  and 
occupied  by  them  in  1831.    Pop.  40,674. 

Orange,  or-amy,  anc.  Jraano,  a  town

Orange  or  Gariep,  ov^ony  or  gd-rt-ep', 
the  largest  river  of  S.  Africa,  rises  in 
Basuto  Land,  flows  S.W.  and  N.W.,  form- 
ing, under  tne  name  of  the  Nu  or  Black 
Gariep,  the  boundary  between  Cape  Colony 
and  the  Orange  Free  SUte;  in  the  8.  of 
Grioualand  West  it  receives  the  Vaal  or 
the  Ay  or  Yellow  C'amji,  where  the  country 
of  late  years  has  attracted  attention  as  the 
bed  or  deposit  of  perhaps  the  richest  dia- 
mond fields  in  the  world;  it  then  traverses 
a  most  dreary  and  barren  country,  separat- 
ing in  its  course  Cape  Colony  from  Great 
Namaqua-Land,  and  after  draining  an  area 
of  not  loss  than  400,000  sq.  m.  in  extent, 
enters  the  Atlantic  in  2r  dO'  S.  lat,  and 
16*  SO'  E.  long.  Near  the  sea  its  course  is 
hemmed  in  by  steep  and  precipitous  moun- 
tains, and  throughout  is  interrupted  by 
immense  rocks  forming  formidable  cata- 
racts, which,  combined  with  a  sandbar  at 
its  mouth,  are  likely  to  hinder  its  ever 
becoming  a  great  commercial  highway. 

Orange  Free  State  (named  after  the 
Prince  of  OrangeX  a  tract  of  country  in  S. 
Africa,  embracing  an  area  of  over  60,000 
sq.  m.  N.  E.  of  Cape  Colony  and  W.  of  Natal, 
between  the  Nu-Gariep  and  Vaal  rivers, 
fbrmerly  in  the  possesalon  of  Bechuana 
tribes,  bat  now  in  tne  hands  of  Duteh  boers 
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or  fanners.  It  consiBts  chiefly  of  vast  nn- 
dulating  grassy  plains  wliich  slope  down 
from  the  Maluti  Mountains  to  the  Vaal 
River,  dotted  here  and  there  with  rocky 
hills  called  kopje*.  The  whole  country  lies 
high,  having  an  average  elevation  above 
the  sea  of  about  4000  ft  The  climatO; 
although  cold  in  winter,  is  remarkably 
healthy,  and  favourable  to  Europeans  and 
invalids.  The  government  is  republican. 
Pop.  183^18,  of  which  61,022  are  whites.— 
BloemfonUin  is  the  cap.

Oriasa,  o-Ha'ad  (corr.  from  Odhradesa  or 
Ordixa,  the  land  of  the  Odhra  or  Or  tribes), 
a  division  of  British  India,  Lower  Pro- 
vinces of  Bengal,  stretching  along  the 
N.W.  coast  of  the  Bay  of  Bengal,  from

The 
coast  lands  are  for  the  most  part  flat  and 
sandy,  but  westward  the  country  rises  into 
hills  exceedingly  rugged  and  of  consider- 
able elevation.

Rice,  sugar,  cotton, 
and  indigo  are  grown  on  the  plains :  wheat 
and  tobacco  on  the  higher  grounds;  and 
teak  timber,  dyewoods,  drugs,  resins,  etc, 
are  obtained  from  the  hills.  Iron  is  found, 
and  the  best  salt  made  In  India  is  manu- 
factured on  the  banks  of  the  Chllka  Lake, 
and  at  other  places  along  the  coast.  The 
inhabitants  are  chiefly  a  wild  race  of  Hin- 
doos, called  Uriyas.  Outtack,  on  the  Ma- 
hanadl,  is  the  chief  town.  Pop.  of  div.

The  Ork- 
neys are  separated  from  Caithness  by  the 
Pentland  Firth,  which  is  6|  m.  broad  at  its 
narrowest  part  Of  the  67  islands.  29  are 
inhabited  —  the  principal  being  Pomona, 
South  Ronaldshay,  Hog,  Burray,  Sandag, 
Weetrag,  Sironaag,  and  North  BondUUhag. 
The  total  area  is  927  sq.  mTTpop.  82,044. 
All  the  islands  are  high  and  precipitous  on 
their  W.  sides,  and  slope  gently  towards 
the  E.  Being  destitute  of  trees  and  shrubs, 
except  a  few  that  are  grown  in  gardens, 
they  present  a  somewhat  bleak  ana  barren 
aspect    The  valleys,  however,  are  fertile 
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and  well  eoltlvated,  and  much  attention 
iB  given  to  grazing.  The  whale,  cod,  and 
herring  fisheries  afford  emplojrment  to 
large  nambers  of  the  population.  The 
Orkneys  are  rich  in  memorials  of  past 
centaries,  among  the  most  interesting  of 
which  is  the  Tenerable  cathedral  of  St 
Magnus,  at  KirkwaU,  the  chief  town.  It 
is  said  to  have  been  founded  in  1138.  The 
Shetland  iBlanda  are  above  100  in  nnm- 
ber.  of  which  only  about  30  are  inhabited ; 
the  chief  of  these  are  Mainland,  Unst,  YeU, 
WhaUay,  Fetlar,  Papa  Stour,  and  Foula, 
supposed  to  be  the  "Ultima  Thule"  of 
Tacitus.  The  aggregate  area  is  326  sq. 
m. ;  pop.  29,706.  The  cliff  scenery  of  these 
islands  Is  magnificent  and  varied.  Owing 
to  the  peaty  nature  of  the  soil,  not  much  of 
it  is  under  tillage.  Great  attention,  how- 
ever, is  devoted  to  the  rearing  of  live  stock, 
Shetland  being  famous  for  its  peculiarly 
diminutive  breed  of  cattle  and  ponies.  The 
female  portion  of  the  population  are  adepts 
at  the  knitting  of  fine  hosiery  and  shawls, 
which  find  a  ready  market  in  the  southern 
parts  of  the  kingdom.  Lerwick  is  the  prin- 
cipal town.  It  is  the  most  northern  town 
In  the  British  Isles.  Between  the  Orkney 
and  Shetland  groups  is  Fair  lalt,  on  which 
was  wrecked  the  flag-ship  of  the  admiral 
of  the  Spanish  Armada. 

Orl6analfl.  or-m-dn^nO,*,  an  old  prov.  in 
the  interior  of  France,  S.  of  the  Isle  of 
France,  now  forming  the  greater  part  of 
the  dope.  Loiret,  Eure-et-Lolre,  and  Lolr- 
et-Cher. 

Orl6an8,  or^te-aru,  Fr.  pron.  or4ff-ang' 
(corr.  from  Aurelianum,  a  former  name 
given  to  it  in  honour  of  the  emperor 
Aurelian,  by  whom  it  was  greatly  em- 
bellished), a  city  of  France,  cap.  of  the 
dep.  Loiret,  on  the  Loire,  68  m.  S.S.W.  of 
Paris.  It  has  an  extensive  trade  in  wine, 
brandy,  com,  fruit,  and  vinegar  produced 
in  the  district.

It 
was  divided  by  the  Romans  into  four  pro- 
vinces :  Judea,  in  the  8.,  formerly  possessed 
by  the  tribes  of  Jndah,  Benjamin,  Dan, 
aud  Simeon:  Samaria,  in  the  middle,  by 
the  tribe  of  Ephraim  and  part  of  the 
tribe  of  Manasseh ;  QalUte.  in  the  N.,  by 
the  tribes  of  Asher,  Naphtali,  Zebulun, 
and  Issaohar;  and  Ptrcea,  on  the  E.  of  the 
Jordan,  by  the  tribes  of  Reoben,  Gad,  and 
the  other  part  of  the  tribe  of  Manasseh.  It 
is  now  a  part  of  the  Turkish  or  Ottoman 
Empire. 

Palestrina,  pd-UM-trt'nd,  anc.  Prcenette, 
a  city  of  Central  Italy,  prov.  of  Rome, 
on  the  site  of  the  Temple  of  Fortune 
erected  by  SyUa,  12  m.  S.E.  of  Tivoli. 
Pop.  6016. 

Palestro,  pdrUytro,  a  vil.  of  Piedmont, 
N.  Italy,  prov.  Pavia,  famous  as  the  scene 
of  a  battle  in  which  the  Piedmontese  de- 
feated the  Austrians  on  the  80th  and  81st 
May  1869.    Pop.  2388. 

Palghat,  pdfrgdt',  a  town  of  British 
India,  presidency  of  Madras,  dlst.  of  Mala- 
bar, on  the  Palaur,  68  m.

Pamir,  pd-meer^,  a  very  lofty  mountain- 
system  in  Turkestan,  Central  Asia,  called 
by  the  natives  Bamri-Duvya,  i.e.,  '*  the  roof 
of  the  world."  Here  is  Lake  Sir-i-KoI,  the 
source,  of  the  Oxus  River.  There  are  a 
number  of  narrow  valleys  up  to  a  height  of 
14,000  ft.,  above  which  the  mountains  rise 
in  ridges  to  6000  ft  and  7000  ft.  Three 
groups  reach  the  height  of  25,000  ft. 

Pamlico  Sound,  pam'/I-AK),  a  large  bay 
on  the  coast  of  N.  (Jarolina,  U.S.,  about  80 
m.  long,  and  from  8  to  SO  m.  wide. 

Pampas,  pdm^pds  (the  native  name  for 
treeless  plains),  are  the  vast  plains  of  S. 
America,  embracing  the  country  between 
Buenos  Ayres  and  the  Andes,  stretching 
northward  into  Brazil  and  southward  into 
Patagonia,  an  area  not  less  than  750,000 
sq.  m.,  but  by  some  estimated  at  more  than 
double  that  extent.  They  afford  pasture 
to  immense  herds  of  cattle  and  horses. 

Pampelnna,  pdm-pd-4oo^nd,  or  Pam- 
plona, pdfl»:P^nd  (corr.  trom  its  ancient 
name  Bampciopolig,  the  city  of  Pompey, 
so  called  because  said  to  have  been  built 
by  Pompey  after  the  death  of  Sertorius 
and  the  defeat  of  his  party),  a  strong  for- 
tress of  Spain,  the  cap.  of  Navarre,  on  the 
Arga,  about  200  m.  N.N.E.  of  Madrid. 
Its  castle,  garrisoned  by  the  French,  was 
reduc^  by  the  British  in  October  1813. 
It  has  long  been  considered  one  of  tlie 
principal  strongholds  of  the  N.  of  Spain. 
Pop.  26,630. 

Pamplona,  pdm-pWnd,  a  town  of  the 
United  States  of  Colombia,  S.  America, 
cap.  of  the  prov.  Santander,  on  an  afQuont 
of  the  Zuila,  200  m.

Panay,  or  Pftny«  pd-ni',  one  of  the 
Philippine  Islands  in  the  Malay  Archi- 
pelago.

PanoBOTa,  pdn-tcho'vd,  a  fortified  town 
of  S.  Hungary,  on  the  Danube,  8  m.  E.N.E.

Pangong,  Ijake,  pdn-gong',  an  expanse  of 
salt  water  100  m.  in  length,  and  from  3  to 
4  m.  In  breadth,  in  a  valley  13,936  ft.  above 
the  sea,  S.E.  of  the  Karakorum  Mountains, 
in  Western  Tibet,  Asia. 

Panipat,  pdn-e-pat',  a  large  commercial 
town  of  the  Puiyab,  India,  on  the  great 
military  route  between  Afghanistan  and 
India.  It  is  famous  for  two  great  battles 
ipught  in  its  neighbourhood:  the  first  in 
1526,  in  which  Ibrahim  Lodi,  the  last 
Pathan  king  of  Delhi,  was  defeated  by 
Baber,  the  founder  of  the  Mogul  Empire ; 
the  second  in  1761,  in  which  Ahmad  Abdal- 
lah,  king  of  the  Afghans,  defeated  the 
Mahrattas,  and  broke  their  power.

Paraguay,  pd-rdrgvi'  or  pd-rd-gwd'  (the 
place  of  waters),  a  republic  of  S.  America, 
bounded  N.  by  Brazil ;  E.  by  Brazil  and  the 
Argentine  Republic ;  S.  and  W.  by  the  Ar- 
gentine Republic  Area  about  67,800  sq. 
m.,  or  nearly  the  size  of  England  and 
Walei .  The  country  is  hilly  where  it  bor- 
ders on  Brazil,  in  the  centre  it  is  level,  and 
swampy  In  the  S.W.  Except  in  the  higher 
grounds  the  climate  is  hot,  and  in  some 
places  damp.  Great  part  of  the  soil  is 
covered  with  fbrests  of  trees  of  great  value. 
Among  these  is  the  lapacho  tree,  cele- 
brated for  its  dimensions  and  the  hardness 
of  its  wood,  the  grain  being  so  dose  that 
neither  worm  nor  rot  can  assail  it.  A 
species  of  holly,  whose  leaves  and  twigs 
furnish  iheyerba  f>tat4,or  Paraguay  tea,  the 
staple  product  of  the  country,  grows  In 
great  abundance,  and  is  largely  used  in  all 
the  provinces  of  the  Plata.  The  country 
was  colonized  by  the  Spaniards  in  1686. 
The  Jesuits  planted  their  first  missions  in 
1606,  and  in  a  comparatively  short  time 
acquired  an  ascendancy  over  the  inhabi- 
Unts  which  lasted  tUl  1768,  when  they 
were  expelled  ft\>m  the  territory.  Para- 
guay Joined  in  the  rising  against  the  Span- 
ish dominion  in  1811,  and  in  1814  became 
an  independent  republic,  with  Dr  Francia 
for  its  dictator.  During  his  dictatorship  the 
country  was  closed  against  strangers.  On 
his  death  in  1840,  the  government  passed 
into  the  hands  of  a  sort  of  Junta.  In  1866 
a  dispute  having  arisen  with  the  govern- 
ment of  Brazil,  a  Brazilian  army,  united 
with  forces  of  the  Argentine  Repablic  and 
Uruguay,  entered  the  country,  and  war  eon- 
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tinned  for  nearly  five  yeari.  A  treaty  of 
peace  was  signed  in  1870,  but  war,  famine, 
and  disease  had  reduced  the  population  from 
perhaps  1,1300,000  to  not  more  than  220,000. 
Ail  the  fighting  men  of  age  were  killed,  so 
that  then  80  per  cent  of  the  population  wer« 
Bftid  to  be  women.  In  1883  the  pop.  num- 
bered about  800,000.  The  legislative  autho- 
rity  is  now  vested  in  a  Senate  and  Chamber 
of  Deputies  with  a  President—The  cap.  of 
the  republic  is  A$uneion.

Santo 
Paulo  and  Rio  de  Janeiro,  enters  the  At- 
lantic at  Sao  Joao-de-Parahiba  after  a  M.E.

Parana,  a  town  of  the  Argentine  Repub- 
lic, S.  America,  on  the  E.  buik  of  the  nver 
Parana,  opposite  Santa  F^;  it  was  the  seat 
of  government  from  1864  to  1861.  Pop. 
7000. 

Parana  Biyer,  in  8.  America,  has 
its  source  in  the  mountains  of  Brazil;

Parla,  paKit  (named  fh>m  the  Parisii,  a  V^ 
Gallic  tribe,  whose  chief  town,  called  by 
themselves  Loutouheti^  f .e.,  a  dwelling  sur- 
rounded by  water,  and  by  the  Romans  L»- 
tetia,  stood  on  the  island  now  known  aa 
L'lle  de  la  Cit^),  one  of  the  largest,  wealthi- 
est, and  most  indostrious  cities  of  the  world, 
the  cap.  of  France,  and  of  the  dep.  of  the 
Seine,  is  situated  on  the  Seine,  210  m.  S.S.B. 
of  London.    It  is  distinguished  fbr  Its  fine 

Jmblic  buildings,  gardens,  boulevards,  and 
buntains,  and  its  galleries,  museums,  and 
noble  libraries  excite  universal  admiration. 
The  city  contains  19,276  acres,  and  is  very 
strongly  fortified.  It  was  invested  by  the 
Germans  from  19th  September  1870  until 
28th  January  1871,  when  it  capitulated. 
Since  then,  its  means  of  defence  have  been 
greatly  enlarged  and  strengthened  by  a 
series  of  detached  forts  within  a  circle  of  76 
miles.  For  municipal  purposes  Paris  is 
divided  into  20  arrondisseraents,  each  of 
which  is  subdivided  into  four  quarters. 
The  chief  municipal  authority  is  the  Pre- 
fect of  the  Seine.    Pop.  2,269,023.

ParxisuMras,  par-ndt*gus,  or  IjiAkam,  le- 
d-ko</rd,  a  celebrated  mountain  of  Greece, 
8068  ft.  above  the  sea.  According  to  the 
ancients,  it  was  the  favourite  resort  of 
Apollo  and  the  Muses.  On  its  8.  declivity 
is  a  stalactite  grotto  called  the  Corycian 
Cave,  300  ft.  in  length,  and  nearly  200  ft. 
in  breadth,  and  near  Castri  still  flows  the 
renowned  rivulet  known  in  antiquity  as 
the  Castalian  Spring. 

FaropamiBan  MotmtaliiB,  pd-ro-pd-me- 
aan*  (the  flat-topped  hills),  a  range  in  the 
N.W.  of  Afghanistan  and  £.  of  Persia,  con- 
nected E.  with  the  Uindn-Kush.  and  W. 
with  the  Elburz  Mountains  8.  of  the  Cas- 
pian.   From  E.  to  W.  they  extend  850  m. 

Parol,  an  island  in  the  Grecian  Archi- 
pelago, nearly  in  the  centre  of  the  Cy- 
clades.

Parramatta,  par-rd^inatftd,  next  to  Syd- 
ney, the  lai^est  town  in  New  South  Wales, 
Australia^  Much  of  the  early  histoij  of 
the  colony  is  connected  with  this  place, 
for  here  the  first  grain  was  grown  and 
harvested.

Parry,  par're,  or  North  Georgian 
lalandfl,  a  group  in  the  Arctic  Ocean,  to 
the  N.  of  Melville  Soand,  between  76«  and

FaraonBtown,  par't'itS'toion  (named 
from  Sir  W.  Parsons,  who  received  a 
grant  of  the  town  and  adjoining  estate 
from  James  I.  in  1620),  or  Birr,  a  town  in 
King's  County,  Ireland,  on  a  tributary  of 
the  Shannon,  20  m.  S.W.  of  Tullamore; 
the  gigantic  telescope  of  the  Earl  of  Bosse 
is  erected  near  the  town.    Pop.  4955.

Passaa,  pdafsou,  a  fortified  town  in  Ba- 
varia, Germany,  at  the  confluence  of  the 
Inn  and  the  Danube.  It  is  romantically 
situated  on  a  peninsula  between  the  two 
rivers,  90  m.  E.N.E.  of  Munich.  Here  was 
concluded  in  1552,  between  Maurice,  Elector 
of  Saxony,  and  the  Emperor  Charles  V., 
the  famous  treaty  which  conferred  religinug 
liberty  on  the  Protestants  of  Germany.

Patagonia,  pd-td-g^'ne^  (so  called  by 
Magellan  from  the  apparently  large  and 
clumsy  feet  of  the  natives;  patagon  in 
Spanish  means  "a  large  foot,"  and  these 
being  wrapped  np  in  ekina  wonld  doubt- 
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less  appear  to  him  much  larger  than  they 
really  were),  an  extensive  region  in  the  8. 
of  the  American  continent,  embraced  in  the 
territories  of  Chili  and  the  Argentine  Re- 
public. Its  length  flrom  N.  to  8.  is  about 
lUOO  m.,  and  its  greatest  breadth  fh>m  E. 
to  W.  is  about  600  m.    Its  area  is  estimated 


at  847,400  sq.  m.,  and  its  pop.  at  84,000. 
The  country  is  very  imperfectly  known  to 
Europeans.   The  preTailing  surface  is  sand 


and  gravel,  though  some  fertile  tracts  have 
been  reported.  In  the  W.  the  Andes  tra- 
verse the  whole  extent  of  Patagonia  from 
N.  to  8.,  and  divide  the  Argentine  portion 
from  the  Chilian.  Awav  from  the  Andes 
the  country  is  flat.  Wild  cattle  and  horses 
are  found  on  the  plains,  and  pumas,  guana- 
coes,  wolves,  and  foxes  abound.  The  condor, 
hawks,  and  vultures  are  met  with  among 
the  birds.  In  winter  the  climate  is  very 
severe.  The  southern  rivers  are  frozen 
over  till  September,  and  bitterly  cold 
south-west  winds  and  storms  occur  even  in 
the  summer  months.  It  is  said  that  some 
of  the  fertile  tracts  enjoy  an  almost  English 
climate.  On  the  coast,  about  300  m.  N.  of 
the  Strait  of  Magellan,  is  P&rt  Desire,  a 
natural  deep-sea  harbour  of  easy  access, 
and  with  safe  anchorage  outside  in  all 
weathers.  Here  a  Scotch  colony  has  been 
attempted,  for  the  purpose  of  supplving 
and  repairing  ships  damaged  in  the  vicin- 
,  ity  of  Cape  Horn,  which  hitherto  have 
had  to  run  as  far  as  Rio  de  la  Plata  or  Rio 
de  Janeiro.  The  aboriginal  Patagonians 
are  far  from  being  as  stalwart  as  their  fore- 
fathers are  said  to  have  been.  They  lead  a 
rude  nomadic  life,  and  are  cannibals  in  war. 
Their  religion  is  dualistic.  They  believe 
in  two  supreme  being*— the  God  of  Good 
and  the  God  of  EviL 

FataJiago,  pd-^d-ndfffo,  a  town  of  Burma, 
on  the  Irrawadi,  in  the  Indo-Chinese  Pen- 
insula; famous  petroleum-wells  are  M.  of 
the  town. 

Patanl,  pd-td'tut,  a  state  in  the  N.E. 
of  the  Malay  Peninsula,  tributary  to  Siam, 
on  the  Gulf  of  Siam.  Pop.  estimated  at 
100,000.  Its  cap.,  of  the  same  name,  situ- 
ated 6  m.  from  the  mouth  of  the  river 
Patani,  was  formerly  a  place  of  considerable 
trade,  and  still  exports  gold-dust,  canes, 
gum,  etc. 

Patapaoo,  pd-4ap'tkOj  a  river  of  Mary- 
land, U.S.,  rises  in  the  N.  of  the  sUte,  and 
flows  8.E.  to  Chesapeake  Bay.

Peel  Blver,  North -West  Territories, 
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Dominion  of  Canada,  rises  in  the  Becky 
Mountains,  flows  N.W .,  and  Joins  the  Mac- 
kenzie Biver  at  the  eommencement  of  its 
delta. 

Pegftsns  Bay,  peg'tu-us,  an  inlet  of  the 
Pacific,  40  m.  wide,  on  the  E.  coast  of  Sooth 
Island,  New  Zealand. 

Pegu,p0-yoo',a  division  of  British  Bnrma, 
in  the  Indo-Chinese  Peninsula,  watered  hy 
the  rivers  Irrawadi  and  Salween.  It  is 
exceedingly  fertile,  abounding  in  rice,  and 
containing  large  teak  forests.    P.  2,323,613. 

Pegn,  a  city  of  British  Banna,  the  cap. 
of  the  division  of  the  same  name,  on  the 
Pegu,  02  m.  N.  of  Bangoon;  it  is  now  much 
decayed,  but  is  noted  for  naphtha  wells  in 
Its  neighbourhood,  which  annually  yield 
about  600,000  gallons  of  oil.  Pop.  about 
6000. 

Peiho,  pS-^i/  (white  river,  flrom  Chin. 
pei,  white,  and  ho,  a  river),  a  river  of  China, 
rises  in  Mongolia,  passes  near  Peking,  and, 
after  forming  a  jnnction  with  the  Euho, 
fklls  into  the  Gulf  of  Pe  che-lL  In  June 
1869  a  British  and  French  sqnadron  was 
repulsed  by  the  Chinese  forts  at  its  mouth, 
but  these  were  taken  by  an  allied  British 
and  French  force  in  August  1860. 

Peilao.  pVlou,  a  town  of  Prussian  Silesia, 
gov.  and  83  m.  S.S.W.  of  Breslan,  on  the 
Peil,  with  an  almost  totally  Moravian  pop. 
of  9000. 

Peipns,  Iiake,  pa^&-fooeet  a  Russian 
lake  surrounded  by  the  govs,  of  St  Peterft- 
bnrg  and  Livonia.  It  is  60  m.  long.  86  m. 
broad,  and  communicates  with  the  Gulf  of 
Finland  by  the  river  Narva. 

Peking  or  Pekln,  pe-king*  or  ee-Jkw', 
Chin.  Peh-King  (the  northern  capitali  situ- 
ated in  the  prov.  of  Pe-che-U,on  the  Pei-ho 
River,  about  60  m.  to  the  S.  of  the  Great 
Wall,  is  the  cap.  of  China,  and  the  modem 
metropolis  of  the  Chinese  Empire.  It  oocn- 
pies  an  area  of  about  26  sq.  m.  It  consists 
of  two  distinct  cities,  occupied  respectively 
by  the  Tartars  and  the  Chinese.  That 
occupied  by  the  Chinese  is  the  seat  of  com- 
merce, the  other,  which  is  the  uorihem 
and  handsomer,  contains  the  royal  palace, 
and  Is  the  residence  of  the  chief  dignitaries 
of  the  empire.  In  October  1860,  Peking 
surrendered  to  an  Anglo-French  force, 
when  a  treaty  of  peace  was  concluded  be- 
tween Britain  and  France  on  one  side,  and 
the  Emperor  of  China  on  the  other,  and 
since  that  time  ministers  of  these  two 
nations  have  been  resident,  and  an  Ameri- 
can legation  waa  established  in  1862.  Pop. 
1,600,000. 

Pelew  lalandB,  pe-Ux/,  a  group  In  the 
Pacific  Ocean,  betifeen  the  Philippine  and 
the  Caroline  Islands.  They  are  well 
wooded,  and  the  valleys  are  extremely 
fertile.— ?•  SO'  N.  lat,  184"  46^  E.  long. 

Pe-Ung.  pdrHnff,  an  island,  60  m.  long, 
in  the  Malay  Archipelago.— Also  an  islana 
in  the  Yellow  Sea,  oil  the  W.  coast  of 
Corea,  Asia. 


Pa-Uxig  Monntaina  (the  northern  monn- 
tains),  a  range  in  the  S.  of  the  prov.  of 
Kiang-su,  China. 

Pellon,  ptCn-on,  a  celebrated  monntain 
in  Thessaly,  S.  of  Ossa,  Greece ;  its  modem 
name  is  Zagora. 

Pemba,  pem'bd,  an  Island  off  the  main- 
land of  Zanzibar,  on  the  E.  coast  of  Africa. 
It  is  low,  well-wooded,  and  fertile,  30  m.  in 
length,  and  10  m.  in  breadth.  Pop.  esd- 
mated  at  10,000.  ^-^^^ 

Pembroke,  ptmrbroke  (the  head  of  the 
district,  or  the  headland  or  promontory),  a 
pari,  and  munic  bor.  and  seaport,  the  co. 
town  of  Pembrokeshire,  S.  Wales,  at  the 
extremity  of  a  branch  of  the  estuary  of 
Milford  Haven.  Pop.of  parL  bor.  16,339; 
of  munic  bor.  14,166. 

Pembroke,  a  township  of  Ireland,  co. 
Dublin.    Pop.  28,222. 

Pembroke  Dock,  or  Pater,  a  seaport 
In  Pembrokeshire,  S.  Wales,  on  Milford 
Haven,  about  1|  m.  from  the  town  of  Pem- 
broke; it  has  a  government  dockyard 
covering  60  acres. 

Pembrokeshire,  a  co.  of  S.  Wales, 
bounded  N.,  W.,  and  S.  by  the  sea,  and  on 
the  E.  by  the  cos.  of  Carmarthen  and  Car- 
digan. Area628sq.m.;  pop.  91,824.  The 
surface  is  hilly,  but  not  mountainous,  ex- 
cept in  the  N.E.  The  soil  Includes  a 
great  proportion  of  rich  meadow  and  arable 
Und.  The  coast-line  Is  deeplv  indented, 
the  chief  inlet  being  Mil/ord  Haven,  one  of 
the  most  secure  and  capacious  harbours  In 
the  British  dominions.  The  principal 
rivers  are  the  T«i»y  and  CUddau.  Farming 
is  pursued  with  much  spirit,  butter  and 
cheese  are  extensively  made  for  the  Eng- 
lish market,  and  great  attention  la  devoted 
to  the  rearing  of  live  stock,  particularly  to  a 
breed  of  cattle  which  are  Jet  black  in  colour 
and  long  homed.  The  manufs.  are  unim- 
portant ;  but  the  fisheries  on  the  coast  ai:e 
valuable,  and  are  the 'principal  source  of 
employment  to  a  large  portion  of  the  in- 
habitants. Anthracite  coal,  lead,  iron, 
and  limestone  are  the  principal  minerals.

Penang,  Palo-Plnang,  or  Prince  of

in  extent,  densely  wooded,  rich  in  tropical 

Sroductions,  remarkably  healthy,  and  a 
ivourite  resort  for  invalids.  It  receives 
Its  name  from  the  betel-nut  or  areca  palm 
which  grows  extensively  in  Its  forests-^ 
nenang  being  the  Malay  name  for  the 
oetel-nnt,  eaten  as  a  stimulant  all  over 
South-Eastem  Asia.

Turkey.  Its  greatest  length  from  N.W.  to

pop.  est.  at  6/XX),000.  The  country  consists 
for  the  most  part  of  a  great  table-land, 
which  reaches  to  a  height  varying  fivm 
8000  to  4000  ft.  above  the  sea.  This  pla- 
teau is  traversed  on  the  N.W.  and 
8.  sides  by  a  broad  belt  of  mountain 
heights,  but  in  the  centre  and  on  the  E. 
side  it  is  almost  a  dead  level,  whose  charac- 
teristic is  dry  and  arid  sandy  deserts,  inter- 
spersed with  salt  lakes  and  vast  combina- 
tions of  sand  and  salt,  unrelieved  by  treea 
or  shrubs  or  any  other  kind  of  vegetation. 
Some  parts  of  Persia  are,  however,  remark- 
able for  their  beauty  and  fertility.  Be- 
tween the  Caspian  and  the  Elburz  Moun- 
tains is  a  lowland  tract,  studded  with  na- 
ture's eholeett   prodacta;    the  immenst 
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yallejB  between  the  Tarloas  ranges  of  the 
Kennan  Mountains  flourish  with  a  vegeta- 
tion of  the  greatest  luxuriance  and  beau^; 
and  many  parts  of  Western  Persia  have 
been  lavisblv  endowed  with  the  rarest  and 
most  valuable  forms  of  vegetable  life. 
Fruit  trees  of  every  species  known  in 
Europe  grow  luxuriantly.  The  date,  the 
flg,  the  Domegranate,  the  almond,  the 
peach,  and  the  apricot  are  indigenous  to  the 
country,  and  the  vine,  the  orange,  the  mul- 
berry, the  cotton  shrub,  and  the  sugar- 
cane are  common  objects  of  cultivation. 
Boses  in  endless  variety  are  cultivated  for 
the  much-prized  otto  of  roses,  and  the 
clioicest  flowers  adorn  the  gardens  and  the 
fields.  Owing  to  the  want  of  rivers,  agri- 
culture is  limited  and  in  a  very  primitive 
state.  The  most  usual  crops  are  wheat, 
barlev,  millet,  and  rice.  Persian  horses 
are  the  most  beautiful  in  the  East.  The 
sheep  are  remarkable  for  their  great  length 
of  tail,  which  sometimes  weighs  80  lbs. 
The  manufactures  consist  chiefly  of  silk 
and  cotton  fabrics,  velvets,  gold  and  silver 
brocade,  carpeU,  sabres,  leather,  jewelry, 
and  shawls  of  goats'  and  camels'  hair. 
The  commerce  is  chiefly  carried  on  by 
means  of  camels.  The  maritime  trade  is  in 
the  hands  of  foreigners.  The  following  are

The  Persians  are  a  lively,  acUve,  polite, 

and  intelligent  people,  endowed  with  a  fine 

Imagination,  and  they  possess  a  literature 

of  their  own,  which  is  widely  diflfhsed. 
MahomeUnism  is  the  established  religion, 
but  there  are  upwards  of  60,000  Armenian 
and  Nestorian  Christians,  16,000  Jews,  and 
about  7000  Parsees,  who  still  adhere  to  the 
worship  of  the  sun  and  fire  as  emblems  of 
their  god  Ormuzd.  The  government  is 
thoroughly  despotic  The  sovereign  Is 
styled  the  Shah,  and  all  his  subjects  are  con- 
sidered as  his  slaves,  but  the  chiefs  of  the 
nomadic  tribes  sometimes  acquire  an  in- 
fluence which  renders  them  nearly  Inde- 
pendent. The  population  Is  divided  Into 
two  great  classes— the  dweUer$  in  towns, 
and  the  nomadic  or  wandering  tribes,  who 
are  called  lUyaU.     About  a  fourth  part

Perth,  an  episcopal  city  and  cap.  of 
West  Australia,  picturesquely  situated  on 
the  Swan  River,  about  12  m.  above  Fre- 
mantle.    Pop.  5044. 

Perth,  a  town  of  the  Canadian  Do- 
minion, prov.  Ontario,  on  the  river  Tay. 
Pop.  2467.  ' 

Perth  (probably  corr.  from  its  ancient 
name  Bertha,  which  may  be  from  Gael. 
hhar-tatha,  the  height  on  the  TayX  au 
ancient  city,  royal  and  parL  burgh,  and 
i^?i  wV  J?*^  ^^  Perthshire,  ScoUand, 
delightfully  situated  on  the  Tay,  and 
surrounded  by  beautllbl  scenery,  22  m. 
W.S.W.  of  Dundee,  and  89  m.  N.N.W.  of 
Edinburgh.  It  was  formerly  the  metro- 
polis of  Scotland,  and  is  intimately  associ- 
ated with  many  of  the  most  Interesting 
episodes  of  Scottish  history.  Pop.  of  parL 
burgh  28^9;  of  royal  burgh  27,207. 

PerthBhlre,  a  large  and  important  oo.  of 
Scotland,  surrounded  bv  the  cos.  of  Inver- 
ness, Aberdeen,  Forfar,  Fife,  Kinross. 
.  Clackmannan,  Stirling,  Dumbarton,  ani 
Argyll.  It  comprises  the  districts  of  Mm- 
teith,  Stratheam,  GowrU,  Stormont,  Strath- 
ardle,  Olenshee,  Athole,  Breadalhane,  Ban- 
noch,  and  Balquhidder.  It  extends  ham 
E.  to  W.  70  m.,  from  N.  to  S.  66  m,  and  has 
an  area  of  2627  sq.  m.,  with  a  pop.  number- 
ing 129,007.  The  aspect  of  the  co.  Is  ex- 
ceedingly diversified.  The  highlands  oc- 
cupy about  two-thirds  of  the  surface :  and 
the  lowlands,  situated  at  the  E.  and  S.  ex- 
tremities, consist  of  extensive  tracts  of  rich 
and  fertile  country,  especially  the  district 
known  as  the  Oarte  of  aowrie.  The  N.  and 
W.  parts  of  the  co.  are  very  mountainous. 
Amonff  the  most  elevated  peaks  are  to  be 
found  BenLawerg, 8964 ft.;  Ben ifore,d84S ft: 
atobinain,  382T  ft.;  Ben  Lui,  8706  ft ;  Benglo.

ft  Perthshire  possesses  several  large  and 
pictuPMque  lakes,  of  which  the  largest  are 
Lochs  TSy,  Bannoch,  Sricht,  Earn,  Katrine, 
and  Vennacher.  The  principal  rivers  are 
the  IVjyand  Fdrth,  with  their  tributaries 
the  Ljfon,  Garry,  Braan,  I»la,  Tummel,  Earn, 
Teith,  Allan,  and  Devon.  Perthshire  is 
almost  entirely  an  agricultural  co.  Sheep 
and  cattle  are  extensively  reared.  The 
manufactures  are  unimportant— /VWA  Is 
the  CO.  town. 

Peru,  oe-r(x/,  a  oonntry  of  S.  America, 
bounded  N.  by  Ecuador:  W.  by  the  Pacific 
Ocean;  8.  by  Chili ;  and  E.  by  Bolivia  and 
Brazil.  Its  greatest  length  is  about  1400 
m.,  and  its  extreme  breadth  fh)m  E.  to  W. 
about  700  m.  Area  488L840  sq.  m.;  pop. 
2,667,000.  There  are,  besides,  about  850;000 
uncivilized  Indians.    The  double  Cordillera 
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from  N.W.  to  8  E.  divldM  it  into  three  great 
natural  regiona,  which  differ  widely  from 
each  other.— I^  La  Coata^  or  the  Western 
Region,  about  00  m.  in  width,  lying  between 
the  Andes  and  the  Pacific,  is  for  the  most 

Sart  an  unproductire,  rainless,  sandy 
esert,  intersected  at  internals  by  fertilis- 
ing mountain  streams,  but  elsewhere  en- 
tirely dependent  on  heavy  dews  and  arti- 
ficial irrigation.— II.,  La  iffierra,  or  the  Cen- 
tral Region,  embraces  all  the  elevated  land 
between  the  western  base  of  the  maritime 
Cordillera  and  the  eastern  base  of  the 
Andes,  or  the  Eastern  Cordillera.  These 
table-lands  are  the  seat  of  a  comparatively 
high  civilization,  and  are  studded  over 
with  towns  and  villages  perched  on  heights 
from  7000  to  12,000  ft.  above  the  sea.  The 
soil  of  the  Sierra  is  of  great  variety ;  but 
wherever  it  is  cultivated  it  is  productive. 
— III.,  La  MonU^a,  or  the  Eastern  Region, 
consists  of  vast  impenetrable  forests  and 
alluvial  plains,  stretching  away  for  hun- 
dreds of  miles  from  the  Andes  to  the  con- 
fines of  Braxil.  It  is  watered  by  the  tribu- 
taries of  the  Amazon,  and  for  half  of  the 
year  is  drenched  with  almost  incessant 
rains.  The  forests  consist  of  huge  trees, 
some  of  which  are  valuable  for  their  tim- 
ber, others  for  the  beauty  of  their  wood, 
and  others  for  the  gums  and  resin  which 
they  exude.  Animallife  here  flourishes  in 
endless  variety,  and  birds  of  the  brightest 
plumage  flit  among  the  foliage,  but  for  the 
most  part  its  silence  is  undisturtwd  by  the 
voice  of  man,  either  civilized  or  savage.  It 
is  named  from  the  Spanish  word  monu^  sig- 
nifying wood.  Peru  has  long  been  fkmous 
for  its  mineral  wealth.  LitUe  gold  is  now 
found,  but  its  mines  of  silver  and  quicksilver 
are  among  the  most  productive  of  the 
world.  Copper  is  In  all  the  mountains, 
but  extracted  onlv  from  those  nearest  the 
coast,  because  of  the  expense  of  transport. 
The  other  minerals  are  lead,  iron,  tin,  and 
coal.  Ouano  for  the  purposes  of  manure  is 
exported  in  immense  quantities  to  the 
European  markets.  Another  important 
source  of  revenue  Is  nitrate  of  soda,  found 
also  in  the  8.  Among  the  animals  indi- 
genous to  the  country  are  the  llama  and 
alpaca.  Sheep  and  cattle  were  introduced 
by  the  Spanish  colonists.  Agriculture, 
mannfsctures,  and  commerce  are  still  im- 
perfectly developed,  the  exports  being 
chiefly  raw  materials,  such  as  ores  and 
metals,  ftirs,  skins,  hides,  wool,  and  guano 
The  protracted  war  with  Chili~1879-1868 
— has  proved  most  disastrous  to  the  country 
in  all  its  interests,  and  many  years  must 
elapse  ere  it  can  possibly  recover  what  it 
has  thereby  lost.  The  pop.  is  about  equally 
divided  between  the  aboriginal  Inhabitants 
and  mixed  races— the  latter  composed  of 
half-bred  "cholos"  and  "zambos":  the 
descendants  of  Spaniards  *,  Negroes,  Chinese, 
and  a  small  proportion  of  Europeans.  Pern 
was  first  Tisited  by  the  Bpaniazds  in  1680. 


After  its  conquest  by  Pizarro  it  continued 
to  be  subject  to  Spain  till  1821,  when  it 
became  an  Independent  republic.  The 
executive  government  is  in  the  hands  of  a 

J>re8ident,  chosen  by  the  people  once  every 
bur  years,  with  a  ministry  of  his  own 
appointment,  and  a  council  elected  by  the 
legislature,  which  consists  of  two  houses,  a 
senate  and  a  representative  chamber. 

Femgia,  pS^roo'Jd,  a  prov.  of  Italy,  com- 
partment Umbria.  Area  8686  sq.  m. ;  pop. 
672,070. 

Femglft  (the  town  in  the  marsh),  a 
walled  town  of  Umbria,  Italy,  cap.  of  the

m.  N.  of  Rome ;  it  is  the  seat  of  a  univer- 
sity.

Ferogia,  Ijago  dl,  Id'go  de  pd-^roo'jd,  anc 
Laeu*  Thrasimenua,  a  lake  of  Umbria,  Italy, 
in  the  prov.  and  10  m.  W.  of  Perugia ;  it  is 
about  80  m.  in  circumference,  and  abounds 
with  fish. 

Perawels,  pdWoo-vtU,  a  town  of  Belgium, 
prov.  Hainault,  on  an  aflfluent  of  the 
Scheldt,  12  m.  S.E.  of  Toumay.    Pop.  7864. 

Feearo,  vu'dro  or  nd'$d-ro,  a  fortified 
town  of  Italy,  in  the  Marches,  cap.  of  the 
prov.  Pesaro-e-Urbino,  on  the  Adriatic,  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Foglia,  19  m.  N.E.  of 
Urbino.    Pop.  10,996. 

Fesaro-e-Urbino,  a  prov.  of  Central 
Italy,  in  the  compartment  of  the  Marches. 
Area  1144  sq.  m.;  pop.  222,926. 

Feioadores,  pts-kdrdo'ret  (the  fishers' 
islands),  or  Fheng-Hoo,  fenff-noo.  a  group 
of  86  islands  in  the  channel  of  Fokien, 
China  Sea.  between  the  Chinese  prov.  of 
Fokien  and  the  island  of  Formosa. 

Feaol*,  pd^ahd  or  p€sh%  a  manufkctnr- 
ing  town  of  Tuscany,  Central  Italy,  prov. 
Lucca,  on  the  Pescia,  27  m.  W.N.W.  of 
Florence ;  it  is  surrounded  lyy  olive  groves 
and  mulberry  plantstions.    Pop.  6122. 

Feabawar,  pesh-dfwur  (the  advanced 
fortress),  a  city  of  the  Punjab,  British  India, 
situated  in  a  beantifhl  plain  watered  by  the 
Kabul,  and  surrounded  by  lofty  mountains, 
12  m.  E.  of  the  Khyber  Pass,  and  40  m.  W. 
of  Attock.  Anciently  it  was  the  cap.  of 
Eastern  Afghanistan ;  now  it  is  one  or  the 
largest  military  stations  under  the  govern- 
ment of  BriHsh  IndU.  Pop.  of  city  67,000 ;

Fetohora,  peUh^rd,  a  large  river  of

Vologda  and  Archangel,  and,  after 
a  coarse  estimated  at  900  m-  falls  by  a 
broad  estuary  into  the  Arctic  Ocean. 

Feten,  pH-tet^f  or  Itza,  Wtd,  a  lake  of 
Onatemala,  Central  America,  about  46  m.  in 
length,  8  m.  in  breadth,  and  very  deep. — 
Also,  a  very  productive  island  in  the  lake, 
yielding  maize,  cocoa,  tobacco,  gums,  dye- 
woods,  etc  It  was  formerly  the  central 
seat  of  the  Itzax  Indians. 

Feterborongh,  pt'ter-hur-o  (named  in 
honour  of  St  Peter,  to  whom  the  church  was 
dedicated),  a  city,  pari,  and  munic.  bor.,  and 
bishop's  see  in  Northamptonshire,  England, 
on  the  river  Nen,  about  40  m.  N.£.  of 
Northampton ;  it  has  a  venerable  cathedral, 
in  which  18  the  tomb  of  Catherine  of  Aragon, 
the  first  wife  of  Henry  VIII.,  and  in  which 
Mary  Queen  of  Scots  was  buried  previous 
to  the  removal  of  her  remains  to  West- 
minster Abbey.  Pop.  of  pari.  bor.  22,aM ; 
of  manic  bor.  21,32& 

FeterboroQgh.  a  co.  and  town  of  On- 
tario, in  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  Pop.  of 
CO.  87,266.  The  town  is  on  the  Otonabee 
River,  about  75  m.  N.E.  of  Toronto,  and  has 
a  pop.  of  6812. 

Peteronlter,  pe-ter-Jux/ter  (supposed  to 
mean  "  the  rocky  back  country  "),  a  pa.  and 
viL  of  Scotland,  co.

Feterhead,  pe-ter-ked',  anciently  called 
Ptterugie  (the  rocky  headland  near  the 
mouth  of  the  Ugie),  a  pari,  burgh,  market 
town,  and  seaport  of  Aberdeenshire,  Scot- 
land, with  a  large  trade  connected  with  the 
fisheries,  80  m.  N.E.  of  Aberdeen,  and  40 
m.  S.E.  of  Banff.  Pop.  10,953.— The  pa.  of 
Peterhead  has  a  pop.  of  14,257. 

Feter-le-Port.    See  Bt  Pierre. 

Fetersborg,  peUert-hurg,  a  town  of 
Virginia,  U.S.,  on  the  Appomatoz,  22  m. 
8.  of  Bichmond.  It  was  one  of  the  most 
strongly  fortified  places  held  by  the  Con- 
federates, and  was  several  times  attacked 
by  the  Federals  under  General  Grant  and 
others,  who  were  always  repulsed  with 
great  loss,  until  ttie  decisive  battle  of  Ist 
and  2nd  April  1865.  when  the  Confederates, 
under  General  Lee,  were,  after  a  severe 
and  bloody  contest,  defeated  by  Grant's 
army,  who  entered  Petersburg  and  Rich- 
mond the  next  day.  The  fall  of  these  two 
most  important  strongholds  was  soon 
followed  by  the  total  collapM  of  the  re- 
bellion.   Pop.  21,656.

FeUt-OanAl,  peh'tef-kan-<d%  a  town  of 
the  West  Indian  Inland  Guadeloupe,  9  m.

Fetra,  pe'trd,  a  ruined  city  of  Arabia, 
Petnca,  remarkable  for  the  ruins  of  a 
magnificent  temple  and  numerous  tombs 
hewn  in  the  solid  rock,  in  the  Wady  Musa, 
on  the  E.  side  of  Mount  Hor. 

Fetrolia,  pet-^n/U-d^  a  town  of  the 
Canadian  Dominion,  prov.  Ontario,  on  Bear 
Creek,  in  the  centre  of  the  oil  district  It 
contains  over  100  petroleum  wells,  which 
yield  weekly  from  8000  to  10,000  tuns.

FetropRQloyskl,  pSAro-pou-Un/Bke  (the 
port  of  Peter  and  Paul),  a  town  of  Asiatic 
Russia,  prov.

gators' Islands,  the  Friendly  or  Tonga 
Islands,  Harvey  or  Cook's,  and  the  Aus- 
tral Isles,  the  Society  Islands,  the  Low 
Archipelago,  the  Marquesas,  the  Fiji,  and 
the  Sandwich  Islands.  Many  of  the  isl- 
ands have  been  raised  trom  the  ocean 
by  the  labours  of  the  coral  insect,  and 
are  only  a  few  feet  above  the  surface  of 
the  waters.  These  by  way  of  distinction 
are  called  L<no  Polynesia.  They  are  chiefly 
small,  sometimes  wooded,  but  always 
covered  with  verdure.  Other  islands  show 
evident  traces  of  volcanic  origin,  and  are 
hilly  and  mountainous.  These  are  called 
Jliffh  Polynesia,  and  of  this  class  the  more 
prominent  examples  are  the  Marquesas, 
the  Society,  and  the  Sandwich  groups.  In 
elevation  they  range  fh>m  2000  ft.  to  Mau- 
na  Loa  in  Hawaii,  the  loftiest,  which  rises 
nearly  14,000  ft  Some  of  the  islands  are 
the  seats  of  active  volcanoes,  but  all  are 
clothed  with  verdure,  and  everywhere  pre- 
sent to  the  eye  views  of  varied,  rich,  and 
most  luxuriant  beauty.  The  islands  vary- 
ing in  height  from  100  to  2000  ft,  less  impos- 
ing in  appearance,  but  eaually  fruitful  and 
beautiful,  are  distinguished  as  Median  or 
Middle  Polynesia.  Though  situated  within 
the  tropics,  and  therefore  mbject  to  great 
solar  heat  the  temperature,  being  modified 
by  cool  breezes  from  the  ocean,  U  in  gen- 
eral comparatively  moderate,  and  the  cli- 
mate is  pleasant  and  salubrious.  Among 
the  vegetable  productions  the  most  impor- 
tant are  the  oread-fruit  tree,  the  cocoa 
palm,  the  sugar-cane,  the  banana  and  plan- 
tain trees,  the  cotton  plant  and  a  kind  of 
chestnut  The  only  native  quadrupeds  are 
the  dog,  the  hog.  and  the  rat,  but  oxen  and 
horses  have  been  Introduceid  and  thrive 
well.  The  Polynesians  are  principally 
light^Mloured  tribes,  allied  to  the  Malay- 
sians, and  speak  dialects  of  the  same 
Janguage.  By  the  labours  of  devoted 
British  and  American  missionaries,  Pa- 
nnism,  originally  prevalent  among  them. 
U  becoming  gndnally  extirpated,  and 
snperstitlon,  cannibalism,  inCsnticide,  ta- 
tooinff,  and  other  barbarous  practices,  are 
fast  disappearing  under  the  influence  of 
Christianity.

Portugal,  Kingdom  of  (firom  j»orfo,  a 
port,  and  Cole,  the  name  of  a  town  in  the 
N.W.  beside  which  a  port  or  harbour  was 
constructed),  a  country  of  Europe,  forming 
the  W.  portion  of  the  Iberian  peninsula, 
bounded  N.  and  E.  by  Spain,  and  S.  and  W. 
by  the  Atlantic  Ito  length  from  N.  to  8. 
is  860  m. ;  its  breadth  146  no.  Area  86.610 
sq.m.;  pop.,  including  the  islands, 4,660,^9. 
The  surface  is  generally  mountainous,  with 
a  gradual  slope  towards  the  Atlantic  The 
largest  plain  is  that  of  Alemtejo,  S.  of  the 
Tagus.  The  soil  is  light,  and  particularly 
favourable  to  the  growth  of  tne  tine  and 
other  fine  fruits.  In  the  high  lands  are 
raised  the  usual  erops  of  more  northern 
latitudes,  but  agriooltura  is  conducted  in 
snch  a  slovenly  manner  that  the  quantity 
of  com  raised  is  not  sufficient  for  the  con- 
sumption of  the  people.  Hemp  and  fiax  of 
excellent  oualitv  are  grown ;  the  chief  ob- 
ject of  cultivation,  however,  is  the  vine. 
The  oak,  the  cork  tree,  the  chestnut,  and 
the  sea-pine,  are  among  the  principal  trees 
fonnd  in  the  forests;  orange,  lemon,  and 
olive  trees  are  fkvquent,  as  well  as  the  finest 
fruits  of  other  parts  of  the  S.  of  Europe. 
The  climate  is  healthy,  especially  on  the 
coast,  and  in  the  elevated  taole-lands  of  the 
interior.  In  the  valleys  the  heat  during 
summer  is  excessive.  The  mineral  wealth 
of  the  country  is  considerable,  but  its  de- 
velopment has  been  much  neglected  since 
the  discovery  of  the  richer  mines  of  Ameri- 
ca. The  manufkctnres  are  very  limited. 
Cotton  and  woollen  fiibrics  are  produced, 
but  the  articles  best  made  in  the  king- 
dom are  linens,  cambrics,  and  sewing- 
thread.  Other  manufactures  carried  on, 
snch  as  glass,  paper,  silk,  leather,  sugar, 
soap,  Jewelry  and  trinkets,  are  all  in 
a  depressed  rather  than  in  a  fiourish- 
ing  condition.  The  foreign  commerce 
of  Portugal  is  almost  exclusively  confined 
to    Great    Britain;     internal  commeroe 
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Is  mnch  hindered  owing  to  the  want  of 
good  roads.  The  exports  are  wine,  olive 
oilf  oranges,  lemons,  wool,  and  cork ;  but 
wine  oonstitutes  more  than  two-thirds  of 
the  value  of  all  other  Portaguese  exports. 
The  religion  is  Roman  Catholio.  Other 
sectM  are  tolerated,  but  the  number  of  Pro- 
testants, who  are  mostly  foreigners,  does 
not  exceed  600.  Edncatlon,  long  very  de- 
fective, is  now  nnder  the  sole  dhrection  of 
the  government.  There  is  a  university  at 
Coimbra,  and  a  military  school  at  Mafhu 
The  Portuguese  are  a  mixed  race.  Those 
in  the  N.  differ  very  widely  from  those  in 
the  S. ;  the  former  are  active,  spirited,  and 
industrious;  the  latter  are  ceremonious, 
polite,  fond  of  display,  and  inclined  to  be 
Indolent.  As  a  whole,  they  are  intenselv 
patriotic  and  brave,  hospitable,  cheerful, 
and  ready  to  oblige.  The  government  is 
a  limited  monarchy.  The  following  are

Prussia,  Kingdom  of,  pruehfe-d  (named 
frt>m  the  PruMti^  a  rude  Sclavonic  race 
supposed  to  have  come  from  Scythia,  near 
the  source  of  the  Don,  and  occupied  the 
country  around  the  mouth  of  the  Vistula), 
a  country  of  Central  Europe,  the  chief 
state  of  the  German  Empire,  embraces  the 
greater  part  of  N.  Germany, beingbounded 
N.  by  Denmark  and  the  Baltic;  W.  by  the 
Netherlands,  Belgium,  and  France ;  8.  by 
Bavaria  and  Austria;  and  E.  bv  Russia. 
Its  greatest  length  from  E.  to  W.  is  about 
720  m. ;  its  breadth  varies  from  80  to  470 
m.  Area  186.238  sq.  m.;  pop.  27,279,111. 
Except  in  the  S.  between  Silesia  and 
Bohemia,  which  is  traversed  by  the 
Rieaengebirge,  and  in  the  prov.  of  Saxony, 
where  are  the  ThUringerwald  and  the  Hartg 
MouiUainBy  Prussia  is  a  level  plain,  con- 
sisting extensively  of  sandy  wastes  and 
heathy  moors,  interspersed  with  tracts  of 
cultivable  soil,  numerous  marshes,  lakes, 
and  forests.  The  soil  in  general  is  poor, 
but  in  some  places,  particularly  along  the 
courses  of  the  rivers,  it  is  fertile,  and 
all  kinds  of  com  are  raised  both  for  home 
consumption  and  for  exportation.  Rye  is 
the  favourite  grain,  and  rye  bread,  though 
black  and  often  sour,  forms  the  principal 
food  of  the  people.  Hemp,  flax,  and  chicory 
are  extensively  grown ;  beetroot  also  for 
the  manufacture  of  sugar,  particularly 
around  Magdeburg  in  Saxony,  which  is  one 
of  the  most  fertile  districts.  Vineyards 
abound  along  the  banks  of  the  Rhine  and 
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its  afBnent  the  Moselle,  and  to  a  leas  extent 
occnr  in  detached  districts  elsewhere. 
Excellent  wine  is  produced,  but  agriculture 
and  the  rearing  of  cattle  constitute  the 
principal  employment  of  the  rural  popula- 
tion, and  are  the  chief  sources  of  the  na- 
tional wealth.  The  climate,  on  the  whole 
salubrious,  is  rery  different  in  the  eastern 
and  the  western  proyinoes,  the  former 
being  exposed  to  heayy  snowstorms  in 
winter,  and  to  great  drought  in  summer, 
while  the  latter  has  milder  winters,  a  larger 
fall  of  rain,  and  a  mean  summer  tempera- 
ture of  63*.  Forests  coyer  about  one- 
fourth  of  the  country,  firs  and  pines  being 
the  most  abundant  trees.  The  mineral 
products  include  siWer,  iron,  copper,  lead, 
zinc,  cobalt,  antimony,  alum,  coal,  and 
salt  Amber,  a  kind  of  fossil  resin  almost 
peculiar  to  Prussia,  is  found  on  the  M.E. 
shores,  particularly  near  Pillau,  on  a  neck 
of  land  formed  by  the  Frische  Haff.  The 
mountains  contain  marble  and  some  of  the 
precious  stones,  and  mineral  springs  are 
yery  numerous.  The  manufactures  are 
extensiye,  and  are  increasing  in  yalne. 
Almost  eyerr  kind  of  manufactured  goods 
are  embraced ;  the  staple  is  linen,  carried 
on  in  all  the  proyinces,  but  especially  In 
Silesia.  Commerce  is  carried  on  with 
considerable  actiyity,  being  greatly  facili- 
tated by  means  of  the  many  navigable 
riyers,  excellent  roads,  canals,  and  rail- 
ways, which  are  eycrywhere  found.  The 
chief  exports  are  manufactured  woollen 
and  linen  goods,  wool,  com,  timber,  flax, 
iron  work,  sine,  and  amber.  The  estab- 
lished religion  may  be  said  to  be  Protes- 
tantism, but  the  followers  of  other  creeds 
are  numerous,  and  all  enjoy  the  same  politi- 
cal priyileges,  and  are  equally  admissible 
to  eyery  office  In  the  state.  In  no  country 
of  Europe  is  education  more  general  than 
in  Prussia.  A  school  is  established  by  law 
in  eyery  yillage,  at  which  the  attendance 
of  children  is  compulsory  from  six  years 
of  age  "  till  such  time  as  the  clergyman  of 
the  parish  affirms  that  the  child  has 
acquired  all  the  education  prescribed  by 
law  for  an  indiyidual  in  its  station.^' 
Higher  schools  or  gymnasia  are  numerous, 
and  there  are  uniyersltiea  at  Berlin,  Halle, 
Bonn,  Breslau,  KGnlKsberg,  Griefswald, 
Gottingen,  Kiel,  and  Marburg.  The  goy- 
emment  Is  a  constitutional  hereditary 
monarchy,  the  King  of  Prussia  at  the 
ssme  time  being  Emperor  of  Germany. 
Prussia  is  divided  into  eleven  provinces, 
which,  with  the  chief  towns  in  each,  are  as

Ix'Vj^e*  *"'*.^» 
water),  an  extensive  prov.  of  British  India, 
embracing  the  country  watered  by  the 
Indus  and  its  five  great  affluents— the 
Jhelum,  Chenab,  Ravee,  Beaa,  and  Sutlej. 
It  is  situated  in  the  N.W.  of  India,  and, 
including  feudatory  states,  has  an  wea  of 
107,010  4  m.,  and  a  pop.  of  18,860,437.    In 

Physical  aspect  the  country  is  very  varied, 
[ountains,  hills,  undulating  pUins,  and 
fertUe  valleys  prevail  In  the  N.E.;  hllla 
are  nnmerona  In  the  N.W.j  in  the  E.  the 
sorfaoa  is  flat,  divenifled  with  rodcT 
belghU;  and  the  rest  of  the  country,  with 
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the  exception  of  the  Denjat,  a  prodnctive 
district  beyond  the  Indus,  forms  an  almost 
uninterrupted  plain  sloping  imperceptibly 
from  N.E.  to  S.W.  in  the  direction  of  the 
great  intersecting  rivers.  Wherever  water 
is  available  for  irrigation,  the  soil  Is  re- 
markably productive,  elsewhere  the  countiy 
has  an  arid  appearance,  or  is  covered  with 
stunted,  thorny  shrubs,  reed  grass,  and 
plants  which  thrive  on  an  arid  soil.  The 
most  Important  objects  of  culture  are  In- 
digo, sugar,  wheat,  malxe,  rice,  cotton, 
hemp,  pulses,  and  tobacco.  Dates,  mangoes, 
onnges,  figs,  and  various  other  fruits  thrive 
well,  and  tea  Is  grown  on  the  hills.  The 
animal  kingdom  Is  rich  and  varied.  Many 
venomous  reptiles  are  common,  and  alli- 
gators, poipolses,  and  fish  abound  in  the 
rivers.  The  mineral  products  are  gold, 
iron,  nitre,  salt,  alum,  antimony,  and  sul- 
phur. The  climate  is  characterized  by 
long  droughts,  and  the  summer  heat  la 
almost  intolerable.  In  winter  the  weather, 
on  the  contrary,  is  cold,  the  temperature 
sometimes  falling  to  within  a  degree  or 
two  of  freezing  point.  The  rivers  are 
mostly  fed  by  the  melting  of  the  snows, 
and  in  July,  when  the  rains  are  added  to 
the  then  swollen  streams,  most,  If  not  all 
of  them,  desert  their  channels,  and  Inundate 
the  country  through  which  they  flow.  The 
population  consists  of  various  races,  of 
which  the  chief  are  Sikhs,  Jats,  Patans, 
Gi^ars,  and  Rajpoots.  The  bulk  of  the 
people  are  very  poor,  and  live  In  mean, 
mud-built  cottages  grouped  together  in 
villages  and  smsU  towns.  Nearly  two- 
thirds  of  the  people  are  Mohammedans, 
the  rest  are  Hindoos  or  Sikhs.  Education 
generally  Is  well  attended  to,  and  as  all 
sects  alike  send  their  girls  to  school,  more 
has  been  done  for  female  education  In  the 
Punjab  than  In  all  the  rest  of  India.    A 

e>werful  body  of  Sikhs  having  invaded  the 
rltlsh  territories  E.  of  the  Sutlej  in  1845,  a 
disastrous  war  followed,  which  terminated 
by  the  submission  of  the  aggressors  In 
1846.  A  treaty  followed,  but  being  broken 
by  MoolraJ  of  Multan  and  Shere  Singh  in 
1848,  the  British  again  took  the  field,  and 
after  several  engagements  finally  gained 
a  complete  victory  over  the  Sikhs  at  Gu- 
Jerat  21st  February  1849.  The  Punjab  was 
then  formally  annexed  to  the  British  pos- 
sessions, and  the  existence  of  the  Sikhs  as 
an  Independent  nation  terminated.

Qnebeo,  ho^^J^  (named  from  a  place  so 
called  in  Brittany,  France),  a  prov.  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  M.  America,  formerly 
called  Lower  Ooaoifei,  bounded  N.  by  La- 
brador and  Hudson's  Bay ;  W.  and  S.W.  by 
the  river  Ottawa  and  the  prov.  Ontario ;  8. 
by  the  United  States  and  New  Brunswick ; 
and  E.  by  the  Gulf  of  St  Lawrence  and 
Labrador.  Area  188,688  sq.  m.  The  coun- 
try is  characterized  by  picturesque  scenery, 
consisting  of  boundless  forests,  magnificent 
rivers  and  lakes,  extensive  prairies,  bold 
rockv  heights  and  foaming  cataracts,  di- 
versified by  cultivated  fields,  pretty  vil- 
lages and  settlements,  fertile  islands  and 
rich  pasture  lands.  It  is  traversed  from 
N.E.  to  S.W.  by  the  Notre  Dame  or  Green 
MountainSf  and  the  Wotehish  Mountains,  a 
short  range  of  crescent  form  between  the 
Oulf  of  St  Lawrence  and  Hudson  Bay. 
The  soil  is  in  general  rich.  The  forests 
consist  chiefiy  ofred  and  white  pine ;  but  a 
great  variety  of  other  timber  abounds. 
The  prov.  is  richly  endowed  with  minerals, 
gold,  silver,  copper,  lead,  iron,  sine,  plati- 
num, and  others  all  being  found.  The 
climate  Is  suMect  to  great  extremes  of 
heat  and  cold,  but  healthy.  Great  facili- 
ties are  afforded  for  manufBcturing  by 
abundant  water-power,  and  all  kinds  of 
manufs.  exist.  The  chief  occupation,  how- 
ever, is  agriculture,  and  the  felling  of  trees 
for  export.  The  inhabitants  are  very 
generally  French— the  descendants  of  the 
settlers  in  Canada  prior  to  its  being  ob- 
tained by  Britain  In  1768.  The  prevailing 
religion  is  Roman  Catholic.

Queensbtiry,  a  town  of  New  York,  U.S., 
on  tlio  Hudson,  48  m.  N.  of  Albany.  Pop.

Queen's  Oonnty,  a  oo.  of  Ireland,  en- 
compassed  by  Rildare,  Carlow,  Kilkenny, 
Tipperary,  and  King's  County.  It  extends 
83  m.  from  N.  to  8.,  and  87  m.  from  E.  to 
W.  Area  664  sq.  m.;  pop.  73,124.  The 
surface  is  generally  flat,  rising  In  the  N.W. 
into  the  Slieve-Bloom  Mountains^  of  which 
tho  highest  summit,  Arderin.  is  1784  ft.

QueeiiBland,  a  British  colony,  on  the  E. 
coast  of  Australia,  to  the  N.  of  New  South 
Wales.  It  comprehends  twelve  large  dis- 
tricts, vis.,  Moreton  (comprising  B.  and  W. 
MoretonV  Darling  Downs,  Burnett,  Port 
Curtis,  Maranoa,  MeAhardt,  Kennedy,  Mit- 
chell, Warrego,  Gregory,  Burke,  and  Cook. 
The  colony  includes  an  area  of  668,224  sq. 
m.,  equivalent  to  more  then  three  times 
the  area  of  France,  and  more  than  eleven 
times  the  area  of  England  and  Wales.  The 
country  generally  is  well  watered,  being 
intersected  by  numerous  streams  ana  rivers, 
many  of  which  are  broftd  and  navigable  fbr 
manv  miles  inland.

The  coal,  ironstone,  and  other 
mineral  deposits  of  the  co.  employ  large 
numbers  of  the  population,  and  constitute 
a  great  source  of  commerce  and  wealth.

Rethel,  reh-tel',  a  town  of  France,  dep. 
Ardennes,  on  the  Aiane,  24  m.  N.E.  of 
Khelms.

Betimo,  rS,-Wmo,  anc.  RUhymna,  %  sea- 
port on  the  N.  coast  of  the  island  of  Crete, 
S.E.  of  Greece.    Pop.  estimated  at  10,000. 

Bennlon,  ra-u-««-ong',  formerly  called 
Bourbon,  hocT-hon^,  a  fertile  island  in  the 
Indian  Ocean,  about  400  m.  E.  of  Mada- 
gascar. It  is  38  m.  long  and  28  m.  broad, 
it  is  of  volcanic  formation,  and  a  mountain 
in  the  8.  still  emits  fire,  smoke,  and  ashes. 
It  was  discovered  by  the  Portuguese  in 
16 16,  but  has  belonged  to  the  French  since 
1666,  with  the  exception  of  the  years  1810- 
14,  when  it  was  occupied  by  the  British. 
It  exports  coffee,  sugar,  cocoa,  cloves,  etc 
Its  coffee  is  inferior  only  to  that  of  Mocha, 
and  its  ebony  Is  the  most  solid,  close,  and 
lustrous  in  the  world.  Pop.  193,000.— iSK 
Denia,  the  cap.,  on  the  N.  coast,  has  a  pop. 
of  36,000. 

Bens,  r&'ooce,  a  manufkcturing  town  of 
Catalonia,  Spain,  prov.  and  9  m.  N.W.  of 
Tarragona.    Pop.  27,696. 

BeusB,  voice,  a  large  river  of  Switzer- 
land, issues  from  a  lake  in  Mount  St 
Gothard,  flows  N.  through  the  cant.  Uri, 
traverses  the  Lake  of  Lucerne,  then  again 
flows  N.  through  Aargau,  and  Joins  the 
Aar. 

Beau,  a  principality  in  Upper  Saxony, 
Germany,  divided  between  two  branches  of 
the  same  family,  and  forming  two  states  of 
the  German  Empire.  Beu9a-0rti»,  in  the 
E.  part  of  the  territory,  has  an  area  of  128 
sq.  m.,  and  Beuss-Sehleu,  in  the  S.,  820  sq.

Bbeydt  or  Bbeldt,  rUt,  a  town  of 
Rhenish  Prussia,  gov.  DUsseldorf,  on  the 
NIers,  10  m.  S.S.E.  of  Cologne,  with  ex- 
tensive silk,  velvet,  and  cotton  manufs. 
Pop.  19,087. 

Bhin,  Baa,  bd  reng  (Lower  Rhine),  and 
Bhln,  Haut,  ho  reng  (Upper  Rhine),  two 
former  deps.  of  France,  ceded  to  Germany 
in  1871.    See  IBlBass-Iiotlixingen. 

Bhlne,  rCn  (probably  derived  from  Gael. 
reidh-an,  the  placid  water),  a  large  and 
beautiful  river  of  Europe,  which,  rising 
in  Mount  St  Gothard  in  Switzerland,  and 
passing  through  the  Lake  of  Constance, 
divides  Switzerland  from  Germany.  It 
then  flows  through  the  German  states,  till, 
passing  into  Holland,  it  divides  Into  two 
branches,  the  larger  of  which  is  called  the 
Wanl,  which  flows  W.,  and  ioins  the  Maas 
near  Gorkum,  whilst  the  other,  called  the 
Riffn  (Rhine),  flows  N.W.,  and,  after  divid- 
ing into  several  other  branches,  falls  into 
the  North  Sea  at  Katwijk,  8  m.  below 
Leyden.  Its  banks,  for  a  great  part  of  its 
course,  show  an  unbroken  succession  of 
picturesque  scenery,  which  has  been  de- 
scribed as 

"  A  blending  of  all  beauties ;  streams  and 
dells, 

Fruit,  foliage,  crag,  wood,  cornfield,  moun- 
tain, vine, 

And  chiefless  castles  breathing   stem 
farewells 

From  gray  but  leafy  walls,  where  Ruin 
grimly  dwells." 

Bhlxms,  tins,  Bixxna,  or  Bbynes  of 
Galloway,  a  peninsula  formed  by  Loch 
Ryan  and  Luce  Bay,  in  the  W.  of  Wig- 
townshire, Scotland.  Its  length  is  28  m., 
and  its  breadth  varies  from  2  to  6  m.

Bhoda,  r</dd,  or  Bhodda,  rod'da,  an 
island  of  Egypt,  in  the  Nile,  opposite 
Cairo.

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Bhynd,  rind  (a  point  or  promontory),  a 
pa.  of  Scotland,  co.  Perth.    Pop.  297. 

Rhynle,  ri'ne,  a  pa.  and  tIL  of  Scotland, 
CO.  Aberdeen.  The  vil.,  called  J/utr  of 
RhynU,  is  about  9  m.  8.W.  of  Huntly. 
Pop.  of  pa.  1126;  of  ril.  442. 

Riadh,  rtfdd^  a  town  in  the  interior  of 
Nedjed,  Arabia,  the  cap.  of  the  Wahabees, 
a  very  strict  sect  of  Mohammednns. 

Riazan,  re-d-*dnr,  a  gov.  of  Russia,  E. 
of  Moscow,  traversed  by  the  river  Oka, 
which  divides  it  into  two  unequal  and 
very  different  parts:  that  on  the  N.  con- 
sists largely  of  forests,  li^es,  and  marshes, 
and  is  uncultivated;  while  that  in  the  8. 
consists  generally  of  a  rich  fertile  soil,  and 
produces  wheat,  oats,  barley,  hemp,  and 
flax,  all  of  which,  with  cattle,  honey,  iron, 
and  timber,  form  valuable  exports.  Area 
16,022  sq.m.;  pop.  1.663,263. 

Riazan,  a  town  of  Russia,  the  cap.  of  the 
above  gov.,  on  the  Oka,  the  see  of  an  arch- 
bishop, and  remarkable  for  its  numerous 
churches.

Riooarton,  rikfar-hm^  formerly  Richard' 
town,  a  pa.  and  vil.  of  Scotland,  co.  Ayr,  on 
the  Irvine,  which  separates  the  viL  from 
Kilmarnock,  within  the  limits  of  whose 
parliamentary  burgh  it  is  partly  included. 


which  marks  the  rise  and  fall  of  the 
river,  and  here,  according  to  Arab  tradi- 
tion. Pharaoh's  daughter  found  the  infant 
Moses. 

Rhode  Island,  rdd  (red  island),  the 
smallest  of  the  United  States  of  North 
America;  it  is  between  Connecticut  and 
Massachusetts,  and  is  celebrated  for  its 
orchards  and  dairy  produce.  Area  1306  sq. 
m.;  pop.  276,631.— iVovui«ne«  and  Newport 
are  the  state  ca^.— Rhode  Uland,  from 
which  the  state  takes  its  name,  is  in 
Narragansctt  Bay,  is  17  m.  long,  and  fh>m 
2A  to  8  m.  broad,  and,  because  of  its  pure 
air  and  mild  climate,  is  a  very  desirable 
residence  for  invalids  during  the  summer 
months. 

Rhodes,  r^idu,  an  island  belonging  to 
Turkey,  in  the  Mediterranean,  near  the 
Asiatic  coast.  In  ancient  times  it  was 
celebrated  for  its  colossal  brazen  statue, 
one  of  the  seven  wonders  of  the  world, 
erected  b.o.  288,  and  thrown  down  by  an 
earthquake  B.C.  227,  — in  more  modem 
times,  as  the  stronghold  of  the  Knights  of 
St  John,  who  held  it  firom  1308  to  1622, 
when  they  were  dislodged  by  Sultan  Soli- 
man,  after  a  long  siege.    Pop.  86,000. 

RhodeSi  a  city  and  seaport  of  Ariatic 
Turkey,  the  cap.  of  the  above  island,  at  its 
N.E.  extremity,  in  36«  28'  N.  lat,  and  28*

has  leather  and  shoe  mannfs.,  and  some 
trade  in  the  fishing  and  exporting  of 
sponge.

Rhodope  Monntalns,  ro'dl^^  (fabled 
to  have  received  its  name  from  Rhodope, 
the  wife  of  the  Thradan  king  Hiemus,  who 
was  metamorphosed  into  a  mountain  for 
attempting  to  rival  Juno),  or  Despoto- 
Dagh,  des-po'd  ddg,  a  mountain-chain  in 
Roumelia,  Turkey  in  Europe,  extending 
S.E.  from  the  Balkans  to  the  bank  of  the 
Maritxa.    Height  7800  ft 

Rhdne,  r9Ri  a  large  and  rapid  river  of 
France,  rises  in  Switzerland,  6  m.  firom 
the  source  of  the  Rhine,  and  expands  into 
the  Lake  of  Geneva;  issuing  from  which  it 
forms  the  boundary  between  Hante-Savoie 
and  Ain,  and  Ain  and  Is6re.  From  Lyons 
its  course  is  southerly,  and  after  passing 
Vienne,  Valence,  and  Avignon,  it  enters 
the  Mediterranean  by  four  mouths. 

Rh6ne,  a  dep.  of  France,  formed  of  part 
of  the  old  prov.  of  Lyonnais.  Area  1077 
sq.  m.;  pop.  741,470. 

Rhonehoiise,  rTinlwuse,  a  vil.  of  Boot- 
land,  CO.  Kirkcudbright,  pa.  of  Kelton. 

Rhuddlan,  or  Rhyddlan,  hrith*lan  (red 
church),  a  pari.  bor.  and  decayed  market 
town  in  Flintshire,  N.  Wales,  on  the 
Clwyd,  8  m.  N. W.  of  St  Asaph ;  it  consists 
now  of  only  one  street.    Pop.  1242. 

Rbyl,  ril,  a  town  and  fashionable  water- 
ing-place of  N.  Wales,  co.  Flint,  near  the 
mouth  of  the  Clwyd,  2  m.

market  town  in  the  N.  R.  of  Yorkshire, 
England,  with  an  ancient  castle  pictur- 
esquely situated  on  the  Swale,  43  m.  N.W. 

4502 ;  of  parL 
bor.  5642. 

Rlohmond  (so  named  when  the  royal 
palace  was  rebuilt  by  Henry  VII.,  who  was 
Earl  of  Richmond  before  bis  accession),  a 
town  of  England,  co.  Surrey,  on  the  Thames, 
11  m.  W.S.W.  of  St  Paul's;  it  is  situated 
on  a  hill,  and  commands  one  of  the  finest 
views  in  England.    Pop.  19,066. 

Rlohmond,  a  city  and  river  port  of  the 
United  States,  the  cap.  of  Virginia,  pictur- 
esquely situated  on  James  River,  20  m. 
W.N.W.  of  Montpellier.  It  was  the  seat  of 
the  Confederate  government  during  the 
late  civil  war.  Pop.  63,600.— Also,  a  town 
of  Indiana,  U.S.,  co.  Wayne,  69  m.  E.  of 
Indlanopolis.

N.E.  of 
Mittau.  It  is  strongly  fortified,  and  in 
point  of  trade  ranks  next  to  St  Petenborg.

Rimnik,  rim^nik^  a  town  of  Roumania, 
the  cap.  of  a  dist  of  the  same  name,  on  the 
Rimnik,  about  80  m.

W.  to 
the  Rio  Negro,  into  which  it  falls  by  several 
months  after  a  course  of  860  m. 

Rio  Colorado,  re^o  ko-lo-fitdd  (the  mddy 
river),  a  river  of  S.  America,  rises  in  the 
Andes  of  Chili,  flows  8.£.  through  the  pam- 
pas of  the  Argentine  Republic,  and  falls 
into  the  AtUntic  near  40*  8.  lat. 

Rio  Oolorado,  U.  8.  8«e  Colorado  or 
Bio  Colorado. 

Rio  Colorado,  a  river  of  Texas,  U.  8., 
rises  in  the  table-lands  in  the  N.W.  of  the 
sUte,  flows  8.B.,  and,  after  a  course  of  900 
m.,  enters  Matagorda  Bay  in  the  Qnlf  of 
Mexico. 

Rio  d«  Janeiro,  rti'odd  ahd-nd'ro  (the 
river  of  JannaiyX  the  metropolitan  prov. 
of  Brasil,  bounded  landward  by  the  provs. 
Espirito  Santo,  Mines  Oeraes,  and  Santo 
Paulo,  and  on  the  E.  and  8.  by  the  Atlan- 
tic.   Area  about  18,500  sq.  m. ;  pop.  782.724. 

Rio  de  Janeiro,  generally  celled  Rio, 
the  cap.  of  Brazil,  and  thelareest  and  most 
important  commercial  city  of  8.  America. 
It  is  beautifully  situated  on  a  noble  bay 
studded  with  more  than  a  hundred  islands, 
and  has  one  of  the  finest  harbours  in  the 
world,  defended  by  a  citadel  and  several 
forts.  Its  principal  exports  are  sugar, 
coffee,  cotton,  hides,  drugs,  cabinet  and  dye 
woods,  gold,  diamonds,  and  precious  stones. 
The  trade  is  chiefly  in  the  hands  of  the 
BriUah.  The  city  was  so  named  by  the 
Portuguese  because  the  bay  was  discovered 
on  the  1st  of  January.  Pop.,  including 
suburbs,  276/)00.— The  Bag  of  Rio  is  in 
the  form  of  a  pear,  and  is  17  m.  in  length, 
\\  m.  wide  at  its  entrance  and  U  m.  in 
extreme  breadth. 

Rio  de  la  Plata,  nfo  dd  Idpiortd  (the 
river  of  silver),  a  great  estuary  of  South 


America,  between  Urngtuy  and  the  Argen- 
tine  Republic,  formed  by  the  Junction  of 
the  Parana  and  Uruguay  rivers.  It  is  200 
m.  in  length  from  N.W.  to  8.E.,  and  wher* 
it  Joins  the  AtUnUo  is  170  m.  across.  Its 
muddy  waters  can  be  traced  in  the  ocean 
for  200  m. 

Rio  Dooe,  m^o  iX^tH  (sweet,  i*.  fresh 
water  river),  a  river  of  Brazil,  rises  in  the 
prov.  of  Minas  Geraes,  and  enters  the 
Atlantic  in  the  prov.  of  Espirito  Santo.

Rio  Orande,  r^o  grdn'da,  (the  great 
river),  a  river  of  Senegambia,  W.  Africa, 
which,  alter  a  course  of  about  400  m.,  enters 
the  Atlantic  near  Cape  Roxo  by  an  estuaiy 
10  m.  across.— Also  a  river  of  Colombia,  8. 
America,  state  of  Panama.— Also  a  river  of 
the  Mosquito  Territory,  Central  America, 
flows  £.  and  enters  the  Caribbean  Sea  80 
m.  N.  of  the  Pearl  Key  Lagoon. 

Rio  Orande  or  Rio  Braro  del  Norte, 
fVo  grdnfdd  or  rt^o  brd'vo  del  nor^td  (the 
great  or  rapid  river  of  the  north),  a  river  of 
N.  America,  rises  in  the  Rocky  Mountains, 
and,  flowing  S.E.,  forms  the  boundary 
between  Mexico  and  Texas,  and  fklls  into 
the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  after  a  course  of  1800  m. 

Rio  Orande  de  Santiago,  re'o  grOnfdd 
dd  adM-U^go  (the  great  river  of  8t  JamesV, 
a  river  of  Mexico,  N.  America,  flows  with 
a  rapid  course  400  m.  N.W.  across  the 
Anahuac  table-land,  and  enters  the  Pacific 
near  San  Bias. 

Rio  Orande  do  Norte,  r^o  grdnfdd 
dS  not'td  (the  great  river  of  the  north, 
named  from  a  river  so-called  which  flows 
through  it,  and  enters  the  Atluitlc  at 
Natal),  a  proy.  forming  the  N.E.  comer  of 
Brazil.    Area  17,060  sq.  m. ;  pop.  283,979. 

Rio  Orande  or  Bfto  Pedro  do  Bnl  (the 
great  river,  or  the  river  St  Peter  of  the 
south),  a  seaport  of  Brazil,  the  cap.  of  the 
prov.  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  at  the  outlet  of 
Lake  Patos ;  it  has  a  variety  of  manufs. 
and  is  a  place  of  considerable  trade,  but 
from  its  low  situation  is  sut^ect  to  inunda- 
tions.

RlQja,  Za,  a  pror.  of  the  Argentine 
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Repnblle,  Sooth  America,  with  a  cap.  of 
the  same  name,  from  which  wine  and 
brandy  are  exported.  The  town  is  situated 
aboot  118  m.  8.S.W.  of  Gatamarca,  and 
about  an  equal  distance  from  San  Juan.

Riom,  re-ong',  a  town  of  France,  dep.

Bobs  (from  the  Gael.  ro»,  a  promontory), 
a  CO.  of  Scotland,  stretches  across  the  N. 
part  of  the  country  from  the  Morar  Firth 
to  the  Minch,  and  comprises  the  ^stricts 
of  Easter  and  Wester  Ross,  the  ialand  of 
Levis,  and  the  peninsula  Iring  between  the 
Beauly  and  Cromarty  Firths,  called  the 
Black  Isle,  or  EdderdaU,  i^^  "the  land 
between  the  two  seas,"  or  Ardmeonack, 
ix.,  "the  monk's  height"  The  oo.  ia 
bounded  on  the  N.  by  Sutheiland,  and  on 
the  S.  by  Inverness.  Area,  ineludlDg 
Cromarty  (with  which  it  is  united),  8129  sq. 
m . ;  pop.,  including  Cromarty,  78,647.  The 
W.  coast  is  deeply  indented  with  nomeroaa 
lochs,  the  chief  of  which  are  Lochs  Broom, 
Em,  Torridcn,  Carron,Alsk,  and  Ooir  Loch 
—all  arms  of  the  sea.  The  aspect  of  the 
country  is  wild  and  mountainoas,  Inter- 
sected  by  beautiful  glens,  lakes,  and 
rivers.  Some  of  the .  mountains  are  of 
considerable  altitude,  such  as  Bm  Dtarg, 
which  is  8661  ft.;  Ben  Wyvis,  8429  ft; 
B<n  AlUgin,  8016  ft;  and  Bern  Claehan, 
2028  ft.  above  the  sea.  The  high  districts 
afford  abundant  pasturage  for  sheep  and 
cattle,  and  the  glens  produce  grain  crops 
of  a  superior  quality.  Fresh-water  lakes 
are  numerous,  and  give  rise  to  many  small 
streams,  which  intersect  the  oo.  in  all 
directions.  The  most  important  lakes  are 
Loch  Marts  (18  m.  long)  and  Loch  LuieharU 
The  manufis.  of  Ross-shire  are  unimpor- 
tant; but  the  fisheries  are.  extensive  and 
valuable.  Stomowag,  in  Lewis,  is  the 
principal  fishing  station.  The  royal  burgh 
of  DuigwaU,  at  the  head  of  Cromarty  Firth, 
is  the  00.  town. 

Bom,  a  town  of  England,  co.  and  about  18 
m.  S.E.  of  Hereford,  beautlfhlly  situated  on 
the  banks  of  the  Wye,  and  surrounded  by 
a  picturesque  and  highly  cultivated  oountry, 
the  cider  of  which  is  in  high  repute.  John 
Kvrle.  who  founded  many  benevolent  in- 
stitutions in  the  town,  and  whom  Pope  has 
Immortalized  in  his  well-known  lines  on 
the  "  Man  of  Ross,"  was  a  native  of  the 
town.    Pop.  8724. 

Boss,  a  vil.  of  Scotland,  oo.  Benriek,  pa.  of 
Mordington.  P.  871^— Also,  a  vil.  in  Perth- 
shire, forming  part  of  the  vIL  of  Comrie.

Wezfoid,  on  the  Barrow,  with  ezteuive 
exports  of  com,  frovlrions>  wool,  and 
cattle.

S.  Italv,  prov.  and  82  m.  M.E.  of  Cosenxa, 
near  the  Gulf  of  Taranto,  with  quarries 
of  alabaster  and  marble  in  its  vicinity.

Bom  Oarberry,  ross  karl>er-re,  a  town 
and  episcopal  see  of  Ireland,  co.  and  32  m.

Rotondo  Monte,  ro-ton^dS  mon'tS  (the 
round  mountain,  so  named  from  its  shape), 
the  highest  mountain  in  the  island  of 
Corsica,  9065  ft.  above  the  sea 

Rottenburg,  rofun-boorg,  a  town  of 
WUrtemberg,  (Germany,  on  the  Neckar,  7 
m.  S.W.  of  Tubingen.    Pop.  7186. 

Rotterdam,  rofter-dam  (the  embank- 
ment on  the  Rotte),  a  seaport  and  great 
city  of  commercial  importance  in  the 
Netherlands,  on  the  Haas,  at  ita  conflu- 
ence with  the  Rotte,  40  m.  S.W.  of  Amster- 
dam. Although  80  m.  fh>m  the  North 
Bea,  it  has  great  fadiitles  for  trade,  the 


streets  being  Intersected  by  canals  deep 
enough  to  receive  vessels  of  a  large  size. 
It  has  manufs.  of  various  kinds,  numerous 
gin  distilleries,  and  extensive  exports  of 
dairy  and  agricultural  produce.  The 
learned  Erasmus,  to  whose  memory  his 
fellow -citizens  have  erected  a  bronze 
statue  in  the  market-place,  was  bom  here 
in  1467.

Rotomah,  or  Rothuma,  ro-4o</tnd,  an 
island  of  the  Pacific  Ocean,  N.W.  of  the 
colony  of  Fiji,  to  which  it  was  annexed  in

Roabaix,  roo-ba%  a  town  of  France,  dep. 
Nord,  6  m.  N.E.  of  Lisle ;  it  is  a  chief  seat 
of  the  French  woollen  manufacture,  and 
has  dyeworks  and  several  spinning  mills. 
Pop.  79,706. 

Rouen,  roo-ang',  or  rtMmg(most  probably 
corr.  finom  its  anc.  name  Bothotnagua,  the 
rath  or  fort  on  the  plain,  but  other  etymo- 
logies are  also  given),  an  important  com- 
mercial and  manufacturing  city  of  France, 
the  cap.  of  the  d^.  Selne-Infirieure,  on  the 
Seine,  44  m.  E.8.E.  of  Havre ;  it  is  noted  for 
the  superiority  of  its  cotton  and  woollen 
manufs.,  and  its  andent  cathedral  is  one  of 
the  most  elaborate  Gothic  edifloes  in  the 
world.  Joan  of  Arc  was  burned  here  by 
the  English  in  1481,  and  a  statue  to  her 
memory  has  been  erected  on  the  spot.  Pop. 
106,860. 

Ron^hrigg,  r^f*rig,  a  vil.  of  Scotland,  oo. 
Lanark,  pa.  of  New  Monkland.    Pop.  689. 

Ronlers,  roo-UL\  a  town  of  Belgium,  prov. 
W.  Flanders,  on  the  Handel,  an  a£B.  of  the 
Lys,  12  m.  N.N.E.  of  Ypres,  with  linen 
manufs.  and  trade  in  flax  grown  in  the 
surrounding  districts.    Pop.  16,188. 

Roninania,  roo-^id^n^-d  (named  fh>m  the 
HomanL  of  whom  the  Roumanians  are  the 
descendants),  a  kingdom  of  Europe,  embrac- 
ing the  former  principalities  of  Moldavia 
and  Wallsehia,  lies  N.  of  the  Danube,  with 
Austria  and  Servia  on  the  W.,  and  the 
Black  Sea  and  Russia  on  the  E.  By  the 
Berlin  Treaty  of  1878,  the  boundanr  of 
Roumania  with  respect  to  Russia  was  fixed 
to  be  the  river  Pruth  and  the  Killa,  the 
northmost  branch  of  the  Danube,  and  to 
its  territory  were  added  the  whole  delta  of 
the  Danube,  the  Isle  of  Serpents,  and  other 
islands  of  the  delta,  and  the  country  8.  of 
the  Dobrudscba,  as  fkr  as  a  line  stretching 
from  the  E.  of  Silistria  to  the  Black  Sea  S. 
of  HangaUa.  With  this  additional  terri- 
tory the  area  is  49,463  sq.  m.,  and  the  pop. 
6,876,000.  The  country  is  for  the  most  part 
flat  or  undulating,  except  in  the  W.,  where 
spurs  from  the  Carpathians  give  it  a  some- 
what mountainous  character.  The  soil  is 
I  in  the  highest  degree  fertile.    Agriculture 
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Is  an  imporUnt  branch  of  industry,  bat 
frequently  the  cropa  suffer  much  finom  the 
ravages  of  locusts,  or  are  prerented  flrom 
coming  to  maturity  by  long-continued  sum- 
mer droughts.  While  Wallachia  is  desti- 
tute of  wood  throughout  almost  its  whole 
extent,  forests  are  of  great  extent  and  im- 
portance in  Moldavia.  The  riches  of  the 
country  consist  in  its  horses,  cattle,  and 
sheep,  of  which  immense  numbers  are 
reared,  and  find  sustenance  on  its  far 
stretching  plains.  Swine  also  are  numer- 
ous. Bees  are  extensively  reared  in  Mol- 
davia, and  the  swampy  marshes  extending 
for  miles  along  the  banks  of  the  Danube 
are  the  haunts  of  innumerable  waterfowl. 
Minerals  are  said  to  be  abundant,  but  the 
only  one  that  is  extensively  worked  is  rock- 
salt.  The  Roumanians  are  a  mixed  race 
descended  fh>m  Tn^an's  Roman  colonists. 
They  speak  a  language  called  Romanic, 
which  fa  chiefly  derived  from  the  Latin, 
though  in  highly  educated  drdes  French 
is  generally  spoken,  especially  by  the 
ladies.  The  esublished  religion  fa  that  of 
the  Greek  Church,  but  all  forms  of  Chris- 
tianity are  tolerated,  and  every  person  en- 
Jovs  the  same  civil  and  political  righfa 
whatever  his  religion  may  be.  The  king 
fa  aided  in  the  government  by  responsible 
ministers  and  two  houses  of  legislature,  a 
Senate  and  Cham  her  of  Deputies.  The  chief 
towns  are  Bucharest,  the  capital,  Jeusff, 
the  chief  town  in  Moldavia,  Oalat*,  Kror 
jova,  Oiurgevo,  BrahUov,  Kala/<UfKa^Baha- 
dagh. 

Ronmftllft,  roo-mefU^  or  HnmlH,  roomf- 
0-U  (a  Turkish  corr.  of  Ronmania,  which 
see),  a  prov.  of  European  Turkey,  compris- 
ing ancient  MaoedonU  and  the  8.  half  of 
Thrace;  it  fa  bounded  N.  by  Eastern 
RoumeliiL  Bulgaria,  and  Servia ;  W.  by  Al- 
bania; S.  by  the  Archipelago  and  the  Sea  of 
Marmora;  and  E.  by  the  Black  Sea.  Its 
area  fa  estimated  at  16,864  sq.  m.,  and  its 

Cop.  at  1,464,000.  The  surface  fa  traversed 
y  ramifications  of  the  Balkan  Mountains, 
which  enclose  many  fertile  plains  and  val- 
ie  vs,  the  chief  products  of  which  are  cotton, 
wme,  oil,  and  tobacco.  It  also  includes  ex- 
tensive pastures,  on  which  large  numbers  of 
sheep  are  reared.  Agriculture,  as  in  other 
parts  of  Turkey,  fa  in  a  backward  condi- 
tion. The  climate  fa  in  general  mild  and 
salubrious. 

Bomnella,  XaBtem,  formerly  a  portion 
of  the  above  prov.,  corresponding  nearly  to 
the  northern  half  of  andent  Thrace.  By 
the  Berlin  Treaty  of  1878  it  was  de- 
tached from  the  vilayet  of  Adrianople,  of 
which  it  previously  formed  a  part,  and 
while  remaining  under  the  direct  military 
and  political  authority  of  the  Sultan,  who 
has  the  right  of  erecting  fortresses  on  its 
land  and  sea  frontiers,  fa  yet  to  be  self 
adminfatered  under  a  Christian  governor- 
general  appointed  fbr  five  years  with  assent 
of  the  Great  Powen.    From  the  predomi- 


nance of  Bulgarians  in  the  popnUtion,  it 
may  not  inappropriately  be  designated 
Southern  Bulgaria.  Area  13,646  sq.  m. ;  pop. 
815,961.— Its  chief  town  is  PhUippopoli$, 
on  the  Maritxa. 

Bouphia,  or  Bonfla,  roo-/e^d,  anc.  Al- 
pheua,  a  river  of  Greece,  drains  the  table- 
land of  Arcadia,  and  enters  the  Mediter^ 
ranean  on  the  W.  coast  of  the  Morea. 

Bousay,  ro</$ii  (Rolfs  faland),  an  island 
of  the  Orkney  group,  Scotland,  with  a  vil. 
of  the  same  name,  about  10  m.  N.  of  Kirk- 
wall. Pop.  of  island  873.— Rousay,  EgU- 
shay,  and  Weir  falands  form  a  pa.  Pop. 
1118. 

RoUBillon,  roo-sU-gomg'  (said  to  take  its 
name  from  Ruseino,  a  Roman  colony,  sup- 
posed to  have  stood  about  2  m.  from  Pe> 
pignan),  an  old  prov.  in  the  S.  of  France, 
now  forming  the  dep.  Pyi^n^es-Orientales. 

Boveredo,  ro-iw^'da  (ft-om  It.  rovereto, 
a  place  planted  with  oaks),  a  town  of  Aus- 
tria-Unngary,  in  the  S.  of  the  Tyrol,  on  the 
Lens,  near  its  Junction  with  the  Adige,  18 
m.  S.S.W.  of  Trent,  with  manufs.  of  silk, 
leather,  and  tobacco.    Pop.  8864. 

Bovlgno,  ro-vten*go,  or  Trevlgno,  ML- 
veen'go,  a  seaport  of  Coastland,  Austria- 
Hungary,  on  the  W.  coast  of  Istria,  88  m. 
S.S.W.  of  Trieste,  with  an  extensive  tunny 
and  sardine  fishery,  and  trade  in  wine  and 
olives  produced  in  the  environs,  where  are 
also  quarries  of  beautiful  marble.  Pop. 
9622. 

Bovlgo,  rov^go,  a  town  of  Venetis,  N. 
Italy,  the  cap.  of  the  prov.  of  the  same 
name,  on  the  Adigetto,  an  affl.  of  the  Adige, 
87  m.

BowandlB,  row-dn'^fif,  a  fortified  town 
of  Kurdistan,  Turkey  in  Asfa,  on  the  Row- 
andfa,  an  affl.  of  the  Great  Zab,  46  ro.

Bowardexman,  row-ar-den'nan,  a  lind- 
ing-place  on  Loch  Lomond,  Scotland,  from 
which  the  ascent  of  Ben  Lomond  is  con- 
sidered easiest.  It  may  be  considered 
the  entrance  of  the  Highlands  in  thfa 
direction. 

Bowde,  a  pa.  and  vil.  of  EngUnd,  oo. 
Wilts,  2  m.  N.W.  of  Devises.  Pop.  of  pa.

Bower,  a  pa.  and  viL  of  Ireland,  co.  Kil- 
kenny, on  the  Barrow,  4  m.  N.  of  New 
Ross.

Bowley  BegU,  row'Ul  rtTjit^  a  town  of 
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England,  eo.  BUfford,  8  m.  S.E.  of  Dudley, 
the  se&t  of  a  prosperoae  coal  and  Iron  trade, 
with  extensive  manuiik  of  naila  and  hard- 
ware.   Pop.  27,886. 

Rowno,  rot/no,  a  town  of  West  Rnfisia, 
gov.  Volhynla,  116  m.  W.N.W.  of  Jltomir.

Bozlmrgh,  rox'^Mr-o,  a  oo.  of  Scotland, 
one  of  the  moat  interesting  and  beautiful 
in  the  country.  It  lies  to  the  8.  of  Ber- 
wickshire, and  is  separated  from  England 
bv  the  Cheviot  Hills.  On  the  W.  is  Selkirk-

It 
embraces  the  ancient  olstrlcts  of  TeviotdaU 
and  Liddetdale,  so  named  from  the  Teviot 
and  the  lAddel,  by  which  they  are  watered. 
Towards  the  N.  and  W.  the  country  is 
mountainous,  but  on  the  8.  and  £.  it  is 
level  and  fertile.  The  scenery  is  varied 
and  picturesque.  The  ChwioU  do  not  rise 
to  any  great  height,  the  most  elevated  part 
not  exceeding  2676  ft.  The  herbage  is 
green  to  the  summit,  and  affords  pasturage 
to  vast  flocks  of  sheep,  which  are  here  the 
chief  stock  of  the  farmers.  The  N.  dis- 
tricts are  watered  by  the  Tweed,  besides 
which  and  the  Liddei  and  Teviot,  there  are 
in  the  CO.  numerous  streams,  locally  called 
"waters,"  such  as  the  Jed,  Gala,  Allan^  Ale, 
Uid  Slitriff.  Roxburghshire  possesses  a  very 
interesting  history  in  connexion  with  bor- 
der feuds  of  former  days,  and  exhibits 
many  relics  of  those  warlike  times  in  the 
shape  of  castles,  towers,  and  other  fortified 
edifices.  It  has  also  several  magnificent 
remains  of  monastic  life  and  institutions. 
—The  CO.  town,  Jedburgh,  on  the  Jed,  a  tri- 
butary of  the  Teviot;  Kelao,  at  the  con- 
fluence of  the  Teviot  with  the  Tweed ;  and 
MelroBe,  on  the  Tweed,  have  all  fine  mins 
of  ancient  abbeys.  Not  far  from  Melrose 
is  Abbota/ord,  the  celebrated  country-seat 
of  Sir  Walter  Scott.  Hawick,  on  the  Teviot, 
and  Jedburgh,  have  large  manufactures  of 
tweeds.  Flannels,  blankets,  and  carpets 
are  also  made  to  a  considerable  extent 
Thomson  and  Leyden  the  poets  were  bom 
in  RoxburghBhire,  the  former  at  Ednam, 
near  Kolso,  and  the  latter  at  Denholm,  a 
few  miles  firom  Hawick. 

Bozburgh  (the  rock  fortress,  named 
fh>m  a  strong  castle  situated  on  a  rock  near 
the  Junction  of  the  Teviot  and  the  Tweed), 
a  pa.  and  vil.  of  Scotland,  co.  Roxburgh,  4 
m.  8.  of  Kelao.  with  the  ruins  of  a  castle, 
at  the  siege  of  which  James  II.  was  killed 
by  the  bursting  of  a  cannon  In  1460.  Fop.

Boxbtirgh,  a  oo.  of  New  South  Wales, 
Australia,  between  the  Cadgegong  River  on 
the  N.  and  the  Maoqnarie  on  the  8.  Area

about  2667  m.  Area  8,444,000  sq.  m. ;  pop. 
98,366,000.  The  Russian  Empire  is  poli- 
tically divided  as  folloirs: — 1.  E^n^penn 
Bussia^  including  the  Kingdom  of  Po- 
land; 9.  Orand  Duchg  qf  Finland;  8. 
LUutenancy  of  Om  Caueatua;  4.  Siberia;  5. 
Bussian  Centrai  Asia.  These  are  sab- 
divided  into  a  number  of  governments. 

European  Russia  is  bounded  N.  bj  the 
Arctic  Ocean  and  Norway ;  W.  by  Sweden, 
the  Baltic  Sea,  Prussia,  Austria,  and  Ron- 
mania;  8.  by  the  Black  Sea,  Sea  of  Azov, 
and  the  Caucasus  Mountains;  and  E.  by 
the  Caspian  Sea,  the  river  Ural,  and  the 
Ural  Mountains.  It  contains  about  3,223,000 
sq.m.;  the  pop.  exceeds  83,659,000.  Russia 
belongs  to  the  great  plain  of  Europe,  and 
if  we  except  a  small  portion  between  Mo»- 
oow  and  8t  Petersburg  (where  the  Valdai 
HUls  rise  to  a  mean  height  of  900  ft.,  the 
highest  point  being  1828  ft),  and  the  penin- 
sula of  the  Crimea,  the  country  presents 
either  a  gently  undulating  surface  or  is  a 
dead  level,  consisting  of  forests,  moorlands, 
marshes,  steppes,  and  fertile  solL  The 
principal  rivers  are  the  Petchora,  which 
flows  into  the  Arctic  Ocean;  the  Mesen, 
Norihem  Dwina,  and  Onega,  which  flow 
into  the  White  Sea;  the  Neva,  which  dis- 
charges into  the  Gulf  of  Finland;  the 
Western  Dwina,  flowing  into  the  Gulf  of 
Riga;  the  Dnieper  and  Dniester,  which 
empty  themselves  into  the  Black  Sea; 
the  Don,  into  the  Sea  of  Axov;  and 
the  Volga  and  UreU,  which  discharge  into 
the  Caspian  Sea.  The  chief  islands  are : 
Aland,  Dago,  and  Oesel,  in  the  Baltic;  Kol- 
Quev,  Waygat,  Nova  Zembia,  Francis  Joseph 
Lcmd,  and  Spitsbergen,  in  the  Arctie  Ocean. 
A  distinguishing  feature  of  8.  Russia  is 
its  steppes,  divided  bv  the  Don  into  two 
regions,  designated  tne  Sigh  Steppes  and 
the  Low  Steppes.  The  High  Steppes,  lying 
westward,  are  vast  plains  chiefly  of  san^ 
destitute  of  wood,  except  here  and  there  a 
stunted  birch  or  a  few  shrubs,  but  largely 
overgrown  with  coarse  grass  and  wild 
flowers,  which,  as  the  heat  of  the  season 
advances,  present  the  appearance  of  a  sun- 
burnt waste.  The  Low  Steppes,  to  the  E., 
are  more  sterile  still,  having  a  saline  sandy 
soil,  intenroented  with  intensely  salt  lakes, 
which  probably  once  formed  a  portion  of 
the  Caspian  Sea.  The  soil  of  such  an  ex- 
tensive tract  is,  of  course,  various,  but 
where  fit  for  cultivation  is  generally  good 
and  productive.  Barlev,  oats,  and  rye  are 
the  principal  grain  products  of  the  N. ;  in 
the  middle  and  S.,  wheat  is  raised  in  great 
abundance;  hemp  and  flax  are  cultivated 
on  the  strong  soils ;  and  tobacco  and  maize 
chieflv  in  the  Crimea.  Forests  are  esti- 
mated to  cover  two-fifths  of  the  entire 
surface.  These  are  in  the  highest  de- 
gree valuable,  as  snpplying  in  profusion 
timber,  tar,  pitch,  turpentine,  and  potash 
for  exportatloo,  and  fhmishlng  ftuu  in  a 


country  which  is  largely  destitute  of  coal 
Apples,  plums,  and  cherries  are  common 
in  the  central  provinces;  peaches  and 
melons  in  the  sonthem;  and  in  Tanrida 
and  the  Crimea,  grapes,  figs,  almonds,  and 
pomegranates.  The  climate  is  more  severe 
than  that  of  the  other  countries  of  Europe 
in  corresponding  latitudes,  but  Is  generally 
healthy,  and  favourable  to  long  lire.  A 
distinguishing  feature  is  the  stronglv  con- 
trasts temperature  of  the  winter  and  sum- 
mer seasons,  which  is  experienced  through- 
out the  whole  country,  but  more  so  within 
the  steppe  region  than  elsewhere.  The 
wild  animals  include  almost  all  those 
found  in  other  parts  of  Europe.  In  the 
N.  the  reindeer  u  a  source  of  wealth,  and 
the  bear,  wolf,  fox,  lynx,  otter,  marten, 
ermine,  squirrel,  and  other  (tir-bearing 
animals  are  hunted  for  their  skins,  which 
are  in  demand  for  exportation.  Camels, 
introduced  f^m  Asia,  are  kent  in  large 
numbers  by  the  nomadic  tribes  In  the 
steppes.  Of  domestic  animals,  vast  num- 
bers of  horses,  black  cattle,  sheep,  swine, 
and  goats  are  reared.  The  fisheries  on 
the  Caspian  Se%  the  Volga,  and  other 
rivers,  are  valuable  and  productive.  In 
no  other  country  are  bees  reared  to  the 
same  extent.  The  most  extensive  mines 
of  Russia  are  in  the  Ural  Mountains. 
Gold,  eopper,  and  iron  are  obtained  In 
Perm,  and  there  are  also  Iron  mines  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Moscow.  Platinum 
was  discovered  In  the  Urals  In  1828,  and 
has  been  worked  ever  since.  Salt  abounds 
in  several  govs.,  and  springs  of  naphtha 
occur  in  the  district  of  Perekop,  and  m  the 
Isle  of  Taman  In  Taurida.  Agricnltnre 
has  undergone  great  Improvements  during 
late  years,  but  is  still  in  a  rude  state. 
The  manufk  are  rapidly  extending.  The 
commerce,  both  inland  and  foreign,  is  ex- 
tensive and  increasing.  The  inland  traJBc 
is  conducted  in  a  great  measure  by  means 
of  annual  fairs,  of  which  the  most  cele- 
brated is  that  of  NiJnI-Novgorod.  It  con- 
tinues firom  the  end  of  July  till  the  be- 
ginning of  September.  About  100,000 
merchants  from  ail  narts  of  Europe  and 
Asia  are  present,  and  exchange  the  com- 
modities of  their  respective  countries  to 
such  an  extent  that  the  sales  effected 
sometimes  realize  more  than  £20,QOOJOOO. 
Trade  is  greatly  facilitated  by  an  exten- 
sive system  of  river  and  canal  navigation, 
which  intersects  the  country  in  every  direc- 
tion. The  principal  exports  are  com,  tim- 
ber, hemp,  flax,  tallow,  pitch,  tar,  leather, 
wool,  and  furs.  European  Russian  Tex- 
duslve  of  Finland  and  Poland)  eonnsts 
of  51  governments  and  territories.  The 
govs,  of  Perm  and  Orenbourg  are  partly 
in  Euit)pe  and  partly  In  Asia.  The  gov. 
of  StavropoL  altnongh  lying  on  the  Euro- 
pean side  of  the  Caucasus,  is  ranked  by 
the  Russians,  for  administrative  parpoae% 
among  the  provinces  of  Asiatic  Russia.

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Wanaw,  Kalisch,  KietUt  Lomtha,  Lublin, 
Piotrkaw.  Plotekj  Radom,  StedUe,  and  8u- 
waUd;  tne  chief  towns  being  Wareaw  and 
Lublin.  Finland  embraces  8  govs.,  viz.. 
Nifland,AhOy  Taoaetehue,  Wibora,Kuopio,St 
Michaele,  fFa«a,  and  Uleabcrg;  the  principal 
towns  in  which  are  HeUingfpra,  the  cap., 
and  Abo.  The  people  of  Russia  ara  di- 
vided into  a  great  variety  of  nations,  but 
thev  belong  generally  to  two  great  races 
— the  Caucasian  and  the  Mongolian.  Of 
tbe  Caucasian  race  are  the  Sclavonisns — 
including  Russiansproper.  Poles,  Lithu- 
anians, Letts,  and  wallachianS'-OermanB. 
Swedes,  Greeks,  Armenians,  Jews,  and 
Gypsies.  Of  the  Mongolian  race  are  tbe 
Finns,  Samoiedes,  Tartars,  Turcomans,  and 
Kalmucks.  The  established  religion  is 
the  Greek  Church,  bat  all  other  sects  are 
tolerated,  except  the  Jews,  upon  whom  are 
laid  certain  restraints.  Roman  Catho- 
lics are  verv  numerous  in  Poland.  Tbe 
Finns  and  Laplanders  are  Lutheran  Pro- 
testants. Mohammedanism  prevails  in  the 
8.E.,  and  the  northern  nomadie  tribes 
are  pagans  and  idolaters.  Education,  till 
lately,  has  been  little  attended  to,  and 
the  people  generally,  except  in  Finland, 
are  grossly  ignorant  and  superstitious.  In 
Finland  education  is  all  but  universal,  al- 
most every  person  being  able  to  read,  and 
many  to  tmte.  The  government  of  Russia 
Is  an  absolute  hereditarr  monarchy— the 
only  restraint  on  the  wiu  of  the  emperor 
being  the  influence  of  the  nobility  and 
clergy.  Great  reforms  in  administration 
have  taken  place  of  late  years.  Serfdom 
was  abolished  by  an  imperial  ukase  in  1861, 
and  conquered  or  annexed  countries  pre- 
serve in  a  great  measure  their  own  laws 
and  institutions.  The  official  title  of  the 
emperor  Is  SamoderjeU,  which  signifies 
"  autocrat." 

AtiaJtic  Bueaia  officially  oonslBts  of  three 

Sreat  divisions,  viz.,  the  Lieutenancy  of 
^e  Caucasus,  Siberia  and  Russian  Central 
Asia.  It  extends  from  88*  to  78*  N.  lat., 
and  from  87*  to  190*  E.  long.,  and  has  a 
total  area  estimated  at  6,231,000  sq.  m., 
with  a  pop.  of  about  14,606,700.— The  Liew 
tenancy  of  Ms  OcMmaue  .extends  flrom  the 
Sea  of  Azov  to  the  Csspian,  and  includes 
all  the  Russian  territory  to  the  S.  of  the 
rivers  Terek  and  Kuban,  which,  although 
in  Cla-Caueasia,  are  regarded  by  the  Rus- 
sians as  the  S.  bounds^  of  Europe.  The 
lieutenancy  embraces  15  govs.,  vis.,  Kuban, 
Stavropol,  and  Terek,  in  CIs-Caueasia; 
BakUfDagheetan,  Slieabethpol,  Erivan.  Ku- 
taie,  Sukhum,  Tehemoiemore,  lytie,  and  Sak- 
Aato^inTrans^^ucssia;  Kara  wad  Batoum, 
in  Armenia:  and  the  Trane-Caepian  Terri- 
tory.—Siberia  lies  between  68*— 78*  N.  lat, 
and  e0*-190*  E.  long.    It  is  divided  into  8 

uurger  than  all  Europe.  /SMBlbuia.  South 
of  Siberia,  and  west  of  the  Thian-Sban 
Mountains,  there  lies  a  great  saucer  of 
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continental  drainage,  bounded  on  the  S. 
by  Persia  and  Afghanistan ;  and  the  whole 
of  this  country,  excepting  the  remains  of 
Western  Turkestan,  forms  what  is  known 
as  Bu9$ian  Central  Atia.  It  comprises  an 
area  of  1,844/K)0  sq.  m.,  with  a  pop. 
of  about  bfm,WO,  and  is  divided  into 
nine  govs.,  vir.,  UraUk^  Turgai,  Akmo- 
linsk,  Semipalatinsk,  Semireehensk^  Fer- 
ghana, Zara/shan,  Sir-Daria,  Amoo-Daria; 
also  the  New  Territory  upon  the  Black 
Irtish  and  the  portion  of  Kuldja  belonging 
to  Russia.  The  Caspian  Sea,  which  forma 
the  greater  part  of  the  W.  boundary  of 
Knssian  Central  Asia,  lies  at  the  bottom 
of  the  great  sancer  of  continental  drainage 
referred  to  above.  Eastward  of  it  is  the 
Sea  of  Aral,  the  principal  feeders  of  which 
are  the  Sir  Daria  and  the  Awioo  Daria. 
Between  the  Caspian  and  Aral  seas,  the 
desolate  steppe  in  which  they  lie  rises 
Into  the  only  table-land  within  Asiatic 
Russia;  it  is  named  Ust-Urt,  U.  High 
Land,  and  is  a  sandy  waste  fully  000  ft 
high.  "  The  river  /«,  chief  feeder  of  Lake 
Balkath,  comes  down,  with  its  many  tribu* 
taries,  through  the  hills  of  Dzungaria,  fh>m 
the  Thian-Shan.  Istik-Kul,  U,  Warm 
Lake,  so  called  because  it  never  freezes^ 
is  a  deep  mountain-lake,  with  a  compara- 
tively limited  area  of  drainage.  Through- 
out Russian  Central  Asia  extremes  of  tem- 
perature prevail,  and,  in  the  Sir  Daria 
basin,  the  heat  of  autumn  is  aggravated 
by  a  wind  laden  with  fine  dus^  which 
darkens  the  air  for  a  week  at  a  time. 
Rain  being  almost  unknown,  except  to- 
wards the  mountainous  firontier,  and  in 
the  mountainous  N.E.  comer,  fertility 
comes  and  goes  with  irrigation ;  and  that 
even  so  near  the  mountains  as  the  lower 
and  middle  111  in  Daungaria.  The  Sir 
Daria  valley  is  said  to  have  been  once 
so  thickly  settled  that  a  nightingale  could 
fly  from  branch  to  branch  of  the  fruit- 
trees  all  the  way  down  to  the  Bea  of 
Aral ;  whereas,  though  the  fruits  are  still 
excellent,  especially  about  Khokan,  its 
present  scanty  population  can  with  diffi- 
culty be  supported.  Across  the  Klxil 
Koom  desert,  which  lies  between  the  Sir 
Daria  and  the  Amoo  Daria,  it  has  been 
proposed  to  reopen,  for  Irrigation  pur- 
poses, a  channel  which,  even  In  the  pre- 
sent century,  united  the  two  rivers,  and 
fertilized  the  intervening  country.  The 
Sir  Daria  basin  is  rich  in  coal,  with  which 
the  Russian  flotilla  on  the  Aral  is  already 
supplied;  also  in  iron,  lead,  naphtha,  and 
rock-salt.  In  these  and  in  other  minerals, 
the  spurs  of  the  Thian-Shan  are  parti- 
cularly rich."  The  iidands  lielonging  to 
Asiatic  Russia  axe  Sagkalien,  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Amoor,  and  the  lAakhov  group  and 
Wrangell  Land,  in  the  Arctic  Ocean.

Sardlnl*.  »dr-din'e-d  (said  to  be  derf  red 
fh)m  Bardmt,  son  of  Hercnles.  who  settled 
here  with  a  colony  fh>m  Llofa),  a  large 
island  of  Italj,  in  the  Mediterranean,  8. 
of  Corsica.  It  has  a  rerj  dirersified  sor- 
face,  and  although  its  soil  is  in  general 
fertile,  and  a  good  deal  has  been  done  of 
late  Tears  for  the  improrement  of  the 
island,  cultivation  is  still  in  a  backward 
state.

It  was  an  independent 
country  Arom  1027  till  1416,  and  a  duchy 
from  1416  till  1720.  when  its  dukes  became 
kings  of  Sardinia.

Leman.  Restored  to  Sirdinia  in  1815,  it 
was  ceded  by  that  country  to  France  in 
1860.  and  divided  into  two  departments, 
viz.,  Saooie  and  Savoie-HauU,  or  Savoy  and 
Upper  Savoy.

Bawnntwarree,  or  Bawantwari,  «f- 
wuni-wdfre,  a  town  of  India,  the  cap.  of 
the  native  state  of  the  same  name,  near  the 
Malabar  coast,  80  m.

Saxe-Meiningen,  tdx  rnVning-en,^  duchy 
of  Germany,  consisting  of  a  long  IrreKular 
tract  between  Ootha  and  Coburg,  compris- 
ing part  of  the  Thuringian  Forest,  and 
watered  by  the  Werra  and  Saale.  Area 
953  sq.  m.;  pop.  207,075,  nearly  aU  Frotes- 
Unts. 

Baze- Weimar,  tdx-vVmdr,  a  grand  duchy 
of  Germany,  on  the  northern  frontiers  of 
the  Thuringian  Forest;  it  consists  of  the 
principalities  of  Weimar  and  Eisenach,  the 
circle  of  Neustadt  and  several  detached 
portions  included  in  other  states.  The 
soil  is  moderately  fertile,  and  the  rearing 
of  cattle  forma  an  important  branch  of  in- 
dustry. Manufactures  have  made  little 
progress.  Area  1404  sq.  m. ;  pop.  309,577, 
nearly  all  Protestants. 

Saxony,  The  Kingdom  of,  tax^o-ne, 
Germ.  Saehsen  (the  country  of  the  Saxons, 
whose  name  is  derived  fh)m  the  teaat,  a  kind 
of  short  sword  which  they  carried  and  used 
in  war),  a  territory  of  Germany,  encircled 
by  Prussia,  Austria- Hungary,  Bavaria,  and 
the  Saxon  duchies.  On  its  S.  frontier  are 
the  Erzgebirge  Mountains,  as  their  name 
Implies,  rich  in  minerals,  and  its  plains 
support  large  flocks  of  sheep,  the  wool  of 
which  rivals  the  Spanish  merino.  Agricul- 
ture is  prosecuted  with  the  greatest  dili- 
gence and  success,  and  a  considerable 
extent  of  land  is  laid  out  in  orchards  and 
vineyards.  Saxony  is  distinguished  for  its 
mines,  as  well  as  for  its  manufs.  of  linens, 
woollens,  cottons,  and  lace.  The  Saxons, 
nearly  all  Lutherans,  are  perhaps  the  most 
intelligent  and  tinterprising  people  tn  Ger- 
many. The  constitution  is  a  limited  mon- 
archy, with  two  representative  chambers. 
Area  6787  sq.  m. ;  pop.  2,973,805.— i>r8Ml0)i 
is  the  cap. 

Saxony,  a  prov.  of  Prussia,  W.  of 
Brandenburg,  and  N.  of  the  kingdom 
of  Saxony.  The  soil  is  fertile  and  good 
crops  are  produced,  while  the  rearing 
of  merino-sheep  is  extensively  carried  on, 
and  their  wool  is  an  important  article  of 
export  Copper,  iron,  and  coal  mines 
exist,  but  the  mineral  product  hitherto 
most  profitable  is  salt.  Area  9748  sq.  m.; 
pop.  2,812,007. 

Bcailati,  8kd-/d'te,  a  town  of  Campania, 
8.  Italy,  proT.  and  16  m.  N.W.  of  Salerno, 
on  the  Samo.    Pop.  8123.

Scarborough,  tkdr^bur-o  (the  town  on 
the  cliffs  or  rocks,  from  Sax.  scear,  a  rock, 
and  burh,  a  fort  or  town),  a  mnnic.  and  parL 
bor.  and  seaport  town  iu  the  N.  R.  of  York- 
shire, England,  36  m.  N.E.of  York;  it  U 
the  most  fashionable  watering-place  on  the 
N.E.  coast,  and  has  considerable  trade  in 
fishing  and  in  the  manufs.  of  ropes,  sidls, 
and  other  necessaries  for  ships.

**  wanderers'Oi  that  part  of  the  island  Great 
Britain  whleh  lies  to  the  N.  of  the  river 
Tweed.  Except  in  the  S.E.,  where  it  is 
Joined  to  England,  it  is  everywhere 
bounded  by  the  sea.  Its  greatest  length 
from  Dnnnet  Head  in  Caithness  to  the 
Mnll  of  Galloway  in  Wigtown  is  278  m.; 
the  greatest  breadth  from  Bnchan  Ness  in 
Aberdeenshire  to  the  most  westerly  point 
in  Ross-shire  is  160  m.  In  consequence 
of  the  ooast  being  deeply  Indented  by  large 
arms  of  the  sea  the  breadth  is  extremely 
irregular.  Between  Dornoch  Firth  and 
Loch  Broom,  which  Is  the  narrowest  part, 
the  distance  is  only  261  m.  Area,  Includ- 
ing; the  islands,  29^19  sq.  m.;  pop. 
8,786,673.  The  surface  for  the  most  part 
consists  of  rugged  and  sterile  highlands : 
but  there  are  also  some  extensive  lowland 
traets  of  great  fertility.  The  countrr  is 
generally  separated  into  two  great  divi- 
sions—the  Highlands  and  the  Lowlands. 
The  former,  mountainous  in  a  high  degree, 
is  inhabited  br  a  race  of  Celts,  who  in 
many  parts  still  speak  the  Celtic  or  Gaelic 
language :  the  latter,  more  divenified  by 
hill  and  dale,  is  occupied  by  descendants 
of  the  Saxon  race,  who  speak  dialects  of  the 
Saxon  tongue.  The  natural  geography  of 
the  country,  however,  suggests  a  more  dis- 
tinct division  into  three  portions— .ATorlA- 
em.  Central,  and  Souihem,  The  Nortkem 
Division  extends  from  the  Pentland  Firth 
to  Gleumore  or  the  great  valley  which 
crosses  the  oonntrv  from  the  coast  of  Argvll 
to  the  Mony  Firth  in  the  line  of  the  Cale- 
donian CanaL  Except  a  portion  of  the 
eastern  coast,  it  is  wnoUy  elevated,  and 
contains  among  other  monntains  Ben  Attow 
(rush  monntain),  8888  ft.;  Bern  Wmris  (the 
mountain  of  terror),  8420  ft. :  Ben  Dearg 
(red  mountainX  8661  ft;  and  Ben  More  of 
Assvnt,  8278  ft.  The  Central  Division  ex- 
tends southward  from  Glenmore  to  the 
Firths  of  Forth  and  Clyde,  and  the  great 
canal  which  uxdtes  the  two.  Of  this  divi- 
sion the  eastern  coast  oontains  some  ex- 
tensive tracts  of  great  fertility  and  high 
cultivation,  but  elsewhere  its  aspect  is 
mountainous,  the  highest  points  of  the 
United  Kingdom  beinig  within  its  range. 
The  highest  summits  are  Ben  Nevis  (the 
cloud-capped  mountain),  4406  ft. ;  Ben  Mao- 
dui  (the  black  boar  mountain),  4296  ft.; 
Caimgarm  (the  blue  mountain),  4084  ft.; 
Locknagar,  8786  ft.;  and  Ben  Cruaekan  (the 
oone-shaped  monntain),  8611  ft.  The  centre 
is  eelebreted  for  its  picturesque  lake  and 
mountain  seenerr.  Many  of  the  moun- 
tains, both  in  the  northern  and  central 
divisions,  are  extremely  precipitous,  and 
are  so  covered  with  b)o<^s  of  grenite  and 
other  rocks  that  green  herbage  is  found 
onlv  on  the  lower  parts,  where  It  is  so  mixed 
witn  heather  as  to  afford  shelter  to  game 
nther  than  pasturage  to  sheep  or  cattle. 
The  Soutkem  Division^  stretching  south- 
wards from  the  Central  Division  to  the 
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English  border,  though  it  contain!  seTeril 
ranges  of  hills  and  moorland  tracts,  is 
chiefly  characterized  by  pastoral  dales 
watered  by  beautiful  itresins  and  gently 
risine  eminences  of  great  fertility.  Scot-

Moray  or  Elgin,  Banff, 
and  Aberdeen.  In  the  Centre— Kincardine, 
Forfkr,  Perth,  Fife,  Kinross,  Clackman- 
nan, Stirling,  Dumbarton,  Argyll,  and 
Bute.  In  the  /S^(A— Edinburgh,  Had- 
dington, Linlithgow,  Lanark,  Renfrew, 
Ayr,  Peebles,  Selkirk,  Berwick,  Roxburgh, 
Dumfries,  Kirkcudbright,  and  Wigtown, 
for  particulars  regarding  which  see  under 
their  respective  names.  The  largest  of 
Scottish  rivers  is  the  Tajf,  remarkable  for 
its  immense  discharge  of  water,  amounting 
in  a  mean  state  to  218,169  cubic  ft.  per 
minute,  and  next  in  magnitude  are  the 
Tweed,  Clyde,  Spey,  Dee,  and  Forth,  These 
all  flow  £.  to  the  North  Sea,  except 
the  Clyde,  which  flows  N.W.,  and  enters 
the  Atlantic  Thd  mineral  productions 
are  numerous  and  important.  The  most 
abundant  are  coal,  iron,  lead,jgranite,  sand- 
stone, and  roofing  slates.  Coal  and  iron 
are  chiefly  confined  to  the  southern  divi- 
sion of  the  country  and  Flft.  Gold  (in 
small  quantities!  silver^^and  lead  are 
found  at  Leadhills  and  Wanlockhead  in 
the  Lowther  Hills,  granite  in  the  cos. 
Aberdeen  and  Kirkcudbright,  and  roof- 
ing slates  in  Argyll.  Wild  animals  are 
comparatively  rare.  Domestic  animals  are 
superior,  especially  the  horses  of  Clydes- 
dale, the  ponies  of  Shetland,  the  cattle  of 
the  Hebrides  and  the  western  counties,  and 
the  Shistland  sheep  noted  for  the  fineness 
of  their  wooL  The  climate,  though  vari- 
able, is,  on  the  whole,  mild  and  salubrious. 
In  the  Western  Highlands  and  islands  an 
excess  of  moisture  prevails.  The  eastern 
counties  have  less  rain,  but  suffer  fh)m 
piercing  east  winds,  accompanied  with 
chilling  fogs  from  the  German  Ocean.  In 
the  more  fertile  districts  agriculture  is  in  a 
very  advanced  state,  but  a  very  large  por- 
tion of  the  cultivable  soil  is  in  grass  and 
devoted  to  the  rearing  of  sheep  and  cattle. 
The  staple  manufs.  consist  of  cotton  goods 
at  Qlangow,  shawls,  silk  goods,  and  thread  at 
Paisley,  woollens  In  Abenieenshire,  Selkirk, 
and  Roxburgh,  damasks  and  fine  linens 
at  DunfermUne,  floorcloths  at  Kirkcaldy, 
and  jute  and  coarse  linens  at  Dundee.  Iron 
and  ironwares  are  produced  in  the  coal  and 
iron  districts.  Shipbuilding  is  csrried  on 
at  all  the  principal  seaports,  and  Qreenock 
is  noted  for  all  kinds  of  machinery.  The 
salmon  and  herring  fisheries  afford  employ- 
ment to  large  numbers.  The  fbrmer  are 
conducted  on  the  Tay,  Tweed,  Dee,  Don, 
Findhom,  Spey,  Ness,  and  Cree ;  the  latter 
on  the  N.E.  coast  and  in  Loch  Fyne  in  the 
W.  The  commerce  is  considerable,  and  still 


continues  to  Improve.  Since  the  union  of 
Scotland  with  England  in  1707  both  coun- 
tries have  been  ruled  l^  the  same  sove- 
reign, but  Scotland  still  retains  its  own 
laws,  and  its  peculiar  mode  of  administering 
them.  The  established  religion  is  Presby- 
terianism,  divided  into  three  principal  de- 
nominations—the Established  Church,  the 
Free  Church,  and  the  United  Preabyterian*. 
Besides  these  there  are  various  bodies  of 
Dissenters,  all  sects  being  fireely  tolerated. 
Education  is  widely  diffused  and  generally 
much  valued.  In  1872  an  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment was  passed  whereby  parents  are 
obliged  to  send  their  children  to  school 
when  between  the  ages  of  five  and  thirteen. 
For  those  who  are  very  poor  education  is 
provided  Aree.  The  higher  education  of  the 
country  is  conducted  by  the  Universitiea 
of  li^inburgh,  Glasgow,  Aberdeen,  and 
St  Andrews,  and  it  is  to  be  noted  that 
a  much  larger  proportion  of  the  whole 

Sopulation  take  a  university  course  in 
Gotland  than  in  England,  and,  as  on 
the  Continent,  the  professorial  element 
prevails  in  university  teaching  to  the  al- 
most total  exclusion  of  the  tutoriaL  The 
country  can  boast  of  some  of  the  greatest 
names  In  literature,  science,  and  art.

Selkirk,  aeMnrk  (corr.  from  Celt  •ekdch' 
greeh,  the  kirk  in  the  wood  or  forest,  so 
called  from  an  ancient  kirk  or  chapel, 
built  for  the  accommodation  of  the  kings 
of  Scotland  when  hunting  in  the  forest, 
which  onoe  covered  nearly  the  whole 
county),  an  ancient  royal  and  pari,  burgh  of 
Scotland,  the  co.  town  of  Selkirkahire,  plea- 
santly aitnated  near  the  Junction  of  the 
Ettrick  and  the  Yarrow.  At  Pbiliphangh, 
close  by  Selkirk,  the  Marquis  of  Montroee 
was  defeated  by  the  Covenanters  in  1646. 
Selkirk  occupies  a  prominent  place  in  the 
story  of  the  Border  Wars,  and  its  bur- 
gesses, known  as  the  "  Souters  of  Selkirk,^ 
were  greatly  renowned  for  their  valour.  It 
is  said  that  the  ballad  of  the  "  Flowers  of 
the  Forest "  refers  to  the  loss  sustained  by 
the  "souters"  at  the  disastrous  battle  of 
Flodden.  Pop.  6090.— The  pa.  of  Selkirk 
has  a  pop.  of  7432. 

SeUdrkahire,  anciently  called  **  Ettrick 
Forest,"  is  a  small  inland  county  of  Scot- 
land, encompassed  by  the  cos.  Edinbu^h, 
Roxburgh,  Dumfries,  and  Peebles.  It  ex- 
tenda  from  N.  to  S.  28  m.,  and  from  E.  to 
W.  18  m.  Area  267  aq.  m.;  pop.  26,664.— 
The  surface  exhibita  a  continued  snoeession 
ot  mountain  rangea  of  different  altitudes, 
affording  excellent  paaturage  for  numerous 
herda  of  cattle  and  flocka  of  aheep  which 
are  reared  in  the  co.  Between  the  hilla 
there  are  narrow  and  well-watered  valleys 
of  great  fertility.  The  Tweed  and  its  tribu- 
taries, the  EUriek  and  the  Yarrow^  are  the 
principal  streams.  The  Yarrcw  has  pro- 
minently attracted  the  notice  of  poets,  and 
is  referred  to  in  many  a  Scottish  song.  It 
issues  from  the  east  end  of  St  Mark's  Loeh — 
a  lake  3  m.  in  length  and  1  m.  In  breadth, 
near  the  W.  boundary  of  the  oo.  The 
mauu&ctures  of  Selkirkshire  are  wool- 
spinning  and  the  making  of  tweeds,  tar- 
tans, shawls,  and  other  goods  of  iiinilar 
character,  extensively  carried  on  at  Oala- 
tkiels  and  Selkirk.  Mungo  Park,  the  AfHcan 
traveller,  and  Jamea  Hogg,  the  poet,  known 
in  literature  aa  the  "Ettrick  Shepherd,** 
were  natives  of  Selkirkshire.— <SdlHrik  is 
the  CO.  town. 

Selma,  tel'md,  a  dty  of  Alabama,  U.S., 
on  the  Alabama  River,  about  60  m.  below 
Montgomery.    Pop.  7629. 

SelMft  Bill,  ael'te,  the  S.  extremity  of  a 
level  tract  called  the  Peninsula  of  Selsea, 
on  the  8.W.  coast  of  Sussex,  England. 

Selsey,  seVu,  a  pa.  and  vil.  or  England, 
00.  Sussex,  9  m.  8.  of  Chichester.  Th« 
first  Roman  Catholic  monastery  in  Eng- 
land was  founded  here  by  St  Wilfired 
about  680,  and  Selsey  continued  a  bishopric 
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till  remored  to  Chichester  bj  Stlgand  In 
1072.    Pop.  of  pa.  901. 

Seliton,  tefstun^  a  pa.  and  tU.  of  Eng- 
land, 00.

of  a  gov.  of  the  same  name,  on  the  Irtish ;  it 
is  the  seat  of  an  extensive  trade.  Pop.

Seneca  Falls,  aen'e-kd  fdUa,  a  town  of 
New  York,  U.S.,  co.  Seneca,  on  the  Seneca, 
at  the  outlet  of  Seneca  Lake,  4  m.  E.  of 
Waterloo.  Pop.  5880.  —Seneca  Lake  U  36 
m.  in  length,  and  from  S  to  4  m.  in  breadth. 

Seneflb,  aeh-neff',  a  town  of  Belgium, 
prov.  Ualuault,  16  m.  N.E.  of  Mons.  Pop. 
6000. 

Senegal,  een-e-gAif  (said  to  be  derived 
from  Sanaaa,  the  name  of  a  Moor  whom 
Lan^arote  landed  here  when  he  discovered 
the  river),  a  large  river  of  W.  Africa,  which 
has  its  source  in  the  mountains  of  Kong, 
not  Ux  from  the  sources  of  the  Gambia  and 
the  Rio  Grande.  In  its  progress  through 
the  counby  of  the  Foulahs  it  is  swelled  by 
numerous  streams,  and,  after  a  course  of 
about  1000  m..  falls  into  the  Atlantic— 
Also,  a  French  colony  at  the  mouth  of 
the  above  river.  Area  96,529  sq.  m. ;  pop. 
220,868. 

Senegambia,  een-t^am'hl-d  (named  from 
its  situation  between  the  rivers  Senegal 
and  Gambia),  the  name  given  to  the  coun- 
tries of  W.  Africa  watered  by  the  Senegal, 
Gambia,  and  Rio  Grande,  having  the  Sa- 
hara on  the  N.  and  Upper  Guinea  on  the 
B.  This  extensive  region  is  divided  into 
a  number  of  states  or  kingdoms,  inhabited 


chiefly  by  the  Foulahs^  Mandlngoef, 
and  Jalora.  The  pop.  is  estimated  at 
13,000,000. 

Benjen,  ten't/en,  one  of  the  Loffoden 
Islands  off  the  N.W.  coast  of  Norway ;  it  is 
46  m.  in  length,  30  m.  in  breadth,  and  some 
of  its  mountains  are  8000  ft.  high.  In  sum- 
mer it  is  f^uented  by  the  Finns,  who 
bring  their  reindeer  here  for  pasturo. 

BenliB,  •ang-lM',  anc.  Augustomague,  a 
town  of  France,  dep.  Oise,  on  the  Nonette, 
29  m.  S.E.  of  Beauvais ;  it  was  the  resi- 
dence of  several  of  the  early  kings  of 
France,  and  here  Pepin,  king  of  Aciui- 
taine,  was  imprisoned  in  853.    Pop.  6870. 

Sennar,  eenndr^,  a  city  of  Nubia,  Egyp- 
tian Dominion,  the  cap.  of  the  diet,  of  the 
same  name,  on  the  Bahr-el-Azrek,  or  Blue 
Nile.    Pop.  estimated  at  9000. 

Bens,  Mng,  named  from  the  Sendkes,  a 
powerfhl  people  of  Celtie  Gaul,  whoso 
capital  it  was),  a  town  of  France,  dep. 
Yonne,  on  the  river  Yonne,  34  m.  W.N.W. 
of  Auxerre.    Pop.  13,440. 

Beohara,  or  Blohara,  Be-o-hd'ra^  a  town 
of  British  India,  North- West  Provinces, 

5 residency  of  Bengal,  29  m.  N.W.  of  Mora- 
abad.    Pop.  8400. 

Bepino,  tp-i'no,  a  town  of  Abrusco  and 
Molise,  S.  Italy,  prov.  and  9  m.  8.8. W.  of 
Campobasso.    Pop.  5243. 

Beralng,  «; A-rong',  a  town  of  Belgium, 
prov.  and  4  m.  S.W.  of  Li^e,  on  the  Maese, 
with  great  iron-works.

Serampore,  or  Berampnr,  eer^m-poor'. 
a  town  of  British  India,  presidency  and 
prov.  of  Bengal,  on  the  Hoogll,  14  m.

as  the  chief  station  of  the  Baptist  mis- 
sionaries, who  distinguished  themselves  as 
translators  of  the  Scriptures  into  oriental 
languages. 

Berbal,  Jebel,>ey«<  ter^bdl^  a  mountain 
of  Arabia,  N.W.  of  Mount  Sinai,  6760  ft. 
high. 

Berchlo,  aet'ke^,  a  river  of  Central 
Italy,  rises  in  the  prov.  of  Modena,  flows 
through  Lucca,  ana  falls  into  the  Medi- 
terranean, after  a  S.W.  course  of  56  m. 

Serdobsk,  eerddbeltf  (town  on  the  Ser- 
doba),  or  BerdoYsk,  eer-dovakf,  a  town  of 
Russia,  gov.  and  about  100  m.  N.W.  of 
Saratov,  on  the  Serdoba.    Pop.  12,202. 

Seres,  eer^es,  a  town  of  Roumelia,  Tur- 
key in  Europe,  vilayet  of  Salonika,  to  the 
E.  of  the  river  Smima;  it  has  manufac- 
tures of  linen  and  cotton  goods,  and  is  one 
of  the  most  commeroial  towns  in  Turkey 
in  Europe.

Sergipe,  on  the  Panmo- 
pftma,  800  m.  S.W.  of  Recife,  with  a  large 
trade  in  sugar  and  cotton.    Pop.  20,000. 

Seringapatam,  ter-mg-gi-pd-iamf  (from 
Sansc.  Sri-Banaa-Pattuna,  the  city  of  Brl- 
Ranga,  one  of  the  names  of  Vishnu),  a 
strong  town  of  Mysore,  British  India,  for- 
merly the  cap.  of  the  prov.  under  Uyder 
AH  and  Tippoo  Saib,  on  the  western  ex- 
tremity of  an  island  formed  by  the  Cau- 
very,  9  m.  N.E.  of  Mysore.  It  was  stormed 
and  taken  by  the  British  in  1799.  Pop. 
10,594. 

Berohi,  «er-5-*«',  a  town  of  British  India, 
the  cap.  of  a  state  of  the  same  name  in 
Rajpootana,  celebrated  for  its  sword-blades.

Serra  Oapriola,  aer^rd  Mp-re-d^,  a 
town  of  Puglia,  S.  Italy,  prov.  Fogg^a.  on 
a  hill,  14  m.  N.W.  of  San  Severo.  Pop. 
6300. 

Berra  dl  Falco,  aer'rd  de  fdVko,  a  town 
of  the  island  Sicily,  prov.  Caltaniscttn,  on 
a  hill,  19  m  N.E.  of  Gliigentl.    Pop.  6948. 

Bert,  a  walled  town  of  Turkish  Armenia, 
near  the  Khabar.    Pop.  6000. 

Bervla,  aer've-d,  a  kingdom  of  Europe, 
separated  from  Austria  Hungary  on  the  N. 
by  the  rivers  Danube  and  Save:  it  has 
Ronmania  and  Turkey  on  the  E.,  from  the 
former  of  which  it  is  separated  by  the 
Danube ;  and  it  is  bounded  by  Tnrkey  on 
the  8.  and  W.  Area  18,816  sq.  m.;  pop. 
1,700,211.  It  is  decidedly  a  mountainous 
country,  and  forests  are  numerous  and  ex- 
U^nsive.  In  some  places  the  forests  consiHt 
wholly  of  fruit-trees,  especially  pears  and 
chestnuts;  elsewhere  the  most  common 
trees  are  oak.  The  soil  in  the  valleys  and 
level  districts  is  fertile,  and  equally  fitted 
for  the  rearing  of  cattle  and  the  production 
of  com  and  wine.  The  former  is  the  favour- 
ite occupation,  not  more  than  one  twenty- 
fourth  of  the  land  being  under  tillage.  Sil- 
ver, copper,  lead,  and  iron  have  l)een  dis- 
covered in  several  places,  but  mining  is 
almost  unknown,  ana  the  few  manufacturos 
that  exist,  consisting  of  woollens,  cottons, 
and  hardware,  are  fitted  only  for  home  use. 
The  climate  generally  is  temperate  and 
salubrious;  in  the'higher  regions  the  win- 
ters are  long  and  somewhat  cold.  The 
principal  rivers  flowing  through  Servia  are 
the  Mnrava  and  the  Timoh,  tributaries  of 
the  Danube,  and  the  principal  towns  are 
Belffrade,  the  capital,  Kragojcbatz,  the  an- 
cient capital,  Bemendria,  Alexinatz,  and 
Amm  or  At«A.  Servia  has  undergone  many 
changes  in  its  administration.  Though 
from  1815  to  1878  it  acknowledged  the 
supremacy  of  Turkey,  and  paid  an  annual 
tribute  of  £200/)00  to  the  Sultan,  it  was 


ruled  by  its  own  prince,  and  waa  la  other 
respects  an  independent  state.  By  the 
Berlin  Treaty  of  1878,  the  suzeraintv  of  the 
Sultan  was  brought  to  an  end,  and  to  the 
Servian  territory  were  added  4836  sq.  m., 
embracing  a  population  of  264,000.  In  the 
government  the  king  is  aided  by  a  repre- 
sentative assembly  called  the  Sknptschina. 
The  religion  is  Christianity,  according  to 
the  rites  of  the  Greek  Church. 

Bervla,  a  town  of  Ronmclia,  Turkey  in 
Europe,  near  the  N.  border  of  Thessaly. 

Besia,  aa'se-d,  a  river  of  N.  Italy,  rises 
in  the  Pennine  Alps  near  Monte  Rosa,  flows 
S.,  and  joins  the  Po  between  Casale  and 
Valenza,  after  a  course  of  about  80  m. 

Bestri  di  Fonente,  aea'tre  de  vo-nen'tS,  a 
town  of  Lignria,  N.  Italy,  4  m.  W.N.W.  of 
Genoa,  on  the  coast,  with  mines  of  chalk 
and  alabaster  in  its  vicinity.    Pop.  9606. 

Betif,  Bdte^f,  a  town  of  Algeria,  N. 
Africa,  dep.  and  77  m.  W.S.W.  of  Constan- 
tine.    Pop.  4074. 

Bottle,  Ki'tl  (said  to  be  derived  from  Sax. 
tetl,  a  seat,  the  name  being  descriptive  of 
\U  situation  at  the  base  of  a  limestone  cliff 
called  Castleberg,  which  rises  perpendicu- 
larly to  an  altitude  of  nearly  SOO  ft.),  a  town 
in  the  W.  R.  of  Yorkshire,  England,  on  the 
Ribble,  87  m.  W.N.W.  of  Leeds.   Pop.  2218. 

Betubal,  ad-too-hdJf,  or  Bt  Ubee,  e6c,  a 
seaport  of  Estreraadura,  Portugal,  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Sadao,  18  m.  S.S.E.  of  Lisbon ; 
it  has  a  great  trade  In  salt,  etc    P.  14,798.

Beyenoaks,  tev'n-dks  (so  named  tnm 
seven  large  oak  trees  which  grew  on  a  ridge 
beside  the  town),  a  town  of  England,  co.

Bevem,  $ev*em  (corr.  fh>m  Its  Saxon 
name  Safemr,  and  that  from  Its  Welsh 
name  ifo/r<m,  signifying  "  queen  of  rivers  "), 
a  large  river  of  England  and  Wales,  second 
only  to  the  Thames.  It  risea  in  a  small 
lake  in  the  E.  side  of  Pliulimmon,  Mont- 
gomeryshire, and  passing,  by  a  circuitous 
course,  through  the  counties  of  Mont- 
gomery, Salop.

Beyllle.  aev-eeV  (corr.  from  Its  ancient 
name  Hispalia,  derived  f^m  Phoen.  sephelaj 
a  plain;  the  Moors  converted  Hispalia 
into  Isbilia.  of  which  the  Spaniards  made 
Scbilin,  and  hence  Sevilla  and  SetriiU),  an 
important  commercial  city  of  Spain,  the 
cap.  of  the  prov.  of  the  same  name  in  An- 
dalusia, on  the  Guadalquivir,  in  a  pleasant 
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and  fertile  district,  00  m.  N.N.E.  of  CadiE. 
Its  cathedral  Ir  a  magrnificent  Gothic  pile, 
with  a  tower  850  ft.  high.  The  two  great 
Spanish  painters,  Velasauez  and  Murillo, 
were  natives  of  Seville,  the  former  bom  in 
1590  and  the  latter  in  160a  Pop.

the  other  known  as  Sivre-NiortaUe  rises  In 
the  8.  of  the  dep.  Deux-S6vres,  flows  W., 
passing  in  its  course  St  Maixent  and  Niort, 
and  after  receiving  the  Yendte  falls  into 
the  Bay  of  Biscay. 

Sdvrea,  a  town  of  France.  6  m.  S.W.  of 
Paris,  celebrated  for  its  mannfacture  of  por- 
celain, long  considered  the  moKt  beautiful  in 
Europe.  It  has  also  manufs.  of  glass,  and 
there  is  here  a  museum  which  contains  a 
curious  collection  of  China  and  earthen- 
ware from  all  parts  of  the  globe.  Pop.  6768. 

Sdyres,  Deux,  du  sevr  or  sUvr  (ttie  two 
S6vres,  named  from  the  two  rivers  which 
traverse  it),  a  dep.  in  the  W.  of  France, 
surrounded  by  the  depa.

Under  this  name  is  included 
the  greater  part  of  the  Laos  country,  on  the 
middle  Me  Kong,  and  what  of  the  Malay 
Peninsula  is  neither  British  nor  indepfn- 
dent,  called  Lower  Slam.  Area  estimated 
at  250,000  sq.  m.;  pop.  about  5.760,000. 
Th<>  word  Slam,  which  is  Malay  for  "  the 
brown  race,"  Is  unknown  to  the  natives, 
who  call  their  country  Thai,  or  Muantj 
Thai,  i^.,  "the  kingdom  of  the  free." 
The  country  is  either  hilly  or  mountain- 
ous, except  in  the  centre  part,  the  valley 
of  the  Menam,  which  Is  a  rich  alluvial 
plain,  in  which  rice  and  maize  are  ex- 
tensively cultivated.  Excellent  teak  tim- 
ber abounds  in  the  forests,  and  sugar, 
cocoa,  cotton,  black  pepper,  and  fruits  are 
important  articles  of  export  The  Siamese 
are  generally  of  low  stature,  and  are  not 
attractive  in  personal  appearance.  Besides 
these,  a  large  proportion  of  the  inhabitants 
are  Chinese  and  Malays.  The  constitution 
Is  a  feudal  monarchy.  The  so-called  white 
•lephants,  kept  aa  sacred  animala  at  the 


courts  of  Siam,  are  really  brownlah-Tanov, 
resembling  the  colour  of  slightly  roasted 
coffee-beans.  Biam  proper  is  the  valley  of 
the  Menam,  on  which  are  found  the  great 
centres  of  population,  the  chief  of  which  la 
Bankok^  the  cap.,  a  great  mart,  although, 
from  the  shallowness  of  the  water,  in- 
accessible to  large  ships. 

Biam,  aolf  ot  a  great  bay  of  tha 
Chinese  Sea,  E.  of  the  Malay  Peninsula, 
and  W.  of  Siam,  Cambodia,  and  Cochin 
China. 

Bi-an,  se-oa,  or  Bi-sgan,  »0-ngdn,  a  dty 
of  China,  prov.  Shen-si,  on  an  affluent  of 
the  Hoei-ho. 

Biang-Tang,  §e-ang-yamg*f  a  city  of 
China,  prov.  Hoo-pe,  on  the  Han-Kiang. 
Siang  is  the  name  applied  to  savond 
Chinese  towns  of  inferior  rank. 

Biberia.  *i-b«rrt-d  (said  to  be  derived 
from  the  ancient  Siber,  situated  on  tha 
banks  of  the  Irtish,  and  the  capital  of 
a  petty  Tartar  sute),  a  vast  territory 
in  Northern  Asia,  belong^g  to  Russia, 
bounded  on  the  N.  by  the  Arctic  Ocean; 
W.  by  Russia  in  Europe;  8.  by  Rnssian 
Central  Asia,  Mongolia,  and  Mantchooria; 
and  E.  by  the  Sea  of  Okhotsk  and  Behring 
Sea.  Its  length  fhnn  the  Ural  Mountains 
to  the  S.  extremity  of  Kamtschatka  is 
about  4000  m. ;  its  breadth  from  N.  to  S.  ia 
about  1900  m.  Area  about  4,678,000  sq.  m. ; 
pop.  about  8,911,900.  A  country  of  such 
extent  must  necessarily  present  a  great 
variety  of  aspect.  In  the  northern  and 
eastern  parts  it  consists  of  vast  plains 
covered  with  almost  perpetual  snow,  and 
abounds  with  numerous  saline  marshes 
and  pools,  with  the  remarkable  Lah» 
Baikal  in  the  S. ;  while  the  great  rivers, 
the  Lena^  Yenetei,  and  Obi,  pursue  their 
courses  through  a  great  part  of  the  year 
under  surfaces  of  ice  to  the  Arctic  Ocean. 
In  the  central  and  southern  parts  are 
dense  forests  of  pinej  larch,  and  olreh,  but 
ordinanr  vegetanon  is  in  a  great  measure 
checked  by  the  severity  of  the  cold.  The 
valley  of  the  Amoor,  and  some  other  parts 
in  the  8.W.,  possess  remarkable  fertility, 
but  steppes  or  great  plains,  covered  wiUi 
luxuriant  herbage,  without  a  tree  or  a 
shrub,  are  the  chief  characteristic  of  the 
provinces  in  the  B.  The  climate  is  pro- 
verbial for  its  severity.  Winter  continoes 
for  nine  or  ten  months,  when  the  cold  is 
sometimes  so  severe  as  to  freeze  mercury, 
and  even  in  summer  it  is  said  "  to  be  im- 
possible to  excavate  graves  for  the  dead 
without  the  aid  of  fire."  Among  the  wild 
animals  are  found  the  reindeer,  the  white 
bear,  the  arctic  or  black  fox,  the  lynx, 
wild  boar,  wolf,  glutton,  beaver,  Caspian 
antelope,  and  wild  sheep;  but  the  most 
valuable  are  the  sable  and  other  ftir- 
bearing  animals  of  the  northern  plains, 
for  the  skins  of  which  the  Russian  hunter 
encounters  all  the  perils  and  dangers  of  tha 
most  draary  and  solitary  wastes.     Usafnl 
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animals  are  Uie  camelf  the  hone,  the  broad* 
tailed  sheep,  an  inferior  sort  of  cattle,  and 
a  wolfish-looking  dog  nsed  for  drawing 
sledges.  The  nvers  abonnd  with  fish, 
feathered  game  is  plentiful,  and  whales 
and  other  cetaceous  animals  fireqnent  the 
E.  coast.  Siberia  is  very  rich  in  minerals. 
The  principal  are  gold,  diver,  copper,  lead, 
platinnm,  malachite,  tin,  sine,  antimony, 
with  the  diamond,  emerald,  topaz,  and 
rarions  other  predons  stones.  The  people 
are  of  Tarious  tribea— the  Samoiedes,  or 
** salmon  eaters,**  occupy  the  north;  the 
Tchukchees,  the  part  opposite  to  America; 
the  Buriats,  both  sides  of  Lake  Baikal; 
but  besides  these  are  many  other  tribes 
whose  habits  correspond  to  the  wandering 
life  peculiar  to  the  Tartar  race.  The  chief 
occupations  are  hunting,  fishing,  and  work- 
ing in  the  mines.  Agriculture  is  pursued 
on  a  rery  limited  scale.  The  mines  give 
employment  to  about  120,000  persons.  The 
commerce  consists  of  exchanging  by  barter 
whatever  the  mines,  the  fisheries,  and 
the  hunting  grounds  produce,  for  tea, 
silk,  porcelain,  paper,  and  other  manu- 
factured goods,  chiefly  from  Europe  and 
China.  Merchandise  is  conveyed  by  the 
rivers  during  the  short  summer,  but,  for 
the  most  part,  by  sledges,  drawn  by  dogs 
or  the  reindeer,  during  winter.  The  re- 
ligion of  the  government  is  the  Greek 
Church.  Some  of  fhe  tribes  are  Moham- 
medans; others  are  Pagan,  and  among 
these  great  superstition  prevails.  For  ad- 
ministrative purposes,  Siberia  is  divided 
into  eight  governments,  viz.,  Amoortltaya, 
Irkutsk,  Primorskaifa,  or  Maritime  Region. 
Tobolsk,  Tomsk,  Trans- Baikal,  Yakutsk,  and 
Yeniseisk.  The  chief  cities  are  Ibbolsk  and 
Irkutsk.

Biegbuxg,  sesa'boorg  (town  on  the  Sieg),

Pacific,  between  6°— 
ir  B.  Ut(  and  164*— 168*  E.  long ;  they  are 
fertile  and  well  wooded,  and  were  first 
visited  by  Alvaro  de  Mendana  in  1567. 

Bolor,  aoAm^,  an  island  of  the  Malay

Bolway  Firth,  a  Urge  bay,  projecting 
from  the  Irish  Sea  north-eastward  between 
England  and  Scotland,  remarkable  for  the 
rapidity  and  force  with  which  the  tide 
advances,  rising  sometimes  with  a  head 
foor  ft.  high,  ft  extends  inland  about  40 
m.,  with  a  breadth  varying  from  24  m.  at 
iu  entrance  to  1)  m.  at  its  head.  It 
affords  an  abundant  supply  of  fish,  espe- 
cially salmon. 

Bolway  Moss,  a  level  area  about  7  m.

Somerset,  North,  an  island  In  the  Arc- 
tic region  of  British  N.  America,  between 
78»— 76-  N.  Ut.,  and  W.  of  W  W.  long.  It 
waa  discovered  by  Parry  in  1819. 

Bomeraet,  West,  a  vil.  of  Cape  Colony, 
about  20  m.  E.  of  Cape  Town,  a  favourite 
Bummer  resort  of  the  inhabitants  of  that 
dty. 

Somersetshire,  tum-^r^U^lr  (named 
from  Somerton,  which  in  former  times  was 
the  chief  town  in  the  co.X  a  maritime  co. 
of  England,  open  to  the  Bristol  Channel  on 
the  N.W.;  and  having  for  its  other  boun- 
daries the  counties  of  Gloucester,  Wilts, 
Dorset,  and  Devon.  Area  1636  sq.m.;  pop. 
46i),109.  The  surface  is  much  di versified, 
and  few  counties  in  England  exhibit  a 
greater  variety  of  soil.  The  most  promi- 
nent elevations  are  the  Mendip  HiU§,  which 
extend  from  the  coast  in  a  south-easterly 
direction  to  the  neighbourhood  of  Frome. 
and  the  Quantock  Hills  towarda  the  W.  and 
N.W.  These  divide  the  co.  into  three  por- 
tions—the northern,  central,  and  south- 
western. In  the  N.  are  the  rivers  7eo  and 
Avon;  in  the  centre  the  Brut,  Parrel^  and 
Axe;  and  in  the  W.  the  TVw*.— all  flowing 
into  the  Bristol  Channel.  Along  the  slope 
and  base  of  the  hills  the  land  is  well  culti- 
vated; but  towards  the  coast  are  the  fenny 
districts  known  as  the  Marshes.  Bomer- 
setHhire  is  both  a  manufacturing  and  an 
agricultural  co.  The  manufs.  are  very 
varied,  those  most  extensively  carried  on 
being  broadcloth,  cassimcres,  silks,  serges, 
etc.  I  n  the  higher  districts  g^reat  attention 
is  paid  to  the  rearing  and  grazing  of  sheep 
and  cattle.  Dairies  are  numerous,  and 
large  quantities  of  Cheddar  cheese  are 
made,  the  name  being  derived  ftom  the 
vlIlHge  so  called  in  the  Mendip  Hills 
where  it  was  first  produced.  Bath  is  the 
CO.  town.

Bomme,  eom  (formerly  called  Somona, 
corr.  from  its  ancient  name  Samara^  which 
may  be  derived  from  Celt,  ve-am-aarw^  the 
rough  or  rugged  river),  a  river  or  France, 
deps.  Aisne  and  Somme,  passes  Amiens, 
and  falls  into  the  English  Channel  below 
Abbeville,  after  a  course  of  116  m. 

Bomme,  a  dep.  in  the  N.W.  of  France, 
formed  of  part  of  the  old  prov.  of  Picardy, 
having  the  English  Channel  on  the  W. 
and  the  deps.  Pas-de-Calais,  Aisne,  Olse, 
and  Beine-Inf<irieare  on  the  othsr  sides.

Bommarfeld,  eorn'mer-feU,  a  town  of 
Prussia,  prov.  Brandenburg,  44  m.  S.8.E. 
of  Frankfort.    Pop.  11,078. 

Somnath,  Bomnat,  sommawf,  or  Pai- 
tnn-Somnath,  or  Patan-Bomnat,  jmt- 
un'  eonMtatcf,  a  town  on  the  8.  coast  of 
Katty war,  Qujerat,  W.  India,  famoos  for  a 
celebrated  temple  dedicated  to  Somnath, 
the  Lord  of  the  Moon,  long  a  principal 
place  of  Hindoo  pilgrimage.  The  or^nal 
temple  was  plundered  of  great  wealth  by 
Mahmud  of  Ghusnee  in  1024,  and  its  gates 
carried  away  to  Ohoznee,  where  they 
remained  attached  to  Mahmnd*s  tomb  till 
they  were  brought  back  to  India  after 
the  captore  of  Ghusnee  by  the  Britiah  In 
1842. 

Bonab,  or  Sobna,  at/nd,  a  town  of  the 
Punjab,  British  India,  dlst  Gurgaon,  89  m. 
S.W.  of  Delhi;  it  U  resorted  to  for  a  hot 
sulphureous  spring  of  106°  Fahr,  found  very 
efficacious  in  leprosy,  chronic  rhetimatism, 
scrofula,  and  liver  oomnlalnts.    Pop.  8613. 

BfodarbuM,  twa'der-boorg  (sonthem 
town,  firom  Norse  ai>ndre,  sonthem,  and 
burg,  a  town),  a  seaport  of  Pmssia,  prov.

Bondershansan,  eon-den-hou'tem  (the

The  provinces  are  named  chiefly  from  the 

{Principal  town  in  each.  Nest  to  Switser- 
and,  Spnin  is  the  most  mountainous  coun- 
try in  Europe.  The  Pyr^n^,  forming  its 
N.E.  boundary,  are  continued  through  the 
northern  prorinoes  under  the  name  of  the 
Mountamt  of  Attwriat,  and  terminate  in 
Cape  Finlsterre.  A  secondary  range, 
ealled  the  Iberiau,  stretches  southward 
frrom  the  Pyr^n^  to  Cape  de  Oata  in 
Granada.  From  the  Iberian  range  four 
other  chains  extend  tnm  E.  to  W.  till 
tbey  reach  the  Atlantic  These  are  the 
Sierra  de  Ouadarema,  the  Bi^ra  de  Toledo^ 
the  &erra  Morena  (dark  or  brown  moun- 
tains), and  the  Sierra  Nevada  (snowy  moun- 
tains). The  highest  peak  is  liulhaeen  of 
Sierra  Nevada,  11,664  ft.  The  Central  dis- 
tricts, comprising  Old  and  New  Castile, 
consist  of  extensive  Uble-lands,  elevated 
generallv  fh>m  1800  to  2000  ft.,  though  the 
royal  pakee  of  the  Esenrial,  apparently  on 


a  plain,  is  8800  ft^  and  San  Ildelbaae,  the 
summer  residence  of  the  Spanish  aora- 
reigns.  is  4166  ft.  above  the  sea.  In  the 
S.  ana  S.E.  are  rich  and  fertile  plains, 
which  gradually  alope  towards  the  shores 
of  the  Mediterranean.  The  principal  rivers 
which  flow  through  the  plams  enclosed  by 
the  mountain  ranges,  named  according  to 
their  magnitudea,  are  the  Tagtu,  DemrOt 
Ebro,  Ovadiana,  and  Ouadai^ivir.  These 
all  have  a  westward  course  towards  the 
Atlantic,  except  the  Ebro,  which  flows  E. 
to  the  Mediterranean.  The  climate  varies 
according  to  elevation  and  exposure.  In 
the  N.  and  N.W.  rain  falls  abundantly, 
and  the  winters  are  long  and  severe.  The 
Central  table-iand  is  subject  to  great  ex- 
tremes of  heat  and  cold,  and  often  exposed 
to  severe  droughts.  In  the  southern  dis- 
tricts, including  Andalusia,  Murcia,  and  S. 
Valencia,  the  winter  is  temperate,  and  the 
spring  and  autumn  dellghtnil,  but  during 
summer  they  are  visited  by  a  scorching 
wind  from  AfHca,  called  the  tolano,  which 
not  only  withers  every  green  thing,  but 
renders  the  season  intolerable  to  northern 
Europeans.  The  towns  on  the  E.  coast, 
sheltered  by  the  high  lands  of  the  interior. 
ei^Joy  an  almost,  perpetual  sunshine,  ana 
are  favonrite  placea  of  winter  residence 
for  invalids.  The  soil  is  in  general  fBrtile. 
and  where  artificially  irrigated  is  well 
adapted  to  agriculture,  and  the  cultivation 
of  several  kinds  of  udetal  fhiits.  Besides 
wheat,  maixe,  cotton,  rice,  hemp,  and  flax, 
which  are  the  principal  crops,  olives,  figs, 
grapes,  dates,  almonds,  oranges,  and  lemons, 
are  fomid  in  abundance.  Sugar  is  grown  to 
some  extent  In  Valencia  and  the  south.  A 
fibrous  grass,  called  eeparto,  which  grows 
wild  in  the  S.E.,  is  largely  exported  to 
Britain  for  the  manufacture  of  paper. 
Agriculture  is  in  an  exceedlnglv  back- 
ward state,  and  in  many  parts  is  much 
neglected  for  the  rearing  of  sheep,  horses, 
mules,  and  asses.  The  Spanish  breed  of 
sheep  called  merino,  once  peculiar  to  the 
peninsula,  and  much  esteemed  for  the  fine- 
ness of  their  wooL  have  now  been  intro- 
duced Into  most  European  countries;  the 
horses,  called  Barbe,  from  Barbary,  whence 
they  were  introduced  by  the  Moors,  have 
long  been  distinguished  for  their  beauty 
and  activity ;  and  the  mules  and  asses,  re- 
markably sure-fix>ted,  are  the  finest  in  the 
worid.  Though  the  central  table-land  is 
treeless,  forests  cover  about  one-twelfth  of 
the  whole  surface,  the  principal  trees  being 
pine,  beech,  evergreen-oak,  cork,  chestnut, 
and  hasel.  Bears,  wolves,  and  boars  roam 
in  the  forests  and  in  the  colder  and  more 
mountainous  districts.  Wild  bulls  are 
found  in  Andalusia.  The  mineral  wealth 
of  Spain  is  very  great,  but  mining  opera- 
tions are  by  no  means  acUve;  ui  many 
cases  they  are  altogether  neglected.  Lead, 
however,  is  extensively  wrought,  nearly 
half  of  the  lead  produced  in  Europe  being 
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obtained  firom  Spain.  The  qaIokflUyer>mlne 
at  Almaden  li  the  richest  in  Europe,  and 
at  Cardona,  near  Montaerrat,  is  a  hiU  about 
400  ft  high,  and  about  3  m.  in  ciroum- 
toenoe,  which  is  a  solid  mass  of  rock 
■alt  Silver,  iron,  copper,  sine,  tin,  anti- 
mony, cobalt  coal,  and  rarioua  coloured 
nkarblea  and  building  stones  are  also  found. 
The  manufactures,  long  in  a  declining  state, 
have  recently  begun  to  revive.  The  most 
important  Is  that  of  wine,  carried  on  at 
Xeres,  Malaga,  and  Alicante;  silk  and 
cotton  fabrics  are  manufactured  at  Va- 
lencia; woollen  cloths  in  Aragon  and 
Catalonia;  linen  in  Galicia;  and  leather 
in  Galicia,  Biscay,  and  Andalusia.  Ex- 
tensive iron-works  are  in  the  N.  Spain, 
from  its  geographical  position,  the  extent 
of  its  coast  line,  and  its  numerous  ports, 
has  great  advantages  for  commerce,  yet 
its  foreign  trade  is  limited,  and  is  almost 
exclusively  confined  to  France,  England, 
the  United  States,  and  Cuba.  The  estab. 
lished  religion  is  Roman  Catholic  In  1836 
all  conventual  establishments  were  sup- 
pressed, and  since  1876  Protestant  worship, 
under  severe  restrictions,  has  been  allowed. 
Education  is  at  a  somewhat  low  ebb.  Until 
1806,  the  superintendence  of  the  schools 
was  entirely  In  the  hands  of  the  clergy ; 
but  subsequent  enactments  placed  the  in- 
■truction  of  the  people  under  the  care  of 
the  government,  and  a  radical  reform  was 
thereby  introduced.  Among  the  inhabit- 
ants four  distinct  races  exist  in  Spain— 
the  8paniard»  proper,  the  BeuqueSf  the 
lioort,  and  the  GUanoB  or  Oyvtiet.  The 
Spaniards,  who  are  descended  from  the 
Celtic,  Roman.  Gothic,  and  Moorish  na- 
tions, who  alternately  ruled  in  the  country, 
are  a  grave,  proud,  indolent  and  some- 
what cruel  people,  with  a  deep  attachment 
to  their  country  and  religion,  and  an  in- 
ordinate love  of  ecclesiastical  display. 
Bull*flghting  and  dancing  in  the  open 
air  are  their  favourite  amusements.  The 
Basques,  found  in  the  mountains  of  As- 
turias  and  the  neighbouring  Pyr^ndes, 
have  still  preserved  their  ancient  man- 
ners and  liberty,  and  are  the  nnabsorbed 
remnant  of  the  aborigines.  They  nnmber 
about  490,000,  and  are  a  gallant  and  labori- 
ous, but  also  a  rude  and  obstinate  race. 
They  speak  a  language  totally  different 
from  the  others,  called  the  Esquara  or 
Basque^  which  is  probably  the  old  lan- 
guage of  the  country.  The  Moors,  the 
remains  of  the  African  race,  exist  in  Anda- 
losia.  The  Gypsies  (probably  of  Hindoo 
origin)  nnmber  about  46,000,  and  are  found 
In  various  parts.  They  do  not  generally 
lead  a  wandering  life  as  in  England,  but 
have  fixed  habltationa  and  various  employ- 
ments, though  they  atiU  preserve  intact 
the  individuality  and  aU  the  pecuIiariUea 
of  their  race.  The  government  of  Spain  is 
a  limited  monarchy.  In  186S^,  and  again 
In  1878-4,  a  republican  government  existed. 


but  on  the  Slst  Deeember  1874  the  repnbllt 
was  abolished,  and  Alfonso  Zll.,  of  the 
Honse  of  Bourbon,  waa  proclaimed  king. 
The  national  assembly  ia  called  the  CorteiL 
and  consists  of  two  chambers,  a  senate  and 
a  congress  of  depotiea.— JfodrHi,  on  the 
Manzanares,  is  the  cap.  The  foreign  pos- 
sessions of  Spain  consist  of  the  PMipplmSy 
OaroUnSy  and  Ladrone  IsUunds  in  Oceania: 
Ceuta,  and  the  lalands  of  Fernando  Bo  and 
Annobon,  AfHca;  Cuba,  BoHo  JKoo,  and 
a4jacent  isles  in  the  West  Indies. 

Bpalatro.  or  SpaUto,  spd4drtro,  or  spd- 
Id'to  (corr.  from  Salona  Balatium.  the  palaoe 
of  Salona,  at  first  oorrupted  to  As-wtUhimm, 
at  the  palace,  and  then  to  Shftalatro  and 
Spalato),  a  seaport  of  Anstrta-Hungary, 
prov.  Dalmatia,on  the  Adriatic,  near  the 
ancient  Salona  and  the  ruins  of  the  palace 
of  Diocletian;  it  is  the  most  commercial 
town  in  the  empire,  and  In  the  vicinity 
are  several  mineril  sprlnga  and  baths. 
Pop.  80,860. 

Spalding,  spdifding  (named  from  a  spa 
or  spring  of  mineral  water  in  the  market 
place),  a  town  of  England,  eo.  Lineoln,  on 
the  Welland,  16  m.  8.S.W.  of  Boston ;  it 
carries  on  an  extensive  trade  in  all  kinda 
of  agricultural  produce.

Bpaniah  Town,  the  former  cap.  of  the 
West  Indian  Island  Jamaica,  oo.  Middle-

Bparta,  New,  or  Miatra,  a  town  of  the 
Morea,  Greece,  nomarohy  of  Laoonia,  near 
the  site  of  ancient  Sparta.

Bpenoer  Qulf,  speufser,  a  large  bay  of 
South  Australia,  between  82*  80^— 86"  S. 
Ut.,  and  186**— 188°  £.  long. 

Bpennymoor,  spen'ne-moor,  a  town  of 
England,  co.  Durham,  8  m.  N.E.  of  Bishop 
Auckland.    Pop.  6917. 

Bpey,  spd  (probably  oontr.  of  the  Gael. 
speid,  meaning  "  activity  "  or  "  force,**  and 
so  called  in  allusion  to  the  rapidity  of  ita 
current),  a  large  and  rapid  river  of  Scot- 
land, rises  in  Badenoch,  flows  N.E.  through 
the  COS.  of  Inverness,  Banff,  and  Elgin,  and, 
after  a  oonrse  of  upwards  of  100  m.,  fi^s 
into  the  Moray  Firth  at  Gannouth ;  it  haa 
a  valuable  salmon  fishery.

Bpires,  tpeer,  Germ,  apeyer  (named  firom 
the  stream  on  which  it  is  situated),  anc 
Noviomagua,  a  city  of  Bavaria,  Germany, 
gov.  Palatinate,  on  the  Rhine,  at  the  influx 
of  the  Speyerbach,  12  m.  8.  of  Mannheim. 
In  the  German  Diet,  held  here  in  1629,  the 
Reformers  entered  that  celebrated  protest 
a^nst  the  proceedings  of  the  emperor 
which  procured  them  the  name  of  Pro- 
tesUnts.

Btlrlingahlre,  ttir'lwg-ihlr^  a  co.  of 
Scotland,  forming  the  border-land  between 
the  Highlands  and  the  Lowlands  of  that 
country.  It  is  bounded  on  the  N.  br 
Perthshire;  on  the  E.  by  the  rirer  Forth 
and  Linlithgowshire ;  on  the  S.  by  the  coe. 
of  Lanark  and  Dumbarton ;  and  on  the  W. 
by  Dumbartonshire.  Its  greatest  length  is 
46  m.,  and  its  extreme  breadth  18  m.  Area

The 
chief  rivers  are  the  J>brth,  which  rises  in 
Ben  Lomond,  and,  crossing  the  co.,  expands 
into  a  noble  estoary;  the  Camm^  which 
gives  name  to  the  celebrated  iron-works 
on  its  N.  bank;  the  Bannock,  &mons  in 
connexion  with  the  memorable  battle  of 
Bannockbum  fought  on  its  banks  in  1314 : 
the  ^<{vtfi,  which  falls  into  the  Clyde;  and 
the  Endriek,  which  flows  into  Lodi  Lomond, 
a  beautifully  picturesque  lake  which  Ilea 
between  the  N.W.  parts  of  Dumbarton  and 
Stirling.  Minerals  of  various  kinds 
abound,  especially  coal  and  ironstone.  The 
manufs.  are  important,  and  are  varied  in 
character,  embracine  carpets,  tweeds,  tar- 
tans, winceys,  blankets,  serges,  chemical 
products,  and  paper.  Stirling  is  the  co.  town.

Tbe  most 
characteristic  feature  of  the  surface  is  the 
range  of  chalk  hills  called  the  &w(A  Domn», 
which  traverses  the  co.  from  W.  to  E~  and 
ends  in  the  lofty  cliff  of  itMcAjr  Htad, 
These  Downs  at  one  time  afforded  a  natural 
pasturage  for  a  famous  breed  of  sheep,  bat 
a  large  portion  has  been  brought  under 
cultivation.  North  of  this  chain  of  hills 
is  the  fertile  snd  richly  wooded  district 
called  the  Wtald.  The  rivers  of  Snsssz 
are  small,  the  chief  being  the  Ohm, 
Adur,  Arun,  and  Bother.  The  manofs. 
are  only  of  local  importance.  Owing  to 
the  mildness  of  the  climate,  most  of  the 
towns  on  the  coast,  such  as  Brighton. 
Ha$ting»t  8t  Utmardi,  Sttbowne,  and 
irorMMff,are&voaritowateriac-plaoM.  It 
was  on  the  Sussex  coast  that  tnt  Nonsans 
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under  William  the  Conqueror  Undod  in 
1066.—Lewea  is  the  co.  town. 

Butherland,  suth^er-land  (the  southern 
land.  BO  called  by  the  Northmen  to  denote 
the  land  south  of  Caithness),  an  oxtensWe 
CO.  of  Scotland,  bounded  on  the  N.  and  W . 
by  the  AUantIc  Ocean ;  by  Ross  and  Crom- 
arty on  the  S. ;  the  North  Sea  on  the  S.E. ; 
and  Caithness  on  the  E.  Area  2028  sq. 
m.;  pop.  23,370.  A  considerable  part  of 
the  CO.  is  occupied  by  forests  and  moun- 
tains. Among  the  latter  may  be  noted 
Ben  More,  3278  ft.;  Ben  Clibrig,  8164  ft.; 
and  Ben  Hee,  2864  ft  above  the  sea.  There 
are  numerous  lakes,  the  most  imuortant 
being  Lochs  Shin,  Asaynt,  Hope,  More,  EU 
phin,Naver,  and  LaoghaU.  The  rivers  are 
also  numerous;  the  principal  are  the  a»*«J 
or  OyhiU,  FUet,  Brora,  and  HelmadaU,^\ 
valuable  for  their  salmon  fishings.  The 
glens  and  hollows  between  the  mountains 
afford  excellent  pasture  for  sheep  and 
cattle.  A  very  small  proportion  of  the 
area  is  under  cultivation,  but  the  extent 
of  arable  ground  is  being  yearly  Increased 
by  the  successful  efforts  of  the  Duke  or 
Sutherland  In  reclaiming  large  tracts  of 
waste  land.  Sheep  farming  is  the  main 
pursuit  There  are  no  manufactures  ex- 
cept woollen  goods  made  for  home  wm- 
Bumptlon.  The  minerals  embrace  granite, 
marble,  rock  crysUls,  pebbles,  and  garnets. 
The  fisheries  on  the  coast  are  important, 
and  consist  chiefly  of  <^,  ling,  mackerel, 
lobsters,  and  herring.— DomocA  is  the  only 
town  in  the  co.  ,  ,   ,,     .. 

Butlej,  mtriej.  a  large  river  of  India^he 
most  easterly  of  the  five  rivers  of  the  Pun- 
jab. It  Issues  from  Lake  Rhawan  Hrad,  in 
Tibet,  about  20,000  ft  above  the  sea.  De- 
scending from  the  Himalaya,  it  receive^ 
BOO  m.  from  its  source,  the  Beas,  and  800 
m.  farther  down  the  united  stream,  wWch 
is  caUed  the  Ohara,  forms  a  junction  with 
the  Indus.  The  Butlej  is  spanned  by  a 
magnificent  bridge,  named  the  Empress,  in 
connexion  with  the  Indus  Valley  Railway ;

Swansea,  twdn^see  (said  to  be  corr.  from 
8wine$ea^  and  so  called  from  the  number  of 
porpoises  found  in  this  part  of  the  chan- 
nel; it  is  called  by  the  Welsh  Abertatey, 
from  its  situation  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Tawy),  a  mnnie.  and  parL  bor.  and  seaport 
town  of  Glamorganshire,  8.  Wales,  on  a  flne 
bay  of  the  Bristol  Channel,  86  m.  N.W. 
of  Cardiff;  it  is  much  resorted  to  for  sea- 
bathing, and  has  a  large  trade  in  copper, 
iron,  and  coals.  Pop.  of  munic.  bor.  65,597; 
of  pari.  bor.  78,971. 

Swatau  or  Swatow,  nodtfow,  a  seaport 
on  the  S.E.  coast  of  China,  prov.  Quang- 
tnng,  at  the  entrance  of  a  small  estuary  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Han ;  it  is  one  of  the 
ports  which  were  opened  to  foreigners  by 
the  Treaty  of  Tien-tsln,  and  has  a  con- 
siderable trade. 

Sweaborg  or  Sveaborg,  sv&'d-borg,  a 
seaport  and  strong  fortress  in  Finland,  Rus- 
sia, 3  m.  S.E.  of  Helsingfors :  it  was  bom- 
barded and  greatly  damaged  by  the  Anglo- 
French  fleet  in  August  1866.    Pop.  6200. 

Sweden,  forming  with  Norway  the 
Scandinavian  peninsula  in  the  N.W.  of 
Europe,  is  bounded  N.  by  Finmark ;  W. 
by  Norway  and  the  Cattegat ;  8.  by  the 
Baltic:  and  E.  by  the  Baltic,  the  Gulf  of 
Bothnia,  and  Russia.  Area  171,972  sq.  m. ; 
TK>p.  4,665,668.  It  is  called  by  the  natives 
AwWi^e,  which  f^m  Svea-rike  means  **  the 
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kingdom  of  the  Sviar  or  Sueones."  Except 
In  the  W.,  where  the  Kiolen  Mountains 
Beparate  the  country  from  Norway,  Sweden 
has  few  elevations  of  any  great  extent 
Most  of  the  surface  is  flat,  and  contains 
numerous  lakes,  rlTers,  cataracts,  and  rer- 
dant  valleys.  The  water  surface  covers 
14,721  so.  m.,  the  larf^st  lakes  being 
Wener,  WeUer,  and  Malar,  occupying 
respcctivelv  areas  of  2015,  714,  and  470 
sq.  m.  These  lakes  are  connected  by 
canals,  and  afford  great  advantages  for 
navigation.  Considering  its  high  latitude 
Sweden  enjoys  a  milder  climate  than 
might  be  expected,  the  mean  temperature 
of  the  year  at  Stockholm  being  42*  2'Fahr. 
The  winters  are  verv  cold,  and  the  summers 
are  very  hot,  but  it  is  neither  so  cold  nor 
so  hot  in  the  W.  as  it  is  in  the  £.  There 
may  be  said  to  be  only  two  seasons  in 
Sweden,  the  transition  from  winter  to 
summer  and  team  summer  to  winter  being 
complete  in  a  few  days.  During  summer, 
even  in  the  northern  districts,  vegetation 
is  so  rapid  that  barley  is  reaped  within 
two  months  of  the  time  of  its  sowing.  The 
soil  is  not  geuerallv  fertile,  but  the  produce 
is  seldom  unequal  to  the  consumption. 
The  crops  chiefly  raised  are  the  various 
cereals,  potatoes,  hemp,  flax,  hops,  and 
tobacco.  Forests  cover  more  than  one- 
fourth  of  the  surface.  The  trees  most 
commonly  met  with  are  the  pine,  fir,  and 
birch,  valuable  not  onlv  for  the  timber, 
tAr,  and  pitch  which  tney  yield,  but  on 
account  of  their  supplying  charcoal  and 
firewood,  which,  in  the  absence  of  coal, 
constitute  the  principal  fuel  of  the  country. 
In  the  extreme  N.  stunted  bushes,  dwsirf 
plants,  and  lichens  are  the  onlv  forms  of 
vegetation  seen.  The  wild  animals  still 
common  are  the  wolf,  lynx,  fox,  badger, 
marten,  hare,  and  squirrel;  bears  ana 
beavers,  formerly  often  met  with,  are  now 
becoming  scarce,  and  the  elk  is  now  found 
only  in  the  less  frequented  localities. 
Horses,  cattle,  sheep,  pigs,  and  goats  are 
extensivelv  reared,  but  the  pastures  being 
poor,  the  horses  and  cattle  are  small,  and 
the  sheep  yield  an  inferior  wool.  The 
only  domestic  animals  N.  of  the  Arctio 
circle  are  the  reindeer  and  the  dog.  Fish 
in  abundance  is  found  in  the  lakes,  rivers, 
and  near  the  shores— upwards  of  80  differ- 
ent kinds  being  sold  for  use.  Sweden 
is  remarkablv  rich  in  minerals.  Gold, 
silver,  lead,  sine,  alum,  manganese,  cobalt, 
marble,  slate,  and  granite  are  all  found, 
but  the  chief  products  are  iron  and  copper, 
the  former  obtained  from  the  mines  of 
Dannemora,  30  m.  N.  of  Upsala,  the  most 
valuable  iron  mine  in  the  world,  and  the 
laCter  from  the  mine  of  Fahlun,  which  has 
been  worked  1000  y«an.  Agriculture  and 
manufactures  are  imperfectly  developed; 
the  former,  however,  nas  made  great  pro-

paper,  sugar,  tobacco,  gloves,  leather,  tar, 
and  to  a  small  extent  cotton.  Shipbuild- 
ing, distilling,  and  brewing  are  extensively 
carried  on.  The  internal  oommeroe  is 
considerable;  the  foreign  commerce  is 
chiefly  eonfined  to  Brazil  and  other  8. 
American  ports,  France,  Germany,  Great 
Britain,  and  Russia.  The  established 
religion  is  Lntheranism.  All  sects  are 
tolerated,  but  there  is  a  strong  national 
feeling  against  Roman  Catholicism.  Edu- 
cation is  extensively  difltised,  and  is  made 
compulsory  by  law.  There  is  a  university 
at  Upsala,  where  the  great  botanist  Lin- 
nnus  was  a  professor,  and  another  at  Lund ; 
the  former  founded  in  1476,  the  latter  by 
Charles  XI.  in  1666.  The  people,  who  are 
of  Teutonic  origin,  are  characterixed  by 
simplicity,  hospitality,  industry,  love  of 
country,  and  bravery.  The  government  is 
a  limited  monarchy.  Sweden  and  Norway 
since  1814  have  been  governed  by  the  same 
king,  but  they  have  different  constitutions, 
and  otherwise  are  Independent  kingdoms. 
The  Legislative  Assembly  of  Sweden,  called 
the  Diet,  consists  of  two  chambers  of  repre- 
sentatives chosen  by  the  people.  In  cases 
of  legislation,  the  veto  of  the  king  is  abso- 
lute. The  eountrr  consists  of  8  great 
divisions— Svealand  or  Sweden  Proper, 
Gothland,  and  Norrland,  which  are  sub- 
divided into  24  lam  or  governments,  viz. : 
—In  Svealand— iSKoc&AoZm,  Uptala,  West- 
manlandf  Sodermanland^  OrtbrOt  Wemdand^ 
and  Kopparbtrg.  In  Gothland—  Ottier' 
gothland^  Calmar,  J9nk»ping^  Kronobtrg, 
BUkinge,  Skaraborg^  El/ahorg,  OoUenburg 
and  Bohu»,ffattand,  Chrittianttad^  Malmi>- 
Juu  and  Gothland.  In  Norrland— JV<>rM- 
ten  or  Iforth  Bothnia^  Wetterbotten  or  West 
Bothnia^  Wester  Norrland,  Jaemtland,  and 
GeJUborg.  The  small  but  fertile  West 
Indian  island  8t  Bartholontewt  ceded  to 
Sweden  by  France  In  1784,  and  which  was 
her  only  foreign  possession,  has  been  re- 
stored to  France. 

Sweden  Proper  or  Bvealand,  tveeland,

SwltserUnd  (derived  from  Sehwy;  the 
name  of  the  canton  in  which  the  first  blow 
for  national  freedom  was  struck  in  the  be- 
ginning of  the  14th  centurj,  and  hence 
honoured  to  giro  its  name  to  the  whole 
confederationX  Germ.  SehweUu^  ane.  Hel- 
vetia, a  country  of  Central  Europe,  hounded 
N.  by  Germany;  W.  by  France;  S.  by 
Italy;  and  E.  by  Austria.  Its  greatest 
length  fh>m  E.  to  W.  is  208  m. ;  its  greatest 
breadth  160  m.;  area  15,727  sq.  m. ;  pop. 
2,846,102.  Switzerland  is  the  most  moun- 
tainous country  in  Europe,  and  is  distin- 
guished for  the  variety,  boldness,  and 
sublimity  of  its  scenery.  It  is  not,  how- 
ever, equally  elevated  throughout  While 
the  southern  cantons  are  mountainous  in 
the  highest  degree,  those  in  the  N.W.  are 
comparatively  only  hilly,  and  there  Is  in 
the  angle  formed  by  the  Jura  Mountains 
and  the  Alps  a  great  valley  100  m.  in 
length  and  m>m  90  to  80  m.  in  breadth, 
not  absolutely  level  indeed,  but  when 
contrasted  with  the  towering  heights 
by  which  It  is  enclosed,  what  may  be  said 
to  be  a  plain.  The  principal  mountain 
ranges  are  the  Alp$,  which  run  E.  and  W. 
along  the  southern  or  Italian  froqtfer,  and 
the  Jura  Movntain$,  which  separate  the 
western  cantons  fjrom  France.  The  Swiss 
Alps  are  divided  into  the  Peimbue  Alp», 
the  Helvetian  or  Lepontine  Alp$,  the  Bhatian 
Alps  and  the  Bernese  Alps.  Of  these  the 
Pennine  Alps  are  the  highest  and  include 
Mont  Blane  (in  FranoeX  16,784  ft;  MonU 
Boea,  16,217  ft,  and  Mont  Oervin,  14,771  ft., 
the  three  highest  mountains  in  Europe.  The 
Lepontine  Alps  are  the  most  remarkable 
for  magnificent  scenery,  and  are  the  most 
visited  of  all  the  Alpine  chains.  Their 
culminating  point  Is  Mont  Furca,  14,067  ft 
The  most  conspicuous  of  the  Bernese  Alps 
are  Fintter-AarharHf  14,026  ft;  the  Jun^- 


from,  18,720  ft ;  and  the  SKredAam,  18,397 
ft  Across  these  mountains  are  several 
passes  or  carriage  roads,  but  the  principal, 
according  to  their  elevation,  are  the  Great 
8t  Bernard,  8178  ft,  crossed  by  Napoleon 
with  his  army  in  1800,  but  more  famous  for 
its  hospice,  and  sagacious  dogs  employed  in 
the  service  of  travellers  benighted  or  en- 
dangered by  the  snow-storms ;  the  Gewimi 
Past,  7606  ft ;  the  Chimsel  Pass,  7126  ft; 
the  SplUgen  Pass,  6989  ft ;  the  Bus  of  8t 
Ooihard.  on  the  summit  of  which  is  a  con- 
vent, 6890  ft ;  and  the  Simplan  Pass,  6692 
ft.— a  work  of  great  labour  constructed  by 
Napoleon.  Besides  these  there  are  also 
several  paths  at  still  greater  elevations, 
but  these  are  passable  only  by  mules. 
The  highest  is  the  Weiasihor,  below  Monte 
Rosa,  11,860  ft  A  peculiar  characteristic 
of  the  Alps  is  their  glaciers  or  ice-fields— 
extensive  tracts  of  ftxyten  snow,  having  the 
appearanoe  of  an  agitated  sea  suddenly 
congealed.  Of  these,  there  are  supposed 
to  be  about  400  in  Switzerland,  varying  in 
length  from  three  to  twelve  miles,  and  in 
breadth  fh>m  half-a-mile  to  nearlv  three. 
In  summer  the  snow  ft^qnently  becomes 
detached  fh>m  the  mountains,  and  ava- 
lanches descend  with  such  violence  that 
entire  villages  are  sometimes  burled 
beneath  them.  Other  grand  and  inter- 
esting features  in  the  scenery  of  Switzer^ 
land  are  its  numerous  lakes,  its  rivers 
and  its  waterfalls.  Though  the  largest 
of  the  lakes—  Geneva,  also  called  Leman, 
and  (7ofu(aiiee— are  much  inferior  in  size 
to  the  lakes  of  Russia  and  Sweden,  they 
are  pre-eminently  beautiflil.  The  rivers 
are  among  the  largest  in  Europe.  De- 
scending generally  fh>m  elevatea  sources, 
their  rapid  currents  render  them  compara- 
tively of  little  use  in  navigation,  but  they 
are  distinguished  for  their  picturesque 
beauty  and  the  numerous  waterfalls 
which  are  formed  in  many  of  their  courses. 
The  more  important  cataracts  are  those  of 
the  Aar  and  Beuss,  the  Staubbaeh  in  the 
valley  of  Lauterbrunnen  (the  highest  in 
Europe),  the  Bhint  below  Schaffhauson,  and 
the  Beiehenbaeh  in  the  valley  of  Meyringen, 
which  by  six  falls  descends  1000  ft  Owing 
to  the  great  differences  in  elevation  of  the 
surface,  there  is  great  diversity  in  the  cli- 
mate and  productionB  of  the  soil.  In  the 
valleys  the  heat  in  summer  is  often  oppres- 
sive, while  the  surrounding  heiehts  are 
robed  with  snow.  By  reason  of  the  great 
elevation  and  the  ngour  of  the  climate 
about  one-fourth  of  the  country  is  ren- 
dered useless  to  man,  but  in  the  N.W.  and 
in  the  valleys  the  soil  is  generally  fertile, 
and  besides  the  ordinary  kinds  of  grain, 
finolts  of  various  kinds  are  abundantly  pro- 
duced. Timber  is  obtained  in  large  quanti- 
ties from  the  fbrests  which  cover  many 
of  the  mountain  sides,  the  principal  trees 
being  oak,  beech,  binh,  laureh,  pine,  and 
alder.  The  animals  found  on  the  mountains 
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•re  tbo  bear,  chamois,  marmot,  ibex  or  rock- 
goat,  easle,  and  the  bearded  vulture.  Fish 
abound  in  all  the  lakes.  Metals  are  less 
abundant  than  might  be  expected  in  so 
mountainous  a  country.  The  chief  mines 
are  of  iron,  but  silver,  lead,  sine,  and 
copper  are  also  found.  Mineral  springs 
are  numerous,  but  they  are  generally 
neglected.  Those  most  frequented  are 
Schinenach  and  Dadfn  in  Aargau.  The 
attention  of  the  Swiss  farmer  is  not  so 
much  directed  to  agriculture  as  to  the 
rearing  of  cattle  and  the  produce  of  the 
dairy.  The  cheese  made  is  especially 
famous,  and  is  exported  to  all  parU  of  the 
world.  Grain  is  raised  in  the  lower 
valleys,  but  it  is  not  equal  to  the  consump- 
tion of  the  inhabitants.  The  manu». 
are  various  and  important.  The  German 
Swiss  produce  textile  fabrics  in  silk, 
linen,  and  cotton.  The  French  Swiss  are 
celebrated  for  their  skill  in  watchmaking 
and  jewelry.  They  also  excel  in  making 
musical  boxes  and  In  carving  wood. 
Though  Switzerland  has  no  seaboard,  and 
is  separated  from  other  countries  by  im- 
mense mountain  barriers,  its  commerce  is 
considerable,  by  means  of  its  rivers,  with 
France,  Germany,  and  the  Netherlands, 
and  with  Italy  by  the  pass  over  St  Gothard. 
Nearly  three-fifths  of  the  population  pro- 
fess the  Protestant  religion;  the  remainder, 
or  nearly  two-fifths,  are  Roman  Catholics. 
Education  is  widely  diffused,  but  is  more  . 

gBueral  in  the  Protestant  than  Ih  Uie 
Oman  Catholic  cantons.  The  government 
is  a  Federal  Republic.  Formerly  the 
country  was  divided  into  18  cantons,  but 
since  the  year  1816  it  has  been  divided

The  cantons  are  independent  of  one  an- 
other, and  have  different  constitutions,  but 
for  general  security  they  are  all  united 
into  a  Confederation,  regulated  by  a  Diet 
or  Federal  Assembly,  which  consists  of 
two  Houses— the  National  Council  and 
Council  of  State  or  Senate.  The  discus- 
sions of  the  Diet  are  carried  on  in  German, 
and  that  language  is  spoken  by  three- 
fourths  of  the  population.  In  the  western 
cantons  Frencn  is  often  spoken,  in  the 
eanton  Ticino,  Italisn ;  and  in  the  Grisons 
are  a  people  which  speak  a  language  less 
removed  from  the  Latin  than  either  French 
or  Italian,  called  the  Romansch.  The  Swiss 
are  a  frank,  industrious,  brave,  and  honest 
people,  and  hare  always  been  diitlngnJsbed 


for  their  love  of  independence. — ^The  cap.  of 
the  country  is  Berne,  on  the  Aar.

The  soil  is  fertile,  but  the  pre- 
valence of  the  forests,  many  of  the  trees 
of  which  are  of  immense  size,  has  rendered 
its  cultivation  a  work  of  great  labour. 
Because  of  this,  the  western  parts,  in 
particular,  are  as  yet  all  but  uninhabited. 
The  plains  are  admirably  adapted  for 
sheep,  but  agriculture  rather  than  pas- 
toral pursuits  occupy  the  colonists.  The 
cattle  and  work  horses  of  some  of  the 
northern  districts  are  not  surpassed  in 
the  colonies.  The  native  animals  and 
birds  correspond  to  those  of  Australia. 
Here  is  found  a  marsupial  very  destruc- 
tive to  sheep,  which,  firom  its  ferocity,  is 
called  the  Tasmanian  devil.  The  minerals 
are  tin,  lead,  copper,  iron,  and  coaL  Mount 
Bischoff,  about  100  m.  from  Launoeston, 
contains  the  richest  tin-mine  in  the  world. 
Qold  is  found,  but  not  plentifully.  Anthra- 
cite coal  is  abundant  in  the  S.  The  climate 
is  healthy  and  delightful,  neither  so  warm 
nor  so  drV  as  that  of  Australia,  and,  conse- 
quently, better  adapted  to  the  various  pro- 
cesses of  British  husbandry.  Tasmania 
was  discovered  in  1642  by  Tasman,  a 
Dutch  navigator,  who  called  it  Van  Die- 
men'g  Land,  in  honour  of  his  patron 
Anthony  Van  Diemen,  who  was  then  the 
governor  of  the  Dutch  possessions  in  the 
East  Indies.  In  1803  it  became  a  penal 
settlement,  and  continued  as  such  till  1863, 
when  transportation  to  this  colony  was 
abolished.by  the  home  government.  It  is 
now  more  properly  called  Tasmania,  in 
honour  of  its  discoverer.— J?o6ar<,  on  the 
Derwent,  is  the  cap.

1  watering-places  on  the  S.W.  coast  of 


England,  and  exports  granite,  pipe-clay, 
and  potter's  clay.  Pop.  7120.— The  Teign 
has  a  S.E.  course  of  45  m.  fjrom  Dartmoor 


to  the  English  Channel. 

Teith;  a  river  of  Scotland,  co.  Perth, 
composed  of  two  branches  which  unite  at 
Callander,  after  passing  which  it  flows  S.E. 
and  falls  into  the  Forth  at  the  Bridge  of 
Drip,  2i  m.  N.W.  of  Stirling. 

Telvy,  tii/e,  a  river  of  8.  Wales,  flows 
S.W.  through  Cardiganshire,  passes  Lam- 
peter, separates  Cardigan  and  Carmarthen, 
and  enterf  Cardigan  Bay  after  a  course  of 
70  m. 

Tel-el-Eebir,  Ul-eV-kl-beer^,  a  cliarm- 
fngly  situated  vil.  of  Lower  Egypt,  in  the 
centre  of  the  fertile  dist.  called  EUWddy, 
to  the  8.  of  the  Ismailia  Canal.  Here  the 
Egyptian  military  rebels  under  Arabi 
Pasha  established  a  strongly  fortified 
camp,  which  was  taken,  by  a  midnight 


assault,  by  a  British  force  under  General 
Wolseley,  on  ISth  Sept.  1882.  This 
achievement  quelled  the  revolt

Teme,  a  river  of  England  and  Wales, 
rises  in  Montgomeryshire,  flows  E.  and 
S.E.,  and  joins  the  Severn  8  m.  S.  of  Wox^ 
cester,  after  a  course  of  60  m. 

Temesvar,  or  Temeswar,  temfe$h^¥dr 
(the  fortress  on  the  Temes,  firom  tiie  river 
Temet,  and  Hung,  var,  a  castleX  a  eom- 
mercial  town  of  Austria-Hungary,  the  cap. 
of  the  Bannt,  on  the  Bega  Canal,  78  m. 
N.N.E.  of  Belgrade.    Pop.  88,694. 

Temiaoouata,  Um-i$-koo-drtd  (the  wind- 
ing water),  a  beautiful  lake  in  a  co.  of  the 
same  name  in  prov.  Quebec,  Dominion  of 
Canada ;  it  is  80  m.  long  and  from  4  m.  to 
li  m.  wide^—The  co.  has  a  pop.  of  25,484. 

Tempio,  tem'pe-o,  a  town  of  the  island 
Sardinia,  prov.  and  81  m.  £.N  Jl.  of  Saasari. 
Pop.  10,0i96. 

Temple,  Um*pl  (derived  from  an  estab- 
lishment for  the  Templars  or  Red  Friars, 
founded  by  King  David  I.  of  Scotland),  a 
pa.  of  Scotland,  oo.  Edinburgh,  in  which  is 
the  vil.  of  Gorebridge.    Pop.  155L 

Templemore,  tern  •  pi  -  morti'  (great 
church),  a  town  of  Ireland,  co.  Tipperary, 
beautifblly  situated  in  a  highly  fertile  dis- 
trict, near  the  Suir,  8  m.  N.  of  Thurles  and 
20  m.  N.ofCashel.    Pop.  2800. 

Temrok,  tsm-rooV,  a  fortified  town  of 
the  Caucasus,  S.  Russia,  dist  Kuban,  on 
the  S.  side  of  the  Sea  of  Azov,  80  m.  N. 
of  Anapa.    Pop.  11,651. 

Tenaaseriin,  tertHu'sd-rim,  a  division  of 
British  Burma  in  the  Indo-Chinese  Pen- 
insula, consisting  of  a  long  and  narrow 
strip  of  territory,  measuring  ttom  N.  to  S. 
600  m.,  while  its  breadth  is  only  fh»m  40  to 
80  m.,  and  lying  between  ll*'  and  17*  40"  N. 
lat,  and  97»80'  and  99"  20^  E.  long.  It  is 
mountainous  and  well  wooded,  but  there 
are  extensive  tracts  favourable  to  the 
growth  of  cotton,  indigo,  rice,  sugar,  and 
tobacco,  which,  with  gums,  drugs,  oocoa- 
uuts,  tortoise  shell,  and  coal,  are  its  chief 
products.

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the  8.W.  entrance  of  the  Derdanellee;  it 
prodaces  excellent  wine,  cotton,  corn,  &nd 
frnlte.  According  to  Virgil,  Tenedos  wm 
occupied  by  the  Greeks  when  they  retired 
from  the  siege  of  Troy.    Pop.  7000. 

Teneriffe,  tet^r-ijTt  Span.  Tuterife,  the 
largest  of  the  Canary  Islands,  in  the  Atlan- 
tic, off  the  N.W.  coast  of  Africa:  it  is  00 
m.  in  length,  86  m.  in  greatest  breadth, 
and  produces  wine,  silk,  barilla,  firaits,and 
grain.  —  The  Peak  of  T^nerHJ^e^  a  famous 
extinct  Tolcanic  mountain  in  the  N.W.  of 
the  island,  is  12,182  ft.  above  the  sea. 

Teng-ohow.  or  Tang-cbaa.  a  seaport  of 
China,  prov.  Shan-tung,  on  Uie  N.  coast 
Pop.  230,000. 

Tengri-nor,  ten'gre-nort  a  salt-water  lake 
in  Tibet,  60  m.  long  and  fh)m  16  to  26  m. 
broad,  about  120  m.  N.W.  of  Lassa.  From 
its  great  altitude  (16,190  ft.  abore  the  sea) 
it  is  called  by  the  natives  Nameho,  or  "  Sky 
Lake." 

Texmeaaee,  (a»-iM«-Me^,  one  of  the 
United  SUtes  of  N.  America,  bounded  N. 
by  Kentucky  and  Virginia ;  W.  by  Arkan- 
sas; 8.  by  Mississippi,  Alabama,  and 
Oeorgia ;  and  E.  by  North  Carolina.  The 
western  portion  of  the  state  is  low  and  fer- 
tile, producing  cotton,  maize,  hemp,  and 
tobacco ;  the  eastern  part  is  hilly  and  dis- 
tinguished for  its  picturesque  scenery.  The 
climate  is  mild  and  salubrious.

Tewketboxy,  Cfiib«^r-«  (supposed  to 
be  deriyed  fr^  Theot,  a  Saxon  reoluse, 
who  founded  a  hermitage  here  about  the 
end  of  the  seyenth  century,  and  from 
whom  it  was  afterwards  called  Theotis- 
byrg),  a  munic.  and  pari.  bor.  and  market 
town  of  England,  co.  Gloucester,  at  the 
confluence  of  the  Ayon  and  the  Serem, 
in  the  Vale  of  Eyesham,  10  m.  N.E.  of 
Gloucester.  Immediately  8.  of  the  town 
is  Bloody  Meadow,  where,  in  1471,  Edward 
IV.  defeated  the  Lancastrians,  when  Queen 
Margaret  was  taken  prisoner  and  her  son 
slain     Pop.  6100. 

Texas,  Kx'm,  with  the  exception  of 
Florida,  the  most  southerly  of  the  United 
States  of  N.  America,  and  the  largest 
of  all,  is  bounded  N.  by  New  Mexico  and 
the  Indian  Territory;  E.  by  Arkansas 
and  lK)ni8iana;  S.  by  the  Guff  of  Mexico 
and  Mexico ;  and  W.  by  Mexico  and  New 
Mexico.

Thame,  tame,  a  town  of  England,  co. 
Oxford,  on  the  liver  of  the  same  name,  10

Thamee,  torn*,  the  chief  river  in  Great 
Britain,  and  eommerdallv  by  &r  the  most 
important  river  on  the  nee  of  the  globe, 
rises  in  Gloucestershire,  separates  Berks 
trem  Oxford  and  Qackingham,  Surrey  from 
Middlesex,  Kent  from  Essex,  and,  after  a 
course  of  216  m.,  &lls  into  the  North 
Sea  46  m.  below  London  Bridge.  It  is 
navigable  for  ships  of  any  burden  to  Dept- 
ford,  for  vessels  of  200  tons  to  London 
Bridge,  and  for  barges  180  m.  farther  up. 

Thames,  a  river  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  prov.  Ontario,  flows  8.W.  through 
a  fertile  country  between  Lakes  Huron  and 
Erie,  and  enters  Lake  St  Clair,  after  a 
course  of  160  m. 

Thames,  tama,  a  river  In  Connecticut. 
U.S.,  flows  8.,  and  enters  Long  Island 
Sound  after  a  navigable  course  of  14  m. 

Thames  Dltton,  tenu  diftun,  a  pa.  and 
township  of  England,  co.  Surrey,  12  m.  W. 
of  London,  on  the  London  and  Hampton 
Court  Branch  of  the  London  and  South- 
western Railway.    Pop.  of  pa.  2966. 

Thana.    See  Tanna. 

Thanet,  Isle  of,  than^et,  a  dist  of  Kent, 
England,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Thames, 
separated  from  the  mainland  on  the  8.  by 
the  Stour ;  it  enjoys  a  mild  and  salubrious 
climate,  the  soil  is  fertile,  and  among  its 
other  products  are  large  quantities  of 
canary-seed.  It  contains  three  favourite 
watering-places,  Margate,  BanugaUf  and 
BroadatairB.

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Thttloluun.  ihatck^am,  ft  township  of 
EngUnd,  co.  Berks,  8  m.  E.  of  Newbury. 

Thaxted,  thaae'ttd  (the  thfttched  town), 
a  town  of  England,  co.  Essex,  on  the  Chel- 
mer,  6  m.  N.  of  Dunmow,  and  17  m.  N.W. 
of  Chelmsford.    Pop.  1914. 

Thmya,  Theya,  or  Taya,  tVd^  a  rlrer  of 
Lower  Aastria  and  Moravia,  which,  aftor  a 
tortuous  course  of  180  ni.,  Joins  the  March 
S  m.  N.E.  of  Rarensburg ;  it  is  remarkable 
for  the  number  of  its  fords  and  bridges. 

Tliebet,  th««d«,  or  Thiva,  Wvd,  a  town 
of  Oreeee.  nomarchy  of  Attica  and  Bcsotia, 
on  the  site  of  the  ancient  city  of  the  same 
name,  80  m.  N.W.  of  Athens.  Pop. 
8509. 

Thebes,  a  pror.  of  Upper  Egypt,  extend- 
ing along  both  banks  of  tite  Nile,  and  noted 
for  the  rains  of  the  ancient  city  of  the  same 
name,  deemed  the  most  extonsiye  in  Egypt, 
especially  with  the  pre-Roman  groups  of 
Luxor  and  Karmte  on  the  right  bank,  the 
former  of  which  furnished  to  Paris  the 
well-known  obelisk  in  the  Place  ds  la  Con- 
corde, while  the  latter  contains  a  temple 
considered  the  most  ma^ifioent  of  all  the 
Egyptian  ruins. 

ThalM,  Uce,  a  large  rlrer  of  H  angary, 
formed  by  the  anion  of  the  Black  and  the 
White  Theiss;  after  a  8.  coarse  of  fiOO  m. 
it  flows  into  the  Danube  below  Peterwar- 
dein,  and  is  narigable  almost  to  ita  source, 
on  the  borders  of  Oalicia. 

Th6odiil6-PaM,  a  mule-path  between 
the  cant.  Yalais,  Switzerland,  and  Pied- 
mont, Italy;  its  highest  sammit  is  10^99 
ft.  abore  the  sea. 

Thereaienatadt,  ter'd'»e-em'»uUt,  or 
Tliareaianopol,  ter^'go-an-o^pol  (the  town 
or  city  of  [the  Empress]  Theresa),  a  town 
of  Austria-HuBgary,  oo.

Tibet,  til/et  (supposed  to  be  a  corr.  of 
Thupho,  the  country  of  the  Tbu,  a  people 
who  founded  an  empire  in  Northern  Tibet 
in  the  sixth  century),  called  by  the  natives 
Bod  or  Bodynl,  t.«.,  "  the  land  of  Bod,"  is 
a  country  of  Central  Asia,  bounded  N.  by 
Eastern  Turkestan;  £.  by  China;  8.  and 
W.  bv  India.  Its  area  Is  662,000  sq.  m.: 
Pop.  6,000,000.  It  is  the  loftiest  inhabited 
table-land  in  the  world,  its  lowest  plains 
being  nearly  12,000  ft  above  the  sea.  AU 
round  it  is  fringed  by  mountains  which  are 
covered  with  perpetual  snow,  and  are  the 
sources  of  many  of  the  greatest  rivers  of 
Asia.  Owing  to  the  jealousy  of  the  Chinese 
government  respecting  the  intrusion  of 
foreigners,  scarcely  anything  is  known  of 
the  interior.  It  Is  believed  to  abound  with 
silver,  copper,  and  tin,  but  the  absence  of 
fuel  renders  its  mineral  wealth  oompara- 
tively  unavailable.  Gold  of  great  puritr 
is  found  In  considerable  quantities.    Book 
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salt,  snlphar,  borax,  and  nitre  also  abound. 
Among  the  animaiii  may  be  particularly 
mentioned  the  mask-deer,  resembling  the 
hog  in  shape,  with  hair  not  nnlike  the 
quills  of  a  porcupine ;  the  yak,  a  singular 
animal  between  the  buffalo  and  the  horse, 
used  as  a  common  beast  of  burden,  and 
whose  flesh  and  milk  are  ordinary  articles 
of  food ;  the  oz,  whose  flowing  and  glossy 
tall  is  employed  by  the  Orientals  for  driv- 
ing away  insects;  the  goat,  whose  flne 
hair  is  imported  into  Cashmere  for  the 
msnufacture  of  shawls;  and  the  Tibetan 
sheep,  used  as  a  beast  of  burden.  Fish 
abound  in  the  rivers,  but  are  forbidden  as 
articles  of  food  by  the  Bhnddist  religion. 
The  climate  is  remarkable  for  its  dryness, 
and  during  the  winter  is  intenselv  cold. 
From  the  excessive  dryness  of  the  climate, 
timber  is  not  known  to  rot,  but  it  becomes 
brittle,  and  is  easily  broken;  flesh  eznosed 
to  the  open  air  does  not  become  putrid,  but 
dries,  and  can  be  reduced  to  a  powder, 
which  is  made  into  bread,  and  is  a  common 
food  of  the  inhabitants.  The  chief  mann- 
factnres  are  fabrics  of  wool  and  goats'  hair, 
Buddhist  idols  and  fewelry.  The  trade, 
which,  notwithstanding  the  Inaccessible 
nature  of  the  country,  is  considerable,  con- 
sists in  the  exchangis  of  gold,  silver,  wool, 
hides,  musk,  and  salt,  for  tea,  tobacco, 
cotton,  and  other  manufactured  goods.  The 
general  religion  is  Buddhism,  but  in  Bul- 
tistan  Mohammedanism  prevails.  The  head 
of  the  Buddhist  system  is  the  Grand  or 
Dalai  Lama,  who  is  regarded  as  the  vice- 
gerent of  the  Deity  on  earth.  He  is  sup- 
posed never  to  die.  When  his  apparent 
dissolution  takes  place,  his  votaries  fancy 
that  his  soul  passes  into  another  body, 
sometimes  that  of  a  child,  who  is  thereafter 
treated  with  divine  honours.  The  summer 
residence  of  this  potentate  is  asid  to  contain 
a  vast  number  of  apartments,  in  which  are 
countless  imagea  of  gold  and  silver,  and  a 
few  miles  distant  is  a  great  temple,  the  ser- 
vice of  which  is  performed  by  6000  lamas  or 
priests.  The  country  is  for  the  most  part 
subject  to  the  Emperor  of  China.  la$»a  is 
the  cap.

European  settlers  in  the  Transvaal  terri- 
tory were  emigrant  Cape  farmers,  known 
as  Dutch  boers,  who,  dissatisfied  with  Brit- 
ish rule,  sought  a  country  where  they 
might  establish  a  republic  Their  num- 
bers gradually  augmented,  and  for  some 
years  they  formed  three  independent  com- 
munities, which,  in  1868,  united  under 
the  name  of  the  South  African  Republic 
From  various  causes  the  new  state  failed 
to  be  successful,  and,  in  1877,  for  fear  of  a 
general  war  between  the  natives  and  the 
colonists,  the  government  of  Cape  Colony 
deemed  it  expedient  to  annex  the  terri- 
tory and  declare  it  a  portion  of  the  British 
dominions  in  South  Africa.  The  dissatis- 
faction which  this  occasioned  ultimately 
led  to  armed  rebellion  on  the  part  of  an 
important  section  of  the  boer  population. 
This  issued  in  a  convention,  dated  3rd 
August  1881,  by  which  the  country  was 
retroceded  to  the  boers,  Queen  Victoria 
being  acknowledged  as  suzerain  to  a  limited 
extent. 

Transylvania,  iran'BU'Vd'tW'd  (the 
country  beyond  the  woods,  so  called  be- 
cause of  its  frontier  forests),  a  prov.  of  the 
Anstro-Hungarian  empire,  E.  of  Hungary ;

salt,  etc,  are  a  great  source  of  wealth,  and 
the  trade  is  in  a  great  measure  confined  to 
the  natural  produce  of  the  country.

N.N.E.  of  Boveredo;  it 
gives  name  to  the  fkmons  ConncU  of 
Roman  Catholic  prelates,  tnm  all  parte 
of  Europe,  held  here  fh>m  1646  to  1568, 
fbr  the  purpose  of  suppressing  the  Refor- 
mation, and  was  chosen  as  the  place  of 
meeting  because  thereabouts  the  German 
race  and  language  meet  the  Italian.  Pop.

Trent  (said  to  be  derived  fh)m  a  British 
word  signifying  "  to  wind,"  and  so  called 
firom  its  circuitous  or  winding  course),  a 
large  river  of  England,  rises  in  the  N.

Tunis.  tH'nitB,  one  of  the  states  of  Bar- 
iMuy,  N.  Africa,  situated  between  Algeria 
and  Tripoli,  and  bounded  on  the  N.  and 
N.E.  by  the  Mediterranean.  It  is  subject 
to  France.  The  northern  coast  is  rock- 
bound,  and  contains  the  two  most  northerly 
points  in  Africa— Capes  Blanco  and  Bon ; 
the  eastern  coast  is  sandy.  The  S.  part 
is  interspersed  with  "chotts,"  or  large 
marshy  lakes,  which  reach  in  a  kind  of 
chain  from  Cabes,  on  the  coast,  to  about 
800  m.  Inland.  These  chotts,  which  are 
below  the  level  of  the  Mediterranean,  it  is 
proposed  by  French  engineers  to  flood,  by 
means  of  a  canal  starting  from  a  point  not 
fitf  from  Cabes.  It  is  expected  that  the 
aea  thus  admitted  will  form  a  vast  lake 
■ome  2000  or  8000  sq.  m.  in  extent,  and 
deep  enough  to  admit  yessels  of  a  large  sixe. 
Beiore  France  interfered  in  the  government 
of  the  country  in  1881,  Tunis  was  regarded 
as,  next  to  Algeria,  the  most  enlightened  of 
the  Barbary  sUtes.    Pop.  2,000,000. 

Tunis,  a  city  of  N.  Africa,  the  cap.  of 
the  above  state,  on  the  W.  side  of  a 
lagoon,  in  86"  46'  N.  lat.  and  10"  9^  E.  long. 
It  has  extensive  mannnctures  of  silk  and 
▼ool,  and  has  a  more  extensive  commerce 
than  any  other  town  in  Barbary.  About 
10  m.  N.W.  of  the  dty  are  the  ruins  of 
ancient  Carikage,  the  rival  of  Borne  Pop. 
140.000. 

Tunis,  Otilf  of;  an  Inlet  of  the  Mediter- 
ranean, extending  inland  for  80  m.  between 
Capes  Bon  and  Farina,  N.  Africa;  it  is  46 
m.  wide  at  its  entrance,  and  affords  good 
anchorage  for  ships  of  the  largest  sixe. 

TnnJa,  toong^d,  a  town  of  the  United 
States  of  Colombia,  8.  America,  the  cap.  of 
the  dep.  Boyaca,  on  an  elevated  table-land, 
70  m.  N.N.E.  of  Santa  F6  de  Bogota.  Pop. 
7000. 

Tnnstall,  tun^stdU  (a  place  on  a  hill, 
from  A.  S.  dun,  a  hill,  and  ttael  or  «(a/, 
a  placeX  a  town  of  England,  co.  Stafford, 
on  the  declivitv  of  a  considerable  emi- 
nence, 4  m.  N.N.E.  of  Newcastle-under- 
Lyme,  with  nnmerous  iron-foundries,  brick 
and  tile  works,  collieries,  and  chemical 
works,  but  the  staple  manufacture  is  that 
of  earthenware  ana  porcelain.    Pop.  14,244. 

TnrCan,  Uxur-fdn',  a  district  and  town  of 
Eastern  Turkestan,  In  the  Chinese  Em- 
pire, at  the  foot  of  the  Thian-shan,  180  m. 
W.  of  Khamil;  the  inhabiUnU  cultivate 
the  arts  and  sciences,  and  are  not  at  all 
addicted  to  war;  they  abstain  rigidly  from 
eating  animal  food  and  drinking  wine. 
Pop.  of  the  town  10,000. 

Turin,  tu'rvH,  It  ToriM  (named  from  Its 
early  inhabitants,  a  Ligurian  tribe,  called 
the  IViaHfiO,  a  city  of  Piedmont,  N.  lUIy, 


In  a  beantlAil  plain,  at  the  conflneaee  of 
the  Dora-Biparia  and  the  Po,  77  m.  W.8.W. 
of  Milan;  it  has  a  well-attended  university, 
nnmerous  societies  for  the  promotion  of 
science  and  literature,  and  various  manur 
factnres;  but  the  staple  commodity  of 
Turin  is  silk,  both  in  its  raw  and  its  pre- 
pared sUte.    Pop.  226,807. 

Turkestan,  Eastern,  ioor-liia-idaif  (the 
land  of  the  Turks),  a  region  of  Central 
Asia,  forming  part  of  the  Chinese  Em- 
pire. It  is  bounded  on  three  sides  by 
snow-clad  mountains,  viz.,  on  the  N.  by 
the  Thian-shan;  S.  by  the  Kuen-lun;  and 
W.  by  the  Pamir  plateau.  Eastward  it 
is  flanked  by  the  Cninese  prov.  Kan-su, 
which  here  embraces  a  portion  of  the 
Great  Desert  of  Oobi,  whose  shifting 
sands  sometimes  advance  like  waves, 
and  nnder  which  lie  buried  the  ancient 
cities  of  Lob  and  Ratah.  The  total  area 
of  the  country  is  estimated  at  480,000  sq. 
m.,  and  the  pop.  at  1,000,000.  The  snrfkoe 
is  generally  a  genUy  undulating  plain, 
with  a  sandy  soil,  which  in  many  parts 
is  rendered  fertile  by  irrigation,  for  the 
climate  is  almost  rainless,  except  near  the 
mountains.  The  many  rivers  which  con- 
tribute to  this  irrigation  descend  from  the 
mountainous  regions  on  the  N..  8.,  and  W., 
and  all  unite  in  the  rartm,  which  is  lost  in 
the  lake  or  congeries  of  marshes  called 
Lob  Nor.  Cotton,  silk,  wheat,  rice,  and 
fhiit  are  produced  in  abundance.  The 
Thian-ihan  and  KuenAun  Movrntaba  are 
rich  in  minerals,  including  gold,  silver, 
iron,  and  coal.  The  natives,  mostly  Tar- 
tars, and  all  Mohammedans,  sre  a  robust, 
industrious,  and  fhigal  people,  among  whom 
neither  riches  nor  povertv  sre  to  any  ex- 
tent known.  Till  1868  they  were  nnder 
the  dominion  of  China,  but  In  that  year 
they  abjured  that  supremacy,  and  mur^ 
dered  all  the  Chinese  In  the  country  who 
would  not  embrace  the  Mohammedan  reli- 
gion. In  1866,  Yakoob  Beg,  the  liberator 
of  the  countrv,  seised  the  reins  of  govern- 
ment, and  ruled  despotlcallv  till  his  death 
in  1877.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest 
son,  but  in  1878  Eastern  Turkestan  was 
reconquered  by  the  Chinese,  and  re- 
united to  the  Chinese  Empire.  The  four 
great  divisions  of  the  country  are— /TiuA- 
gar,  Tarkand,  Khotaitt  and  the  Nortkem 
Provinces.  The  cap.  Is  Ka$hgar,  after 
which  the  whole  region  is  sometimes 
called  Kashgaria. 

Turkestan,  Western,  a  conntry  of  Cen- 
tral Asia,  bounded  N.  and  W.  by  Asiatic 
Russia;  S.  by  Persia  and  Afghanistan; 
and  E.  bv  Eastern  Turkestan.  Its  area 
is  estimated  at  about  800,000  sq.  m.,  and 
its  pop.  at  8,000,000.  The  western  and 
central  parts  of  the  conntry  consist  to  a 
great  extent  of  sandy  deserts,  unpro- 
ductive and  uninhabited,  bat  the  eastern 
and  sonth-eastem  parts  exhibit  a  diver- 
slfled  surface,  and  abound  with  valleys 
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oopfoudy  watered,  tnd  of  remarkable  fer- 
tility. The  vegetable  prodacts  are  fruits 
of  incomparable  excellence,  grain  of  all 
kinds,  cotton,  flax,  hemp,  and  tobacco. 
The  mineral  riches  are  Iron,  copper,  lead, 
salt,  rubies,  turanoises,  and  lapis-lazuli. 
Gold  has  been  ibund  from  time  imme- 
morial in  the  sands  of  the  Amoo-Daria. 
The  climate  is  subject  to  great  extremes 
of  beat  and  cold.  Storms  and  whirlwinds 
are  frequent  in  the  plains  and  steppes. 
Agriculture  and  cattle  rearing  are  the 
occupation  of  the  great  mass  of  the  popu- 
lation, but  silk,  cotton,  linen,  woollen,  and 
other  manufactures  are  carried  on  in  the 
larger  towns.  The  commerce  is  consider^ 
nble,  but  limited  to  caravan  traffic.  The 
inhabitants  are  of  various  tribes,  of  which 
the  most  important  are  the  Usbecks  (a 
people  of  Turkish  origin,  and  the  most 
prominent  race  in  both  Eastern  and 
Western  Turkestan),  the  Tadjiks,  the 
Turcomans,  and  the  Kirghiz.  They  are 
all  Mohammedans.  Most  of  the  territory 
is  divided  between  the  two  khanates, 
Khiva  and  Bokhara,  the  former  of  which 
is  under  Russian  influence,  having  been 
taken  bound  to  hold  direct  relations  with 
no  other  power,  and  to  allow  traders  from 
no  other  country ;  and  the  latter  has  been 
at  the  mercy  of  Russia  ever  since  that 
power  occupied  Samarcand,  because  Samar- 
cand  commands  the  waters  of  the  Zarafshan, 
on  which  part  of  the  Bokhara  khanate, 
and  especially  its  capital,  depends  for 
existence.  The  government  of  the  khan- 
ates is  despotic.  The  cap.  of  each  is 
called  by  its  own  name. 

Turkey,  tur^k&,  properly  the  Ottoman 
Brnpire,  occupies  a  central  position  in  the 
Old  World,  embracing  as  it  does  large 
contiguous  portions  of  the  continents  of 
Europe,  Asia,  i^nd  Africa.  It  couBists  of 
Turkey  Proper,  partlv  in  Europe  and 
partly  in  Asia,  which  is  under  the  direct 
rule  of  the  Sultan,  and  of  several  depen- 
dent or  tributary  states  in  Europe  and 
Africa  governed  by  their  own  princes. 
The  total  area  is  estimated  at  2,396,692  sq. 
m.;  pop.  42^218,000. 

Turkey  in  Europe  Is  bounded  N.  by 
Austria-Hungary,  Servia,  and  Roumania; 
£.  by  the  Black  Sea  and  the  Strait  of  Con- 
stantinople ;  S.  by  the  Sea  of  Marmora,  the 
Strait  of  the  Dardanelles,  the  Archipelago, 
and  Greece:  W.  by  the  Ionian  Sea,  the 
Adriatic, and  Austria-Hungary.  Area  about 
115,289  sq.  m. ;  pop.  8,631,400.  Turkey  is  a 
highly  mountainous  country,  although  its 
peaks  are  not  to  be  compared  in  elevation 
with  those  of  the  Alps.  The  best  defined 
ridges  are  the  Balkans,  a  great  chain  stretch- 
ing from  E.  to  W.,  and  separating  the  basin 
of  the  Lower  Danube  from  the  countries 
which  send  their  drainage  to  the  Archi- 
pelago; Despoto-Daffh,  or  the  Rhodow 
Mountains,  running  N.  and  8.  from  the 
Balkans  to  the  Archipelago;  and  PinduMj 


an  ancient  name  for  the  ridge  mnning 
N.  and  S.  which  serves  as  a  watersb^ 
between  the  Adriatic  and  the  Archipelago. 
The  well-known  Olymmu,  the  gathering- 
place  of  the  gods  in  Greek  poetry,  is  one 
of  several  isolated  summits  of  a  short  chain 
overlooking  the  Gulf  of  Salonika.  Bilo,  the 
meeting  point  of  the  Despoto-Dagh  with 
the  Balkans,  is  the  highest  peak,  with 
•n  elevation  of  9842  ft.  Mount  Olympus 
is  9764  ft.,  and  Tchar-Dagh,  the  N.  ex- 
tremity of  Pindus,  is  9700  ft.  high.  In 
the  large  tract  of  Roumella  there  are 
extensive  and  beautiful  plains.  Turkey 
is  watered  by  numerous  rivers,  but,  ex- 
cepting the  Danube,  they  are  too  much  of 
the  nature  of  torrents  to  be  of  use  for 
navigation.  The  soil  is  generally  a  rich 
mould,  and.  If  properly  cultivated,  would 
be  highly  productive.  The  climate  is  de- 
lightful and  salubrious,  although  in  winter 
it  is  more  severe  than  might  oe  expected 
from  the  geographical  position  of  the 
country.  Notwithstanding  the  fertility  of 
the  soil,  agriculture  is  in  a  very  back- 
ward state,  and  only  a  small  portion  of 
the  country  is  under  cultivation.  Otlier 
causes  of  this  are  to  be  found  in  the  want 
of  roads,  the  peculiarities  of  the  tenure  of 
land,  and  the  general  apathy  of  the  people. 
The  principal  crops  are  wheat,  barley, 
maize,  millet,  rye,  rice,  and  cotton.  Vari- 
ous friiit  and  odoriferous  trees  are  promi- 
nent in  the  vegetation  of  the  southern 
slopes  and  lowland  plains.  The  horses  of 
Turkey  have  long  been  celebrated  for  their 
symmetry  and  strength.  The  mineral 
treasures  of  the  country  are  for  the  most 
part  undisturbed.  Almost  the  only  manu- 
factures are  carpets,  silks,  leather,  tobacco, 
and  sword-blades.  The  commerce  is  chiefly 
in  the  hands  of  foreigners.  Mohamme- 
danism is  the  religion  of  the  state,  but 
in  1876  the  toleration  of  other  creeds  was 
proclaimed,  and  since  then  Bibles  have 
been  circulated  and  the  gospel  preached  in 
many  places.  Education,  though  still  de- 
fective, is  in  an  advancing  condition.  The 
population  consists  of  a  great  variety  of 
races,  of  which  the  three  principal  are 
Turks,  Solavonians,  and  Greek-Latins. 
The  Turks,  who  are  the  ruling  race,  are 
distributed  over  the  whole  country,  but, 
comparatively,  they  are  few  in  number. 
The  Sclavonians  are  found  chiefly  in  Bosnia 
and  Bulgaria.  The  Greek-Latins  are 
numerous  in  the  south.  Besides  these, 
there  are  Armenians,  Greeks,  and  Jews, 
and  the  number  of  Gypsies  wandering  about 
the  country  is  estimated  at  200,000.  The 
form  of  government  is  absolute,  provided 
the  will  of  the  Sultan  is  not  in  opposition 
to  the  Koran.  The  Sultan's  government  is 
callid  the  Sublime  Porte,  because  under  the 
triumphal  arch  of  the  old  seraglio  or  palace 
at  Constantinople,  which  was  destroyed  by 
fire  in  the  middle  of  the  present  centurr,  the 
Saltan  used  to  receive  petitions  and  di»- 
2d 
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pcnse  justice.  The  provinc«i  are  ruled 
by  pashas,  whose  authority  is  not  nnfre- 
quently  capricious  and  severe.  The  power 
of  the  Sultan  has  been  gradually  declin- 
ing for  nearly  two  centuries.  Greece  has 
been  separated  from  his  dominions,  Egypt 
raised  into  a  tributary  state,  and  Russia, 
with  the  hope  of  possessing  Constanti- 
nople, in  1854  seized  Moldavia  and  Wal- 
lachia,  then  known  as  the  Danublan  Prin- 
cipalities. These  principalities  were  united 
under  one  ruler  in  1859,  and  under  one 
administration  in  1861,  when  their  name 
was  changed  into  that  of  Roumania.    In 

1877,  in  consequence,  it  was  alleged,  of  cer- 
tain atrocities  perpetrated  by  the  authority 
of  the  Porte,  Russia  declared  war  against 
Turkey,  and  was  Joined  by  Roumania, 
Servia,  and  Montenegro.  The  war  con- 
tinued till  March  1878,  and  in  June  of  the 
same  year  plenipotentiaries  of  the  Great 
Powers  of  Europe  met  in  Congress  at 
Berlin  to  consider  the  "  Eastern  Question," 
and  formulated  their  will  in  the  Treaty  of 

1878.  By  this  Treaty,  Ronmania,  Bul- 
garia, Servia,  and  Montenegro  ceased  to 
be  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  Turkey,  and 
were  declared  independent  states,  with  the 
exception  of  Bulgaria,  which,  though  self- 
governed,  is  still  tributary  to  the  Sultan. 
Bosnia  and  Herzegovina  are  to  be  occu- 
pied and  administered  by  Austria-Hun- 
gary, with  the  exception  of  the  san<j^ak 
of  Novi-Bazar  between  Servia  and  Monte- 
negro; but  in  that  sandjak  Austria-Hun- 
gary has  a  right  to  establish  garrisons  and 
maintain  military  and  commercial  routes, 
with  a  view  to  maintain  the  new  political 
condition,  and  that  the  freedom  and  se- 
curity of  the  communications  may  be  pre- 
served. Eastern  Roumelia,  though  still 
under  the  direct  military  and  political 
authority  of  the  Sultan,  who  may  erect 
and  garrison  fortificationa  on  its  inland 
and  maritime  frontiers,  Is  to  be  self-gov- 
erned by  a  Christian  Governor  -  General 
appointed  for  a  term  of  five  years  by 
the  Porte,  with  the  assent  of  the  Great 
Powers.  For  administrative  purposes, 
Turkey  Is  divided  into  vilajfet*  or  govern- 
ments, tandjaks  or  districts,  and  two  still 
smaller  subdivisions.  The  following  are 
the  present  vilayets,  with  the  chief  town 
in  each :— 1.  ConttantinopU,  a  small  terri- 
tory, consisting  of  the  capital  and  its 
environs.  2.  Adrianople,  corresponding 
nearly  to  the  southern  half  of  ancient 
Thrsce.  Chief  town,  Adrianople.  8.  Eastern 
Ji'fumelia^  corresponding  nearly  to  the 
northern  half  of  ancient  Thrace.  Chief 
town,  Philippopolis.  4.  Salonica,  correspond- 
ing somewhat  to  ancient  Macedonia,  and 
might  be  called  Western  Roumelia.  Chief 
town,  Salonica.  6.  Bosnia  and  Heruegovina, 
including  Turkish  Croatia.  Chief  town, 
Tioma-Serai.  6.  Pritrend,  including  Scutari. 
Chief  town,  Prisrtnd.  7.  Janina,  embrac- 
ing ancient  Epirus.    Chief  town,  Janina, 


8.  The  island  of  CrtU.  Chief  town,  Canea. 
As  a  people,  the  Turks,  while  hospitable 
and  brave,  are  also  prond,  bigoted,  and 
implacable.  Literature  and  sctenoe  are 
little  studied,  the  principal  obiect  of  eda- 
cation  among  them  being  ability  to  read 
the  Koran,  which  may  be  said  to  contain 
their  religion,  lawa,  «ad  literature  all  in 
one. 

Turkey  in  Asia,  one  of  the  moat  cele- 
brated regions  in  the  ancient  worid,  U 
bounded  N.  by  the  Dardanellea,  the  Sea 
of  Marmora,  the  Straits  of  Constantinople, 
the  Black  Sea,  and  Russia;  E.  by  Rosaia 
and  Persia;  S.  bv  Arabia  and  the  Medi- 
terranean ;  and  W.  by  the  Levant  and  the 
Archipelago.  It  comprises  Asia  Minor,with 
a  nnmberof  contiguouB  islands;  Armenia, 
Kurdistan,  Mesopotamia  or  Algezira,  and 
Irak- Arab! ;  Syria,  including  Palestine; 
Arabistan  or  Hedjaz  and  Yemen  in  West- 
em  Arabia,  and  El-Hasa,  stretching  along 
the  Persian  Gulf,  conquered  in  1871.  Ita 
area  is  about  729,360  sq.  m.,  and  its  popu> 
lation  is  estimated  at  16,172/X)0.  In  1^8, 
Turkey  lost  10,000  sq.  m.  of  Asiatic  terri- 
tory, having  ceded  to  Russia,  in  conformity 
with  the  Treaty  of  Berlin,  the  district  in 
Armenia  north-west  of  Ararat,  in  which 
are  situated  the  fortresses  of  Kars  and 
Ardahan,  the  inland  towns  of  Olti  and 
Artvin,  and  the  port  and  a^oining  terri- 
tory of  Batoum  on  < Jie  Black  Sea,  and  to 
Persia  the  town  and  district  of  Khotoor 
east  of  Lake  Van.  The  sur&ce  presents 
a  great  diversity  of  aspect.  Bold  wooded 
moontain  ranges  stretch  along  the  shores 
of  the  Black  Sea  and  the  Mediterranean ; 
high  table -lands,  treeless,  bat  affording 
excellent  pasture,  occupy  varioos  parts  of 
the  interior;  between  the  moontuna  and 
along  the  river  conrses  are  many  extensive 
valleys  of  great  beauty  and  fertility ;  while 
the  Dead  Sea  and  its  sorronndinga  present 
a  scene  unsurpassed  for  bleakness,  barren- 
ness, and  wild  desolation.  Though  several 
rivers,  by  no  means  insignificant,  traverse 
the  country  on  their  wav  to  the  Black  Sea, 
the  Archipelago,  uid  the  Mediterranean, 
the  only  two  that  are  navigable  are  the 
Euphrates  and  Tigris,  which  unite  to 
form  the  Shat-el-Arab,  by  which  their 
Joint  waters  are  oonveved  to  the  Persian 
Gulf.  The  soil  generally  is  rich  and  fer- 
tile, although  there  are  also  sandy  tracts 
on  which  only  a  scanty,  coarse  vegetation 
is  found.  The  climate  varies  with  the 
elevation  of  the  surface.  While  high  up 
among  the  motmtains  it  is  cold,  and  allows 
only  such  plants  to  grow  as  are  found  in 
elevated  situations,  the  valleys  have  a 
temperature  almost  tropical,  and  produce 
fruits  of  the  finest  quality,  either  spon- 
taneously or  abundantly  with  cultivation. 
Arabistan,  or  Turkish  Arabia,  is  one  of 
the  hottest  regions  on  the  nice  of  the 
earth.  Olives,  figs,  pomegranates,  grapea» 
and  dates  are  the  chief  fruits.    Luxuriant 
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with  cotton  splDning  mills,  bleacheriea,  and 
calico  print  works.    Fop.  6668.

Four 
miles  below  Kelso  it  becomes  the  boundary 
between  England  and  Scotland,  and,  after 
a  course  of  96  m.,  falls  into  the  German 


crops  of  rice  are  obtained  when  the  in- 
undations subside,  and  the  ooflfee  grown 
in  Yemen,  and  known  as  Mocha  coffee, 
is  nowhere  surpassed.  The  minerals  are 
the  useful  metals,  coal,  and  salt.  Agri- 
culture is  pursued  in  a  very  defective 
manner,  and  scanty  crops  are  often  the 
result  There  are  some  manufactures  in 
the  larger  towns,  consisting  of  silk,  woollen, 
and  cotton  fabrics,  shawls,  leather,  orna- 
ments, and  soap.  Carpet  weaving  is 
carried  on  among  the  wandering  tribes, 
but  not  to  any  great  extent.  The  foreign 
trade  is  chiefly  in  the  hands  of  Europeans; 
the  intemal  trade  is  carried  on  by  means 
of  caravans.  The  people  are  of  a  very 
mixed  character,  embracing  Turks,  Arabs, 
Greeks,  Armenians,  Kurds,  Turcomans, 
Jews,  Maronites,  Drases,  Yezldees,  Sy- 
rians, and  other  tribes.  The  religions 
are  nearly  as  numerous  as  the  tribeit. 
The  Turks,  who  are  the  most  numerous 
race,  and  who  prevail  in  Asia  Minor,  and 
the  Arabs,  who  prevail  elsewhere,  are 
Mohammedans.  Tne  Armenians,  Greeks, 
and  Nestorians  profess  Christianity.  The 
Yezldees  worship  the  devil,  believing  that 
he  is  the  mightest  created  spirit,  and  that 
he  will  yet  be  restored  to  the  Divine  favour, 
but  they  will  on  no  account  pronounce  his 
name,  or  any  word  resembling  it.  Jews 
are  supposed  to  amount  to  perhaps  176,000. 
By  a  treaty  between  the  British  government 
and  that  of  the  Ottoman  Empire,  signed 
4th  June  1878.  it  was  settled  that  Asiatic 
Turkey  should  be  placed   under  British 

Erotection,  to  be  defended,  if  necessary, 
y  force  of  arms  against  any  invader, 
and  the  Sultan  promised  to  introduce 
necessary  reforms  into  the  government  of 
the  country,  and  assigned  the  island  of 
Cyprus  to  be  occupied  and  administered 
by  England. 

The  Turkish  Ptseetrioni  in  Africa  em- 
brace the  vilayet  of  Tripoli  and  the  pro- 
tectorate of  Egypt.

Government  as  a  settled  home  for  the 
Indian  tribes.  Of  each  of  these  the  area 
and  population  will  be  found  under  its 
own  name.  The  country  is  traversed  by 
two  great  ranges  of  mountains,  viz.,  the 
Bockg  Mountains  In  the  W-.  end  the  Appa- 
lachian or  Alleghany  Mountains  In  the  E. 
Between  these  is  a  gnnt  level  lowland 
plain,  known  as  the  Mississippi  Valley, 
whose  soil  is  exuberantly  rich  and  fertile, 
BO  much  so,  that  in  some  plsces  heavy 
crops  of  maize  have  been  produced  for 
fifty  years  without  manure.  Between  the 
Alleghanies  and  the  Atlantic  is  another 

Slain  far  inferior  to  the  basin  of  the 
[ississippl,  but  containing  the  principal 
centres  or  wealth  and  civilization,  and  so 
populous,  that  its  inhabitants  amount  to 
one-third  of  the  entire  pop.  of  the  U.  S.  W. 
of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  between  them 
and  the  Pacific  Alps,  is  an  elevated  table- 
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Und,  with  an  ftrenge  height  of  6000  ft, 
ninlMi,  and  nnproonetlTe;  while,  on  the 
other  hmnd«  the  narrow  Pacifio  sea-board, 
still  farther  west,  is  rich  and  fertile  in  a 
high  degree.  Of  the  magnificent  rivers 
which  flow  through  the  United  States,  the 
largest  are  the  Mistissippi  and  the  MU- 
§<mri.  Although  the  latter  is  eenerally 
spoken  of  as  a  tributary  of  the  former,  it 
has  the  longer  coarse  of  the  two  before 
their  Junction.  The  distance  between 
its  source  in  the  Rocky  Mountains  and 
its  confluence  with  the  Mississippi  is 
abont  8000  m.;  thence  to  the  mouth  of 
the  Mississippi  in  the  Qnlf  of  Mexico 
1266  m.  It  is  deep  and  rapid,  and  many 
of  the  rivers  which  it  receives  are  of 
large  size.  The  Mississippi  takes  its  rise 
in  Lake  Itasca,  not  far  west  of  Lake 
Superior,  and  is  navigable  to  the  Falls 
of  St  Anthony,  1900  m.  in  direct  distance 
from  the  Gulf.  About  160  m.  below  iU 
Junction  with  the  Missouri,  it  receives  the 
Ohio  from  the  £.,  swelled  by  the  waters 
of  the  Waboik,  Cumberland,  and  Tennessee, 
and  lower  down  it  receives  the  Arkansas 
and  the  Bed  River  from  the  W.  Most  of 
its  great  tributaries  are  navigable  for 
enormous  disUnces.  **An  idea  of  the 
vast  network  of  highways  aflbrded  through 
the  United  Sutes  by  this  river  may  be 
formed  from  the  fact  that  it  has  not  less 
than  1600  navigable  branches;  an  exten- 
sive system  of  canals  also  unites  its  tribu- 
taries  with  the  lakes  of  the  St  Lawrence." 
The  great  rivers  of  the  Fadfio  slope  are 
the  Columbia  or  Oreaon,  the  Sacramento^ 
the  San  Joaquin,  and  the  Colorado.  The 
last  of  these  is  of  no  value  to  commerce 
or  agriculture,  bnt  is  remarkable  for  the 
wonderful  caSons  or  precipitous  ravines, 
which  it  has  cut  to  a  depth  of  8000  ft, 
and  through  which  it  rushes  for  more 
than  600  m.  Lagoons  are  common  along 
the  eastern  and  southern  coasts,  and  lakes 
are  numerous  in  the  highland  region  of  the 
N.E.  Crowds  of  steamers  constantly  ply 
on  all  these  lakes  and  western  streams. 
The  climate  is  distinguished  by  rapid 
alternations  of  temperature,  both  the  heat 
of  summer  and  the  cold  of  winter  being 
excessive.  Notwithstanding  the  clearance 
of  large  tracts  of  the  surface  consequent 
upon  the  increase  and  spread  of  popn- 
lation.  the  general  aspect  of  the  country 
is  still  that  of  a  vast  forest,  becoming 
denser  as  the  traveller  proceeds  west- 
ward. Magnificent  oaks  of  various  kinds, 
black  walnuts,  tulip,  locust,  plane,  maple, 
cedar,  hicoory,  and  magnolia  trees  flourish 
over  an  undergrowth  of  beautiful  flowering 
shrubs,  while  in  the  vale  of  the  Ohio  and 
in  California  are  found  trees  unsurpassed 
in  size  by  those  in  any  other  part  of  the 
known  world.  Maize  and  wheat  are  the 
grains  most  extensively  cultivated.  Cot- 
ton, rice,  sngar.  indigo,  and  tobacco  are  the 
great  staples  of  the  south.    Flax  and  hemp 
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are  raised  ehiefly  In  Kentuekv.  Orchards 
abonnd  in  the  northern  and  middle  regions, 
the  apples  and  pears  being  of  the  finest 
quality,  and  firaim  the  peaches  a  kind  of 
brandy  is  distilled.  The  principal  wild 
animals  are  the  bison,  moose-deer,  caribou 
or  reindeer,  elk,  bear,  wolf,  spotted  tiger, 
and  American  panther.  The  domestic  ani- 
mals of  the  agricultural  states  are  very 
abundant.  At  the  census  taken  in  1880 
there  were  11,429,600  horses,  83,306,366 
cattle.  43,676,900  sheep,  and  86,247,600 
hog^.  Birds  of  prey  ana  birds  of  beautiful 
plumage  are  numerous.  Song  birds  aro 
not  common,  but  the  power  of  imitation  in 
the  mocking  bird  is  very  surprising.  Rep- 
tiles, including  the  deadly  rattlesnake,  are 
frequently  met  with,  and  the  coasts,  rivers, 
and  lakes  abound  with  fish.  The  United 
States  are  exceedingly  rich  in  minerals. 
The  coal-fields  are  probably  the  most  ex- 
tensive on  the  globe.  These  are  estimated 
to  occupy  an  area  of  200,000  sq.  m.,  or  con- 
siderably more  than  twenty  times  the  area 
of  all  the  coal-fields  of  Britain.  Gold  is 
found  in  great  abundance  in  California, 
Nevada,  and  Arizona,  and  has  also  been 
discovered  in  most  of  the  other  territories. 
Silver  is  found  in  California,  New  Mexico, 
Nevada,  and  Arizona.  Iron  is  widely 
difl^used,  and  in  many  places  occurs  in 
proximity  to  the  coal-fields.  Copper  is 
found  in  several  of  the  states,  and  in  very 
rich  ore  in  Michigan,  in  the  vicinity  of 
Lake  Superior.    Mercury  is  found  in  large 

Suantities  in  Califomia,  and  in  Kentucky, 
>hio,  and  on  the  borders  of  the  great  lakes. 
Lead,  zinc,  and  tin  are  also  found.  Salt  is 
procured  from  brine  springs  in  Utah,  and 
all  over  the  valley  of  the  Mississippi.  In 
Pennsylvania,  Virginia,  and  Ohio  occur 
springs  of  petroleum  or  rock-oil,  which  are 
a  great  source  of  wealth,  and  give  rise  to  a 
great  trade  and  export.  Agriculture  holds 
a  first  place  in  the  national  industry,  and 
Brerj  year  large  additions  are  made  to  the 
amount  of  surface  under  tillage.  In  1880 
it  was  found  that  118,681,928  acres  were 
under  cultivation  for  Indian  com,  wheat, 
oats,  barley,  rye,  and  buckwheat  The 
manufactures  are  important,  but  till  lately 
were  chiefly  confined  to  the  north-eastern 
states.  The  principal  are  cotton  in  Mas- 
sachusetts, woollen  goods  in  Pennsylvania, 
iron  in  new  York  and  Pennsylvania, 
suaar,  manufactured  in  the  northern  and 
middle  states  frt>m  the  maple,  and  in  the 
southern  states  from  the  cane ;  indiarubber 
ffoodSf  machmery,  agricultural  implementSf 
eta  Clock-making  is  largely  carried  on 
in  Connecticut  and  ship-building  in 
Maine.  The  commerce,  both  foreign  and 
internal,  is  very  extensive.  The  chief 
commercial  ports  are  New  York,  Boston, 
miadelphia,  Baltimore,  and  Charleston,  on 
tbe  Atlantic;  New  Orleans,  in  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico ;  and  San  Francisco,  on  the  Pacific 
The  internal  trade  is  greatly  facilitated  by 
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the  manf  luivigable  riven  of  the  oountiy, 
and  TftBt  eanal  and  railway  STitemB.  The 
government  is  republican.  The  adminis- 
tration of  affairs  is  confided  to  a  Presi- 
dent, who  holds  office  for  four  years,  a 
Vice-President,  and  a  Congress,  consiMting 
of  a  Scnute  and  a  House  of  Representatives. 
The  Senate  consists  of  two  members  from 
each  state,  chosen  by  ita  legislature  for  a 
term  of  six  years,  one-third  of  them  being 
elected  every  two  years.  The  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  is  President  of 
the  Senate.  The  House  of  Representatives 
is  composed  of  members  elected  by  the 
people  of  the  several  states  for  a  term  of 
two  years,  the  population  of  each  state 
determining  the  number  of  its  repre- 
sentAtives,  and  one  delegate  from  each 
territory,  who  may  take  part  in  the  de- 
bates, but  has  no  vote.  Each  state  is  inde- 
C^ndentofthe  others,  and  has  a  separate 
egittiature  for  the  management  of  its  local 
concerns.  In  1861  the  slave-holding  states 
attempted  to  separate  from  the  Union,  and 
to  constitute  a  southern  confederacy,  but 
after  a  disastrous  warfare  of  four  years, 
they  were  forced  to  succumb,  and  slavery 
was,  in  1865,  abolished  throughout  the 
Union.  The  great  bulk  of  the  people 
profess  the  Christian  religion.  The  sects, 
with  insignificant  exceptions,  correspond 
with  those  of  Western  Europe.  All  the 
clergy  are  independent  of  the  civil  power 
for  support,  being  entirely  maintained  by 
the  voluntary  contributions  of  their  hearers. 
Education  is  carefully  attended  to  by  the 
Legishiture,  and  greatly  appreciated  bv  the 
people.  Literary  and  scientific  societies 
are  numerous.  Pnblio  lectures  may  be 
reckoned  a  specially  American  institution, 
and  the  periodical  press  is  the  most  pro- 
lific in  the  world.  A  great  mixture  of 
races  exists  among  the  population,  but  the 
grand  distinction  of  race  in  the  United 
Btatcs  is  that  between  the  white  man  and 
the  black.  By  the  census  of  1880.  there 
were  43,402,976  whites,  6,680,793  coloured. 
105,613  Asiatics,  and  66,407  Indians  settled 
in  the  several  sUtes  and  territories,  besides 
those  in  the  Indian  Territory  and  those 
unsettled.  As  the  Anglo-Saxon  race  is 
by  far  the  most  numerous,  so  the  English 
language  Is  gradually  superseding  all 
others.

Banda    Oriental    del    Uruguay,    i.e., 


Eastern  Side  of  the  Uruguay,  is  a  coun- 
try of  S.  America,  bounded  N.  by  Brnzil ; 
W.  by  the  Uruguay,  which  separates  It 
from  the  Argentine  Republic;  S.  by  the 
Rio  de  la  Plata;  and  E.  by  the  Atlantic 
and  Lake  Merim.

438,245.  The  surface  near  the  coast  is 
level,  bare,  and  open ;  inland  it  consists  of 
grassy  undulations  traversed  by  ranges  of 
hills  which,  in  the  S.E.,  become  forest-clad 
rugged  heights  designated  by  a  great 
stretch  of  imagination  "the  Oriental  Swit- 
zerland."

Its  pasturages,  which  are  luxuriant  and 
extensive,  constitute  the  wealth  of  the 
country,  and  vast  herds  of  horses,  cattle, 
and  sheep  are  reared,  while  their  produce 
— ^hides,  horns,  tallow,  dried  beef,  and  wool 
—forms  a  large  profitable  export  trade. 
Valuable  minerals  are  known  to  exist,  but 
for  the  most  part  they  have  been  left  un- 
disturbed. The  people  are  mainly  of  Span- 
ish descent,  but  a  large  proportion  are 
foreigners  of  almost  every  nationality. 
The  country  is  an  independent  republic.

Utreohi  (oorr.  from  its  ancient  name 
UUra^Tn^j6ctuw^,  "  on  the  other  side  of  the 
ford  "),  a  city  of  the  Netherlands,  the  cap.  of 
the  above  prov.,  on  the  Old  Rhine,  23  m. 
S.E.  of  Amsterdam :  it  is  the  oldest  city  in 
the  kingdom,  and  tne  seat  of  a  celebrated 
university.  The  city  gives  name  to  two 
documents  famous  in  history,  the  one  called 
the  Union  of  Utrecht,  by  which  the  united 
provinces  declared  their  independence  of 
Spain  in  1679;  the  other  called  th^Peacftof 
Utrecht,  which  terminated  the  war  of  the 
Spanish  succession  In  1718.

Valenxa,  vd-Um'^d  (said  to  have  been 
named  after  the  Emperor  Valentinian),  a 
town  of  Piedmont,  N.  Italy,  prov.  and  7  m. 
N.  of  Alessandria,  on  the  Po,  with  manufs. 
of  woollen  cloth,  wine,  leather,  and  soap. 
Pop.  89ia 

Valetta,  vdAetftd  (named  in  honour  of 
John  Parisot  de  la  Vallette,  a  Grand 
Master  of  the  Knights  of  St  John),  the 
cap.  of  the  island  Malta,  on  its  N.E.  coast, 
with  a  fine  harbour  and  fortifications  of 
great  strength;  it  was  taken  by  the  Eng- 
lish in  1801,  and  is  the  centre  of  the  com* 
merce  of  the  island.    Pop.  60,000. 

Valladolid,  vaUld-do-iid',  Span.  pron. 
vdl-yd-dd-leed',  a  dty  of  Spain,  the  cap.  of  a 
prov.  of  the  same  name  in  Old  Castile,  on 
the  Pisuerga,  27  m.  S.S.W.  of  Palencia;  it 
has  several  important  manufs.,  and  is  the 
seat  of  a  university  famous  as  a  school  of 
jurispradence.

Venddme,  vdns-ddm^  (named  n*om  the 
Veneti^  a  Celtic  tribe,  whose  name,  accord- 
ing  to  some,  means  "  dwellers  in  marshy 
lands,"  but  others  derive  it  Arom  Celt 
ffwent,  the  fair  plain),  a  town  of  France, 
dep.  Loir-et-Cher,  on  tbe  Loire,  80  m.  N.E.

Venetla,  vd-ne'she^  (the  territory  of  the 
Veneli,  a  Celtic  tribe  originally  from  Sar- 
matia),  a  compartment  of  N.  Italy,  bounded 
N.  by  Austria;  E.  by  Austria  and  the 
Adriatic;  S.  by  Emilia:  and  W.  by  Lom- 
bardy  and  Austria.  Area  9186  sq.  m.; 
pop.  2,814,173.  From  1816  to  1866  it 
formed  a  division  of  the  Austrian  Em- 
pire, but  by  the  Treaty  of  Vienna,  3rd 
October  1866,  it  was  re-united  to  Italy, 
and  now  comprises  the  prove.  Belluno, 
Padua,  Rovigo,  Treviso,  Udine,  Venloei 
Verona,  and  Vioenaa. 

Veneanela,  9en-i»-we^  an  indepen- 
dent republic  of  8.  America,  bounded 
N.  by  the  Caribbean  Sea;  W.  by  tba 
United  States  of  ColombU;  8.  by  BrasU; 
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and  E.  by  Guiana.  Area  438,120  sq.  m. ; 
pop.  2,075,246.  The  northern  part  of  the 
country  is  traversed  by  the  £.  cordillera 
of  the  Andes,  rising  in  Sierra  Nevada  to 
the  height  of  16.027  ft,  and  in  the  S.E. 
is  the  forest  region  within  the  bend 
of  the  Orinoco  generally  called  the  Jfoua- 
tains  of  Parimi.  Elsewhere,  and  more 
than  three-fourths  of  the  whole,  the  sur- 
face consists  of  vast  plains  called  llanos, 
which  are  watered  by  the  Orinoco,  whose 
whole  course  is  in  this  region.  With  the 
exception  of  a  few  palms,  the  flat  country  is 
destitute  of  trees,  but  after  the  annual 
rains  it  is  luxuriantly  covered  with  long 
grasses,  which  during  the  season  of 
drought  disappear,  and  give  it  then 
the  appearance  of  a  wide-extended  arid 
waste.  So  low  and  level  is  the  country, 
that  on  the  periodical  rising  of  the  rivers 
it  is  submerged  for  hundreds  of  miles,  the 
Orinoco  itself  forming  a  lake  600  m.  in 
length  and  100  m.  in  breadth.  During  the 
time  of  submergence,  the  native  Indians 
take  refiige  on  scaffolds  erected  among  the 
tops  of  the  fan-leaved  palms,  whose  fruit 
and  pith  for  the  time  is  their  chief  if  not 
their  only  food.  About  80  or  100  m.  from 
the  sea  the  Orinoco  begins  to  form  its  delta, 
and,  though  it  divides  into  about  60  chan- 
nels, only  7  are  navigable,  and  even  these 
are  of  difficult  navigation.  Towns  are  not 
erected  along  the  river  conrses,  but  in  Lake 
Maracayho,  a  large  inlet  of  the  sea,  cover^ 
ing  7800  sq.  m.,  in  the  N.W.,  are  numerous 
villages  built  upon  piles  rising  from  6  to  7 
feet  out  of  the  water.  It  was  from  observ- 
ing one  of  these  the  first  explorers  named 
the  place  Venexuda,  t^., "  Little  Venice," 
which  afterwards  extended  to  the  whole 
country.  In  the  low  grounds  the  climate  ii 
hot  and  unhealthy,  but  in  the  table-lands 
it  is  cooler  and  more  agreeable.  For  the 
most  part  the  soil  is  fertile.  The  plants 
chieflv  cultivated  are  cotton,  coffee,  sugar- 
cane, Indigo,  cocoa,  tobacco ;  and  these,  with 
sarsaparilla,  dye-woods,  timber,  and  cattle, 
are  the  principal  sources  of  wealth.  Great 
herds  of  wild  horses  roam  over  the  llanos, 
and  mules,  asses,  sheep,  goats,  and  pigs 
are  extensively  reared.  Mines  of  silver, 
tin,  and  copper  exist,  and  on  the  N.E.  shore 
of  Lake  Maracaybo  is  an  inexhaustible 
mine  of  asphalt.  The  population  is  made 
up  of  whites  of  Spanish  extraction,  Indians, 
who  are  the  miners,  agriculturists,  and 
manufiacturers  of  the  country,  some  negroes, 
and  a  very  large  proportion  of  mulattoes. 
Since  1881  the  country  has  been  divided 
into  eight  large  states,  viz.,  Outman  Blanco, 
Car<Awo,  BermudeXf  Zamora,  Lara,  hot 
Andei,  Falcon-Zulia,  and  Bolivar,  besides 
the  Federal  District,  one  colony,  and  five 
territories.  Each  of  the  states  is  subdivided 
into  districts  or  sections.  The  government 
is  vested  in  a  senate  and  house  of  repre- 
sentatives, whose  seat  if  at  Oaraecas.  The 
prevailing  religion  is  Boman  Catholio. 


Venice,  ven'isa,  ItaL  VewMta  (named 
from  the  Veneti),  a  city  of  N.  Italy,  the 
cap.  of  the  prov.  of  the  same  name,  is  situ- 
ated on  a  lagoon  or  salt  lake  at  the  head  of 
the  Adriatic,  from  which  it  is  sheltered  l^ 
strips  of  land  called  Lido,  2  m.  from  the  con- 
tinent. As  a  city  it  is  unique,  both  aa 
regards  position  and  construction,  being 
built  on  piles  on  a  cluster  of  islands,  separ- 
ated by  160  canals,  and  connected  by  up- 
wards of  300  bridges,  the  most  remarkable 
of  which  is  the  Rialto,  consisting  of  a  single 
marble  arch,  00  ft.  in  span,  with  shops  on 
each  side  according  to  the  old  fashion. 
The  city  contaius  manv  magnificent  edi- 
fices, and  presents  at  a  distance  the  singu- 
lar appearance  of  domes  and  spires, 
churclies  and  palaces,  floating  on  the  waves. 
Its  square  of  St  Mark  is  one  of  the  finest 
in  Europe,  and  on  the  portico  of  the  church 
of  St  Mark  are  the  famous  bronze  horses 
which,  after  adorning  ancient  Corinth,  were 
removed  by  the  Romans  first  to  Kome  and 
then  to  Constantinople,  thence  by  the 
Venetians  to  Venice,  thence  by  the  French 
to  Paris,  where  for  eighteen  vears  they 
adorned  the  triumphal  arch  of  the  Place  dn 
Carrousel,  and  were  at  length  restored  to 
Venice  by  the  peace  of  1816.  The  manufs. 
of  Venice  are  unimportant,  but  its  printing 
presses  are  active,  and  send  out  more  works 
than  those  of  any  other  town  in  Italy.  Pop. 
129,276. 

Venloo,  uen-to' (named  tnm  its  situation 
in  a  marshy  plain,  from  Dan.  veen,  a  marsh, 
and  loo,  a  pl&in),  a  fortified  town  of  the 
Netherlands,  pruv.  Llmburg,  on  the  Maas, 
16  m.  N.N.E.  of  Boermond,  with  consider- 
able trade  and  numerous  distilleries,  oil- 
mills,  bleacheries,  tanneries,  etc  Pop.  9138. 

Vexmaohar,  orVennaohoir.Ijoon,  ven'- 
n^har  (the  lake  of  the  fair  valley),  an  ex- 
pansion of  the  river  Teith,  co.  Perth,  2|  m. 
S.W.  of  Callander;  it  is  8}  m.  long,  1  m. 
broad,  and  surrounded  by  finely-wooded 
scenery. 

Venosa.  vS^tu/gd,  anc.  Venwria,  a  town 
of  Basilicata,  S.  Italy,  prov.  Potenza,  beau- 
tifully situated  on  a  bul  among  vineyards 
and  olive  groves,  11  m.  E.  of  Mem.  Horace 
the  poet  was  bom  here  about  67  B.a  Pop. 
7222. 

Ventimlglia,  ven-te-meeiyd,  a  town  of 
Liguria,  N.  Italy,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Roya 
in  the  Mediterranean,  18  m.  E.N.E.  of 
Nice ;  with  environs  noted  for  wine,  fruit, 
and  oil.

Ventnor,  vent^nor  (the  shore  of  Oioent, 
or  the  shining  shore),  a  town  on  the  8.

Hampshire ;  S.  by  Massachusetts ;  and  W. 
by  New  York.  The  centre  is  traversed  by 
parallel  ranges  of  the  Green  Mountains, 
which  are  only  a  few  thousand  feet  high, 
covered  with  firs  or  brushwood  on  the 
slopes,  and  with  scanty  grass  or  lichens  on 
the  top.  The  highest  is  MaruJUld  Mountain, 
4869  ft.  The  state  abounds  in  picturesque 
and  sublime  scenerv.  In  the  valleys  the 
soil  is  rich  and  fertile,  and  the  rougher  and 
mountainous  parts  afford  excellent  pas- 
ture fbr  sheep  and  cattle.  The  climate, 
though  severe  in  winter,  is  one  of  the 
healthiest  in  the  Union.  Area  10,212  sq.

Verola  Nuova,  vdrn/ld  ntoo^vd,  a  town 
of  Lombardy,  N.  Italy,  prov.  and  16  m. 
S.W.  of  Brescia,  on  the  Savorola,  with 
trade  in  silk.  Pop.  4642.— Verola  Veoohla 
is  about  1  m.  W.    Pop.  2447. 

Verona,  vd-n/nd  (said  to  owe  ite  origin 
and  name  to  the  Tuscan  family  Vera%  a 
city  of  Venetia,  N.  Italy,  the  cap.  of  the 
prov.  of  the  same  name,  beautifully  situ- 
ated on  the  Adige,  22  m.  N.E.  of  Mantua. 
Here  is  a  fine  amphitheatre,  built  by 
Domitian  to  accommodate  22,000  people, 
the  most  perfect  specimen  of  Roman  archi- 
tecture which  now  exists.    Pop.  60,768. 

Versailles,  ver^tdlt',  Fr.  pron.  ver-*a'yi, 
a  town  of  France,  the  cap.  of  the  dep. 
Seine-et-Oise,  10  m.  S.W.  of  Paris,  with  a 
royal  chateau  in  which  the  King  of  Prus- 
sia lodged  during  the  investment  of  Paris. 
1870-71,  and  where  he  was  proclaimed 
Emperor  of  Germany.    Pop.  48,102. 

Verseoz,  Versets,  or  Werschets,  v«K- 
thilB,  a  fortified  town  of  Austria-Hungary, 
at  the  foot  of  a  mounuin  of  the  same 
name,  41  m.  S.  of  Temeswar,  with  a 
good  trade  in  wine,  silk,  and  rice.  Pop. 
22,329. 

Verviers,  ver-vt-d',  a  town  of  Belgium, 
prov.  and  14  m.  E.  of  Lidge,  romantically 
situated  among  the  Ardennes,  on  the 
Vesdre;  it  has  extensive  woollen  manu- 
factures, and  is  much  f^uented  for  its 
chalybeate  springs.

Vesuvins,  ve-aufvl-^m  (said  to  be  derived 
from  Greek  words  signifying  '•  to  throw 
from  within  or  with  violence,"  or  "to 
throw  a  dart  or  missile,"  because  the  smoke 
and  fire  which  issue  f^om  it  denote  a 
violent  agitation  within,  and  may  be  com- 
pared to  the  hurling  of  darts  or  other  mis- 
silesX  a  volcanic  mountain  in  Italy,  about  8 
m.  S.E.  of  the  city  of  Naplea    In  iU  first 
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great  eruption  on  record  (a  J).  79),  vhich  was 
accompanied  by  an  earthquake,  the  cities 
of  Herculaneum  and  Pompeii  were  buried 
beneath  lava  and  ashes.  Exoayations 
made  during  the  last  century,  by  uncorer- 
ing  these  ancient  cities,  hare  furnished  the 
world  with  many  curious  and  interesting 
relics  of  classic  times.  The  eruptions  of 
August  1884  and  April  1878  were  the  most 
destructive  of  modem  times.  The  moun- 
tain is  4166  ft  high,  and  in  1880  a  railway 
was  constructed  to  carry  passengers  to  the 
top.  On  the  lower  slopes  of  the  mountain 
is  produced  the  wine  called  LaehrifmcB 
ChrisH. 

VeBsprim,  veyprim,.  or  Weiprixn,  a 
town  of  W.  Hungary,  the  cap.  of  a  co.  of 
the  same  name,  on  the  Bed,  00  m.  8.W.  of 
Uuda,  with  trade  in  wine,  com,  salt,  glass, 
and  timber.    Pop.  12,676. 

Veray,  ve-vit  (named  ft-om  its  situation 
on  the  Veyayse),  a  beautiful  town  in  the 
cant.  Vaud,  Switzerland,  on  the  Lake  of 
Geneva,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Vevayse,  11 
m.  8.E.  of  Lausanne;  it  has  chodi^late 
and  tobacco  manufactures,  and  a  good 
trade  in  wine.    Pop.  7820. 

Vezlr-Kopri,  vd-Meet^-ki/pre  (the  bridge 
of  the  Vizier),  a  town  of  Asia  Minor, 
pashalic  Bivas,  42  m.

Victoria,  fnh4d're-d  (named  in  honour  of 
Queen  Victoria),  a  British  colony,  founded 
in  1836,  situated  at  the  S.E.  comer  of  Aus- 
tralia, separated  firom  New  South  Wales  by 
the  Murray  River,  and  ftx>m  Tasmania  by 
Bass  Strait.  Its  extreme  length  from  E.  to 
W.  is  480  m.,  its  breadth  240  m.,  and  its 
area  87,884  sq.  m. ;  pop.,  exclusive  of 
aborigines,  862,346.  Its  surface  is  moun- 
toinous,  except  in  the  N.W.,  in  the  Wim- 
mera,  a  region  of  great  swamps,  caused  br 
the  overflow  of  the  river  Murray,  yet  with 
splendid  pasture,  which  first  suggested  its 
former  name  Australia  Felix.  The  plains 
are  of  such  extent  and  so  sparinglv 
wooded,  that  it  has  been  said  "  the  plough 
could  in  some  parts  be  drawn  continuously 
for  100  miles  across  tracts  well  suited 
for  agricultural  purposes."  The  climate 
is  more  genial  to  the  British  race  than 
that  of  any  other  colony  on  the  Australian 
mainland.  The  Bouth-westcra  district  is 
especially  attractive  and  fertile.  The 
discovery  of  gold-fields  in  1861  attracted 
emigrants  not  only  from  the  United 
Kingdom,  but  from  various  other  quarters 
of  the  world,  and  soon  placed  Victoria 
at  the  head  of  the  Australian  colonies 
in  point  of  both  population  and  wealth. 
MtUxmme,  on  the  Yarra-Yarra,  is  the 
cap. 

Victoria,  a  town  of  the  Canadian  Do- 
minion, the  cap.  of  the  prov.  of  British 
Columbia,  on  Juan  de  Fuca  Strait  at  the 
S.E.  extremity  of  Vancouver's  Island ;  it 
is  remarkable  for  the  beauty  of  its  sitaa- 
tion,   and  its  barboor,  fireqaented  as  a 
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flows  throngh  tbe  dij,  840  m.  8.S.E.  of 
Berlin.  It  is  the  seat  of  a  nniyenitT, 
founded  in  1865,^nd  fkmons  for  its  medical 
school.  It  is  unquestionably  the  first  manu- 
facturing  town  in  the  empire,  its  manufs. 
comprising  silks,  gold  and  silver  lace,  silver- 

{»Iate,  cloths,  linens,  mirrors,  and  porce- 
aln,  while  in  the  arts  of  letterpress  and 
lithographic  printing,  and  in  the  adapta- 
tion of  the  electrotype  process  to  printing, 
the  specimens  produced  cannot  be  surpassed 
elsewhere.    Pop.  1,103,867. 

Viexme,  ve-enn'',  ano.  Vienna^  a  city  of 
France,  dep.  Is^re,  on  the  RhOne,  45  m. 
W.N.W.  of  Grenoble :  it  contains  several 
Roman  remains,  and  in  its  neighbourhood 
is  produced  the  excellent  wine  Icnown  as 
C6UBoHe.

m.;  pop.  849,882. 

VlerlAnde./Mr-24a^<feA,  a  small  territory 
of  N.  Germany,  between  the  Elbe  and  the 
Bille,  S.E.  or  Hamburg.  Cattle-rearing 
and  market-gardening  are  the  chief  indus- 
tries. 

Viereexi,  fwfHn,  a  town  of  Rhenish 
Prussia,  on  the  Niers,  4  m.  N.N.W.  of  Glad- 
bach.    Pop.  20,997. 

Vierzon,  ve-er-song',  a  town  of  France, 
dep.  Cher,  on  the  Yevre,  near  its  Junction 
with  the  Cher,  19  m.  N.W.  of  Bourges;  it 
has  manufactures  of  parchment,  porcelain, 
and  earthenware,  extensive  steel  and  iron 
forges,  and  an  active  trade  in  wool  and 
timber.    Pop.  9909. 

Viestl,  ve-Wte  (named  fh>m  a  temple 
dedicated  to  Vesta),  a  town  of  Puglia,  S. 
Italy,  prov.  and  47  m.  N.E.  of  Foggia,  on 
the  Adriatic,  at  the  N.E.  extremity  of  the 
promontory  of  Monte  Gargano.

Victoria  Nyansa  (named  in  honour  of 
Queen  Victoria :  Nyanta  means  a  lake  or 
inland  sea,  and  is  pronounced  by  the  native 
tribes  round  the  lake  either  nee-ydnfzd  or 
nM-ydn'jd ;  the  Arabs,  however,  pronounce 
it  n'yan'sd,  the  n  and  y  being  Joined  in  the 
mouth,  and  not  pronounced  separately),  a 
lake  in  Central  AfHca,  on  the  equator ;  it 
is  studded  with  islands,  is  about  800  m.  in 
length,  90  m.  in  breadth,  has  a  superficial 
area  of  21,600  sq.  m.,  and  is  4168  ft.  above  the 
level  of  the  sea.  This  lake  was  discovered 
by  Captain  Speke  in  1868,  and  circumnavi- 
gated by  Mr  H.  M.  SUnley  in  1876;  it  and 
the  Albert  Nyanza,  about  100  m.  N.W., 
are  great  reservoirs  of  the  White  Nile.  See 
Albert  Nyanza. 

Victoria,  Sonth,  a  large  tract  of  land  in 
the  Antarctic  Ocean,  discovered  by  Sir 
James  Ross  in  1841.  It  is  the  land  nearest 
to  the  South  Pole  that  is  at  present  known. 
Near  its  N.  extremity  is  Jfbunf  Erebut,  an 
active  volcano  12,369  ft.  high,  which  is 
believed  to  be  the  only  phenomenon  of  the 
kind  in  the  frigid  zones.— 72*-78«  S.  Ut,

Victoria  West,  a  div.  in  the  N.W.  of 
the  Eaatem  Province  of  Cape  Colony.

Vigo,  pe*go,  a  aeaport  of  Oalieia,  Spain, 
proT.  and  14  m.  8.  of  Ponteredra,  on  the  8. 
coaat  of  the  bay  of  Vigo,  with  an  export 
trade  in  wine,  and  an  active  pilchard  fishery. 
Pop.  18,416.— The  Bay  of  Vigo  is  80  m.  in 
length,  and  6  m.  in  greatest  breadth. 

Vigo,  a  lake  of  Russia,  gov.  Olonetz, 
46  m.  N.  of  Lake  Onega.  Area  886  sq.  m. 
It  is  traversed  by  the  river  Vig,  by  which 
it  discharges  into  the  White  Sea.

Mayenne,  flows  W.,  passing 
Rennes,  whore  it  receives  the  Ille,  thence 
it  flows  8.8.W.,  till,  after  a  total  counte  of 
130  m.,  it  falls  into  the  Bay  of  Biscay  at 
Penerf,  dep.  Morbihan. 

Villa- Oidro,  vU'ld<ktrdro,  a  vll.  of  the 
island  Sardinia,  prov.  and  86  m.

firincipal  channel  of  commerce  in  Russia, 
n  consequence  of  which,  taken  in  connec- 
tion with  its  central  position  and  the  valne 
of  its  fisheries,  it  is  fondly  called  by  the 
Russians  the  "nnrsing  mother"  of  the 
empire. 

Volgflk  or  VolBk  (town  on  the  Volga),  a 
town  of  Russia,  gov.  and  70  m.  N.E.  of 
Saratov,  on  the  Volga,  with  an  active  trade 
in  agricultural  produce.

Wales,  Frinolpallty  of,  a  monntainons 
country  on  the  W.  side  of  S.  Britain,  ex- 
tending from  the  Bristol  Channel  in  the 
8.  to  the  estuary  of  the  Dee  in  the  N.  It 
gives  the  title  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  to 
the  heir  apparent  of  the  British  Crown, 
and  is  occupied  by  a  purely  Celtic  popula- 
tion, who  ^6ak  a  Celtic  dialect  known  as 
British  or  Welsh.  Area  7898  sq.  m.;  pop. 
1,860,518.  The  Cambrian  Mountains  (so 
called  firom  Cambria,  the  Latin  for  Wales) 
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travena  it  In  all  dlrMtlons,  the  main  range 
ranning  from  N.  to  8.  The  chief  sommits

8483  ft;  Oatm-y-David,  8430  ft;  Arran-

Brecknock  BMCon,  2910  ft ;  and  Plinlymmon, 
2481  ft  The  country  is  divided  into  two 
sections,  North  and  South,  and  PlinlTm- 
mon  may  be  regarded  as  the  boundary 
between  the  two.  This  mountain  is  also 
important  as  containing  the  sources  of  the 
rivers  Severn  and  Wye.  The  coast-line  is 
deeply  indented  by  a  number  of  bays,  the 
principnl  of  which  are  Cardigan  Bay,  Cat' 
nnrvan  Bay,  and  Carmarthen  Bay.  The 
island  of  AngUsea,  in  the  N.W.,  is  the 
largest  of  the  Welsh  islands;  it  forms  a 
county,  and  is  linked  to  the  mainland  by 
a  tubuUr  Iron  bridge  across  the  Menai 
Strait.  Wales  is  politically  incorporated 
with  England,  and  divided  Into  twelve 
counties,  six  in  the  N.  and  six  in  the  S. 
In  North  Wale*  are  Flintshire,  Denbigh- 
shire, Carnarvonshire,  Anglesea,  Merio> 
nethshire,  and  Montgomeryshire;  In  South 
Wales  are  Cardiganshire,  Radnorshire, 
Brecknockshire  or  Breconshire.  Glamor- 
ganshire, Carmarthenshire,  and  Pembroke- 
shire. The  chief  ports  are  Swansea,  Cardiff^ 
Newport,  Carnarvon,  and  Beaumaris.  Holy- 
head, on  Holy  Island,  close  to  the  W.  const 
of  Anglesea,  is  the  point  of  S.  Britain 
nearest  Ireland,  and  derives  its  importance 
fVom  being  an  Irish  mall-packet  station. 
The  mineral  wealth  of  Wales  ia  very  con- 
siderable, and  embraces  iron,  copper,  coal, 
lead,  silver,  slate,  and  limestone.  Merthyr- 
Tydvil,  In  Glamorganshire,  is  the  centre  of 
the  South  Wales  coal  and  iron  district 
At  Swansea  and  Neaih,  large  quantities 
of  American  and  other  copper  ores  are 
smelted.  The  Welsh  flannel  trade  has 
been  long  celebrated,  and  Its  principal 
seats  are  Welshpool  and  Wrexham.  At 
Mil/ord,  in  Pembrokeshire,  an  extensive 
government  dockyard  has  been  estab- 
lished. 

Walflaoh  Bay,  wdl'fish,  or  WalTiaoh,  an 
extensive  harbour  on  the  coast  of  Damara, 
S.W.  Africa,  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  Great 
Britain.  It  was  formerly  the  resort  of 
American  whalers ;  hence  its  name.

Warwiokaliire,  v>dr^ik-$h\r,  an  inland 
CO.  of  England,  bounded  by  Staflbrd  and 
Leicester  on  the  N. ;  Northampton  on  the 
E.;  Oxford  and  Oloucester  on  the  8.;  and 
Worcester  on  the  W.  Area  885  sq.  m.; 
pop.  737,839.  The  scenery  is  eminently 
beautifU.  The  soil  is  fertile,  and  is  nearly 
all  under  tillage  or  in  meadows  and  pas- 
tures. The  chief  riyers  are  the  Awm^  Tame, 
Learn,  Sea,  Stour,  Alne,  Arrow,  Anker, 
BlytMe,  Swift,  Dene,  and  Itehen.  The  manu- 
factures are  important,  their  chief  seats 
being  Birminaham  (originally  Sromwieh- 
ham),  noted  for  harawares  and  firearms; 
CopM/ry  for  ribbons,  watches,  andlewelry; 
Aleeeter  for  needles  and  fish-hooks;  and 
KenOworih  tar  combs.  Many  of  the  popula- 
tion are  also  employed  in  collieries,  iron 
mines,  brick  and  lime  kilns,  and  in  brew- 
ing and  paper-making,  which  are  carried 
on  upon  a  large  scale.  Strat/ord-^pon-Avcn, 
in  this  00.,  was  the  birth  and  burial  place 
of  Shakespeare.  On  the  borders  of  North- 
amptonshire is  Rj^hy,  the  seat  of  a  f&mous 
public  school.  Warwick,  on  the  Avon,  is 
the  CO  town. 

Wash,  The,  a  large  bay  of  the  North 
Sea,  on  the  E.  coast  of  England,  laring  the 
008.  of  Lincoln,  Cambridge,  and  Norfolk. 

Waahington,  wd$k*ing-tun  (named  in 
honour  of  Qeorge  Washington,  firequently 
called  "  the  father  of  his  country^'),  the 
cap.  of  the  United  States  of  N.  America, 
situated  in  the  Federal  District  of  Colum- 
bia, on  the  Potomac,  88  m.  8.W.  of  Balti- 
more. The  government  buildings,  styled 
the  Capitol,  built  entirely  of  white  marble, 
are  considered  the  grandest  edifices  in  the 
United  States.  Ths  President's  residence 
Is  callad  the  Whits  Hooss.    Pop.  147,298. 


Washinffton,  a  territory  of  the  United 
StateH  of  N.  America,  bounded  on  the  N. 
by  British  America;  on  the  E.  by  Idaho;

West  Indies,  The,  west  in'di$,  or  West 
India  Islands,  an  extensive  archipelago 
which  separates  the  Atlantic  from  the 
Caribbean  Sea  and  the  Onlf  of  Mexico. 
They  were  so  called  because  when  the 
first  of  them  was  discovered  by  ColumbuA, 
he  supposed  that  it  formed  part  of  an  out- 
lying portion  of  India.  In  honour  of  the 
discoverer,  they  are  sometimes  called  the 
Columbian  Archipelago.  The  islands  dif- 
fer much  in  size,  and  consist  of  three 
principal  divisions — the  Ortater  AntilUty 
the  Lesser  Antilles,  and  the  Bahamas  or 
LtLcayas.  Their  total  area  is  upwards  of 
94,800  sq.m.  Pop.  4,617,460.  The  Greater 
Antilles  include  Cuba,  Jamaica^  Hayti  or 
San  Domingo,  and  Puerto  Rico.  They  are 
all  mountainous,  some  of  their  summits 
being  8000  ft.  high.  The  Lesser  Antilles 
are  divided  into  the  Windward  Islands 
and  the  Leeward  Islands.  They  are  of 
volcanic  origin,  and  abound  in  sou/riires  or 
expiring  volcanoes,  which  emit  sulphurous 
vapours,  and  sparks  of  fire  visible  at 
night.  The  name  Antilles  was  probably 
transferred  to  these  islands  from  a  land 
named  Antilla,  which,  according  to 
tradition,  before  the  discovery  of  the 
West  Indies,  existed  to  the  W.  of  the 
Azores.  The  Bahamas  are  a  low  group 
rising  hardly  more  than  six  feet  above 
high-water  mark,  and  their  shores  are 
formed  by  madrepores  or  coral.  Situated 
for  the  most  part  within  the  torrid  zone, 
the  heat  is  excessive  till  it  is  moderated 
by  sea-breezes  which  spring  ap  daily  about 
two  hours  before  noon,  when  all  nature 
revives,  and  the  temperature  in  the  shade 
becomes  pleasant.  On  many  of  the  islands 
the  elevation  of  their  surface  has  a  corre- 
sponding effect.  In  general  the  lower 
grounds  may  be  described  as  hot  and 
unhealthy,  while  the  climate  of  the  moun- 
tainous regions  is  equable  and  salubrious. 
As  elsewhere  in  tropical  climates,  the  year 
is  divided  between  the  wet  and  dry  seasons. 
The  first  periodical  rains  set  in  about  the 
middle  of  May,  and  continue  to  £sll  every 
day  at  noon  for  about  a  fortnight,  creating 
a  bright  verdure  and  luxuriant  vegcUtion. 
From  Jane  to  August  the  sky  is  without 
a  cloud,  and  the  atmosphere  is  so  trans- 
parent that  the  smallest  print  can  be  read 
by  moonlight,  and  the  planet  Venus  shines 
with  such  splendour  that  it  even  casts  a 
shadow.  Hurricanes  occur  Arom  the  be- 
ginning of  August  till  the  end  of  October. 
Daring  the  latter  month  rain  falls  in 
torrents.  In  November  or  December  the 
weather  becomes  serene  and  pleasant,  and 
contiaoM  settled  till  the  end  of  ApriL 


The  West  Indies  are  valuable  chiefly  for 
their  vegetable  productions.  Delicious 
fruits  grrow  in  abundance.  On  the  moun- 
tains are  extensive  forests,  whose  woods 
take  the  highest  polish  and  are  admirably 
adapted  for  cabinet  work.  The  great 
staples,  however,  are  sugar-cane,  yielding 
the  threefold  produce  of  sugar,  molasses, 
and  rum,  coffee,  cotton,  indigo,  spices, 
medicinal  drugs,  and  tobacco.  Wild 
animals  are  almost  extinct  Horses,  asses, 
and  mules  have  been  imported.  The 
cattle  are  Inferior,  sheep  and  goats  are 
found  on  only  a  few  of  the  islands,  but 
swine  find  plenty  of  food  in  the  forests  and 
are  numerous.  One  animal  peculiar  to 
these  islands  is  the  land-crab,  which  is 
enteemed  excellent  food.  Birds  of  brilliant 
plumage  and  elegant  in  form,  insects,  rep- 
tiles, and  fish  abound.  Of  the  present  popu- 
lation three-fourths  are  African  negroes. 
The  rest  are  whites  of  different  European 
nations,  mulattoes,  Chinese  labourers, 
and  Indian  coolies.  Slaverv  formerly 
prevailed  in  all  these  islands,  and 
when  it  was  abolished  in  the  British  do- 
minions  20  millions  sterling  were  paid  to 
the  planters  as  compensation.  Christian 
effort  has  long  been  directed  to  the  evan- 
gelization of  the  negroes  and  mixed  races, 
and  has  been  crowned  with  great  success. 
The  language  spoken  in  the  several  islands 
is  for  the  most  part  that  of  the  white  race 
dominant  in  each.  The  following  is  a  list

Wick  (station  or  town  on  the  bay),  a 
royal  and  pari,  burgh,  seaport,  and  market 
town  of  Scotland,  the  co.  town  of  Caith- 
ness-shire, at  the  mouth  of  a  river  of  the 
same  name;  it  is  the  chief  seat  of  the 
northern  herring  fishery,  and  the  principal 
trade  is  connected  with  the  herring  fishery 
and  herring  curing  establishments.  Pop.

Wicklow,  wik'lo,  a  maritime  co.  of  Ire- 
land, bounded  on  the  E.  by  the  Irish  Sea, 
and  on  the  lundward  sides  by  Wexford, 
Carlow,  Kildare,  and  Dublin.  Its  greatest 
length  is  40  m.;  greatest  breadth  83  m. 
Area  781  sq.  m. ;  pop.  70,386.  Wicklow  is 
the  most  picturesque  co.  in  Ireland,  the 
surface  being  beautifully  diversified  with 
mountain,  valley,  stream,  and  lake.  The 
central  portion  is  quite  a  mace  of  moun- 
tains, the  chief  of  which  are  LugnaquUla, 
8039  ft. ;  Tondagfe,  2683  ft.;  and  Duff  HiU, 
2264  ft.  The  Tale  of  ^voca,  at  the  month 
of  which  Arklcw  stands,  is  that  celebrated 
by  the  poet  Moore  in  his  *'  Meeting  of  the 


Waters."  Near  to  Jlathdrum  is  the  moun- 
tain valley  of  Oletuialough,  famous  for  its 
scenery,  for  the  ruins  of  the  "Seven 
churches,"  with  St  Kevin's  kitchen,  around 
tower,  and  a  lake,  called  the  Lak«  of  Ser- 
pents, because  St  Patrick  is  said  to  have 
drowned  in  it  all  the  serpents  that  were 
once  in  Ireland.  The  principal  rivers  are 
the  Liffey  and  the  Slanep  in  the  W.,  and  the 
Avoea  and  the  Vartrp  in  the  E..  all  of 
which  rise  in  the  co.  The  principal  mine- 
rals are  pyrites  and  copper  and  lead  ores, 
but  silver,  iron,  xinc,  tin,  and  some  others 
are  also  found.  Except  in  the  Avoea  dis- 
trict, where  important  mining  operations 
are  carried  on,  and  at  ArhUno,  where  there 
is  a  good  fishery,  the  pursuits  of  the  people 
are  chiefly  agricultural.  WickUno  is  the 
00.  town. 

Wicklow  (a  Danish  name,  probably 
meaning  "bay  shelter,"  having  been  used 
by  the  Danes  as  a  station  for  ships),  a 
munic.  bor.,  seaport,  and  market  town  of 
Ireland,  the  co.  town  of  Wicklow,  at  the 
head  of  a  small  bay,  16  m.  N.  of  Arklow; 
it  is  resorted  to  for  sea-bathing,  and  exports 
agricultural  produce  and  copyer  and  other 
ores.  Pop.  8891.— About  2|  m.  distant  is 
Wicklow  mad,  the  site  of  two  Ughthouses. 
-62*  68'  N.  lat.,  6"  V  W.  long. 

Wicklow,  a  county  of  West  Australia, 
surrounded  bv  the  cos.  Wellington,  Gran- 
tham, Peel,  Goderich,  and  Nelson ;  it  con- 
tains several  salt  lakes  and  some  excellent 
{>a8ture  lands  — Also  a  county  in  Queens* 
and  drained  by  the  Burnett  River. 

Wicklow  Mountains,  a  range  extend- 
ing from  the  extreme  N.  to  the  extreme  S. 
of  the  CO.  of  Wicklow,  Ireland.  They  are 
not  of  great  elevation,  but,  containing 
numerous  deep  glens,  skirted  by  abrupt 
precipices,  and  several  fine  valleys  occu- 
pied by  small  lakes,  are  distinguished  for 
the  great  beauty  of  their  scenery.  Their 
highest  summits  are  Lwynogntfto,  8039  ft. 
and  Tondagee,  2683  ft. 

Wlddin,  vidfdin  (probably  named  from 
a  Sarmatian  tribe  called  the  Vidini),  a 
city  in  the  N.W.  of  Bulgaria,  Turkey  in 
Europe,  on  the  Danube,  near  the  Servian 
frontier;  it  has  trade  in  wine,  com,  and 
rock-salt.    Pop.  13,602. 

Widnea,  wtdTnu,  a  town  of  Lancashire, 
England,  on  the  Mersey,  opposite  Runcorn, 
and  6  m.  S.E.  of  Prescot,  with  chemical,  oil, 
and  copper  works.    Pop.  24,986. 

Wieliczka,  vo4iuk'1td  or  vydrlitck'hd,  a 
town  of  Austria-Hungary,  prov.  Oalicia, 
at  the  N.  extremity  of  a  spur  of  the  Car- 
pathians. 8  m.  S.E.  of  Cracow;  near  it  are 
the  most  extensive  salt  mines  in  the 
world,  Yielding  annual]y700,000  cwts.  of 
rock-salt  Pop.  667a  Within  the  mine, 
after  a  descent  of  860  steps,  is  reached  a 
chapel  89  ft  high,  with  floor,  roof,  pillars, 
statues,  altar,  and  even  cmdfix,  all  of  rock- 
salt,  and  bv  an  ondergroond  walk  of  2  m. 
other  levels  are  nached,  In  which  are  a 
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ball-room  100  ft.  high,  a  rivulet,  and  a  lake 
S3  ft  deep. 

Wiener  -  Netwtadt,  fM^ner-noi'statt,  a 
strongly  fortified  town  of  Lower  Auiitria, 
13  m.  S.  of  Vienna ;  it  is  most  beaatiAiUy 
laid  out,  and  from  its  unswerving  loyalty 
is  called  "  the  ever  faithful."    Pop.  23,776. 

Wienerwald,  vee^ner-vdU  (the  Vienna 
forest),  a  mountain  range  of  Lower  Aus- 
tria, extending  from  the  Styrian  frontier 
N.E.  to  the  Danube  near  Vienna. 

Wiesbaden,  vee$-bd'deH  (the  baths  in 
the  meadow,  from  Qerm.  wies*,  a  mea^ 
dow,  and  bt^n,  baths),  a  town  of  Prussia, 
prov.  Hesse-Nassau,  on  the  Salsbach,  6  m. 
N.N.W.  of  Ments;  it  is  one  of  the  oldest 
watering-places  in  Germany,  and  is  still 
much  frequented  for  Us  mineral  baths  and 
mineral  waters,  the  FonU*  Mattiaei  of  the 
ancients.    Pop.  60,238. 

Wieselbnrg,  vee'zel-hoorg,  Hung  Mo- 
■ony,  fHo-ahon',  a  town  of  Austria-Hun- 
gary, 21  m.  8.S.E.  of  Pressburg.    Pop.  4600. 

Wigan,  v)ig*an  ffrom  A.  S.  wiAtiggan, 
sacred  or  holy  building),  a  munic  and 
pari.  bor.  and  manufacturing  town  of  Lan- 
cashire, England,  on  the  Douglas,  lb\  m. 
8.  of  Preston,  and  17  m.  N.W.  of  Man- 
chester.   Pop.  48,194. 

Wight,  Isle  of  (corr.  of  VeeH$,  the 
Roman  name  for  the  island),  a  beautiful 
island  off  the  8.  coast  of  Hampshire,  Eng- 
land, between  which  and  Portsmouth  is 
the  great  naval  road  of  8pithead.  In  the 
centre  of  the  island  is  Cariahrooke  Castle, 
where  Ctiarles  I.  was  confined,  and  near 
Cowes  is  O$bome  House,  a  £svourite  resi- 
dence of  Queen  Victoria.  In  consequence 
of  the  mildness  and  salubritv  of  Ita  cli- 
mate, the  Isle  of  Wight  has  long  been  a 
fiivourite  resort  of  invalids,  and  on  account 
of  iU  great  fertility  it  is  often  called  the 
"  Oarden  of  England."

Wlgtownahlre,  or  West  (Calloway,  a 
maritime  co.  of  Scotland,  bounded  N.  by 
Ayrshire;  E.  by  Wigtown  Bav  and  the 
liver  Cree,  which  separate  it  from  Kirk- 
cudbright; 8.  by  the  Irish  8ea;  and  W. 
by  the  Irish  Channel.  It  extends  from  E. 
to  W.  32  m.,  and  from  N.  to  8.  29  m.  Area 
486  sq.  m.;  pop.  88,611.  It  is  divided  into 
three  districts:— the  Rhinn»,OT  ''the  penin- 
sula," which  lies  W.of  Loch  Ryan  and  Luce 
Bay;  the  Mockers,  or  the  "flat  country," 
between  Wigtown  aud  Luce  Bays ;  and  the 
Moors,  which  includes  the  remainder  of  the 
CO.  No  part  is  above  18  m.  from  the  sea. 
The  phyaioal  aspect  of  the  oo.  is  neither 
Btriking  nor  yarie'd.   Its  sar£gu)e  is  irrega- 


lar,  bnt  Its  most  elevated  part  is  not  above 
600  ft  high.  The  Cree  and  Bla<Um>ck 
are  the  chief  rivers,  both  partially  navi- 
gable, and  the  oo.  oontains  a  number  of 
small  lakes.  The  coasts  are  indented  bv 
several  spacious  bays  and  harbours,  such 
as  Loch  Ryan,  on  the  N.W.,  which  extends 
inland  about  9  m.;  Luce  Bay,  on  the  8.; 
and  Wigtown  Bay,  on  the  E.  These  two 
bays  form  remarkable  promontories— the 
Burrow  Head  and  the  MuU  of  OaUoway, 
the  latter  being  the  most  southerly  point 
of  Scotland.

Africa,  inhabited  by  a  brave  Kaffir  tribe 
called  Zulus.  Its  8.  boundary  is  the  river 
Tugela,  which  separates  it  from  Natai;  and 
the  Drakenberg  Mountains,  rising  to  a 
height  of  10,000  ft.,  divide  it  In  the  W.  from 
the  table-land  of  the  Transvaal  Territory. 
The  boundary  lands  on  both  sides  are  very 
rugged.  The  coast  district  is  low,  hot,  and 
nimealthy.  Intersected  with  swamps  and 
lagoons,  the  principal  of  which  is  known  as 
St  Luda  Bap.  About  16  m.  firom  the  sea 
the  country  begins  to  rise  in  terraces, 
covered  with  rich  grass,  and  broken  up  by 
ranges  of  hills,  which  gradually  recede  to 
the  westward,  forming  continuous  chains  of 
well-wooded  mountains,  rising,  in  some  in- 
stances, to  a  height  of  8000  ft.  These  are 
intersected  by  numerous  rivers,  which 
generally  run  fh>m  W.  to  E.,  the  principal 
being  the  TugOa,  Buffalo,  Black  Umvaioti, 
White  Uwwaiosi,  and  the  InyaUui^  none  of 
which  are  navigable.  As  a  rule,  the  banks 
of  the  rivers  are  covered  with  thick  scrubby 
bush:  but  towards  the  mountains  exten- 
sive forests  of  valuable  trees  are  met  with. 
The  only  grain  cultivated  by  the  natives 
is  maize,  or  "mealie,"  and  a  species  of 
millet,  and  these  are  not  grown  to  a  suffi- 
cient extent  to  supply  the  wants  of  the 
population,  except  in  especially  good  sea- 
sons, hence  it  frequently  happens  that  for 
two  months  before  harvest  the  people  are 
in  a  state  of  semi-starvation,  lining  on  roots 
or  grass  from  the  streams,  etc  There  are 
only  two  seasons  in  this  part  of  Africa- 
summer  and  winter.  The  former  com- 
mences in  September  and  lasts  till  March, 
and  the  latter  extends  from  March  till 
September.  The  climate  in  the  swampy 
districts  is,  as  already  remarked,  un- 
healthv,  but  in  the  N.  and  W.  it  is  very 
salubrions.  The  Zulus  are  a  military 
people,  and  in  the  war  between  them  and 
the  British  in  1879,  their  skUl  was  fre- 
quently manifiBsted  in  a  remarkable  manner. 
That  war  resulted  in  the  deposition  of  the 
king,  Cetywayo,  who,  however,  was  re- 
stored in  1882,  after  having  paid  a  visit  to 
Eofl^d.   His  rettontion,  howerer,  ooci- 


tloned  so  much  dissatisfkotion  to  some  of 
his  former  chiefs,  that  intemedne  war 
resulted  shortly  afterwards. 

Zmnbo,  eum'bo,  a  Portuguese  settlement 
of  £.  Africa,  on  the  Zambesi,  200  m.  N.W, 
ofTete. 

Znxioli,  mfrik,  a  canton  in  the  N.  of 
Switzeriand,  bounded  M.  by  Baden  and 
Schaffhausen ;  E.  by  Thurgau  and  St  Gall ; 
S.  by  Schwytz  and  Zug;  and  W.  by  Aar- 
gan.    Area  666  sq.  m. ;  pop.  817,676. 

Zurich  (corr.  fh>m  its  ancient  name 
Thurieumf  so  called  from  TkurieuM,  by 
whom  it  was  rebuilt  after  having  been 
destroyed  by  Attila),  a  town  of  Switzer- 
land, the  cap.  of  the  above  cant.,  on  the 
Limmat,  where  it  issues  fh>m  the  Lake  of 
Zurich;  it  is  the  seat  of  a  university 
established  in  1882,  and  has  important 
manufactures  of  silks,  cottons,  ribbons,  etc. 
Here  the  reformer  Zuinglius  lived  flrom 
1618  to  1631.  Pop.  26,1(«.— The  Lake  of 
Zurich,  extending  in  the  form  of  a  crescenL 
chiefly  through  the  cant  of  Zurich,  and 
celebrated  for  its  picturesque  beauty,  is  83 
m.  In  length,  from  A  m.  to  2}  m.  in  breadth, 
and  1842  ft.  above  the  level  of  the  sea. 

Zntphen,  sut^fen  (the  south  marsh  or 
fen,  from  Dutch  eud,  south,  and  vtn  or  veen, 
marsh),  a  fortified  town  of  the  Netherlands, 
prov.  Ouelderland,  on  the  Tssel,  8  m.  8.  of 
Deventer.  Here  the  gallant  and  aooom- 
plished  Sir  Philip  Sydney  fell  in  1686. 
Pop.  14,822. 

Znurbergen,  MOW'herg'en  (moontains 
covered  with  sour  pasturage),  a  name 
given  to  several  mountain  ranges  in  th« 
Cape  Colony,  of  moderate  height,  and 
with  rounded  tops  covered  with  sour 
grass,  fit  only  for  eattle  grazing,  and  not 
for  sheep. 

Zuyder-Zee,  or  ZnideTse*,  tinder-Bee, 
Dutch  pron.  woi'der-nXk  (the  South  Sea,  so 
called  in  contradistinction  to  the  North 
Sea),  a  large  gulf  of  the  North  Sea,  in 
the  NetherUnda,  46  m.  in  length  fh>m  N. 
to  S.,  and  86  m.  in  greatest  breadth ;  it  was 
formerly  a  great  ixuand  lake,  called  by  the 
ancients  FUvo,  but  was  united  to  the  North 
Sea  by  successive  inundations  between  1226 
and  1282.  Dutch  engineers  have  in  con- 
templation the  draining  of  this  large 
inlet. 

Zvomlk,  or  Zwomik,  mfn^nSk,  a  town 
of  Bosnia,  European  Turkey,  on  the  Drina, 
67  m.  N.E.  of  Bosna-Serai.    Pop.  lO/XX).
